Preview '84: Bruins Will 
Leave Opponents in Ruins 


The Pac Ten Conference has not basked in the glory of a 
national championship since 1978 when the University of 
Southern California snared one-half of the number one spot. 
Alabama was voted the nation’s top team according to the 
Associated Press that year—thus dividing the crown. Well, the 
Pac Ten is tired of getting sand kicked in its face. Now’s the 
time to rise from the ashes of past NCAA probations and some 
other overall sour situations. Now’s the time to win the national 
championship. 

UCLA has that championship look in 1984. The Bruins have 
an explosive attack on hand—one that decimated Illinois 45-9 
in the most recent Rose Bowl. The Bruins sport a batch of 
hard-hitting defensive players, led by some top-notch line- 
backers. UCLA also has a coach that has grown immensely in 
the job in Terry Donahue and the schedule that faces the west 
coast crew is rather favorable—all things considered. The 
Bruins must host Nebraska in a prime-time extravaganza and 
then a game at Arizona State in late October will test the 
Bruins but this is a slate of games the Westwood gang can 
certainly handle. These two-time defeiiding Rose Bowl 
champs are shooting for loftier heights in the year ahead. 
FOOTBALL ACTION thinks they'll get what they are after. 

An offense that can strike by land or by air will spark this 
year’s Bruin edition. With quarterback Steve Bono at the con- 
trols, the Bruins can be expected to throw often and with much 
success.

Americas—Gaston Green and Eric Ball. Huge right tackle 
Duval Love will be the standout blocker for this Bruin machine. 

Linebackers Neal Dellocono and Lee Knowles spearhead 
this Bruin defense. Both are aggressive performers who ral- 
lied the UCLA ranks down the stretch last fall. Remember, 
UCLA started off 1983 in dubious fashion—going 0-3-1 in the 
first month of play. Dellocono and Knowles helped turn the tide 
for the Pac Ten champions. Right cornerback Ron Pitts is the 
team’s leading returning tackler so he'll help lift this year's 
secondary. 

Indeed, the Bruins sport a championship look. The next time 
UCLA guns for a Rose Bow! win, a national title may just be on 
the line.

That was hardly a way to defend one’s national 
championship but Joe Paterno learned his lesson well. The 
Nittany Lions roared down the stretch and wound up winning 
the Aloha Bowl in the closing moments. That: was a huge 
confidence-builder ‘for the boys from University Park. 

Paterno’s tribe will rely on the right arm of Doug Strang and 
the churning legs of soph star D.J. Dozier this year. Penn State 
will have to challenge a rugged agenda but this is a good club. 

Another good team comes from the Pac Ten. Arizona State 
returns 10 defensive regulars from last year’s crew and that 
should help carry Darryl Rogers to some big wins in 84. The 
Sun Devils are the one team that could upset the UCLA 
applecart and make a run at the Rose Bow/. If the right quarter-

But 
LSU must get better balance to win. Split end Eric Martin 
spearheads the pass catching corps. 

Boston College grabs the 16th spot with elusive quarter- 
back Doug Flutie sparking the troops. Several seniors will help 
the gang from Chestnut Hill but a murderous schedule—one 
that pits BC at Alabama and Penn State, among others—will 
drag the Eagles down. 

Oklahoma State and Florida State are slated for 17th and 
18th places. The Cowboys of OSU have a great defense but 
Jimmy Johnson's offense must produce. Florida State is hop- 
ing option quarterback Eric Thomas is a quick healer after a 
spring knee injury. Defense may be the Seminoles’ short- 
coming. 

Arkansas has a new coach after the departure of Lou Holtz.

The offensive and de- 
fensive categories are clearly explanatory while the 
WEF and HT marks give one a peek at the character of 
the outfit.

In the professional ranks, the dominating world

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USING POWER ACTION POINTS 
For Pro and College Football 


There aré five ratings for each team in the Power Action Points table: 
Power Rating (PR) 
Offensive Rating (OR) 
Defensive Rating (DR) 
Winnging Edge Factor (WEF) 
Home Team Rating (HT) 
The steps in using the Power Action Points system are as follows: 
1. An approximation of the probable pointspread of the game can be determined by finding the 
difference between the two power ratings. 
Subtract the Power Rating of the lower rated team from that of the higher rated team to find the 
estimated point spread on a neutral field. 


EXAMPLE: 
Alabama Power Rating 
Texas Power Rating 
Texas would be favored by 1 point. 
2. An estimated score for the game can be figured by subtracting the Defensive Rating of the given 
team from the Offensive Rating of its opponent. 


EXAMPLE: 
Alabama Offensive Rating 
Texas Defensive Rating 
Alabama to score 14 points. 
Texas Offensive Rating 
Alabama Defensive Rating 
Texas to score 9 points. 
3. Next, subtract the lower Winning Edge Factor from the higher and add the difference to the score of 
the team with the higher WEF. 


EXAMPLE: 
Alabama Winning Edge Factor 
Texas Winning Edge Factor 
Alabama awarded one point. 
The predicted final score would then be: Alabama 15, Texas 9. 
4. If the game is not played on a neutral field, then Home Team points should be added to the 
pointspread of the home team, as well as to the home team’s score. 


EXAMPLE: 

If Texas is home, the projected point spread would make Texas a 5-point favorite. The projected final 
score would be: Alabama 15, Texas 14. If Alabama is home, the projected pointspread would make a 
§-point favorite. The projected final score would be: Alabama 20, Texas 9. 

5. It should be noted that these Power Action Points represent ratings that apply to teams at the 
beginning of the season. They are updated every week during the regular football season in Power 
Action Points’ weekly report. 

Please note that in some cases, where a weak offensive team is playing a strong defensive team, a 
minus score will result. In such a case,add the minus score to the opponent's score and leave the weak 
offensive team at zero. 


EXAMPLE: 

Air Force Offensive Rating 
Navy Definsive Rating 

Air Force to score 0 points. 
Navy Offensive Rating 

Air Force Defensive Rating 
Navy to score 30 points. 


Add five points to Navy’s score for Winning Edge Factor. Final score, Navy 47, Air Force 0.

Jimmy Johnson's Oklahoma State Cowboys enjoyed a vin- 
tage 1983 campaign. The Pokes finished with an 8-4 record 
and a 24-14 victory in the Biuebonnet Bow! against Baylor 
capped off the season.

Illinois, which has some rebuilding to 
do on defense, recruited very well and 
returns one of the nation’s top passers in 
Jack Trudeau.

fourth quarter of all three of their 
losses to Big Ten foes Illinois, 


Michigan and lowa. All three of the games were played on 
the road. This time around the Buckeyes will get all three in 
Columbus. It will make a big difference. 

Head coach Earle Bruce welcomes back 10 starters, split 
equally between the offensive and defensive platoons, and 
he has solid depth and talented youngsters which should 
allow him to fill the voids left by graduation. 

Leading the offensive charge will be the backfield tandem 
of quarterback Mike Tomczak and tailback Keith Byars. Both 
are all-star material of the first order. Tomezak, the second 
most productive signal-caller in OSU history, completed 131 
of 237 passes for 1,942 yards and 13 touchdowns. Byars, a 
junior, scored 20 TD's and ran for an average of 102 yards 
per game. He is a force. Those two will be joined in the 
backfield by either Barry Walker or Ken Blair. Byars will be 
backed up by John Wooldridge or Roman Bates, while Jim 
Karsatos will be Tomezak's caddy. 

The offensive line will again be a force as it returns four 
starters. Jim Lachey and Scott Zalenski will be the starting 
guards with Kirk Lowdermilk at center and Mark Krerowicz at 
right tackle. Rory Graves and Bob Maggs are the leading 
candidates at the other tackle position. 

One of concerns of the coaching staff is the receiving 
contingent, which was swept clean by graduation. The Buck- 
eyes lost some good ones in tight end John Frank and 
wideouts Thad Jemison and Cedric Anderson. But the situa- 
tion may be better than it looks. Judd Groza and Ed Taggart 
have big shoes to fill at tight end, but Mike Lanese and Doug 
Smith could prove productive wideouts. Then there is the 
highly touted Cris Carter, an Ohio schoolboy star who could 
be an immediate starter at wide receiver. He is reportedly a 
coming star. 

The Buckeyes are solid along the defensive front, where 
middie guard Spencer Nelms and tackles Dave Morrill and 
Dave Crecelus return. They are all juniors. Ray Holliman, 
Tony Giuliani and Henry Brown will provide the depth.

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Hayden Fry has put the lowa prog- 
ram back on the college football 
map and the best may be yet to 
come. Last year the Hawkeyes 
finished at 9-3 with all three losses coming against teams 
that finished the season in the final top ten. 

Fry has built his program to a lofty level in just five years on 
the job. His overall mark is 34-24 and his conference mark is 
avery solid 27-14. There is no more Big Two and Little Eight 
as far as Fry and Illinois’ Mike White are concerned. 

Fry has made lowa football a hot ticket as the Hawkeyes 
have played before 22 consecutive capactiy crowds. Kinnick 
Stadium has been enlarged to 66,000 and you can expect to 
see the “sold out” sign this fall. The folks in lowa love winners 
and Fry's brand of wide open offensive football. 

After three straight bowl appearances and a 25-11 record 
the past three seasons, Fry has to feel confident about his 
squad. The coaching staff welcomes back just three offen- 
sive regulars, all quality performers, while the defense re- 
turns intact. 

Leading the offensive charge will be quarterback Chuck 
Long, who will be one of the standout signal-callers in the 
nation this fall. Last year he completed 157 of 265 attempts 
for 2,601 yards and 14 TD's. Long consistently makes the big 
play. Owen Gill, who shared the tailback job with Eddie 
Phillips last season, returns as does wide receiver Ronnie 
Harmon, who could join Gill in the backfield. The Hawkeyes 
will miss fullback Norm Granger, a three-year starter. The 
Hawkeyes will test a host of players at this important posi- 
tion. 

The offensive line will be completely rebuilt. The leading 
candidates along the offensive front are Dave Croston, Herb 
Webster, Chris Gambol, Mike Haight, Jerry Malone, Kelly 
O'Brien, Bill Glass and Don Kellogg. Each of these players 
tips the scales at better than 270 pounds. The Hawkeyes 
may be inexperienced but they won't be pushed around. 

The entire defense, which came on strong after a slow 
Start in ’'83, is back to give the offense plenty of support. The 
front five will feature Tony Wancket and Mike Hooks at the 
ends with Paul Hufford and George Little at the tackles and 
Howard Peterson at nose guard. Bruce Gear, Jeff Drost, Jon 
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Vrieze and Joe Schuster will be the top reserves. 

The linebacking duo of Larry Station, a legitimate All- 
America candidate, and Kevin Sptizig is outstanding. Station 
is one of the strongest linebackers in the nation and a fierce 
competitor. Steve Brown and George Davis will provide the 
depth. The secondary is led by strong safety Mike Stoops, 
free safety Devon Mitchell and cornerbacks Keith Hunter 
and Nate Creer. The key reserves figure to be Ken Sims, 
Craigh Hartman and Zane Corbin. 


Station, Stoops and Hufford all were All-Big Ten selections 
last season. They will be the leaders of a defensive unit that 
will most likely terrorize Big Ten opponents this season. 


Placement specialist Tom Nichol, who already holds a 
host of lowa records, returns for another season. He also 
handled the punting chores last season. A replacement must 
be found for departed Jon Roehlk, who kicked off last sea- 
son. 


The Hawkeyes, who will play 12 games thanks to a sea- 
son-ending trip to Hawaii, will host six opponents at Kinnick 
Stadium while playing an equal number away from home. 
The non-conference foes will be lowa State, Penn State and 
the Rainbow Warriors. 


The toughest part of the lowa schedule is undoubtedly the 
first four weeks when Fry’s Hawkeyes will battle lowa State, 
Penn State and top Big Ten competitiors Ohio State and 
Illinois. A 3-1 mark entering October will mean a big season 
lies ahead for lowa. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Hawkeyes have 
some rebuilding to do on offense, especially along the 
offensive front, but there appears to be quality depth 
and size. The 'Eyes have a brilliant quarterback in Long 
and the defense will be among the top contingents in the 
land. 


As stated before, if the Hawkeyes can come through 
September in good shape they are on their way to a big 
campaign. Nine or ten victories are within reach for this 
club.

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Before we get to the Rose Bowl 
catastrophe, lets look at the good 
things that happened to Illinois in 
1983. The Illini went 9-0 in the Big 
Ten en route to their first Rose Bow! appearance since 1964. 
They went 10-2 and established themselves as one of the 
nation’s top teams a year ago. Mike White established him- 
self as a top college mentor. 

Now to the Rose Bowl massacre. It was a disastrous way 
for a brilliant campaign to end. The Illini, heavily favored to 
top UCLA, could do nothing right against the Bruins and their 
quarterback Rick Neuheisel. The final score was 45-9. It 
could have been worse. 

That game had to leave a bad taste in the returning play- 
ers’ mouths and it will give the team something to shoot for in 
'84. The club will be looking for another Rose Bowl berth, 
which could mean another shot at UCLA. 

The Illini, who had another strong recruiting year on both 
the high school and juco levels, has to replace some key 
performers, especially in the defensive front seven. 

Offensively the Illinois have to replace tight end Tim 
Brewster, running back Dwight Beverly, receivers Cam Ben- 
son and Mitchell Brookins and guard Rob Stowe. On de- 
fense, tackles Mark Butkus and Don Thorp have departed 
along with Mike Johnson, Darryl Thompson and linebackers 
Mike Weingard, Ed Bradley, Archie Carter and Clinton 
Haynes. 

The offense will be led by junior quarterback Jack 
Trudeau, who will be one of the nation’s best in 84. He will be 
joined in the backfield by fullback Thomas Rooks and tail- 
backs Ray Wilson, Eric Wycoff and Jackie Johnson., 

The receiving corps will have a new look with Scott Davis 
slated to replace Brewster at tight end and David Williams, 
the split end, and flanker Don Passmore slated for starting 
duty. Randy Grant, Bob Westerkamp, Steve Pierce and 
Darrin Brown will provide the depth at wide receiver. 

From left to right the offensive line will consist of tackle 
Brian Ward, guard Rick Schulte, center Bob Miller, guard 
Chris Babyar and tackle Jim Juriga. The talented Juriga is a 
definite All-America candidate. The Illini will be running 
game right often. 
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White runs one of the most sophisticated ball-control 
attacks in the land. The Bill Walsh disciple is looking to 
improve his running and his attack’s short yardage produc- 
tivity. 

The secondary will have to provide the leadership as there 
will be plenty of new faces at the other defensive posts. 
Safety Craig Swoope is All-America material, while he will be 
joined by strong safety David Edwards. They will be backed 
by African Grant and Dwayne Pugh. The starting corner- 
backs will be Keith Taylor and Mike Heaven. 

Up front in their 4-3 alignment the lilini will feature Curtis “ 
Clarke and James Brown at the ends with Steve Nelson and 
Ron Bohm at the tackles. The depth will be provided by Dave 
Aina, Scott Somlar, Shawn Jones and Ray Hairston. 

There is some concern at linebacker, but the Illini do have 


. Some talented performers who have been waiting for their 


chance. Sam Ellsworth is pencilled in as the starting middle 
linebacker while Bob Sebring and Rom Glielmi are slated for 
Starting duty on the outside. Also in the running are Todd 
Fulk, Mark Tagart and Todd Searcy. 

The placements will be handled by the consistent Chris 
White, who booted 13 of 22 field goal attempts and 39 of 40 
PAT's. The coaching staff is searching for a new punter to 
replace the departed Chris Sigourney. The coaches will also 
be looking to improve the Illinois special teams which were 
anything but consistent a season ago. At many times, they 
were just plain bad. 

Last year the schedule was a plus as Ohio State, Michigan 
and lowa all paid visits to Champaign-Urbana. This year 
White's club will have to take to the road to play its three main 
Big Ten competitors. In all, the Illini will play six home games 
and meet Missouri and Stanford in non-league tests. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Illini face a far 
tougher road schedule in '84 and need to rebuild both 
along the defensive front and at linebacker. This team 
will win more than its share and will be ranked in the 
national polis, but it won't return to the Rose Bowl nor 
win 10 games in the year ahead. Eight wins look to be on 
target.

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Bo Schembechler begins his 16th 
season at Michigan with what could 
be best termed as a ‘mixed bag’. 

There is talent on hand, but the 
Wolverines will start the season with an inexperienced quar- 
terback, a new center and new guards plus a couple of new 
faces in the defensive secondary. The dean of ‘Big Ten 
coaches, Schembechler sports a record of 140-31-3 at the 
Ann Arbor school. His overall mark, including a stint at Miami 
of Ohio, is an ultra-impressive 180-48-6. The much- 
maligned Bo knows how to win football games. 

In all, Bo welcomes back 37 lettermen, including eight 
offensive and seven defensive regulars. Three-year starter 
Steve Smith, who had his ups and downs, has departed 
leaving the position wide open. The leading candidate is 
junior Jim Harbaugh, but he will receive a stiff challenge from 
sophomore Russ Rein and Chris Zurbrugg. The starting 
signal-caller will be joined in the backfield by returning tail- 
back Rick Rogers, who is a solid and explosive runner. 
Thomas Wilcher and Gerlad White, both top prospects, wiii 
also see some playing time. Eddie Garrett, backed by Dan 
Rice and Greg Armstrong, will be the starting fullback. 

The receiving contingent will be paced by wide receiver 
Vince Bean, who caught 29 passes for a 13.2 average. 
Triando Markray, who led the squad with a 29.0 average, will 
be the other starting receiver. Other veterans include Steve 
Johnson, Gilvani Johnson and Kenneth Higgins. Sim Nelson 
returns as the top tight end. 

The offensive line will have to rebuilt, especially the interior 
which lost outstanding performers in center Tom Dixon and 
guards Stefan Humphries and Jerry Diorio. Clay Miller re- 
turns at one tackle, but last year’s other starting tackle Doug 
James will probably be moved to guard. Art Balourdos will 
probably start at center or guard with Andy Borowski, Bob 
Popowski and Bob Tabachino also in the picture at center 
and guard. Mark Hammerstein, Jerry Quaerna, Glenn Mogle 
and John Elliott will be in the running at tackle. 

{t appears that it will take some time for the Wolverine 
offense to become a consistent unit, especially at quarter- 
back. 

Seven starters return to a defensive unit that should be 
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very strong again this season. The line will be paced by 
middle guard Al Sincich, who returns for his fourth tour of 
duty. The All-Big Ten performer will be backed up by Nate 
Rodgers and Joe Gray. Kevin Brooks and Vince DeFelice, 
who is recovering from a broken arm, return at the tackles. 
This will be one of the Wolves strongest areas. 

The linebacking contingent will be led by inside ‘backer 
Mike Mallory, who paced the team with 119 tackles a year 
ago. Tim Anderson and Andy Moeller also return on the 
inside. Andy Mcintyre, Dave Folkertsma and Todd Schulte 
will be looking for action. Rodney Lyles returns as an outside 
linebacker while Jeff Akers and Jim Scarcelli will battle for 
the starting job on the other side. 

Brad Cochran and Tony Gant are the two returning regu- 
lars to the deep defense. Gant led the team with five in- 
terceptions from his free safety position. Garland Rivers and 
Dieter Heren will make their presence felt. 

The kicking game should be a strength with All-Big Ten 
placekicker Bob Bergeron returning for another campaign. 
He connected on 15 of 17 field goal attempts. Todd Schlopy 
returns to handle the kickoffs. The punting job is wide open 
with Monte Robbins and Schlopy the leading candidates for 
the job. 

The Wolverines will play seven home games, but the 
non-league schedule is very tough with opening clashes 
against defending champion Miami and Washington. Michi- 
gan will have to visit both lowa and archrival Ohio State. It 
should help that Bo’s boys will play five of their first six games 
at home. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Wolverines will 
have a typically tough Michigan defense, but there are 
questions to be answered at quarterback and along the 
offensive line. Then there is the schedule, which is diffi- 
cult, especially early, despite those seven home en- 
counters. 

You can never count the Wolverines out of the nation- 
al picture, but this doesn’t appear to be one of Schem- 
bechier’s best editions. Look for Michigan to win eight 
games and finish somewhere in the second 10.

With 18 starters returning from the '83 7-4 team the 
coaching staff obviously has reason for optimism. 

Last year the Badger attack set a seires of school season 
standards including most points (359); most points per game 
(32.6); most touchdowns (49); most first downs (255) and a 
host of other marks. 

Only one regular has departed from that unit, but he was 
an important cog in this surprising Badger machine. We are 
talking about quarterback Randy Wright, who will be difficult 
to replace. The heir apparent to the job appears to be sopho- 
more Mike Howard. He will be joined at the position by 
freshman redshirt Brant Kennedy and senior Bob Kobza. 

The team’s leading offensive performer is wide receiver Al 
Toon. He has already set a host of Wisconsin standards. He 
will be joined by Bret Pearson, Michael Jones and Thad 
McFadden. 

McClain has his best offensive front, maybe one of the 
best in the school's history.

Eller- 
son netted 777 yards on 161 carties and scored 11 touch- 
downs last fall. Waiting in the wings for more playing time are 
Brian Bonner, Kemal Carr, Bobby Taylor and Louis Holland. 

Eight starters return to a defensive unit that improved 
markedly as the season progressed. The campaign ended 
with an impressive 32-0 blanking of Michigan State. 

The three players lost to graduation were stack outside 
linebacker Mike Herrington, close side corner Brian Marrow 
and safety Richard Baxter. 

A group of exceptional linebackers, led by All Big-Ten 
backer Jim Melka, returns to spearhead the defensive effort. 
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Melka has led the Badgers in tackles the past two seasons. 
Along with Melka, there is senior Russ Fields, who was 
second on the squad in stops. The other linebackers are Art 
Price, Brad Grabow, Craig Raddatz and Tim Jordan. Expect 
to see all of these players in action in the year ahead. 

On the defensive line, the final game starters were Scott 
Bergold, Lance Branaman and Jim Kmet. All three return for 
the '84 campaign. Also back in the fold are Kurt Schlicht, 
John Taulien, Brian Hoffman, Mark Helt and redshirt fresh- 
man Dave Sparger.

The Badgers will not only play six road games in the year 
ahead, but they will meet all but one of their tough foes away 
from Madison. This will undoubtedly prove costly. Missouri, 
Michigan, Illinois and lowa will be played away from home 
while the powerful Buckeys of Ohio State will pay a late 
October visit to Wisconsin. Northern Illinois will be the other 
non-conference foe. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Badgers play five 
teams they should beat, three teams they should lose to 
and three teams in games that could go either way. The 
Badgers will be explosive on offense with just an aver- 
age quarterback performance while the defense should 
be improved over last season's contingent. 

The problem are those very difficult road assign- 
ments. We look for the Badgers, who are definitely a 
dangerous squad, to win either six or seven games In 
the year ahead. Yes, another seven-win campaign Is 
distinctly possible for McClain and Company.

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When former Pittsburgh Steeler 
George Perles took over at his alma 
mater it was considered a step in 
the right direction for a program that 
had fallen under the guidance of Muddy Waters. And it was. 

The Spartans opened the campaign with big wins over 
Colorado and Notre Dame, but things came to a screaching 
halt in game three versus Illinois when outstanding quarter- 
back Dave Yarema went down for the season with a wrist 
injury. The Spartans lost that game to the Illini and had big 
offensive problems the rest of the way en route to a 4-6-1 
mark. 

Perles welcomes back 42 letter winners, including seven 
offensive and eight defensive regulars from the '83 cam- 
paign. When you add to this seven players on each platoon 
who contributed last season plus another good recruiting 
yield you get the picture. State is on the way back. 

The attack will be built around Yarema, a talented junior 
who has an excellent arm and solid leadership qualities. He 
will be backed up by Clark Brown, who was forced into action 
last season. Aaron Roberts, who has never lived up to his 
potential, and sophomore Bobby Morse will be the tailbacks 
with Keith Gates, Carl Butler and Dean Altobelli at the full- 
back postion. 

Butch Rolle and Veno Belk, both juniors, will be the tight 
ends, while John Hurt returns at flanker backed by Larry 
Jackson and Mark Ingram. Daryl Turner, who was a top 
talent, will be missed at split end. 

Mark Napolitan, an all-star candidate, returns to anchor 
the offensive front from his center slot. Pat Shurmur returns 
at one guard postion while Mark Fincher and John mcDowell 
have experience at tackle. Perles has made improving the 
offensive line and the running game two of his top priorities 
this fall. 

The defense, which played very consistently last season, 
will be very strong again this season despite the loss of 
All-Big Ten linebacker Carl Banks, who was a number one 
pick in the recent NFL draft. Perles runs the 4-3 stunt that he 
ultized at Pittsburgh when the Steelers were winning Super 
Bowls with regularity. 

All four starters return up front with Kelly Quinn and Tom 
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Allan at the ends with David Wolff and Jim Rinella slated for 
duty at the tackles. Allen Moore will provide the depth at end 
with Joe Curran, Steve Bogdalek and Doug Rogers the main 
tackle reserves. 

Derek Bunch and James Morrissey return at linebacker, 
where Banks will undoubtedly be missed. There is good 
depth at this position with Tom Tyree, Warren Lester and 
Shane Bullough on the outside and Anthony Bell, John 
Jones, Mark Beaudoin and John Perles on the inside. 

Nate Hannah and Tim Cunningham, a pair of starters, 
have graduated, but the Spartans have a pair of good onesin 
free safety Phil Parker, one of the nation’s top interceptors, 
and Lonnie Young, a senior cornerback. Terry Lewis and 
Carter Kamana are the other cornerbacks while Paul Bobbitt 
is the free safety reserve. A strong safety must surface. 


The Spartans have one of the best kicking machines in the 
nation in punter-placekicker Ralf Mojsiejenko, who averaged 
43.9 on 74 punts and showed a long leg when it came to 
knocking home big field goals. He will be a key weapon for 
the Spartans in the coming campaign. 

The Spartans will play six games in East Lansing this 
season and will again meet Colorado and Notre Dame out of 
conference. Notre Dame and Ohio state travel to East Lans- 
ing but tllinois, Michigan and lowa must be played on the 
road. The first seven games will tell the story for the Spartans 
this season as the club closes with Minnesota, Northwestern 
and Wisconsin in the last month of the campaign. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Perles is a very solid 
mentor and he will make the Spartans a Big Ten power 
before too many seasons pass. This year State remains 
in the dangerous stage. It is not ready to become a 
consistent winner, but it can now beat all but the best 
teams on its schedule. 


Look for the Spartans to become a winning squad in 
’84, although we don't expect State to move too far 
above the .500 mark. Six wins look to be about right, but 
we wouldn't be surprised if the Spartans do win seven 
games in the year ahead.

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Leon Burtnett spent five successful 
campaigns at Purdue under then 
head coach Jim Young, but he has 
found winning an elusive goal since 
succeeding the current Army mentor. Burtnett begins his 
third year at the helm of the Boilermakers hopeful that he can 
improve on last year's 3-7-1 mark. 

The coaching staff welcomes back 37 lettermen (27 were 
lost) including four offensive and seven defensive regulars 
from a season ago. 

Youth may prove to be the biggest obstacle that the Boiler- 
makers will have to overcome. With three consecutive re- 
cruiting years under his belt, Burtnett feels he will have a 
squad heavy with talented underclassmen. There is depth 
on the attack, although very few positions are secure at the 
present time. 

There is no heir apparent at quarterback as Jim Everett 
and freshman redshirts Doug Downing and Jeff Huber will 
battle for the starting job. Everett has the experience but the 
highly regarded Downing is the more talented performer. 

There will be experience in the running corps with Bruce 
King returning at fullback and Rodney Carter at tailback. Jeff 
Feulner will return while Ray Wallace will battle for playing 
time at fullback. Then there is incoming freshman James 
Medlock, a top schoolboy prospect out of Georgia who could 
step in and help immediately. 

Jeff Price, a former Coffeyville Junior College star who had 
40 catches to lead the Boilermakers last season, returns to 
lead the receiving contingent. Steve Griffin figures to be the 
starter on the other side. The main reserves will be Rick 
Brunnner, Jon Hayes,Mark Jackson and Roby Armenteros. 
Marty Scott has the inside track at tight end. Other top 
candidates are Antonio Visco and Lee Beery. 

The offensive line returns three regulars and plenty of 
depth from a season ago. Fifth-year senior Paul Alekna 
leads the way from his tackle position. Mark Drenth has been 
a starter at both guard and tackle while Doug Isbell is the 
leading candidate at the other tackle slot. Drew Banks 
should start at the other guard spot with Jerry Boat the 
leading candidate at center. Other top line prospects include 
Mike Connors, Bob McCurdy, Vince Panfil, Bret Brunell and 
Rick Skibinski. 
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The top priority of the spring and summer is getting the 
defense into working order. It has been the Purdue weak 
spot in recent seasons. The strengths of the platoon figure to 
be along the front and in the secondary while the linebacking 
will be a problem area. 

Seven veteran linemen will be trying to nail down the three 
down positions. Brad Hornor, Nate Lindsay and Kevin Holley 
will battle for the nose gaurd spot with Melvin Menke, Bob 
Ziltz ahead of Derek Wimberly and Don Baldwin at the 
tackles. 

The deep defense will be paced by freshman All-America 
Ron Woodson, Randy Fichtner, Kennedy Wilson and Tom- 
my Lee Myers. Corey Cooper and Jeff Williams are also in 
the running. 

Kevin Sumlin, a former walk-on who led the team in tack- 
les in’83, returns at one inside linebacker spot. Jason Hous- 
ton, who Sumlin replaced after an early-season injury, also 
returns. He should be the other regular. Adam Rempe, Matt 
Morgan and Kent Shelton will provide the depth. 

Numbers are the big problem at defensive end, where only 
three players return with any experience to cover the two 
positions. James Seward and Bill Mulchrone will probably be 
the starters while Joe Smith and Dwayne Greer will also see 
playing time. 

There are going to be some new faces in the Purdue 
kicking game this fall. Walk-on Andy Falender leads the 
placekicking corps while Gordon Acton and Brian Thornson 
are the nos.

The Boilermakers will meet defending champion Miami 
and Notre Dame in non-conference tilts while Ohio State, 
lowa and Michigan all travel to Ross-Ade Stadium this sea- 
son.

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Bill Mallory, who has proven to be a 
winning coach at Miami of Ohio, 
Colorado and Northern Illinois, 
takes over the downtrodden Indi- 
ana program for the '84 campaign. ~ 

Mallory, who believes in a sound, fundamental offense 
and a strong defense, welcomes back 48 monogram win- 
ners from last season's 3-8 squad. He' replaces Sam Wyche, 
who spent one year in Bloomington before accepting the 
head job with the NFL Bengals. 

The Hoosiers will operate out of the basic ‘I’ and the 5-2 
alignment on the defensive side of scrimmage. “We'll lay a 
block at a time and hope it comes together quick," stated the 
new head coach. It won't be easy in the highly competitive 
Big Ten, where there are now four strong football teams and 
a couple more on the rise. 

The Hoosiers have a talented group of running backs and 
a Capable quarterback to execute the new attack. The key 
will be replacing four starters along the offensive front. The 
returnees up front are senior center Tom Van Dyck and 
tackle Kevin Allen, Likely candidates for starting roles are 
Jeff Lemirande and Mike Anderson at the guards with Tim 
Eckert and Bob Riley in the running at tackle. 

Steve Bradley, who passed for 2,298 yards and 14 touch- 
downs, returns at quarterback. He is a strong passer and a 
proven runner of the option, a necessity in Mallory's system. 

Tailback is a deep position with junior Orlando Brown and 
Bobby Howard, another junior, the leading ball carriers. The 
fullback position belongs to sophomore Jim Caldwell. Estab- 
lishing fullback depth is a priority. 

Duane Gunn, the explosive wide receiver, leaves a void at 
wide receiver. The key returnee is senior Len Kenebrew, 
who caught 47 passes for 687 yards in '83. Other hopefuls in 
this area are Terry Smith, Eric Holt, Stacey Dawsey, Brent 
Orso and Kenny Allen. 

The defensive unit is in need of plenty of improvement. 
The Hoosiers allowed 360 points while scoring just 201. The 
defensive contingent also allowed over five yards per carry. 

Up front, senior Dave Zyzda returns at nose guard, where 
he played nine games a season ago. Zyzda is likley to be 
flanked by Steve May and Rob Schmit while junior Tom 
Weidenbenner, a converted tight end, will also make his 
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presence felt. Lou Christofoli, Mark Claahsen and Van Wai- 
ters will be the main defensive ends. 

Senior Joe Fitzgerald heads the linebacking corps, and he 
will most likley be joined by Mark Weiler, who was his running 
mate a season ago. Weiler missed spring practice with a 
knee injury. Tom Hendrickson moves to linebacker after 
starting ten games as a defensive back last season. 

The secondary will be led by senior strong safety Chris 
Sigler, who was the. team’s leading tackler in 83. Corner- 
backs Nate Borders and Jeff McBain also return. Junior 
Leonard Bell moves from outside linebacker to fill the strong 
safety postition. The Hoosiers will have one of the most 
experienced deep defenses in the conference but the play of 
the front seven must improve or it won't matter at all. 


Senior Chuck Razmic returns after punting for an impress- 
ive 42.2 average in '83. Senior Doug Smith, who was trou- 
bled by a thigh injury last season, returns to handle the 
placements. Mark Rogers, another senior, will challenge him 
for the job. With Gunn gone, the kick return job is virtually 
wide open. 


The Hoosiers will face six road games in the year ahead, 
including trips to Ohio State and Michigan State. Michigan, 
lowa and Illinois all visit Bloomington. The non-conference 
competition will be furnished by Duke and Kentucky. The 
Hoosiers will be forced to hit the road four times in the first six 
weeks of the campaign. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Mallory has proven he 
knows how to rebuild programs and win football games, 
but he moves into a tough spot at Indiana. He is the third 
head coach in as many years which doesn’t say a great 
deal for the consistency or the continuity of the 
program.

There isn't much NU at Northwest- 
ern, where the winning is never 
easy. Optimistic head coach De- 
nnis Green begins his fourth cam- 
paign looking to-improve on the five wins his Mildacts have 
accomplished over the past two seasons.

'83,"stated Green. “But we have to be a better defensive 
team, one that can shut people down, if we are going to make 
progress in this league.” 

The head coach is right about the league. The Big Ten 
looks to be getting tougher with each passing season. lowa 
and Illinois have joined perrenial powers Michigan and Ohio 
State at the top. It is tough to make up any ground. 

Green and his staff welcome back 37 experienced hands, 
including 16 starters and 27 players who have some kind of 
starting experience. 

The Northwestern attack will again be built around junior 
quarterback Sandy Schwab, who had his problems during 
his sophomore campaign. He has completed 422 of 750 
passes for 4,573 yards and 20 TD's in two seasons. The 
other returning signal-caller is fifth-year senior Steve Burton. 

Casey Cummings and Tracy Parsons return at fullback but 
talented halfback Ricky Edwards will be difficult to replace. 
Junior Claudell Robertson is the leading candidate to re- 
place Edwards. George Jones is also in the running. 

The Wildcats return just one regular pass catcher from a 
season ago so there is work to be done. Eric Anderson and 
Steve Tasker will be vying at split end with Ralph Jackson, 
Jim Harding and Rich Borresen the leading candidates at 
tight end. The lone returnee is junior Tony Coates, who has 
caught 42 passes during his career. 

The Wildcats return three regulars to the offensive line in 
tackles Jack Vandenberghe and Matt Burbach and center 
Phil Leonard. Steve Hoffmann and Mario Zappia are the 
leading candidates to move into the vacant guard positions. 
Bill Balmer and Tom Nicklas are also in the running. 

As Green has stated, Northwestern must become more 
competitive on the defensive side of scrimmage. It is here 
that the Wildcats have failed to compete with the Big Ten’s 
best teams. 
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Atrio of starters returning along the defensive front. Senior 
Keith Cruise leads the defensive front from his left tackle 
position. Daryl Newell will be the other returning tackle with 
Ted Karras in the middle. . 


Linebacking will be a real strength for the Wildcats. Two- 
year starter and two-time leading tackler Jim Bobbitt will 
anchor the contingent from his inside slot. Bibbitt has started 
20 consecutive games. Darin Morgan joins Bobbitt on the 
inside, where he has started 19 consecutive tests.

Anew era in Minnesota football be- 
gins as the successful and colorful 
Lou Holtz takes command of a foot- 
ball program that had hit rock bot- 
tom in the past two seasons. 

Holtz, a noted program builder who spent the last seven 
years (six very successful ones) at Arkansas, fired off a note 
of caution: “I'm no miracle worker. I'm not going to be able to 
wave a magic wand and turn Minnesota into a winner. Our 
job of building a team that can challenge for the Big Ten title 
will take time. But together we can get it done.” 

Holtz, who has been a head coach at William & Mary, 
North Carolina State, the N.Y. Jets and Arkansas, has 
undertaken a major challenge. He inherits a team that has 
lost 18 of its last 19 games, most by a wide margin. 

A total of 48 monogram winners, including 15 regulars 
return but you can expect many changes as Holtz will utilize 
the | formation and a Multiple 50 defensive scheme. 

Offensive priority number one will be finding an option 
quarterback who can both run and throw. Brett Sadek, Min- 
nesota’s top quarterback last season, is in the running, but 
so are a handful of others. Andy Hare will get a close inspec- 
tion as will Jeff Kyle and Brad Howe. 

Tony Hunter, who has been plagued by injuries, will be the 
leading tailback while Malcolm Nelson and Donovan Small 
are also in the running. Holtz is moving last year’s fullback 
David Puk to tight end in one of the spring’s big experiments. 

There are four monogram winners at wide receiver in 
Lungen Howard, Mel Anderson, Dwayne McMullen and 
Clark Johnson. As at the other positions, you can expect 
changes to be made here. 

There is decent quality, size and depth along the offensive 
front. The best player may be Mark VonderHaar, a starter 
two years ago who missed last season with an injury. Jim 
Hobbins should start at tackle. Jon Lilleberg, Scott Annex- 
stad, Jeff Moritko and Mike Pryor are the top guard candi- 
dates while Holtz will look at three players at center. 

The Minnesota defense was virtually nonexistent last sea- 
son. The contingent allowed 4,951 yards and 518 points. 
You can expect wholesale changes. 

Candidates for end appear to be Jerry Keeble, Scott Tes- 
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sier and Mark Darden while the top tackle prospects are 
Craig Paulson, lvan Zubar and Craig Graffunder. Holtz must 
find a middle guard. Anthony Burke and Steve Thompson 
are the leading candidates. 

Linebacking looks to be one of the few strengths. Peter 
Najarian, who ranks among the Big Ten’s best, and Glen 
Cieselwicz, who mised all of last season with a knee injury, 
returns. Joe Christoperson and Mark Dusbabek will provide 
the depth and see plenty of action. 

The secondary will come from among the following;:Andre 
Harris, Rich Reed, Kerry Glenn, Mel Ferguson, Larry Joyner 
and Duane Dutrieuille. 

The kicking game will also have a new look, Jim Gallery, 
one of the team's few bright spots in recent years, has 
departed. A host of candidates will compete for the place- 
ment chores. Paul Blanchare and Adam Kelly return to hand- 
le the punting. They both got plenty of practice a season ago. 

Rice and Nebraska will be the non-confernce foes for the 
Gophers; who will play six games at home in the HHH 
Metrodome in the coming campaign. The Gophers must 
close the season with games against Illinois, Michigan (both 
on the road) and lowa. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Lou Holtz, who has al- | 
ways had a well publicized hatred for the cold weather, 
will now call the Twin Cities home, but he won't only 
have to worry about the cold, wind and snow. 

The talented head coach, who sports a lifetime record 
of 106-53-5, has undertaken the challenge of his career. 
He inherits a terrible team in a conference that is now 
four teams strong. 

Holtz is a proven winner and before long he will put 
Minnesota on firm football footing, but nobody can be 
so rash as to beleive that it can happen overnight. It 
can't. 

Look for the Gophers to play far more consistent 
football in the year ahead, especially defensively, and 
before the season is done, you will be able to notice the 
improvement on the field. 
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Some things never change. You can 
expect summer to follow spring and you 
can expect either Nebraska or Oklaho- 
ma to win the Big Eight championship. 

As we said, some things just never 
change. 

Lately Nebraska has dominated and it 
says here that the Cornhuskers will 
again spend New Year's night on the 
field in the Orange Bowl. 

Yes we know that Tom Osborne said 
goodbye to three players who were pick- 
ed at the top of the USFL and NFL drafts 
plus outstanding quarterback Turner 
Gill. But eight regulars return on defense 
and all but Gill can be adequately re- 
placed on the attack. 

The schedule, with the exception of 
the trip to UCLA, doesn’t bite either as 
the top conference competitors will all 
be met in Lincoln. Another top ten finish 
is in the cards for the Huskers. 

Oklahoma has returned to the wish- 
bone, hopefully with a passing twist pro- 
vided by new offensive coordinator 
Mack Brown. Earl Johnson and Spencer 
Tillman are the top runners while the 
quarterback will again be Danny Brad- 
ley. The key for the Sooners will be the 
play of the defensive unit, which gradu- 
ated a lot of talent. Five Sooner defen- 
ders were recently picked on the first two 
rounds of the NFL draft. Doesn't say 
much for the coaching the past two sea- 
sons. 

There will be a lot of backing for Okla- 
homa State as Jimmy Johnson's team 
returns a solid nucleus after going 8-4 
last season. But the Cowboy attack is 
inconsistent and there are some tough 


road assignments which may hold this 
squad down. Sorry Stillwater, but no 
higher than third. 

Missouri will complete the first divi- 
sion. Warren Powers’ crew, which will 
be very solid defensively, has a good 
offensive leader in quarterback Marlon 
Adler but needs to improve its running 
game. 

Kansas and Kansas State are next.

The Jayhawks have to find a replace- 
ment for graduated signal-caller Frank 
Seuer while the ‘Cats are expected to be 
improved. 

Bringing up the rear will be Colorado 
and lowa State, a pair of teams which 
are still a couple of seasons away from 
moving into serious contention. These 
clubs biggest assets are their head 
coaches Bill McCartney and Jim Criner. 
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Sophomore running back Earl Johnson will key the Sooner attack. ° 
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The Cornhuskers accomplished 
everything that a college team 
could ever hope to accomplish last 
season-except win the national 


title. 

Tom Osborne's 12-1 contingent, which fell a two-point 
conversion short of winning the elusive and mythical crown, 
was actually the best college team in America in 83. And 
most football followers know it. 

Nebraska was the most dominating offensive team in the 
history of the sport. It broke record after record and strung 
together 22 consecutive wins before falling to Miami in the 
Orange Bowl by a 31-30 score. 

Osborne welcomes back 53 letter winners, including three 
offensive and nine defensive starters, but folks will dwell on 
those who have departed. 

Gone are Heisman winner Mike Rozier, Outland and Lom- 
bardi winner Dean Steinkuhler, brilliant quarterback Turner 
Gill, explosive wingback Irving Fryar and hard-hitting full- 
back Mark Schellen. So forget the Cornhuskers this season, 
right? 

Wrong. In fact, very wrong. The Cornhuskers will continue 
to win this season. And they will win big. Nebraska is 33-5 
over the past three seasons and they will remain the domi- 
nant team in the Big Eight, even without the Triplets and 
Steinkuhler and Schellen and the seven other monogram 
winners who have said goodbye to Lincoin. 

Osborne, who grew in defeat, has fostered the dominating 
Nebraska program which was built by now athletic director 
Bob Devaney. Nebraska has depth, size, strength and talent 
in abundance, This club won't miss a beat. 

The offensive backfield will be paced by I-back Jeff Smth, 
who was Rozier’s understudy last season. He can play. Tom 
Rathman takes over at fullback and talented Shane Swan- 
son will repalce Fryar at wingback. He can fly. The toughest 
player to replace will be Gill, who was 29-2 as a starter and 
one of the finest option quarterbacks to come along in years. 

This year’s quarterback will be fifth-year senior Craig Sun- 
berg, who is said to be an excellent passer. He will be 
throwing to Swanson, tight end Todd Frain and split end 
Scott Kimball, who replaces the departed Ricky Simmons. 
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Steinkuhler and Scott Raridon are gone from the offensive 
front but left tackle Mark Behning, left guard Harry Grimmin- 
ger and center Mark Traynowicz, the team’s next All- 
America lineman, return. The leading candidates to replace 
Steinkuhler and Raridon are Brian Blankenship and Tim 
Roth. As always, there are a host of beefy youngsters just 
waiting for their chance. 

Nine defenders were scheduled to return on defense, but 
the number has been decreased to eight with the loss of 
linebacker Mike Knox, who is gone for the season with a 
serious knee injury. 

Bill Weber and Scott Strasburger return at the ends with 
Rob Stuckey at tackle and Mike Tranmer at middle guard. 
Doug Herrmann figures to replace the departed Mike Keeler 
at left tackle. 

Mark Daum returns at one linebacker slot while Todd 
Proffitt and Tony Holloway are the leading candidates to 
replace Knox at the weakside slot. 

The entire secondary, which had its problems in the 
Orange Bowl, returns. Todd Fisher and Dave Burke will be at 
the corners with Bret Clark at safety and Mike McCashland at 
monster. It is always advisable to check McCashland’s num- 
ber before a game. 

The Cornhuskers will benefit from a very favorable sche- 
dule in the year ahead. The one tough non-conference test 
will be against UCLA at the Flose Bowl. You will be able to 
see this tremendous confrontation on the CBS Network on 
Saturday night, Sept. 22nd. Oklahoma, Oklahoma State and 
Missouri all must travel to Lincoln, where the Huskers have 
proved to be unbeatable in recent seasons. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: While it is true that the 
Cornhuskers lost some brilliant offensive performers to 
graduation, don’t look for Osborne's club to fall out of 
the top ten. It just won’t happen. 

The forecast here is for Nebraska to win another Big 
Eight crown and enter the 1985 Orange Bow! with an 
Impressive 10-1 mark. If the Cornhuskers can top the 
Brulns In late September, they will challenge for the title 
again this season. 
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After three consecutive controver- 
sial seasons (including 12 defeats), 
Barry Switzer is facing a good deal 
of change in'84. Gone are longtime 
aides Galen Hall and Rex Norris and the ‘I’ attack that was 
installed for Marcus Dupree, who now calls New Orleans 
home. 

Switzer, the nation's winning coach by percentage and by 
adiminishing percentage at that, has returned to the offense 
that made him college football's biggest winner. Yes fans, 
the Sooners are returning to sie wishbone. 

Referring to new offensive coordinator Mack Brown, for- 
mer head coach at Appalachian State, Switzer stated " We 
are going to give him the best of the wishbone and he is going 
to give us the best of his passing game.” The Sooners feel 
that quarterback Danny Bradley will play better and the 
offensive line will be more effective in the three-back forma- 
tion. The last remnants of the short Dupree era have been 
removed. 
it has been a tough couple of years for Switzer, and with the 
exception of Dupree who proved more trouble than he was 
worth, the head coach has recently been anything but a 
brilliant recruiter. It was that recruiting prowess, especially in 
Texas, that helped Switzer build his football kingdom in 
Norman. He is now under pressure as never before. 

Nine offensive regulars return led by Bradley, a senior, 
and the sophomore running back tandem of Spencer Tillman 
and Earl Johnson, Tillman is the only freshman in Oklahoma 
history to run for over 1,000 yards in a season, He rushed for 
1,047 while Johnson chipped in with 945 on 148 carries. 
Both are explosive. Senior Jerome Ledbetter and junior Alvin 
Ross will be the fullbacks. 

The receiving contingent will be paced by big play split end 
Buster Rhymes while explosive Steve Sewell could be play- 
ed at either receiver or halfback. Darin Berryhill, backed by 
Bill Earthman and freshman Keith Jackson, will be the tight 
end. 

From left to right the starting offensive front figures to 
consist of tackle Brent Burks, gaurd Jeff Pickett, center Ric 
Uhles, guard Eric Pope and tackle Scott Leggett. Paul Smith, 
Paul Ferrer, Travis Simpson, Ladorphyas Stripling and 
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David Dilligham will provide the depth. 

There will be little problem with the Sooner attack this 
season, although it is highly doubtful that Brown will be able 
to turn Bradley into a potent passer. He just doesn't have the 
tools. 

Defensively the Sooners have a good deal more rebuild- 
ing to do. Only four regulars return on this side of scrimmage 
but two are standout performers. Defensive end Kevin Mur- 
phy is All-America material while Keith Stanberry is a force 
from his strong safety sptot. The latter broke his collarbone in 
April, but should be ready by fall. 

Joining Murphy upfront will be Steve Bryan at defensive 
end, tackle Jeff Tupper and Tony Casillas, who could start at 
either tackle or nose guard. Scott Newland, Richard Reed 
and Tommy Flemmons are also in the picture. 

Linebackers Jackie Shipp and Thomas Benson, who nev- 
er lived up to their potentials, have departed leaving the 
linebacking chores to Evan Gatewood and Paul Migliazzo, 
both sophs. Eagan Collins will be the primary reserve. 

Stanberry will be joined in deep defense by cornerbacks 
senior Jim Rockford and sophomore Todd Smith, while Son- 
ny Brown will hold down the starting free safety job. Brian 
Hall, Tony Rayburn and Roy Owens will be the main 
backups. 

Tim Lashar and Darren Atyia return to handle the 
placekicking and punting chores respectively. 

The Sooners will play five home games in the year to come 
while Texas (in Dallas), as always, Stanford and Pittsburgh 
will provide the non-conference competition. The toughest 
road encounters will be at Pittsburgh and Nebraska, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Switzer has lost 21 
games in his storied career at Oklahoma but 12 of them 
have come in the last three seasons. He has fallen be- 
hind Nebraska and hasn’t finished in the top 10 since 
1980. He Is now under serious pressure. 

itis hard to forecast just where the Sooners will finish. 
The offense will be explosive, but the defense is inex- 
perienced and will be tested early. The Pitt game could 
be an indication of things to come, either way. The 
Sooners are one of this season’s mystery teams.

The 1983 Cowboys, who went 8-4 
and played defense with a passion 
for head coach Jimmy Johnson, 
may have been the most over- 
looked team in the nation. That can happen in the Big Eight, 
where Nebraska is always dominant and Oklahoma, depsite 
its recent trouble, knows how to dominate the headlines. 

The defensive-minded Johnson, who was a former defen- 
sive coordinator at Pittsburgh and a graduate of Arkansas, 
welcomes back 16 of the 22 starters from last year’s 
Bluebonnet victory over Baylor. Eight regulars return on both 
sides of scrimmage from a team that lost its four games by a 
total of 12 points, including a four-point defeat at the hands of 
Nebraska and a one-point loss to Oklahoma. 

This is a defensive team pure and simple, one that hopes 
to keep the offensive mistakes to a minimum and utilize a 
strong kicking game. The defensive unit is one of the quick- 
est and best-drilled in the land. 

The State 5-2 will be paced tackles Leslie O'Neal, a legiti- 
mate All-America candidate, and Rodney Harding. They will 
be backed up by Leonard Jackson and Tavie Hampton. John 
Washington will be the nose guard backed by Marvin Haw- 
kins. A quartet of players with experience return at the end 
positions. James Ham, Warren Thompson, Harry Roberts 
and David Webb will battle for the two starting berths. All four 
will see playing time. 

The linebacking will be strong with Matt Monger, a talented 
senior, and juco All-America Ricky Adams, who will replace 
departed All-Big Eight performer James Spencer. The depth 
will be provided by Jim Krebs and Dana Hawkins. 

Both cornerbacks have departed, but the coaching staff 
feels good about a deep defense that will be built around free 
safety Adam Hinds, who led the Big Eight in interceptions 
last season. The other returning starter is strong safety Rod 
Brown wiiile the backup safeties will be Mike Hudson and 
Ken Montgomery. 

Stanley Blair, a junior, and sophomore Mark Moore are 
slated to be the starting cornerbacks with Raymond Polk and 
Windell Yancy also in the picture. 

The Cowboys will again sport one of the top kicking games 
around. Larry Roach , the most successful field goal kicker in 
school history, returns for his senior season, while redshirt 
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freshman Rich Thompson will probably replace Malcolm 
Lewis as the starting punter. Another Cowboy weapon will be 
Harry Roberts. who returned kickoffs (25.6 average) last 
season. 

The State attack will again be overshadowed by the play of 
the defense despite the presence of tailback Shawn Jones 
and incoming running back Thurman Thomas, one of the top 
prospects in the nation. Jones finished the '83 season with 
985 yards. 

Bluebonnet MVP Rusty Hilger, who threw for 1,247 yards 
and 11 TD's, returns for the '84 campaign. He will be backed 
up by Rusty Rankin. Arthur Price returns at fullback along 
with Kelly Cook and Will Timmons. Kenny Zachary is also in 
the tailback picture. 

The receiving contingent should be strong despite the 
departure of talented tight end John Chesley. He will be 
replaced by Barry Hanna. Both wideouts return in Jamie 
Harris, who caught 45 passes, and Malcom Lewis, who 
hauled down 26. 

Three starters return along the offensive front in center 
David Tucker, right guard Ralph Partida and right tackle Paul 
Blair. Chuck Shanklin and Derek Burton are the favorites to 
move into the two vacanies left by the graduation of Kevin Igo 
and John Cegielski. 

At times the offense stalled last season. The coaching 
Staff will look to make it both more consistent and productive 
in the year ahead. 

Six home games dot the Oklahoma State schedule in ’84 
and the Cowboys will play non-leaguers against Arizona 
State (road), Bowling Green, San Diego State and Tulsa. 
Both Nebraska and Oklahoma will have to be met on the 
road, Last year both titans played in Stillwater. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cowboys return a 
solid two-way nucleus from last year's 8-4 squad but the 
road trips to Arizona State, Nebraska and Oklahoma will 
take their toll. 

Many will be on State’s bandwagon this season, but 
the feeling here is that the Cowboys won't improve on 
last year’s record in '84. Another eight wins look 


possible. 
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Head coach Warren Powers was 
under considerable pressure at 
Missouri, but he stemmed the tide 
in '83 by knocking off Oklahoma 
and Illinois, taking his Tigers to the Holiday Bowl, where they 
should have beaten BYU. They lost a very tough 21-17 
decision to All-America Steve Young and Company. 

Powers begins his seventh season at Missouri fresh off 
what many considered his finest coaching job at the Col- 
umbia school, He has compiled a 43-26-2 mark at Mizzou 
and has led the Tigers to five bowl appearances in his six 
years on the job. This is an impressive statistic at a school 
that always must take a back seat to a pair of conference 
rivals. 

A total of 41 monogram winners return, including five 
offensive and seven defensive regulars from a season ago. 
Powers has made his immediate goal improving the tailback 
productivity, finding quality replacements along the offensive 
front and toughening up an already rugged defensive unit. 

Leading the offensive charge will be extremely capable 
quarterback Marlon Adler, who is asenior. Adler is the kind of 
player who can beat you with his arm, his legs or his head. He 
rushed for 12 touchdowns a season ago and added 11 more 
through the air. Warren Seitz will be his backup. The Tigers 
have moved Cameron Riley and Ron Floyd to defensive 
back and flanker respectively leaving the tailback position to 
sophomores Jon Redd and Vernon Boyd. The fullback will 
again be Eric Drain, the team’s leading rusher a season ago. 
Santio Barbosa will be his understudy. 

The Tigers are solid at receiver with talented Andy Hill 


returning for his senior season at split end, while George ~ 


Shorthose will be the flanker. The depth will be provided by 
Floyd and Junior McBride. Pat Thetford, backed by Tony 
Davis, will be the tight end. 

The offensive line, which will miss the services of Conrad 
Goode, will feature Dave Kniptash at left tackle, Mike Pen- 
ney at left guard, Phil Greenfield at center, Nick Llewellyn at 
guard and John Clay at tackle on the right side. 

“We could have some tremendous competition this spring 
at some positions and that includes quarterback,” stated 
Powers in a statement that must have overjoyed Adler. 
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Missouri's defense was sixth nationally against the rush 
and 12th in total defense a season ago. The interior line 
should be very strong. 

The Tigers must find suitable replacements for departed 
defensive ends Bobby Bel! and Taft Sales as well as Jay 
Wilson. All three were big play performers for the Tigers in 


Tackles Michael Scott and Robert Curry should be out- 
Standing with Steve Leshe set at nose guard, but Lenson 
Staples and Eric Troy must come through at the ends. Eric 
Sims and Erik McMillan will also be in the hunt at end, while 
Steve Runyan, Mark Morgan and Pat Burns will provide the 
interior depth. 

Senior Tracey Mack, who missed spring drills with a back 
injury, will be a solid performer in the year ahead while Buck 
Stinson is slated to take overin Wilson's spot. Bo Sherrill and 
Mike Zurweller are the main reserves and will undoubtedly 
see plenty of action. 

The deep defense will feature Terry Matichak and Jeff 
Hooper at the corners and Anthony Frazier at free safety, 
while Jerome Caver will holcl down the strong safety postion. 
Rodney Shepard, Ron Mitchell, Mickey Miler and Tony 
Facinelli will be the main backups. 

Brad Burditt returns to handle the placements for the 
Tigers while Adler will most likely double as the squad's 
punter. 

The schedule is formidable with Illinois (away) and Notre 
Dame the two top non-league games. Wisconsin and Missis- 
sippi State are the other non-conference foes. In all, the 
Tigers will play six home games, but must meet Big Eight 
monsters Nebraska and Oklahoma on hostile ground. A trip 
to Oklahoma State is also on the '84 agenda. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Tigers return a solid 
nucleus, especially on the defensive side of scrimmage, 
but the schedule is tough aind the team is far too predict- 
able on offense. Notre Dame comes to Columbia and 
there are four very tough road games against Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Oklahoma State and Iilinois. 

Against this type of slate the Tigers will be fortunate to 
match last year’s seven win campaign. 
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The Jayhawks begin the second 
year of the Mike Gottfried regime 
looking to improve on last year’s 
4-6-1 mark. Kansas did improve in 
'83 as the ‘Hawks toppled USC on the road and beat primary 
rivals Kansas State, Missouri and Wichita State by a com- 
bined score of 125-36. 

Gottfried, known for fostering wide open attacks, saw his 
attack set a host of school and conference standards in ’83. 
Look for more of the same in '84. 

Kansas returns 37 lettermen from '83 included in that 
number are 16 offensive monogram winners and 21 from the 
defensive side of scrimmage. The Jayhawks will have just 
three regulars back on the attack. They are tight end Syives- 
ter Byrd, tailback Robert Mimbs and center Bennie Simecka. 

The key on the attack will be replacing talented quarter- 
back Frank Seuer, record-breaking placekicker Bruce Kall- 
meyer and four-fifths of the offensive line. 

The leading candidates to replace Seuer are sophomore 
Mike Orth and juco transfer Mike Norseth. Orth saw limited 
action last year while Norseth was a standout performer at 
Snow Junior College. Mimbs will be joined at tailback by juco 
Lynn Williams while the fullback position is wide open. The 
leading candidates are Charles Cooper, Steve Nane and 
sophomore Mark Henderson. 

The Jayhawks should be in good shape at receiver. 
Richard Estell and Sandy McGee will man the wide receiver 
spots with Byrd at tight end backed by Mark Parks. 

Underclassmen will have to fill the void along the offensive 
front. Simecka returns to anchor the line while the other top 
candidates are Chip Schuler, Doug Certain, Paul Swenson, 
Quintin Schonewise, Kurt Mueller, Bob Pieper, Robb Bunde 
and Jim Davis. 

The coaching staff has high hopes for the defensive unit 
this season. “We should be an improved defensive team, 
We've helped ourselves in the interior and the secondary 
with the addition of several talented junior college transfers,” 
stated the head coach. 

Spearheading the defense will be linebackers Willie Pless 
and Darnell Williams, who were one-two in tackles in the Big 
Eight last season. Pless, an All Bi-Eight selection last sea- 
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sor), was credited with 190 tackles. Junior Dane Griffin will be 
the main reserve. 

Senior Len Gant returns at an end spot. Part-time starters 
Trawis Hardy and Clyde Johnson and juco transfer Arnold 
Fielcls will also compete at the ends. Eldridge Avery, Joe 
Masziniai and Rod Timmons are the returning tackles with 
jucos Jay Hager, Guy Gamble and Robert Tucker also in the 
running. 


The secondary has lost two starters but there is solid depth 
and th? coaching staff considers this area to be a strength. 
Derek \Berry and Wayne Ziegler gained starting roles last 
year anid will be in the hunt once again. Dino Bell figures to 
gain a starting postion with Kevin Pointer, Sal Lewis, Jimmy 
Drayton and Alvin Walton also in the running. 


“We fev! our program has now reached the point where it 
has stabilized and we can now concentrate on our rebuild- 
ing,’ stated Gottfried. ‘| believe our players have a 
tremendous attitude and they've demonstrated a willingness 
to work anci give the type of effort necessary to be good.” 


The Jayhawks lost a standout in Kallmeyer and also pun- 
ter Clint Colburn. The staff will have to pay close attention to 
the kicking game this spring and in the late summer. It is 
completely wide open at the present time. 


The Jayhawks will play six road encounters in the year 
ahead, including trips to North Carolina, Oklahoma State 
and Missouri. Florida State and Big Eight powers Oklahoma 
and Nebraska will visit Lawrence in '84. Vanderbilt and rival 
Wichita State are the other non-league foes on the agenda. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Gottfried believes in 
wide open offensive football but his team will un- 
doubtedly miss the services of Seuer and Kallmeyer, 
who was literally a scoring machine. With an untested 
quarterback and an unsettled kicking game we don’t 
look for the Jayhawks to Improve on last year’s mark. 
Four or five wins look to be on target in '84. But give 
Gottiried a little time and he will return the Jayhawks to 
winning ways. 
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You don't expect teams coming off 
3-8 seasons to be overly optimistic 
but that is the case with the '84 edi- 
tion of the Wildcats, who are excited 
about their team’s prospects in the year ahead. 

The main reasons for the optimism are a late season win 
over Oklahoma State last season plus the offensive spark 
the attack illustrated after quarterback Stan Weber took over 
with four games remaining. In those four encounters the 
Weber-led offense averaged 23.5 points and 379 total yards 
per game. 

A total of 50 lettermen will be greeted by head coach Jim 
Dickey, who is preparing for his seventh season at the helm 
of the Manhattan school. The 'Cats return nine offensive and 
seven defensive regulars from '83 with the main casualty to 
graduation being defensive standout Reggie Singletary, who 
was nothing short of a dominating performer. 

The attack will undoubtedly be built around Weber, a 
senior who made his first start against Nebraska last season. 
He is the no.1 signal-caller. Freshman redshirt Randy Wil- 
liams will be his backup. Joining Weber in the backfield will 
be nine of last year’s top 17 runners led by tailback Greg 
Dageforde. He rushed for 677 yards last season and is 
solidly entrenched as the starting tailback. He will be backed 
up by Tony Jordan: The two top fullbacks figure to be Charles 
Crawford and Lemuel James. Crawford is a powerful inside 
runner and an exceptional blocker. 

The top target is two-time All Big-Eight split end Mike 
Wallace. Opposite him will be diminutive flanker James 
Witherspoon. He is a threat to go all the way every time he 
touches the football. Eric Bailey, who gets a slight edge, and 
Mike Russell will be the two tight ends. 

The ‘Cats return a very experienced offensive line this 
season. It will feature center Andy Harding, who has some 
starting experience, flanked by guards Calvin Switzer and 
Bob Bessert, while the tackles will be Jeff Koyl and Damian 
Johnson. The backups will be Tim Stone, Jerry Poole, Elmer 
Schmitz, Ken Sewell and Rocky Dvorak. 

The defense should be very solid. Up front, Grady Newton 
and Greg Strahm should be the starting ends with Kyle 
Clawson, Mark Newton and Les Miller on the inside.Curtis 
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Hughes is another player who will make his presence felt 
inside. 


Senior captain Bob Daniels heads up the linebacking con- 
tingent while the other starter should be sophomore Jeffery 
Hurd. Both are very good against the run but need to improve 
versus the pass. Stu Peters and Scott White will provide the 
depth. 


Three starters return to the deep defense so the outlook in 
this area is favorable. David Ast, a talented perfomer, returns 
at free safety while Nelson Nickerson returns at left corner 
and Jack Epps at strong safety. However none are assured 
of starting spots. Don Cliggett, Scott Wentzel, Adrian Barber 
and Eric Busenbark will all be vying for serious playing time 
in the secondary. The coaching staff feels the competition in 
the deep defense will be very intense. 


State won't have problems with its kicking which will rank 
with among the best in the conference, maybe the nation. 
Steve Willis, who already holds all the important school 
Standards, returns to handle the placements while Scott 
Fulhage, who averaged 41.9 per boot, returns to handle the 
punting chores for another season, | 


The Wildcats will play six road encounters in the coming 
campaing, including four in the first five weeks. The non- 
league competition will be furnished by Vanderbilt, Tennes- 
see Tech, TCU and South Carolina. The K-Staters will also 
have to handle road assisgnments against conference titans 
Oklahoma and Nebraska, although it usually doesn’t matter 
where these giants are confronted. The outcomes are al- 
ways the same. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Wildcats look to be 
Improved offensively and more cohesive defensively, 
but the early schedule could give this team big prob- 
lems. Still the forecast is for an improved effort from 
Dickey’s club with the team finishing the '84 campaign 
with five wins. 
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The rebuilding job that was begun 
when Bill McCartney took over the 
program two seasons ago will 
hopefully pay dividends in ‘84. 
Under the head coach’s guidance the Buffaloes improved 
from 2-8-1 in '82 to 4-7 in ‘83. He appears to have the 
Colorado program headed in the right direction. 

The former Michigan assistant welcomes back just 24 
letter winners from a season ago. But included in that num- 
ber are five offensive and five defensive regulars. The Buffs, 
it is believed by the coaching staff, still need to improve in 
almost every facet of the game. This is especially true on 
defense, where the Buffs have played dismal football over 
the past few seasons. 

The Buffs begin the season with two tested quarterbacks 
in Steve Vogel and Derek Marshall. Vogel started the first 
eight games in '83 while Marshall started the last three. It is 
interesting to note that the Buffs won twice under Marshall's 
leadership. The keys to the running game appear to be tail- 
back Lee Rouson and freshman fullback Eric McCarty. The 
youngster was injured in preseason drills last fall and fought 
hard to return to top speed. lt is believed that he is there. “We 
need to be able to run with more authority,” stated the head 
coach. 

Colorado does return solid talent and depth at the wide 
receiver positions led by Loy Alexander and Ron Brown. Jon 
Embree and Ed Reinhardt seem poised to step in and do the 
job. 

The offensive line must improve for the Buffaloes to be a 
more conistent offensive team in the year ahead. Teams 
blitzed the Buffs with abandon last season and the Colorado 
quarterbcks were always throwing under pressure. 

Colorado appears to be set at guard with Junior Ili, Eric 
Coyle and Shaun Beard returning. The situtation at tackle is 
far less settled. There should be quite a fierce competition for 
the starting slots this fall. The leading candidates appear to 
be Bernie Meador and Pat Ryan, while also in the picture are 
Tim Harper, Jeff Glenn and James Webb. Battling for the 
starting center position are Joe McCreary, William Gulley 
and Tim Howard. 
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The Buffs have to defend the big play better in the year 
ahead. It is a defensive must. To accomplish this goal the 
coaching staff will spend far more time on fundamentals in 
the year ahead. 

The secondary, which must replace three starters includ- 
ing standout Victor Scott, will need big performances from 
jucos John Bennett and Lyle Pickens. Solomon Wilcots and 
Alvin Rubalcaba will also be prominent performers after 
seeing plenty of playing time a year ago. Kent Davis returns 
to handle the weak safety position. 

The inside linebacking spots will be manned by Barry 
Remington and Don Fairbanks with Alan Chrite in reserve. 
Wayne Carroll, a nine-game starter last season, and Dan 
McMillen will be the leading performers on the outside. De- 
rick Smith and Don Deluzio are also in the picture. 


The defensive line is another area of concern for the Buffs. 
Don Muncie returns at nose guard and George Smith at 
tackle but the other tackle spot is open. Quality depth along 
the defensive front is another top priority for the coaching 
staff. 


Allan Braun returns to handle the punting but the Buffs 
need to find a replacement for the graduated Tom Field, who 
is CU's all-time kicking leader. The top two candidates are 
Larry Eckel, a senior, and sophomore Dave DeLine. 


The Buffs will play seven home games in the coming 
campaign and will face UCLA, Notre Dame, Michigan State 
and Oregon before embarking on the Big Eight portion of the 
schedule. Nebraska and Oklahoma both visit Boulder in '84, 
Missouri and Oklahoma State will be tackled on the road. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: McCartney and his staff 
are looking for improvement as they begin there third 
year at Boulder but the schedule and the problems on 
the defensive side of scrimmage will hold the team back, 

There is some solid young talent, but with the glaring 
Inadequacies on defense, we don’t expect the Buffaloes 
to do better than last year’s output of four victories. It 
will be another long year in Boulder.

11 Schools Feature New Mentors 
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here will be 11 different head coaches on the side- 
lines of major universities when the 1984 campaign 
gets under way. Three coaches, Lou Holtz, Ken 


Hatfield and Watson Brown, left one institution for 
another Division I-A job, while one mentor, Sam Wyche of 
Indiana, moved to the pro ranks. Wyche left the Hoosiers 
after one season, accepting the job as head coach of the 
Cincinnati Bengals when Forrest Gregg took the Green Bay 
Packers head position. 

Both the Big Ten and SWC had two coaching changes, 
Wyche was replaced by former Colorado and Miami-Ohio 
coach Bill Mallory, who had led Northern Illinois to the Mid- 
American conference crown and a trip to the California Bowl 
contest. Mallory’s first win at Indiana will be his 100th in his 
collegiate career. Ironically, Mallory’s replacement at North- 
ern Illinois was ex-Indiana coach Lee Corso. The University 
of Minnesota, winners of the season opener before dropping 
10 in a row, said goodbye to Joe Salem, who announced his 
resignation late in the season. Lou Holtz, who departed from 
the University of Arkansas, will be on the sidelines in Min- 
neapolis this fall. Holtz compiled a 60-21-3 mark during his 
seven years at Arkansas. 

The Razorbacks and Rice Owls will have new bosses 
running their programs. Ken Hatfield, a 1965 graduate of 
Arkansas, is back at his alma mater after a successful stint 
as head coach at Air Force. Hatfield led the Falcons to a pair 
of bow! victories. In 1983 Air Force won 10 of 12 games, 
marking the first time the Falcons had reached double digits 
in the win column in over 75 years. 

Rice hired Watson Brown away from the University of 
Cincinnati, where he spent one year as the head man. Brown 
had previously gained national recognition as the offensive 
coordinator at Vanderbilt. He replaces Ray Alborn, who re- 
corded a horrible 13-53 record in six seasons at the Houston- 
based school. 

The Air Force Academy was forced to replace Hatfield and 
assistant Fisher DeBerry moved up to the top spot. Dave 
Currey left Long Beach State and accepted Brown's position 
at the University of Cincinnati. 

After leading the Tigers of LSU to the Orange Bowl in 
1982, Jerry Stovall suffered through a tough 1983 campaign, 
as his troops won just four of eleven games while failing to 
capture any of the six SEC outings. The team’s performance 
led to his ouster. Bill Arnsparger, whose last attempt as a 
head coach (with the NFL’s Giants) proved disastrous, left 
the Miami Dolphins’ sidelines for the job in Baton Rouge. 


Jack Elway is the new coach at Stanford 


On the west coast, there was a major change at Stanford, 
where Paul Wiggin was relieved of his duties. Jack Elway, 
the father of former standout quarterback John, left San Jose 
State to fill the position left by Wiggin's departure. He beat 
out UC-Davis mentor Jim Sochor for the job. Elway's record 
in five years as head coach at San Jose State was 35-20-1. 

A change was unfortunately necessitated at Memphis 
State when coach Rex Dockery was among four fatalities in 
a plane crash in Lawrenceburg, Tennessee. The Tigers 
finished at 6-4-1 in 1983, a great improvement from the 
one-win season of 1982. Dockery had served as head coach 
there since December of 1980. His replacement, Rey De- 
mpsey of Southern Illinois, enjoyed a successful 1983 sea- 
son as his Salukis captured the Division I-AA title. 

Additional changes came in the east as Brown and Rut- 
gers gained new coaches. John Anderson decided to leave 
Brown for personal reasons, with John Rosenberg, an assis- 
tant with the USFL's Philadelphia Stars, taking over. Frank 
Burns of Rutgers was let go by the New Jersey-based 
school, with Penn State assistant Dick Anderson taking over 
the reigns. 

Prior to the 1983 season, there were 17 major college 
coaching changes, reflecting the importance of the sport in 
the eyes of the respective schools. This time around, there 
are fewer changes though the moves of Hatfield, Holtz, 
Brown and Mallory will be watched carefully during the up- 
coming season.

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For many years the Pac-Ten was con- 
sidered by many to be the top confer- 
ence in the land. But not any more. 

Last season was a good indication as 
USC finished with a losing record, Stan- 
ford went 1-10 and Arizona and Arizona 
State were both disappointing. 

UCLA's impressive win over Illinois in 
the Rose Bowl was a vindication of sorts 
for the conference and it will be the 
Bruins who will carry the league’s colors 
pete the Rose Bowl in the year ahead. 

erry Donahue’s club is the class of the 
Pac-Ten. 

The Bruins return a solid nucleus from 
last year’s squad which won seven of its 
last eight games. Steve Bono replaces 
the departed Rick Neuheisel at quarter- 
back while recruiting coordinator Billy 
Rees has brought in another bumper 
crop. The Uclans, who don’t play 
Washington, will be atop ten team in’84. 

Next in line is Washington, which 
doesn't play UCLA or Arizona State in 
the year ahead. Quite a schedule break. 
Don James is among the nation’s best 
and he returns a deep and talented nuc- 
leus, although the Huskies will be play- 
ing a quarterback with little or no experi- 
ence. It looks like another nine or ten- 
win campaign in Seattle. 

Arizona State, which has a great de- 
fense and plays eight home games, will 
be heard from in the coming campaign. 
If the Sun Devils get solid play at quar- 
terback, they will be very dangerous. 


The schedulemaker hasn't hurt Darryl 
Rogers’ club any, either. 

Ted Toliner will be under pressure at 
USC, where 4-6-1 seasons aren't toler- 
ated. The Trojans will be led by quarter- 
back Sean Salisbury and will probably 
receive a lift from incoming freshman 
tailback Ryan Knight, who is considered 
a big-league prospect. 

Washington State, which was a very 
good team last year, will close out the

first division.Jim Walden’s club will be 
hurt by the schedule. 

California, Arizona, Stanford, Oregon 
and Oregon State will complete the Pac- 
Ten picture. Cal and Stanford will be 
paced by a pair of top quarterbacks in 
senior Gale Gilbert and sophomore 
John Paye, who will be the next great 
Cardinal signal-caller. Jack Elway, sire 
of John, replaces Paul Wiggin at ‘The 
Farm’. 
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Head coach Terry Donahue sees 
the '84 campaign as a bigger re- 
building project than '83. But a clos- 
er inspection shows that the Bruins 
will play seven home games and return a solid and extremely 
talented nucleus in the year ahead. In other words, expect 
big things from the Bruins. 

Eight players who started at least seven games a season 
ago return with the only area of concern tight end. Leading 
the way will be senior quarterback Steve Bono, who actually 
won the job from Rick Neuheisel (now in the USFL) before 
going down with a shoulder injury. The strong-armed pertor- 
mer will continue in the mold of Tom Ramsey and Neuheisel. 

There is some concern at running back, but it is unfound- 
ed. Danny Andrews figures to be the starting tailback, but 
before long look for prized recruits Gaston Green and Eric 
Ball to make their presence felt. Both can play. Greg Fran- 
cois, Alan Dial and James Primus all also in the picture. 
Senior Bryan Wiley, who was the starting fullback by sea- 
son's end, returns. He will be challenged by sophomore 
Marcus Greenwood. This contingent will prove more produc- 
tive that predicted. 

The Bruins will again run.a wide open attack and one of the 
main reasons will be the talent at wide receiver. Junior split 
end Mike Sherrard, a former walk-on, is headed for All- 
America honors. He had 48 receptions in '83. Senior Mike 
Young and junior Karl Dorrell will again split time at the 
flanker position. The Bruins must replace All-America Paul 
Bergmann and Harper Howell at tight end. Fullback Derek 
Tennell has been moved to tight end with Greg Bolin and Joe 
Pickert also in the picture. 

The offensive line figures to be a strength in '84 as the 
Bruins have plenty of experience and depth in this area. 
Right tackle Duval Love is an All-America candidate, while 
junior Jim McCullough will man the guard slot next to him to 
give the Bruins a devastating combination on the right side. 
Senior Dave Baran returns at center with Mark Mannon and 
Mike Hartmeier scheduled to again split time at guard. Soph 
Onno Zwaneveld is the leading candidate to fill the vacant 
tackle position. 

Six starters return on defense but the Bruins must replace 
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all-star deep backs Don Rogers and Lupe Sanchez. The 
defensive line will be anchored by nose guard Chris Block 
and tackles David Randle and Mark Walen. Wes Jordan, 
Terry Tumey, Frank Batchkoff and Doug Wassel will provide 
the depth. 

The Bruins will be strong at inside linebacker with senior 
Lee Knowles leading the way. Juniors Steve Jarecki and 
Tommy Taylor will vie for the starting job on the other side. 
The team’s best defensive player, senior Neal Dellocono, 
will man one of the outside spots. He is a legitimate All- 
America candidate and a Very versatile performer. Senior 
Terry Moore will back up Dellocono with sophomore Tony 
Phillips the leading candidate for the other starting outside 
spot. Freshman Ron Butler will also be heard from. 

The secondary needs some rebuilding, but there is talent 
led by cornerback Ron Pitts, the son of former Packer star 
Elijah Pitts. Herb Welch will replace Sanchez while junior Joe 
Gasser returns to his strong safety spot. Sophomore Sean 
Armstrong gets the impossible job of attempting to fill Ro- 
gers’ free safety spot. Redshirt freshman James Washington 
will also be in the hunt. 

Talented kicker John Lee, a junior, returns as do punter 
Kevin Buenate (42.1) and Ken Potter, who handles the kick- 
offs. The Bruins have one of the finest kicking games in the 
nation and excel on special teams. 

As stated before, the schedule is conducive to a big sea- 
son. Seven homes games are featured and Washington and 
Arizona State aren't scheduled. Nebraska is the only formid- 
able non-league opponent and the Pac-Ten doesn't appear 
that strong. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bruins have cap- 
tured two straight Pac-Ten titles and they will make it 
three in '84. Despite Donahue’s rebuilding cries, this is 
an enormously talented team, one that closed the sea- 
son with seven wins in its last eight games. Included in 
that number was the 45-9 romp over Illinois in the Rose 
Bowl. 

All factors appear to be in the Bruins’ favor. If UCLA 
tops Nebraska in late September it will make a serious 
run at the national title. This is a top five contingent.

Don James has built a winning 
tradition in Seattle, where his Hus- 
kies have finished either first (three 
times) or second (four times) in the 
Pac-Ten the past seve; ysars. You can look for the success- 
ful trend to continue in '84. 

James begins his tenth season at the Seattle school with a 
record of 75-30. In the last seven seasons his clubs have 
won 10 games four times and posted an impressive mark of 
64-19. Post-season trips have become the norm as James’ 
teams have made six bowl visits, including three to 
Pasadena. 

The talented head coach is widely recognized as one of 
the top mentors in the college game. 

James welcomes back 42 monogram winners, including 
five offensive and six defensive regulars from a year ago. 
There are holes to fill, but there appears to be the talent on 
hand to fill the voids created by graduation. 

The key on offense will be replacing graduated quarter- 
back Steve Pelluer, who was a very accurate passer and a 
top-notch field general. The top candidates are Paul Sicuro 
and redshirt freshman Chris Chandler, who will probably win 
the starting job. He will be a big player for the Huskies over 
the next few seasons. 

The Huskies will have a good stable of runners and an 
excellent receiving corps. Leading the ground game will be 
tailbacks Jacque Robinson and Ron “Cookie” Jackson, both 
seniors. Maybe this will be the year that Robinson will finally 
live up to the promise he exhibitted as a freshman. Wait Hunt 
and Rick Fenney return to man the fullback position. 

Leading the receiving brigade will be senior Danny 
Greene, who will one of the nation’s top wide receivers in'84. 
He caught 37 passes for a 16.2 average a year ago. Mark 
Pattison, the team’s leading receiver a season ago, also 
returns as does tight end Tony Wroten. 

The Huskies have to replace three starters along the 
offensive front. The veterans are left tackle Dennis Maher 
and center Dan Eernissee with Al Robertson and Doug Crow 
slated for starting duty at the guards and Rob Kuharski at the 
other tackle slot. Enrico Sala, Garth Thomas, Dan Agen, Eric 
Dahiquist and Dennis Soldat will provide the depth. 
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Don James teams always play strong defense and don't 
expect this unit to be an exception. The Huskies have some 
questions to answer along the defensive front, but they will 
be strong at linebacker. Ron Holmes and Tony Lewis are the 
Starting tackles with Billy McGill slated to be the starting nose 
tackle. The top reserves will be Peter Couch, Steve Roberts 
and Steve Alvord. 

The inside linebackers will be Tim Meamber and Joe 
Krakoski, a pair of very dependable seniors, while Fred 
Small is the weakslide linebacker with Tony Domingue on 
the strong side. Joe Kelly will also make his presence felt 
inside, while Ron Hadley will see playing time on the outside. 

Washington started an inexperienced secondary in '83, 
but that liability will be a strength in ’84. Vestee Jackson and 
J.C, Pearson return at the corners. Michael Collins will also 
contribute. Jim Rodgers will be the starter at strong safety 
with sophomore Tim Peoples the leading candidate at weak 
safety. The coaching staff is very high on the deep defense. 

The kicking game will again fall to returning sophomore 
starters Thane Cleland and Jeff Jaeger. Cleland will handle 
the punting chores while Jaeger, a former walk-on, earned 
Freshman All-America honors as he connected on 20 of 26 
field goals and 27 of 28 PAT's. The kicking game will 
obviously be a strength for years to come. 

Six homes game are featured on the '84 agenda but the 
Huskies won't play UCLA, the conference's best team, or 
Arizona State. The Huskies open with non-league clashes 
with Northwestern, Michigan (road), Houston and Miami of 
Ohio. Washington closes with road tilts against USC and 
Archrival Washington State, which has beaten James’ club 
two straight years. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: James has taken the 
Huskies to five consecutive bowl games and you can 
look for that string to continue in ‘84. The Huskies, who 
have posted five straight seasons of eight or more wins, 
will again be a top 20 team unless things fall apart along 
both lines and at the all-important quarterback postion. 
Eight or nine wins look about right.

An old bookmaker friend of mine, wary in 
the world of points, half points and pushes, 
once told me “the winners keep winning and 
the losers keep losing.” And to him life was as 
simple as that. He went on to explain that 
after 40 years in the business he knew the 
same guys beat him every year and the same 
guys lost to him each season. “Winners and 
losers — that's all there is," he said. 

It all sounds very simple, but this bookmak- 
er knew more about the life of the average 
bettor and handicapper than anyone would 
care to admit. The winners do seem to win 
every year and the losers seem to lose. This 
single fact raises many questions — such as 
the most basic one: can a loser ever really 
become a winner? 

Splitting the atom or putting a man on the 
moon is mere child's play to all of us who have 
fought the battle throughout the years and 
attempted to successfully handicap football 
for a living. There are so many factors to 
consider when handicapping college and 
professional football that anyone who has 
ever had to put his money where his mouth is 
is well aware that you can do everything right, 
take every edge and still get beat. This fact 
haunts us all, but, still, we approach the sport 
with renewed enthusiasm and hope each 
weekend of the season. 

We come back for more — win, lose or 
push — every weekend because we believe 
in our hearts we can beat this game — that we 
can reduce it to its knees and make it scream 
“uncle.” The challenge of beating that elusive 
number each weekend may have its ups and 
downs, but the absolute exhilaration of win- 
ning some of the time makes the entire ex- 
perience a fantasy of dreams fulfilled. There 
is nothing like it and few words to describe it, 

In accepting the assignment to write The 
Complete Guide to Football Betting, two 
things came to mind. First of all, itwas a major 
undertaking which required a tremendous 
amount of research and the added ability to 
decide what was important. It also demanded 
from its author a belief that, although “the 
winners keep winning and the losers keep 
losing,” a handicapper'’s habits could be 
changed and upgraded and that he could 
become a winner, To that end this book is 
dedicated.

whether they were small players or those who 
step in and wager $100,000 a week. And that 
was our basic goal from beginning to end. 
You will not find this book a magic wand to 
be waved over the weekend's games to pro- 
duce a winner. You will find, however, thatitis

a complete guide to handicapping football. It 
will show you where you can take every sing- 
le edge there is. It will show you every impor- 
tant facet of football handicapping, taking you 
behind the scenes of where it all happens — 
in Las Vegas, in New York, in Pittsburgh, in 
Chicago, in Boston, in Dallas, in thousands of 
bookmaking rooms from coast to coast, It will 
chart for you a typical week of football betting, 
beginning with the Sunday night line going on 
the board in Las Vegas to the actual kickoff of 
that single game six or seven days later.

While there was a lot 
of truth to what my bookmaker friend said 
about the winners and the losers, | do believe 
that a “loser” can develop a winning profile 
and habit too.

Big things were forecast for the '83 
edition of the Sun Devils, but Darry| 
Rogers’ squad failed to live up to its 
advance billing and mustered only 
a 6-4-1 record in what could only be tagged a disappointing 
campaign. 

But there is reason for optimism in '84 as the Sun Devils 
return 21 of last year’s top defensive players and get to play 
eight home games in the year ahead and only leave the state 
of Arizona to meet Oregon and Stanford. And those two 
Pac-Ten also-rans aren't going to cause many sleepless 
nights. 

The key for the Devils on defense will be finding a quarter- 
back to replace the consistent Todd Hons. Jeff Van 
Raaphorst is the man for the job. The third-year sophomore 
hasn't taken many snaps but the coaching staff believes he 
will be a winning player at the position. The backup will likley 
be incoming freshman John Walker. 

The running contingent should be solid behind the play of 
junior tailback Darryl Clack, who rushed for 932 yards in 10 
games to lead the Pac-Ten last season. He is a top-flight 
performer. Clack will be backed up by junior Mike Crawford. 
Nate Redditt is also in the picture. The fullback spot will be 
handled by converted tailback Channing Williams. Tony 
Lombardi and Darin Tupper are also in the running. 

At wide receiver, starters Doug Allen and Paul Day are 
outstanding, but there is little depth in this area. Aaron Cox 
and Ron Simone will be the main reserves. Curt Arons is the 
leading candidate to replace the departed Don Kern at tight 
end. 

The offensive front will be paced by senior center Mark 
Shupe. Dan Madden, another senor, returns at one guard 
slot with either Brian Lopker or Steve Rossoll on the other 
side. Dan Magazzeni takes over at strong tackle with Danny 
Villa at weak tackle. Kevin Thomas, Vic Sidler, Jim Warne 
and David Fonoti will provide the depth. 

This year's ASU defensive contingent will be one of the 
strongest in the nation in the year ahead. There is not a 
weakness in the group with the leading performers being 
deep backs David Fulcher and Bruce Hill, linebacker Jimmy 
Wiliams and newcomer Stacy Harvey. 
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Taleni Wright and Frank Rudolph will be the starting de- 
fensive ends . The nose guard will be Danny Saleaumua. He 
will receive help from Larry McGlothen and Onosai Tu’ua. 
Ken Johnson and Fred Gaddis will also be vying for playing 
time. 

Brian Noble will be one starter at outside linebacker with 
Harvey the leading contender on the other side. The back- 
ups will be Billy Copeland and Scott Stephen. The inside 
spots will be manned by Williams and junior Greg Battle, who 
are one of the finest inside tandems in the nation. “We've got 
a lot of pluses inside and out,” stated Rogers about his 
linebacking contingent. 

The secondary will be simply outstanding. Fulcher was the 
first freshman since UCLA's and now Seattle’s Ken Easley to 
be voted first-team All-Pac-Ten at safety. Dale Walton will be 
the starting free safety with Darren Willis also in the picture at 
the position. The cornerbacks will be the talented Hill and the 
very capable Mario Montgomery. Eric Allen and Danny Wil- 
liams will provide the depth. 

The kicking game will rate withthe bestin the land with Luis 
Zendejas returning as the placekicker and Jim Meyer back to 
again handle the punting chores. Zendejas, a true All- 
America, enters his senior season with 295 points in his 
illustrious career, 

As stated before, the schedule is made to order for a big 
campaign with eight home games and no Washington or 
Washington State to be met. Oklahoma State and Florida 
State will be the non-league toughies. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Everything points to a 
big season for the Sun Devils. They will be brilliant 
defensively, they get to play at home and they have 
some talented performers on the offensive side of 
scrimmage. 

The key will be how well the new quarterback per- 
forms and how well Rogers keeps his team up against 
lesser opponents. If everything falls into place, the De- 
vils could win nine games in the year ahead. You will 
definitely find this team ranked in the national polls in 
84. 
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Ted Tollner took over at USC last 
season and promptly led the mighty 
Trojans to their first losing season 
since 1961. The head coach is look- 
ing for better things from this traditional collegiate power in 
'84. As the saying goes, it can get any worse. 

“| was as disappointed as everyone else about last fall,” 
stated the head coach. “But we're coming back with a 
vengeance in '84."" The second-year mentor and noted pas- 
sing guru had better hope so. Losing coaches just won't be 
tolerated at USC. 

The Trojans return 17 starters from a season ago, includ- 
ing nine offensive and eight defensive regulars plus both 
kickers. “No matter how you look at it, we're a much more 
experienced team this year," stated the head coach. 

After a two-year ban, USC can again participate in a bowl 
this season, if it proves worthy of a bid. It can’t appear on live 
television during the regular season. 

The offense will be built around senior quarterback Sean 
Sailsbury, who hasn't quite lived up to his advance billing. He 
also took his lumps last season and was replaced by former 
juco transfer Tim Green. But Salisbury will be the No, 1 man. 
Incoming freshman Rodney Peete will be a future name to 
remember. 

Joining Salisbury in the backfield will be oft-injured tail- 
back Fred Crutcher, backed by Zeph Lee, while Kennedy 
Pola will again be the fullback. But come fall watch for highly 
regarded incoming freshman Ryan Knight to make his pre- 
sence felt at the tailback position. In some circles he was 
considered the no.| running back prospect in the nation. 

The receiving contingent will be led by flanker Timmie 
Ware and split end Hank Norman while Joe Cormier is the 
leading tight end. Other wide receivers include Todd Dellutri, 
Aaron Brown and Lonnie White. Senior Mark Boyer will also 
see plenty of time at the tight end position. 

Last year the offensive line was totally inexperienced. This 
year’s unit will look more like a USC line of the past. The 
guards are junior Tom Hallock and Jeff Brege! while the 
tackles will be James FitzPatrick and Ken Reuttgers. The 
only new face will be at center, where junior Tom Cox will 
replace departed All-America Tony Slaton. Mike Knutson 
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and juco A-A Andy Baroncelli will vie with Cox for the starting 
job. 

If the offensive line comes through as expected, the Trojan 
attack will return to its consistent ways of the past. 

The USC defense was hit hard by injuries last season buta 
solid nucleus returns for the 84 campaign. In all, 120f USC's 
top 15 tacklers are back. 


The entire defensive front returns in Brian Luft and Matt 
Koart at the tackles and talented Tony Colorito at nose 
guard. Dave Purling is also in the picture. 

The linebacking situation looks good with talented Jack 
Del Rio, an All-America candidate, and Duane Bickett on the 
outside and Neil Hope and Keith Biggers on the inside. 
Junior John Berry, Keith Davis, Ron Brown and Sam Anno 
are also in the picture. 

The Trojans look to be very solid and deep in the secon- 
dary. Tommy Haynes will man the run-support corner while 
Duaine Jackson and Darrel Hopper will vie for the pass- 
coverage corner spot. Jerome Tyler, the deep defense's 
best player, returns at free safety and look for Tim McDonald, 
perhaps the squad's best all-around athlete, to take over at 
the strong slot. 


Steve Jordan returns to handle the placements while 
junior Troy Richardson will again handle the punting chores. 

The Trojans will play six home games and face non- 
league opponents Notre Dame, LSU and Utah State. Arizo- 
na State, Washington State and UCLA will be played on the 
road. The men of Troy must close the season against 
Washington, archrival UCLA and Notre Dame on consecu- 
tive weekends. It will not be an easy chore. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The pressure will be on 
Tollner and his staff as he looks to return the Trojans to 
winning ways. As always, there is talent on hand, but the 
schedule does have its pitfalls and there are still some 
questions to be answered at some critical areas. 

The Trojans will undoubtedly be improved but it won’t 
be USC as we learned to admire it under John McKay 
and Robinson. Look for seven, possibly eight, wins.

Ned The 1984 edition of the Cougars will 
be looking to prove that the '83 sea- 
/\ son was no fluke. State, which had 
its problems early, finished with six 
consecutive wins to post an impressive 7-4 mark, 

You could say that head coach Jim Walden, who begins 
his seventh campaign with a record of 31-33-3, was alittle bit 
unhappy about being overlooked by the bowl committees. 

Walden, who is a very popular figure in Pullman these 
days, welcomes back 42 monogram winners, including sight 
offensive and six defensive regulars from a season ago. In 
all, 33 of last year’s top 44 return for another season of 
Pac-Ten action. 

Last season’s squad opened with a victory over Montana 
State then proceeded to lose four of its next five games 
before closing the campaign with an impressive six-game 
winning streak. During the winning skein the Cougars won at 
both Arizona State and Washington, costing the Huskies a 
trip to the Rose Bowl for the second straight year. There were 
even whispers that State was the conference's best team by 
the end of the season. Something that UCLA would readily 
dispute, but a high compliment indeed. 

With this experienced and talented nucleus returning 
there is Rose Bowl talk, but the Cougars do face a challeng- 
ing schedule in the-year ahead. The campaign opens with 
trips to Tennessee and Ohio State while USC and Washing- 
ton visit Pullman, but UCLA will be tackled on the road. 
Neither Arizona or Arizona State is on the 84 agenda. The 
other non-league tests are at home against Utah and Ball 
State. There is no more split schedule for the Cougars. All 
home games will be played in Pullman, 

The Cougars will be a very solid offensive team led by a 
backfield contingent that should be outstanding despite the 
loss of quarterback Ricky Turner. Junior Mark Rypien, who 
actually won the starting quarterback job before going down 
with a shoulder injury, returns. He will be joined in the back- 
field by fullback Kerry Porter, who gained over 1,000 yards 
last season, and tailback Reuben Mayes, also a junior. 
Richard Calvin and Don LaBomme will provide the depth. 

The other returning offensive regulars are split end John 
Marshall, flanker John Breland and tight end Vince Leighton 
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as well as offensive lineman Dan Lynch, who gained another 
year of eligibility thanks to the new NCAA legislation, center 
Curt Ladines and guard Mike Palumbo. 

Both offensive tackles graduated but the coaching staff is 
confident that last year's reserves can step in and do the job. 
The leading contenders are juniors Peter Emsky and Mike 
Shuster. The line depth will be provided by Mike Dreyer, Pili 
Tutuvanu and Kirk Samuelson. 

The defense should also be solid. The defensive line holds 
the only question mark on this team. Milford Hughes and Erik 
Howard are the returning starters up front, while the 
coaching staff is looking for a replacement for the departed 
Keith Milliard. 

There are a host of players returning who have started at 
outside linebacker. James Krakoski, Junior Tupoula and 
Brad Harrington have the most experience. Titus Jackson 
and Wade Killian are also in the picture. Lee Blakeney, 361 
career tacles, leads the inside linebacking brigade. He is one 
of the more underrated players in the nation. 

The secondary is blessed with exceptional speed, depth 
and experience. Three-year starter Jerald Walters will again 
be the free safety with Steve Haub at the strong slot. Cedrick 
Brown and Erwin Chappel will be the starting corners. Ricky 
Reynolds and Kevin Thomasson are a pair of youngsters 
with outstanding potential. 

John Traut and Glenn Harper, both juniors, return to hand- 
le the punting and placement chores respectively, 

Walden has the sound of a very confident head coach this 
spring. He has stated that almost every position is already 
set with the possible exception of the offensive line. He 
believes that this team is capable of challenging for Pac-Ten 
honors if it will pay the price. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cougars, are 
obviously a deep and experienced football team and 
they will post another winning season, but we don't look 
for the Cougars to win more than seven games. 

The schedule, with those tough early tests at Tennes- 
see and Ohio State as well as the trip to the Rose Bowl to 
play UCLA, will take its toll. Look for another seven-win 


campaign. 
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Joe Kapp begins his third season at 
Berkeley looking for his team to 
make the jump from upstart to solid 
contender. 

Kapp's two editions of the Golden Bears have been no- 
thing short of exciting as his teams have illustrated the guts 
and heart that the head coach illustrated as a player. Yes, a 
little bit of Joe Kapp has obviously rubbed off on each and 
every one of the Golden Bear gridders. 

Kapp, who sports a 12-9-1 record for his two seasons on 
the job, welcomes back 44 monogram winners, including 
seven offensive and three defensive regulars. There are 
holes to be filled. 

Leading the offensive charge will be outstanding quarter- 
back Gale Gilbert, who will be one of the top offensive field 
generals in the nation this fall. Gilbert, the captain of “Air 

Cal,” completed 19.2 passes last year for 2,769 yards. 

“We'll build our offense around Gale Gilbert and take 
advantage of his strengths,” said Kapp. “He is one of the 
best long passers in the nation and that deep threat should 
allow us to open up other parts of our attack, including our 
running game.” 

Five of the top seven receivers return led by sophomore 
tight end Don Noble, who started the last seven games last 
season in place of David Lewis, and speedy flanker Orrin 
Ford. The other wide receiver position is wide open at the 
present time. 

The running game has been anything but a strength at Cal 
in recent years, but the coaching staff is hopeful that things 
will improve in the near future. All four of Cal's top four 
rushers return led by fullback Ron Story, who gained 409 
yards on 124 carries. Scott Smith and Mark Funderburk, 
both reliable backs, will make their presence felt, while 
Dwight Garner has the speed to be an effective cog in the 
Golden Bear attack. 

Along the offensive front, the Bears will build around tne 
nucleus of center Mike Reed, guard Mark Long and tackle 
Mark Stephens. The other two spots will be contested by a 
group of players with little or no playing experience. The top 
candidates appear to be Joe Tupy and Keith Kartz. Others in 
the running are Ron Zenker, Roy Ambrose, Blaise Smith and 
Lou Sergeant.

known as a football. | realized, however, that nothing is 
staler than yesterday's sports results so | knew that | 
would have to wait for the most opportune’ moment to 
get into the subject, if this fine gentleman, sitting across 
from me, in the process of annihilating a lovely looking 
piece of sirloin, would allow me to bounce my theories 
(unsuccessful as they may be) on betting football, off his 
mathematically-oriented brain. When that elusive 
moment finally arrived, | pounced on it like a hungry 
lion on a gazelle. The timing was perfect. Bob could do 
nothing but listen since it is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to change a subject when one’s mouth is 
crammed full of choice beef. So as | got in my “licks”, 
Bob listened attentively, and after having taken the 
recommended number of “chews’’ before swallowing, 
and then swallowing properly, he made a statement that 
was to be the initial step toward the evolution of the 
Vegas Football Betting Calculator.

“Boolean Algebra, Lou.” 

At that point in the conversation | just shut up and 
listened as he explained that by applying the principles 
of Boolean Algebra ( | wouldn’t dare ask him what that 
was) he could take the data | had accumulated, along 
with the valid. theories | had developed, synthesize them 
into a theorem, and then “‘‘attempt to logic out” certain 
unknowns until he developed as near perfect a wagering 
system as is possible (1 swear that’s what he said. | didn’t 
understand a word of it but he sounded like he did, and, 
| figured, hell, that was all that mattered.) 

To shorten this story, | turned my material over to 
Bob Harris and before the first toe crushed into the first 
ball kicking off the 1970 grid season, he had “‘logiced 
out’ his system, and had designed and fabricated a 
rough prototype of the Vegas Football Betting Calcula- 
tor. 

By the end of the ‘70 season, | was so amazed at what 
Harris’ tiny ‘““machine” had done that |! simply couldn’t 
believe that it was real.

The 
calculator’s win percentage averaged out to 93.8%. It 
had “‘insisted’’ that we bet certain games when all estab- 
lished betting principles (to say nothing of common 
sense and logic) said “lay off,”’, and it had been invari- 
ably right!.

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After a brilliant start in which they 
outscored four overmatched oppo- 
nents by a whopping 170-22 margin 
things just fell apart for the highly 
regarded Wildcats. Arizona went just 3-3-1 the rest of the 
way, but did end the campaign with impressive wins over 
UCLA and archrival Arizona State to save face. 

In retrospect, the season can't be viewed as anything buta 
disappointment for big things were expected from the ‘Cats, 
who were picked in the top ten in a couple of major presea- 
son polls. 

Head coach Larry Smith welcomes back a total of 39 letter 
winners, including five offensive and seven defensive regu- 
lars, but he lost some quality talent to graduation. 

The Wildcats lost eight players who were named first or 
second-team All-Pac-10 last season led by two-time All- 
America linebacker Ricky Hunley and stellar quarterback 
Tom Tunnicliffe. A comfortable non-league schedule and 
seven homes games, as well as the fact that the losses 
weren't concentrated in one area will help ease Smith's pain. 

The main offensive objective will be to replace Tunnicliffe, 
who was a four-year starter for the Wildcats. Alfred Jenkins, 
who saw plenty of action last season, is the leading candi- 
date but he will receive a stiff challenge from John Conner 
and Andy Couch. Joining Jenkins in the backfield will be 
tailbacks Vance Johnson and Phil Freeman and fullback 
redshirt freshman Chalres Webb, who is slated to replace 
the departed Chris Brewer. Courtney Griffin is also on the 
scene. 

The receiving contingent is solid led by wide receiver Jay 
Dobyns, who has caught 61 passes the past two seasons. 
Jon Horton and Eric Jones are also in the picture. The tight 
end job is in the capable hands of Mark Walezak, who hauled 
down 14 passes last season His backup, Hugh Verbalaitis, 
also returns. 

lf the tackle positions are secured this will be a strong point 
for the ‘Cats in the year ahead. Charlie Dickey, who played 
every offensive snap at right guard last season, returns while 
David Conner will replace Mike Freeman at right guard. Nils 
Fox returns at center, which leaves the tackle slots. John 
DuBose, a former juco standout, should earn a starting 
assignment as should Larry Dallman. 
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The defense should be solid with David Wood, Joe Drake 
and John Bathalt respectively at tackle, nose tackle and 
tackle along the defensive front. Each earned Pac-Ten hon- 
orable mention honors in 83. 

Two-year veteran Steve Broadway returns at outside line- 
backer while Craig Vesling, Cliff Thorpe and Brent Wood will 
vie the vacant spot opposite him. Lamonte Hunley returns 
inside but his brother Ricky is gone. He left a huge void 
having registered an amazing 566 tackles the past four 
seasons. “You never replace a guy like No. 89," stated 
Smith. 

The Wildcats have a vacancy at one corner, where Randy 
Robbins has graduated, while Greg Turner and Bryan Evans 
return at the opposite corner. Arizona will benefit from the 
liberal substitutions it utilized at safety last season, Lynnden 
Brown and Gordon Bunch are both experienced strong safe- 
ties, while Allan Durden and Don Be’Ans each played a lot of 
free safety. 

The Wildcats return talented Max Zendejas, who didn't 
miss a PAT or a field goal inside the 40, while the team will 
have to find a new punter. Either Jenkins or a walk-on will win 
the punting job. 

As stated before, the schedule won't hurt the ‘Cats drive to 
another winning campaign. Fresno State, LSU, Long Beach 
State and Utah State will be met out of conference, while 
UCLA and Washington State aren't on the '84 agenda. Trips 
to LSU, Southern Cal and Washington will be the toughest 
trips for the Wildcats in the coming campaign. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Wildcats obviously 
lost some top talent to graduation, but there is a good 
nucleus returning and the schedule is extremely favor- 
able. We look for Arizona to easily post another winning 
season with seven, possibly eight, wins within the reach 
of this club. 

Last year’s team was a bit of a disappointment, maybe 
Smith and Company will surprise some people this time 
around. It all depends on the play of Jenkins and the 
overall cohesiveness of the defensive unit. 
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A new football era begins at ‘The 
Farm’ as Jack Elway, head coach 
and sire of Stanford legend John 
Elway, takes over for the departed 
Paul Wiggin, who spent four fruitless seasons at the helm of 
his alma mater. 

Stanford fell to just 1-10 last season so the only way for 
Elway to take this program is up. Elway, who was the head 
man at Cal State-Northridge and San Jose State, sports a 
lifetime mark of 55-31-2. 

The senior Elway is noted as a proponent of wide open 
passing attacks and he orchestrated a very explosive offen- 
sive unit while at San Jose State. Pac-Ten teams never liked 
playing the kids from San Jose. 

The new coaching staff welcomes back 34 monogram 
winners, including 14 starters from '83 split equally between 
the offensive and defensive platoons. You can expect plenty 
of changes as Elway writes his name on this program. 

Leading the offensive charge will be sophomore quarter- 
back John Paye, who received valuable on-the-job training 
last season. The player who is destined to be the next great 
Stanford signal-caller completed 150 of 297 passes for 
1,971 yards and 10 touchdowns. 

Paye will have an All-America target is senior Emile Harry, 
who caught 44 passes for 829 yards and six TD’s last sea- 
son. Look for Paye-to-Harry often in the year ahead. The 
Cardinal is looking for a player to start opposite Harry while 
the top tight end candidates are Greg Baty and Dan Wester- 
field. 

Stanford will have a deep and talented running back con- 
tingent led by Thomas Henley, Marshall Dilliard and Shaun 
Avant. These backs can run inside and catch, and have 
proven to be quality targets. 

The offensive line returns virtually intact. It will be led by 
the standout quartet of Brent Martin, Jeff Deaton, Matt Moran 
and Tom Prukop. There is enough size and depth to make 
this area a team strength. “ee 

The defense must be improved before the Cardinal can 
seriously think about returning to winning ways. It was an 
inferior group under Wiggin, who ironically was a noted 
defensive strategist. 

The Cardinal will operate out of the 3-4 and will be led up 
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front by outstanding defensive end Garin Veris as well as 
Mike Wyman and Pat Mitchel. 

Dave Wyman, a hard-hitting junior who led the club with 
144 stops last season, returns to anchor the linebacking 
brigade. Matt Soderlund and Tom Briehl also return as star- 
ters at linebacker. Stanford has excellent depth at this posi- 
tion. 

There could be some problems in the deep defense, 
where things remain unsettled at the present time. The only 
returning regular is cornerback Eric Price. Others in the 
picture include Toi Cook, Dwain Hamilton and Joe Cain. The 
player who will be severely missed in the secondary is All- 
Pac-Ten performer Vaughn Williams, who was one of the 
few consistent defensive performers for the Cardinal. Look 
for the coaching staff to examine a host of candidates before 
deciding on a set ineup in the deep defense. In the pass- 
happy Pac-Ten a solid secondary is a must. 

Another plus for Stanford is the return of placekicker Mark 
Harmon. The senior has connected on 36 of 47 career field 
goal attempts and has successfully booted 79 of 82 PAT's. 
He has 187 career points, which is the fifth-highest total in 
the school's history. 

The schedule will prove a serious obstacle for the new 
head coach. The Cardinal will play Oklahoma (road), Illinois 
and San Jose State in non-league action before embarking 
on Pac-Ten play. 

In one four-game stretch Stanford will have to contend 
with Arizona State, UCLA and both Washingtons. In all, the 
Cardinal will have six home clashes, including three in the 
first four weeks of the campaign. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Elway is a proven win- 
ner, but he will need time at ‘The Farm’ where he Inherits 
a team that has some big defensive holes and faces a 
very tough schedule. 

Stanford, under Elway’s guidance, will prove to be a 
very dangerous offensive squad, especially as Paye 
gains confidence, but we look for the Cardinal to lose 
more than its share of those high-scoring clashes. This 
team can’t helped but be improved. Four or five wins 
appear to be in the cards. 
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Head coach Rich Brooks begins his 
eighth season at Oregon hoping 
that he has finally made the adjust- 
ments necessary to make the lowly 
Ducks competitive, He hasn't. 

For the past few years, the only thing keeping the pressure 
off the Ducks has been their neighbors at Oregon State. Joe 
Avezzano's crew may not even cooperate this season. With 
help needed on both sides of scrimmage, look for the Ducks 
to sink to another losing campaign. 

The loss of All-America lineman Gary Zimmesinan has to 
have a negative impact on the Oregon program in the year 
ahead but this talented offensive guard was not the only 
casualty along the front wall. The Ducks must replace four 
offensive linemen—including Zimmerman—trom last year’s 
unit so another slow-developing attack is on the horizon. 

Sophomore Brad Smith is expected to man one guard spot 
after starting Oregon's last five games last fall, Smith may 
not duplicate Zimmerman’s quality play but he'll help. A 
batch of players that either fought off injuries last year or are 
currently battling ailments will vie for the other guard slot. 
Center Ken Warner was one player who filled in at a guard 
post last year but he is slated for center duty in the year 
ahead. Junior tackles Drew Smetana and Greg Schwab are 
both hoping to be fully recovered from past injuries while 
looking to man the tackle positions. 

There is a three-way fight for the quarterback spot with 
Mike Jorgensen the leading contender here. Jorgensen 
hardly impressed Duck coaches a year ago after tossing just 
five touchdowns to go along with his 11 interceptions. 

The remainder of the Oregon backfield appears in better 
shape with tailback Kevin McCall leading the way. McCall is 
the club's top returning rusher with 331 net yards and a team 
high three touchdowns. McCall also showed some good 
hands—snaring 26 balls. His running mate figures to be 

ore Kevin Willhite who skipped spring drills in favor 
of track. Willhite was a hot prep prospect who failed to deliver 
last year—averaging just three and half yards a pop. There 
are several letterwinners back to assume reserve roles in the 
Duck backfield but none of them exhibited any earth- 
shattering performances a year ago. 

Flanker Lew Barnes was one Duck who did exhibit excep- 
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tional skills. Barnes finished ninth in the nation in punt re- 
turns, averaged better than 20 yards a catch with ateam best 
30 receptions and wound up with 1,075 all-purpose yards. 
Kwante Hampton mans the split end spot opposite Barnes 
after hauling down 17 passes a year ago. Senior Doug 
Herman has been a regular at tight end for two years now 
and Duck coaches promise he will be heard from more often 
in the upcoming campaign. 

The Ducks do need more from Herman and others but 
these Oregon offensive performers just won't be able to 
supply the proper punch behind a shaky front wall. 

Oregon lists nine players returning to the defensive unit 
but there is not always strength in numbers. True, last year’s 
group showed some solid signs despite a lack of playing time 
together but this year’s unit cannot be asked to perform 
miracles—especially when Pac Ten offenses continue to get 
better. 

The linebacking contingent will be a plus for the Ducks 
who believe OLB Jerry Mikels can be among the league's 
best. Mikels was the team's top tackler last fall and was third 
on the unit in quarterback sacks behind a couple of linemen. 
Right OLB E.J. Duffy will also be a positive force. Duffy has a 
keen eye for the ball as exhibited by his key interceptions 
against California and Oregon State. 

The Oregon secondary also sports several veteran hands. 
Now, Brooks is hoping that all that experience will help 
stymie enemy attacks. Senior Wendell Cason and sopho- 
more Don Brown are slated to start at the respective corner- 
back posts. Brown is the leading returning interceptor after 
stealing three aerials a year ago. Hard-hitting Dan Wilken is 
back at strong safety after acquiring academic honors a year 
back. Jeff Williams heads up the competition at free safety. 

Defensive end John Byrne, like Williams, was granted an 
extra year of eligibility by the NCAA so that helped two areas 
on this defense. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Ducks just don't 
have the depth or the quality offensive performers 
needed to be winners In the Pac-Ten. The prognosis Is 
for another losing year for the Ducks. 
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Joe Avezzano says he can now see 
the light at the end of the tunnel. But 
it will prove to be an oncoming 
administrative train if the Beavers 
don’t improve a great deal in '84. 

In his four years at State, Avezzano has led the Beavers to 
records of 0-11, 1-10, 1-9-1 and 2-8-1. It may take as many 
as five wins to save his job. The pressure is on. 

A total of 43 lettermen return for another season of action. 
Included in this number are nine offensive and eight defen- 
sive regulars from a season ago. 

Abig key for the Beavers will be to improve at quarterback 
and adequately replace the departed Bryce Oglesby, who 
was a powertul inside runner. “There is no question that our 
quarterback position has to produce better results,” stated 
the head coach. 

Senior Ladd McKittrick will go into the season as the no.1 
quarterback. He will be challenged by jucos Don Lema and 
Steve Steenwyk. A speedy running back contingent returns. 
Darvin Malone is slated to replace Oglesby at fullback. 
Donald Beavers, James Terrell, Gary Carter, Jerry Jordan 
and Erick Montgomery will provide depth and experience at 
the halfback position. 

The coaching staff feels very good about the receiving 
corps. The leading performers in this area will be Reggie 
Bynum, Robert Adams and Claude Dixon. Mike Laverty 
returns at tight end and he will be backed up by Brad Miller 
and Paul Sanders. 

The offensive line returns intact. From left to right the 
forward wall will feature Dwayne Jackola at tackle, Herb 
Wilson at guard, Jack Lester at center and Rick Meggers and 
Tom Emmons at guard and tackle respectively. The depth 
will be provided by Frank Jones, Darrick Brilz and Garth 
Rouse. 

They have termed the State defense the ‘Black Bandits’ 
and hopefully the unit will live up to its monicker. Itremains to 
be seen. 

The coaching staff feels very confident about the secon- 
dary, which returns three starters in cornerbacks Kenny 
Taylor and Jonathon Harrington as well as free safety Reg- 
gie DuPee. Osia Lewis is slated to be the starting strong 
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safety. Michael Lopez and Empry Young are also in the 
running at strong safety while the other key reserves figure to 
be Terry Brown, Bernie Wilson, Roger Brunswick, Cedric 
Wright and Jamie Norman. 

The front three will be paced by ends Angelo Dilulo and 
Charles Naone while John Gonzalez will be the starting nose 
guard. Mike Estes, Phil Alfieri, Ernie Brown and Bob Cline 
will provide the depth at end with Gino Mingo, Rich Haggerty 
and Dennis Wilson the main reserves at nose guard. 

Ron Heller and Willie Stubbledfield, both returning regu- 
lars, will anchor the linebacking quartet. They will be backed 
up by Ellis Dozier and Mike Sodaro while the leading candi- 
dates at the other two linebacking slots are Andre Todd and 
Joe Smylie. Tyrone Walker and Bary Evans are also in the 
running. 

The kicking game is expected to be improved. The three 
players who handled the kicking chores return and they are 
aided by a year of experience. Chip Stempeck returns to 
handle the punting while Marty Breen will again take care of 
the placements and Jim Nielsen the kickoffs. 

Avezzano, who has to feel the pressure, is confident this 
year's team will be better. “I! definitely feel we should be 
improved," stated the mentor who learned his trade under 
Johnny Majors at lowa State, Pittsburgh and later Tennes- 
see. “| am more excited about our future than at any time 
since I’ve been here.” 

The Beavers will play six home games in the year ahead 
and will battle Ohio State, Wyoming and Idaho out of confer- 
ence. The Beavers won't play USC in the year ahead. The 
toughest road assignments will be at Ohio State, Arizona 
State and Washington State. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Avezzano definitely has 
his deepest team since arriving at State, and while the 
defense looks pretty solid, there are questions to be 
answered on the offensive side of scrimmage, especial- 
ly at the all-important quarterback position. 

The feeling here is that the Beavers will be more com- 
petive but that they won't win more than three games in 


"84. It probably won't be enough to save Avezzano. 
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Arguments to the contrary aside, this 
is the toughest conference in all of col- 
lege football. In fact, it’s not even close. 

Look for Auburn and Alabama to chal- 
lenge for national honors while six or 
seven of the SEC squads will spend the 
holidays in a post-season game. This is 
the top of the line. 

Leading the way is Pat Dye’s Auburn 
club, which finished third in the AP and 
UPI polls after posting an 11-1 mark. 
Dye will be looking for more of the same 
against one of the nation’s toughest 
agendas. His Tigers may be good 
enough to get it done. 

Junior halfback Bo Jackson, a brilliant 
athlete, will be one of the top Heisman 
candidates this fall. There is exceptional 
depth and size everywhere, so expect a 
big season, 

Alabama comes next and if Ray Per- 
kins’ squad gets solid quarterbacking 
play it will make arun atthe SEC title and 
a major bowl invitation. There is no other 
weakness on this team that welcomes 
back 15 starters from the Sun Bowl vic- 
tory over SMU. 

LSU was probably the best 4-7 team 
in America last year and it will improve 
markedly under the leadership of former 
Miami Dolphin defensive coordinator Bill 
Arnsparger. The defensive genius will 
welcome back the makings of a brilliant 
offensive contingent led by quarterback 
Jeff Wickersham, tailbacks Dalton Hill- 
iard and Garry James and wider receriv- 
er Eric Martin. Expect a big tournaround 
in Baton Rouge. 


Georgia, which has been ranked in 
the top five and gone to four consecutive 
major bowls, has plenty of rebuilding to 
do. Vince Dooley’s club will probably win 
seven games in the year ahead. Re- 
building, of sorts, is also the word at 
Gainesville, where Florida must find re- 
placements for quarterback Wayne 
Peace, who started 43 games for the 
Gators, and All-America linebacker Wil- 
ber Marshall. 
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Kentucky, Vanderbilt, Ole Miss and 
Mississippi State complete the SEC pic- 
ture. Jerry Claiborne has returned the 
Wildcats to winning ways while Vander- 
bilt will be improved behind the passing 
of Kurt Page. 

Ole Miss surprised under Billy Brewer 
this season, but lost a lot to graduation, 
while Emory Bellard is in big trouble in 
Starkeville. Things will get worse before 
they get better. 
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Auburn’s junior halfback Bo Jackson is a Heisman Trophy candidate 
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Last year Pat Dye returned the Ti- 
gers to national prominence as the 
team captured the SEC title, the 
Sugar Bowl and posted an 11-1 
mark en route to a third place finish in both major polls. 

This year Dye will look to keep his club at or near the top. 
The talent is on hand to get the job done. 

Auburn returns 46 monogram winners, including 11 star- 
ters from a season ago, including five on the offensive side of 
scrimmage. That may not seem like an overwhelmng num- 
ber of starters, but it should be noted that Dye, one of the 
nation’s leading recruiters, has established depth an had 
another big recruiting year. It is the name of the game.

“speed. He is nothing short of a remarkable athlete. Joining 


Jackson at halfback will most likely be Brent Fullwood, who 
has a world of speed. Others in the picture include Kyle 
Collins, Alan Evans, Ed Graham and Tim Jessie. Powerful 
Tommie Agee will again be the starting fullback with Collis 
Campbell in reserve. 

Clayton Beauford will be the leading wide receiver with 
Ron Middleton and Jeff Parks the leading candidates to 
replace the departed Ed West at tight end. Tiger targets, as 
one would expect, have to block more than catch. 

The offensive line will be built around the trio of center Ben 
Tamburello, who was injured in the spring, guard Jeff Lott 
and tackle Steve Wallace. A host of offensive linemen return 
including Yann Cowart, Jeff Ostrowski, Rob Shuler, Randy 
Stokes and Tracy Turner.

Ray Perkins begins his second sea- 
son at his alma mater looking to 
return the Tide to the top of the 
national polls. The hand picked 
successor to the late Bear Bryant greets 39 lettermen and 15 
regulars from last year's 8-4 team that ended the season on 
a high note by surprising highly regarded SMU in the Sun 
Bowl. 

Perkins, who switched from the wishbonbe to the pro-style 
attack when he took command, saw his club lead the SEC in 
total offense and scoring. He will be looking for more of the 
same in '84, 

Six starters return to an attack that must replace talented 
quarterback Walter Lewis ana top targets Joey Jones and 
Jesse Bendross. Mike Shula, son of Miami’s Don Shula, will 
battle incoming freshmen Gene Newberry and Vince Sutton, 
two highly regarded prospects, for the starting job, Newber- 
ry, who enrolled in January and participated in spring drills, 
may be the player for the job. 

The quarterback will be surrounded by talent in the back- 
field as Kerry Goode returns at halfback after a solid fresh- 
man season and talented Ricky Moore, a bruising runner, 
returns at fullback. Moore rushed for 100 yards or more in his 
last six games in '83. Chester Braggs, Paul Carruth, Don 
Horstead and John Pemberton are the other halfbacks. 

Tight end Preston Gothard is the only returning starting 
receiver but the Tide has capable replacements for Jones 
and Bendross in junior Joe Smith and sophomore Greg 
Richardson. Thornton Chandler will back up Gothard with 
Mike Graham, Larry Abney, Billy Getchell, Eric Nieman and 
Clinton Sledge also in the running at wide receiver. 

Three offensive linemen return but again there is quality 
depth and talent along the line. Sophomore Wes Neighbors 
will be a dominating center, while junior John Mcintosh re- 
turns at strong guard. The quick guard will be former center 
Mike White. Junior Hardy Walker is an all-star candidate at 
quick tackle with Gary Otten the leading candidate to take 
over at strong tackle. 

The only question to be answered is at quarterback. If 
Shula or Newberry becomes a take-charge performer then 
the Tide will again be a dominating offensive team in ’84. 
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The Tide played a lot of kids on defense last season and 
they started to respond late in the campaign. That experi- 
ence bodes well for a contingent that returns nine regulars. 

Up front, the Tide will be paced by outstanding sophomore 
nose guard Curt Jarvis. Junior Brent Sowell replaces Randy 
Edwards at right tackle with Jon Hand on the other side. This 
will be a team strength in the year ahead. Jarvis and Hand 
are headed for all-conference honors. 


The linebacking corps will be another strength with senior 
Emanuel King, the team's leading tackler a year ago, at one 
outside spot and soph Cornelius Bennett on the other side. 
The inside starters will be Venson Elder and Scott McRae, 
who was 'Bama’s third leading tackler in '83. There is also 
quality depth at this position. King and Bennett are headed 
for all-star honors. 


Only Stan Gay has departed from the Tide deep defense 
so the coaching staff has to feel good about the secondary. 
Sammy Hood returns at right cornerback with Paul Tripoli the 
leading candidate to replace Gay on the other side. Sopho- 
more Ricky Thomas, who became a starter in the Mississippi 
State game, returns at strong safety and he will be joined by 
outstanding sophomore Freddie Robinson. 


The Tide is loaded with good young defensive talent and 
this group will be markedly improved in the year ahead. 

The kicking game must replace punter Malcolm Simmons, 
but placekicker Van Tiffin is an offensive force. Look for Terry 
Sanders, who kicks off, or incoming freshman Chris Mohr to 
handle the punting chores. 

The Tide open with Boston College and close with Au- 
burn—both in Birmingham—and must play a tough three- 
game stretch against Georgia, Penn State and Tennessee in 
the middle of the campaign. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There is exceptional ta- 
lent and depth on this Bama squad. If a quarterback 
comes forth to assume command Ray Perkins’ second 
edition will challenge for SEC honors and land in the top 
10. Expect a big season from the Crimson Tide in’84. A 
major bowl invitation could be in the cards. 
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Last season the LSU Tigers were 
arguably the most talented 4-7 
team inthe nation. This season look 
for a classic turnaround by the 


Bayou Bengals. 

LSU made big news last December by sending favorite 
son Jerry Stovall packing and hiring Miami Dolphin defen- 
sive genius Bill Arnsparger. It was a surprising move, but it 
should pay immediate dividends. 

Don Shula’s former top aide inherits a very talented team, 
one that returns 16 regulars. The offense has the potential to 
be very explosive, while Arnsparger must offer the defense 
some needed consistency. 

Eight offensive starters returns, including four who could 
win all-star honors. The quartet includes junior quarterback 
Jeff Wickersham, wide receiver Eric Martin and the tailoack 
tandem of Dalton Hilliard and Garry James. They should 
provide a thrill from the skill positions. 

Last year Wickersham completed 193 of 337 aerials (57.3) 
for 2,542 yards, while Martin hauled down 52 catches for 
1,064 yards. Hilliard and James had poor seasons in '83 
when compared to their '82 numbers. Arnsparger will make 
improving the running game a top priority. 

The offensive line will be built around talented tackle 
Lance Smith, who failed to live up to expectations in ’83, and 
guard Kevin Langford, who was outstanding a season ago. 
Guard Jeff Fordham is the other returning starter. There is 
good depth and excellent size in this area. Ray Brock is the 
leading candidate at center with John Harrell ready to step in 
at tackle. 

Joining Martin at wide receiver will be flanker Herman 
Fontenot, who caught 22 aerials (15.0 avg.) in '83, and tight 
end Mitch Andrews, who hauled down 26 aerials . Earl Curtis 
will be the backup tight end with Guy Mackey the leading 
reserve at wide receiver. 

Eight starters return to a defensive unit that will have a 
different look in ’84, You can expect Arnsparger to put his 
personal stamp on the unit. 

LSU will again utilize a 3-4 alignment, a setup nobody 
orchestrates any better than the new head coach. Leading 
the defensive charge will be talented free safety Liffort Hob- 
ley. He will be joined in the secondary by strong safety 
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Jeffrey Dale. Norm Jefferson and Kevin Guidry are the lead- 
ing candidates to take over at the corners. But the coaching 
Staff will also examine other candidates. 

Rydell Malancon will be missed at outside linebacker, but 
the three other starters return. Gregg Dubroc returns on the 
outside with the tandem Shawn Burks and Ricky Chatman 
slated to start inside. Scott Bromley and Michael Brooks will 
ve for Melancon’s spot with Toby Caston providing the depth 
nside. . 

The front three returns intact with Eric Kittok and Clarence 
Osborne at the tackles and Roland Barbay returning at nose 
guard. Karl Wilson, Henry Thomas and Billy Hendrix will 
provide the depth. 

Accurate Juan Betanzos returns to handle the placements 
while Clay Parker will handle the punting chores. Betanzos 
hit on 25 of 26 PAT’s and 14 of 18 FG's. Parker punted twice 
for a 54.5 average. 

Nothing is easy in the SEC these days and the Bayou 
Bengals will face a competitve schedule in the year ahead. 
There are road tilts at Florida, USC and Alabama, while 
Notre Dame travels to Baton Rouge. Auburn and Georgia 
aren't on the slate. Tulane, as always, Arizona and Indiana 
State will provide the other non-league competition. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Last year the Tigers slip- 
ped to 4-7 (0-6 In the SEC) after going to the Orange Bowl 
the season before. It cost Stovall his job, but he didn’t 
leave the cupboard bare. 


Enter Arnsparger, who Inherits a team that is capable 
of being a top twenty outfit In 84. LSU will be extremely 
explosive behind the quartet of Wickersham, Martin, 
Hilliard and James, while the defense will undoubtedly 
be significantly improved. 


The schedule has Its major obstacles, but look for 
Hilliard and James to have very big campaigns and for 
the Bengals to return to winning ways, both overall and 
in the conference. Some might ignore this team early, 
but the Tigers will be heard In 84. 
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After a disappointing 1-2 startin'83, 
Johnny Majors’ Vols literally went 
on a tear, leaving football teams in 
their wake as they won eight of their 
last nine encounters to end the campaign at 9-3. 

Majors and his staff, as well as Tennessee faithful every- 
where, hope that this winning frenzy will continue as the 
former UT great begins his eighth season as head coach. 

A total of 42 monogram winners return for the '84 cam- 
paign, including eight defensive and just three offensive 
regulars. The Vols lost some top talent to graduation includ- 
ing All-America defensive lineman Reggie White, the noted 
‘Minister of Defense’, center Glenn Streno and split end 
Clyde Duncan. 

The attack will be built around the three returning regulars 
and each is a standout performer. The top performer is 
tailback Johnnie Jones, who burst onto the collegiate scene 
to become one of the nation’s top runners in '83. Jones 
became the school’s first 1,000-yard back despite missing all 
but one play of two games. He will be a force in the year 
ahead. 

Joining Jones in the backfield will be talented quarterback 
Alan Cockrell, who could pass up his senior year in favor of a 
professional baseball career. Tony Robinson and Darryl 
Dickey are the main backups. The fullback job will most likely 
be manned by Big Sam Henderson. Kenneth Cooper and 
Jim Miller will also see action. 

Tennessee seems to graduate top receiving talent every 
season, but there is always talent at the position. The split 
end will be speedy Tim McGee while Wesley Pryor will be the 
starting wingback. Laron Brown and Joey Clinksclaes will 
provide the depth. John Matthews and John Cook and Jeff 
Smith, all capable performers, will battle for the starting tight 
end job. 

The final returning regular is Bill Mayo, an All-SEC guard. 
He will have to anchor an inexperienced offensive front. 
Bruce Wilkerson and Todd Upton should start at tackle and 
guard respectively while Johnny Hibbett and Raleigh 
McKenzie will look to fill Streno’s center position. David 
Moon, Tony Williams and Johnny McAdams all merit 
watching. 
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The key to the attack will undoubtedly be the offensive line. 
If Cockrell doesn't return for another tour of duty Major's 
offense is in big trouble. 

White will be missed on defense, but a solid nucleus does 
return. Steve Douglas, Tony Simmons, Richard Cooper and 
Tony Bartley will all get a shot at replacing White. It may take 
four players. 

Robbie Scott is slated to start at middle guard but another 
tackle needs to be found. It is the defensive front that so 
concerns the coaching staff. 

The remainder of the defense returns intact, and it should 
be a good nucleus to build around. Senior Reggie McKenzie 
and sophomore Dale Jones, a freshman standout, will be the 
outside linebackers with senior Carl Zander and senior Alvin 
Toles at the inside spots. Toles and Zander finished 1-2 in 
tackles a season ago with 135 and 129 respectively. Kelly 
Ziegler, Lavoisier Fisher and Jim Dunkin will provide the 
depth. 

Tommy Sims and Terry Brown return at the corners with 
talented sophomore Charles Davis at free safety and junior 
Joe Cofer returning at the strong safety position. The deep 
defense will be a quiet strength for the Vols in '84. 

Last season everyone figured UT would have the best 
kicking game in the nation but preseason All-Americas Faud 
Reveiz and Jimmy Colquitt didn't performer up to expecta- 
tions. Both return for their senior seasons looking to recap- 
ture their sophomore magic. The goal is for both to make 
first-team All-America in '84. 

Washington State, Utah, Army, Memphis State and Geor- 
gia Tech are the non-league competition while the key to the 
season will be the three-game stretch beginning in late 
September against Auburn, Florida and Alabama, Two wins 
in these three games and Majors will have returned the Vols 
to the glory days of old. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The key for the Vols be 
keeping Cockrell in school and getting consistent play 
out of both lines. If these things happen, the Vols could 
win nine regular season games. Either way, UT will earn 
another post-season invitation.

It is simply time for Vince Dooley 
and his staff to take a deep breath, 
pat themselves on the back for what 
they have accomplished and re- 


build. 

Rebuild will be the word this season after four consecutive 
major bowls, three SEC championships, a four-year record 
of 43-4-1 and four consecutive finishes in the top five. It is 
time. 

The Bulldogs lost 23 seniors and 27 monogram winners. 
They were winners all. 

What is left are 38 lettermen, including three offensive and 
six defensive starters from a season ago. 

Gone are a brilliant group including All-America roverback 
Terry Hoage, All-America defensive end Freddie Gilbert, 
All-SEC performers in guard Guy Mcintyre and linebacker 
Tommy Thurson as well as quarterback John Lastinger, 
fullback Barry Young and tight end Clarence Kay. Lastinger, 
who consistently made the big play while being much 
maligned, had an ultra-impressive 20-2-1 mark as the Bull- 
dogs’ starting quartertback. 

The lone returning offensive starters are split end Kevin 
Harris, talented flanker Herman Archie and All-America 
hopeful Keith Johnson at center. The offensive line, with the 
exception of guard Peter Anderson, will be manned by soph- 
omores and redshirt freshmen. Victor Perry and Jay Floyd 
are the leading tackle candidates with Jimmy Holton pencil- 
led in at right guard. 

Todd Williams, who saw considerable playing time in '83, 
will be the starter. He will be backed up by Walter Norley. 
Williams will be joined in the backfield by tailback Tron 
Jackson, who is lightning quick but not big enough to carry 
the football that often. Look for incoming freshmen Lars Tate 
and Cleveland Gary to get their opportunities. David McClus- 
key has been shifted to his natural fullback position where he 
will share time with Scott Williams. Keith Montgomery is an 
academic casualty. 

The Georgia offense, which plays it close to the vest, will 
have trouble putting points on the board this time around. 
That was the case last season, but this time the defense may 
not be capable of consistent bailouts. 
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Four of five starters return along the defensive front led by 
the stellar guard tandem of senior Mike Weaver and junior 
Kenny Sims. Calvin Ruff will be the left end with Donald 
Chumley at defensive tackle and Carlyle Hewatt at right end. 
Andy Loy, Larry Brown, Henry Harris, Jake Richardson and 
Bill O’leary will be the backups. 

Knox Culpepper, a standout defender, returns at the ‘mike’ 
linebacker with Bill Mitchell backed by Steve Boswell pencil- 
led in at the ‘will’ linebacker position. The secondary has two 
standouts in safety Jeff Sanchez, who missed last season 
with an injury, and right cornerback Tony Flack, a junior. 
Andre Holmes is the leading candidate at the left corner with 
Gary Cantrell and John Little the top candidates at the rover 
position. They will be attempting to fill the huge shoes of the 
departed Terry Hoage, who was one of the top defensive 
players in America the past two seasons. 

The Bulldogs will again be strong in the kicking depart- 
ment behind the play of senior placement specialist Kevin 
Butler and Chip Andrews. Butler will leave Athens with a host 
of SEC records and he is currently one of only five kickers in 
NCAA history to boot more than 50 field goals and have an 
accuracy mark of over 75 percent. He has kicked 54 of 70 (77 
percent). 

The schedule is challenging and Alabama makes a return 
after a long hiatus. Other top clubs to be faced include 
Clemson, Florida (in Jacksonville) and Auburn (road). 
Southern Miss, South Carolina and rival Georgia Tech are 
also aboard, while LSU will be missed. In all, the Bulldogs will 
play six home games and just four on the road. It will help. 

The biggest problem for the Bulldogs will be in the first 
month when Southern Miss, Clemson, South Carolina, a 
dangerous club, and Alabama must be met. It is not the way 
to break in an inexperienced crew. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If any program has a 
right to rebuild it is Georgia, which has been in the thick 
of the national championship hunt in each of the past 
four seasons. It won't happen in’84 as some tough early 
tests and inexperience will hold the Dawgs down. But 
don't despair, Dooley and Company will be back in '85. 
Seven regular season wins appear on target. 
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The Gators soared to all-time 


heights in '83 as they finished at 


9-2-1, captured the Gator Bowl over 
a good lowa team and finished 
ranked sixth in the national poll. 

Actually it could have been better for the Gators should 
have beaten Georgia and USC and deserved better against 
Auburn. Also to be remebered is the team’s 28-3 pasting of 
national champion Miami to open the season. Or as the 
bumper stickers read in the Sunshine State: “Florida 28, 
National Champions 3”. 

Head coach Charley Pell welcomes back a whopping 51 
monogram winners—everybody obviously gets a letter in 
Gainesville—but gone are 11 starters, including four-year 
starting quarterback Wayne Peace and All-America line- 
backer Wilber Marshall. They will be difficult to replace. 

Six regulars return on offense, where the biggest priority 
will be replacing Peace, who won more games than any 
other quarterback in Florida history. The leading candidates 
in the wide open competition are Dale Dorminey, a senior, 
and sophomore Donnie Whiting, while Derrick Crudup and 
Pat Pinner are also in the picture. A couple of highly regarded 
incoming freshmen could also make their presence felt in 
August. 

The ground game should be strong behind the play of 
junior Neal Anderson, a second-team All-SEC choice last 
season, who rambled for 835 yards and nine TD's. Anderson 
will be joined at tailback by senior Lorenzo Hampton. John L. 
Williams and Joe Henderson are the fullbacks. 

Florida has had a bevy of outstanding receivers in recent 
years but it must replace Dwayne Dixon and Bee Lang, both 
top targets. Sophomore Ricky Nattiel, Gary Rolle and Eric 
Anderson will see the most playing time in the year ahead. 
Junior Tom Peddie and soph Walter Odom, who split time at 
tight end a year ago, return. 

The Gators return a solid nucleus along the offensive front 
led by all-star center Phil Bromley, who could be an All- 
America selection in ‘84. Tackle Lomas Brown is another 
all-star candidate while Scot Trimble and Crawford Ker will 
vie for the starting tackle job opposite Brown. There should 
be a good scrap for the vacant guard positions. Sophomore 
Jeff Zimmerman should nail down one of the jobs while Billy 
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Hinson is the other favorite. Gary Ellis, Jack Gerzina, Tony 
Hensley and Donnie Miller are all in the running. 

Five regulars return on defense, but the number is seven if 
you look at the starting lineup in the Gator Bowl. The major 
losses are Marshall, a defensive force, and safety Tony Lilly. 

The defensive front will be anchored by nose guard Tim 
Newton, one of the nation's best. Ricky Williams is a very 
cpable backup. Junior Greg Cleveland returns at one tackle 
position with Melvin Ellison, Sam Garland and Alonzo Mitz 
the leading candidates to fill the other tackle slot, 

The team is looking for a defensive leader to replace 
Marshall at outside linebacker. The best bet is junior Alonzo 
Johnson, while another junior, Patrick Miller, should start 
opposite Johnson. Mark Korff will be the key man at inside 
linebacker with Bill Nelson, Leon Pennington, Frank McCar- 
thy and Scott Armstrong the leading candidates to fill the 
inside vacancy left by the graduation of talented Fred McCal- 
lister. 

The secondary will undergo a major overhaul due to the 
departure of Lilly, Vito McKeever, Randy Clark and Bruce 
Vaughn. Ricky Easmon, a cornerback, and senior strong 
safety Roger Sibbald have the most playing experience. 
Curtis Stacey, Vernell Brown are the leading candidates to 
move into the other vacant spots. This will be a critical area 
for the Gators, especially early in the campaign. 

Florida's kicking game will rank among the best in the 
nation in '84. Ray Criswell and Dave Nardone will again 
handle the punting while Bobby Raymond and Chris Perkins, 
who combined on 23 of 26 FG's (Raymond 20 of 23) 
attempts last season, also return. 

The schedule is again very difficult as the Gators will meet 
top teams such as Miami-Fla.,LSU, Tennessee, Auburn, 
Georgia and Florida State in the year ahead. With two neut- 
ral games, the Gators will only play three games in hostile 
territory in the year ahead. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Gators, with holes 
to fill at critical areas, won't be able to repeat last year’s 
tremendous performance. Look for the Gators to earn a 
minor bowl invitation. 
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The Wildcats pulled off a major form 
reversal last season as they rolled 
to a 6-4-1 regular-season mark and 
then lost gallantly to a heavily fa- 
vored West Virginia team in the Hall of Fame Bowl, 20-16. 

Head coach Jerry Claiborne, who begins his third year at 
his alma mater, welcomes back 36 monogram winners, in- 
cluding five offensive and seven defensive regulars from a 
season ago. Claiborne considers the rebuilding of the line- 
backing corps and the offensive line to be his major tasks this 
season. 

Replacements must be found for very capable quarter- 
back Randy Jenkins, who set school records in a number of 
passing categories including completions and attempts, as 
well as receiver Rick Massie, linebacker John Grimsley and 
defensive back Kerry Baird. 

The quarterback job will most likley fall to sophomore Bill 
Ransdell, who showed excellent potential. He played in 
seven games and showed excellent poise in the Hall of 
Fame Bowl. He was 37 of 63 for 462 yards with three touch- 
doiwns and an equal number of interceptions. Joining Rans- 
dell in the backfield will be tailbacks George Adams and 
Tony Mayes. Adams again led the team in rushing and 
scoring, while Mayes was fifth nationally in punt returns (14 
for 375 yards). Mark Logan also returns at tailback with Curt 
Cochran and Chris Derry both back after sharing the fullback 
tole a season ago. 

Tight end should be in good shape with Matt Lucas and 
Mark Wheeler both returning while senior Joe Phillips, who 
caught 22 balls, and junior Cisco Bryant return as the veteran 
wide receivers, Eric Pitts and Cornell Burbage will provide 
the necessary depth. 

The offensive line, which figures to be a problem area, will 
hopefully be shored up by Conrad Carney, an all-star center 
who transferred from Potomac Junior College. Vernon John- 
son, Joe Prince, James Reichwein, Tom Richey, Bob Shurt- 
leff and Dermontti Dawson are all in the running for starting 
positions. 

On defense, senior tackle Jeff Smith, an all-star candidate, 
anchors a defensive line that includes guard David Thomp- 
son, tackle Cam Jacobs and ends Brian Williams and Stacey 
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Burrell. Freshman tackle Jerry Reese will also make his 
presence felt. 

The experienced deep backs are senior Gordon Jackson, 
sophomore Barry Alexander and juniors Carmichael Cald- 
well and Russell Hairston. The latter intercepted two passes 
last season while in a backup role at both cornerback and 
safety. 

The depleted linebacking corps returns only D.J. Wallace, 
asenior with limited playing experience. Youth will be served 
in this critical area. Scott Endris, Guy Neal and Tony Czack 
have the best chances of playing. 

Redshirt freshman Steve Wroble and junior Kevin Nelson 
are the holdover placement specialists while the Wildcats 
sport one of the finest punters in the nation in senior Paul 
Calhoun, who was 10th nationally in 83 with a 43,2 average. 
He will be a force for Claiborne’s ‘Cats in the coming cam- 
paign. 

As was the case last season, the Wildcats will be im- 
measurably helped by a very easy early slate on non-league 
opponents. In the first four games Kentucky will tackle Kent 
State, Indiana, Tulane and Rutgers before jumping into SEC 
action. The other non-league foe will be North Texas State. 

In all, the Wildcats will play seven games in Lexington 
while they will miss SEC giants Alabama and Auburn. We 
are sure Claiborne and his staff are just miserable over this 
turn of events. Kentucky will play five of its last six games at 
home. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Claiborne's club won't 
sneak up on anybody this season, but despite some 
huge holes to fill, especially along the offensive front 
and at linebacker, you can look for the Wildcats to post 
another winning record. 

The schedule, with those seven big homes games and 
the easy non-league lineup, will be the biggest factors in 
the Cats’ favor. Six wins seem assured while the Wild- 
cats may win as many as seven games in the year ahead. 
Now don’t get out of control, the Wildcats won't win 
more than that. LSU, Georgia, Florida and Tennessee 
will see to that. 
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It was a long way back to earth for 
George Macintyre and his Com- 
modores last season, but it wasn’t 
unexpected. 

The Commodores shocked the football world with their 
outstanding play in ’82 then followed up that campaign with a 
rebuilding 2-9 in ’83. Look for Vandy to return to respectable 
ways in the coming campaign. 

Macintyre, who received all kinds of accolades after the 
‘82 campaign, has 50 monogram winners at his disposal, 
including eight offensive and six defensive regulars. Three 
other regulars, who were injured last season, return to give 
the Commodores even more depth and more competition for 
the starting jobs. 

Vandy has become known as a passing school under 
Macintyre, first under the leadership of Whit Taylor, who is 
currently with the USFL Panthers, and now under the gui- 
dance of Kurt Page, who had a big year statistically in '83. 
The 6-0, 190-pound Nashville native completed 286 of 493 
aerials for 3,178 yards and 14 touchdowns. Joining Page in 
the starting backfield will be sophomore tailback Carl Woods 
and fullback Keith Edwards, who led the nation with 97 
catches for 909 yards a season ago. 

The receiving corps will be led by tight end Chuck Scott, a 
consensus All-SEC selection who caught 70 passes in '83. 
Flanker Ardell Fuller, who started every game, also returns. 
Joe Kelly is the top candidate to replace Phil Roach at split 
end. 

Three starters return to anchor the offensive front in 
talented left guard Will Wolford, right tackle Darrell Denson 
and senior center Jim Dralle. Bill Fletcher, a preseason 
All-SEC pick who was hurt by an injury last season, and 
Steve Olinger, both of whom will miss spring practice, will 
make their presence felt in the fall. lf Rob Monaco regains his 
eligibility then the Vandy line will indeed be formidable. 

You will need radar to track the Vanderbilt offense this 
season. While Macintyre talks of improving his running 
game, he knows that his bread and butter will be Page to 
both Edwards and Scott. Why change something that is so 
successful? 

The coaching staff must replace some key people on 
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defense and Macintyre considers putting the right defenders 
in the right places his most critical chore. 

John Windham, who recorded 54 stops last season, is 
back at one end position with Glenn Watsom, who was 
injured early last season, the likely starter at the other termin- 
al. Terry Bess, Chuck DeGroot and Scott Ohiman are also in 
the picture. Steve Wade returns at tackle with Scott Ander- 
son and Jim Blondell also in the running. 

Karl Jordan, who could move to tackle, returns at middle 
linebacker with Steve McCoy set at one of the outside spots. 
Jeff Cartwright is the leading candidate on the other side with 
Jeff Holt and Mac McCarroll also in the hunt. 

Macintyre’s best “defensive recruit” was free safety 
Manuel Young, who broke his ankle in the opener last sea- 
son and was lost for the duration. He will be one of the 
nation’s best defensive backs in '84. Joining Young in the 
secondary will be cornerback Kermit Sykes, while Jeff Holt 
and Tim Johnson are the leading candidates to fill the vacan- 
cies at strong safety and cornerback. 

The Commodore kicking game is in excellent shape with 
the return of Ricky Anderson, who was named first-team 
All-SEC punter a season ago. He averaged 42.9 per boot 
last year and already holds the school record for field goals 
(24) and has connected on 50 of 51 career PAT’s. 

Six opponents will visit Nashville this season while the 
non-league competition will be furnished by Maryland, Kan- 
sas, Kansas State, Tulane and Virginia Tech. Auburn and 
Florida won't be met this season, which is an SEC relief. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Commodores won't 
have smooth sailing this fall, but they won’t experience 
another 2-9 campaign, either. Look for Macintyre’s 
pass-happy club to finish right around the .500 mark 
with five wins likely and six probably the maximum 
number. 

While It won't win every week, Vandy will undoubtedly 
be exciting behind the passing of Page and it might 
knock off a titan or two along the way. Macintyre will 
have them ready to play and this will be a dangerous 
football team In 84. 
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The Rebels of Ole Miss actually’ 
played two seasons in their first 
year under head coach Billy 
Brewer. 

In the first the Rebs stumbled to a 1-5 record. Inthe second 
they stormed to a 5-0 mark and earned an Independence 
Bowl bid opposite Air Force. The 9-3 loss to the Falcons 
didn't diminish what Brewer had accomplished. 

The Rebs return 39 of 58 letter winners, including five 
defensive and eight offensive regulars. There are holes to fill 
as the Rebs must replace quarterback Kelly Powell, who 
sparked the club last season, as well as running back Buford 
McGee, while the departed defenders include Andre Town- 
send, Carl Lewis, Thomas Hubbard and deep backs Joe Hall 
and Roger Clark. 

Kent Austin, who was a starter until replaced by Powell 
midway through the '83 campaign, will again be the starting 
signal-caller. Last year he completed 107 of 211 passes for 
1,077 yards and five TD's. David McKinney is expected to 
provide Austin with competition. Austin will be joined in the 
backfield by fullback Jay Humphrey while there is an opening 
at tailback. Nathan Wonsley is the leading tailback conten- 
der while Quintin Pitts, Dale Sanders and Alfred Eaton will all 
be in the running. 

The receiving contingent will be talented with Timmy Mof- 
fett returning at split end followed by Jamie Holder at flanker 
and Michael Smith at tight end. Moffett had 35 receptions last 
season while Holder chipped in with 25 additional catches. 
Another big plus for the Rebs is the return of James “Pearl” 
Harbour, who was injured last season and received a 
‘hardship’ exemption. He could be a big player for Ole Miss 
this fall. 

Three starters return along the offensive front in Eric 
Sheehan, Bobby Clark and Wayne Pierce. Pierce returns at 
center with Clark at guard and Sheehan at tackle. Greg 
Walker will be the other tackle while Eric Denmark, Bob 
Cheatham, Ross Genovese and Woody Soeh will be in the 
running at tackle, while Clark Richey, Danny Hoskins and 
Jud Alexander will compete for the guard vacancy. 

Five starters return on defense led by All-SEC defensive 
end Freddie Nunn. Tackle Bob Blakemore, nose guard Terry 
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Williamson and cornerbacks Eric Tuitt and Lee Davis are the 
other returning starters. 

The hardest hit defensive spot was at linebacker where 
the Rebels graduated both the starters and the backups. 
This year’s crop will be untested freshmen and sophomores. 
Dan Boyce and Joe Brewer will be in the hunt as will Quinnis 
Huddleston, Ricky Lindstrom and Texas A&M transfer Reed 
Killion. 

Blakemore and Marcus Green came on strong at tackle 
last season and Mike Fitzsimmons has been moved from 
nose guard to tackle. Michael Portis adds nose guard depth 
and Dwight Binghma will start opposite Nunn at defensive 
end 


The deep defense will be the most experienced defensive 
area with cornerbacks Eric Truitt, Lee Davis and Jonathan 
Shelley, free safety Barry Wilburn and strong safety Johnny 
Armstrong. Everett Flakes, who went down with an injury 
after two games last season, will make his presence felt in 
the year ahead. 

The Ole Miss kicking game should be strong with the 
return of sophomore Bill Smith and junior Neil Teevan, Smith 
led the Rebels in punting with a 41.3 average while Teevan 
connected on 12 of 12 PAT’s and 8 of 9 field goal attempts. 

Like any SEC schedule, the Rebs’ '84 agenda will have 
more than its share of rough spots. Arkansas, Tulane, South- 
ern Miss, Memphis State and Tulane will provide the non- 
league competition, while the Rebs won't play Alabama or 
Florida in league action. The Rebels will only play four 
games outside the state of Mississippi in the coming cam- 
paign. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Brewer did quite a job 
rallying his Rebels last season and earning a bowl bid, 
but he will find improving on last year’s 6-6 mark a very 
tough chore. 

The Rebels lost some talented players to graduation 
and will be utilizing a host of young players at many 
critical positions. Nothing comes easy in the highly 
competitive SEC and Brewer and Company would have 
to be content with a 6-5 season. The club will be right 
around the .500 mark in '84. 
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Emory Bellard, who enters his sixth 
year at State as the school’s third 
winningest coach, has his work cut 
out for him. 

Bellard sports a five-year mark of 28-29 at the Starkville 
school and his overall record stands at 76-56. The Texas 
native was an extremely successful high school mentor be- 
fore joining Darrell Royal’s Texas staff in '66. From '72 
through mid-1978 Bellard was the head coach at Texas 
A&M. During that time he led the Aggies, who had known just 
three winning seasons in the previous 20 years, to a record 
of 48-27, including three bow! visits. 

The mentor reknowned for inventing the wishbone attack 
while an assistant at Texas is coming off a 3-8 season that 
saw the Bulldogs lose eight of their last nine encounters. Add 
to that fact the loss of 24 lettermen, including eight starters 
from both the offensive and defensive platoons, and you 
begin to see the challenge that Bellard faces in '84. 

Gone from last year’s team are quarterback Johnny Bond, 
running backs Rickey Edwards, Lamar Windham and 
George Wonsley, wide receiver Danny Knight and three 
offensive linemen, as well as linebacker Billy Jackson and 
most of the defense. 

Bellard does welcome back 35 monogram winners but 
many have very limited playing time. It will all begin at quar- 
terback, where State will have a player other than Bond 
calling signals for the first time in 44 games. Sophomores 
Don smith, Mike King and Orlando Lundie are the main 
contenders. The running corps will be manned by Kenny 
Rogers, Mikel Williams, Sammy Williams, Jeff Patton and 
Calvin Robinson. Halfback Elmer Wilson figures to be the top 
runner in Bellard’s stable. 

The leading target will be Corwyn Aldredge while others 
with experience are Art Mordecai, John Lowe, Eric Poore 
and Louis Clark. A pair of starters return along the offensive 
front in tackle Alvin Robinson and guard Danny Sanders. 
Others in the running are Frank Harbin, Kevin Walker, Rusty 
Brown and Paul Young. 

Three starters return on the defensive side of scrimmage. 
They are tackles Pat Swoope and Elvis Butler and strong

The placements will be handled by Artie Cosby while the 
kickoffs will be handled by Will McRaney. 

Gone from last year's schedule are defending champion

The eight losses in the 
last nine games are definitely a sign of things to comein 
the year ahead. 

The Bulldogs lost a great deal of talent and experience 
to graduation and they face another tough schedule 
(there are no easy SEC slates these days). The Dogs will 
be forced to play inexperienced youngsters at many 
positions and it will show in the standings. The feeling 
here Is that Bellard’s sixth edition won't be any better 
than his fifth. The forecast here is for the Bulldogs to win 
three or four games in the year ahead. If Emory wins any 
more than that, he will have done an outstanding job. 
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Last year this conference belonged to 
Texas, which went unbeaten, and SMU, 
which lost only to the Longhorns in a 
close decision. This year it will belong to 
the Ponies. 

Bobby Collins, who is 21-2-1 at the 
Dallas school, lost a lot of talent to gra- 
duation but he has recruited well the 
past few years. You can look for his 
Ponies to continue to win big. Leading 
the way will be the Pony Express II tan- 
dem of Reggie Dupard and Jeff Atkins, 
both should gain 1,000 yards. Don King 
replaces Lance Mclilhenny, who was 34- 
5-1 as astarter. The defense will be very 
tough. So will the Mustangs. 

We have a surprise for second in 
Arkansas, which is now under the gui- 
dance of talented head coach Ken Hat- 
field, who did a masterful rebuilding job 
at Air Force. Hatfield has depth and his 
Hogs will operate out of the flexbone. 
Don't be too shocked if the Razorbacks 
win eight games in '84. 

Next in line is Texas, which said good- 
bye to a truckload of talented seniors, 
especially on the defensive side of 
scrimmage. There is talent and depth on 
the attack but the Longhorns need a 
return to top form from sophomore-to-be 
tailback Edwins Simmons, who re- 
portedly could miss the entire campaign 
due to the severity of his knee injury. It 
will be a rebuilding year in Austin. 

Jackie Sherrill begins the '84 season 
looking to return the Aggies to the 
national polls. He will have a talented 
backfield of sophomores led by quarter- 


back Kevin Murray, but his defense 
needs some refurbishing. And it wasn’t 
that good in the first place. 

Baylor was a bit of a surprise last sea- 
son, but Grant Teaff's Bears will miss 
the services of the graduated tandem of 
Alfred Anderson and Gerald McNeil.

The offensive line will be built around tackle Grady Burnet- 
te and guard Andrew Campbell, while center Chris Jackson 
also returns. Look for prized freshman David Richards, out of 
Highland Park, to land a starting job. He is a future All- 
America. Craig Kennington, Mike Eidson, Roy Dunn and 
Dale Hellestrae will provide the depth. 

Defensively, the Mustangs must replace some outstand- 
ing talent, including All-America defensive back Russell Car- 
ter and defensive linemen Michael Carter, Mitch Willis and 
Doug Hollie. 

The new defensive front will feature nose guard Jerry Ball 
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and tackles Tom Linebarger and John Eixman, Depth.could 
be an early problem here. 


Anthony Beverley, an All-SWC selection a year ago, and 
Ron Anderson give the Ponies a pair of talented outside 
linebackers. Beverley was the team's leading tackler. Back- 
ups Monte Goen and Cornelius Dozier also return. Kit Case 
and T.D. Briggs figure to be the starting inside linebackers, 
but there is plenty of young talent in this area. 


Carter will be missed, as will Fred Nichols and Dwayne 
Anderson, but again the Ponies have talented youngsters 
who have waited for their chance. Cornerback Reggie Phil- 
lips is a returning starter with Rod Jones and Darrell Reese 
ready to play. Keith Brooks should assume the strong safety 
position with a host of young contenders waiting in line, 


The kicking positions are wide open. A new placement 
specialist must be found, while either Steve Utley or promis- 
ing freshman Brandy Brownlee will handle the punting. 


The schedule, especially early, is made to order. Louisvil- 
le, North Texas State and TCU open the season, while 
Texas appears to be the only overwhelming road assign- 
ment. UNLV is the other non-league foe. It is extremely 
possible, even likely, that the Mustangs will enter Austin in 
late October at 5-0. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Only Clemson has a 
higher winning percentage than the Mustangs over the 
past three years. SMU is 31-3-1 over the past three sea- 
sons and will have its sights set on another SWC title in 
the year ahead. It is well within reach. 


Everything points to a very big year for the Ponies: the 
schedule is favorable, Pony Express I! will run wild, 
there Is plenty of talent and depth and the SWC doesn’t 
look overpowering. With a couple of breaks the Ponies 
will have things their own way in the conference in ’84. 
Look for another top twenty finish with a top 10 finish 
within the grasp of this squad. Bobby Collins will con- 
tinue to win big in Dallas. 
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A new era begins in Arkansas foot- 
ball as favorite son Ken Hatfield, 
who took Air Force to bow! games 
the past two seasons, returns to 
Fayetville to replace the successful Lou Holtz. 

Hatfield, a former star defensive back for the Razorbacks, 
played the on the school’s national championship team of 
1964. He was 18-7 the past two seasons at Air Force and 
that mark represented one of the finest rebuilding jobs in the 
nations over the past few years. When he took over at the 
Colorado academy two or three wins were the norm. His 
Falcons won 10 games for the first time in their history in’83. 

Holtz, who just didn’t see eye to eye with athletic director 
Frank Broyles any longer, did a very strong job at the SWC 
school. And he didn't leave the cupboard bare. 

The new mentor, who will use the flexbone on offense and 
an overshifted 50 on the defensive side of scrimmage, wel- 
comes back 36 monogram winners, including 15 starters, 
from last year’s 6-5 squad which was a disappointment, 

This season will mark only the second time in the last 25 
years that Arkansas will open the year with a new head 
coach. The new head coach considers every job open but 
many of last year’s veterans will start the season in the same 
position. 

The new offense could present a problem to incumbent 
quarterback Brad Taylor, who is a stronger passer than 
runner, Rod Forte, a former wide receiver and a swift runner, 
will get a shot at quarterback as will junior Mark Calcagni, 
transfer Danny Nutt and redshirt freshmen Steve Jones and 
Doug Greenlee. 

The Hogs return their top five ball carriers from a season 
ago so there will be great competition for the starting slots. 
Derrick Thomas, Carl Miller and Marshal Foreman will battle 
for the fullback job with Bobby Joe Edmonds, Terry Tatum 
and Billy Warren the top halfback candidates. Sophomores 
Donnie Centers and James Shibest are the top wideouts 
with Luther Franklin and Theo Young the leading tight ends. 

Three starters return along the offensive line in center 
Andy Upchurch, all-SWC guard Marcus Elliott and tackle 
Robert Wilcoxen. Ira Wells and Mike Ihrie will also vie for 
important playing time. 
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Eight defensive regulars return but the Hogs will be learn- 
ing a new defensive alignment. “We want aggressive defen- 
sive players,” says Hatfield. “We will do a lot of competitive 
things in the spring to find out who the competitive and 
aggressive players are.” 

Bobby King, Rodney Beachum and Nick Miller return up 
front, while Calvin Williams, Greg Berry, Clint Wilson, John 
Morris, Jerry! Jones and Robert Brannon are also in the 
running. 

Linebackers Ravin Caldwell and David Dudley, who was a 
reserve last season, are the returning linebackers, while 
there is a wealth of experience returning in the secondary. 

Mark Lee returns at the rover position, while Kevin Wyatt 
returns at safety and Greg Lasker and Greg Gaston at the 
corners, Others in the running are Nathan Jones and 
Charles Washington. 

The biggest obstacle the Razorbacks face is time. There 
just wasn't enough time in the spring for the players to grasp 
new offensive and defensive systems nor was there enough 
time for the coaching staff to evaluate all the players on hand. 
This process will continue in August and possibly into the first 
few games of the regular season. 

The Hogs do get a schedule break as they will play their 
first five games at home against beatable opponents such as 
Ole Miss, Tulsa, Navy, TCU and Texas Tech. Texas and 
SMU will be battled on the road while Texas A&M will be 
tackled in Fayetville. The schedule is one that will allow the 
Hogs to learn on the job before the tough games in October 
and November. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Hatfield is a proven win- 
ner and the schedule Is very favorable, especially early, 
but it is always difficult to force new offensive and de- 
fensive systems on a team in one season under the 
guidance of a new staff. 

The Hogs are more talented than their 6-5 record of a 
year ago, but the team and the coach will need a season 
to get used to each other. Look for seven or eight wins, 
but the Hogs will finish in the middle of the Southwest 
Conference pack. Give Hatifeld a little time, he will pro- 


duce a winning program. 
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It was a very tough off-season for 

Fred Akers and his Longhorns, who 

came within a muffed punt and an 

ensuing touchdown of winning the 
national championship. 

it marked the second time in Akers’ seven-year stay at the 
Texas schoo! that he led an 11-0 band of Longhorns into the 
Cotton Bow! looking for the mythical national title. The first 
time, his Earl Campbell-led contingent was upset by Notre 
Dame. This time around it was Georgia. 

Akers begins the '84 campaign with a 66-17-1 mark. His 
overall slate, including a two-year stint at Wyoming, is an 
impressive 76-30-1. He will again be under pressure this 
season and he is forced to rebuild as he has said goodbye to 
26 seniors, including 13 starters, from last year’s contingent. 
The Longhorns return just three regulars from a defensive 
unit which was among the best to grace the college football 
scene in the last half-dozen years. 

The Horns, who allowed just 104 regular-season points 
and just 2.5 yards per rush in '83, return left tackle Tony 
Degrate, weakside linebacker June James and All-America 
free safety Jerry Gray. 

Gone are outstanding defenders such as cornerback Mos- 
sy Cade, end Eric Holle, linebacker Jeff Leiding and safety 
Craig Curry. There is much rebuilding to be done. 

Gray, who was co-SWC Defensive Player of the Year with 
SMU's Russell Carter who was a recent first round NFL 
selection, paced the team with 116 stops. Degrate chipped in 
with 87 stops and he caught opposing players behind the line 
16 times. James had 74 regular-season tackles. 

Degrate will be joined up front in the Texas 4-3 alignment 
by a host of talented, but inexperienced youngsters. All the 
other defensive linemen on last year’s Cotton Bowl two-deep 
have graduated. 

The linebacking is in better shape as James will be joined 
by his backup Ty Allert, who is considered a top talent, as 
well as middle linebacker Tony Edwards, who played plenty 
in place of Leiding this past season. The coaching staff also 
feels that depth in this area won't be a big problem. 

The Longhorns are noted for producing top-flight defen- 
sive backs. Cade, who was picked by San Diego in the 
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recent NFL draft, proved to be an outstanding one. Gray is a 
legitimate NFL prospect and he will pace a deep defense 
which will include Eric Jeffries, Steven Braggs, Michael Feldt 
and David Fulbright. 

Offensively, the picture is brighter as six regulars return to 
the lineup. They are Rob Moerschell or Todd Dodge at 
quarterback, wide receivers Brent Duhon and Bill Boy 
Bryant, tailback Ronnie Robinson or Edwin Simmons (if he 
can play) and linemen Casey Smith and Gene Chilton. 

Akey to the attack will be the condition of Simmons, who is 
a brilliant running back prospect. He ran for 259 yards on 30 
carries before going down with a serious knee injury. His 
Status remains uncertain at the present time. 

The ‘Horns, who play so many people offensively, will be 
aided by this enormous depth at almost every position. But 
the interior of the offensive line must be rebuilt and there will 
be inexperience at some key positions. 

Look for the Longhorns to throw the football more this 
season for Duhon and Bryant are exceptional and explosive 
receivers. 

The ‘Horns will have one of the nation's top kicking games 
(don't they always?) in placekicker Jeff Ward and punter 
John Teltschik, who had a glowing 43.7 avérage last season. 
He is a legitimate All-America candidate. 

The '84 schedule is extremely challenging with Auburn, 
Penn State and Oklahoma furnishing the non-conference 
competition. These three opponents are a far cry from the 
usual non-league tests that are scheduled for September 
and early October. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: You can never count 
Texas out of the SWC race or the national picture, but 
this team faces a challenging schedule after being deci- 
mated by graduation, especially on the defensive side of 
scrimmage. 

As always, there is talent and depth but not enough 
experience for the ‘Horns to have a big season. Look for 
Akers’ crew to lose three or four times in the year to 
come. Itis time for Texas to retool and get ready for abig 
*85 season.

A M Jackie Sherrill begins year three at 

College Station looking to finally 

place the Aggies among the elite of 

the Southwest Conference. His 

Aggies are coming off a 5-5-1 campaign in which they played 

well in the second half of the campaign until archrival Texas 
gave them a 45-13 beating to close out the season. 

Sherrill, who came to Aggieland from Pittsburgh where he 
was a brilliant 50-9-1, has been under the media microscope 
since accepting the big dollar offer from the rich A&M alumni. 
He must improve this year’s team or he will hear from the 
boosters. Read that load and clear. 

Texas A&M returns 45 monogram winners and the head 
coach now feels comfortable with his talent. “I feel good 
about the players we have now,” stated Sherrill. “They've 
had a couple of years to become acclimated to our system. 
They're now aware of what we as a staff are trying to do, and 
they know what we expect from them in return.” 

The Aggies are optimistic on offense with nine regulars 
returning led by sophomore signal-caller Kevin Murray, who 
is an exciting performer. The Aggies were 4-2-1 with Murray 
calling the signals. Sophomores Rod Bernstine and Roger 
Vick, the fullback, complete the backfield picture. Other run- 
ning backs are Keith Woodside and Anthony Toney, 

All-SWC tight end Rich Siler, who caught 40 passes in’83, 
heads a receiving contingent that includes Shea Walker and 
Jeff Nelson. This should be a team strength as should the 
offensive line, which is being touted as one of the finestin the! 
school's history. 

Center Matt Darwin returns as do guards Randy Wylie and 
Ken Reeves. Tackle Nate Steadman also returns at one of 
the tackle positions. The only loss from last year's offensive 
front is three-year starter Tommy Robinson, but the vacancy 
will be filled by massive tackle (6-6, 296) David Williams, a 
junior who transferred from Kentucky. The coaching staff 
feels he will become a dominating player at the position in the 
year ahead. 

The Aggies switched to the 3-4 alignment last season and 
improved markedly, but the contingent needs to rebuild after 
losing six regulars. In that group of departed veterans were 
all four starting linebackers. 
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The defensive front will be built around veterans Ray 
Childress and Rod Saddler. Childress had 117 tackles and 
15 sacks last season in an impressive performance. Saddler 
was one of the many freshmen players to perform well for the 
Aggies last season, 

There is some quality talent at linebacker although a cou- 
ple of the players may want for experience. Darrell Smith, 
Mike Ashley and Todd Howard saw the most playing time, 
while youngsters Steve Bullitt, Jeff Holley and Larry Kelm 
should also battle for playing time. 

The secondary will be built around Damingo Bryant and 
Ken Ford, who will vie for the starting strong safety job, and 
returning starters Wayne Asberry, the free safety, and cor- 
nerback Darrell Austin. 

The coaching staff must replace punter Kyle Stuard, who 
averaged 41.9 per punt a season ago, while the Aggies 
welcome back a valuable offensive weapon in Alan Smith, 
who connected on 18 of 26 field goal attempts and 18 of 20 
PAT's. Smith’s 72 points also topped the A&M scoring pa- 
rade. 

The Aggies open with four home games they should win 
against UTEP, lowa State, Arkansas State and Texas Tech. 
In all, Sherrill's squad will play seven games in friendly 
College Station and will venture out of the state of Texas only 
to play Arkansas. Powerful SMU and Texas will be played on 
the road. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Aggies won’t be 
hurt by the schedule but there are some holes to fill on 
defense. A&M improved in this area in '83 after the 
switch to the 3-4 but it remains to be seen if the improve- 
ment can be continued. The Aggies could easily fall 
back defensively. If the sophomore jinx hits this team 
Sherrill and Company will have to close up shop for the 
squad Is built around second-year players, especially 
quarterback Murray. 

Look for seven or eight wins and a bow! bid for Sher- 
rill. He can get away with that this season. But next year 
the alumni who paid him the big bucks will be looking to 
spend the New Year in Dallas at the Cotton Bowl. 
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Head coach Grant Teaff will be 
looking to make only subtle 
changes in '84 after his team’s sur- 
prising 7-4-1 showing of a season 
ago, which confounded many of the nation’s college football 
critics. 

The coaching staff was pleased with the switch to the | 
formation and the 4-4 flex on the defensive side of scrim- 
mage and will stay with both in the coming campaign. 

In.all 46 monogram winners are back for another tour of 
duty, including nine defensive and six offensive regulars 
from'83. The defensive contingent will be especially deep for 
13 other players who started at least one game return in '84. 
The inexperienced players who saw action due to injuries in 
'83 have become useful performers and will aid the Baylor 
cause. 

Baylor shocked the football community with its two-man 
quarterback platoon which was increased to three in short- 
yardage situations. Cody Carlson finished fourth in the na- 
tion in passing efficiency while Tom Muecke finished second 
to Carlson in the SWC. Both return and form a very danger- 
ous one-two punch. 

Alfred Anderson and Allen Rice, who was the fullback and 
short-yardage QB, will be hard to replace. Robert Williams 
and Ralph Stockemer are the leading tailback candidates 
with Broderick Sargent the heir apparent at the fullback 
position. 

The team’s biggest losses came at the wide receiver 
position, where Gerald McNeil and Bruce Davis were lost to 
graduation. Bobby Joe Conrad is the leading candidate at 
split end. He runs good routes and catches the ball well but 
doesn't have blinding speed. Glenn Pruitt and Horace Ates 
are the others to watch while Joe Barrett has all the tools to 
be an exceptional tight end. 

The offensive line will be a blend of proven experience and 
youth. Mark Adickes is gone but John Adickes, a sopho- 
more, returns at center. He could be one of the SWC's best. 
Mark Cochran returns at right guard with Brian Camp back at 
right tackle. The Bears will be running behind these two 
juniors. The leading candidates on the left side are Jeff 
Palmer, Terry Hancock and Joel Porter. 
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The defensive front will feature Paul Mergenhagen and 
Gregg Bomkamp at the tackles and Ervin Randle, one of the 
league's best defensive players, and Derek Turner at the 
terminals. 

The best of the linebackers figures to be Kevin Hancock, 
who calls the signals from his inside slot. Alan Jamison is 
another tough inside performer. Sophomore Aaron Grant, 
who was a consensus freshman All-America, is the top 
outside ‘backer. He is so strong that Baylor defensive staff is 
adjusting its alignment to take full advantage of his talents. 
Robert Watters, a real hitter, will most likley get the starting 
nod on the other side. This position will obviously be a team 
strength. 

Eight different players started at cornerback for the Bears 
lastseason. Thomas Everett has plenty of ability while Byron 
Lewis is a highly regarded prospect. Add Anthony Coleman, 
another player who was injured last season, and the corners 
are well manned. Jack Hurd will be the free safety. 

All three kickers return so there are no problems in this 
area. Marty Jimmerson, Ben Perry and Jim Mueller will 
compete for all kicking chores. Each has proven that he can 
get the job done. 

The Bears open with three road games and will meet BYU, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico in non-league tests. In all Teaff's 
squad will take to the road six times inthe year ahead. Texas, 
SMU and Arkansas all travel to Waco, where winning is 
never easy. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bears, who were a 
surprise package last season, return a very solid two- 
way nucleus, although the club will miss the explosive- 
ness of both Anderson and McNeil. Defensively, Baylor 
will be an improved football team, but the schedule is 
difficult early with those trips to BYU and Oklahoma 
sandwiched around an excursion to Texas Tech. 

The SWC schedule is favorable from a homeaway 
standpoint and we wouldn't be surprised too see the 
Bears repeat last season’s seven-win effort in '84. Eight 
wins would appear to be the maximum output that this 
team could achieve.

The the first time since joining the 
SWC in 1976 and only the second 
time since 1965, the Cougars enter 
a season fresh off a losing cam- 
paign. Bill Yeoman's club slipped to just 4-7 in '83, including 
losing marks in the conference and in the Astrodome. 

Yeoman, who has been the head coach at Houston since 
1962, begins the campaign with a lifetime mark of 148-86-8. 
The highly respected mentor, who invented the veer attack, 
has taken the Cougars to 10 bowl games. But his clubs have 
slumped the past two seasqns and there have been rumors 
that he is ready to pack it in. The feeling here is that these are 
just rumors and that Yeoman will win many more football 
games before he is done. 

Look for Yeoman and his staff to get back on the right track 
in the year ahead, although they did lose some solid talent to 
graduation, including highly effective running backs Dwayne 
Love and Donald Jordan. 

The main man for the Cougars this season will be sopho- 
more quarterback Gerald Landry, who gained the starting 
job eight games deep into the '83 season. Landry set a 
single-game passing mark at UH with 340 yards against 
Texas Tech. He will be a top player for the next three sea- 
sons. Behind Landry are Quince Harris and Cameron Mims. 

The running back situation is not the best with the gradua- 
tion of Jordan and Love. Sophomore Raymond Tate will get 
the starting nod at running back with redshirt freshman Win- 
ston Williams listed as the no.1 fullback. Michael Simmons, 
Chris Jackson and Shawn Wren will provide the depth. 

The Cougars are loaded at wide receiver starting with split 
end Larry Shepherd, a starter who caught 16 passes a 
season ago. Kevin Johnson will also see time at this position 
with Junior Jeffrey Fields Hilton has been called the next 
Riley Odoms. He has caught 34 passes the past two sea- 
sons while sharing the job. This year he gets it all to himself. 

The offensive line will be built around starting center Todd 
Schoppe and left tackle Ray Rogers. Michael Wharton, who 
sat out last season, should be the starting left guard with 
Alvin Burns and Brian Teky| set for right guard and tackle 
respectively. Also in the picture are Darrell Johnson, Trey 
Dilley, Frank Alcazar, Roosevelt Johnson and Eddie Seeton. 

The defense, which needs to improve, returns some quali- 
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ty depth. Four-fifths of the defensive front returns. The ex- 
ception is right tackle DeWayne Calloway, who started all 11 
games last season. The returning starters are T.J. Turner at 
left tackle, Eddie Gilmore at nose guard, Kevin Alexander at 
left end and Simon Fletcher at right end. Sophomore Ken- 
neth Bluntson is slated to replace Calloway with junior Kip 
Jones behind him. 


Bryant Winn and Ronald Hall are returning but there is a 
good deal of concern behind them. Stanley Thomas and 
Gray McGuire will provide the depth. 


Six players who started at some time in '83 return to the 
deep defense. Cornerback Orsby Crenshaw, who came on 
strong, and DeWayne Bowden return as do safeties Audrey 
McMillian and Greg Purcell. Robert Jones and Albert Pope 
are the others with experience. 


Three-year regular Mike Clendenen is back to handle the 
placement duties once again this season. He begins the 
season with two career and three UH game records. Clen- 
denen had 51 points last season. Sophomore Robert Myers, 
who replaced Lonnie Stokes last season, returns to handle 
the punting. Stokes is also on hand to attempt to regain his 
position. 


The Cougars will play six home games in the year ahead 
and will play Miami-Ohio (beats playing the Florida kind), 
Washington and Louisville before moving into conference 
action. SMU, Texas and Baylor will be met on the road. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cougars will need 
to develop at running back and still have some defen- 
sive problems, but they should be improved in the com- 
ing campaign. Yeoman is a proven winner and he will 
build an explosive attack around the talents of Landry. 


We look for the Cougars to move back above the .500 
mark, although they will probably finish in the middle of 
the SWC standings. 
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Last year was a disappointing one 
for head coach Jerry Moore and his 
Red Raiders as they slid from a 
solid 2-1 startto finish the campaign 
at just 3-7-1. Some preseason polls had even considered 
Tech a threat to break into the top twenty. 

Instead it closed the campaign with five losses and a tie in 
its last six games. 

A total of 38 monogram winners return for the ’83 cam- 
paign, including eight offensive and six defensive regulars. 
Three players — nose guard Ronald Byers, offensive guard 
Danny Buzzard and Sid Chambers, an offensive tackle — 
have received another year of eligibility thanks to the new 
NCAA legislation. 

It will be an interesting season as Tech has five new 
assistants on hand and there will be fierce competition for 
most jobs. 

“We need to develop a more consistent offense and be 
able to throw the ball more effectively. Defensively, we need 
to develop confidence in the new 4-3 alignment. (Tech has 
run a 5-2 the past two seasons) We aren't hard-nosed about 
it. If we can't do it, we'll switch back,” stated Moore, 

The offense returns an experienced nucleus but the quar- 
terback job is wide open at the present time. Perry Morren, 
who was no.2 behind Jim Hart last season, is probably the 
leading candidate. He will vie with Bryan Brock, Monte 
McGuire and Kevyn Williams for the starting job. 

The running contingent is one of the team’s strengths. 
Leading the |-back contingent is Robert Lewis, a senior who 
averaged 93.8 in SWC play last season. Sophomore Timmy 
Smith is another talented youngster. Freddie Weels, backed 
by Joe Chase, will again be the starting fullback. + 

Two-year starter Troy Smith is a solid wingback and he will 
spearhead the receiving corps. Charles Simpson and Joe 
Cockrell will see plenty of playing time at the wide spot with 
Buzz Tatom returning as the top tight end. 

The offensive line returns three regulars in center Jim 
Mcintyre, who will be moved to guard this season, tackle Joe 
Walter and guard Joe McMeans. Sid Chambers is slated for 
starting duty at the other tackle with Chris Tanner and Todd 
Ryden the leading candidates to take over at center. The 
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depth will be provided by Eric Hess, Bryan Lee, Jeff Keith, 
Todd Phelps, Jesse Smith and Jay McAuley. 


The new 4-3 scheme will mean different defensive respon- 
sibilities, especially for the defensive ends. Wayne Dawson 
and Kenneth Sternes figure to be the starting ends with Brad 
White, who is an all-star candidate, set at one tackle slot. 
David Bowdre is another returning regular but he may be 
better suited to the end position. Mark Rothblatt could make 
his presence felt inside. 


The linebacking looks solid with four solid performers 
vying for the three starting jobs. Dwayne Jiles is the best of 
the quartet and will start somewhere while the others in the 
picture are Brad Hastings, Mike Kinsey and Kerry Bruno. 
There is more than enough talent and depth on hand to make 
this another team strongpoint. 


The secondary will be inexperienced and untested for the 
most part, but the coaching staff feels the young athletes 
have the ability to make the big plays. Carl Carter is a lock at 
one corner with Roland Mitchell the leading candidate on the 
other side. Vincent Wydermyer is also in the running. Rusty 
Roark should be the starting strong safety with Merv Scur- 
lark, Keith Henderson and Dean Marusak in the running for 
the free safety assingment. 


The kicking game needs to show improvement in the year 
ahead. Ricky Gann, the placement specialist, and Dennis 
Vance, both two-year regulars, return, but both will have to 
eran their jobs again this fall. 


Ut-Arlington, New Mexico and Tulsa will provide the non- 
league competition for the Red Raiders this season while the 
crew will welcome six opponents to friendly Lubbock. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Moore has made a good 
deal of changes this season, especially along the side- 
lines, but the wins won’t be much easier to come by. We 
look for Tech, which is unsettled in many critical areas, 
to win about four games in the year ahead. Another 
losing season looms in Lubbock.

Jim Wacker won national cham- 
pionships in Division II at South- 
west Texas State but he found out 
what life is like at the bottom, of the 
SWC. The second-year mentor now understands that it will 
take time and patience to build a winner at TCU. 

Just ask F.A. Dry. 

The Horned Frogs went just 1-8-2 last season, including a 
1-6-1 mark in the conference. There is obviously lots of room 
for improvement. 

Wacker welcomes back 38 monogram winners (the team 
lost 18), including nine offensive and four defensive starters 
from a season ago. There will be plenty of changes made 
and a host of youngsters will be looking to unseat the incum- 
bents. 

The attack will be spearheaded by senior quarterback 
Anthony Sciaraffa, who returns for his senior year. He com- 
pleted 95 of 183 aerials for 1,423 yards and three TD's. He 
was intercepted eight times. Senior Anthony Gulley also 
returns. 

The backfield contingent will be paced by Tony Jeffrey, 
who has been switched from defensive back to tailback this 
fall. Kenneth Davis, the team's leading rusher last season 
with 682 yards, returns as does Jones Paul, who ran for 228 
yards. 

» The wide receiving contingent will be led by senior James 
Maness, who caught 37 passes last season for 690 yards of 
real estate. Dan Sharp, who haued down 21 balls, returns at 
tight end. Rob Thomas will be a backup at tight end with Gary 
Ford also in the picture. 

The offensive front, which must be improved in the year 
ahead, will be led by tackle Jim Benson, who is the team’s 
best lineman. Others in the picture are Zygmunt Choroszy, 
James Cooke, Mike Flynn, who should be the starting cen- 
ter, Ed Laswell, Gene Williams, Brad Smith, Tommy She- 
han, Sam Ramirez, Steve Page, Jay Newsom and Henry 
Garcia. 

The Horned Frogs allowed 252 points last year, which isn't 
an overwhelming number, but it is too many when your 
anemic attack only puts 174 on the scoreboard. Opponents 
averaged 3.9 per carry while the boys from TCU could garner 
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only 3.1 yards per rush. These numbers will have to be 
improved. 

Defensively, the Horned Frogs will welcome back just four 
starters. Leading the list is linebacker Gary Spann, who was 
an academic casualty this spring. He should be back in the 
fold by fall. 

Kent Tramel returns as the starter at nose guard with 
Gearald Taylor an expected starter at linebacker. Other 
starters should include Sean Thomas at cornerback, Billy 
Tommaney at defensive tackle, Andy Pitts at linebacker, 
Garland Littles at defensive back and Paul Jones at defen- 
sive end. Billy Jones figures to be the starting free safety. 

The strongest position on the TCU team will be at punter 
where James Gargus returns for his senior year. Gargus, 
who saw plenty of action last season and figures to see the 
same this season, averaged 42.8 on 66 kicks. He had 17 
boots of better than 50 yards and didn’t have any blocked. 
Junior Ken Ozee returns to handle the placement chores. 
Ozee connected on nine of 16 FG's. 

The Horned Frogs will play six games at home in Fort 
Worth and will meet Utah State, Kansas State and North 
Texas State out of conference in the year ahead. SMU, 
Arkansas, Houston and Texas A&M will be met on the SWC 
road. 

The Frogs will be looking to some of their top recruits in the 
year ahead to give them a helping hand. Quarterback Scott 
Bednarski, out of Austin, is perfectly suited for TCU's veer 
attack. Other interesting incoming frosh include running 
back Bobby Davis, quarterback Charles Fletcher and run- 
ning back Rodney Higgs. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Wacker won big at 
Southwest Texas State, but he has obviously learned a 
little about defeat during his short stay at Forth Worth. 
He is an optimistic mentor and his Horned Frogs will 
undoubtedly play hard, but don’t expect big things inthe 
year to come. 

Don’t look for the Horned Frogs to win more than two 
or three games in the ‘84 season. TCU figures to be 
better, but the rest of the league, with the exception of 
hapless Rice, is still a couple of first downs in front.

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Another new coach will attempt to 
transform overmatched Rice from 
SWC also-ran into a competitive 
team. The program is taking a ‘new’ 
outlook this fall; looking for a renovated defense and a novel 
passing approach. 

The new head coach is Watson Brown, who spent one 
year at Cincinnati after working as an assistant at Vanderbilt. 
Brown, who has been considered a rising star in the collegi- 
ate coaching ranks, might see his future shot out of the sky if 
he doesn't make the hapless Owls more competitive. It won't 
be an easy task. 

Acknowledging the pass as the great equalizer, Brown will 
have his quarterbacks firing 40 to 50 aerials per game at 
bigger and stronger SWC rivals. The passing game is the 
only way for 1-10 teams with enrollments under 3,500 and 
strict academic standards to catch up. If it can be done at all. 

The quarterback position is wide open with Kerry Overton, 
Eddie Burgoyne and juco transfer Sean Sterle the leading 
candidates for the job. Brown will work extensively with all 
three. 

The leading receivers figure to be Melvin Robinson, who is 
recovering from a knee injury, Jay Jefferson, who mssed 
spring drills, and Tony Burnett, who continues to improve. 
After spring drills, the tight end position was the most uncer- 
tain slot on the squad. Greg Heiskel, a former starter, and 
Stan McKinney have to be considered the leading candi- 
dates. 

Possibly the top offensive performer on the squad will be 
running back Marc Scott, who so impressed the coaching 
staff this spring. Kevin Trigg, last year’s leading rusher, will 
also make his presence felt at running back while Larry 
Collins and Antonio Brinkley are the leading candidates to 
man the fullback position. 

The offensive line will be anchored by tackle Scott 
McLaughlin and guard Bruse Loyd. McLaughlin is moving 
from guard to tackle while Loyd missed spring drills with an 
injury. Kent Rowald will be the starter at the other tackle 
position with Russell Moses at the other guard and Bobby 
Nunez the leading candidate at center. 

The Owls do return eight regulars from last year’s defen- 
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sive unit but only four came out of spring drills with their 
starting jobs. Rice figures to be strong along the defensive 
front but remains suspect in the secondary. 

Senior defensive end Doug Johnson, a former quarter- 
back, will anchor the defensive front. He will be joined by 
Raul Loya, Mike Wooten, Dwain Turner and James Phorne. 

Sophomore Joe Heikkinen, a starter last fall when healthy, 
should be the team’s top linebacker this season. Michael 
Lee, who missed all of last season with a knee injury, finished 
spring drills as the other starting ‘backer. Five of this year’s 
reserves have at least two games starting experience so this 
will be a deep position for the Owls. 

The only player gauranteed a starting position in the deep 
defense is rover Gary Butler, a senior. Rayford Abraham and 
Steve Kidd are the leading contenders at free safety while 
seniors Dwayne Holmes and Tommy Harris are slated for 
starting duty at the corners. Donnell Jones and Ernest Evans 
will be the main reserves at rover while the backups at 
cornerback will be Alvin Rettig, Eddie Johnson, Buddy Greg- 
ory and Keith Lewis. 

The Owls lost punter Dale Walters to the USFL Gamblers 
so the job will fall to either DeWayne Burnett or Steve Kidd. 
Either James Hamrick or Mark Shupak will handle the place- 
ment chores in the coming campaign. 

The Owls will play just five home games in '84 and will 
meet defending champion Miami, Minnesota and Lamar out 
of conference. The toughest trips will be to Coral Gables to 
meet the Hurricanes, Texas A&M and Arkansas. Texas and 
SMU will both visit Rice Stadium. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Brown will have his 
Owls living by the pass but he will find what others have 
discovered before him; namely that you just don't have 
the overall size, depth or talent at Rice.

Sanctions or no sanctions, the Clem- 
son Tigers, who sport a three-year mark 
of 30-2-2, will dominante the ACC again 
this season. And why not? 

Afterall, Danny Ford's tenacious Ti- 
gers haven't lost a conference game 
since 1980. You can expect more of the 
same in ‘84 as the Tigers are talking 
about this year's outfit being the equal of 
the squad that captured the national title 
a few years back. 

Watch out ACC. There will be no stop- 
ping the Tigers in the coming campaign. 
The South Carolina contingent will have 
talented Mike Eppley at quarterback and 
another rugged defensive unit. Another 
unbeaten season looms in the confer- 
ence. This squad could go 11-0. 

North Carolina, which disappointed 
last season in finishing 8-4 against an 
easy schedule, comes next. Dick 
Crum's crew will play solid defense and 
we look for tailback Ethan Horton to 
have a big senior season. The Tar 
Heels, with the pressure off, will post an 
impressive mark and earn Bnowes post- 
season invitation. 

Maryland will miss quarterback 
Boomer Esiason and the other departed 
performers, but it will remain the confer- 
ence’s third best team. Head coach 
Bobby Ross knows how to get the job 
done. 

Surprisingly, next in line is Virginia, 
which has become a competitive squad 
under the watchful eye of talented men- 
tor George Welsh. The Cavs return a 
very solid defensive nucleus and now

have some size and depth at Charlottes- 
ville. This is the team on the rise in the 
ACC. 

Georgia Tech has taken its lumps 
under the leadership of Bill Curry, but it 
should be improved in '84. Leading the 
offensive charge will be senior tailback 
Robert Lavette, who is one of the more 
accomplished ball carriers in the nation. 
He should have another thousand-yard 
year. 

North Carolina State will be paced by 


Georgia Tech’s Robert Lavette is one of the ACC’s top runners 
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the backfield tandem of quarterback Tim 
Esposito and |-back Joe Mcintosh, but 
the defense still needs a great deal of 
improvement. Tom Reed will get the job 
done in time. 

Wake Forest and Duke, not the 
strongest pair of teams around, will miss 
the services of quarterbacks Gary Scho- 
field and Ben Bennett respectively. The 
Blue Demons will especially miss Ben- 
neit, who left the Durham school with a 
truckload of records to his credit. 
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It is a credit to the Clemson prog- 
ram, particularly head coach Danny 
Ford, that the Tigers have been 
able continue to win big in the face 
of the serious sanctions imposed by both the NCAA and the 
ACC. 

The Tigers are the winningest team in college football (by 
percentage) over the past three campaigns at 30-2-2 and 
you can expect more of the same in the year ahead. 

Ford, who sports a lifetime mark of 45-11-2 and already 
owns a national championship, welcomes back 47 letter- 
men, including 15 starters. Clemson has had three straight 
top 11 finishes in the AP poll, 19 straight wins over ACC 
teams and 20 straight wins at home in the place known as 
Death Valley. 

Nine starters return on offense led by quarterback Mike 
Eppley, the two sport wonder who became atop field general 
last season. He completed 99 of 166 passes for 1,410 yards 
and 13 touchdowns. Clemson is 14-1-1 with Eppley as its 
starting signal-caller. 

Eppley will be joined in the backfield by Stacey Driver, who 
rambled for 774 yards, and Kenny Flowers at the tailback 
position, while Terrence Flagler, who was injured ealry in the 
season, will fight for the starting job. He may be the most 
talented of the bunch. Rodney Quick should get a good shot 
at the starting fullback job. 

The Tigers have some talented receivers led by Ray Wil- 
liams, who hauled down 19 passes as a freshman. Terrance 
Routhac, Shelton Boyer, Richard Butler and Pat Charleston 
will also make their presence felt in this area. K.D. Dunn, an 
All-ACC choice a season ago, returns at tight end. 

Only one offensive linemen, guard James Farr, has de- 
parted, leaving a wealth of depth, size and talent along the 
offensive front. In all, 11 letter winners return to battle for the 
five starting spots. Reid Ingle, an all-star candidate, will 
return at left tackle while Dale Swing returns at the pivot. Jeff 
Cruce and Joe Ellis will battle for the other starting tackle 
spot. Andy Cheatham and Steve Reese will vie for Farr’s 
vacant position. This will undoubtedly be a team strength. 

The Tigers are noted for their defense and you can expect 
another hard-hitting Orange contingent. Two-time All- 
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America William Perry, a true Outland and Lombardi candi- 
date, returns to anchor the defensive front. Steve Berlin, 
Tony Stephens and Michael Perry will man the tackle posi- 
tions with Terence Mack and Jeff Wells slated for starting 
duty at the ends. Mack will again man the bandit position. 

Henry Walls and Keith Williams, a pair of sophs who 
started as freshmen, will man the linebacking positions along 
with junior Eldridge Milton. Walls became the first freshman 
in Clemson history to lead the team in tackles. There is 
exceptional depth in this area. 

Reggie Pleasant and Ty Davis should be the starting 
cornerbacks with a host of players in the hunt at the safety 
positions. Delton Hall and Perry Williams will also make their 
presence felt. Mike Isaacs, Richard Donaldson and Kenny 
Danforth are the leading strong safety candidates while 
hard-hitting Ronald Watson will be the free safety. He is 
probably the best of the defensive backs. 

The Clemson placekicking could be a problem if Donald 
Igwebuke, who has had academic problems, isn’t able to 
return. His status won't be known until late summer. With 
Bob Paulling graduated the job could fall to Don Inman, a 
walk-on.Senior Dale Hatcher, who averaged 40.9 on 47 
boots in ’83, will be among the nation’s finest punters in the 
year ahead. 

The schedule is made to order for a team that hasn't lost to 
a league opponent since 1980. The only tough non-league 
foe figures to be Georgia, which is rebuilding. The other 
non-league opponents will be Virginia Tech, Appalachian 
State, Georgia Tech, and archrival South Carolina. The Ti- 
gers will play six games on the road in ‘84. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Tigers, who come 
off NCAA probation in late November, must appeal to 
the ACC before they could accept a bow! game. Still this 
club should be among the nation’s best in 84. 

Look for Ford's aggressive squad to again dominate 
the ACC en route to a 10-win season. Yes, it could be a 
very big year for the Tigers, who appear loaded and who 
won't be hurt by what is a comfortable schedule. 
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Last year was supposed to be “the 
year” for the Tar Heels. They hada 
tremendous returning nucleus, 
both offensively and defensively. 
They were in an easy conference and they faced the most 
ridiculously easy schedule that a title contender could ever 
hope to oppose. 

The Tar Heels won their first seven, as expected, but then 
everything came apart against Maryland in a game that 
Carolina should have won. Losses to Clemson, Virginia and 
Florida State (Peach Bowl) followed. Instead of an 11-1 
season the Tar Heels were an extremely disappointing 8-4. 
Dick Crum even lost his first bowl game in seven tries. 

Crum enters the '84 campaign with a little cloud over his 
program. He has won but many have expected more, espe- 
cially the past two seasons. Crum and Company welcome 
back 28 lettermen (24 were lost to graduation), including 
seven offensive and four defensive regulars from a season 
ago. Carolina will field its most inexperienced team in years. 

“My biggest concern is simply that we're so young,” stated 
Crum. “That's especially true on defense and at quarter- 
back.” 

Offensively, the big question to be answered is at quarter- 
back, where Scott Stankavage has to be replaced. Kevin 
Anthony rates as the starter going into the fall but he will be 
challenged by freshman Mark Maye, who has a tremendous 
throwing arm. 

The rest of the starting backfield is set in tailback Ethan 
Horton, who should have a big senior season, and fullback 
Eddie Colson. Horton, who has been a three-year performer 
for the Heels, rates as one of the best backs in the nation this 
fall. He accumulated 1,107 yards while splitting time with 
Tyrone Anthony. His backups will be William Humes and 
John Duffel. Ray Littlejohn and Brad Lopp will back up 
Colson. 

The offensive front lost Brian Blados and Joe Conwell but 
it will remain a strength. Leading the way will be center Harris 
Barton with C.A. Brooks at right guard and Greg Naron at left 
guard. Pat Sheehan and Bobby Pope will be the starting 
tackles. 

The receiving contingent will be strong led by tight end 
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Amold Franklin, who is an All-America type. He caught 25 
passes last season and is a devastating blocker. Earl Win- 
field returns at the split end while Larry Griffin is another wide 
receiver with experience. Also in the picture at wide receiver 
are Eric Streater, Norris Davis and Eric Lewis. 

Newcomers will be prevalent on defense where the four 
returning regulars are linebacker Micah Moon, defensive 
tackle Brian Johnston, cornerback Larry James and free 
safety Steve Hendrickson. 

Moon is the latest in the long line of great Carolina back- 
ers. He will be a force this fall. Carl Carr, Tim Rorrer, Brett 
Rudolph and Troy Simmons will vie for the other starting 
linebacker slot. 

Dennis Barron, the nose guard, will join Johnson up front, 
while three players are competing for William Fuller's tackle 
slot. Jeff Ray, Mike Johnson and Reuben Davis are the main 
contenders. Donnie Wallace is also in the running for playing 
time along the defensive front. 

Perhaps the biggest question mark on the entire team is at 
outside linebacker, where the only returning player with ex- 
perience is Ron Burton. Daryl Parham and Neo! McEachern 
are also in the running. 

Carolina's top five deep backs should be James, Hen- 
drickson, Walter Bailey, Tim Morrison and Barry James. 
James and Bailey will be the cornerbacks, 

The Tar Heels will face a schedule far tougher than they 
faced last season, especially in the first month of play. 
Crum's crew will meet Boston College and Clemson on the 
road in the first four weeks. Others on the non-league agen- 
da are Navy, Kansas and Memphis State. In all, the Tar 
Heels will play six games at home in the year ahead. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Crum’s club will not be 
held down by the pressures that come with great ex- 
pectations this season. There is a good amount of talent 
on hand, but there are many critical postions which 
must be filled with inexperienced performers. Still we 
look for this team to win its eight games and earn its 
sixth consecutive post-season invitation. Who knows? 
Maybe Crum and Company will surprise us this time 
around. 
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When Jerry Claiborne left the Mary- 
land program a few years back after 
a rare poor season many felt it sig- 
naled a sign of bad times to come 
for the Terrapin program. But Bobby Ross came to the 
rescue and he not only won, he put some pizzazz in the 
attack. 

Ross has taken the Terps to two straight successful sea- 
sons and a pair of bowl games, but he’now finds himself 
looking to rebuild after suffering serious graduation losses. 
Maryland will still be one of the top three teams in the 
conference but you won't find it ranked among the nation’s 
best in '84. 

Maryland still boasts some strengths on this year's 
attack—despite the graduation losses of quarterback Boom- 
er Esiason, guard Ron Solt, running back Willie Joyner and 
fullback Dave D'Addio. In Esiason’s stead comes senior 
signal-caller Frank Reich—a starter in the victory over Pitt- 
sburgh a year ago when a shoulder injury kayoed the south- 
paw slinger. Reich completed 22-of-38 passes last year in 
spare duty—including a nifty 13-of-25 day versus the Panth- 
ers. Reich will be backed up by a slew of youngsters in the 
year ahead. 

The Terrapin ground game returns underrated runner Rick 
Badanjek, a bullish fullback who accounted for 635 net 
rushing yards during the regular season. That was good 
enough for a second place finish—behind Joyner’s 908 
yards—for the Maryland crew. Badanjek did not take a back 
seat to anyone in the rushing touchdown department as he 
garnered eight scores via the ground route. Sophomore 
Alvin Blount performed admirably in his initial trial with a 
strong showing versus Duke in a 38-3 Maryland triumph. 

The Maryland blocking scheme won't be at fault if the Terp 
backs falter. After all, there are four experienced players 
back in the fold. Center Kevin Glover is a solid player who 
made the move from tackle a year ago. Glover gets aid up 
front from guard Greg Harraka—another former tackle. Har- 
raka sports strength and size. Harraka stands in at 6-2, 260 
pounds and he'll be Solt’s replacement at that vacant tackle 
post. The other veterans back along the interior front include 
Jeff Holinka and Len Lynch—a couple of weighty juniors. 
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Wide receiver Greg Hill heads up the pass-catching corps 
after nailing 27 balls a year ago. Hill also accounted for a 
team-high seven scores via the air waves and now has a 
Maryland school record 14 in his career. Eric Holder sports 
some experience, as well, as a wide out. The tight end post 
belongs to Bill Rogers who snared 16 balls a year ago. 

One of Maryland's offensive weapons this year will be 
placekicker Jess Atkinson who has converted on 43-of-62 
field goal attempts in his career at College Park. Atkinson 
wrapped up his junior year with 79 straight extra points, a 
conference record. 

Maryland's weapons on defense include stellar inside line- 
backers Eric Wilson and Bobby DePaul. Wilson led the 
Terrapins in tackles last year with 180 and was consistently 
Maryland's best defensive player. 

The outside linebackers—or defensive ends—in this wide 
tackle six alignment are not quite as strong as the inside 
backers. In fact, Maryland does not return any players that 
started more than two games from a year ago. Sophomore 
Chuck Faucette may be one answer here after some stand- 
out efforts a year ago. 

Tom Parker, Greg Thompson and Tom McHale each saw 
quality playing time up front for the Terrapins. McHale's 49 
total stops paced this group of returnees. Replacing Pete 
Koch, a rugged tackle, will be an imposing task for the 
Terrapin coaching staff. 

Safety Joe Kraus and left halfback Gil Hoffman—a starter 
in 1982—head up this three-man secondary. Krause was a 
particular hitter a year ago while tracking down 52 opposing 
ballhandlers, Ross feels he has some talented athletes to fill 
the remaining deep backfield post. 

Ross may have quality athletes on hand once again this 
fall but the rest of this team doesn't look as good as the one 
that carried Maryland to a Florida Citrus Bowl bid a year ago. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Terrapins will back 
up a bit this season but they are still a solid enough 
squad to win seven games and earn a minor bow! invita- 
tion. A lot depends on the offensive line and the running 
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George Welsh begins his third sea- 
son at Virginia looking to continue 
the improvement he fostered last 
season. The highly respected head 
coach, who was a longtime assistant at Penn State and a big 
winner at Navy, improved the Cavaliers markedly in 83. 

Virginia finished with a 6-5 mark, just the third winning 
season at Charlottesville since 1952. 

_ Welsh and his staff are looking for further improvement in 
'84 as they welcome back 37 monogram winners, including 
15 regulars from last season's contingent. 

The major question for the coaching staff concerns the 
all-important quarterback position where Wayne Schuchts 
has graduated. Last year he completed 129 of 261 passes 
for 1,881 yards and 11 touchdowns. Four players will actively 
compete for the starting job. They are Don Majkowski, Kevin 
Ferguson, Scott Secules and Doug Porter. Majkowski 
appears to have the inside track at the present time. 

There is also a question at wide receiver, where a good 
deal of talent has graduated. The top returning receiver is 
Nick Merrick, who moves to split end from flanker after 
catching 20 passes. Other players at split end include Geno 
Zimmerlink and John DeGiorgi while John Muha, Miacolm 
Pittman and Keith Mattioli are the flanker hopefuls. 

Despite the loss of fullback Derek Jenkins, the Cavs 
should have a strong running game in the year ahead. Junior 
Antonio Rice has been shifted from tailback to fullback, 
where he is joined by Steve Morse. The coaching staff felt 
comfortable about moving Rice to fullback because of the 
talent of Howard Petty and barry Word at tailback. 

Four starters return along the offensive front, including 
All-ACC selection Jim Dombrowski at left tackle. Dowbrows- 
ki, ajunior, is joined by guard Bob Olderman, center Harold 
Green and guard Jim Huddleston. The latter's status is un- 
known at the present time as Huddleston was suspended by 
Welsh following an altercation. Steve Karriker has the inside 
track at righ guard if Huddleston doesn't return while Paul 
Sierocinski and Scott Chapin are competing for the open 
tackle position. Senior Bryan Hitchcock has moved from 
tackle to tight end, where he has an edge over Jeff Arm- 
strong. 
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The Virginia defensive brigade, an experienced group, 
returns nine regulars from a season ago, including all- 
conference selection Lester Lyles at strong safety and out- 
standing junior linebacker Charles McDaniel, the team's 
leading tackler for the past two seasons. 


Lyles is one of two starters returning in the Virginia secon- 
dary. The other is senior cornerback Ray Daly, who was 
involved in 44 tackles and had two interceptions. Seniors 
Bob Sweeney, a free safety, and Willam Frazier, a corner- 
back,will also be heard from. 


McDaniel and junior Russ Swan return at the linebacking 
positions. Junior Scott Lageman is another experienced 
hand. Stuart Mines is a player to watch in this area. 

Juniors Scott Hillman and John Muntz return at the defen- 
sive end positions. Soph Steve Dolan has been moved to 
defensive end from linebacker while Jeff Miller, Mark Wiley 
and Mark Balezentis will provide the depth. 


The interior of Virginia's defensive line is paced by senior 
nose gurd David Bond and senior tackles Ron Mattes and 
Tom Kilgannon. Scott Urch and Anthony Bolling will provide 
the depth at nose guard with Scott Matheson the main re- 
serve at tackle. Rayotis Perkins could also be a prominet 
player at tackle this season. 


We have an experienced defensive football team and a lot 
of our players have played for a couple of years,” stated the 
head coach. “We should be better because of that.” 

The schedule will feature non-league tests against VMI, 
Navy, Virginia Tech and West Virginia. The Cavaliers will 
play six home games in the year to come. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Welsh undoubtedly has 
the Cavs headed in the right direction and he has a 
chance to post another winning year if the quarterback 
position is solidified. The defense looks solid but there 
are enough pitfalls on the '84 agenda to keep this team 
from winning more than last year’s number of six wins. 
Look for the same kind of production out of Welsh’s 
third edition. 
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Bill Curry's Yellow Jackets are com- 
ing off a disappointing 3-8 cam- 
paign in '83, but the head coach, 
now in his fifth season, remains 


cautiously optimistic. 

Curry and his staff welcome back 49 monogram winners, 
including 15 regulars from a season ago. 

“Ou: primary goals are to Gat tougher on defense, voth 
physically and mentally,” stated the head coach. “We will 
concentrate on fundamental work. We need to become bet- 
ter blockers, better tacklers. We need to get tougher as a 
team.” 

Leading the attack will be tailback Robert Lavette, a senior 
who has been a top player for the Jackets the past three 
seasons. Ramblin’ Robert enters his senior season with 
2,877 career yards. He rushed for 803 yards a season ago 
despite missing all or part of four games with an assortment 
of injuries. He will be backed up by Cory Collier. 

Joining Lavette in the backfield will be quarterback John 
Dewberry, a junior, who will be challenged for the position by 
Darrell Gast or Rick Strom. Senior Keith Glanton will be the 
starting fullback with sophomore Chuck Ealsey the main 
reserve. 

Tech sports a solid receiving contingent led by the tight 
end tandem of Ken Whisenhunt and Gary Wilkens, both 
seniors. The wideouts will be split end Darrell Norton and 
flanker Dary! Wise with Mike Harrington and Gary Lee in 
reserve. 

The offensive line will feature John lvemeyer at left tackle, 


‘John Thomas at left guard, center Andy Hearn and the 


tandem of Tony Kepano and John Davis on the right side at 
guard and tackle respectively. Davis, a sophomore, has the 
size (6-4, 282) and the ability to become an All-America. 

The coaching staff is confident about a defensive unit that 
returns nine staters plus a wealth of depth. 

The front three will consist of nose guard Ivery Lee flanked 
by Glenn Spencer and Ken Parker while the depth will be 
provided by Mark Pike, Donnie Chishom and Kyle Ambrose. 

The outside linebackers will be Pat Swilling and Dante 
Jones, while the inside ‘backers will be Ted Roof, a junior 
who is the team’s best defensive player, and Jim Anderson. 
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The key reserves will be John Klare and Cleve Pounds on 
the outside and Brian Gabel and Kevin Henderson on the 
inside. 

The deep defense will feature cornerbacks Mike Travis 
and Reginald Rutland with Mike Rosamilia slated to be the 
starting strong safety and Anthony Harrison at the free safety 
spot. The main reserves will be Toby Lantz and Mark Hogan 
at the safety slots and Sammy Lilly and Paul Menegazzi at 
the corners. 


Ron Rice, who handled all of Tech's kicking and punting 
chores has graduated. He has obviously left a void. A trio of 
prospects are bidding for the starting punter's spot. They are 
David Bell, Tim Rider, a walk-on, and deep back Reginald 
Rutland. Bell, the reserve placekicker a year ago, should 
inherit the top job in '84 after connecting on all nine PAT’s 
and three of four field goal attempts. 


The Techsters will play every ACC team this season with 
the exception of Maryland. The Wreck opens with four 
straight homes games and will play six games at Grant Field 
in Atlanta before the season is done. The non-league oppo- 
nents will be Alabama, Auburn, Tennessee and Georgia. 


Curry and Company must feel as if they belong to a pair of 
conferences: the ACC as well as the SEC. Auburn, North 
Carolina and archrival Georgia will all be met on the road. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Curry may be 
approaching the '84 campaign with cautious optimism, 
and he does return a solid nucleus, but his club will face 
six teams who should spend late December or early 
January In bowl games. It is a very tough agenda for a 
squad still in the rebuilding stage. 


Tech has been dangerous at times over the past fews 
seasons, and it has sprung its share of upsets, but 
Curry’s kids aren’t ready to become consistent winners. 


Look for the Yellow Jackets to be improved, but also 
look for the team to win four or five games in the year 
ahead. It will continue to take time at Tech.

Tom Reed begins his second sea- 
son at Raleigh looking to continue 
his rebuilding program that began a 
season ago when the Wolfpack 
went just 3-8, including a 1-5 mark in conference play. 

Reed, who was the head coach at Miami of Ohio, the 
famed “Cradle of Coaches”, before embarking on a career 
along Tobacco Road. The State athletic department was 
obviously attempting to copy the success that its archrival 
North Carolina had achieved when it plucked Dick Crum out 
of the Cradle years ago. As everyone knows, the stoical Tar 
Heel mentor has done a splendid job at the Chapel Hill 
institution of higher learning. 

Reed's team played close to its opponents statistically last 
season but it failed to do the little things that spell the differ- 
ence between victory and defeat. 

The head coach has 36 lettermen at his disposal, including 
eight offensive and seven defensive regulars from '83. “If we 
can find a replacement for Greg Steele (at guard), we could 
be a pretty decent team offensively,” stated Reed. But the 
coaching staff is concerned about replacing defenders 
Vaughn Johnson and Andy Hendel. “With those two gone 
from the middle, | don't know how we'll do defensively,” 
stated the head coach. 

The Wolfpack returns a talented offensive backfield paced 
by quarterback Tim Esposito, who passed for over 2,000 
yards last season, and tailback Joe Mcintosh, who rushed 
for over 1,000. Little Joe is the top returning NCAA career 
rusher with 3,051 yards. He currently ranks second on the 
Wolfpack career rushing list behind Ted Brown of the Vik- 
ings. 

Joining the two in the backfield will be Ricky Isom, the 
fullback. He will be joined by Vince Evans. The receiving 
corps has both talent and experience in the quartet of Phil 
Brothers, Chris Cook, Haywood Jeffries and Mack Jones. 
Starter Jeff Brown returns at tight end backed up by Scott 
Wilson. 

The offensive line, which could use an infusion of depth 
and experience, will feature A.V. Richards, Larry Burtnette 
and Joe Milinichik. Others in the running include Ron Kosor, 
Bill Moxley and Gus Purcell. 
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The offensive contingent could be more explosive than in 
the past if the offensive line comes through. Esposito’and 
Mcintosh are outstanding performers who can be counted 
upon to pile up the yardage and put points on the board in the 
coming campaign. 


Tackle Raymond Phillips and outside linebacker Frank 
Bush, a pair of strong all-conference candidates, will be 
counted on to spearhead the defensive front. Other conten- 
ders for serious playing time are Mark Franklin, Pat Teague, 
Brian Bulluck and Benny Pegram at the linebacking spots, 
Mark Shaw at tackle and the twosome of Dilliard Andrews 
and Sandy Kea at middle guard. 


The secondary, where three starters return, should be the 
strength of this year's defensive unit. Dwayne Greene, Nel- 
son Jones and John McRorie are the regulars and they will 
be joined by Jeff Byrd, who returns after suffering a broken 
leg a season ago. 


Mike Cofer, who led the Pack with 54 points last season, 
returns to again handle the placement chores while junior 
Marty Martinussen may have to battle several candidates to 
keep his punting job. He averaged 38.6 per kick last year. 


The Wolfpacks opens with four consecutive home en- 
counters and will play seven home tests on the campaign. 
The non-league competition will be furnished by South Caro- 
lina, East Carolina, Furman and Ohio. ACC powers North 
Carolina and Maryland will have to be tackled on the road 
while Clemson, the conference's best team, will be played at 
home in late October. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Reed and Company are 
In the second year of their rebuilding program, and 
despite some solid talents in Esposito and Mcintosh, 
the club will probably finish either a game below or 
above the break-even point in the coming campaign. 


Look for State to put more than its share of points on 
the board but the defensive unit is suspect and there are 
some tough teams in the middle of the schedule.

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Al Groh begins his fourth season at 
the Winston-Salem school looking 
to improve on last year’s 4-7 mark. 
The head coach has plenty of 
reason for optimism as he welcomes back 38 monogram 
winners, including 17 starters from a season ago. 

It will be Groh's most experienced team as the squad 
returns an experienced offensive line, six of last year’s seven 
top rushers and last year’s eight leading tacklers. 

The attack will be strong even without three-year starting 
quarterback Gary Schofield, who holds nearly every Wake 
Forest passing record. The leading candidate to replace 
Schofield is Foy White, who threw 12 passes last season. 
Georgia transfer James Harris will also make his presence 
felt. 

The running game will be extremely strong behind the play 
of juniors Michael Ramseur and Topper Clemons. Ramseur 
ran for 966 yards in 82 and followed that effort with 629 yards 
in’83. Clemons was second on the squad with 562 yards last 
season. Also returning are Ira McKeller, Jim Hatch, Ronald 
Grinton and Darry! McGill. 

Clearing the way for the veteran stable of running backs 
will be an equally expereinced offensive line. Four regulars 
return along the offensive front in center Mike Nesselt, guard 
Ken McAllister and Bobby and Timmy Morrison, a brothers 
tandem, at the tackle slots. Paul Kiser saw considerable 
action last season and should challenge for the starting spot 
vacated by Danny Martin. Other top returnees are Mike 
Pratapas, Robert Sherrod and Bill Schuchman. This will 
undoubtedly be a team strength. 

The tight end spot is well manned by last year’s starter 
Kevin Wieczorek, who caught 13 passes last fall, along with 
Mike Matella and Jeff Cook, The same experience isn't 
evident at wide receiver. Duane Owens, who caught 46 
passes to pace the club in '83 returns, and he will be joined 
by James Brim, David Chambers, Dexter Victor and Wes 
Stauffer. 

Wake returns eight starters on the defensive side of scrim-' 
mage. The Deacons, however, did allow 281 points last 
season and 411 offensive yards per outing, so there is plenty 
of room for improvement. 
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All four starters return to the deep defense and it should be 
a strength. Leading the way will be the talented duo of 
Reggie McCummings and Ronnie Burgess. Regulars Rory 
Holt and Donald Johnson are also back as is main reserve 
Marvin Young. McCummings led the team in tackles last 
year with 79 and he added 62 assists. Burgess intercepted 
six passes a year ago. 


At inside linebacker, starters Malcolm Hairston and Tony 
Scott return. Scott Roberts is another player who should see 
action at this position. The outside spots are up for grabs. 
Carl Nesbit should nail down one of the jobs while David 
Phiel, Ken Grantham and Stuart Stogner are also in the 
running. 


Leading the way up front will be Gary Baldinger, Bruce 
mark, both returning starters, or Rodger Morrill and Randy 
Singleton. All'saw significant playing time last season. 


The kicking game is bolstered by the return of two-time 
All-ACC punter Harry Newsome, who is a legitimate All- 
America candidate this fall. He was second in the nation with 
an outstanding 45.5 average in ’83. Returning placekicker 
Danny nolan faces a challenge from newcomer Doug Illing, a 
junior college transfer. 


The Deacons will play seven home games in the coming 
campaign with the top names scheduled to visit Winston- 
Salem being Clemson, North Carolina and Maryland. Wake 
will open on the road against Appalachian State and tough 
Virginia Tech before jumping into the ACC agenda. Rich- 
mond and William & Mary are the other non-conference 
opponents the Deacons will face in 1984. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: As stated before, Groh 
and his coaching staff are optimistic about the Deacons’ 
chances In ‘84. Despite the loss of Schofield the offense 
looks solid, while the defensive contingent should be 
improved after a year of playing together as a unit. 

The schedule isn’t easy, but the feeling here is that 
Wake will be a better team in the year ahead. Look for the 
Deacons to finish a game above or below the .500 mark. 
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Last year was nothing short of a 
disaster for the Blue Devils and 
first-year mentor Steve Sloan, who 
came over from Ole Miss and quick- 
ly turned a respectable Duke team into a 3-8 also-ran. 

Sloan, who has been a head coach at Vanderbilt, Texas 
Tech and Ole Miss before accepting his current position 
along Tobacco Road, was once considered one of the bright 
young mentors in the sport. But he as put too many losing 
seasons on the books in recent years. 

The Blue Devils lost their first seven games before 
finishing the campaign with three wins in their last four out- 
ings. Sloan, who has some rebuilding to do, is squarely on 
the spot. 

The former Alabama quarterback welcomes back 47 letter 
winners including 14 starters, but he must replace some 
talented players who were lost to graduation. 

Leading the departed contingent is four-year starting quar- 
terback Ben Bennett, who passed for a record 9,536 yards 
during his illustrious career at the Durham school. Also gone 
are All-ACC running back Mike Grayson, All-ACC wide re- 
ceiver Mark Militello and two-time All-ACC center Philip 
Ebinger. 

The strength of the '84 attack may lie in the offensive line, 
where some young, talented players have experience. Ted 
Million and Justin Beckett return at tackles with Mike and 
Mark Higginbotham and Paul Burke returning at the guards. 
The center will be Paul Constantino. 

Senior Ron Sally, who has some starting experience, and 
junior Drew Watson will battle for the starting quarterback 
job. Julius Grantham looks to be the heir apparent at the 
tailback spot with Scott Sime, John El-Masry and Tracy 
Smith the leading contenders at fullback, Mike Atkinson and 
Mike Peacock will be the tailback reserves, 

The receiving contingent will be paced by All-ACC tight 
end Scott Russell, who had 47 catches for 471 yards a 
season ago. He will be backed up by Rick Reed, ajunior. The 
wide receiving corps will be young. Senior Gary Frederick 
will be the old man. Others in the running are Chuck Herring, 
Greg Flanagan and Doug Green. 

Don't expect this offense to resemble the explosive contin- 
gent that Bennett engineered in his four seasons at the 
school. 
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Last year the Blue Devils, who were getting pounded 
defensively, made the switch to the 4-3 after eight games. 
They will continue to use the even front in '84. 

Anchoring the defensive front will be Murray Youmans and 
Reggie Andrews. They will be joined by David Adams. The 
linebacking figures to be a strength. Duke returns its four top 
linebackers from a season ago. 

Leading the backer brigade is junior Nick Buoniconti, who 
paced the squad with 97 stops last year. He has evidently 
inherited his father's good defensive genes. Others who will 
contribute include Ralph Alderman, Pete Stubbs and Mike 
Junkin as well as Harry Ward. 

The deep defense ,which lost top interceptor Chester Gee, 
returns top tackler Joby Branion. Returning at free safety will 
be Darryl Brunson and junior cornerback Mark Moseley. 

The kicking game should be one of the team’s proven 
strong points as veterans return to handle the chores. John 
Tolish (43.4 average) returns for his fourth tour of punting 
duty while junior Ken Harper is coming off his best season. 
He connected on ten of 18 field goal attempts and 26 of 28 
PAT's. Tolish may see a great deal of activity in the season 
ahead. 

Six road games dot the '84 Blue Devil agenda and Duke 
will play Clemson, South Carolina and Virginia Tech on 
hostile ground. Sloan’s squad will play away from home four 
of the first six weeks of the campaign. It is not the way to build 
confidence in a club that will sorely need an infusion of some. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With Bennett gone the 
Biue Devils will have a very different look in '84. The 
emphasis will obviously shift to the running game and 
the defense, two footbail factors that have escaped the 
boys from Durham for some time. 

The defense has some experience but it did allow 350 
points last season. It allowed under 20 points just once. 
Things will have to improve drastically before the Blue 
Devils will be winners. 

It looks like another long season for the Devils and for 
Sloan, who has watched his coaching stock drop steadi- 
ly since his days at Texas Tech.

It, stand for the best in quarter- 
backs as well as conference titles (as in 
eight straight) and Holiday Bowl berths. 
No other WAC team has ever repre- 
sented the conference in the Holiday. 
We're talking domination. 

The Cougars, who are expertly 
guided by LaVell Edwards, lost a great 
deal to graduation, but don't get the idea 
somebody else is going to take over. It 
won't happen. 

BYU will win its ninth straight confer- 
ence crown and spend a December date 
in San Diego. The next Cougar quarter- 
back is Robbie Bosco, who will have to 
fill the enormous shoes of Steve Young 
who had to replace Jim McMahon who 
had to replace Marc Wilson who had to 
replace Gifford Nielsen. Get the picture? 

It will be a dogfight behind the 
Cougars with any of four or five teams in 
the hunt, It depends on who gets the 
breaks. 

Our pick for second is San Diego 
State, which had a dismal season in ‘83. 
Look for the Aztecs to rebound behind 
the passing arm of redshirt sophomore 
Jim Plum, He could become a very good 
one. 

Air Force has a new head coach in 
Fisher DeBerry who replaces the de- 
parted Ken Hatfield, but the new mentor 
must replace a great deal of talent, in-

You can bunch Wyoming, Utah, New 
Mexico and Hawaii. They all have their 
positives, but an equal number of nega- 
tives are present. Joe Lee Dunn’s club 
won its last three games to finish the 
season at 6-6 while the Rainbow War- 
riors, who have a talented quarterback 
in Raphel Cherry , will benefit from play-

Bringing up the rear will be Colorado 
State and UTEP, which is always look- 
ing for a way to escape the WAC cellar. 

So there is a new hope for the other 
teams in the conference, but by the time 
itis all said and done, it'll be BYU, again. 

When dealing with the Western Athle- 
tic conference, just remember those 
three little letters: BYU.

It has been many years since the 
Cougars have thought about re- 
building under head coach LaVell 
Edwards, but that may be the case 
this season. Don't count this BYU team short, though, they 
could rebuild and win the WAC title in the process. 

The Cougars begin the 84 campaign with eight consecu- 
tive conference titles under Edwards, who sports a lifetime 
mark of 105-37-1 at the Provo school. He has won nine WAC 
crowns and taken his Cougars to eight post-season appear- 
ances. 

The Cougars are coming off what might have been their 
best season under Edwards as they won 11 straight after an 
opening loss to Baylor, including a Holiday Bowl victory over 
Missouri. The Cougars finished seventh in both major polls 
and had two All-Americas in quarterback Steve Young and 
tight end Gordon Hudson. 

In all, 36 lettermen return, including four offensive and six 
defensive regulars. The offensive losses were huge. 

Robbie Bosco, a strong-armed junior, gets the assignment 
of replacing the brilliant Young. He will be looked upon to 
carry forward the tradition of great passers at the Mormon 
school of passing miracles. He has the talent but the press- 
ure will be enormous. 

Bosco will have a couple of exceptional targets in out- 
standing junior wideout Glen Kozlowski, who had 29 recep- 
tions and five touchdowns a season ago, and Adam Hays- 
bert. Redshirt Mark Bellini will strengthen the receiving 
corps. 

The running corps was depleted by graduation. Lakei 
Heimuli and Thor Salanoa are slated to be the fullbacks with 
Kelly Smith and Vai Sikahema the top tailbacks. 

The offensive line returns some experienced performers 
in center Trevor Matich and left guard Craig Garrick while 
right tackle Louis Wong also has playing experience. The 
other candidates include David Wright, Sam Oramas and 
Scott Robinson at tackle and Robert Anae and Randy Raw- 
linson at guard. This will prove to be a team strength in the 
year ahead. 

Under Young, the BYU attack reached all-time heights. It 
won't be a nation-leading offense this season, but if Bosco 
comes through it will do just fine. 
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Defensively, the Cougars should be a good football team. 
The best position should be linebacker, where three star- 
ters in BYU's 3-4 setup return for another tour of duty. 

The returning linebackers are Leon White, Marv Allen and 
Cary Whittingham while Kurt Gouveia is slated for starting 
duty at the vacant linebacking position. The depth will be 
provided by Jim McDade, John Bechtold, Dave Neff and 
Ladd Akeo. 

Two of three regulars return along the defensive front in 
nose guard Brad Smith and righ tackle Jim Herrmann. 
Shawn Knight is penciled in as the starter at right tackle while 
Larry Hamilton, Ken Smith and Ty Mattingly will provide the 
necessary depth. 

Only one starter, weak safety Kyle Morrell, returns to the 
deep defense, which could prove a problem in the pass- 
happy WAC, Rob Lendenko and Mark Allen are slated to be 
the starting cornerbacks with Steve Haymond at strong safe- 
ty. The main reserves will be Brian Hazelgren, Kory Rasmus- 
sen, Jeff Wilcox and Shane Shumway. 

Punter and placekicker Lee Johnson returns to give the 
Cougars another solid year in the kicking department. 

The Cougars will face a pair of tough non-league games, 
against Pittsburgh and Baylor, before moving into the WAC 
campaign. BYU will splitits 12 games between home and the 
road. The other non-conference opponents will be Tulsa, 
always a tough club and Utah State. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It is not an overstate- 
ment to say that Edwards’ Cougars have literally owned 
the WAC over the past decade. The Cougars lost a great 
deal of talent to graduation, especially Young, Hudson 
and the running backs, but as always, a solid nucleus 
returns. 

. The new name at quarterback is Robbie Bosco and he 
will soon be piling up 300-yard games and four-TD after- 
noons. itis the BYU way. Look for the Cougars to be less 
imposing in the coming campaign, but they are still the 
team to beat In the conference. The call here is for 
Edwards, who is an underrated mentor, to lead his team 
to a ninth consecutive league title. 
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For many years San Diego State 
was one of college football's most 
successful schools under the gui- 
dance of head coaches such as 
Don Coryell and Claude Gilbert. But the Aztecs have fallen 
on hard times of late, including a meager mark of 2-9-1 in'83. 

“It seemed like everything that could go wrong did go 
wrong," stated head coach Doug Scovil. “I think a variety of 
factors were probably involved. We probably overestimated 
our potential, to begin with. Things never did quite come 
together, and with all the injuries we had, it had become a 
long year.” 

The Aztecs return four regulars on the attack and six on 
the defensive side of scrimmage. But the top priority will be 
finding a quarterback to run Scovil’s system. “Finding a 
quarterback is undoubtedly our top priority,” states Scovil. 
“To play the way we want to play, we need a competent, 
confident quarterback.” 

The leading candidate is highly regarded sophomore Jim 
Plum, who should be the starting signal-caller. He was a 
record-wrecker in high school. Todd Santos and Greg Topp 
are the other leading candidates. Plum played some last 
season as he completed 28 of 65 passes for 324 yards and 
one touchdown. He has all the tools. 

San Diego State's six leading rushers return but the team 
is anxious to improve its running game. Corey Gilmore and 
Chris Hardy will be the top halfbacks with Casey Brown and 
Mike Waters the leading fullback contenders. 

Starting split end Vince Warren will return for his senior 
season and sophomore Brett Blanchard has been groomed 
to replace talented flanker Jim Sandusky. Anthony Conyers 
and Webster Slaughter, a pair of jucos, will make their pre- 
sence felt. The tight end spot will be held down by Dean Few, 
Jim Laughton, Kenny Moore. 

This year’s edition of the offensive line will be the largest in 
State history and could be one of the best by season's end. 
Tackle Rich Moran, who is recovering from a knee injury, will 
be withheld this spring. If he is healthy, he is a good one. 
Mike Neary should be the other tackle. Jeff Lemker should 
be a starter at guard while a key will be replacing two-year 
starter Matt Long at center. The leading candidates are Walt 
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Voorhis, Jim Dennis, Bryon King and Dave Donhoff. 

The defensive front three has to be improved and the 
coaching staff lists it as a major concern. Nose guard Mike 
Stevens, who is injury-prone, is listed as the starting nose 
guard with Mike Ariey and Duane Pettitt the leading tackle 
candidates. 


The linebacking will be the strength of the defense with 
Herb Brohn and Darrell Brown on the inside and James 
Johnson the key performer at one of the outside spots. Jack 
Eaton has been shifted outside and Chris Davis is another 
player who will see plenty of time at the position. The Aztecs 
look to be very deep in this area. 


San Diego State has always produced quality deep backs 
but that string has been broken in recent years. Tory Nixon 
has the talent to be one of the top corners in the west while 
Clarence Nunn is the returning regular on the other side. 


Nixon and Nunn had seven of the team's 16 thefts last 
season. Kenny Moore is the probably replacement for Trent 
Collins at weak safety, while Ky Snyder, who missed last 
season with a knee injury, will be the starting strong safety 
this season. 


The Aztecs will rely on Scott Webb as the placement 
specialist this fall. The team must find a new punter. 

The Aztecs will benefit from seven home games in the 
year ahead and will play 12 thanks to a visit to Hawaii. UCLA, 
Oklahoma State, UNLV and Cal-State Long Beach will pro- 
vide the non-league competition in '84. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Aztecs won't be a 
2-9-1 team again this season and they could win six 
games with a big performance from Plum, who was 
nothing short of a high school phenom. 


The feeling here is that the WAC isn’t as strong this 
season with BYU and Air Force rebuilding and that the’ 
Aztecs have a chance to make some noise. Let's look for 
a .500 season but a record of a couple of games over the 
break-even mark in conference play. 
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Last year the Falcons reached all- 
time heights under head coach Ken 
Hatfield as they won 10 games, in- 
cluding a 23-22 win over Notre 
Dame in South Bend and a 9-3 Independence Bowl victory 
over Ole Miss, en route to a very lofty position in the final 
polls. 

But a great deal of change has taken place since the end of 
the campaign. Hatfield returned to his alma mater, Arkansas, 
and many of the key performers from last year’s squad 
graduated. 

Former offensive coordinator Fisher DeBerry replaces 
Hatfield as head coach so the Falcons will continue to run the 
flexbone attack that has been one of the most effective 
ground offenses in the nation in recent years. DeBerry in- 
herits 44 monogram winners but gone from last year’s squad 
are outstanding option quarterback Marty Louthan, wide 
receiver Mike Kirby, fullbacks John Kershner and Ted Sund- 
quist and a couple of other key offensive performers. 

There will obviously be a change in leadership both on the 
field and on the sidelines. 

“Our players are excited, our coaches are excited,” stated 
DeBerry. “We lost 23 outstanding leaders, outstanding play- 
ers. The competition is going to be great for the players are 
going to have to prove themselves all over again to a new 
coaching staff.” 

Offensively, the coaches will begin with the hunt for a new 
quarterback. Brian Knorr and Bart Weiss are the leading 
candidates. Knorr is the better passer and Weiss the better 
runner. Joining the new quarterback in the backfield will be 
All-America hopeful Mike Brown at halfback. He will be 
joined by halfbacks Jody Simmons and Randy Jones while 
Gerry Mason and former defensive back Chris Vellanti will 
be the top fullback candidates. 

The coaching staff is very concerned about the receiving 
contingent, where Kirby is gone from the wide receiver post 
and both tight ends with experience have departed. Tom 
Coleman is the leading candidate to start at the one wideout 
with Ken Carpenter in reserve. Hugh Brennan is the leading 
candidate at tight end. 

Three starters return along the offensive front, but both 
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tackles have graduated. The returning regulars are Fred 
Buttrell and Mark Melcher at the guards and Don Oberdieck 
is the center. Kraig Evenson will surely man one of the tackle 
postions with junior Dave Sutton the top candidate to win the 
Starting berth on the other side. 

The defensive front will be solid paced by All-America 
candidate Chris Funk at tackle. Junior John Ziegler returns at 
the other tackle spot while Larry Nicklas is the returning 
starter in the middle. The biggest concern for the coaching 
Staff in this area is depth. 

DeBerry feels his young linebackers will come along just 
fine, although there is limited experience in this area. Ex- 
pected to fill the gaps are Dick Clark, Terry Maki, Mike 
suena, Pat Malackowski, Tim DeRuyter and Steve Raf- 
erty. 
The deep defense will be one of the strongest areas on the 
team. The returning starters include A.J. Scott at the falcon 
position and Dwan Wilson at cornerback, while former star- 
ter Scott Thomas should win back his starting safety slot. 
Tom Rotello and Steve Sigler, both returning lettermen, 
should make their presence felt. 

The kicking game will miss the school’s all-time leading 
scorer in Sean Pavlich, but the coaching staff is confident 
that Sean Mateos can do the job.Punter Jeff Kubiak will also 
be missed. Mark Simon and Marty Tatum will be the leading 
candidates. 

The Falcons will play six road games in the year ahead. 
Army, Navy, Notre Dame and Northern Colorado will provide 
the non-league opposition, while BYU, the WAC's dominant 
team, pays a visit to USAFA in late October. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Fly Boys are look- 
ing for their first WAC title but it won't come this season. 
There are just too many holes to fill as DeBerry has 
problems at quarterback, fullback, receiver, linebacker 
and in the kicking game. 

Last year’s 10-win team was an extension of Hatfield 
and Louthan, who were both leaders and winners. This 
is not meant to knock DeBerry but he has to prove he 


‘can do the job that Hatfield did. 
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The Cowboys were tabbed for 
eighth place in last year’s pre- 
season Western Athletic Confer- 
ence poll. Wyoming had just 12 
seniors and the youthful squad had limited expectations. The 
early schedule included four games against teams that had 
appeared in bowl games in 1982. 

So much for projections. 

Al Kincaid’s fourth season as head coach was enjoyable 
as the Pokes stunned the experts and finished a very re- 
spectable third in the WAC. Wyoming closed out the cam- 
paign with three consecutive solid victories by a combined 
margin of 106-51. This year should preseni another chal- 
lenge as Kincaid needs replacements for graduates at quar- 
terback, fullback, tight end and punter. 

The first order of business is finding a new signal-caller to 
take Brad Baumberger’s vacated spot. Baumberger posted 
exceptional statistics last year, completing 112 of 189 tosses 
for 1551 yards and 10 touchdowns. The versatile quarter- 
back also was the team’s third-leading rusher with 534 
yards. Senior Dave Gosnell has limited experience having 
thrown only 29 passes, completing 12 in action last season. 
Still, he is the leading candidate among the five vying for the 
starting assignment. 

Next on the list of priorities is the naming of a fullback to 
take over the opening left by Walt Goffigan's departure. 
Goffigan set the Wyoming career rushing record and totaled 
a team-high 810 yards while scoring 10 touchdowns. Mike 
Weideman saw time as a reserve halfback, gaining 372 
yards last year. He could move into the lineup if Kincaid 
doesn't go with last year’s second-teamer, senior Dave 
Evans. The prospects at halfback are a lot brighter as senior 
Kevin Lowe, the Pokes’ second-leading ground gainer with 
632 yards, keys the corps. A total of four of the team’s seven 
leading rushers are back as Wyoming has depth here. 

The receiving contingent will miss Chris Kolodziejski, 
whose 43 receptions led Wyoming. Senior Jay Novacek, the 
second-leading pass-catcher with 34 for 503 yards, may 
move back to the tight end slot he occupied as a sophomore. 
Mitch Daum has been shifted from linebacker to contend for 
the job, while sophomore Dave Sims is also available for 
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duty. If Novacek earned the starting bid, look for junior Alvin 
Griffin to assume the split end post. 

Wyoming's offensive -line has experience and talent. 
Senior center Tom Taylor joins senior tackle Brian Howard 
up front, while sophomore tackle Jeff Ragan will also start. 
All-WAC guard Joe Ramunno may also retain a starting 
position, if he decides to accept an extra year of eligibility 
thanks to the NCAA's new retroactive redshirt ruling. Sopho- 
mores Mike Reidy and Pete Baldacci will battle for the other 
guard spot vacated by Mark Depew. 

Ten starters return to the Cowboy defensive unit as only 
inside linebacker Steve Nighswonger (97 tackles) is missing. 
Three of the four regulars on the line are seniors with plenty 
of game experience—tackles Terry Tapley and Paul Chytka 
and end Randy Norvelle. Sophomore end Mike Wewel 
rounds out the unit. Chytka recorded 82 stops to pace the 
group. 

Senior Bruce Mowry, the team’s top tackler with 121 hits, 
retains one inside linebacking job while junior Tim Gosar (48 
stops) maintains an outside position. Sophomore Rock 
Mirich moves into the lineup in Nighswonger's vacated slot. 
All four regulars are back in the secondary. Sophomore Pete 
Benedetti was voted second-team All-WAC as a first-year 
performer; he returns to handle the free safety job. Senior 
Dane Ingram maintains the strong safety position while the 
cormnerbacks are a pair of juniors, Oliver Davis and Jeff 
Legette. Davis is also a capable punt returner (30 attempts, 
284 yards, 9.5 yards per runback) while Legette showed 
potential as a kickoff return specialist (19.9 yards per effort). 

Kincaid is not worried about the absence of All-America 
punter Jack Weil, who averaged 45.6 yards per boot and 
didn't have any of his 52 attempts blocked. Rick Donnelly, 
who also handles the placekicking chores, will likely hold 
down both assignments. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Kincald and Company 
will have a tough time repeating last year’s success with 
so many key starters lost to graduation. From here It 
doesn’t look like the Cowboys will challenge for the 
WAC crown in the year ahead.

“ versity of Toledo to take the job at 
Y Utah, he wanted to build a winner in 


Salt Lake City quickly. During his 
first two years at the Utes’ helm, his teams fell just short of the 
goal as Utah finished 5-6 each time. With 43 letterwinners 
returning, including eight offensive starters, Stobart may 
break through and exceed the .500 mark in 1984. 

Utah's offense ranked eighth in the nation in total offense, 
averaging just under 430 yards per contest. Stobart has the 
talent to repeat that performance. A solid backfield, led by 
signal-caller Mark Stevens, is the key. The six-foot Stevens, 
a JUCO transfer in 1983, was 12th in the nation in total 
offense. The native of Passaic, New Jersey, is a versatile 
performer; he rushed for 534 yards and 10 touchdowns while 
completing 149 of 268 attempts for 1986 yaards and 12 more 
scores. Senior Tim Mitchell is an adequate backup who 
completed 17 of 24 tosses in a reserve role last season. 

Last year’s leading rusher Eddie Lewis gained 734 yards 
on 112 carries while scoring nine times. This time around, his 
competition for playing time is keen as letterman Gerald 
Johnson, squadman Raymond Bennett and newcomers 
Steve Betz, Tony Cospy and Eddie Johnson are legitimate 
challengers. Betz and Cospy enjoyed successful junior col- 
lege careers while Eddie Johnson was a prep All-America 
choice who rushed for 2400 yards and tallied 27 times during 
his senior season at Santa Maria High School in California. 

Despite the loss of leading receiver Joe Tarver (51 catch- 
es for 757 yards and four touchdowns), there are several 
pass-catching threats available for Stevens. Leading the 
corps is wide receiver Danny Huey, a six-foot senior who 
pulled down 41 aerials for 623 yards and five touchdowns. 
Huey established a school record with 13 receptions in a 
game against Wyoming. Sophomores James Hardy and 
Mike Kurse join JUCO transfers Aric Lewis and Terry Shaw 
as candidates for Tarver’s vacant post. Hardy and Kurse 
combined for 11 catches in limited action last season while 
Shaw was MVP in the Riverside, California community col- 
lege league. Don Enlow is the top returning letterman at tight 
end. 

Led by 6-4, 290-pound guard’ Carlton Walker, who pre- 
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viously transferred from the University of Wisconsin, the 
offensive line should provide adequate protection for 
Stevens. In fact, the blocking wall may be the best in the 
WAC. Center Bob Binkele and tackle Kevin Reach are also 
returning starters. The other guard slot opposite Walker will 
go to either Walt Dixon or Don Logan. Dixon was the starter 
before an injury in the third game left him on the sidelines, 
giving Logan an opportunity to play with the first team. Chris 
Smith, a 6-3, 275-pounder who started two years ago, was 
hobbled by injuries in 1983 and he should be healthy this 
year. 

The strength of the Utah defense will be at linebacker. 
Mark Blosch, a two-time second team All-WAC performer, 
anchors the unit. The 5-11 senior has led the Utes in total 
tackles the past two seasons, recording 146 hits in 1982 and 
162 last fall. Sophomores Mark Geiselmayr and Chris Moore 
gained valuable experience as rookies and the duo should 
contribute more in 1984, Three junior college transfers—- 
Curtis Sampson, a first-team JUCO All-America choice, Kurt 
Vedder and Mark Jackson—will also compete for berths. 

Both the line and the secondary have gaps to be filled. 
Noseguard Peter Owens (71 stops, seven quarterback 
sacks) joins tackle John Paton (42 tackles) up front. Filipo 
Mokofisi (45 stops) is slated to man one end position while 
Farrell Price, Steve Kubitz and JC transfer Mark Reckart are 
also available for starting assignments. Second team All- 
WAC selection Reggie Richardson, a six -foot free safety, 
led the team with four steals in 1983. He is the best prospect 
in the defensive backfield. 

Utah has experience in the kicking department. Place- 
ment specialist Andre Guardi is back, as is punter Hank 
Mondaca (39.6 yards per boot). Guardi was second in scor- 
ing with 54 points, including six of 11 field goal efforts and 36 
of 38 extra point tries. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Utes will be an im- 
proved team in '84, especially if Stobart gets the ex- 
pected performances out of his juco recruits. The feel- 
ing here is that Utah can post its first winning mark 
under this head coach.

Joe Lee Dunn moved into a very 
tough spot last season as he was 
forced to replace the departed Joe 
Morrison, who left for South Caroli- 
na in the wake of an ultra-successful 10-1 campaign. 

The Lobos lost six of their first line encounters but did close 
the season with three straight wins, But despite the fast 
finish, the second-year mentor realizes there is a good deal 
of work to be done. 

A defense that surrendered less than 20 points a game 
last year will once again be led by linebacker Johnny Jack- 
son and free safety Ray Hornfeck. Jackson returns after his 
second consecutive selection on the all-Western Athletic 
Conference squad. His 117 total tackles led the Lobos last 
year and his seven quarterback sacks—which gave him 36 
in three seasons—also stood out. 

Hornfeck—another stellar senior—has also been chosen 
all-WAC for the past two years. In 1983 the Tucson native 
was credited with 44 solo tackles while intercepting three 
passes and recovering two fumbles. Hornfeck’s athletic abili- 
ties will be tested often this year since the New Mexico 
secondary is one of the question marks that stands out on 
this Lobo crew. 

New Mexico allowed some 56 per cent of enemy passes to 
be completed a year ago and that figure has to be cut down if 
the Lobos want to have a winning year. But the cornerback 
positions are sources of concern. It is hoped that Wendell 
Jones—a transfer from Glendale (Arizona) Junior College— 
will bolster a shaky unit. New Mexico does enlist the services 
of past starters Brad Bush and Nick Johnson at the corners 
and Steve Sauter at strong safety. 

Dunn's five-man front will feature tackle Chuck Best, who 
returns for his final campaign, Others that have seen starting 
duty along the defensive wall include Lon Nunley, Tom Brad- 
ford and John Avila. None of these three, however, saw 
extensive game time and back-up help is a problem along 
the defensive line as well. Grabbing hold of a couple of 
quality defensive ends will be vital for the Lobos in 1984. 

Seven offensive starters are back on the attack with quar- 
terback Buddy Funck leading the way. The senior slinger is 
looking to improve on his passing statistics which read five

touchdown passes and 12 interceptions. The strong-armed 
quarterback did complete better than 53 per cent of his 
forward aerials a year ago. Funck’s major contribution to the 
New Mexico offense is his leadership ability. The Fort Worth 
native can also run the ball—as well as run an offense. 

Running backs Willie Turral and Carl Raven return to 
bolster the backfield. Last year Turral broke loose for 386 
rushing yards—a 6.2 average—and five scores. 

Another key senior on last year’s crew that must be re- 
placed is split end Derwin Williams. He snared 37 passes for 
an 18.3 yard average a year ago so returning starter Kenneth 
Whitehead will see lots of aerials coming his way. White- 
head—a flanker—tied for second on last year's unit with 23 
receptions—good for 18.2 yards a grab. Tight end Mike 
Mazzella knotted Whitehead with 23 receptions and he'll 
provide a large target at 6-3, 220 pounds. 

Some quality performers do return along the offensive 
front where four of five regulars are back. Center Scott 
Skene will again anchor the interior line while guards Donnie 
DeYoung and Dave Uranich join tackle Tim Lopez. Dunn 
was not overly pleased with this unit's production a year ago 
but the added experience—and that late-season winning 
streak—should help bolster the efforts of the offensive line. 

Joe Bibbo is back as the team’s placekicker after nailing 
12-of-19 field goal tries. That was good enough to finish 
fourth in the Western Athletic Conference. Ron Keller ranked 
third in the league in punting average after booting 70 balls at 
a 42.6 yard clip. 

It is hoped by Lobo followers that Keller won't have to be 
punting as much as he did in the past. But that means this 
New Mexico attack—minus one standout running back in 
Johnson and one stellar receiver in Williams—will have to 
carry its weight. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Lobos appear to be 
stronger offensively, but defensive woes may keep this 
team right around the .500 mark and in the middle of the 
WAC pack again this season. You can’t expect more 
than a break-even season.

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Head coach Dick Tomey hasn't had 


: 2 a losing season since 1978 but he 
v cut it close last season when his 
Rainbow Warriors went 5-5-1, in- 
cluding a 3-3-1 mark in the WAC. 

Tomey became the Hawaii coach in '77. His first edition 
went 5-6 but his second went 6-5, and he hasn't looked back 
since. He sports an overall mark of 45-31-1 at the WAC 
school and he boasts an impressive 29-15 record in confer- 
ence play. 

With 45 lettermen, including 14 starters, plus more than 40 
redshirts and other returning players, Tomey is hopeful that 
his team can return to winning ways. While it appears that the 
Warriors do return a great deal of experience, Tomey is quick 
to point out that many of his returnees are young. 

Offensively, the Warriors will be young along the offensive 
front but will boast a lot of experience at receiver and espe- 
cially at quarterback where record-wrecker Raphel Cherry 
returns. 

The quarterback broke 22 school records in ’83 and he is 
looking to bigger and better things in the year to come. Greg 
Tipton figures to be his backup. 

On the offensive front, there are seven players who have 
started at one time or another. Brian Derby and Quentin 
Flores are the centers with Foti Failautusi slated to start at 
one of the guard spots. Jack Sims and Joe Onosai are the 
returning regulars at guard. Willie Kalakau and Darry! Ursery 
will be the starting tackles. Both are blessed with size. 

At tight end, Kent Untermann returns as a starter but he 
will get a lot of competition from Ron Hall, Shephard Killen 
and Woody Knipple. The leading wide targets figure to be 
Walter Murray, David Aguiar, Michael Akiu, Joe Nobles and 
Dino Arelliano. 

Louis Santiago and Kent Kafentzis, a pair of redshirts, give 
the tailback position some punch. The pair will be joined by 
Marco Johnson, Boyd Yap, George Fletcher and Nuu 
Faaola. Marcel Williams, another redshirt, and Coyle Permit- 
ter will also contend for playing time. 

Tomey will have a veteran defensive line but he will have 
to do some serious rebuilding in the secondary. He also lost 
valuable performers at both inside and outside linebacker. 
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Four players with starting experience return along the 
defensive front. Emlen Kahoano, Colin Scotts, Granville 
Saleauma and Ana Tuiasosopo will be the nucleus. Al Noga 
and Sam Carroll will provide the depth. 


Anthony Woodson, who was injured last season, returns 
to give the inside linebacking picture a clearer view. James 
Elias returns at one starting inside slot and he will be aided by 
Carl Alexander, Thad Jefferson, James Joy and Derek Wal- 
ker, Alvis Satele, one of the better defensive players on the 
squad, returns at one outside spot. He will be a defensive 
leader. He will get stiff competition from Michael Beazley and 
M.L. Johnson in the year ahead. 


All-WAC performer Rich Miano returns at one of the safety 
spots. He will be joined in the deep defense by Marty Sims 
and Brian Norwood. Others in the secondary picture are 
Fred Hemphill, Vincent Sides and Koldene Walsh. 


Tom McCarthy returns at the team’s punter and Richard 
Spelman comes back to handle the placement chores. Mar- 
co Johnson and Vincent Sides will probably handle the punt 
return chores while Michael Akiu will handle the kickoff re- 
turns. 


Amazingly, the Rainbow Warriors will play nine of 11 
games at home in Aloha Stadium this season. The only road 
trips will be excursions to Colorado State and UTEP. The 
non-league competition will be furnished by Cal State- 
Fullerton, UNLV, Fresno State and powerful lowa. The War- 
tiors will close the season will five consecutive home en- 
counters.

Leon Fuller took over as head 
coach at Colorado State on Decem- 
ber 7, 1981. The 12th mentor in the 
school's history has had a definite 
impact on the football program, taking a team that went 0-12 
and sliding downward, building it into a respectable squad. 
The Rams struggled early last year, losing their first four 
contests before coming back to finish at .500 (4-4) in the 
WAC. 

After recording 4-7 and 5-7 marks during his first two years 
at the helm, Fuller wants a winning team. Considering the 
talent lost to graduation, odds are he will have to wait another 
season before the Rams break through. Colorado State will 
have to find offensive replacements for quarterback Terry 
Nugent, who was drafted by the Cleveland Browns, wide 
receiver Jeff Champine (63 catches, 1,002 yards, seven 
touchdowns in 1983) and lineman Kevin Call. Nugent estab- 
lished numerous school single-season and career standards 
for passing, including most yards (7103), completions (570) 
and attempts (1019). 

Senior letterwinner Tom Thenell and sophomore redshirt 
Kelly Stouffer will battle for the vacant signal-caller’s job. 
Thenell completed four of nine-attempts last season for 40 
yards in very limited action. Leading receiver Keli McGregor 
(69 catches) returns to the h-back slot, while tight end Harper 
LeBel (59 receptions, 729 yards) should also contribute to 
the pass-catching corps. Bill Sherman and John Claus will 
contend for the flanker position. Senior Steve Schultz and 
junior Tim O'Byrne have experience, though attempting to fill 
split end Champine’s shoes is an unenviable task. 

The ground game is dominated by one player, Steve 
Bartalo. Previously a redshirted walk-on, Bartalo, a 5-9 
sophomore, set a school record with 1,113 yards rushing. A 
second-team All-WAC selection, he led the league in 
rushing, finished ninth nationally in both ground and all- 
purpose yardage, and he didn’t even play in the first two 
outings of 1983. Two returning letterwinners, senior Doug 
Jones and sophomore Gregg Battle, are available for full- 
back duty. 

Senior Bill Stafford, the regular at weak tackle last season, 
moves to the other side to fill Call's vacancy. Sophomore 
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Edgar Mitchell started all 12 contests in 1983 and returns to 
his strong guard position. Tom Ehlers, a senior who was 
granted an extra year of eligibility following an injury-plagued 
campaign, is the top prospect at center while senior Del 
Helms and sophomore Phil Coles should nail downjobs at 
the other guard and tackle, respectively. 

Fuller has a replacement for standout middle linebacker 
Jeff Harper, a two-time All-WAC selection and Colorado 
State’s career tackles leader. Two-year letterman Dale Carr, 
who recorded 28 stops in a reserve role, is the heir apparent 
for the job. The other linebacking berths should go to Fred 
Latimer at the weakside spot and three-year letterman Dan 
Fiala at strongside. Latimer, a 5-11 junior, totaled 50 tackles 
as a part-time starter while Fiala had 53 stops. 

Terry Unrein was the starting right tackle last season until 
an injury knocked him out of the lineup. The 6-5 junior gained 
an extra year of eligibility and he should regain a first-team 
position. Sophomore Todd Schmidt and senior Rich Morean 
gained valuable experience and could challenge Unrein for 
playing time. Both starters at the ends return as Gary Walk 
and Keith Pitts combined for 95 tackles in 1983. Redshirt 
Chris Gahagan, who missed last season with a knee injury, 
is the top bet for the other tackle assignment. 

Three regulars return to the secondary, including a pair of 
two-year starters at the safety slots. Strong safety Dan Ham- 
merschmidt had 44 stops, including eight tackles for losses 
while free safety Tim Zubradt led all defensive backs with 66 
tackles. Jim King earned honorable mention All-WAC hon- 
ors in 1983 at right cornerback. The other first-team assign- 
ment is up for grabs with junior redshirt Gregg Webber and 
sophomore letterman Tyrone Pope contending for the left 
cornerback vacancy. Reserve support comes from safeties 
Gregg Johnson and Tom Newland and cornerback Hardy 
Griffin. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Fuller has a tough task 
ahead. It will be difficult to replace Nugent, Champine 
and Harper. The Colorado State program has progres- 
sed well, though this time around, don’t expect a better 
record than last year’s 5-7.

This year, Bill Yung has something 
to shoot for as the Miners look to do 
better than their back-to-back 2-10 
seasons. Yung has to be wondering 
why he ever left West Texas State a few years ago. Actually, 
the consecutive two-win campaigns are an improvement 
over the 1980 and 1981 results, when UTEP finished 1-11 
and 1-10 respectively. 

Is there a chance Texas-El Paso will break through and 
exceed the two-victory plateau? It's a possibility as Yung has 
his most experienced group of returnees available as just 
four starters are gone. There’are 36 monogram winners back 
in the fold, and if the Miners are going to strike gold, this has 
to be the year. 

Yung is looking for more consistency out of his offense. 
Mistakes at critical times proved costly in 1983. Texas-El 
Paso scored just 210 points, 149 less than the opposition. 
The passing game is the biggest area of concern as a trio of 
quarterbacks saw time in the starters role last season, com- 
bining for a 49 percent completion mark and 16 intercep- 
tions. Kevin Ward, Jay Cleveland and Sam Garza all had a 
chance to call signals and it is time for the third-year mentor 
to choose a regular. The decision will be easier as Ward is 
being tried at tailback. Cleveland, a 6-2 junior, completed 71 
of 146 attempts for 834 yards, but suffered a miserable 
TD-INT ratio of 1-7. Garza posted more impressive stats, 
completing 39 of 66 (59 percent) for 437 yards and four 
scores before suffering a late-season injury. — 

The decision to.move Ward to another spot in the backfield 
Is sensible as the 5-9 senior was the Miners’ top ground 
gainer in 1983, finishing with 496 yards and six touchdowns. 
He will contend with seniors Tony George (239 yards), 
James Rose and newcomer Willie Fuller for the starting 
position. A pair of workhorse fullbacks, senior Rob Moore 
and junior Vic Stagliano, have the experience and ability to 
contribute. Moore ran for 397 yards while Stagliano added 
291. 

A solid offensive front returns, though there is a lack of 
depth in the unit. Four of the five interior linemen are back in 
the trenches, and there is no question about their beef—all of 
the scheduled starters weigh 250 pounds or more. Veterans 
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Bill Turner (6-6, 250 senior) and Don Sommer (6-3, 256 
junior) occupy the guard spots, while Dave Toub (6-4, 281 
senior) handles the center position. Tony Russo (6-5, 285 
junior) is joined by the lone newcomer to the group, 6-7, 
255-pound sophomore Joe MacEsker, at tackle. 

With the top four pass-catchers returning to the lineup, the 
receiving corps could be stronger than last year. Juniors 
Larry Linne and Eric Anderson tied for the team’s reception 
leadership with 24 catches each. Both split ends should 
benefit from the season’s experience and should be tougher 
to stop. A pair of seniors, Brad Mc Eachern and Keith Smith, 
will split time at tight end. The duo totaled 24 grabs last year. 

Finding a replacement for defensive standout Raymond 
Morris is a priority for Yung. Morris, an inside linebacker, was 
voted WAC Defensive Player of the Year. The unit also loses 
starter Brian Kern. Sophomores Albert and Alfred Williams 
(no relation) are the leading candidates to take over the 
inside vacancies. Senior Nikita Blair, the Miners’ interception 
leader with three, mans one oi the outside linebacker slots 
while Seth Joyner is the favorite to nail down the other berth. 

The secondary is another area of concern as injuries 
wrecked the contingent last year. Strong safety Derek Smith 
and cornerback Robert Murray were victimized; both hope to 
stay healthy and perform in the defensive backfield. Mike 
Smith, the only player who saw consistent action, also re- 
turns. Mike King, Luther Johnson and Steve Turner are the 
other lettermen in contention for playing time. 

The kicking game is shaky as graduation claimed punter 
Hector Salazar and placekicker Scott Wedell, both solid 
performers. Salazar averaged 39.3 yards per boot on 70 
kicks while Wedell led the team in scoring with 58 points, 
including all 13 extra point conversions and 15 of 19 field 
goal attempts. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Yung’s team cannot do 
much worse, though a basement finish is likely. UTEP 
has Improved after being outscored on an average cf 
48-6 in 1981, 35-15 in 1982 and 28-18 last season. The 
Miners have a respectable nucleus compared to pre- 
vious returning groups.

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One of the most uncertain practices of 
any fall is attempting to predict the out- 
come of the Ivy race. It is always an 
effort in futility. 

This year’s race should be just as 
tough with as many as six of the eight 
squads in the hunt. 

The favorite to earn a share of its third 
consecutive crown is Penn, which is ex- 
pertly guided by head coach Jerry 
Berndt. The successful mentor has 
turned the Penn football program 
around and he is calling the '84 club his 
best yet. 

The Quakers, who were 6-3-1 (5-1-1 
in conference), will rely on the passing of 
quarterback John McGeehan and the 
effort of a very rugged defensive unit. 
The hard-hitting Quakers should be 
there every step of the way this fall. 

Joe Yukica has the knack of rebuild- 
ing teams in a hurry and he should be 
able to turn the trick again at Dartmouth. 
Behind the play of a healthy Mike Cara- 
viello at quarterback, we look for the Big 
Green to make its presence felt this fall. 

Last year’s 1-9 mark was the first in 
Yale’s storied football history, but we 
look for Carm Cozza's crew to turn it 
around and challenge for conference 
honors this fall. The defensive will be 
vastly improved while the attack will be 
built around the talents of quarterback 
Mike Curtin. 

Brown has a new head coach in Har- 
vard grad and former Penn State assis- 
tant John Rosenberg, who takes over for 
the highly successful John Anderson. 
The Bruins should return to winning 


ways in the year ahead. 

Harvard has had a share of the past 
two lvy crowns but Joe Restic and Com- 
pany will pay the price for graduation in 
the coming campaign. The Crimson lost 
16 regulars to commencement exer- 
cises and must fill large voids at many 
critical positions. It doesn’t figure to be 
an easy task. 

Maxie Baughan’s Cornell club, which 


closed the season with three straight

wins in '83, is next in line. The Big Red 
will need another season before it 
makes a serious run for the top. 
Princeton, which will rely on the pas- 
sing of outstanding junior John Butler, 
will experience another rugged season 
of conference competition, while the 
Lions will again finish last. The Lions will 
find it difficult to replace quarterback 
John Witkowski. But they do return to 
renovated Baker Field in '84. 
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Head coach Jerry Bernat has trans- 
formed the Quakers from losers 
into winners in his four years on the 
job. His last two Penn editions have 
shared the Ivy title and the head coach is calling this his best 
team yet. 

It wouldn’t be surprising if the Quakers stood alone atop 
the Ivy in the year to come. 

Berndt's bunch is led by some very talented skilled perfor- 
mers—starting with quarterback John McGeehan—on the 
attack. McGeehan is a senior slinger who threw for 1,266 
yards and nine touchdowns last fall. Junior Jim Crocicchia 
will push McGeehan for playing time here after the former 
threw for 440 yards and five scores one year ago. 

Penn's offense registered 1,706 yards rushing and 1,706 
yards receiving. How’s that for balance? Thank the running 
game for that. This year's running brigade will look to dupli- 
cate last season’s glittering numbers. The Penn backs aver-

aged 5.1 yards per carry and tailbacks Stan Koss and Steve _ 


Ortman—a pair of seniors—will look to lead the way for the 
Ivy League crew this time out. Koss finished second on the 
club in rushing yardage behind graduated fullback Chuck 
Nolan. Koss’s 527 yards was followed by Ortman’s 436 net 
yards. Koss and Ortman also combined for seven rushing 
scores. There has been talk that Koss might be the replace- 
ment for Nolan at that fullback post. Junior Mike O'Neill might 
nail down the FB slot if Koss cannot make the conversion. 

Penn's wide receiving crew was hit hard by commence- 
ment exercises but there are still some past lettermen avail- 
able. Seniors Jim O'Toole, Pat Buehler and Warren Buehler 
combined for 23 receptions last fall and they form the nuc- 
leus of this wide out corps: Another senior—tight end Lal 
Heneghan—snared 19 balls fast fall and will be watched 
closely by enemy secondaries this time around. 

Some question marks along the offensive line has Berndt 
a bit worried but Penn should overcome these troubled 
spots. Center Joe Smailis and tackle Ed Foley are repeat 
starters up front but it will take the work of some former 
backups to make this an efficient blocking wall. Guards Tom 
Galli and Jeff Goyette are slated to see lots of time this year 
after spot action in the past. Dan Brietich, Jeff Murphy and 
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Marty Peterson will battle for playing time at tackle. 

Penn's offense has been a particular bright spot under 
Berndt and this group will be among the many Quaker high- 
lights this fall. 

The Quakers sport four down linemen and four lineback- 
ers and this system has worked rather well at Penn. Last 
year’s defensive unit stifled several strong attacks and 
helped Penn gain a share of the league title. A talented front 
wall will spur the Penn efforts in the year ahead. Nose guard 
Joe Lorenc has been a dynamic pass rusher for the past two 
seasons and he'll get competition from Dexter Desir here. At 
tackle, look for super soph Tom Gilmore to take charge one 
year after capturing Ivy League Defensive Rookie of the 
Year honors. Junior Steve Pisano heads up the end position 
which will stage a fight on the other side between Jerry 
McFaaden and Ken Coombs. 

Kevin Bradley has led the Quakers in tackles for two years 
running and he'll be an active ingredient on this year’s squad. 
Denton Walker will share the inside with Bradley. Walker is 
recovering from an injury that limited his play last year. Peter 
Gallagher and Gavin O'Connor man the outside linebacking 
spots and three other letterwinners are available for duty ata 
linebacker slot. This area will cause lots of grief for enemy 
offenses. 

All-ivy League performer Tim Chambers heads up this 
three-man secondary unit. Chambers led Penn with three 
interceptions last year and was the club's second leading 
tackler with 116 stops. Ross Armstrong and Duane Hewlett 
will also start in the Quaker deep backfield while versatile 
Keenan Nix can be counted on at either a safety or corner- 
back spot. 

Senior Fernando Becattini will handle the placekicking 
chores for the Quakers this year after the graduation loss of 
three-year vet Dave Shulman. Sam Coroniti brings his 37.0- 
yard per punt average back to the City of Brotherly Love. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Quakers look to be 
the class of the conference this season and they will be 
the team to beat In the Ivy. Don’t be surprised if the 
Quakers earn a share or the whole league crown in '84. 
The best is yet to come at Penn.

Dartmouth went into the last game 
of the ’83 season looking for a share 
of the lvy League crown but the Big 
Green fell to Penn,38-14, losing 
any chance for its fair share. The Hanover, New Hampshire 
squad finished at 4-2-1 in the conference (4-5-1 overall) butit 
should find itself in the thick of the Ivy title chase in the 
coming campaign. 

“We thought we would be in the picture (in '83) this year, 
and we were, right up until the end. Sure it was disappointing 
to lose, but this team has given us a lot of good play, and 
we're proud of them,” stated Yukica after his team fell to 
Penn. 

But you can expect Dartmouth to be in the hunt. Yukica’s 
team, which shared the title in ’82, has a habit of making its 
presence felt in this conference. He gets his teams to play. 

Yukica, who was a longtime head coach at Boston College 
where he did a solid job, returned to the lvy League a few 
years back and immediately returned Dartmouth to winning 
ways. He is an accomplished mentor and he has made a 
home at charming Hanover. 

Joe Yukica welcomes back a solid nucleus but he must 
replace quarterback Francis Polsinello, who was a very 
effective signal-caller for the Big Green last season. He 
completed 141 of 229 passes for 1,952 yards and nine TD's. 
The leading candidate for the job is Michael Caraviello, who 
was the main backup last season. He threw 19 aerials in 
limited action. Caraviello, who was injured in ’83, is a former 
rookie of the year. 

Leading the running game will be senior tailback Richard 
Weissman, who rushed for 584 yards and scored TD'son the 
ground last season. He also caught 29 passes for 295 yards 
and another score. Rob Brown and Tom Stephens are the 
other top prospects in the backfield. 

Weissman is the leading returning receiver but other top 
targets figure to be split end Michael Viccora, who had 19 
receptions in '83, and tight end Matthew Burke, who hauled 
down nine aerials a season ago. 

The offensive line will be paced by tackle Mike Martin, who 
is the best returning lineman. Bob Saylor will replace the 
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departed Mark Pare at center while Robert Rech and Slade 
Schuster could be the starting guards. 

The Big Green must improve its running game, which 
averaged only 2.7 per rush last season. Dartmouth was 
outrushed by an average of over 70 yards per outing in 83. 
The passing game should again be solid behind Caraviello, 
who is a proven performer at the position. 

Defensively, the Big Green will be paced by the defensive 
backfield trio of SCott Kehoe, a cornerback, safety Dan 
Carson and Greg Cole. These three will spearhead Dart- 
mouth’s defensive effort out of its multiple 50 scheme in the 
year ahead. 

Ed Simpson returns at one linebacker spot while Len 
Fontes and Peter Wade the other top linebacking conten- 
ders. Andy Osman, Mike Oniskey and Kevin Quinn will be 
the leading contenders for playing time along the defensive 
front. 

There are clearly some holes to fill on this defensive unit, 
but Yukica and his staff have proben they can rebuild over- 
night. Yukica’'s staff is one of the more solid ones in the 
league. 

The Big Green will play four home games and five away in 
the year to come. Dartmouth will open with a pair of Hanover 
encounters against Penn and New Hampshire and will meet 
powerful Holy Cross, which holds a significant edge over all 
Ivy foes. Outside of the Cross, the toughest road assign- 
ments appear to be trips to Yale, Cornell and Princeton. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Big Green’ does 
have some rebuilding to do, especially on the defensive 
side of scrimmage, but as stated before, Yukica has a 
knack for rebuilding in a hurry and getting his team to 
play. 

The running game should be improved and the pas- 
sing attack will be solid behind Caraviello, so a great 
deal depends on the play of the defense. If it comes 
through as hoped, then the Big Green will find them- 
selves in the thick of the lvy race in '84. The forecast here 
is for a winning season. 
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Carm Cozzais still smarting from last 
season's results. The 1983 cam- 
paign, simply stated, was the worstin 
Yale’s 111 years of intercollegiate 
football. Fans in New Haven could not imagine suffering 
through that bad a year. After all, the 4-6 record posted in 1982 
was Cozza’s first losing figure since 1971. The Elis man- 
aged to gain that one victory, a 28-21 setback over Princeton, 
after eight straight frustrating losses, Injuries and inexperi- 
ence hampered Yale last season. Dropping three games by a 
field goal or less didn't help matters either. Still, there is good 
news for Yale—most of last year’s youngsters have gained 
experience and have matured. Several members of the injury- 
plagued unit return healthy. 

Yale will probably not blaze a trail to the top of the league 
standings, though the talent available could have an impact on 
the Ivy race. Running the offense is veteran signal-caller Mike 
Curtin. A 6-3, 185-pound junior from Salt Lake City, Curtin 
threw for 837 yards in just five contests as a starter and a pair 
of performances as a reserve. An ankle tendon injury kept him 
on the sidelines for part of the 1983 season and that should be 
properly healed by the season-opener against Brown. Sopho- 
more Michael Stewart is the leading contender for the backup 
role as Yale's previous subs have been shifted to different 
positions. 

Cozza has to be concerned about the lack of a potent 
tailback. In the past, the Elis have had stars like Calvin Hill, 
Dick Jauron, Kenny Hill and Rich Diana in the backfield. Last 
year, Paul Andrie performed well (717 yards) despite playing 
with a broken arm. Dave Kline, a 6-2 junior, gained experience 
and rushed for 64 yards when Andrie missed time. Letterwin- 
ner Paul Spivack and sophomore Ed Macauley (380 yards as 
a member of the freshman team) are the other candidates for 
the position. Fullback prospects include monogram winner 
Chip Bonny and sophomore John Risley. 

Sophomore Kevin Moriarty, whose first varsity reception 
went for a touchdown against Brown, led the Elis in catches 
with 27. He is the leading aerial threat again, though the 
supporting cast appears capable. Senior split end Kevin Quin- 
livan pulled in 12 tosses and averaged over 20 yards per grab. 
Junior Eugene Profit, the school’s record-holder in the 55- 
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meter dash, is back after suffering through an injury-filled 
1983. Mike Luzzi, a reserve quarterback, is expected to chal- 
lenge Profit for the wingback slot vacated by Roger Javens, 
who was Yale’s second-leading receiver with 23 receptions. 
Senior Andy Marwede occupies the tight end position. 

A pair of seniors anchor the offensive line. Captain Marty 
Martinson, a 6-2 center, and 6-1 left guard Steve Anderer are 
the only starters returning to the trenches. Veteran Steve 
Skwara, a 6-2 junior, is the favorite to nail down one tackle 
berth if he can stay injury-free. Competition for the other two 
first-team assignments is keen. Senior Rich Powers, a 6-6 
senior, moves to the front from tight end. Juniors Roger Ander- 
son and Jim Maxwell join sophomores Chris Martin, Ken Lund, 
Mike Comeau and George Matthews will challenge for playing 
time. 

With seven regulars returning, the defense should improve. 
The Elis were outscored 272-138, so the unit has to play better 
if the team is to gain more victories. The linebacking position 
was a trouble spot last season, though the return of Carmen 
llacqua, who missed all of the 1983 season with a shoulder 
injury, will help. The 6-1 junior was Yale's third-leading stopper 
in 1982 with 35 tackles. Junior Ardel McKenna adapted well to 
his linebacker berth, recording 89 stops last year. 

Second team All-Ilvy selection John Zanielski heads up the 
line contingent. The 6-1 senior middle guard led the Elis in 
tackles with 102 while recording eight quarterback sacks and 
13 tackles for a loss. Returning starter Kaare Kolstad will have 
an added burden of responsibility as All-lvy choice, captain 
Tom Giella (61 hits) has graduated. 

Three regulars are back to pace the secondary. Ivy League 
interception leader Tim Kotkiewicz and two-year starter Bob 
Dooley join junior Steve Penders in the lineup. Senior Tony 
Resch, junior John Shannon and sophomore Mike Flannery 
are the potential replacements for departed Jim Campbell at 
monster back. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Playing six of nine con- 
tests at home will help as Yale bounces back from its 
worst season ever. In fact, if the opposition takes the Elis 
lightly, watch out. 
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The John Anderson era at Brown 
has come to a close. The highly 
respected mentor has left the 
Rhode Island school with a mark of 
60-39-2. His last few editions of the Bruins were disappoint- 
ing, but his career mark at the school should allow him to be 
rememebered as one of the institution's finest coaches. 

He is deserving of such a place in Brown football history. 
The new man on the spot at Brown is John Rosenberg, who 
most recently worked on Jim Mora’s Philadelphia Stars staff. 

Before joining the USFL team, Rosenberg had spent nine 
years on Joe Paterno’s coaching staff at Penn State. He 
worked with the linebackers and deep backs at Happy Valley 
as well as being considered a very solid recruiter. 

Rosenberg has an Ivy League background. He played 
linebacker at Harvard from 1964 through '66 and he received 
his master's degree at Penn State. So the mentor has the 
perfect background to join the Ivy: He was schooled at 
Harvard and learned his football under the brilliant Paterno. It 
could prove to be very powerful breeding, indeed. 

Rosenberg welcomes back 33 monogram winners, includ- 
ing 12 starters from last year’s 4-5-1 squad. He will be 
looking for more consistency, both offensively and defen- 
sively. 

The Bruins moved the football effectively last season, 
especially on the ground, but they need to improve pass 
defense, which was generous to a fault last season. The 
Bruins must also cut down on their turnover total in the year 
ahead. They lost the football a whopping 37 times in '83. It is 
hard to win football games when you make a truckload of 
mistakes. Brown was also a very heavily penalized team last 
year. 

Six regulars return on the attack but the Bruins will need to 
find a new quarterback for the departed Joe Potter. Center 
Chris Vaughn will anchor the offensive front from his center 
position, while split end Brad McCualley and tight end Rich 
Chapman will prove to be excellent targets in the coming 
campaign. 

The Bruins will rely on an excellent pair of running backs in 
Steve Heffernan and Jamie Popkul. Both are very solid 
performers and both players have exhibited breakaway

dimensions on more than once occasion. Look for Rosen- 
berg and his new staff to build his club around these two 
performers. 

Defensively, the Bruins will undoubtedly have a different 
look and a different attitude under the new head coach. 
Leading the way will be outstanding defensive tackle Ted 
Moskala, who is destined for big things. He will be a defen- 
sive force in '84. 

Others to watch include defensive end Bruce Taylor and 
defensive back Peter Gunderman.

Joe Restic's 
crew—which finished 5-2-1 in Ivy League competition last 
fal-—has been ravaged by commencement exercises with 
just 22 lettermen returning from a year ago. Some 29 letter- 
winners have departed the scene at Cambridge, leaving 
more than a couple of holes. Filling them will not be a joy for 
Restic—who enters his 14th year at the school. 

Harvard made its championship stand last fall with a stingy 
defense that surrendered a league low 12 touchdowns. That 
was one of four conference marks set by the defense. This 
year’s group does boast a solid secondary but there are few 
other bright spots for the Crimson crew. 

Up front, Harvard lost four of five starting defensive line- 
men to graduation. This year’s frontrunner at the vacant 
nose guard post is Dave Fanikos—who filled in admirably 
when regular Bruno Perdoni was sidelined with a hand in- 
jury. Fanikos will be pressured for playing time by another 
senior, Ron Hobart. Harvard's tackle tandem is light on 
experience but senior Barry Ford should contribute. Ford 
suffered through an internal stomach injury and was kayoed 
early on. A batch of past letterwinners will fight for playing 
time at the opposite tackle. The loss of All-ivy League defen- 
sive end Mark Mead puts a huge dent into Harvard's armor 
but Steve Anderson and Peter Mielach should help out. 

A couple of severe linebacking losses will create huge 
defensive holes for Harvard. After all, former captain Joe 
Azelby was the team’s leading tackler for the past three 
seasons and Andy Nolan was a prized jewel on the other 
side. Even their back-ups from last year’s 6-2-2 team have 
graduated. Restic is relying on one senior—Dan Bennett— 
and a batch of junior contenders to nail down starting berths. 

Two starters have departed from Harvard's rugged secon- 
dary of one year ago but this still figures to be a strong area 
for the Crimson. Returning to the fold are juniors Ken Tarczy 
and K.C. Smith—who got to play when injuries sidelined 
some teammates. Tarczy is slated to handle a cornerback 
berth while Smith is stationed at the “adjuster” position left 
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vacated by graduate Jeff Howkins. Brian Bergstrom swiped 
a team high three interceptions last year and contributed 33 
tackles. His return to a cornerback spot helps immensely. 
Senior Bill Hyland and juniors John Black and Cecil Cox will 
all look to chip in from a deep backfield spot. 

Finding the right quarterback has been an annual problem 
at Harvard and this year is no different. The Crimson have as 
many as six players fighting for the starting job. Senior Tony 
DiCesare suffered a shoulder injury last fall but he still leads 
a list of candidates here. Eric Fee, Ron Kind, Greg Kouvelas 
and Dennis Vecchi will also be heard from in the quarter- 
backing wars. 

Harvard has a solid tailback returning in second leading 
rusher Mark Vignali. This senior starter collected 586 rushing 
yards and four touchdowns for the Ivy Leaguers last year. 
Junior Robert Santiago will be an adequate reserve here. At 
fullback, the Crimson counts on Brian Cooke who rushed just 
five times last year. 

Tight end Steve Abbott was recently tabbed Harvard's 
1984 captain and his return bolsters the receiving corps. 
Harvard did lose its second all-time leading pass-cacther in 
John O'Brien. 

There are some highlights to this Harvard offense—which 
does figure to slip a notch or so in the year ahead. The 
offensive line boasts some quality performers from the mid- 
dle of the wall and over—heading to the right. Six-foot-five 
center Sam Jensen is back for his final year at Harvard and 
he will team up front with right tackle Roger Caron and senior 
guard Mike Pascucci. Caron is the best of this remaining lot 
after acquiring All-Ivy honors last fall. Seniors Ben Thio and 
Reggie Davis are penciled in to start at left guard and left 
tackle, respectively. 

Graduation also stole Jim Villanueva from the Crimson 
ranks. Villanueva set a school record for most career points 
by a kicker with 139. His loss hurts a ton. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Harvard just lost too 
much to graduation for it to compete for the Ivy title in 
the year ahead. Restic has to rebuild both offensively 
and defensively and the Crimson will show the effects, 
especially early in the season. 
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Maxie Baughan begins his second 
season at the Ithaca school looking 
to continue the late-season surge 
that saw his Big Red rebound from 
an 0-6-1 start to finish at a fairly competitive 3-6-1. 

That three-game winning string to end the campaign 
bodes well for the football fortunes of Cornell in the year 
ahead, 

Baughan, a man with a great deal of NFL and college 
football experience, suprised many with his jump to the Ivy 
League. At first it was a tough transition for both the coach 
and his players, but by season's end the team had grasped 
Maxie's systems. The Big Red outscored its last three oppo- 
nents 104-43. 

The coaching staff welcomes back 28 monogram winners 
(30 were lost to graduation), inicuding six offensive and five 
defensive regulars from a season ago. “Our players learned 
what winning was all about in those last three games, stated 
Baughan. 

The backfield should be solid despite the loss of All- 
America Derrick Harmon, who was simply an outstanding 
performer. The returnees are quarterback Shawn Maguire 
and fullbacks Tony Baker and Mark Miller. The latter broke 
his foot in the opener against Penn and was lost for the 
campaign. Baker will be moved from fullback to tailback 
where he will replace Harmon. Tony Paul and Bob Borroff 
will provide the depth behind Baker. Maguire started every 
game behind center last season and the junior should be 
improved from the experience. Kari Marzec and Stuart 
Mitchell will be looking for playing time at the quarterback 
position. 

Flanker Jim Perrello, a junior, will be the Big Red's top 
receiver. The former quarterback came on strong last sea- 
son. Also returning is senior Steve Garrison. Sophomores 
Dave Dishaw and Tom Malone will make their presence felt 
at the tight end position. 

With only one starter returning along the offensive front the 
area will present a huge challenge to.the coaching staff. 
Guard John Gabe! will be a starter on the left side while Tom 
Cifrino and Steve Idziur are returning lettermen at center and 
tackle respectively. Other good prospects include Dom 
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Albanese, who came on strong last season, and center Mike 
Wagner, who sat out last season as a transfer. 

The defense return four regulars and punter George Col- 
trin in the coming campaign. John Passalacqua returns at 
defensive tackle while the other returnees are outside line- 
backer Jim Studnicka and deep backs Jeff Palazzese and 
Greg Hofstetter. 

Joining Passalacqua along the defensive front will be 
Robert DeSantis and Kurt Reardon. Either could start at the 
other tackle position. Sean Kenny and Howard Feiler are the 
leading candidates at defensive end. 

Studnicka, who mans at outside post, will be joined at 
linebacker by Mark Eramo, Keith Bakowski and Dan McMa- 
hon. Mike Jones, Mike Lally and Tom Benardo will compete 
for the inside position. 

Cornell used a nickle defense much of the time in ‘83 by 
employing a third safety. Both starting corners return in 
Hofsetter and Palazzese but a new set of safeties must be 
found. Scott Sidman, Bill Borden and Brian Sulc, a sopho- 
more, are the leading candidates at the present time. This is 
an area that greatly concerns the staff. 

Coltrin returns to handle the punting but he had better 
improve on his 32.3 average of a year ago. Bill Goldy, who 
was injured a great deal of last season, returns to again take 
care of the placements. 

The Big Red will play five games in Ithaca this season and 
an equal number on the road. The non-league competition 
will be furnished by Colgate and Bucknell. Cornell opens the 
season with a pair of home encounters and will welcome 
Princeton, Brown, Dartmouth and Penn to its New York 
home in this season to come. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Big Red did close 
the '83 campaign In strong fashion but it did have some 
holes to fill. Baughan Is a very solid football man and his 
team will undoubtedly play hard-hitting, all-out football, 
but the feeling here is that the Big Red will barely stay 
out of the Red In the coming campaign. Let’s call ita .500 
season. 
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Frank Navarro’s six-year tenure at 
Princeton has included many highs 
and lows. In 1979, his second sea- 
son as head coach, the Tigers cap- 
tured their first of three consecutive winning seasons. So 
much for the positives as Princeton slumped during the past 
two campaigns, including last year's 4-6 performance. 
Navarro’s club dropped five of its final six contests and 
finished in sixth place in the Ivy League. 

With seven offensive and seven defensive starters return- 
ing, the Tigers have the potential to reach or exceed the .500 
mark. During Navarro’s reign, Princeton has had several 
standout signal-callers, led by current Washington Redskin 
Bob Holly and Brent Woods, who led the nation in total 
offense in 1982 while establishing several school standards. 
Junior Doug Butler is the latest to pace the high-flying aerial 
attack. 

The 6-1, 180-pound Butler set an NCAA mark for most 
passes attempted without an interception at 55 while rewrit- 
ting numerous standards. The lvy League Sophomore of the 
Year completed 224 tosses for 3,175 yards and 25 touch- 
downs. Can Butler duplicate those impressive numbers? A 
lot will depend on senior Derek Graham, an All-lvy League 
selection and an All-East performer, who caught 84 balls for 
1,321 yards and 11 touchdowns. 

While Graham is an explosive pass-catching threat, Prin- 
ceton will have to find a replacement for flanker Kevin 
Guthrie. The lvy League's all-time leading receiver, Guthrie 
pulled in 88 receptions in 1983 and concluded his collegiate 
days with 193 grabs for 2,646 yards and 16 touchdowns. 
Senior Ken Hart and juniors Mark Dexter and Ted Fire will 
contend for the vacancy. The battle for the starting tight end 
job is also intriguing as junior Greg Luczak was an adequate 
substitute for injury-plagued Greg Kaiser last season. 

Guthrie isn't the only star lost to graduation. The ground 
game is without workhorse tailback Ralph Ferraro, who 
finished with 1,669 yards of total offense. Ferraro was the 
third back in Princeton's 115-year history to break the single- 
season, 1,000-yard rushing barrier, running for 1,012 yards 
on 254 carries, the latter a school record. Inexperienced 
candidates for the tailback position include juniors Dave 
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Ackerman and Chris Ratliff, as well as senior Dan Pellegrino. 
Ackerman was hampered by a knee injury early last season. 
Senior Mike Coveny is the returning regular at fullback. 

Senior co-captain Chal Taylor heads up the blocking 
corps. A 6-1, 280-pound guard, Taylor was voted second 
team All-lvy in 1983. Another senior, 6-3 Jack DeWalt, is the 
leading prospect at the other guard. Experienced performers 
Alonzo Bell, a 6-2 senior, and 6-4 junior Eric Dreiband, 
occupy the tackle positions. The lone question mark is at 
center, where juniors Felix Riccio and Kevin Slayden are the 
top prospects to fill the void left by the graduation of three- 
year starter Steve Stearns. 

The Tigers have to improve their defense after yielding 
277 points, almost four touchdowns a game. The top two 
tacklers of a year ago, linebackers Glenn Tilley and Andy 
Sanzaro, will be missed. The duo combined for 223 stops 
and four interceptions. Anthony DiTomasso, a 6-1 junior, 
should grab one of the openings after totaling 43 tackles in a 
reserve role. On the line, a number of seniors dominate. At 
the tackle spots Mark Berggren, a defensive co-captain, and 
Mark von Kreuter, the leading quarterback sacker with six, 
provide experience and leadership. Kevin Patrick, a second 
team All-ivy choice, handles one end post while Mark Pet- 
ruzziello and Brian Hetherington contend for the other berth. 

Record-setting senior Eric Robinson spearheads the 
secondary. The 5-11, 171-pounder was voted to the All-Ivy 
second team after picking off six passes. A pair of juniors 
should also contribute to the unit’s success. Joe Harvey, 
known for his tenacious hitting, returns to the starting align- 
ment, as does incumbent safety Jim Anderson. Senior Mark 
Malias returns to challenge for a job; he suffered a knee 
injury in the 1983 season opener against Dartmouth and 
missed most of the campaign. Senior Mike Miskovsky will 
handle the placekicking after connecting on all 29 extra point 
conversions, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Butler and Graham can 
carry the bulk of the offensive load. There are several 
questions surrounding the defensive unit, especially at 


linebacker. 
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The Lions were a team without a 
home last season as Baker Field 
was being renovated. It proved 
costly as Columbia went just 1-7-2 
despite the presence of outstanding quarterback John Wit- 
kowski, who was a sixth round pick by the Lions in the recent 
NFL draft. 

Replacing Witkowski will be the coaching staff's bigggest 
obstacle this fall. Head coach Bob Naso, a Rutgers gradu- 
ate, welcomes back 22 monogram winners, including 14 
regulars. Everyone surrounding the program feels the Lions 
will have a different look this season, and not just because of 
the new look at Baker Field. 

Despite the loss of Witkowski and receivers Don Lewis 
and Bill Reggio, Naso feels his club is closer to becoming a 
winner than ever before. The strength of this year’s club 
figures to be the defense, which played only one senior 
regularly last season. 

The defense will be built around the linebackers. Juniors 
Winslow Cervantes and Dave Nickerson, the team's two top 
tacklers, will be on the inside with Rick Cavalli and Tony 
Mazzarini and Chris Guth on the outside. This figures to be a 
very solid corps. 

The defensive front will have a veteran look as well. Middle 
guard Paul Myers has improved steadily and tackles Frank 
Mambuca, Eric Dill and Bill Strack. Dan Foote and Wayne 
Snyder will provide the needed depth. 

There are definite holes in the secondary , although six 
players with considerable playing time return. This was one 
of the strongest areas on the freshmen team last fall and a 
host of youngsters will vie for playing time in this area. 

Offensively, of course, the key will be replacing Witkowski. 
Last year the talented signal-caller completed 234 of 429 
passes for 3,152 yards and 23 TD's. He will be sorely mis- 
sed, The quarterback spot is wide open with the leading 
candidates being Pete Murphy, John Ardy, last year’s back- 
up, Pete von Schoenmarchk and Henry Santos, who was a 
defensive back last season. The coaching staff believes that 
all four have the ability to throw the football. 

The receiving contingent looks solid despite the loss of 
Reggio and Lewis. The leading contenders for the vacant 
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jobs are Mike Francesconi, Jim Greene, John Garrett and 
Dan Botich. All are first-rate varsity talents. 

The running game should be improved with the return to 
form of senior Darry| Mitchell. He is a breakaway threat, who 
was hampered by an ankle injury last fall. A couple of good 
prospects from last year’s freshmen team are expected to 
contribute. 

The offensive line will be a blend of youth and experience. 
The Lions have one of the top tight ends in the nation in Dan 
Upperco, who was an All-lvy choice last season. Tackle Ed 
Barreiro and guard Len Genova will anchor the interior line 
which will be looking for a trio of new starting performers. 

The kicking game willbe in capable hands. Larry Walsh 
returns to handle the placements with Pete Murphy back to 
do the punting. The Lions, however, are looking for marked 
improvement in the return game. 

“lam quite confident that we can continue to show im- 
provement,’’stated Naso. “The lvy League should be wide 
open and we expect to make our presence felt.” 

The Lions, after spending last year on the road, will play six 
of their ten games at home this season. Lafayette and Col- 
gate will provide the non-conference competition. The 
toughest road trips figure to be excursions to Penn, Yale and 
Dartmouth. The Lions will open with two homes games and 
close the same way. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Lions were a 
dangerous offensive club behind the passing of Wit- 
kowskl last season and would have easily won a couple 
of more games had the defense been the least bit con- 
sistent. But that wasn’t the case, and while the defensive 
contingent looks improved, without Witkowski the 
Lions won't be finding the end zone with such regularity 
In the year ahead. 


Naso and his staff are extremely optimistic and the six 
home games will help, but look for the Lions to finish 
under .500 again in '84. The more things change, the 
more they remain the same. At least Baker Field got a 
face lift even if the team didn’t. 
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Howie's ‘Canes to 
Have Gusto in ’84 


Independently speaking, it was a big 
year for the schools without a confer- 
ence as Howard Schnellenberger's 
Miami Hurricanes toppled Nebraska in 
the Orange Bowl to capture the national 
title. 

It had to make the whole group proud 
as it marked the second consecutive 
season that an Independent went the 
distance. Penn State, of course, cap- 
tured the crown in '82. 

This sudden dominance bodes well 
for the Independents of the land as we 
enter into the '84 season. There are a 
host of top teams who will make their 
presence felt in the year to come. 

Leading the way is Miami, which re- 
turns a brilliant attack led by quarterback 
Bernie Kosar, the redshirt sophomore 
headed for stardom, and wide receiver 
Eddie Brown. The defense, which needs 
some rebuilding, is acceptable, but the 
schedule can only be labeled over- 
whelming. The Hurricanes will have to 
be a better team in ’84 if they intend on 
approaching last year’s 11-1 mark. 

Another top ten contingent figures to 
be Pittsburgh, which returns a solid nuc- 
leus and recruited very well. Head coach 
Foge Fazio will have another tenacious 
defensive contingent while the attack 
will be paced by offensive tackle Bill Fra- 
lic, who is the nation’s best player. 

Penn State, which will be led by the 
backfield tandem of quarterback Doug 
Strang and tailback D.J. Dozier, has the 
material to be a top ten squad, but the 
schedule is extremely difficult. It may be 
the toughest agenda a Joe Paterno 
team has ever faced. 

A few words of praise should be 
heaped on the State mentor, who is rec- 
ognized as one of thé game’s premier 
coaches. Coming off a championship 
season, his team opened the '83 cam- 
paign at 0-3, but neither he nor his kids 
quit. The Nittanies went 8-1-1 the rest of 
the way, including a big win over 
Washington in the Aloha Bowl. He play- 
ed alot youngsters down the stretch and 
those players will provide Paterno with 
an experienced nucleus this season. 
Don't expect another four-loss season 
at State. 

Another team to watch is Boston Col- 
lege, which will be led by Heisman hope- 


ful Doug Flutie. The senior signal-caller 
is the most exciting player in the land 
and he is almost impossible to defend. 

The big problem for the bowl-minded 
Eagles will road trips to Alabama, Penn 
State and Miami. It could prove costly to 
both the Eagles’ bowl aspirations and 
Flutie's Heisman bid. 

Florida State is coming off a very poor 
season by Bobby Bowden standards, 
but look for the Seminoles to be vastly 
improved, especially on the defensive 
side of scrimmage where Bowden has 
brought in some new coaches. 

Leading the offensive charge will be 
senior tailback Greg Allen, who is 
among the nation’s best backs, and 
quarterback Eric Thomas, the young 
quarterback who Bowden has rebuilt his 
attack around. The Seminoles will run 
the option more and throw downfield 
less than in recent seasons. But they will 
return to their successful ways in '84., 

One of the bigger stories of the fall will 
center around Notre Dame and Gerry 
Faust. Will the fourth year be any more 
successful than the first three? 

The Irish return a strong nucleus both 
ways, although they are a step slow de- 
fensively, Junior tailback Allen Pinkett is 
a legitimate star while sophomore quar- 
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terback Steve Beuerlein should become 
an effective offensive leader. Faust had 
another solid recruiting year, but the 
question remains: Can he become a 
solid program leader? Maybe we'll get 
the answer in the coming campaign. 

West Virginia, which has had three 
consecutive 9-3 seasons under head 
coach Don Nehlen, should slip a bit in 
the year head. The Mountaineers will 
undoubtedly miss the leadership of 
quarterback Jeff Hostetler, while the de- 
fense lost some solid performers to gra- 
duation. Nehlen has earned a rebuilding 
year. He has done an exceptional job at 
Morgantown. 

Backed by another easy slate, Bill 
Dooley’s Virginia Tech team should 
have another solid year. Last year the 
Hokies went 9-2 and produced impress- 
ive defensive stats, but it didn’t get Tech 
a bowl invitation. We guess the bowl 
committees took a long look at the sche- 
dule. Beating up on William & Mary, VMI 
et al just won't get it done Bill. 

Independents on the rise include 
South Carolina, Memphis State and 
Syracuse while Tulane, East Carolina, 
Southern Mississippi and William & 
Mary should head south in the standings 
this fall for a variety of reasons. 


Bernie Kosar led Miami to the national championship last year 
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Jim Young begins his second year 
at West Point looking to return the 
former Black Knights of the Hudson 
toa semblance of their past promin- 
ence. He didn't get it done in his first year on the job, Butthen 
he wasn't expected to. 

The Cadets have experienced only one winning season 
(1977) since 1973 and the program has pared down its 
schedule to include more lesser opponents, especially Ivy 
League clubs. 

Young surprised many by taking the job at Army after 
moving upstairs at Pudue. He had already built a reputation 
as anoted program builer with his efforts at both Purdue and 
before that Arizona. His record at the two schools was an 
impressive 69-32-1. The former Bo Schembechler assistant, 
at both Miami of Ohio and Michigan, has his work cut out for 
him at the Point. 

He has obviously undetaken a major challenge. When he 
returned last season, he stated he “missed the up and 
downs, the excitement of coaching,’”. He is looking for more 
ups then downs in the coming campaign. 

Young will welcome back a good deal of experience on the 
defensive side of scrimmage. But the contingent needs to be 
improved. 

Two of the leading returnees are linebackers Jim Gentile 
and John Rooney. Both figure to be defensive leaders in '84. 
Gentile had 134 stops last season while Rooney chipped in 
with an equally impressive 112. There is a need for depth in 
this area but the Cadets will be pretty tough to run against 
with Gentile and Rooney on the job. 

The starters along the defensive front will be Mike Stover 
at nose guard flanked by tackles Mike Newsome and Jim 
Jennings. Kurt Gutierrez will be a starter at defensive end 
with Brad Allen slated for starting duty at the other terminal. 
The depth will be provided by Bob Ulses, Lloyd Walker and 
Mike Sears. The coaching staff is hopeful that the front wall 
of the defense will respond to the challenge. 

The secondary will be paced by Dee Bryant, Eric Griffin, 
Bob Silver and Nate’Sassman. There is a good deal of 
concern in this area with depth a problem and a couple of 
youngsters taking over. 
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Young is looking for a more effective and explosive attack 
in the year ahead. It has been pushed around by the bigger 
opponents the past few seasons. 

The attack will center around the backfield contingent of 
quarterback Rob Healy, tailback Kevin McKehry and fullback 
Dave Pratt. You can look for a couple of promising newcom- 
ers to make their presence felt in this area. The Cadets could 
also use a runner who breakaway speed. 

The receiving contingent will feature Billy Noble at flanker, 
Scott Spellman at split end and Rob Dickerson at tight end. 
Jarvis Hollingsworth will vie for playing time at flanker. 

The offensive line, which needs to improve, will feature 
Dave Woolfolk at one tackle position, Chuck Matthews and 
Don Smith at the guards, Ron Rice in the pivot and Jeff 
Karsonovich at the other tackle. 

The coaching staff will be looking to make some personnel 
and position changes on the attack, so this contingent could 
have a very different look come fall. 

A punter must be found but Craig Swopa returns to handle 
the placement chores. 

The Cadets will see the world this season as they will play 
Rutgers at The Meadowlands, archrival Navy in Philadelphia 
and Montana in Tokyo. In all, Army will play five home 
games. The toughest opponents figure to be Tennessee, 
Boston College, Syracuse and Air Force. 

As stated before, the Cadets have downgraded their foot- 
ball program. It is readily seen in that Notre Dame and 
Pittsburgh, which have been pounding Army for years, aren't 
on the '84 agenda. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With a year under his 
belt, Young will have a better grasp of the Army situation 
but it will take him a couple of more seasons to return 
the Black Knights to winning ways. 

One thing in Army's favor is the schedule. It is softer 
than It has been in years. Don't be surprised to see 
Young's club win as many as ive games in the year 
ahead. We can’t look for more than that. If they can win 
five in ’84, Young and Company will have made it past 
the first exit on the long road back. 
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The last two seasons have been 

thrilling ones for the Eagles, who 

have ridden the right arm of quarter- 

back Doug Flutie to consecutive 
bowl games and a two year mark of 17-5-1. 

Cowboy Jack Bicknell welcomes back 47 monogram win- 
ners, including 16 starters, from last year’s squad which 
posted impressive victories over Clemson, Penn State and 
Alabama. The head coach will need every bit of this depth 
and experience for the Eagles will play one of the nation’s 
toughest agendas in the year ahead. Featured on the ’84 
slate will be trips to Alabama, Penn State, Miami and West 
Virginia, while North Carolina pays a visit to New England. 

Leading the offensive charge will be senior sensation 
Flutie, who along with Auburn's Bo Jackson will be a top 
Heisman candidate this fall. The scramblin’ signal-caller 
might be the nation’s most exciting performer. 

Flutie, who finished third in last year’s Heisman balloting, 
has passed for 7,279 career yards and thrown 40 TD passes. 

Seven other offensive regulars return led by junior tailback 
Troy Stradford, who rambled for 810 yards and seven scores 
despite missing three games. Only 5-8, 190, Troy is very 
explosive and surprisingly strong. Seniors Jim Browne and 
Steve Strachan will compete for the starting fullback job. 

The Eagles will surely miss All-America wide receiver 
Brian Brennan, who was nothing short of a brilliant posses- 
sion-type target. Senior George Phelan will hold down one 
wide receiver post with sophomores Kelvin Martin and 
Shawn Dombrowski also important performers. The 
coaching staff feels Martin has the tools to be a very good 
one. Scott Gieselman, one of the nation’s top tight ends, 
returns for his senior year after hauling down 45 passes for 
525 yards in 83. 

The Eagles look to be very strong along the offensive front, 
where four starters return backed by a bevy of solid perfor- 
mers. Leading the way is All-America hopeful Mark McDo- 
nald at tackle. He will be joined by senior tackle Shawn 
Regent, senior center Jack Bicknell, Jr. and guard Mark 
Bardwell. Junior guard Steve Trapilo, who saw some starting 
action late last season, will fill the one vacancy. 

The Eagles are far from an overpowering defensive foot- 
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ball team, but they return a solid nucleus (seven starters) in 
‘84. The keys will be replacing the departed pair of linebacker 
Steve DeOssie, a four-year starter, and deep back George 
Radachowsky. 

The defensive front in B.C.’s 5-2 setup will be anchored by 
All-America nose guard Mike Ruth, who is among the 
strongest and most effective down linemen in the nation. He 
will be joined by tackles Scott Harrington and Roy Norden, 
both proven performers. Soph Tom Porell and junior John 
Bosa will provide the depth. 

David ‘Joe’ Thomas is the only returning defensive end 
with starting experience, while junior Chuck Gorecki is the 
likely candidate for the other starting spot. 

DeOssie will be missed but the coaching staff feels that 
there is plenty of talent on hand. Sophomore Ted Gaffney 
won a starting job midway through the '83 campaign while 
Andy Hemmer, who was shelved with a fractured leg last 
season, Ed Von Nessen and Pete Holey appear to be the 
leading candidates for the other starting job. 

Three-fourths of the secondary returns. Seniors Dave 
Pereira, who had 75 tackles and four interceptions, and Tony 
Thurman (five interceptions) are the starting safeties. Senior 
Todd Russell returns at one cornerback spot while senior 
Neil Iton looks like the replacement for Radachowsky. 

One place where the Eagles must improve is the kicking 
game, which was below par a season ago. John Mihalik 
(38.9 on 37 punts) returns but he is anything but consistent, 
while the field goal contingent was embarrassing. B.C. con- 
nected on just 10 of 23 FG's and 29 of 40 PAT's in’83. The 
kicking game cost the Eagles the Liberty Bowl. Look for 
freshman Ken Kanzler to push incumbents Kevin Snow and 
Brian Waldron. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Obviously . . .the Eagles 
will be an explosive team offensively as Flutie remains 
one of the most difficult players in the game to defend, 
but the defense is vulnerable and the kicking game must 
Improve markedly. Still expect seven or eight wins and 
another bowl to cap Double Deuces’ brilliant career. 
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Dave Currey is the third man to 
coach at the University of Cincinnati 
over the last three years. Previous 
mentors Mike Gottfried and Watson 
Brown moved on to Kansas and Rice, respectively, and now 
it is time for the 40-year old Currey to prove himself again 
after seven seasons as head man at Long Beach State. He 
compiled a 40-36 mark during his stay at Long Beach. 

The new coach has enjoyed great success with quarter- 
backs. Over the years, he has worked with the likes of 
Heisman Trophy winner Jim Plunkett, Guy Benjamin and 
more recently, Todd Dillon. Now he gets the opportunity to 
handle another outstanding prospect at signal-caller, Troy 
Bodine. All Bodine did was complete 127 of 209 tries for 
1643 yards and 13 touchdowns. The Bearcats relied heavily 
on the transfer from Fullerton Junior College, and he per- 
formed well before an injury in the sixth game of the season 
left him on the sidelines. 

Bodine has fractured a bone in his left (non-throwing) arm 
on three different occasions during his collegiate career, 
including that sixth contest a year ago, and the threat of 
another injury could spell trouble for Cincinnati. After all, the 
Bearcats face a rough schedule which includes games 
against defending national champion Miami of Florida, as 
well as showdowns versus SEC powers Auburn, Alabama 
and Florida. While the 6-2 Bodine is the main performer, 
there are other capable passers waiting for an opportunity. 
Sophomore redshirt Dan McCoin joins prep standouts A. J. 
Nieman and Kyle Frondorf as reserves. 

Even though the Bearcats lose standout Bill Booze (33 
receptions, 503 yards), the receiving corps avai able for 
Bodine appears to be strong. Sppedster Jason Stargel, who 
caught 32 aerials for a team-high 680 yards and seven 
touchdowns, is a deep threat at flanker. Deno Foster, ham- 
pered by a bad knee for over a year, is back at full strength. 
There is competition for the split end position as Arnaz Perry, 
a transfer from Vanderbilt, will challenge Foster for a starting 
spot. Sophomore Malcolm Darden could also contend for 
playing time. The tight end job is up for grabs with Ed McCall 
the lone experienced returnee. Dave Warner, a JUCO team- 
mate of Bodine’s, could also fit in. 
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The rushing game did not dominate last season as Cincin- 
nati did not have a 1000-yard ground gainer for the first time 
in four years. Tailback Reggie Taylor, a 5-7 sophomore, 
would have had a shot at it, but he didn’t play until the third 
game of the season when he was inserted into the lineup due 
to a teammate’s injury. When given the opportunity, Taylor 
made the most of it, scampering for 784 yards, averaging five 
yards per carry. The lack of an established veteran at full- 
back has to concern Currey. Replacing team MVP Don 
Goodman is a difficult task. McKinley Lancaster, a six-foot 
sophomore, was used in a reserve role last season. He is 
joined by Clifton Pendergrass, a back-up tailback the past 
three years, and JUCO transfer Alton Long as candidates for 
the opening. 

Three senior starters are back on the defensive line, giving 
Currey an experienced group to utilize. Tackles Cornelius 
Clark and Johnnie Murphy are joined by noseguard Caesar 
Rushing up front. The trio doesn't have great size, though the 
quickness is there. The linebacking corps is not as strong as 
the three regulars lost represent the three leading tacklers on 
last year’s squad. Alex Gordon, who cracked the starting 
lineup at an outside linebacker slot, is the lone regular return- 
ing. Boyd Jackson and Keathus Liggons have limited experi- 
ence at the other outside position while sophomore Dan 
Sellers is the top prospect at one inside opening. 

A mixture of youngsters and veterans combine to form an 
interesting secondary. Three-year monogram winner Scott 
Ivy handles the strong side cornerbacking duties while junior 
strong safety Brad Nothacker is also a lock to start. Juniors 
Rob Brown and Rob Niehoff are the top candidates at weak- 
side cornerback and free safety respectively. 

The kicking game should be better thanks to a year of 
experience. Shaun Burdick handles the punting chores while 
Mike Morton is the placekicker. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Playing such a rough 
schedule could be hazardous to Currey's health. If 
Bodine can stay healthy, the Bearcats could improve on 
last year’s 4-6-1 mark, though exceeding a .500 mark will

After back-to-back 8-4 seasons 

which included trips to the NCAA 

Division I-AA playoffs, Colgate will 

be hard pressed for an encore. 
Coach Fred Dunlap has a major challenge in front of him as 
24 seniors have graduated, including two members of the 
potent starting backfield. 

It is going to be a hard task, but finding replacements for 
tailback Rich Erenberg and fullback Gil Terenzi is a must. A 
Division I-AA All-America selection, Erenberg rushed for 
1,883 yards and scored an incredible 21 touchdowns in 
1983. During his collegiate career, he broke 12 NCAA Divi- 


sion I-AA records. Terenzi, plagued by injuries a year ago,- 


still gained 210 yards and caught 15 passes. Senior Stacy 
Hall, the school’s ninth-leading all-time ground gainer with 
1,586 yards, is slated to take over for Erenberg. Senior 
co-captain Bob Clark was an effective substitute for Terenzi 
and he should own the starting spot this time around. 

While Erenberg and Terenzi will be missed, quarterback 
Steve Calabria returns for his final campaign. The 6-5, 212- 
pound honorable mention All-America signal-caller is the 
nation's top returning Division I-AA passer in career yardage 
with 6,135 yards. He holds 29 school records and completed 
188 of 353 attempts for 2447 yards and 18 touchdowns last 
season. During his tenure as starting quarterback, Calabria 
has recorded an impressive 23-10 mark. Also incredible is 
the fact that he has thrown a touchdown in 26 of his 33 
games as the regular. 

Despite the loss of starting flanker and leading pass- 
catcher Joe Kozak (34 receptions, 575 yards, eight touch- 
downs), the receiving corps is strong and experienced. 
Senior Steve Kinney and junior Tom Stenglein ranked 2-3 
respectively in receptions, combining for 49 aerials worth 
763 yards and six touchdowns. Also joining the starting 
lineup is sophomore Brian Salerno, who gained experience 
by pulling in 13 passes in eight games. 

Dunlap has to be slightly concerned about his offensive 
line. Left guard Mark McDonald is the only starter back in the 
trenches, though four second-teamers appear ready to step 
in. Left tackle Don Day, right tackle Don Franklin, right guard 
Rich Clancy and center Mike Smith could be called upon 
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immediately and all have some playing experience. Marc 
Lower, John Grabarits, Dan Hurwitz, Scott Lesperance and 
Eric Andersen will also contend for playing time. 

The linebacking corps will have to spearhead the defense 
as the line is somewhat suspect. Senior co-captain John 
McCabe, the team's top tackler with 116 stops, joins senior 
Tim Driver, a two-year starter who recorded 95 stops in 
1983, as the key performers. Senior John Torres is a pros- 
pect at one of the outside linebacker positions. Also available 
for duty are juniors John Muckstadt and Jim Lewis, senior 
Shaun Deasy and sophomore Steve Bauman. 

Four regulars from the line will be missed. There are a 
number of talented candidates for berths, though the contin- 
gent lacks experience, Seniors Mike Connor and Dave 
Young are the best bets for the first-team openings though 
Joe Rhoades, Chris Kirby and Matt Tengi could also fit in. Bill 
Hecht and Tom LeRoup have been shifted from outside 
linebacker to contend with senior Tony Rusnak, sophomore 
Howard Jackson and juniors Tom Batis and Pete Holmes for 
the end slots. 

A young secondary could be tested by opposing quarter- 
backs. Senior cornerback Eugene Robinson returns healthy 
after breaking his leg midway through the 1983 campaign. 
Juniors Dave Reed (interception leader with three) and Mike 
Todisco also have experience at the corners. Three juniors 
will fight for the two safety assignments. Neil Viserto has the 
edge at free safety while a decision must be made between 
Walt Lopus and Tony Thompson for the strong safety job. 

The kicking game is sound as senior Mark Brown handles 
the punting and the placekicking chores belong to sopho- 
more Mike Powers. Brown, returning for his third season, 
averaged 35.7 yards per boot while Powers set several 
school standards for placement scoring, including marks for 
most field goals in a game, most consecutive three-pointers 
made and points by a kicker in one season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Red Raiders will not 
only miss Erenberg, who was drafted by the Steelers, 
but a number of defensive starters and offensive line- 
men also will be hard to replace. Even with Calabria, this 
must be considered a rebuilding yorr,

All that stood between the Pirates 
and a possible perfect season were 
13 points and three trips to the Sun- 
shine State. Ed Emory’s club lost to 
Florida, Florida State and Miami by the unlucky 13 and 
finished the campaign at 8-3. 

The Pirates, who hail from the tiny town of Greenville, 
North Carolina were deserving of a bowl bid last season. 

Many talented performers from the team that the Associ- 
ated Press tabbed 19th in the country have departed. Inex- 
perience runs rampant. In a word, East Carolina must re- 
build. Quarterback questions abound and the defensive line 
must pick up the pieces after losing the majority of last year's 
players. Chuck in the loss of All-America offensive tackle 
Terry Long and you’ve got some problems. 

Head eoach Ed Emory—who has flourished in the job 
since Pat Dye left as Pirate mentor—will again unleash his 
option-! offense. That may be a constant but little else is for 
this ECU attack. For the third consecutive season a new 
offensive coordinator has been hired. This time the honors 
go to Don Murty, formerly of Southwestern Louisiana. Mur- 
ry's initial task will be to find the right quarterback for this 
oft-explosive attack. Sophomore Darrell Speed may be aptly 
named but lack of game time may force a slow start. Fresh- 
man Ron Jones and junior Robbie Bartlett also figure in the 
signal-calling plans. None of the three have ever taken a 
snap at East Carolina. 

inexperience is also a problem at fullback where Earnest 
Byner has graduated. Senior Reggie Branch has been Byn- 
er's backup for two straight seasons so the coaching staff 
will, at least, get to insert a player with some knowledge of 
the Pirate offense. Branch rushed for 166 yards a year ago. 
Tailbacks Tony Baker and Jimmy Walden will again split 
time. That was successful last season as the duo combined 
for just under 1,000 yards rushing. 

An experienced and talented wide receiving corps also is 
cause for celebration for the Pirate coaches. Seniors Ricky 
Nichols and Henry Williams shared the flanker spot last fall 
and both sport tremendous breakaway speed. Stefon and 
Amos Adams—a brother combination—are the primary 
targets at split end where the former snared 20 balls for team 
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high. That was 20 out of the East Carolina total of 91 recep- 
tions. The Pirates don’t pass much but they can surprise. 

Senior Damon Pope hauls down the tight end spot—thus 
filling out the East Carolina pass-catching corps. 

Depth is not a big problem along the offensive line even 
though Long, John Robertson and John Floyd have all com- 
pleted their eligibility. Among the returnees are left tackle 
Tim Dumas and right guard Norman Quick—both physical 
players. Tim Mitchell—a reserve center a year ago—will 
assume that starting spot this time around. 

There are some serious problems along the defensive 
front in this standard 5-2 alignment. Nose guard Chris Santa 
Cruz was moved from a linebacking spot in mid-season and 
performed admirably at his new position. Santa Cruz, 
though, is the only real experienced player up front for these 
Pirates. 

The defensive end slots don’t look much better. While 
Emory likes the talent he knows the inexperience will hurt. 
Kevin Banks contributed to the 1982 East Carolina club but 
he sat out last season. Junior Willie Mack figures to garner 
the remaining end post. 

P.J. Jordan is the top returning tackler on this defense 
after finishing third in total stops a year back. Jordan will man 
one of the two linebacking spots while Tyrone Johnson 
grabs hold of the other LB position. Johnson did not start last 
year but he did see a considerable amount of time. 

Incumbent cornerbacks Kevin Walker and Calvin Adams 
shore up the East Carolina secondary. Walker paced ECU 
defenders with five interceptions last season. 

Special teams was a plus for the Pirates last year as kick 
returner Henry Williams averaged 31.1 yards per return. He 
also added four TDs—two via punt runbacks. Jeff Heath and 
Jeff Bolch are quite capable at their placekicking and punting 
spots, respectively. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Pirates won't take 
anyone by surprise this season and they will have trou- 
ble with a schedule that features seven road tests. If the 
defense doesn’t come through, Emory’s crew will 
struggle.

A nightmarish season ended on a 
high note for the Seminoles when 
the Tribe crushed North Carolina 
28-3 in the Peach Bowl to finish the 


campaign at 7-5. 

| The game was a vindication of sorts for Bobby Bowden 
and his staff after the embarrassing nationally televised 

beating the Seminoles took at the hands of the Florida 

Gators. 

But '83 is history and Bowden and Company are looking 
for bigger and better things in the year to come. The 
coaching staff welcomes back 35 letter winners, including 
eight offensive and six defensive regulars. It is on defense 
where State has a major reconstruction job to do. The unit 
was generous to a fault last season. 

It is back to basics for State as the '84 offense will be built 
around the option talents of quarterback Eric Thomas and 
the running ability of Heisman candidate Greg Allen. Tho- 
mas can throw the football despite his running reputation, but 
most of all he is a winner. 

Allen, a surefire All-America, ran for 1,134 yards and 13 
TD's despite a couple of nagging injuries. He will have a 
brilliant senior season. Allen will be backed up by talented 
junior Roosevelt Snipes, who gained 629 yards in ‘83. The 
fullback will be Cedric Jones. 

When the Seminoles do put the ball in the air they will be 
looking for wide receivers Jessie Hester, a senior who 
caught 31 passes last season, and Hassan Jones. Junior 
Pete Panton is the top tight end candidate. Steve Nicklaus, 
Herb Gainer and Kevin Griffis will provide the depth. 

Anchoring the offensive front will be All-South juniors John 
lonata and Jamie Dukes. lonata will return at quick tackle 
with Duke the strong guard. Jim Thomson, the strong tackle, 
also returns along the offensive front. Sophomore Parrish 
Barwick, who redshirted last season, will make his presence 
felt, most likely at quick guard. Tim Flasher will be the center 
backed by Marty Riggs. 

Defensively, the Seminoles are looking for the quick fix. 
Mickey Andrews replaces Jack Stanton as the team’s defen- 
sive coordinator and Bowden wants a defensive game plan 
so simple “that even | can understand it”. 
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Andrews, who helped build a national championship de- 
fense at Clemson in the late 70's, inherits a defense that 
allowed 28 points and over 380 yards per game last season. 

The Seminoles will utilize a 3-4 alignment with Gerald 
Williams and Isaac Williams at the tackles and Todd Stroud 
slated to start at nose guard. The outside linebackers will be 
returning starter Brian Williams and Garth Jax, while the 
inside linebackers will be Henry Taylor and Prince Matt. 
Terry Warren, Stanley Scott, Fred Jones and Ulysses 
Roberson will provide the depth. 

Eric Riley and Rocky Kinsey return at the corners with 
Brian McCrary at weak safety and Joe Wessel pencilled in as 
the starting strong safety. 

When a defense performs as poorly as State's did last 
season and a new coordinator takes over, you can expect 
changes, especially in the deep defense. It is back to basics 
for the Seminoles, especially for the defense. 

The State kicking game looks strong with Louis Berry, a 
sophomore, the punter (42.2 average, 37 punts) while fresh- 
man Derek Schmidt is expected to handle the placekicker 
chores. 

The schedule is easier than the Seminoles have experi- 
enced in recent years. Six home games dot the agenda with 
the top foes being Auburn and Florida. The Seminoles will 
pay visits to Kansas, Miami-Fla, Memphis State, Arizona 
State and South Carolina. With the defending champion 
Hurricanes the only tough opponent in the first five weeks itis 
imperative that Bowden gets his squad off to a fast start 
before encountering Auburn on the second Saturday in 
October. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Seminoles, who 
won't be passing terrors in’84, should be a more consis- 
tent football team, especially on the defensive side of 
scrimmage. Bowden is recognized as one of the best 
coaches in the college game and State will benefit from 
the more confortable schedule it faces in the year ahead. 

Look for the boys from Tallahassee to return to the 
national polls, although they will have to settle for a spot 
in the lower portion of the second 10. 
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Last year was a big one for Rick 
Carter and the Crusaders, who rol- 
led to a 9-1-1 (only loss to Boston 
College) mark before falling to 
Western Carolina in the I-AA playoffs. 

Carter, who begins his fourth year at Holy Cross with a 
record of 23-10-1, has become reknowned as one of the top 
mentors in the college game. He is no overnight success for 
he has been in this business for 18 years (125-49-6) and he 
won a national championship with Dayton. The Crusader 
head coach has been mentioned for many openings in re- 
cent years and it is only a matter of time before he takes ajob 
at one of the nation’s big football schools. 

Carter welcomes back a whopping 52 monogram winners 
from last year’s successful squad, including seven offensive 
and six defensive regulars from a year ago. This will be an 
experienced and talented team in ‘84. It will likley compete 
for national honors on the I-AA level once again. 

The coaching staff considers the inexperience on the 
offensive and defensive lines to be the biggest worries, 
although they would like to see some more depth and experi- 
ence develop at linebacker and wide receiver too. 

Leading the offensive charge will be the backfield tandem 
of tailback Gil Fenerty and quarterback Peter Muldoon. 
Fenerty, who transferred from LSU to Holy Cross, rambled 
for 1,101 yards and 15 touchdowns last season despite 
suffering an injury late in the campaign. He will be one of the 
nation's top backs in the year ahead. Muldoon, a senior, 
completed 117 of 217 aerials for 1,575 yards and eight 
touchdowns in '83. He is an expert field general. 

Joining the all-star duo in the backfield will be fullback 
Chuck Doyle, who rushed for 610 yards and nine scores a 
season ago. He is an accomplished blocker. 

The Crusaders also have a pair of top targets in split end 
Bill Cowley and tight end Greg Laugeni. Cowley, another 
all-star candidate, caught 43 passes for 655 yards and eight 
TD's last season. The 6-5, 240-pound Laugeni hauled down 
21 bails for 278 yards and one score. As stated before, the 
coaching staff, will be looking to develop depth in this area. 

The offensive line will be built around center Lawrence 
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Weaver and right guard Kevin Garvey, a pair of returning 
regulars. 


There will be some new faces on the defensive side of 
scrimmage but a solid nucleus does return led by free safety 
Bill McGovern, cornerback Jim Boyle and defensive lineman 
Dave Nielson. The return of Dave Shimshock, who was 
academically ineligible last season, will make the secondary 
that much better. 


Other returning regulars on the defensive side of scrim- 
mage are left tackle Jim Healy, linebacker Don Zelinski and 
strong safety Tom Patton. Newcomers who will make their 
presence felt defensively include lan Dowe, Gordon Lock- 
baum, who could be moved to offense, and Andrew Martin. 


The Crusaders have an excellent placement specialist in 
Tony Meinik, who connected on 38 of 39 PAT’s last season. 
He will get plenty of use again this season. 


The schedule will have basically the same look this sea- 
son, although Rhode Island has been added. The big name 
to be knocked off will be Boston College, which hammered 
the Crusaders last season. In all, the Crusaders will play six 
home games in the year ahead and they will tackle Ivy 
members Harvard, Dartmouth and Brown. The Crusaders 
are just bigger, stronger and better than what the Ivy has to 
offer. 


Carter knows there are some holes to be filled, but he has 
to like the look of this year’s Holy Cross squad. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Carter is one of the best 
and he will have his club ready to challenge for I-AA 
honors again this season. With a healthy Fenerty, the 
Crusaders could win the title in 84. Holy Cross, which 
will be an explosive and overpowering offensive football 
team, should dominate many of its opponents and again 
win nine or more games during the regular season. 


This will be an exciting team to watch and it will also 
prove to be one of the top I-AA outfits in the land. 
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'The Dean May era is over and 
coach Bob Weber's Cardinals won't 
be the same. The loss of the stand- 
out signal-caller, a draft pick of the

last season, will have an immediate effect on Louisville's 
offensive philosophy. Say goodbye to the pass-oriented 
attack as a balanced blend of run and pass can be expected. 

“| haven't answered the most-asked question—who will 
replace (Dean) May at quarterback,” admitted Weber. “We 
placed equal emphasis on the run and the pass this spring.” 

Of course, the signal-calling job is the primary concern as 

just one of the four candidates for the position has any 

experience on the varsity level. Ed Rubbert, an unknown 

until May suffered a separated shoulder, completed 23 of 45 

tosses for 252 yards during Louisville's final two outings in 

1983. JUCO transfers Andy Woodring and Jeff Griffin join 

redshirt sophomore Doug Lucas as the other contenders for 

the coveted berth. Senior tight end David Hatfield is the top 
pass-catching threat after pulling in 49 aerials for 543 yards. 

The running backs will have to shoulder some of the 
offensive burden and a veteran corps is ready for the chal- 
lenge. Tailback Willie Shelby was Louisville’s most effective 

rusher, gaining 473 yards. The 5-7 junior finished with 728 

all-purpose yards and was the team’s third-leading receiver 

with 26 catches. Junior Leonard Sullivan (277 yards rushing) 
is another capable performer at tailback, while Ron Daven- 
port is the top prospect at fullback. A 6-2 senior, Davenport 
rushed for 337 yards and caught 22 aerials. Sophomore 

John Adams will challenge Davenport for playing time. 

Weber will rely heavily on the offensive line to handle their 
blocking assignments. “The offensive line is definitely one of 
our strengths this year,” the fifth-year mentor stated. “We 
have added some outstanding recruits and have some solid 
experience in our returning players.” Junior Greg Pianko, 
who was shifted to a guard slot when the injury bug deci- 
mated the line last season, returns to his original position at 
center. Tom Long is back at guard after having knee surgery 
while Antonio Young, who missed last season due to illness, 
is also slated to start. At tackle, 6-6, 250-pound Pete McCart- 
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‘ney will be challenged for playing time by a trio of seniors— 


Kevin Hatcher, Howard Hood and Hernard Koubratoff. 

Tackle Jon Cade is the key performer on the defensive 
line. The 6-3, 237-pounder totaled 69 tackles, including a 
team-high eight tackles for losses despite missing three 
games with a bad knee. Sophomore Bobby Jefferson, who 
did a fine job replacing Cade while he was injured, moves 
into the lineup as a regular. The noseguard position is up for 
grabs with sophomore Benny Painter, Donnie Johnson, Av- 
ery Marshall and Donte Wheat available for duty. 

Leading tackler Brian Miller, a 6-1 senior, is back to spear- 
head the inside linebacking contingent. He finished the 1983 
campaign with 133 stops. Anthony Moss or Matt Battaglia 
will occupy the other inside position. Mike Minogue, Louisvil- 
le’s third-leading tackler with 100 stops, maintains one out- 
side linebacking assignment. Senior Ron Marney (62 tack- 
les), sophomore Chris Thieneman and Anthony Copeland, a 
transfer from Wichita State, are contenders for the berth 
opposite Minogue. 

The secondary is strong as 6-2 junior Kirk Perry keys the 
unit. Perry picked off seven passes and recorded 78 tackles 
in 1983. Don Cosby holds the strong safety job though Dave 
Winrich could pose a threat, Cornerbacks Doug Pritchett and 
Marc Matthews are back in the starting lineup after combin- 
ing for 127 stops. The kicking game is in good shape as 
freshman Mark Nardone handles the punting chores while 
Phil Ellis and Danny Cerione battle for the placement duties. 

As usual, independent Louisville has a rough slate. “It is 
another fine schedule,” Weber said. “| believe that playing 
some of the best teams in the nation has been a big motivat- 
ing factor for our players to work hard.” The Cardinals have 
home encounters on tap against SMU and defending nation- 
al champion Miami of Florida while road trips to Houston, 
West Virginia, Rutgers and Southern Mississippi could also 
result in losses. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The loss of May will hurt 
Louisville. The schedule Is rigorous and the talent is 
thin. Shelby, Davenport and Adams cannot handle the 
added offensive burden.

Rex Dockery was just a small step 
away from big things at Memphis 
State. He had recruited well and 
built the program. In'83, the Tigers 
improved all the way to 6-4-1. 

The optimism abounded. But Dockery tragically lost his life 
ina airplane crash this past December. Like the late Bo Rein, 
he was cut down in his prime. 

But life goes on and State has recruited a successful head 
coach to replace the late Dockery. He is Rey Dempsey, who 
led Southern Illinois to the |-AA championship last season. 
Dempsey, who was voted Kodak National Coach of the Year 
for his efforts, hopes to pick up where Dockery left off. 

“lam going to carry on where Rex left off," stated De- 
mpsey. “! would like to continue the relationship Rex had 
going here in Memphis and the Mid-South.” 

Dempsey inherits a squad thatis ready to win some more. 
In all, 60 lettermen return, including ten offensive and eight 
defensive regulars. 

The entire offensive line returns in tackles Jeff Walker and 
Tim Long, guards Geddes Self and Rick Hechinger and 
center David East. 

The offense will be paced by junior quarterback Danny 
Sparkman, who passed for 1,390 yards and 11 touchdowns 
last season. Nine lettermen return at running back, so the 
competition will be keen. Tailbacks James Williams and Jeff 
Womack will be the leading ball carriers after combining for 
almost 1,100 yards in '83. 

The receiving contingent will feature flanker Enis Jackson 
and tight end Dwight Blalock. Jackson is a big play performer 
with legitimate breakaway speed. 

Defensively, there are those eight starters and enormous 
depth in the presence of 28 monogram winners. 

The front line will consist of All-America hopeful Tim Harris 
and Jeff Ellis at ends with Mike MacKay and Dennis Borcky 
at the tackles. The quartet has proven to be extremely de- 
pendable the past two seasons. 

The Tigers consider their linebacking contingent to be 
among the finest in the nation. Leading the way will be 
outstanding junior Eric Fairs, who will be joined by Keith 
Mutters on the inside. Other lettermen linebackers include 
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Jim Kutchback, Kurt Crain, Chip Bowers, Anthony Strong 
Eric Wilson and newcomer Octavian Sharp. 


The deep defense, which picked off 24 passes last sea- 
son, returns starters in cornerback Donnie Elder and rover 
Joe Hennelly. Joining the tandem will be Greg Hughes, Gary 
Hunt, Trell Hooper, Clay Bittner, Reginald Thompson and 
Dan Harkins. 

The Tigers are weak at punter. Stan Weaver has gradu- 
ated after handling the chores for the past three years. 
Walk-on Wally Hatfield is the only returnee who has worked 
with the team. 

Although the weak spots are few and far between, the 
coaching staff considers them to be at receiver, especially 
tight end, and the secondary in addition to the punting. 

Six home games dot the '84 agenda which will feature 
some big names. The top opponents will be Florida State, 
North Carolina, Georgia and Tennessee. The first two will be 
tackled at home. Also on the slate are Ole Miss, Southern 
Miss, Miss State and Tulane. 

Dempsey, who is known as something of a program buil- 
der, walks into a situation where there is obvious pressure. 
He inherits a solid squad, and he will be expected to win. 


“| feel honored to be selected head coach at Memphis 
State and | expect to be here a long time and be very, very 
successful,” stated the confident mentor. “I'm a program 
oriented person, not a team oriented person.” 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Dempsey takes over at 
State under tragic circumstances, but he inherits a team 
that is ready to carry on the success it achieved under 
Dockery last season. 


The schedule is anything but easy as definitely three 
and possibly four nationally ranked teams are featured 
on the ’84 agenda. It is imperative that the Tigers get off 
to a good start for the tough part of the schedule begins 
the last weekend of October. The feeling here is that 
State will top last year’s win total by one. 
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Last year was a season of dreams 
fulfilled for Howard Schnellenber- 
ger and his Hurricanes, who went 
11-1, topped enormously talented 
Nebraska in the Orange Bowl and captured the national title. 

In five years Schnellenberger, who is widely recognized as 
one of the top coaching talents in the profession, sports a 
record of 41-16 at the Coral Gables school. The man who 
learned his trade under Bear Bryant, Don Shula and George 
Allen is one of the hottest personalities in the sport. In five 
short seasons he transformed the Hurricanes from also-rans 
to champions. 

But he will find repeating a very difficult chore. True the 
Hurricanes return a wealth of talent, but the schedule is 
enormously difficult. It begins with the Kickoff Classic oppo- 
site Auburn in late August, continues with Florida just five 
days later and then comes Michigan on the road. Also on the 
'84 agenda are Florida State, Boston College, Notre Dame, 
Pittsburgh and Maryland. Schnellenberger likes challenges. 
He faces a big one here. 

Howard welcomes back eight offensive regulars, including 
the brilliant pass team of sophomore quarterback Bernie 
Kosar to wide receiver Eddie Brown, who will be an All- 
America target this fall. The head coach also welcomes back 
nine of the top 10 offensive linemen from a season ago. 

Kosar, who will be among the nation’s best signal-callers, 
will be backed by the talented tandem of Kyle Vanderwende 
and Vinny Testaverde. Both could play at a lot of schools. 
Alonzo Highsmith, who made some big plays in the Rose 
Bowl, will replace the tandem of Albert Bentley and Speedy 
Neal at fullback with Darryl Oliver the leading candidate at 
halfback. Another player to watch here is Melvin Bratton. 

Stanley Shakespeare will be the wideout opposite Brown 
while Chris Hembrough will replace the departed tight end 
Glenn Dennison, who was an outstanding and underrated 
performer. 

The starting offensive line will consist of Paul Bertucelli 
and Dave Heffernan at the tackles, Alvin Ward and Juan 
Comendéeiro at the guards and lan Sinclair at center. Gregg 
Rakoczy and Ed Davis will be the tackle reserves with Paul 
O'Connor and Owen Stephens the main backups at guard.

Only four regulars return to a defensive unit that was 
among the toughest in the nation last fall. The gritty contin- 
gent does return talent and depth everywhere with the ex- 
ception of linebacker. 

The four returning starters are defensive tackle Kevin 
Fagan, end Julio Cortes, cornerback Reggie Sutton and 
rover Ken Calhoun. Joe Kohlbrand is slated for action at the 
other defensive end position with Darin McMurray at middle 
guard and Dallas Cameron at tackle. 


Linebackers Jay Brophy and Ken Sisk will be sorely mis- 
sed. The leading candidate for a starting job is last year’s 
backup Vic Morris. A host of players will compete for playing 
time in this critical area. 

Doug McFadden is the leading candidate to replace strong 
corner Rodney Bellinger with Willie Martinez the leading 
candidate at free safety. 

Rick Tuten, a sophomore, returns to handle the punting 
chores while Mark Seelig, a freshman, will attempt to replace 
placekicker Jeff Davis, who had an illustrious career with the 
Hurricanes. 

The schedule, as stated before, is extremely difficult, but 
Schnellenberger believes his program now has the momen- 
tum needed to maintain excellence. “ | believe we have just 
stepped on that perpetual motion machine that good prog- 
rams do,” stated the charasmatic mentor. “You win, you gain 
confidence, you win some more, you recruit good players, 
you win some more and the cycle continues.” 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: When Schnellenberger 
accepted the job at Coral Gables, he promised to bulld a 
championship program. He has done that and now the 
"Canes will look to maintain that excellence. Miami has a 
great deal of talent returning, especially offensively with 
Kosar and Brown, but the schedule is so demanding. It 
will undoubtedly take its toll. This team has the look of a 
top ten club, but it will probably lose twice during the 
regular season. Ten wins and a major bowl are definitely 
within reach. But the Hurrianes won’t repeat. 
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The Middies virtually sunk under 
second-year mentor Gary Tranquil 
as they slipped to 3-8, their worst 
record in many years. Tranquill, 
who sports a losing two-year mark of 9-13, is looking for 
better things in ’84 dash and looking is the right description. 

“We will be looking at a host of people, especially those 
from our sophomore class in an attempt to get them into the 
right positions,” Tranquill indicated. “We think we are solid in 
anumber of areas, especially in the offensive line, at running 
back and in the secondary. We are anxious to get more 


production from our passing game and a priority will be to 


find help for our defensive line.” 

The Midshipmen mentor welcomes back 26 letter winners 
(he lost 20 to graduation), including seven offensive and six 
defensive regulars from a season ago. 

The leading player, of course, is All-America tailback 
Napoleon McCallum, who returns for his senior season after 
rushing for a school-record 1,587 yards on 331 carries last 
fall. He will be one of the top runners in the country. Nap will 
be backed up by senior Rich Clouse. 

Joining McCallum in the starting backfield will be senior 
signal-caller Ricky Williamson, who closed the '83 campaign 
in fine fashion. He will be pressed by Sean Cannon, Adam 
Meinrod, Bob Misch, Bill Byrne and Joe Lauletta. Marc Alex- 
ander will most likely be the starting fullback. 

Tight end Mark Stevens, who caught 41 passes for 483 
yards, returns to anchor the receiving corps. Chris Weller, 
Greg Blanchard, Ken Heine and speedy sophomore Tony 
Hollinger will vie for the starting wide receivers spots. 

Returning starters along the offensive front include gaurds 
Doug Rhodes and Mark Long, tackle Rich Combs and center 
Gregg Sears. Bob Dill is the leading candidate to fill the 
vacant tackle position. 

The front seven on defense will be extremely young, which 
concerns the coaching staff greatly. Senior tackle Eric 
Rutherford is the only gauranteed starter along the defensive 
front, The other down linemen will come from among Ron 
Zaleski, Dave Pimpo, Dick MacFarlane, who could be the 
middle guard, Enoch Blazis and Jack Cayouette. Junior Eric 
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Fudge should be a starter at defensive end with John Fuller 
also in the running. 

The Middies will miss graduated linebacker Andy Pon- 
seigo, but they have high hopes for sophomore Tom Doman, 
who started much of last fall opposite Ponseigo. Junior Greg 
Schildmeyer, who lettered at tight end last season, could be 
the other starting linebacker. Other hopefuls are Dale 
Ormond, Mike Moore and Mike Taylor. 

Cornerback Eric Wallace and Steve Brady, each of whom 
had five interceptions a season ago, head up the deepest 
secondary the Middies have had in years. Brady may move 
from safety to corner. Vince McBeth could be the rover. Joe 
Papetti has started at three positions in the secondary. 
Junior John Carroll will battle Greg Stefanon, Marc Firlie and 
Chad Van Hulzen for playing time. 

Mark Colby returns as the team's regular punter for the 
third year (38.0 average in '83) and junior Todd Solomon will 
handle the placekicking chores. 

The Middies, who will play just four games in Annapolis 
this season, face a very tough schedule. On the '84 agenda 
are Notre Dame, Pittsburgh, Arkansas and North Carolina as 
well as Eastern opponents Virginia and Syracuse. Navy 
travels to Air Force and meets the Cadets in the City of 
Brotherly Love. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tranquill knew he had a 
tough act to follow when you consider the success that 
George Welsh experienced at the Naval Academy, but 
things could get pretty hot for the third-year mentor this 
season. 

McCallum, easily one of the nation’s premier running 
backs, will get his yardage and touchdowns, but the 
passing attack is very limited and the coaching staff is 
very concerned about the youth in the defensive front 
seven. 

The schedule won’t help matters any as the Midship- 
men must play North Carolina, Arkansas and Air Force 
in the first month of play. With just four home games 
(two will be played on neutral sites) don’t look for Navy 
to return to winning ways in the year ahead. Four or five 
wins will be the top of the line. 
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Gerry Faust begins his fourth sea- 
son at South Bend hopeful that his 
Irish finally turned the corner with 
their win over Boston College in last 
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year's Liberty Bowl. 

It has been anything but a joy ride for the much-maligned 
Faust who has led the Irish to records of 5-6, 6-4-1 and 7-5. 
Not the kind of records that made Notre Dame famous. 

But the head coach starts his fourth season by welcoming 
back 44 letter winners, including 17 starters. There is talent, 
size and depth, but Faust must prove that he can be a 
consistent field general. 

“Winning the Liberty Bowl went a long way toward con- 
vincing our players that we're on the right track,” stated 
Faust. “‘ We all Know we haven't won as many games the last 
few seasons as Notre Dame teams are expected to win. But 
beating Boston College might turn out to be the one thing that 
gets us over the hump.” 

He hopes so. 

A whopping 10 offensive starters return led by tailback 
Allen Pinkett, one of the nation’s top ball carriers. Last year 
he gained 1,394 yards on 252 carries. This year he may 
challenge for the Heisman. Joining Pinkett in the backfield 
will be sophomore quarterback Steve Beuerlein, who re- 
ceived on-the-job training in '83, and hard-hitting fullback 
Chris Smith. Pinkett will be backed by Hiawatha Francisco 
and Alonzo Jefferson, who will also return kicks. 

The receiving contingent is simply outstanding if not spec- 
tacular. Flanker Milt Jackson and split end Joe Howard are 
explosive, while sophomore Alvin Miller and freshman Reg- 
gie Ware will warrant playing time. The tight end will again be 
powerful Mark Bavaro. 

Four-fifths of the offensive line returns led by quick tackle 
Larry Williams and center Mike Kelley. Strong tackle Mike 
Perrino and quick guard Tim Scannell also return. Tom 
Doerger will win the vacant guard job. There is imposing size 
and depth everywhere. 

Seven defensive regulars return to a unit that played well 
but was not the quickest around. The Irish ranked 14th in 
total defense. 

The Irish will be very strong along the defensive front and 
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at linebacker while there is some rebuilding to do in the 
secondary. Mike Golic returns at defensive end with Mike 
Gann at flip tackle and Greg Dingens at contain tackle. Mike 
Griffin is the leading candidate to replace the departed Jon 
Autry atnose tackle. Robert Banks, Wally Kleine, Jay Under- 
wood and Eric Dorsey will provide the depth. 

The linebacking will be exceptionally strong with the return 
of Mike Larkin, who was injured a season ago. Tony Furjanic 
will man the middle with Mike Kovaleski at weak and Larkin 
possibly at strong. This could be reversed, Joe Bars, Rick 
Dibernardo and Dave Butler are also in the picture. 

Strong safety Joe Johnson and weakside cornerback Pat 
Ballage are the returning starters in the deep defense. Steve 
Lawrence should be the starting free safety and look for 
Brandy Wells, a highly touted incoming freshman to make 
his presence felt. He is reportedly a top talent. 

Mike Johnston and Blair Kiel have graduated leaving both 
the placking and punting slots vacant. Senior Mike Viracola 
figures to handle the punting chores with walk-on John Car- 
ney the leading candidate to replace Johnston, Hal Von Wy! 
will battie Carney for the job. 

The Irish will play five home games in the year ahead with 
Miami and Penn State both scheduled to pay visits. Trips to 
LSU, USC and Missouri are the toughest road assignments. 
The key to the Notre Dame season will be how the team 
handles the in-between games against Michigan State, Air 
Force and South Carolina. These games have been killing 
the Irish under Faust. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Once again the Irish will 
field a team capable of taking its rightful place in the 
national polls. But once again we have to question 
Faust’s leadership ability, the team’s defensive speed 
and now the kicking game. 

The schedule has Its tough spots, but the Irish have 
both a size and talent edge over most opponents. Still, 
they need to find consistency. We aren't convinced that 
Faust will win big at Notre Dame. In fact, we feel he 
probably won't. Look for another seesaw season and 
possibly eight wins, no more. 
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Last year head coach Joe Paterno 
and the Nittany Lions found out how 
difficult it is to repeat as champions. 
The spring practice after that cham- 
pionship season was poor and the Nittanies weren't pre- 
pared for the Kickoff Classic versus Nebraska. It showed, 
and before you could say Gentleman Joe the Lions were 0-3. 

To their credit the Lions didn't quit and they finished the 
season with an 8-1-1 surge, including a victory over 
Washington in the Aloha Bowl. State found a quarterback in 
Doug Strang and a running back star in sophomore-to-be 
D.J. Dozier. These happenings bode well for the '84 cam- 
paign. 

Paterno begins the new season with an 18-year record of 
170-38-2 at State. He will have his football team ready to 
answer the bell this time around. 

They had better be for the Lions face one of the toughest 
schedules in all of college football in the year ahead. Pater- 
no's crew will face eight bowl teams from a year ago. 

The Lions return 31 monogram winners but there were 
some heavy losses to graduation. Gone are standout wide 
receivers Kenny Jackson and Kevin Baugh as well as run- 
ning back Jon Williams and defensive talents Scott Radecic, 
Harry Hamilton and Gregg Gattuso. But Paterno did play a 
lot of youngsters late last season, especially in the Aloha 
Bowl. 

The offense will undoubtedly be built around Strang and 
Dozier, who finished with 1002 yards. “Doug Strang is a fine 
quarterback,” says,Paterno. “But the wideouts are a real 
concern for us.” Sid Lewis has the talent to become a top 
wide receiver while George Alpert and Kevin Campbell will 
be vying for playing time. The top target will be tight end 
Dean DiMidio, who caught 19 passes for 355 yards in ‘83. 

There is a need for depth at running back, where only 
Dozier and backup tailback Tony Mumford have expereince. 
Dave Clark, Eufard Cooper, Steve Smith and Tim Manoa are 
the leading candidates at fullback. 

The offensive line will be built around returning regulars 
Todd Moules, Stan Short and Nick Haden, while Paterno 
readily admits that there are a host of youngsters with excel- 
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lent potential on hand. Rob Smith, Ed Boone, Dan Morgan 
and Jeff Woofter are the top prospects. 

Paterno feels his defensive contingent has a chance to be 
a good one if some key people come through as expected. 
Up front, the Lions will be young. Bob. White is the lone 
returning line starter and the coaching staff is concerned 
about the lack of size. John Walter and Tim Johnson are 
slated for duty at end while Mike Russo is the lone returning 
defensive tackle with any experience. 

Linebacking is a tradition at Penn State and this year corps 
will be nothing short of outstanding. Shane Conlan and 
Rogers Alexander will handle the outside assignments with 
Carmen Masciantonio the returnee on the inside. Don Gra- 
ham and Bob Ontko will compete for Radecic’s job. 

Paterno considers improvement in the secondary to be 
critical. Penn State returns three defensive starters from the 
Aloha Bowl in safety Michael Zordich and cornerbacks Chris 
Sydnor and Lance Hamilton. Other contenders in the deep 
defense are Darrell Giles, Ray Isom and Duffy Cobbs. 

Nick Gancitano returns to handle the placements after a 
season in which he boomed 17 of 21 FG attempts. The 
punting job is wide open at the present time. 

As always, Paterno is not optimistic, especially when he 
glances at a schedule that includes lowa, Texas, Maryland, 
Alabama, Boston College, Pittsburgh, Notre Dame and West 
Virginia. Facing this type of an agenda with a young teamis a 
tough challenge. But Paterno has always liked a challenge. It 
is this quality that has made him one of the game's great 
coaches. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: State closed the ‘83 
campaign very strong and returns a solid nucleus, led 
by Strang and Dozier, but the schedule will cause more 
than a few headaches for Paterno and his staff. We look 
for the Lions to have a solid season and earn another 
bowl invitation, but the overwhelming slate may keep 
them out of the top ten. 

Still this is a legitimate top twenty team and it could 
move into the top ten with a couple of early breaks and 
solid performances from a couple of key youngsters. 
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Foge Fazio put himself on solid 
ground last season by leading the 
Panthers to an 8-3-1 campaign 
when big things weren't expected 
by many. The record included wins over Tennessee and 
Notre Dame, and a place opposite Ohio State in the Fiesta 
Bowl. 

The head coach welcomes back 45 monogram winners, 
including eight offensive and six defensive regulars. Last 
year the Panthers entered the campaign without a great deal 
of experience, but that won't be the case in '84. Pitt will aslo 
be bolstered by one of the top recruiting yields in the country. 

Junior John Congemi stepped forth and proved he could 
be a winning quarterback for the Panthers. He should be 
improved in '84 with added confidence and the year of play- 
ing experience under his belt. John Cummings and Chris 
Jelic are also in the picture. 

The tailback position will feature Chuck Scales and Bill 
Owens, as well as Darnell Stone, but the coaching staff is 
awaiting the arrival of highly touted freshmen Craig Hey- 
ward, Charles Gladman and Anthony Brown. Brown may be 
the best of the bunch. Marc Bailey and Marlon Mcintyre, who 
alternated a year ago, return at fullback. Both can do the job. 

Dwight Collins graduated, but the Panthers have another 
outstanding target in Bill Wallace, who caught 45 passes for 
727 yards and eight scores in '83. He will be backed up by 
Jeff Casper. Matt Stennett and Darryl Clark will battle for 
Collins’ spot with Clint Wilson and Tom Johnson the two 
returning tight ends. 

One of the team’s strengths will be its offensive line which 
returns four regulars, including the nation’s premier player in 
Bill Fralic. The All-America tackle will make a serious — 
although losing — run at the Heisman this fall. He should win 
both the Outland and Lombardi awards. Tony Brown returns 
at the other tackle with Bob Brown and Mike Dorundo the 
starting guards. Barry Pettyjohn will attempt to replace Jim 
Sweeney at center. Greg Christy, Randy Dixon and John 
Rees will provide the depth. 

Defense has become a tradition at Pitt and this year’s 
contingent won't disappoint. Bill Maas, Tom Flynn and Al 
Weglikowski were all top-notch performers but Fazio returns 
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asolid nucleus and some promising youngsters are ready to 
step in and make their presence felt. 

All-America candidate Chris Doleman returns at one de- 
fensive end position and he will be the team’ big play perfor- 
mer. Tony Woods and Bill Sapio will battle for the other 
Starting end position. Tim Quense and Bob Buczkowski will 
be the tackles while middle guard Bob Schilken will be tried 
at linebacker. If the experiment works then Dennis Atiyeh or 
Walter Johnson could become the starting middle guard. 

Troy Benson and Caesar Aldisert, the team's top tacklers 
in '83, return to give the Panthers a solid one-two punch at 
linebaker. “| don't think there is a better pair in the East,” 
states Fazio. Steve Apke, Lee Hetrick, Brian Shields, Schil- 
ken and Jeff Shockley are all in the picture. 

Three starters must be replaced in the secondary where 
only Melvin Dean, the right cornerback, returns for another 
tour of duty. Bill Callahan will be the starting strong safety 


, with Keith Tinsley the leading candidate at the other corner- 


back position. Reggie Smith could become the other starting 
Safety. 

Placekicker Eric Schubert and punter Tony Recchia have 
to be replaced. Jelic might handle the punting chores. Snuffy 
Everett, Pat Viancourt and Joe Wall will battle for the place- 
ment job. 

Six home contests dot the Panther agenda with the top 
opponents being BYU, Oklahoma and West Virginia. The 
toughest road obstacles will undoubtedly be against Miami 
and archrival Penn State to close the campaign. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Fazio had a little trouble 
following the enormous successes of Johnny Majors 
and Jackie Sherrill but he has now put his stamp on this 
program. Look for big things from the Panthers this 
season as the defense will again by very stingy while the 
Congemi-led attack will be more consistent than a sea- 
son ago. 

There are some rough spots on the schedule, but the 
Panthers have the look of a borderline top 10 team from 
here. Foge has the Panthers on the prowl. A tenth 
straight eight-win campaign is a good bet. 
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f d For many years Rutgers has been 
on the fringe of major college foot- 
ball. But now it has taken a step 

toward closing the gap by dismis- 
sing longtime mentor Frank Burns and hiring former Penn 
State aide Dick Anderson. The new head coach will recruit 
aggressively and hopefully move the Scarlet Knights into the 
main stream of the sport. It is a major undertaking, but 
Anderson looks to be the man for the job. 

Rutgers will open the '84 campaign at University Park 
against the powerful Nittany Lions. What better way to break 
into the profession? 

Anderson made his presence felt on that Nittany Lion team 
for the past 11 years where he served under the legendary 
Joe Paterno. For the past three seasons, the highly re- 
spected Anderson was the club’s offensive coordinator. With 
the help of some former Penn State aides and a batch of 
hungry players, Anderson is looking to turn things around at 
Rutgers. After all, finishing 3-8, 5-6 and 5-6 in the past three 
years isn't going to cut it at very many major colleges. 

Nine offensive starters are back to see if they can cut it for 
the Rutgers gang. Tailback Albert Smith is the heart of the 
attack after rushing for 572 yards and six scores. Smith has 
garnered more than 1,000 yards in his two-year stint at the 
New Jersey school. Fullback Vernon Williams is also back 
after totaling 404 rushing yards. Len Bellezza and Dwayne 
Hooper offer the new and the old to the ground game which 
could be explosive. 

The quarterbacking spot could have been explosive but 
Anderson stated early on that former signal-caller Jacque 
LaPrarie will be shifted to a defensive back post in the year 
ahead. Rusty Hochberg is the frontrunner here after throw- 
ing for 814 yards in part-time duty last season. Joe Gagliardi 
will be the chief back-up at this important position. 

Tight end Alan Andrews and flanker Andrew Baker give 
Rugters a couple of quality pass-catchers. Andrews snared 
48 passes last year to lead the Scarlet Knights while Baker 
added another 37 receptions—good for second best on the 
unit. Split end Boris Pendergrass caught 22 passes last fall 
for the Eastern Independent and he'll take some pressure off 
the top two receivers. In all, a solid group for Rutgers.

Center Joe DiGilio was an All East selection in 1983 and 
he returns to spark the offensive line charges. DiGilio is a 
rugged blocker who will pave many paths for Smith and 
Company in the year ahead. Guard Clement Udovich and 
tackle Mike Brenner will give Rutgers some experienced 
hands up front and Anderson has been known to make 
offensive lines play up to their potential. 

The Rugiers offense scored less than 200 points last 
season en route to a disappointing season but this year’s unit 
figures to be far more productive. The attack is back at 
Rutgers. 

Five starters are back on defense where Rutgers figures to 
experience some tough times. Three key veterans have 
graduated from the Scarlet Knight secondary and the line- 
backing contingent appears depleted, too. Piecing together 
enough:strong bodies to man the defensive positions will be 
tough. 

Harold Young—who started last season—joins experi- 
enced hand John Cummins in the deep backfield but, re- 
member, LaPrarie will garner a berth in the secondary, too. 

Tyronne Stowe was a standout performer as a freshman 
last year and he will head up this season's linebacking 
twosome. Stowe collected 107 total tackles—second best 
on the team—and was in on 76 first hits. Matt Bachman, 
Andre Cox and Mercer Hedgeman will all vie for the vacant 
LB post. 

Up front, the Scarlet Knights return left end Lionel 
Washington, nose guard George Pickel and right tackle 
Harry Swayne. A batch of other letterwinners will fight it out 
but this group may need lots of sound coaching to come 
around, One former Penn State coach—Jerry Petercuskie— 
has been assigned to handle the defensive front. That's a tall 
task for this wily coach. 

Placekicker Tom Angstadt was a solid contributor to last 
year’s team after converting on 11-of-15 field goal tries. 
Angstadt’s 49 points paced the Rutgers scoring attack. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There are some ques- 
tions to be answered on the defensive side of scrim- 
mage, but Anderson is a proven football man and he has 
some talent to work with on the attack. 
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Joe Morrison arrived at Columbia 
last season with the growing repu- 
tation of a program builder. He had 
fostered turnarounds at Tennes- 
see-Chatanooga and New Mexico, but he inherited a poor 
team that was about to embark on one of the toughest 
schedules in the nation. * 

Two wins were predicted, but Morrison's club won five and 
also won the admiration of many football fans for its gritty 
play. Morrison changed the attitude of this Gamecock prog- 
ram virtually overnight. 

The former New York football Giant welcomes back 56 
lettermen, including nine offensive and seven defensive reg- 
ulars from a season ago. Morrison sees his top priority as 
shoring up a suspect defensive front and improving the 
kicking game. There is obviously good depth and a solid 
amount of talent on hand. 

“Our offensive backs, secondary and offensive line and 
linebackers will be pluses,” stated the second-year mentor. 

The backfield returns in quarterback Allen Mitchell and 
running backs Thomas Dendy and Kent Hagood. Dendy ran 
for 725 yards last season while Hagood contributed 653 
additional yards. Raynard Brown, Jerry Dunlap, Mark Hardy, 
Quninton Lewis and Anthony Smith will be the main reserves 
at the two running back spots. Mike Hold and Jim Desmond 
will back up Mitchell. 

Both wide receivers return in flanker Ira Hillary and split 
end Chris Wade. Eric Poole and Bill Bradshaw will be the 
main reserves. The top tight end candidates are Curtis Hill, 
Chris Corley, Ty Rietkovich and Perrone Jones. 

As stated before, the offensive line will be a strength. Bill 
Barnhill and Jim Walsh return at tackle and guard respective- 
ly on the left side with Tom Garner and Carl Womble at 
center and Del Wilkes and Jeff Teague on the right side. 

They call the South Carolina stop troops the ‘Fire Ant 
Defense’ and it is a swarming group. James Sumpter and 
Frank Wright return on the left side of the defensive front but 
replacements must be found on the other side. Glenn Wood- 
ley and Willie McIntee are penciled in as the starters at right 
tackle and end respectively while Tony Guyton, Fitzgerald 
Davis, Roy Hart and Ricky Daniels figure to be the main 
reserves. 
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The linebacking corps will be led by senior James Seaw- 
right with Paul Vogel and Willie Hill the others slated for 
Starting action. The top reserves in this area will be Jim 
Gatling, Gleen Peacock and Ken Robinson. 

The entire secondary returns in cornerbacks Chris Major 
and Hinton Tayloe and safeties Gary Ryan and Bryant Gil- 
liard. Ryan will be the strong man while Gilliard will handle 
the free safety chores. Others in the picture are Otis Morris, 
James Chambliss and Scott Stevenson at the corners and 
Rick Rabune and Joe Brooks at the safeties. 

Brian Burns figures to be the punter with Scott Hagler the 
man who has to replace placement specialist Mark Fleet- 
wood, who was extremely consistent. The coaching staff 
considers this an area that needs a good deal of improve- 
ment. 

As stated before, the Gamecocks played one of the tough- 
est agendas in the nation last fall. It is easier this season, but 
there are still a host of possible pitfalls. 

The Fighting Birds will play seven home games in the year 
ahead, including the first five against The Citadel, Duke, 
Georgia, Kansas State and Pittsburgh. The other tough foes 
on the slate are Notre Dame, Florida State and archrival 
Clemson, The Notre Dame and Clemson clashes will be 
contested on the road. In all, the Gamecocks play five legiti- 
mate top twenty squads. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Last year the Game- 
cocks surprised the pundits with their inspired and 
effective play. Look for more of the same in’84, although 
Morrison's crew won't sneak up on anybody in the com- 
ing campaign. 

The Gamecocks will obviously be helped by the seven 
home games, but there are still enough tough spots on 
the schedule to keep this club from climbing too high in 
the year ahead. Look for Morrison’s club to continue to 
make progress and a winning season is definitely within 
reach. The master builder has definitely laid the founda- 
tion for the better days ahead. This will be a dangerous 
football team in ’84. 
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MISSISSIPPI 


The Golden Eagles were looking 
forward to a big season in '83, buta 
couple of disappointing losses 
spoiled the fun. 

The Eages were looking forward to having Marcus Dupree 
in the backfield in years to come, but the USFL Breakers 
shattered that dream with a huge contract. Now head coach 
Jim Carmody will find keeping the Eagles winning a difficult 
chore in the year to come. It won't be an easy task. 

Carmody's offensive unit will struggle some in the upcom- 
ing campaign after the loss of pro-bound wide receiver Louis 
Lipps, the loss of both fullbacks and the graduation of three 
top interior linemen—which included Carmody’s son, Steve, 
at center. The onus is now on tailback Sam Dejarnette and 
quarterback Robert Ducksworth—two players who failed to 
perform up to snuff last time around. Dejarnette was one of 
the NCAA's top backs the year before with a penchant for the 
big run and the ability to contribute in many ways. But Dejar- 
nette simply did not chew up enemy attacks last fall and 
another sluggish season cannot be tolerated with this year's 
bunch. Ducksworth enters his junior campaign ready to 
shoulder more responsibility. The shifty signal-caller may 
have learned from past mistakes. 

Southern Mississippi will also look to back-up tailback 
Vincent Alexander to add some key yardage after a decent 
rookie campaign. Alexander will spell Dejarnette often if the 
Golden Eagles’ attack sputters early on. Meanwhile, it is 
expected that senior Tracy Gamble will man the vacant 
fullback slot left open when Clemon Terrell and Neal Alexan- 
der graduated last spring. Gamble is a converted tailback. 
Sophomore Randolph Brown is also slated to see some time 
at the fullback position. 

With the departure of Lipps from the wide out corps, 
Southern Mississippi might be searching for a gifted pass- 
catcher. Carmody believes his man might be second-year 
player Lyneal Alston—a former split end. Alston’s old posi- 
tion is now in the hands of junior Edward Wilson. Speedy 
soph Andrew Mott and senior Milt Richardson will also vie for 
time at SE. A pair of 6-5 athletes—Robert Ray Stallings and 
Mike Poulin—will contribute from the tight end spot. 

Center Freddy Richards and tackle Randy Campbell have 
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undergone changes in positions but they still remain starters 
on Southern Mississippi's front wall. Richards was a guard 
last fall but Carmody Jr. graduated—leaving the snapping 
job open. Campbell was also a guard on last year's Golden 
Eagles edition. 

The southern Independent is without last season's main 
nose guard—Jerald Baylis—but the remainder of this defen- 
sive line is rough, rugged and experienced. Both tackles are 
back from last season's seven-win squad. All-South candi- 
date Richard Byrd and Kip Smith team with ends Willie B. 
Moore and Chris Jackson in giving Southern Mississippi a 
quality front wall. In fact, some Eagle backers believe this will 
a very strong area for the Southern Miss crew. If nose guard 
contenders Fred Molden, Tracy Oakley or Steve Hendrix can 
come through, Southern Miss might be very strong along the 
front defensive wall. 

The Eagles won't be scaring anyone from the two-man 
linebacking unit this fall what with graduation stealing away 
Greg Kelley and Rod O’Barr. This combination collected 
over 300 career tackles and both will be sorely missed. 
Senior Greg Hauesler has totaled 130 career tackles at 
Southern Miss and he'll spearhead this year’s LB unit. For- 
mer end Greg Dampeer has been switched to the other 
linebacking spot where he might better utilize his quickness. 
Redshirt freshmen Eric Redd and Sidney Coleman are rug- 
ged performers looking for an opening here. 

There are three openings in the Southern Miss secondary. 
Junior cornerback Bobo Harris is the sole survivor here but 
two-time letterman Scott Allen should also lend experience 
from a free safety slot. Byron Barney is penciled in at strong 
Safety. 

The commencement of valuable placekicker Steve Clark 
hurts but sophomore Rex Banks and Shelton Kennington will 
do their best. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Carmody’s squad has 
been hit hard by graduation and it won’t be easy to 
escape a losing season, especially if the offensive line 
and receiving contingents don’t come along. Look for 
this club to finish right around the .500 mark in the year 
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season and defense was the name 
of their game. Dick MacPherson’s 
squad closed the campaign with im- 
pressive wins over Navy, Boston College and West Virginia 
and allowed over 20 points just twice on the season. 

The Orange defense allowed no touchdowns in one game, 
just one in six games and only two on two other occasions. 
Only Nebraska and Maryland ripped the Syracuse defense. 
Conversely, the meager Syracuse attack scored two touch- 
downs or less in eight of 11 outings. The team played the 
takeaway game extremely effectively (plus 17 in this impor- 
tant category) and was almost overpowering at the end of the 
season. It shut down both Doug Flutie and Jeff Hostetler, 
which was no small feat. 

MacPherson, who sports a 12-20-1 record at Syracuse, 
welcomes back 33 letter winners, including all but one offen- 
sive regular and six defensive starters. 

Let's begin with the defensive unit, which was just murder 
against the run. The Orange lost five good regulars to gra- 
duation in Blaise Winter, Bill Pendock, Tony Romano, Rich 
Roche and Ed Koban, as well as one of the top punt returners 
in the land. 

Up front, Tim Green and Jamie Kimmel return, and they 
are both outstanding performers. Jerome Hall and Doug 
Pina are in the running to play opposite Kimmel! while Jeff 
Knauff is the leading tackle candidate and Tom Watson is 
slated to start at middle guard. 

Bernie King, Rudy Reed and Rick Miller will handle the 
inside slots and all can play and hit. The secondary returns 
three starters in John Roos at weak corner and Ron Hobby 
and Vic Bellamy at weak and strong safeties respectively. 
Pete Ewald is the leading candidate to replace Koban while 
David Lee and Dave Kaminski are the main reserves. 

The Orange attack had more than its share of problems 
last season, but it should be improved in the year ahead. The 
only graduation loss was hard-working fullback Brent Zieg- 
ler. Matt Walker also departed but he shared the closed 
guard spot with returnee Steve Villanti. 

The backfield should be improved, especially if sopho- 
more halfback Walter Moseley comes into his own. He has a 
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The Orange came on strong last 
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world of talent. Jamie Covington, backed by Harold Gayden, 
is the returning halfback with Roland Grimes the leading 
candidate at fullback. Todd Norley, who battled for the start- 
ing job with the returning Greg Christodulu, should be the 
starting signal-caller this season. He completed 87 of 177 
aerials for 999 yards and just five touchdowns while yielding 
10 interceptions. 

Mike Morris and Mike Siano are the returning wide targets 
with the tandem of Marty Chalk and Jim Tait set at tight end. 
The depth will be provided by Scott Schwedes, who paced 
the club with 21 receptions in ’83. 

The offensive front will feature Bob Brotzki and Doug 
Marrone at the tackles, Tom Stephens and Villanti at the 
guards and Jack Simko at center. The key reserves will be 
Greg Jarzynski and Jim Leible. 

Junior Don McAulay will again handle the placements and 
the kickoffs. McAulay, who had never kicked until last fall, 
had five field goals in one game and was 15 of 21 overall. The 
punting, which has been a problem in recent years, needs to 
be improved. The coaching staff will look at a host of candi- 
dates in this area. 

The Orange face a very tough schedule in '84 as they will 
encounter Maryland, Florida, West Virginia, Penn State and 
Boston College on the road, while Nebraska, which scored 
63 points against the vaunted Orange defense last year, and 
Pittsburgh will make trips to Syracuse. Few teams in the 
nation will face a tougher agenda in the coming campaign. 
There will be little rest for the weary. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Orangemen will be 
improved on the attack, especially if Moseley lives up to 
his vast potential, but the defense, which will be strong, 
lost some key performers, and then there is the sche- 
dule. 

Syracuse, which won its most games since ‘79 with 
six victories in ’83, will be hard-pressed to match that 
win total against a schedule that features seven teams 
that should be headed to bow! games in the coming 
campaign. 

This team will remain dangerous but it will probably 
slip below the .500 mark.

His first Temple edition did win four games, but it played 
inconsistent football. Now Arians faces the '84 campaign 
with a host of youngsters in critical spots and five road games 
in the first six weeks of the campaign. 

One spot that Arians must replace immediately is at quar- 
terback where veteran Tim Riordan has graduated. Riordan 
threw for over 1,700 yards a year ago so his heir will have to 
pick up the slack in a hurry. Lee Saltz figures to land that 
vacant quarterback spot after seeing action in three games a 
year ago. Saltz completed 18-of-39 aerials in his limited play 
but he’s the best that Temple has got. 

The best that Temple has at running back is last Weis 
ECAC Rookie of the Year Paul Palmer at tailback. Palmer 
registered 628 yards rushing and six touchdowns for the 
Philadelphia-based school and he will bare the brunt of the 
Temple ground game in the year ahead. The graduation of 
Harold Harmon and Jim Brown will force Palmer to assume 
more responsibility in the upcoming campaign. Temple will 
also rely on the backfield efforts of Brian Slade and Keith 
Armstrong—a duo that teamed for just under 200 yards 
rushing last fall. Roderick Moore and Shelley Poole will vie 
for time at fullback. 

Temple's other skilled positions are strong and deep. The 
wide receiving corps brings back six players who saw game 
time last year. Tight ends Don McMullin, Scott Andrien and 
Jim Ermert teamed for 17 receptions and their experience 
will help boost the new quarterback's confidence. Wide re- 
ceivers Russell Carter and Willie Marshall grabbed 31 and 
19 aerials, respectively, for the eastern Independent. Mar- 
shall averaged better than 19 yards a catch while recording 
two touchdowns. 

Three veterans return to the Temple interior wall but this 
area still has Arians a bit concemed. Guard John Rienstra is 
a good one and fellow guard Trent Conelias and tackle Eric 
Coss are both expected to improve after starting last year. 
But the remaining two positions will be filled by youngsters 


Bruce Arians, who left the late Bear 
Bryant's Alabama staff to take the 
Temple job, learned a lot about los- 
ing after his successful tenure in 
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with depth a definite problem. 

A strong backfield highlights this year’s Temple defense. 
Led by All-America candidate Anthony Young at free safety, 
the Owls will again be tough to beat through the air waves. 
Young picked off six aerials a year ago and has drawn the 
high praises from Arians since the young mentor arrived on 
the Temple scene. 

Cornerback Pervis Herder is a good one and he'll team 
with Young in giving the Owls a rugged secondary. The race 
for the remaining two spots will be among Larry Brewton, 


_ John Smith and newcomer Eddie Parker. 


Arians is not as pleased with the rest of the defensive 
unit—one that must be patched together after commence- 
ment exercises snapped up several quality performers. 

Up front, Chuck Cohen returns for his senior seasonat the 
tackle slot but Cohen's surrounding cast will be light on 
experience. Junior Bob Marra may swipe one of the interior 
three spots. 

The middle of the Temple defense was hardest hit by 
graduation so Arians is planning on some switches. Paul 
Darragh has been shifted from outside linebacker to middle 
linebacker. Steve Domonoski started as a freshman at line- 
backer last fall and Temple coaches are high on his play as 
the current campaign gets underway. Tim Hanley and Jeff 
Ward are slated to handle the defensive end or outside LB 
spots but depth is a serious concern here. 

Kip Shenefelt figures to be an important weapon for Tem- 
ple this season from his punting position. Shenefelt finished 
fourth nationally in punting average a year ago with a 44.0- 
yard average on 65 boots. Jim Cooper mans the placekick- 
ing chores after converting on five-of-11 field goals last fall. 

If the Owls are to better last year’s four-win season then 
the defense will have to come around ina hurry and a quality 
performer will have to be uncovered at quarterback. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Arians is an aggressive 
young mentor but he will have his hands full with this 
young squad. There are just too many positions to be 
filled. Look for another losing campaign. 
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Former Miami Dolphin offensive 
coordinator Wally English begins 
his second season at Tulane and 
he hopes it will be a little more un- 
eventful off the field that last year. 

The Green Wave was an inconsistent 4-7 in’83, but the big 
story was built around the coach's son, Jon English, who had 
to sue Tulane and the NCAA to allow him to play. It was a 
mess, but English did play six games, enough to force quar- 
terback Bubba Brister to transfer. 

The coaching staff said goodbye to a total of 19 lettermen, 
including eight offensive and four defensive starters. Thirty 
monogram winners do return to face a schedule that in- 
cludes just four home games in the year ahead. Featured on 
the '84 agenda are Florida, Florida State, Pittsburgh, LSU, 
Virginia Tech and Kentucky. There really isn't a soft spot on 
the slate as the other teams aboard for the ride are Mississip- 
pi State, Ole Miss, Vanderbilt, Southern Mississippi and 
Memphis State. It will be a tough chore for English and his 
staff, but they feel that they recruited very well, especially on 
the junior college level. It is felt that only Illinois scoured the 
juco ranks any better than did Tulane. 

As you would expect, many jobs are up for grabs and won't 
be decided until the fall. The quarterback position is open, 
but it should be filled by Notre Dame transfer Ken Karcher, 
who is considered a solid talent. The other quarterbacks are 
David McLaughlin and Danny English. Another son, but this 
one won't be a problem. Mike Jones, Laraun Ambrose and 
Toddy Francis are the tailbacks with Lester Lavalais, Jeff 
Alexander and Troy Nettles the fullbacks. 

The tight ends will be Mark Savini and Larry Route, while 
the wide receivers spot are capably manned by Tyrone 
Vaughns and Marc Zeno. This will be one of the team’s 
strengths this season. 

The offensive line will be manned Ronald Tilton, John 
Cottingham, Max Mitchell, Randy Saffy and Andre Lockley 
with a cast of thousands, including a handful of those juco 
reserves, looking for playing time. 

There are a host of questions to be answered on the 
defensive side of scrimmage as well, although there is a 
more experienced nucleus returning. 
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Up front, Mike Popko is the leading contender to man the 
eagle end with Eddie Neal at left tackle, Richard Williams at 
nose guard, Chris Cannon at right tackle and Melvin Cormier 
at drop end. Again there are a host of candidates who will vie 
for playing time. 

Eagle linebacker Burnell Dent, the team’s leading defen- 
sive player, returns and he will be joined at linebacker by 
Deno Jeter. The depth will be provided by Gary Anderson, 
Mike Landry, Charlie Dunn, Troy Wetzel and Frank Slinger. 


The secondary will sport Gene Harris and Kevin Tate at 
the cornerbacks.with Treg Songy at strong safety and Curt 
Baham at the free spot, The safety depth will be provided by 
Kevin Keeran, Bryan Miller, Randy Hubbell and Jonathan 
Hulbert while the main reserves at cornerback will be Gerald 
Broussard, Tyrus Allen and Casey Howard. 

The placekicking will be in the capable hands of senior 
Tony Wood, who made 14 of 20 feild goal attempts and all 18 
of his PAT’s last season. He was an AP All-South selection 
last fall and is shooting for even bigger honors in the year to 
come. He has a career mark of 56 of 57 PAT’s and 29 of 46 
on field goals. 


As stated before, the schedule will obviously hold the 
Green Wave back in the year ahead. It isn’t easy to break in 
new talent when you have to play tough opponents away 
from home. That is what English is faced with in the coming 
campaign. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Wally English is a 
proven football man but he looks to be in a tough spot at 
Tulane this season. Both the offensive and defensive 
platoons appear to be extremely unsettled and the sche- 
dule, with just four home games, is very difficult. A far 
better team than the Green Wave would have trouble 
against this year’s agenda. 


The outlook for this year’s edition of the Wave is bleak 
to say the least. It would have to be termed surprising if 
Tulane is able to top last year’s win total of four. We 
wouldn’t count on it. 
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IRGINIA 
TECH 


Bolstered by a relentless defense 
and an embarrassingly easy sche- 
dule the Hokies were able to roll toa 
: 9-2 record in '83. The mark didn't 
impress the bowl committees for Tech was overlooked in the 
post-season. 

Bill Dooley and Company will be looking for their fifth 
consecutive winning season this fall and the schedule and a 
solid returning nucleus will make it happen. 

A total of 47 monogram winners return to Blacksburg this 
fall. Included in that group are 14 starters, eight on the 
offensive side of scrimmage. Dooley, who begins his 
seventh season, has to be optimistic as he looks at the 
returning talent from the winningest Tech team in the past 78 
years. 

Tech had one of the nation’s top defensive unit in '83 led by 
All-America lineman Robert Smith. Five other regulars will 
join Smith on the '84 brigade. The 275-pound defensive 
monster registered 31 tackles behind the line of scrimmage 
last season. He is a force. 

Free safety Ashley Lee, an all-star candidate in his own 
right, cornerback Derek Carter, defensive end Jesse Penn, 
nose guard Orlando Williams and strong safety Bryan Bur- 
leigh are the other returning regulars. But there are a couple 
of defensive problem areas, especially linebacker, where 
both Mike Johnson and James Robinson have departed. 

Noland Hazzard and Allen Little, who have played little, 
will get their chance while the coaching staff will give a long 
look to Jamel Agemy, Paul Nelson and Lawrence White. 

Cornell Urquhart appears to be the man to fill the vacant 
defensive end postion while Bernard Joseph and John Jes- 
sup will vie for the open tackle slot. Leon Gordon will move 
into the secondary vacancy created by the departure of Jake 
Clarke. 

This unit will miss the outstanding linebacking play of 
Johnson and Robinson, but it will still be a tough contingent 
for most attacks to penetrate. Once again the Techsters will 
capitalize on their rather easy schedule. 

Eight starters return to an attack that had its ups and 
downs last season. The coaching staff is looking for more 
consistency in the year ahead. Back to lead the charge is 
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quarterback Mark Cox, who passed for 1,188 yards and nine 
touchdowns last season. Todd Greenwood, who has starting 
experience, will be the main backup. 

The Tech tailback platoon will again be potent in '84. 
Leading the way will be Otis Copeland, who rambled for 709 
yards. Maurice Williams, Eddie Hunter and Desmar Becton 
will also get to carry the football. Nigel Bowe and John 
Polascik will look to replace departed tailback Tony Paige. 

Steve Ellsworth returns at split end with Clarence Nelson 
at wingback and Joe Jones, Greg Brooks and Scott Rider all 
in the running at tight end. The reserve wingbacks will be 
Terrence Howell and Allan Thomas, while Scott Rider will 
spell Ellsworth. 

The offensive line will feature Mark Johnson at center, 
Kent Thomas and Vincent Johnson at the gaurds and Billy 
Leeson at one tackle spot. Tom Hartman, Jim Davie and 
Stuart Plank will vie for the other tackle position. Johnson 
and Leeson are all-star candidates. There is also solid depth 
along the front wall. 

David Cox, a dependable punter returns, while the 
placekicking job will again fall to Don Wade, who was dis- 
appointing a season ago. Allen Talbott will handle the kick- 
offs. 

Seven home games dot the Tech agenda and once again 
the list of opponents is less than formidable with the notable 
exception of Clemson and West Virginia. The others are 
Wake Forest, Richmond, Virginia, VMI, Duke, William & 
Mary, Temple, Tulane and Vanderbilt. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tech is coming off a 
successful season and returns a solid nucleus, but 
some of the subtle personne! changes that are needed 
might not be easily made. 

Despite the presence of Robert Smith, the defense 
won't be as strong while the offense is anything but 
explosive. Dooley and Company won't have any prob- 
lem posting a winning record, afterall five or six of these 
games are made to order, but it won’t be another nine- 
win campaign. We look for the Hokies to finish the cam- 
paign with seven victories. No more, no less. 
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After three straight 9-3 seasons at 
Morgantown it is time for Don 
Nehlen to do a bit of rebuilding. He 
does return 36 monogram winners, 
including 15 regulars, but lost from last year's Hall of Fame 
Bowl winning squad are such standouts as quarterback Jeff 
Hostetler, wide receiver Rich Hollins and defensive back Tim 
Agee. 

“We lost some key people on defense," stated the head 
coach. “We have to work hard developing our defense or we 
could be in for a long season, especially against the sche- 
dule we face.” 

The secondary, which lost Steve Newberry in addition to 
Agee, will be paced by Anthony Daniels, who was second on 
the team with 105 tackles a season ago. Mike Scott is 
another returning regular while Arthur Ashe will also make 
his presence felt. 

The linebacking figures to be a team strength led by senior 
Dave Preston. Junior Van Richardson and sophomore Matt 
Smith are top talents, while Derek Christian is another player 
the coaching staff is counting upon in the year ahead, 
Although there is uncertainty at the outside positions, look for 
the trio of Cam Zopp. who has shown potential, Fred Smalls 
and West Turner to get the job done. 

There is some experience along the defensive front, but 
graduation losses will also be felt in this area. Ernie Ander- 
son, Dale McDonald and Brad Hunt will vie for playing time at 
middle guard while Jeff Lucas and David Grant will get along 
look at defensive tackle. Sophomore Brian Dick will also get 
his chance to step in and contribute at tackle. 

Unlike in the past, Nehlen may have to count on his attack 
to carry the load, which might not be that easy with the 
departure of Hostetler. 

Kevin White, who started two games a season ago, is the 
leading candidate, but the senior could be pushed by Tony 
Reda, John Talley, Mike Timko and Steve Grober. Nehlen 
made finishing spring practice with a starting quarterback his 
primary objective. 

Elsewhere there will be solid experience on the attack. 
Ron Wolfley and Tom Bowman return at fullback with a host 
of talented performers ready to carry the football from the 
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tailback position. Tom Gray, last year’s top runner, is being 
given a look at defensive back, so the starting job will likely 
go to prized sophomore Pat Randolph. King Harvey, John 
Gay and Tom Haley will also be in the thick of things as will 
sophomore John Holifield. 

The Mountaineers will be solid at wide receiver and tight 
end in the season ahead. Rob Bennett, who caught 24 
passes in ’83 and who has tremendous size, returns at tight 
end with Wayne Brown, Gary Mullen and Willie Drewrey the 
top outside targets. The trio accounted for 53 catches good 
for 877 yards and six scores a season ago. Drewrey is 
especially explosive and may have a big '84 campaign. 

The offensive line will be formidable led by the triumvirate 
of Bill Legg, Dave DeJarnett and Scott Barrows. Kurt Kehl 
will be at tackle, where he will be looking to start again, while 
Brian Jozwiak, Scott Saylor, Tom Hamilton, Jack Keslar and 
Tim Farris will supply the needed depth. 

If White comes through as the team’s starting signal-caller 
then the Mounties will have little trouble putting points on the 
scoreboard. 

The team’s top weapon and best player is senior sidewind- 
ing placekicker Pau! Woodside, who returns for his final fling. 
His career stats are simply amazing. In his three years he 
has connected on 59 of 70 FG attempts (.842) while he has 
hit on 73 of 75 PAT’s. “Woody” just puts the football through 
the uprights. Talented punter Steve Superick also returns. 

The schedule has its pitfalls as the Mountaineers will meet 
Maryland, Penn State and Boston College at Morgantown 
while there are road trips planned to rival Pittsburgh and 
Virginia Tech. In all, West Virginia will play seven home 
games. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Nehien has an impress- 
Ive 27-9 record in his last three seasonas at WVU, but 
look for his Mounties to slip a bit this season. There are 
holes to fill on defense and the team will undoubtedly 
miss the talent, intelligence and leadership abilities of 
the departed Hostetler. 

Look for the Mountaineers to register seven regular- 
season wins and keep their bow! string alive with a 
minor invitation. 
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The Indians became winners under 
Jimmye Laycock last season but 
severe graduation losses will prob- 
ably cause the club to slip back onto 
the losing side of the ledger this season. The Indians were hit 
hard by commencement exercises, especially at tailback 
and laong the offensive front. 

Laycock’s 1-AA squad will again emphasize the passing 
game this season—one that threw for more than 2,700 yards 
last year. The lead man on this attack is quarterback Stan 
Yagiello who suffered a season-ending injury last year and 
threw for 630 yards and five touchdowns in just four games. 
Yagiello will spearhead this pass-oriented offense in this his 
senior season. Junior Rod Lawrence—who doubles as Wil- 
liam & Mary’s punter—handles the back-up quarterbacking 
role. 

The aforementioned tailback post is missing two of last 
year’s regulars—Dave Scanlon and Bernie Marrazzo. This 
duo combined for nearly 900 yards rushing a year ago so 
some sound production must be established by the new 
crew. Last year’s Rookie of the Year, Michael Clemons, is a 
slight 5-5, 160 pounds but he may prove elusive to enemy 
defenses this time out. Clemons averaged 5.2 yards per 
carry in limited duty a year ago. 

Starter Bobby Wright returns to his fullback spot with 
teserve help coming in the person of senior Andy Huggins. 
Wright's 388 yards rushing was second best on the Indian 
unit of a year ago. 

Veteran split end Jeff Sanders is back for another go- 
around as he enters his fourth and final year. Sanders 


* snared 47 balls for 537 yards last fall but the loss of opposite 


wide out Mike Sutton—66 catches for 930 yards—will hurt. 
Dave McDowell and Ron Gilliam have earned letters in years 
past and they will vie for action at this vacant post. Tight end 
Glenn Bodnar is a 6-5 senior who provides a sound target for 
Yagiello. Bodnar contributed 45 grabs and a team high 
seven touchdown catches to last season's 6-5 unit. 
William & Mary faces some stern challenges at the offen- 
sive line positions where three regulars have completed 
eligibility. Junior center Bob Solderitch and senior guard Lee 
Glenn are back to assume their starting spots but the loss of 
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talented guard Mario Shaffer certainly stings the Indians. 
There are a batch of seniors amnd juniors vying for time at 
the open line positions and former tight end Doug Williams 
has been shifted to a line slot after playing tight end. This is 
one area that could cause trouble in William & Mary play. 

Two regulars were lost at the linebacking slots—Brian 
Black and Drew Sharp. That means the Indians will team 
second-leading tackler Jimmy McHeffey with a pair of new- 
comers to the starting lineup. Karl Wernecke finished third on 
the team in tackles. He will help. Senior Ed Robinson and 
sophomore Dave Pocta will battle it out for the remaining 
post in this four-three alignment. 

A knee injury kayoed defensive end Jon Thomas from 
seven ballgames a year ago but Laycock and Company 
believe this junior can rebound in the year ahead. Senior 
tackle Bob Crane also figures to be a regular up front after 
leading all down linemen in total tackles last year with 68. 
Crane also contributed four quarterback sacks. Two-year 
letterwinner Larry McEntee is slated to handle the opposite 
end slot while the remaining tackle berth is up for grabs. 

The star of this William & Mary defense is free safety Mark 
Kelso—who picked off seven enemy aerials a year ago. 
Kelso enters his senior season with 17 career steals—a 
school mark—and 369 tackles—another William & Mary 
record. Cornerbacks Mims Hackett, Calvin Trivers and Chris 
Childs all saw action as starters last fall and will contribute in 
the upcoming campaign. Aggressive hitter Todd Leeson is 
expected to handle the strong safety spot. 

William & Mary's defense was not particularly strong last 
season—surrendeéring 28.2 points per contest. That in- 
cluded three games in which the Indians allowed 40 or more 
points. 

If the defense can help—great. The schedule won't. Road 
games at Penn State, Virginia Tech, Wake Forest and Col- 
gate figure to stall this Tribe team. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Yagiello will throw the 
ball often, but without a strong ground game and adequ- 
ate protection up front, he will encounter plenty of trou- 
ble. The feeling here is that William & Mary will return to 
losing ways in the coming campaign.

Toledo, Ohio 

The Rockets won nine straight games be- 
fore falling apart, A number of late-season 
injuries led to consecutive setbacks which 
killed Toledo's California Bowl hopes. Now 
coach Dan Simrell’s team is looking to return 
to prominence in the MAC. 

There is good reason for optimism in Tole- 
do as 33 letterwinners are back, led by 15 
starters. There are several voids to be filled, 
though Simrell feels confident that last year’s 
reserves can move up to first-team duty. 
Finding replacements for quarterback Jim 
Kelso, fullback Mel Tucker and wide receiver 
Capus Robinson (31 receptions, 499 yards) 
will be high on the list of priorities. Backups 
Kent Bishop and A. J. Sager lead the group of 
candidates for the signal-calling opening. 
Simrell is looking for more passing yardage 
as Toledo ranked eighth in the MAC in that 
department. 

Despite the loss of Tucker, who was the 
team's second leading rusher last year with 
426 yards, Toledo's ground game should 
prove effective. Tailback Steve Morgan, a 
5-10 senior, was the leading Rocket runner 
with 630 yards and five touchdowns. Junior 
Eddie Harris is a solid performer who gained 
310 yards in just eight games, averaging 5.5 
yards per carry. Returning senior Jerome 
Stephens may be called upon to assume the 
responsibilities at fullback though sophomore 
William Gaither could challenge for the job. 

Another reason the running game should 
perform well is the return of the entire offen- 
sive line. A pair of seniors, tackle Brian Vehar 
and guard John Berlan, anchor the blocking 
wall. Both earned All-MAC first team honors 
in 1983, The senior-dominated front also fea- 
tures starters center Darryl Kershaw and 
guard Joe Cron. Tackle Steve Gruenschlae- 
ger is the lone junior among the regulars. 
There is plenty of depth as the corps also has 
veteran tackles Frank Murin and John Tho- 
mas joining guard Terry Hemmelgarn avail- 
able in reserve roles. 

Fifth-year senior Bill Poure is the leading 
returning receiver. The 5-9 Poure caught 25 
spirals for 388 yards last season. Morgan (22 
grabs) is also capable out of the backfield. 
Junior speedster Melvin Brannon will see 
more playing time and he could fit in nicely. 
Brannon totaled just three receptions though 
he averaged 29 yards per catch. Glen Burch 
occupies the tight end slot with 6-3 junior 
Scott Kadash challenging for the job. 

Simrell is hoping the defensive unit can 
repeat its performance of a year ago. The 
Rockets yielded just 167 points and led the 
MAC in rushing defense (103.8 yards per 
contest) while finishing second in scoring de- 
fense and third in total defense. Linebacker 
Clayton Moore spearheads the contingent. 
The 5-10 senior led the team in tackles with 
125. He is joined by 5-11 junior Chuck Brews- 
ter (64 stops) as the linebacking corps is 
solid. Letterwinners Tim Inglis and Steve 
Hoyt are the other contenders for berths in 
the 5-2. 

Up front, Toledo is hurting as four regulars 
are gone. All-MAC end Mike Russell, tackles 
Emmanuel Cole and Mike Matz, and middle 
guard Jeff Bushong combined for 262 stops 
and 17 quarterback sacks. Junior defensive 
162 


end Bob Beemer, a 6-4, 209-pounder, is the 
lone starter returning. Beemer was third in 
total tackles with 86 while recording a team- 
high 10 sacks. Monogram winners are slated 
to fill in the other openings. Rick Milburn and 
Jeff Scherting are the candidates at the end, 
Mark White and Brent Williams are at the 
tackle slots while the middie guard position is 
Alan Harberson's. 

All-MAC defensive back Mark Brandon 
heads up a fine secondary. The 5-7 senior 
had nine interceptions to rank second among 
the nation's leaders. Veterans Dexter Clark, 
Harold McGuire and Marc Patton hold the 
other starting assignments. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: if the 
Rockets find effective starters at quarter- 
back, fullback and on the defensive line, 
there Is a good chance they will reach for 
the sky In the MAC. 


CENTRAL MICHIGAN (8-3) 
Mount Pleasant, Mich. 

The Chippewas enjoyed a fine 1983 cam- 
paign, though their 7-2 record in the Mid- 
American Conference was only good enough 
for a second place tie. Coach Herb Deromedi 
has recorded an impressive 49-15-2 mark 
during his first six years as the school's men- 
tor. 

Central Michigan has high hopes going into 
the 1984 season. A total of 46 lettermen di- 
vided equally between the offense and de- 
fense return. Nine offensive regulars and 
seven from the defensive side are back as the 
Chippewas are definite contenders here. Just 
how far can CMU go in the MAC? That could 
depend on the running game, which is led by 
senior tailback Curtis Adams. One of the top 
rushers in the nation a year ago, Adams 
gained 1431 yards on 267 carries (5.4 yards 
per attempt) while scoring 15 touchdowns. 
His partner in the backfield is senior fullback 
Matt Coffey, who finished with 236 yards. 

Sophomore quarterback Ron Fillmore 
should be a better signal-caller with an added 
year's worth of experience. He completed 59 
of 126 tosses for 915 yards in 1983, Fillmore 
is also a versatile performer; he rushed for 
561 net yards. The leading target is split end 
John DeBoer. The top returning receiver, De- 
Boer pulled down 23 aerials for 540 yards 
(23,5 yards per reception) and five touch- 
downs. Junior flanker Ted Hollern (10 catch- 
es, 150 yards) should nail down a starting 
spot while the tight end position is up for 
grabs with seniors Rich Basxins and Dennis 
Svoboda the top candidates for the job. The 
offensive line features junior center Mike 
Brunner and senior guard Terry Goodell. A 
replacement is needed for team MVP and 
All-MAC offensive lineman Chris McKay. 

The top two tacklers from last year return to 
spearhead the defense. Inside linebacker 
Mike Bevier totaled 140 stops while outside 
backer Kevin Egnatuk recorded 112 hits. 
Both are legitimate All-MAC prospects. New 
starters take over linebacking berths vacated 
by Dale Bennis and Ray Bowles. The line 
loses All-MAC tackle Mike Mills. Sophomore 
middle guard Pete Panelli, who finished last 
year with 58 stops, joins senior tackle Pat 
Brackett (51 hits) up front. Both should re- 
spond well to the added responsibility. 

Heading up the secondary is All-MAC 
selection Jim Bowman. The senior strong 
safety was the Chippewas ' third-leading tack- 
ler with 87 total hits. His eight interceptions 
set a school record. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Central 
Michigan will be right around the top of 
the league again this season. Adams is 
one of the nation’s best running backs. If 
Fillmore can produce more on the passing 
end, the Chippewas will be tough to stop. 


BOWLING GREEN (8-3) 
Bowling Green, Ohlo 

The Falcons fell just short of the Mid- 
American Conference championship, win- 
ning seven of nine league contests. The two 
setbacks came by a total of four points—a 6-3 
defeat versus Toledo and a 24-23 loss to 
eventual MAC champion Northern Illinois. 
Coach Denny Stolz’ team has posted the best 
two-year record in conference play, winning 
14 of their last 18 MAC outings. 

Bowling Green won its final four games last 
season and that momentum should help as 
the Falcons are legitimate contenders for 
league honors and another trip to the Califor- 
nia Bowl. Eight offensive and seven defen- 
sive starters return, though a tough schedule 
could prove to be a major drawback, 

The offense will be led by standout signal- 
caller Brian McClure. A 6-6 junior, McClure 
completed 298 of 466 attempts for 3264 
yards and 16 touchdowns. The MAC's Out- 
standing Offensive Player award winner set 
an NCAA mark for most aerial yardage by a 
sophomore. He is a legitimate All-America 
and a future pro prospect. The remainder of 
the backfield is questionable. Tailback Darry| 
Story and fullback Lamont Wagner, the 
team's two leading rushers a year ago, are 
gone, leaving major voids to be filled. Juniors 
George Schmelzle and Bill Kuhiman were 
backups to Wagner and both should see 
playing time at fullback. Andre Fullwood, who 
showed potential in limited action (26 carries, 
89 net yards), retums to contend for the tail- 
back vacancy. Incoming junior Bernard White 
is also in the race for Story's position. 

McClure has a number of talented veteran 
receivers to utilize. Leading the returnees are 
tight end Mark Dowell and wide receiver Stan 
Hunter. Dowell led the MAC in receptions 
with 70; that total was also good enough to 
establish an NCAA standard. Hunter broke 
the 1,000 yard barrier as a sophomore, haul- 
ing in 63 aerials for 1107 yards. JUCO trans- 
fer Joe Boxley is the likely replacement for the 
departed Greg Meehan at flanker. With four 
of five starters returning, the line is very 
sound. Tackles Dean Hall and Vic Cales join 
center Brian Johnson and guard Dan Schrin- 
er lead the frontline. 

The Falcon defensive corps stood out last 
year, especially against the run. The unit 
yielded just 104.6 yards per game. Bowling 
Green's frontline features returning regulars 
Mike Foor and Stu Tolle at tackle. Senior 
Norm Recla and sophomore Phil Walker will 
battle for the starting nose tackle spot va- 
cated by the graduation of Joe Prehlik. Vince 
Villanucci, a starting linebacker a year ago, 
moves to an end siot, as will reserve backer 
Shawn Simms. {n turn, ends Troy Dawson 
and Chris Hartman have been shifted to line- 
backer berths, making up for the loss of two- 
time All-MAC performer Mark Emans. 

Losing All-MAC defensive back Martin 
Bayless, a fourth-round draft choice of St. 
Louis who set school records for intercep- 
tions in one game (three), in a season (10) 
and in a career (27), is a severe blow to the 
secondary. Melvin Marshall and Brian Mun- 
son, first-team players last year, will have 
added responsibility while Tony Graham, a 


monogram winner in 1981 and 1982, returns 
after taking a year off. JUCO transfer Sean 
Dykes will also contend for Bayless’ free 
safety vacancy. 

Gehad Youssef handles the placement 
chores while All-MAC punter Jim Phelps will 
not return, Youssef set Bowling Green stan- 
dards for the longest field goal, a 57-yarder, 
and most three-pointers in a season with 16. 
Sophomore Greg Johnson and newcomer 
Mark Bongers are the top prospects to re- 
place Phelps. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Fal- 
cons would like to return to the California 
Bowl after just missing the target a year 
ago. Stolz has a talented squad, though 
replacing the likes of Bayless and Emans 
could be difficult. The shifts at defensive 
end and linebacker could be the key. 
Bowling Green could win it all or finish In 
the middle of the pack In the tough MAC. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS (10-2) 
‘DeKalb, Ill. 

The Huskies enjoyed remarkable success 
in 1983, winning the Mid-American title and 
the California Bowl with a 20-13 victory over 
Cal State-Fullerton. The only blemishes on 
an otherwise perfect season came at Wis- 
consin and at Central Michigan. Head coach 
Bill Mallory did an exceptional job. 

This year, Northern Illinois is playing 
musical chairs with the head coaches. Mal- 
lory has departed, accepting the job at the 
University of Indiana. Enter Lee Corso, who 
opted for a spot on the sidelines instead of a 
seat in the broadcast booth. The irony of Cor- 
so's hiring—just two years ago, he was mar- 
ching down the sidelines in Bloomington, In- 
diana as the Hoosiers’ mentor. 

Corso will have a tough time duplicating 
Mallory's MAC championship feat. Replace- 
ments are needed for star quarterback and 
MAC MVP Tim Tyrrell, leading scorer and 
All-MAC placekicker Vince Scott, third- 
leading rusher and California Bow! MVP Lou 
Wicks, three offensive linemen and intercep- 
tion leader Jeff Sanders (six steals). Still, 
there are plenty of weapons on the DeKalb- 
based campus and the Huskies will be a con- 
tender for a return trip to the California Bowl. 

Darryl Taylor is the heir apparent at quar- 
terback. The 5-10 sophomore saw very li- 
mited action, completing six of 12 tosses. 
First-team All-MAC tailback Darryl Richard- 
son (1,204 yards, 10 touchdowns) is the key 
offensive performer. Sophomore Joe! Kink- 
ade is the likely replacement for Wicks after 
gaining 83 yards in reserve duty. Senior 
flankerback Carl Aikens, the second-leading 
receiver with 23 receptions, rounds out the 
backfield. 

Second-team All-MAC guard Todd Peatis 
the heart of the blocking wall. The 6-2, 254- 
pound sophomore opened many holes last 
season. Center Dan Feely is the other return- 
ing starter up front while three-year letterwin- 
ner Jeff Tharp and two-season performer 
Davie Bierman should start at the tackle 
posts. Junior Stuart Sprecher is the leading 
candidate at the other guard slot while red- 
shirt freshmen John Sugrue and Ted Kara- 
manos aren't far behind. 

The entire starting defensive line returns, 
with the exception of end Sheldon Sobol. 
Second-team All-MAC left end Gary Schlin- 
ger, the team’s top returning tackler among 
the linemen, joins tackles Scott Kellar and 
Steve O'Malley, and nose guard Doug Bart- 


lett along the 5-2 front. Freshman Vernon 
Sims will battle junior Tim McCarthy for the 
right end opening. Junior Tim Griffin, the Hus- 
kies’ leading tackler with 116 stops, joins 
senior Pat McAvoy (84 tackles) at the line- 
backing spots. 

Corso has a major deficiency in the secon- 
dary. Only strong safety Lee Hicks (second- 
leading tackler with 98) is back in his old 
position. Besides Sanders, second-team All- 
MAC hafiback Steve Hirsch and free safety 
Rick Considine must be replaced. Letterwin- 
ners will play a key role. Senior Rastee Oceis 
slated to start at halfback while a pair of 
juniors—Steve Kmiec and Charles Jones— 
are the leading candidates at free safety and 
cornerback respectively. 

Then there is the void left by Scott's depar- 
ture. All Scott did last season was connect on 
17 of 20 field goal attempts and 29 of 31 extra 
point conversions for a team-high 80 points. 
Redshirt freshmen Bob Forrester and Dar- 
renn Monnett have a tough task ahead as 
either newcomer may struggle trying to fill 
Scott's shoes. Todd Van Keppel, who aver- 
aged 40.5 yards per boot, handles the punt- 
ing. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There is 
plenty of talent here, though questions 
surrounding the quarterbacking, 
placekicking, offensive line and secon- 
dary keep Northern Illinois away from 
being selected as preseason favorite in 
the MAC. Corso does have a contender if 
things fall into place. 


BALL STATE UNIVERSITY (6-5) 
Muncie, Ind. 

The Cardinals finished in the middle of the 
pack in the Mid-American Conference last 
year, recording a 4-4 league mark. After a 
quick 3-0 start, the team faded a bit, losing 
three straight and five of its final eight games. 
This time around, coach Dwight Wallace is 
hoping for improvement, depending on a 
more experienced defensive unit. 

A total of eight defensive regulars return, 
including four of the team’s top five tacklers. 
Only four offensive starters are back among 
the 32 lettermen the Cardinals return. Last 
year, Ball State yielded 302 points in 11 con- 
tests, including 83 in its final two losses to 
Bowling Green and Central Michigan. Wal- 
lace's squad should lower that figure con- 
siderably. Only tackle Randy Miller is missing 
from the front line. Noseguard Mike Davis, a 
three-year letterwinner, recorded 43 total 
tackles, including 34 unassisted, Tackle Mike 
Willis also started a year ago and he finished 
with 56 stops. 

if there is one area of concern on defense, 
it is at linebacker, where inside man Tom 
Short (whose 86 tackles was a team high) 
has graduated, along with Greg Pettit, a regu- 
lar on the outside. Mark Fioritto, a six-foot 
senior who was third in tackles with 81, is 
joined inside by Mike Brown. The 6-1 senior 
occupied an outside position last season. 
Dale Mercer is the primary candidate for 
another starting berth. 

The starting secondary returns intact, led 
by hawk Kevin Young. A 5-11 junior, Young 
pulled down seven interceptions while re- 
cording 84 total tackles, second best on the 
Cardinals. Back to man the cornerback spots 
are Darren Martin, who originally handled a 
safety spot before being shifted for the final 
seven games last season, and sophomore 
Jeff Burns. Todd Clark, who took over Mar- 
tin's safety slot, also returns.

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Junior quarterback Neil Britt will run the 
offense. He completed 206 of 348 attempts 
for 2,377 yards, establishing several school 
records in the process. In addition to the Ball 
State marks he set, Britt completed 30 of 49 
attempts for 437 yards in the loss to Bowling 
Green, erasing the old MAC mark for passing 
yards in one outing. His one flaw is intercep- 
tions, as he threw 25 of them, also a confer- 
ence record. 

Tight end Mike Leuck, who pulled down a 
school-record 67 aerials last season, is the 
primary target of Britt. All-conference split 
end Dave Naumcheff, the recipient of 65 pas- 
ses, will be missed, Ricky George, who 
started four games at wingback during his 
freshman campaign, will have to fill Naum- 
cheff's large shoes at split end. Terrell Smith, 
a 5-8 senior, will remain at wing back; he 
caught 16 tosses last season while also 
handling kickoff returns. 

The loss of two starters in the backfield, 
tailback Terry Lymon and fullback Steve 
Strausbaugh will hamper the Ball State 
ground attack. Lymon was tht team's leading 
rusher over the past three years, gaining 
2,013 yards. Three-year letterman Tony 
Bonannois the leading rusher returning, hav- 
ing totaled 375 yards while scoring five touch- 
downs. Bob Brinson, the third-leading rusher 
in 1983, will occupy Lymon's starting slot. 

Wallace will have an immediate chore re- 
building the offensive line. Tackle Mark 
Boggs, a 6-6, 305-pound sophomore, is the 
lone starier returning. Sophomore guard Jim 
Minick saw some action a year ago and 
should start this season. 

The schedule is very interesting as Ball 
State will play on both coasts, opening up at 
Massachusetts while facing Pac-10 oppo- 
nent Washington State just three weeks later. 
A contest against intrastate rival Indiana 
State in the new Hoosier Dome ts also on tap. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Car- 
dinals have the ability to finish near the 
top of the Mid-American Conference. 
They have finished In the league’s upper 
echeion seven out of nine years, so there 
is some tradition. If the offensive line can 
come together, this team will do well. The 
defense will be a lot tougher with the 
added experience. 


MIAMI OF OHIO (4-7) 
Oxford, Ohio 

Tim Rose's first season at Miami of Ohio 
was a bit disappointing. The Redskins, ex- 
pected to challenge for the Mid-American 
Conference crown, finished with a 3-5 leaque 
mark, Things will not get any easier for the 
‘Skins as only 26 letterwinners, including 12 
starters, return and a tough schedule is on the 
horizon. Seven of the 11 games are away 
from Yager Stadium, including tests against 
Houston, Washington and Cincinnati, 

The first task is replacing two of the top 
three rushers. Tailback Jay Peterson gained 
842 yards and scored four touchdowns while 
fullback Phil Palcic, the third-leading ground- 
gainer. Reserve tailback George Swarn, 
second in yardage with 267 (over five yards 
per carry) moves into the starting backfield 
while Todd Rollins returns to call signals. A 
5-10 sophomore, Rollins completed 110 ae- 
rials tor 1,262 yards and seven touchdowns. 
Al Marlow (24 of 48) returns as a backup. 

Rollins has a capable group of pass- 
catching targets. Split end Tom Murphy, a 
six-fool sophomore, led the Redskins with 39 
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receptions for 610 yards and four touch- 
downs. Tight end Glen Hirschfeld tied for 
second in receiving with 23 grabs for 242 
yards. Areplacement is needed for wingback 
Ralph Williams (23 catches, 252 yards), The 
line has several tetterwinners competing for 
jobs. Matt Cupito, Bob Smith and Randy Sulli- 
van, who was injured last season, are in con- 
tention for the guard positions. Eric Bauer 
and Dan Dalrymple are the most experienced 
candidates for the tackle berths. 

Rose, formerly the team's defensive coor- 
dinator, will have to revamp the defensive line 
of the angle 5-2 defense. Two-time All- 
America middle guard Brian Pillman (96 total 
stops, 40 tackles for losses) is the major de- 
parture. Steve Dailey, who totaled 72 stops 
and eight tackles for losses, returns to one 
tackle slot. Inside linebacker Tim Colleran, 
who has led the Redskins in total tackles the 
past two years, has to come through with 
another big year. The six-foot junior had 150 
stops in 1983. 

The outside linebacker positions are ably 
handled by sophomores Paul Mullen and 
Dave Brown, along with junior Gary Nagel. 
Mullen was third in stops with 108 while Nagel 
recorded 66 and Brown 45. Mark Meyers, 
who was out last season with an injury, will 
also see playing time. In the secondary, Phil 
Birchfield, Tom Black, Troy White and Kevin 
Ziegman are the returning monogram win- 
ners. Steve Fitzhugh is back from an injury to 
add depth to the unit. 

Miami's leading scorer, 5-11 junior Mike 
Kiesbach, handles the placement duties. He 
connected on 11 of 15 field goal tries and 15 
of 16 extra point efforts. Sophomores Guy 
Tibbels and Rick Amos join freshman Doug 
Kolesar in the race for the punting job. Rol- 
lins, who averaged 36 yards on seven kicks, 
may also punt. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Red- 
skins have a proud tradition to uphold. 
Miami lost several nail-biters in 1983, In- 
cluding four Mid-American Conference 
contests by a total of nine points. The 
schedule is a major deterrent. Rose will 
have his hands full, though the Redskins 
should finish over .500 if they can win a 
few of the close ones. 


WESTERN MICHIGAN (6-5) 
Kalamazoo, Mich, 

After recording a 7-2-2 mark and challeng- 
ing for the Mid American Conference crown in 
1982, his first year as coach of the Broncos, 
Jack Harbaugh was probably a bit dis- 
appointed with the results in 1983. Western 
Michigan had to settle for sixth place in the 
conference race and three of his team’s set- 
backs came by a combined total of 17 points. 
Ending the campaign with back-to-back wins 
didn’t hurt, 

This time around, the Broncos will struggle 
as one key performer from a year ago will be 
sorely missed. Running back Shawn Faulk- 
ner was the nation's second-leading rusher 
with 1,668 yards, but more importantly, he 
gained that total while his team netted just 12 
more yards rushing. Faulkner, among his im- 
pressive records, set a MAC mark with 394 
Carries, proving himself as the true work- 
horse. He also was the Broncos’ second- 
leading receiver with 29 catches. 

Harbaugh will once again rely heavily on 
the passing attack as several veterans return, 
including quarterback Steve Hoffman. After 
transferring from Michigan Tech, Hoffman set 


Western Michigan single-season records for 
attempts and completions (125 of 213) while 
falling just 12 yards short of another miles- 
tone, finishing with 1,407 yards. Hoffman will 
have competition for his job as Chris Conklin 
and Scott Smith, who shared the position in 
1982, are also available. The Broncos will 
use the one-back offense, with sophomores 
Ed Greer (three touchdowns on 13 carries), 
Lewis Howard, Jesse Pettaway and junior 
Otis Cheathem in contention for Faulkner's 
starting berth. 

The talented receiving corps features tight 
end Kelly Spielmaker, split end Paul Sorce 
and flankers Cliff Reed and Todd Fleck. 
Spielmaker, voted Mid American Freshman 
of the Year, pulled down 48 aerials for 653 
yards and four touchdowns, all team highs. 
Sorce, Reed and Fleck combined for 50 re- 
ceptions in 1983. 

Junior John Offerdahl spearheads the de- 
fensive unit, leading a solid corps of lineback- 
ers. The All-MAG selection posted incredible 
numbers during his firsttwo seasons, totaling 
343 tackles, including 194 a year ago. He 
should break the school’s all-time tackle re- 
cord during the season-opener against 
Miami-Ohio. Outside performer Jerry Alford 
is also back after finishing with 89 stops, third 
best on the Broncos. Additional support at the 
position should come from monogram win- 
ners Roy Swoape, Ron Anderson, Dwayne 
Fletcher (coming back from a knee injury), 
Jeff Miller and converted fullback Scott Miller. 

Middle guard Jack Giarmo is the best play- 
er on the line, Giarmo finished with 84 stops 
and 15 tackles for 74 yards worth of losses, 
Tackle Jeff Kacmarek (55 tackles) returns 
while the replacement for starter Mark McDo- 
nald should be either Leon Brooks, who sat 
out most of last season, or Greg Staron. 

The maior area of concern is the defensive 
secondary, as three of the four regulars are 
gone, including interception leader and 
second-leading tackler, safety Mike Gary, 
Strong safety Nate Bolton was switched 
around, playing in three different positions 
during the year. Bolton picked off four passes 
and he will receive help from cornerbacks 
Ron Ryan and Luther Verner. Ryan sus- 
tained a knee injury early last season and 
missed most of the campaign. Split end Ken 
Luckett was shifted to the defensive backfield 
to aid this unit. 

Mike Prindle returns to handle the punting 
and placekicking chores. A second-team All- 
MAC performer in 1982, Prindie maintains a 
school-record 40 consecutive extra points 
while ranking second on career lists for field 
goals, kick-scoring points and punts. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The loss 
of Faulkner will clearly take its toll. The 
passing game cannot carry the offense 
the way he did. Harbaugh's team must 
also stay away from Injuries, especially on 
the defensive side, There are too many 
holes to fill and the Broncos should be 
happy to finish around .500. Western 
Michigan has to win more than one game 
at home (the Broncos were 1-4 at Kalama- 
zoo In 1983) to be even remotely suc- 
cessful, 


OHIO UNIVERSITY (4-7) 
Athens, Ohio 
During the five-year tenure of coach Brian 
Burke, the Bobcats have been a mediocre 
team, finishing no better than 6-5 and no 
worse than last season's disappointing 4-7. 


This time around, it is hard to tell just how 
mediocre Ohio will be. There are many ques- 
tions surrounding the team and the schedule 
is devastating. 

In the past, Burke has relied on a strong 
offensive team during his half-decade in 
Athens. This season, there is more experi- 
ence on defense while major losses have 
depleted his scoring power. "Offensively, we 
are going to concentrate on our ground 
game, one-on-one blocking and just trying to 
teach dominating an opponent,” admitted 
Burke. “We are going to go back to nuts-and- 
bolts football, Defensively, we have to con- 
tinue to mature and hang tough.” 

The change in philosophy was dicated by 
the graduation of quarterback Donny Harri- 
son and receivers Eddie Washington, Lance 
Pickens and Sherman McBride. Harrison 
completed 203 of 357 attempts, just under 57 
percent, for 2,309 yards and 10 touchdowns. 
Washington hauled in 68 tosses for 866 yards 
and five scores, good enough for first-team 
All-Mid American Conference honors. Senior 
Bruce Gillard and junior Dennis Swearingen 
are competing for the starting signal-calling 
job. 

Ohio will run more out of an “I" formation 
though the veer option attack will be used at 
times. The running game must improve if the 
offense is going to work. Seniors Glenn Hun- 
ter, Kevin Boler and Orvell Johns will carry 
the workload. Hunter led the Bobcats with 
338 yards rushing, though 93 came on jus- 
tone carry. Johns completed the 1983 cam- 
paign with 273 yards while Boler totaled 209, 
Tackles Brian Bertola and David Stainbrook 
are fifth-year performers on the line. 

As many as 10 starters return to the defen- 
sive unit (linebacker Tom Kennedy's status is 
undetermined at the time of this writing). The 
Bobcats had the nation's finest passing de- 
fense which yielded just 115.3 yards per 
game and five touchdowns. Improving the 
rushing defense is amust. The key to the unit 
is atinside linebacker, where 6-1 senior Mike 
Mangen and 6-4 junior Brian Mays take 
charge. Mangen, an honorable mention All- 
MAC choice the past two years, was the 
second leading tackler in the league in 1983, 
totaling 171 stops, Mays was the team's 
second-leading tackler with 105 stops. 


The secondary has six experienced perfor- 
mers contending for jobs. Junior David 
Board, senior Maurice Crawford and sopho- 
more Shawn Bonner are in the hunt for cor- 
nerback play though Bonner may be tried at 
running back. Battling for the safety slots are 
juniors Doug Smalley and Jeff Mathias and 
senior Eric Edwards. Up front, a trio of seniors 
return. John Guzik and Sherman Carter man 
the tackle positions while Phil Massinople is 
at noseguard. 

Burke must find a replacement for 
placekicker Ron Harter. Freshman Charles 
Bryant and sophomore walk-on Chris Judge 
are the leading candidates for the vacancy. 
Junior punter Art McCormick, who averaged 
38.5 yards per boot, is back, though Bryant 
may challenge there too. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bob- 
cats will struggle in 1984. There are too 
many problems at quarterback and in the 
receiving corps. The defense will have its 
hands full. The schedule is ludicrous as 
Ohio plays its first four games on the road 
and seven of the 11 are away from Peden 
Stadium. Four to five wins at most for 
Burke's outfit. 


EASTERN MICHIGAN (1-10) 
Ypsilanti, Mich. 

When the Hurons opened the 1983 cam- 
paign with a 7-3 victory over Marshall, there 
were beliefs that coach Jim Harkema’s team 
was going to pull off a few surprises and 
exceed the 1-9-1 mark compiled in 1982. 
Reality said otherwise and Eastern Michigan 
finished last in the Mid-American Confer- 
ence, failing to win acontest after the opener. 

“We were very disappointed with our sea- 
son last year because we felt we were cap- 
able of playing better than we did," Harkema 
stated. "We have a better blend of younger 
and older players this season and | see that 
as positive.” The only trouble is, in 1984, six 
games are on the road (five of the first seven) 
and the light out of the tunnel is nowhere in 
sight. 

While there are 37 monogram winners re- 
turning, only 12 starters are back. Offensive- 
ly, the team's strength is in its receiving corps. 
Both starting wideouts, return for their senior 
year. Rick Simpson hauled in 35 passes 
while Derrin Powell pulled down 34. The man 
most likely to throw the ball to the dynamic 
duo is senior Steve Coulter. The incumbent 
signal-caller, Coulter completed 140 of 304 
passes for 1,827 yards and a mediocre TD- 
INT ratio of 8-19. Junior Robert Gordon play- 
ed in just three games last year (seven of 24 
for 150 yards) and is the likely backup quar- 
terback once again. 

A replacement is needed for standout tail- 
back Rick Calhoun, A two-year, second-team 
All-Mid American Conference player, led the 
Hurons with 871 yards rushing while catching 
31 aerials for 249 yards. Junior Derron Ver- 
non (37 yards) and redshirted freshman Todd 
White are the leading candidate for the va- 
cated position in the backfield. Starting full- 
back Jerry Gaydash, a 5-10 senior who was 
the second-leading back with 367 yards, may 
be shifted to tailback. Three regulars are back 
to lead the blocking corps—tackles Mike 
Smith and Dale Boone, along with guard 
David Teague. Two-year starting center 
Chris Babini will be missed. 

A pair of senior outside linebackers, Jeff 
Pierzynski and Dan Cohen, are among the 
top performers on defense. Both are three- 
year veterans and the duo finished 2-3 re- 
spectively in tackles, combining for 141 
stops. Matt Finlay (51 tackles) became a star- 
ter late last season and returns to one inside 
linebacker post. The major loss is top tackler 
and MVP David Marshall (116 tackles). 

Senior Derrick Whitehead spearheads the 
front line. He recorded 60 stops from his de- 
fensive tackle position. The other tackle berth 
belongs to sophomore Mike Ochadleus. 
Juniors David Powell and Brian Eason will 
battle for the middle guard opening. Anthony 
Fields is the lone returning defensive back, 
and replacements for Bill Rush, Mike Lewis 
and Ed Poole are among the list of priorities 
for Harkema. 

The specialty unit is one area that doesn't 
concern Harkema. Vernon led the team in 
kickoff returns, averaging almost 25 yards 
per runback. Junior Bob Hirschmann handles 
both the punting and placekicking chores. He 
averaged over 39 yards per punt while con- 
necting on five of 11 field goal efforts. JUCO 
transfer Mario Feretti will push Hirschmann 
for his job. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Another 
bleak forecast for the Hurons. Losses on 
the offensive line, in the backfield, at line- 
backer and in the secondary will prove 


costly. The talent doesn’t compare to 
most of the Mid-American teams. It will be 
a long year for Harkema and company, 
with two ot three wins the most that can be 
expected. 


KENT STATE (1-10) 
Kent, Ohlo 

The Golden Flashes actually did improve 
last season. When Dick Scesniak returned to 
Kent State, (he had previously served as 
offensive coordinator from 1971-74) he knew 
that it would take time to build a Mid- 
American Conference contender. 

Well, Scesniak's troops won one more 
game than the 1982 edition; that victory, a 
37-13 triumph over Eastern Michigan, kept 
the Flashes out of the league cellar. Actually, 
if Kent State had more luck in close games, 
there would have been a major improvement 
in the record. Six of the setbacks came by 
eight points or less, including a one-pointer 
versus Ohio and a three-pointer at Toledo, 
who tied for second in the conference. 

A lotal of 33 letterwinners are back, includ- 
ing 15 starters, giving Kent State some ex- 
perience. The Flashes set 13 single-game 
and seasonal offensive records and most of 
those trendsetters return. Quarterback Stu 
Rayburn is back to run the "I" attack. In nine 
games, he completed 117 of 217 tries for 
1461 yards and seven touchdowns. Scesniak 
wants Rayburn to cut down on his mistakes; 
he threw 19 interceptions last year. 

There are several quality targets available. 
Tight end Joe Rucky paced the Flashes with 
34 receptions, while senior Ken Hughes, a 
starter the final seven games of 1983, caught 
33 passes for 575 yards. Incredibly, 25 of his 
33 receptions produced first downs. Occupy- 
ing the flanker position is senior Tim Feld- 
man, who finished with 27 catches despite a 
slow recovery trom the previous year's knee 
surgery. The backfield returns regulars O.D. 
Underwood, the leading rusher with 531 
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yards (five yards per carry) and tailback Der- 
rick Nix (248 yards). Nix also led Kent State 
with a kickoff return average of 22.6. Support 
comes from fullback Mike Virgin and tail- 
backs Johnnie Ray and Tim Starks. 

On the offensive line, four players who 
finished the campaign as starters will be 
counted on. Bill Bernard, a two-year regular, 
handles the center spot while Stefan Craig 
and Andy Cregan get the nod al the guards. 
Jim Weist and Jim Nunley are the leading 
contenders at tackle with Maurice Eldridge 
also available for duty. 

Scesniak's toughest defensive task will be 
the replacement of six first-team performers, 
including three-fourths of the linebacking 
crew. The lone returning linebacker with 
starting experience is outside man Mike Car- 
tuthers. Losing the two leading tacklers 
(Russ Hedderly and Mike Jones) will hurt. 
The 3-4 defense features senior Randy Hicks 
at left tackle and junior Lee Bullington at right 
tackle, with Brian Oblak battling John Kolen- 
cik for the nose tackle job. Hicks was at right 
tackle and Bullington handled the nose tackle 
slot last year, so the changes may hamper 
the unit early until adjustments by the players 
are made. 

A shakeup in the secondary means Kent 
State will have two new safeties. Robin Peter- 
son and Stuart Sims, both reserves a year 
ago, are the leading candidates there. Safety 
Steve Lyle has moved to cornerback, where 
he will contest Derrick Samuels and Terry 
White for playing time. Samuels recorded 79 
tackles while White tied for team high with 
four interceptions. The kicking game appears 
to be solid as veteran Tony DeLeone handles 
both the punting and placement chores. De- 
Leone averaged 38.9 yards per punt; he 
added the placekicking assignment late in the 
year and connected on all four field goal 
efforts last season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: At this 
fate, the Golden Flashes will go undefe- 
ated by 1994. Scesniak’s club is used to 
losing, and that attitude hurts. The lack of 
stability at IInebacker and across both 
lines will be a factor. If Kent State can geta 
few close ones to go its way, a three or 
four win season is the most that can be 


expected. 


BOSTON UNIVERSITY (9-4) 
Boston, Mass. 

Itis hard to imagine a better season for the 
Terriers, though coach Rick Taylor's team is 
a top contender for Division !-AA honors in 
1984. During the 1983 campaign, Taylor's 
team captured the Yankee Conference with a 
4-1 mark. Boston University then went into 
the playoffs and upset Eastern Kentucky, 
Snapping Eastern's 36-game home winning 
streak, Their national championship dreams 
died when Furman downed the Terriers one 
week later, 35-16. Despite being oversha- 
dowed by Boston College, Holy Cross and 
several lvy League schools, Boston Universi- 
ty has the best record among New England's 
Division I-A and I-AA schools over the last six 
years, compiling a 43-22-1 record. 

With 29 letterwinners returning, including 
an incredible nine offensive starters and 10 
defensive players who started at least one 
game, Taylor has good reason for optimism. 
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Leading the way is All-America tailback Paul 
Lewis, a 5-8 junior. The school’s single- 
season and career rushing and scoring re- 
cord holder, he ran for 1603 yards and scored 
128 points during the 1983 season. He is 
joined by fullbacks Rodney Graham (299 
yards) and George Wilcox (4.8 yards per car- 
Ty) as the ground attack is potent. 

There are two areas of concern in the 
offensive scheme. Quarterback Jim English, 
who established sight school records, includ- 
ing attempts in one season and seasonal and 
career completions, graduated, leaving ama- 
jor void to be filled. Only John O'Connor post- 
ed statistics last season, completing seven of 
13 tosses for 89 yards, Pat Mancini, plagued 
by injuries a year ago, Craig Bradbury and 
freshmen Jim Schuman, Bo Birkhead and 
Andy Wise, could also contend for the signal- 
calling opening. 

The other deficient area is along the line. 
Guard Roger Mrusek, a team co-MVP and 
All-East selection, has graduated, as has 
tackle Steve Mankulics, guard Jim Wendel- 
ken and tight end T.J. Hartford. Sean Burke, a 
letterwinner who played well as an under- 
study to Hartford, is the heir apparent at tight 
end. Chris Smith is the leading candidate to 
take over Mankulics’ spot while Mark Moylan 
is slated to open at a guard. A pair of All- 
Yankee Conference picks, tackle Bob 
Mocarski, a two-year letterman, and sopho- 
more center Gary Walker, return to the start- 
ing lineup. Steve Decker, a starter after Wen- 
delken was injured at midseason, is also 
back. 

Flanker Bill Brooks, who established a 
number of season and career records in 
1983, is back to pace a solid receiving corps. 
Brooks, who pulled in 56 passes for 891 
yards, is joined by split end Dennis Gadbois 
(23 catches, 277 yards) to form a deadly one- 
two punch that should burn the opposition. 

A strong defensive unit which yielded only 
131 yards rushing per game and 15.2 points 
per contest returns everyone except end Paul 
Dwyer, cornerback Gary Hyre and safety 
John Mancini. A fine linebacking contingent, 
including the top four tacklers, leads the way. 
Bob Egan, Ed Martin, Gary Burns and Mike 
Radcliffe give the Terriers one of the best 
units in Division |-AA. Egan posted the most 
impressive numbers, leading the team in 
tackles with 129 and fumble recoveries with 
three. In addition, Bruce Foucart, who sat out 
the 1983 season with a knee injury, is ex- 
pected to return to form. 

Tackle Donald Brair), the fifth leading tack- 
ler and leading sacker with 72, is the key 
performer on the line. End Gary Durgin (47 
Stops, 5% sacks) and noseguard-tackle 
Brian Jenkins (46 stops) are also slated to 
Start again. Jenkins missed three contests 
last year due to a shoulder ailment while Dur- 
gin missed parts of four games due to a minor 
knee injury. 

The absence of Mancini and Hyre will take 
its toll on the defensive backfield. The duo 
combined for 10 interceptions and 102 total 
tackles. Picking up the slack are starters Cal- 
vin Hall at cornerback (four interceptions) and 
safety Phil Gaudette. Freshmen Brad Be- 
dard, Ricky Cook, Sean Browne and Jim 
Palojarvi are among the contenders for the 
two vacated starting berths. 

Steve Shapiro, who holds several school 
kicking records, will be missed. The leading 
candidate for the placekicking duties is Dan 
Green, who sat out last season. Paul 
Scudellari handles the punting chores after 


averaging 34.4 yards per boot in 1983. 
FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The out- 
look Is very bright. The Terriers are the 
team to beat In the Yankee Conference 
and with Lewls leading the way, they may 
be legitimate contenders for the Division 
1-AA title, Ifa replacement can be found for 
English. Holy Cross and Massachusetts, 
the two teams that BU lost to last year and 
are playing again, will have to visit Boston 
this time around, which Is another plus. 
Less than elght wins would be dis- 


appointing. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE (7-3) 
Durham, N.H. 

The Wildcats finished the 1983 campaign 
on an up note, winning six straight contests. 
Coach Bill Bowes enters his 13th season at 
the helm with plenty of optimism as eight 
starters on both offense and defense return to 
challenge for the Yankee Conference crown. 

Bowes owns one of the best coaching re- 
cords in New England, compiling a 73-46-3 
mark which includes nine winning seasons 
over the last 10 years. He will rely heavily ona 
talented and experienced backfield. Two- 
year starter Rick Leclerc returns to handle the 
quarterbacking chores. Leclerc, a 6-2 junior, 
enjoyed a fine 1983 campaign, completing 87 
of 165 atlempts for 1452 yards and nine 
touchdowns. The versatile performer also 
rushed for 263 yards (fourth best on the team) 
and was the Wildcats’ punter, averaging 35 
yards per boot. Rich Byrne is available in a 
reserve role. 

A potent ground attack is paced by Andre 
Garron. A 5-11 sophomore, Garron led New 
Hampshire in both rushing and receiving. He 
gained 1009 yards and scored 12 touch- 
downs on the ground while pulling down 21 
aerials for 539 yards and an additional four 
scores, As a kickoff returner, he totaled 359 
yards on eight tries, a 44.9 yard average, 
including two touchdowns, one of 100 yards. 
Last year’s starting fullback, Mike Shriner, 
was primarily used for blocking. Reserve tail- 
backs Curt Collins and Mark Nichols, the 
second and third leading rushers, will be mis- 
sed from the multiple attack. 

The loss of receivers Bill Peach and Peter 
O'Donnell will hurt the offense. The duo.com- 
bined for 32 receptions worth 492 yards. 
David Orr is slated to start al flanker after 
being shifted from tailback. Sam Teevens 
and Bill Barrett will also compete for Peach's 
former slot. Several players will battle for the 
regular split end job. Sophomores David 
Hukill and Mike Robichaud are the top candi- 
dates, with Chris Kelly, Don Jewell, Phil Car- 
letti and Barrett also in contention. 

There are a couple of changes on the 
offensive front. Tom Flanagan, last year's 
starting center, has been moved to tight end, 
where he js slated to start. Paul Dufault, a 
competent performer at quard and tackle, will 
occupy the middle with Greg Traina moved 
from defense to the backup role, competing 
for playing time with another reserve, Paul 
Logue. Veteran regulars return to the other 
four starting berths, with Tony Ciccone and 
John Flanagan at the quards while the tackle 
spots belong to Brian Saranovitz and Dave 
Morton 

All-Yankee Conference tackle Brian 
O'Neill, the team's fourth leading tackler with 
62 stops, returns at defensive tackle as the 
Wildcats have a capable line corps. Starters 
Dan Federico and Ilia Jarostchuk return to 
their end positions. The loss of tackle Steve 


Craig will hurt the team’s depth. Keith Good- 
win, Gunars Zandbergs, Steve DuBois, Alec 
McEachern and Kevin Doherty will fight for 
the opening. Bill O'Malley is the leading 
candidate at noseguard in the 5-2. 

The team's defensive strength is at line- 
backer, where leading tackler Neal Zonfrelli 
returns to spearhead the unit. Peter Weare, 
third in stops, also starts. Dave Duggan, who 
enjoyed a great freshman campaign two 
years ago, sat out last season with a knee 
injury and is expected back in 1984. Scott 
Curtis, Peter Houde and Lance Weed join the 
unit, while strong safety Byron Best may be 
moved to linebacker. 

A veteran trio gives New Hampshire 
strength at cornerback. Bob Price, Tim 
Teevens and Ted White each picked off two 
passes last season. Veteran Dave Wissman 
occupies the strong safety position while Eric 
Thompson and Craig Dikeman are the top 
prospects for the free safety position which 
was vacated by Arnold Garron, who gradu- 
ated. The kicking game was hampered by the 
departure of four-year starter Rusty Foster 
though Peter Clark has some experience and 
may be called upon to handle the duties. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: New 
Hampshire has the makings of a fine team, 
though the Yankee Conference is very 
competitive. The Wildcats have also 
added Dartmouth of the ivy League to the 
schedule, which could mean another loss. 
The momentum from the end of last sea- 
son is there, though the loss of Peach and 
O'Donnell, will prove costly. An over .500 
campaign can be expected, though the 
Wildcats will fall short in the league. 


UNIVERSITY OF CONNECTICUT (5-6) 
Storrs, Conn. 

The Huskies finished with an overall record 
below .500 despite sharing the Yankee Con- 
ference championship. Coach Tom Jackson 
is hoping his team can equal its league show- 
ing while improving against non-Yankee 
Conference opponents. With the top passer, 
rusher and receiver all returning, prospects 
for a successful 1984 are bright. 

Quarterback Larry Corn runs the attack. 
The 6-2 senior completed 107 of 227 tosses 
for 1198 yards and seven touchdowns in 
1983. Corn tied a Connecticut mark with four 
touchdown passes against Colgate. He is 
joined in the backfield by tailback Billy Parks. 
A 5-9 junior, Parks earned second-team All- 
Yankee Conference honors by rushing for 
1,095 yards, the school's second-best single- 
season total, and nine touchdowns. David 
Scott and Gary DuBose will vie for the starting 
fullback assignment as Mike Harkins has 
graduated. 

Corn has his two top targets back in the 
lineup. Senior split end Brian McGillicuddy 
paced the receiving contingent with 39 recep- 
tions for 566 yards. Mike Walsh, a 6-6 junior 
tight end, was second in catches with 28; his 
performance earned him All-Yankee Confer- 
ence first team honors. A trio of candidates 
will contend for the flanker spot vacated by 
John Fodor. Kane Winn joins 1982 letterwin- 
ners Al Wilcox and Vin DeLeo in the race for 
the starting job. 

Three starters return to the offensive line, 
Tackles Barry Wood and Craig Primiani have 
plenty of experience. Guard Tony D'Agostino 
also reclaims a berth up front, while mono- 
gtam winner Chuck Ruslavage handles the 
center duties. Kevin Urso is the leading pros- 


pect for the other guard opening. Injury- 
plagued tackle Bill Cholawa, a regular during 
parts of the 1982 and 1983 campaigns, has 
been granted an extra season of eligibility 
and could contribute. 

Connecticut's defense is suspect as stand- 
out linebackers John Dorsey and Vernon 
Hargreaves have graduated. Dorsey was a 
first team All-America selection while Har- 
greaves made third team All-America. The 
duo totaled 322 tackles and eight quarter- 
back sacks last season. Senior Norm Myers 
and junior Bob Christiani have the unenviable 
task of replacing the two standouts. Christiani 
sat out last season after transferring from 
Springfield College. Lou Ziegler and Ed Mick- 
lovic are also available for reserve duty. 

The line corps and secondary is stronger 
than the linebacking unit. A pair of juniors 
move into starting jobs up front. Left tackle 
Donald Smith recorded 30 stops in 1983 


‘ while Gary Lanzafama is a force at middle 


guard. The 5-2 front also includes ends Mark 
Michaels and Ed Budd, along with tackle 
Dave Gracon. Gracon and Michaels com- 
bined for 143 stops and 10 sacks. 

All four regulars return to the secondary, 
which is probably the strongest part of the 
Huskie team. Free safety Matt Latham, a 6-2 
senior, picked off eight aerials in 1983. The 
senior-dominated contingent features strong 
safety Lou Donato, and cornerbacks Shane 
Porter and Jerry Mc Intosh, the latter being 
the lone junior regular. 

The Huskies will miss graduated standout 
placekicker Domingo Carlos. All Carlos did 
was set a school and New England collegiate 
record for field goals with 36 while estab- 
lishing Huskie standards for points (170) and 
extra points (62). Junior John Pulek and 
sophomore Mike Casparino are battling for 
the opening. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Hus- 
kies have plenty of offensive talent. The 
team can attain a winning record If the 
linebackers can come through. Losing 


both Dorsey and Hargreaves really hurts. 


UNIVERSITY OF MAINE (4-6) 
Orono, Maine 

Maybe the Black Bears can use the 
momentum built at the end of last season to 
form a winner in 1984. Coach Ron Roger- 
son's club finished with a 62-6 drubbing of 
Springfield College, the team’s first season- 
ending triumph since 1975. In the Yankee 
Conference, things could not get worse as 
Maine was winless in five league efforts. If the 
team can avoid injuries (31 players missed at 
least one game last year), there is the poten- 
tial for success. 

Rogerson, who is 14-17-1 as Maine's head 
coach, has one very good reason to be opti- 
mistic entering the upcoming campaign. 
Maine, which averaged over 22 points per 
game, returns its entire offensive backfield, 
Quarterback Rich LaBonte threw for 511 
yards in five contests before a shoulder 
separation against Connecticut prematurely 
ended his season. Still, LaBonte set a school 
record for career touchdowns and he will ex- 
pand on that mark in 1984. His primary target 
last year, split end Matt Walsh (30 receptions, 
456 yards), has graduated. Tight end Bob 
Jowett, granted an extra year of eligibility 
under new NCAA regulations which allow 
freshmen from the 1980 season who played 
in less than 20 percent of their varsity or JV 
games one more season, will have to carry 
the receiving load, 


Halfbacks Paul Phelan and fullback Gary 
Hufnagle round out the remainder of the 
backfield. Phelan rushed for 523 yards while 
catching 24 passes for an additional 327 
yards. He was also an effective punt returner, 
averaging seven yards per effort. Hufnagle, 
the senior captain, was sidelined for most of 
the season. Over the past two years, he 
totaled 477 yards rushing on just 94 carries. 
Halfback Nick DiPaolo, the team’s second- 
leading rusher with 409 yards, will be missed. 

Another threat on offense is senior 
placekicker Jack Leone. The native of North 
Quincy, Massachusetts already holds sever- 
al school records. In three seasons, he has 
82 extra points and connected on 21 of 34 
field goal attempts, including a team-high 37 
points last season. 

The defense may not be as strong as line- 
backer Dean Ramsdell, the team’s leading 
tackler and captain a year ago, is gone. End 
Dave Sanzaro, who recorded a team-high 
eight sacks in 1983, has also departed. Lead- 
ing the way on defense is safety John 
McGrath. An All-Yankee Conference second 
team selection, McGrath had 56 total tackles 
and five interceptions. He, like Jowett, earned 
an extra year of eligibility. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Black 
Bears should fare a bit better in 1984. The 
offense, especially the backfield, appears 
to be sound, The defense may be a bit 
vulnerable. Turnovers and Injuries hurt 
Maine last season, and Rogerson needs 
more consistency to be successful. The 
team lost seven more fumbles than the 
opposition In 1983, The team can only go 
up In the Yankee Conference while an 
overall .500 season Is possible. 
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UNIVERSITY OF MASSACHUSETTS (3-8) 
Amherst, Mass. 

Robert Stull, the offensive coordinator at 
the University of Washington and an assis- 
tant coach at the schoo! since 1975, decided 
it was time for a change. Stull opted for anew 
challenge, accepting the head coaching posi- 
tion left open when Bob Pickett resigned on 
February 11 after six years at the Minuteman 
helm. 

To say that Stull has a challenge on his 
hands is an understatement. Just 13 starters 
return and there are several voids to be filled 
if Massachusetts is to better its three-win sea- 
son of a year ago, Leading the way is quarter- 
back Jim Simeone. A 6-2, 220-pound junior, 
Simeone has to improve after completing just 
41.4 percent of his passes for 694 yards and 
just three touchdowns versus nine intercep- 
tions. The offensive line, which was a bit 
shaky last year (Simeone was sacked 30 
times), should be better. The entire front 
which started the season finale returns, led 
by senior guard and co-captain Tom McE- 
villy. 

The receiving corps features several ex- 
perienced performers. Second team All- 
Yankee Conference player Bob Simtone re- 
turns to his split end position after finishing 
second in receptions with 32, Sophomore 
Tom Cioppa moves into the lineup at flanker, 
replacing leading pass-catcher Kevin Jack- 
son (33 receptions). Paul Walsh, a kickoff 
return specialist, should start at tight end 
ahead of sophomore Bob Shelmire. 

Three junior tailbacks lead the ground 
game. George Barnwell was moved from split 
end late in the campaign and still finished 
second in ruishing with 402 yards. Frank Fay 
(374 yards) and Duckworth Grange (204) 
finished 3-4 respectively and they should also 
contribute, The fullback spot is up for. grabs 
as leading runner Richard Jenkins (448 
yards) and backup Jim Rice are gone. 

On the defensive side, co-captain Richard 
Tracy, who previously transferred from Navy, 
anchors the line from his middle guard posi- 
tion, The 6-2, 245-pounder finished third in 
tackles with 76 last season. All-Yankee Con- 
ference standout David Cavanaugh and 
Kevin Brown are slated to start at end though 
Todd Comeau, an all-league choice who 
broke his hand in the season-opener, could 
contend for the first-team berth. 

Mike Favreau, the leading tackler for Mas- 
sachusetts with 103 stops, heads up the line- 
backing contingent. Juniors Steve Silva and 
Paul Manganaro saw playing time as re- 
serves a year ago and both should contribute 
more often in 1984. All four cornerbacks re- 
turn though replacements are needed at the 
free and strong safety slots, Chris Wood, 
Glenn Holden and Troy Turner all saw start- 
ing action at the corner. Stull has to be con- 
cerned asnew members of the starting lineup 
fill the vacancy left by All- Yankee Conference 
free safety Grady Fuller and strong safety 
John Shay. 

Last season's top scorer, George Papout- 
sidis, may handle both the placekicking and 
punting roles. He converted all 15 extra point 
attempts and connected on 10 of 16 field goal 
efforts while averaging over 31 yards per 
punt. Wood was a capable punter before an 
ankle injury sidelined him. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Stull has 
his hands full as the Minutemen will have 
a tough time In the highly-competitive 
Yankee Conference. Losing four straight 
to conclude the 1983 campaign wasn’t 
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much of a confidence builder. Lack of ta- 
lent at fullback and the two safety open- 
Ings will hurt. Jim Simeone should have a 
better year, though Massachusetts may 
not. Playing six games at home may not 
matter. Three or four victories can be ex- 
pected. 


RHODE ISLAND (6-4) 
Kingston, R. |. 

The Rams are going for their fourth con- 
secutive non-losing campaign in 1984. 
Coach Bob Griffin's squad will rely heavily on 
the defense in an effort to reach the .500 mark 
or better. A total of 37 letterwinners return to 
the fold, including 12 starters, nine from the 
defensive side. 

A tremendous secondary returns intact 
while a pair of linebackers will play a major 
role in the team’s success or failure. Free 
Safety Tony Hill is the best of the bunch. Hill 
led all of Division I-AA in interceptions with 
nine in 10 games. He has plenty of quality 
company in the defensive backfield as strong 
safety Bernie Moran, left cornerback Randy 
Rocha and right cornerback Guy Carbone, 
whose brother is also on the team, handie 
starting assignments. 

Despite the absence of the team's top tack- 
ler, the linebacking contingent has talent. 
Matt Satkowski and Mark Brockwell are the 
key performers; both of the needed experi- 
ence and should rank among the Rams' lead- 
ing tacklers in 1984, The line is without All- 
America tackle Tony DeLuca, though three 
regulars are back. Tackle Charlie Bounty 
earned All-Yankee Conference first team 
honors while the end positions are ably man- 
ned by Jeff Chenard and Scott DeSilva. A 
new starter must also be found at noseguard. 

The big problem area is on offense. Just 
three regulars return, and questions abound. 
The running game is hurting as the three 
Starting fullbacks who shared the ball- 
carrying duties last year have all graduated. 
The production of the returning tailbacks was 
minimal. So Rhode Island will throw the ball 
often, but then there is another difficulty. 

A replacement is needed for departed star 
Dave Wienke, who established seven school 
records during his career at the. Kingston- 
based institution. The signal-caller set the 
mark for most yards in one season, eclipsing 
the 2,000-yard total. Three candidates are 
available for the role, though none of the trio 
has eve taken a snap at Rhode Island. The 
most experienced contender is Tom Erhardt, 
who transferred from C. W. Post College in 
Greenvale, New York. Greg Farland and 
Mike Cassidy will also contend. 

The starting quarterback will utilize wide 
receiver Damion Reilly often. Reilly earned 
Yankee Conference Rookie of the Year hon- 
ors and he is far and away the best pass- 
catching threat for the Rams. The offensive 
line has a pair of veteran guards leading the 
way. Mark Russo and Greg Sturgis are back 
for their fifth year as part of the new NCAA 
eligibility rule. 

Another major question involves the kick- 
ing game. Paul Stringfellow, a fine punter, 
may have to assume the placement duties as 
sophomore Mike Griffin, the son of the coach, 
suffered a major knee injury and he will be 
lost for the season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Rhode Is- 
land has a tough schedule and too many 
questions on offense. The defense can do 
80 much before breaking. The Rams could 
challenge for .500, though there is no shot 


at contention in the Yankee Conference. 


UNIVERSITY OF DELAWARE (4-7) 
Newark, Del. 

For the first time in 16 years, the Blue Hens 
completed the season with a losing record, 
The outlook for Tubby Raymond's team is a 
bit better this time around despite the loss of 
19 lettermen. A total of 39 veterans return, 
including 18 players who started one or more 
games. Delaware once again sports a young 
but capable squad. 

Raymond has enjoyed tremendous suc- 
cess at Delaware, compiling a 153-52-2 re- 
cord over his 18 years at the institution, 
though last season's disappointment was 
hard to swallow: According to Raymond, im- 
provement in several areas is necessary if 
the Blue Hens are to rebound. 

There are questions regarding the quarter- 
back, where two players with starting experi- 
ence return. B, J. Webster was 11th among 
Division I-AA signal-callers in total offense 
with an average of over 170 yards per game. 
Still, the senior was erratic, leading to spe- 
culation that another senior, 6-3 John Spahr, 
may handle the starting duties when the sea- 
son begins. Spahr is considered the better 
runner, Junior Rick Scheetz and sophomore 
Rich Gannon, who led the freshman team toa 
perfect season, are also in contention. 

The remainder of the backfield is deep as 
six-foot Dan Reeder returns as a starter for 
the third straight year. The Blue Hens’ leading 
rusher in each of the past two campaigns, 
Reeder is 15th on the school's all-time list 
with 1,541 yards. A trio of talented runners 
are vying for the halfback position out of 
Raymond's famed Wing-T attack. Senior 
Chris Heier, the team’s leading returning re- 
ceiver with 29 catches, rushed for 210 yards. 
Junior Tim Slagle and senior John Merklinger 
also loom large in the backfield scheme. 
Merklinger returns after missing the final six 
games with a leg injury; he averaged nine 
yards per carry during the first five games of 
1983. 

Although the line is without four players 
with starting experience, the unit has the 
potential to play well if they can avoid the 
injuries which proved costly in 1983. A trio of 
seniors lead the way. Center Gary Johanson 
and guard Paul Chikotas are joined by guard 
Marc Rossi, who returns after missing most of 
the year with an injury. The receiving corps is 
somewhat shaky as only tight end Steve Pon- 
tiakos returns with starting experience. 

The Blue Hens must replace eight gradu- 
ated starters from a unit which allowed just 84 
rushing yards per contest, fourth best in Divi- 
sion |-AA. The defensive line returns junior 
ends Vaughn Dickinson (68 total tackles, 
eight quarterback sacks) and Gary Cannon. 
Junior Chuck Brice (78 stops, seven sacks) 
and senior Eric Leaks should start at the tack- 
les. Reserve help is available in the form of 
sophomores Mark Ripatrazone, Mike Hudy 
and Bill Haas. ; 

Raymond has to worry about his lineback- 
ing contingent and the defensive backfield. 
All three regular linebackers have graduated, 
leaving redshirt senior Ali Witherspoon, a 
starter in 1982, and injury-plagued Russ 
Snyder as top-flight propsects. Senior Mike- 
Harris and junior Eric Hammack have starting 
experience and should man the cornerback 
slots. 

The kicking game is sound. Junior punter 
Mike Anderson averaged almost 36 yards per 
boot, including an impressive long of 74. Del- 


aware’s leading scorer, junior placement 
specialist John Gasson, is a competent per- 
former. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Delaware 
may still come away witha winning record 
despite questionable talent. Eight of the 
11 games on the slate are at home, a dis- 
tinct advantage. Raymond and his troops 
will forget about last year and bounce 
back. Only the last two losses were by 
more than 10 points last year, and the Blue 
Hens will win more of the close ones this 
season. 


UNIVERSITY OF RICHMOND (3-8) 
Richmond, Va. 

A de-emphasis of the Spiders has begun 
as there isn't a Barry Redden around any- 
more. Richmond is looking forward to chal- 
lenging for a league title as the team is the 
newest member of the Yankee Conference, 
eligible for the conference championship be- 
ginning in 1986, 

Coach Dal Shealy opens his fifth season at 
the helm looking for a better record. The Spid- 
ers have a more-experienced nucleus as 45 
of 55 letterwinners are back in the fold. Shea- 
ly uses both the “I and Pro-Set offenses, and 
Bob Bleier returns to run the attack. Last sea- 
son, as a redshirted freshman, he started the 
final nine games, An excellent dropback pas- 
ser, Bleier completed 125 of 248 for 1394 
yards and 10 touchdowns. The only other 
Spider signal-caller with game experience, 
senior Danny Kees, will battle North Carolina 
transfer Doug Hite for the backup role. 

The Spiders have a difficult task ahead as a 
replacement is needed for tailback Jarvis 
Jennings, who led the team in rushing with 
1,163 yards and kickoff returns (24.1 yards 
per runback.) Sophomore Greg Grooms has 
the inside track at tailback while senior Rick 
Corey and Kim Pettus, aconverted defensive 
back, are also in contention. Senior fullback 
David Bayer returns to the lineup after gain- 
ing 410 yards. Another senior, Grant Plas- 
kon, joins sophomore Aaron Smith as re- 
serves behind Bayer. 

Junior split end Leland Melvin, one of Divi- 
sion I-AA’s top returning receivers, leads an 
experienced contingent of aerial threats. Mel- 
vin caught 52 spirals for 662 yards and five 
touchdowns. Junior flanker Jeff McLean 
should improve on his total of 16 catches. 
Included among the other available veteran 
pass-catchers are a pair of sophomores, 
Brian Shields and James Church. The offen- 
Sive front is senior-oriented as Eddie Martin, 
who has been shifted from center to tackle, 
keys the corps, Tackle Mark Palyo, guards 
Greg Hasty and Bryan Drew, and center Dan- 
ny Worrell all started at some point last 
season. 

Only one defensive lineman is gone and 
Shealy should have a strong front battling in 
the trenches. Senior tackle Steve Lester, 
junior nosequard Ellison Graham and junior 
tackle Bryan Luft appear to be the leading 
candidates for starting jobs. Tackles Rene 
Ulloa and Gary Stergar and nosequard Ran- 
dy Harper, a JUCO transfer, will also contend 
for playing time. The linebacking outlook is 
not as positive as three of last year's four 
regulars have departed. Junior inside perfor- 
mer Troy Gray is the Spiders’ leading return- 
ing tackler with 110 stops. Junior Don Miller 
opened the 1983 campaign impressively, re- 
cording 16 tackles against Southern Miss, but 
he later suffered two concussions and his 
status is questionable. 


A veteran secondary which ranked among 
the best in Division I-AA returns three of four 
starters. The cornerbacks positions are ably 
manned by junior Gary O'Bryant and senior 
Billy Starke. Junior Taylor Lackey recorded 
101 total stops last season and should 
occupy the strong safety post. At free safety, 
John Flynn and converted quarterback Napo- 
lean DuBois are ahead of junior Calvin Bell 
and JUCO transier Gerald Long in the race 
for the starting berth. Junior Brendan Toibin 
returns for his third season as the punter and 
second year as placekicker. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Spid- 
ers still have a tough schedule with Virgi- 
nia Tech, Colgate and Wake Forest on tap. 
With so many experienced performers re- 
turning, Shealy’s squad should be im- 
proved. The big question mark is at tall- 
back, and the team will be ok if a suitable 
replacement for Jennings can be found. A 
-500 record is a goal to shoot for. 
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WESTERN CAROLINA (11-3-1) 
Cullowhee, N.C. 

The 1983 season ended just one win short 
of a national title. The Catamounts became 
the first team in NCAA history to play 15 
games because they went from the Division 
I-AA first round playoffs all the way to the 
championship contest, where a setback 
against Southern Illinois ended a very suc- 
cessful campaign. After losing their first two, 
the Catamounts went on a tear, going un- 
beaten for 12 consecutive weeks before the 
loss to the Salukis. Now coach Bob Waters 
wants his team to improve by at least one 
game, 

Waters enters his 16th season at the helm 
with an impressive 92-64-5 mark. A total of 18 
starters and 37 letterwinners return as West- 
ern Carolina is a legitimate contender in the 
competitive Southern Conference. An in- 
teresting test is on tap in the opener as the 
Catamounts take on highly-regarded Boston 
College. 

The offense is solid despite the absence of 
tailbacks Melvin Dorsey and Leonard Wil- 
liams. The explosive duo combined for over 
1000 yards and 14 touchdowns, though there 
is a capable replacement in the wings. Eddie 
Maddox, a 5-8 veteran, transferred from Wof- 
ford College after being that school's MVP. 
Sophomore Billy Ray Jones (152 yards) is 
slated to start at fullback. 

At quarterback is senior Jeff Gilbert, and he 
is the key to the team’s success. Gilbert had a 
tremendous junior campaign, completing 55 
percent of his tosses for 2993 yards and 21 
touchdowns. Along the way, Gilbert set an 
NCAA Division |-AA mark for most attempts 
without an interception at 152. The offensive 
line provides adequate protection in front of 
him. All-Southern Conference center Steve 
Taylor, a 6-4, 248-pounder, heads up the 
blocking unit. The other four starters in the 
trenches are experienced juniors who all 
started a year ago. 

One of the reasons for Gilbert's success is 
the receiving corps. Wide out Eric Rasheed is 
one of the best players in all of college football 
and his 1983 statistics support that conten- 
tion. Rasheed pulled down 89 aerials for 
1142 yards and 12 touchdowns while earning 
All-America stature. He is not the only target

for Gilbert as there are high expectations 
from Tyrone DeLapp, who caught 20 passes. 

Waters needs replacements at both strong 
and free safety, though the defensive unit as 
awhole is strong. Top tackler Ricky Pate (124 
stops) is back to spearhead the linebacking 
corps, a unit which returns all of its starters. 
The line contingent features tackle Mark Buf- 
famoyer, an All-Southern Conference selec- 
tion, and end Bernard Jones. 

The secondary, despite newcomers at the 
two safety slots, has talent. The dynamic cor- 
nerbacking duo of George “Tiger” Greene 
and Myles Nicholson will stymie opposing 
deep threats. Nicholson picked off eight pas- 
ses last year while Greene stole six tosses 
and showed his athletic ability by blocking 
four kicks, all leading to Catamount scores. 
Western Carolina also needs help at 
placekicker, where school record holder 
Dean Biasucci has graduated. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With Gil- 
bert and Rasheed leading the way, the 
Catamounts could return to the Division 
|-AA playoffs and perhaps go all the way. 
A lot will depend on Maddox, who has a 
huge responsibility at tailback. Western 
Carolina has enough talent and experi- 
ence to challenge for the national title. 
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FURMAN (10-2-1) 
Greenville, S. C. 

It is hard to imagine Furman not winning 
the Southern Conference since the Paladins 
have captured league honors four straight 
times and in five of the last six seasons. Dick 
Sheridan has enjoyed a remarkable six years 
running the show, posting a remarkable 49- 
18-1 record during his tenure. 

Last year, Furman was an NCAA Division 
1-AA semifinalist, losing to Southern Confer- 
ence foe Western Carolina. This season, 
Sheridan should be happy if his team can win 
seven games and stay close in the league 
tace. While there are 41 monogram winners 
back, only six starters return to the fold, The 
Paladins did use alot of players, so that figure 
may be a bit misleading, though there is some 
concern in Greenville. 

One alternate who has plenty of experi- 
ence is quarterback Bobby Land, Land 
moves up to the first team this season. He led 
Furman past Georgia Tech, 17-14 in a major 
upset last season, his claim to fame so far in 
his collegiate career. The backfield loses its 
standout runner also. Stanford Jennings was 
considered by-some a first-round NFL pros- 
pect. Jennings had to settle for the third 
round, which is when the Bengals tabbed 
him. Robby Gardner steps into the fray at 
tailback and there is plenty of pressure. Gard- 
ner did rush for 410 yards in 1983. Dennis 
Williams reclaims his fullback position after 
gaining 494 yards, 

The offensive line is one of the strong 
points as three first-teamers return. Tackle 
Terry Phillips, guard Clay Hendrix and center 
Gene Reeder have played together before 
and that will help. Furman will rely heavily on 
Chas Foxas the primary receiving threat, Fox 
was not a starter in 1983, though he saw 
plenty of playing time. He was second in re- 
ceptions with 28 for 555 yards and seven 
touchdowns, including a school-record 92- 
yard connection against East Tennessee 
State. 

Linebacker Rocky Hurstis the top returning 
performer on the defensive side. Hurst was 
the Paladins’ second-leading tackler with 140 
stops. Defensive tackle Robert David is 
joined up front by a pair of reserves—end 
Mitch Gibson and noseguard Kenny Elder. 
Gibson was a part-time starter and the team's 
third-leading tackler with 97 hits. 

In the secondary, strong safety Fred Baber 
is the only other starter returning to the defen- 
sive corps. Baber picked off a team-high five 
interceptions last season. Free safety Steve 
Squire and cornerbacks Benji Motte and 
Jerome Norris could also move into the lineup 
after performing in reserve roles. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Having a 
winning tradition will help, though Fur- 
man doesn’t have the talent it has enjoyed 
in the past. A lot of reserves will be forced 
into the pressure of starting. How they 
react will be the key as the Paladins could 
win the league or finish in the middle of 
the pack, 


TENNESSEE-CHATTANOOGA (7-4) 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 

Bill Oliver spent four successful seasons at 
UTC before taking an assistant coaching 
position with the Memphis Showboats of the 
USFL. Enter Charles “Buddy” Nix, an experi- 
enced assistant specializing in defense. In- 
cluded in his previous tours of duty are stops 
at Auburn, Southern Miss., and most recent- 
ly, LSU. 
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* Nix will not have an easy time of it as a 
number of key starters are gone. On offense, 
replacements are needed for fullback Dennis 
King, halfpack Harold Ricks, the team's lead- 
ing rusher with 616 yards last season, tight 
end Mark Helms and split end Greg Hardin, 
the Mocs’ top pass-catcher. Junior quarter- 
back Ralph Potter returns to run the offense. 
Senior Artis Edwards (561 yards, five touch- 
downs) and sophomore Mitch Fontenot (241 
yards, 5.7 yards per carry average) are the 
top available rushers. 

The strong point on offense is the line, 
where four regulars and four second-teamers 
are returning. Seniors Rodney Severance at 
left tackle, left guard Scott Smith and center 
Steve Williams anchor the veteran blocking 
wall. Junior Brent Johnson occupies the right 
guard post while sophomore Conrad Stokes 
moves into the lineup at right tackle, replacing 
departed Mike Nease. Without Hardin and 
Helms, the receiving unit will rely heavily on 
senior split end Gregory Turner, who was 
second in receptions with 15 for 212 yards, 
and junior tight end Byron Holmes. 

A total of three regulars are missing for the 
defensive line, including ends Steve Kuriz 
and Reginald Stuckey, who ranked 3-4 re- 
spectively in total tackles. Junior nosequard 
Randall Mitchell, a 6-2, 250-pounder, heads 
up the unit after recording 49 stops and a 
team-high seven tackles for losses. Senior 
Bob Standifer also is back in the starting 
lineup, while seniors Rod Lewis, Jim Watson 
and sophomore Greg Moore are slated to 
play often in the 5-2 alignment. 

The loss of second-leading tackler Lawr- 
ence Green (84 stops) will hurt, though lead- 
ing stopper Glen Richardson is back at the 
other linebacking post. A 6-2 junior, Richard- 
son recorded 136 tackles, including 79 un- 
assisted, plus a team-leading six quarterback 
sacks. Sophomores Zack Ervin and Spanky 
Thomas are the top contenders for the void 
left by Green's departure. The secondary 
was hard it by defections as Johnny Butler 
and Gary Woodburn, both first-teamers at 
safety, are gone. Senior Kenny Washington 
and junior David McCrary start at the corners 
while the top prospects at safety include Phil- 
lip Aldridge and Bryan Bergey. 

The Mocs have to perform well early as the 
first five contests are at home, though the last 
five are on the road, including a meeting with 
Division |-A biggie Florida State to close out 
the campaign November 17. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tennes- 
see-Chattanooga performed well under 
Bill Oliver because the talent was there. 
This time around, the returning nucleus is 
thin, and there are several questionable 
areas. Nix should be happy with an over- 
.500 mark. 


EAST TENNESSEE STATE (3-8) 
Johnson City, Tenn. 

When Buddy Sasser left Wofford for the 
opportunity to coach at East Tennessee 
State, he knew that it would take time to build 
a successful program. There was steady im- 
provement displayed and the Bucs were 
competitive in losses to East Carolina (21-9), 
Division I-AA runnerup Western Carolina (17- 
16) and Tennessee-Chattanooga (13-10). 

East Tennessee State can look forward to 
the return of 19 starters as experience and 
confidence surrounds Johnson City. “When 
you consider we return good people at the 
skill positions and the fact that we have 


proven talent at every position, then you have 
to feel good about the prospects, Sasser 
stated. 

There are three quarterbacks with collegi- 
ate experience and four proven running 
backs available as the Bucs have opted torun 
out of the "I". Keith Harris, Robbie White and 
Walt Bowlin have started at one point and the 
trio should battle for the starting berth right up 
until opening day. Harris, a six-foot sopho- 
more, got the opportunity to start when White 
was injured, missing the final three games. 
The top three runners should again pace the 
ground game. Juniors Henry Latham (team- 
high 592 yards) and Vince Redd join sopho- 
more Herman Jacobs to form a super trio. 
Jacobs set a school mark with a 237-yard 
performance against The Citadel. After sitting 
out last season, junior Jerry Butler also re- 
tums. 

Mark Neely and Jim Murphy are among the 
leading pass-catching threats. The duo com- 
bined for 19 receptions worth 329 yards, Paul 
Rose, Frank Armstrong and David Lynch are 
also capable while tight end prospects Danny 
Cox and Tom Dodd should chip in with a few 
catches. Three berths on the line are set.as 
guards Rob Younger and Lamar Sherman 
blend in with center Ricky Thompson. In line 
for playing time at the tackle spots are Glenn 
Hardeman, Rick Noel, Robert Sudderth, Sta- 
cy Seal and Mark Cook. 

Senior end David Ferrell and junior tackle 
Calvin Thompson are legitimate candidates 
for All-Southern Conference consideration, 
The tandem totaled 139 stops and 21 tackles 
for losses. There is depth on the front as Mark 
Sheffield, Rob Jennis and Rick Haynes strive 
for action at tackle while ends Phil Fomey, 
Kelvin Edwards and Sidney Sherman may 
also pitch in. Danny Carmichael (11 tackles 
for losses), joins Lewis Jones and Fred Gar- 
rett atnose guard. Garrett missed last season 
with an injury. 

Gary Ingman and David Vestal man the 
linebacking posts after finishing 1-2 respec- 
tively in total tackles in 1983. Stan Dever and 
Bill Murr add depth to the unit. The secondary 
should be improved as veterans Harvey 
Zachry, Pernell Latham, Terry Holt and Mar- 
vin Bell contend at the corners while safety 
candidates include Gary Zingler, Gary Wil- 
kerson, Charlie Benford and newcomer 
Thane Cash. Zingler led the Bucs with four 
thefts last season. Sophomore George 
Cimadevilla handles the punting and kickoffs 
while Herbie Campbell is the placement spe- 
cialist. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bucs 
will be better off this season, though odds 
are they will not contend for the Southern 
Conference crown. Buddy Sasser has the 
experience and depth needed to improve, 
though the lack of a potent aerial attack to 
complement the fine running game will 
hurt. Playing six of the first eight games 
away won't help. 


MARSHALL (4-7) 
Huntington, W. Va. 

There is new leadership as the Thundering 
Herd is steered by Stan Parrish. The 37-year 
old Parrish enjoyed tremendous success at 
tiny Wabash College (42-3-1 in five years) 
before taking an assistant coaching job at 
Purdue prior to the move to Huntington. After 
finishing at 3-4 in the Southern Conference, 
there is plenty of room for improvement at 
Marshall. 


"There is some good talent already here at 
Marshall, and with some hard work and alittle 
more talent, | think we could have a winner 
here," stated Parrish. “I believe that |am a 
positive coach and | try to instill that positive 
spirit to my players.” 


The offense, despite returning nine star- 
ters, is suspect. The Thundering Herd scored 
just five passing touchdowns, and that has to 
concern Parrish. The absence of the school’s 
all-time leading rusher Larry Fourqurean 
(899 yards, eight touchdowns, 16 receptions 
in 1983) will also hamper the attack. Incum- 
bent Carl Fodor is the leading candidate for 
the starting quarterback job, with veterans 
Tim Kendrick and Ted Carpenter not far be- 
hind. Robert Surratt, who did an adequate job 
as Fourqurean’s backup, is the leading re- 
turning rusher with 381 yards. Randy Clark- 
son is slated to start at fullback with Don 
Johnson and Dan Koah available as re- 
serves. 


Apair of seniors will have a major impact as 
members of the starting receiving corps. 
Senior flanker Billy Hynus was second in re- 
ceptions with 20 for 255 yards while tight end 
Ken Conway snared 11 aerials. Junior Danny 
Abercrombie occupies the split end position. 
The line returns four starters, including tack- 
les Rob Bowers and Steve Wendt, guard 
Steve Stoll and center Juan Stout. The other 
berth, at right guard, belongs to Steve Staley. 


Parrish-coached teams have a major 
trademark—tenacious defense. During his 
five year stint at Wabash, his teams posted 
13 shutouts, almost one for every four out- 
ings. Rest assured, Marshall's defense will hit 
hard and play with reckless abandon. A solid 
defensive line features plenty of depth. 
Among those in contention for starting spots 
are Eric Griffith and Marty Palazeti at left end, 
Mike Salmons and James Wynes at left tack- 
le, Jeff Borman at noseguard, Alan Huff and 
Chuck Felty at right tackle and Dave Clay at 
right end. Borman was shifted from his start- 
ing tackle spot to the middle. 


A pair of seniors will assume regular roles 
at linebacker. John Logan, a 6-2, 210- 
pounder, joins Tony Lellie in the lineup. The 
major weakness defensively is in the secon- 
dary, where the loss of cornerback Glenn 
Bates (five interceptions in each of the Jast 
two seasons) and free safety Eugene Pertee 
leaves two major voids to be filled, Strong 
Safety Mike Copenhaver is back, as is Leon 
Simms, who moves from weak cornerback to 
strong cornerback. Garfield Lewis and Todd 
Brown move up from reserve duty toclaim the 
two openings. 

The kicking game needs revamping as 
standout punter Pat Velarde has departed. 
The NCAA Division I-AA’s top punter, 
Velarde averaged 44.6 yards per boot and 
totaled 21 kicks of 50 or more yards. Scott 
LaTulipe returns to handle the placement 
chores; he already holds school career re- 
cords for field goals with 21 and extra points 
with 38. 


FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Thundering Herd should wimper, despite 
the presence of a winning coach like Par- 
rish. There is limited depth in the skill 
positions while the absence of Fourqu- 
rean, Velarde and Bates will also hurt. The 
one thing going for this team is aschedule 
which includes four straight home con- 
tests to start the campaign. Still, expect a 
losing record for Marshall. 


VMI (2-9) 
Lexington, Va. 

The Keydets never had a chance last sea- 
son, To say that the year was a bad one 
would be a major understatement. Not only 
were the first six outings losses, the closest 
VMI came was 14 points in the opener at 
home against William and Mary. During that 
awful stretch, the team scored just 30 points 
and suffered three shutouts. 

Coach Bob Thalman's troops were more 
respectable in the second half of the season, 
upending East Tennessee State and Maine. 
The season-ending, 56-7 blowout at Marshall 
is readily forgotten. Thalman enters his 14th 
season as VMI's mentor hoping to recover. 
With 31 first or second-team performers re- 
turning, the Keydets have a seasoned corps 
capable of rebounding. 

One of last year's few bright spots may be 
this season's key to success, Tailback Trent 
Bridges was not a member of the starting 
lineup until the fifth game, a mistake on Thal- 
man's part. In the six outings where he 
Started, Bridges scored five touchdowns and 
gained 582 yards, an average of 97 per con- 
test. Overall, the 5-10 sophomore rushed for 
630 yards, more than half of the squad's net 
ground yardage. Running out of the multiple |, 
Bridges should again prove effective. The 
only weak backfield spot is the fullback posi- 
tion, as three-year letterman Mike Hulyo, a 
fullback the past two years, has been moved 
to a reserve tailback role. 

A pair of juniors are in contention for the 
starting signal-calling assignment. Al Comer, 
who started most of last year, threw for 1109 
yards but had a horrendous TD-INT ratio of 
2-16. Jim Daly, the third-stringer in 1983, 
looked impressive in late-season action, 
completing 16 of 30 tries for 189 yards. All 
three starters and seven lettermen are back 
as the receiving corps is one of VMI's 
strongest areas. Flanker Moe Thompson, 
split end Billy Tilling and tight end Steve Pan- 
cham, the latter the team's leading pass- 
catcher with 33 receptions, should retain their 
Starting berths. The offensive front will be led 
by All-Southern Conference candidate center 
Mike Wooten. 

Thalman is considering several experi- 
ments on the defensive side. Four of five 
regulars return up front, so little change can 
be expected there. Senior tackles Mark Bor- 
nhorst and Steve Palmer join senior end Neil 
Lowenstein and junior middie guard 
Stephone Jones. The other end spot is up for 
grabs and here's where the experimenting 
begins. P.W. Sarver, a tight end a year ago, is 
one possibility, while senior Chuck Rogerson 
and junior Tom McCarthy, who has played on 
both sides of the line, are also available. 

The linebacking corps is thin on talent. 
Only a pair of experienced performers are in 
the lineup, juniors Louis Rucker and Glen 
Ralston. Senior Terry Thompson, a starter at 
strong safety in 1983, was the team’s third- 
leading tackler; he may be shifted to lineback- 
er. Strong safety Mike Saunders, who suf- 
fered a knee injury in VMI's initial encounter a 
year ago, may also see time at LB. If Thomp- 
son does move, the Keydets would have just 
one returning starter in the secondary, junior 
Ambrose Phillips. Bernie Colacicco, a flanker 
last season, and Art Massaro, formerly a tail- 
back, will get a long look in the defensive 
backfield as Thalman tries to put together the 
pieces of a complex puzzle. 

In the kicking department, VMI returns 
senior placekicker David Tyler, though his 


range is a bit limited. Senior Bill Bowman is 
also back after kicking just nine times last 
season before knee surgery curtailed his 
playing, The schedule is not easy as besides 
the Southern Conference opposition, Virgi- 
nia, Virginia Tech, Richmond and Boston 
University are on the slate. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Keydets have too many problems to suc- 
ceed. The shuffling of players on defense 
willlead to inconsistency. The schedule ls 
rough and Thalman can expect a long 
season. 


APPALACHIAN STATE (6-5) 
Boone, N. C. : 

Maci; Brown saw the writing on the wall. 
Appalachian State did not have the offensive 
talent returning to satisfy the head coach, so 
he left the Boone-based institution and 
accepted the position of offensive coordina- 
tor as the University of Oklahoma. Phillip 
“Sparky” Woods, who worked for one season 
under Brown as offensive boss. 

Woods, who gained valuable experience 
as an assistant coach at lowa State, North 
Alabama, Kansas and Tennessee before 
moving to Appalachian State, inherits a team 
which battled to finish above .500. Accom- 
plishing that feat this year is highly unlikely, 
The Mountaineers return just 12 starters and 
face a tough schedule which includes ACC 
members Clemson and Wake Forest, as well 
as highly-regarded South Carolina State. 

Appalachian State's offense has a major 
problem as quarterback Randy Joyce opted 
to graduate instead of completing his fifth and 
final year of eligibility. Last year’s backups, 
Ken Alexander and John Correll, both de- 
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cided baseball was in their future and will 
never play another down. The three top sig- 
nal-calling prospects have one thing in com- 
mon—no collegiate game experience. Soph- 
omore Mike Newbauer joins freshmen Todd 
Payton and Ethan Waldron in the hunt for the 
starting berth, 

The regulars at split end, flanker and tight 
end have also departed, leaving several 
voids to be filled. Jerry Hartman, alinebacker 
who was sidelined with a knee injury through- 
out the 1983 campaign, is slated to occupy 
the tight end slot, Fullback Johnny Sewell, a 
three-year letterwinner, will try his hand at 
wide receiver. A number of inexperienced 
sophomores will vie for the other first-team 
vacancy, 

The backfield does return one key perfor- 
mer in running back John Settle, The South- 
ern Conference Freshman of the Year led the 
Mounties in both rushing (613 yards, 4.5 per 
carry) and receiving (37 receptions, 225 
yards) while ranking in the top ten among 
league players in both categories. Up front, 
four starters return to shore up the blocking 
while all of the second-teamers are also back 
to give the Mountaineers great depth. Lead- 
ing the contingent are guard Ed Boyd, a 
three-year starter, center Jay Wilson and 
tackle Mitch Lee, 

Tackle Chris Patton spearheads the defen- 
sive contingent. Defensive end Fred Irby and 
sophomore James Hartman should also nail 
down starting berths. Cedric Felton, the 
second-leading tackler, starts his second 
season at linebacker. The young secondary 
features three-year regular Everett Withers at 
free safety. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Mountaineers cannot afford to be plagued 
by the Injury bug which took Its toll a year 
ago despite a winning campaign. The 
offense is shaky and the schedule Is brut- 
al. Expect no more than five wins, If Appa- 
lachlan State can get that far out of the 
woods. 


THE CITADEL (3-8) 
Charleston, S.C. 

The Bulldogs return 14 starters from a 
team that won just one Southern Conference 
game and three contests overall in 1983. Still, 
coach Tom Moore feels his team will fare 
better this season. He is probably correct, as 
the Citadel may capture two or three league 
games. 

There are several glaring weaknesses, 
with the most obvious being the running 
game, The Bulldogs averaged a pathetic 1.6 
yards per carry last season, netting just 519 
yards in 11 games, under 48 per contest. 
Moore will rely on a couple of youngsters in 
the backfield to improve those mediocre sta- 
tistics. Sophomore tailback Shiloh \cenhour 
(22 yards on nine carries) and freshman full- 
back Warren McGrier are the leading candi- 
dates for starting berths in the pro-set attack, 
Junior James Frazier may also see time in the 
backfield. 

While the running attack, is weak, the Bull- 
dogs possess a fine passer at quarterback, 
The Citadel led the Southern Conference 
with an average of 230 yards per game and 
one of the keys to aerial success was the 
signal-caller. Robert Hill returns for his senior 
season after posting impressive statistics in 
1983. The 6-1, 185-pound native of Law- 
renceville, Georgia set five school throwing 
records, including seasonal marks for most 
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completions (174), attempts (314) and pas- 
sing yards (1932). He also established new 
highs in single-game completions (30) and 
attempts (46), 

Despite the absence of tight end Bill West, 
who led the Bulldogs with 42 catches a year 
ago, Hill has a couple of noteworthy targets. 
Tight end Victor Frazier was third on the re- 
ception list with 34 a year ago. A pair of 
juniors, Lee Glaze and John Baker, will hand- 
le the wide out positions. Glaze, who was 
previously listed as a quarterback-punter, 
caught nine passes for 170 yards. The offen- 
sive line returns intact as one of the team's 
definite strengths. Tackles Jim Gabrish and 
John Maher, guards Ray Goins and Dave 
Gamer join center Marvin Orange in the tren- 
ches. Orange is the lone junior in the group as 
the other four are seniors, 

If The Citadel is to improve on its mediocre 
record, the defense must play better. Last 
year, the Bulldogs yielded an average of over 
418 net yards per game. Unproven talent and 
inexperience at defensive tackle is another 
problem for Moore. The ends will be ably 
handled by a pair of seniors, Charlie Ander- 
son and George Milton. Anderson ranked fifth 
in tackles with 73 while Milton, an All- 
Southern Conference choice, recorded a 
team-high 10 quarterback sacks. The top re- 
turning tackler is senior linebacker Randy 
Gold. A 6-3, 220-pound native of Charleston, 
South Carolina, Gold totaled 106 stops. 

The secondary did an adequate job last 
season as the Bulldogs gave up just 11 
touchdowns threw the air as compared to 28 
rushing scores. The return of sophomore 
Albert Pressley, who missed last season with 
an injury, helps bolster the unit. He will prob- 
ably replace All-Southern Conference choice 
Rich Sniscak, who graduated. Also slated to 
start in the defensive backfield are Cedric 
Lash (three interceptions), Brian Graves and 
Dave Lambert. Sophomore Greg Davis led 
the team in scoring with 37 points while doing 
an excellent job handling both the placekick- 
ing and punting chores. He connected on 
seven of 10 field goal attempts and averaged 
40.4 yards per punt, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Citadel should suffer through another 
tough season, though the Bulldogs could 
win one or two more games this time 
around. The schedule includes Septem- 
ber encounters at South Carolina and 
Georgia Tech and those two are definite 
losses. The lack of a running game to 
complement Hill's passing will hurt. The 
defense is too vulnerable. Four wins at 
most. 


DAVIDSON COLLEGE (2-8) 
Davidson, N.C. 

It took head coach Ed Farrell four years to 
win his first34 games. Little did he.know thatit 
would take a full decade at Davidson to win 
his next34, The Wildcats, back in competition 
for the Southern Conference title for the 
second straight year after a ten-year layoff, 
should expect another long season. 

Farrell doesn't have much to look forward 
to. The schedule is more demanding as Divi- 
sion l-AA runner-up Western Carolina and Ivy 
League squad Pennsylvania have been 
added to the slate. And Davidson is without 
its leading rusher, passer and total offense 
leader, all lost to graduation or injury. In fact, 
the top four pass-catchers from a year ago 
also will be missed. 


Offensively, at the skill positions, there are 
plenty of questions. Senior Jeff Haney has 
limited experience but should earn the nod at 
quarterback. The six-footer completed 22 of 
43 aerials for 257 yards in limited action, 
Sophomore Steve Bradley appeared in one 
game and could challenge for the job. Senior 
Mike Longmire and junior Horace Manor are 
capable performers at fullback, while two- 
year letterwinner David Turner could start at 
halfback if he can avert the injury jinx which 
has plagued him in the past. Jay Poag was 
shifted from defensive back and could play a 
key role at wingback. 

In the past, the Wildcats have had prob- 
lems along the offensive line, This time 
around, the outlook there is bright as experi- 
enced players are available. Senior guard 
Larry Spears and senior tackle Bill Warner 
join a trio of juniors—center Lou Krempel, 
tackle Russ West and guard Tyronne Fore— 
in the trenches. The aforementioned receiv- 
ing corps is in bad shape. Tight end Bob 
Coxe, a 6-3 senior, did start most of last sea- 
son. Two-year letterman Scott Brendle has to 
stay away from injuries to be effective. Junior 
Will Hair may also contribute. 

With nine starters back, including seven of 
last season's tackle statistic leaders, the 
Wildcats defense will have to take charge to 
teach respectability. Tackle Kirk Gavel, a 
three-year letterwinner, joins two juniors in 
the starting trio, Nosegquard Ralph Steding 
and tackle Andy Macary are capable players 
up front. The absence of top tackler Will 
Bynum will take its toll on the linebacking 
contingent. His brother, junior Carl Bynum, is 
expected to see additional playing time. 

Four letterwinners return to the secondary, 
Juniors Tony Smith and Doug Neil join soph- 
omore Gary Stewart and senior D. D. Wright 
as potential starters. Senior Eimer Dyke may 
challenge for a first-team berth. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Expect 
another long season for Davidson and 
Farrell. The offensive unit was decimated 
by graduation losses. The schedule is 
simply too difficult and the Wildcats don’t 
have the depth to be competitive against 
the likes of Western Carolina, Penn and 
Furman. 
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UNIVERSITY OF MONTANA (4-6) 
Missoula, Mont. 

Talk about your ups and downs, the Griz- 
zlies, coming off a Big Sky championship in 
1982, went from great to horrible in a short 
span of time. They picked up where they had 
left off, winning their first four games in 1983, 
including three by a combined total of eight 
points. After that, well, coach Larry Donovan 
would rather forget the remainder of the cam- 
paign. The roof caved in as Montana dropped 
its final six contests. 

Donovan welcomes back 40 monogram 
winners as the Grizzlies try to pick up the 
pieces are rebuild a winning unit. This sea- 
son, Montana should have at least one in- 
teresting game—the season-ending contest 
versus Army is this year's edition of the Mir- 
age Bowl in Tokyo, Japan. 

Establishing a starting quarterback is a ma- 
jor priority, as three signal-callers who hold 
various school passing records, will battle for 
the coveted first-team berth. Marty Mor- 


nhiweg holds almost every Montana career 
passing record, including most yards (3,630), 
completions (309), attempts (527), percen- 
tage (58.6) and touchdowns (22) while main- 
taining a number of single-season standards. 
The 5-10 senior was a redshirt last year and 
he appears ready to reclaim the starters job. 
Juniors Kelly Richardson and Johnny Cop- 
pedge did perform well last season and both 
are viable candidates this time around. 
Richardson, who also shares the punting 
chores, threw for 906 yards while Coppedge 
completed 35 of 62 attempts for 360 yards in 
the season-ending setback against Idaho 
State. 

There are several voids in the offensive 
scheme. Second team All-Big Sky tailback 
Joey Charles, the team's top rusher with 511 
yards, will be missed in the backfield. Senior 
Curt McGinness, who has been plagued by 
injuries, has the potential to step in. A re- 
placement is also needed for All-America 
tight end Brian Salonen, who hauled in 68 
passes for 832 yards and nine touchdowns. 
Sophomore Troy Grovom, who caught six 
balls in limited action, is the top prospect to fill 
Salonen's slot. Fullback Joe Klucewich, the 
team’s second-leading ground gainer with 
251 yards, returns to spearhead the ground 
attack. 

Inside linebacker Jake Trammell and out- 
side linebacker Bill Tarrow are the key perfor- 
mers on defense. Trammell, a three-year let- 
terwinner, broke into the starting lineup in 
1983 and led the Grizzlies with 104 total stops 
and three fumble recoveries (tied for top 
spot). Tarrow recorded 68 stops, including six 
tackles for losses. Experienced reserves Tim 
Gillis and Kelly Weston are contenders for the 
other outside berth while Gregg Green, a 
part-time starter who finished with 47 stops, 
occupies the inside position opposite Tram- 
mell. 

There is concern surrounding the defen- 
sive line, Scott Poole, a 6-7, 270-pound be- 
hemmoth who missed 1983 with a shoulder 
injury, could be an important addition to the 
unit. Letterman Larry Oliver, another giant at 
6-612, 250, could nail down the other first- 
team spot while the noseguard slot is avail- 
able. A pair of converted guards, Dave 
McKenzie and Scott Moore, are unproven 
and may take time to adjust to the new posi- 
tion. 

Ned Becker returns to the lineup at strong 
safety after being plagued by injuries in 1983. 
Ted Ray handles one cornerback post while 
Scott Timberman is back in the starting lineup 
as free safety, Freshman redshirt Tim Mon- 
terossi has the inside track for the other cor- 
nerback opening. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The return 
of Mornhinweg should help Montana re- 
turn to its winning ways. The Grizzlies 
have enough talent to win. Three con- 
secutive road games in September will be 
a good test. If replacements at tailback, 
tight end and on the line can come 
through, Montana could challenge for the 
Big Sky crown. 


NORTHERN ARIZONA (4-7) 
Flagstaff, Ariz. 

Outside of a win against Big Sky champion 
Nevada-Reno, (the only setback the Wolf- 
pack suffered in the Big Sky), the Lumber- 
jacks suffered through a disappointing 1983 
campaign. Coach Joe Harper is looking for 
improvement after finishing one game ahead 
of league cellar-dweller Montana State. 


A total of 17 starters and 37 monogram 
winners return as the Lumberjacks have an 
experienced nucleus. Entering last season, 
Harper had just 19 lettermen returning, one of 
the lowest totals in the nation. “Our experi- 
ence will help us eliminate our costly mis- 
takes," admitted Harper. “In the past, we 
have had quality players but lack of experi- 
ence and depth have hur. Hopefully, those 
days are behind us. We have also gotten 
bigger and stronger and those are important 
factors as it helps build endurance and curtail 
injury.” 

The offense will rely heavily on “Air Mendo- 
za’. Quarterback Mike Mendoza returns to 
pilot the Northern Arizona attack after setting 
or tying 10 different school marks, including 
most passing yards in a season (2,546) and 
most completions (217). Unfortunately his 
top receiver, Pete Mandley, has graduated 
after posting impressive numbers. He pulled 
down 60 aerials for 842 yards and five scores. 

Allis not lost as the next six pass-catchers 
from last season return, led by Ben Richard- 
son. A 5-10, 171-pound senior, Richardson 
hauled in 41 passes for 552 yards and six 
touchdowns. Junior wide receiver Jerry Davis 
(22 passes), senior tight end Vince Dozier (15 
receptions) and John Foss are also important 
members of the receiving corps. Foss, a two- 
year starter at tight end, went down with an 
injury in the second game last year and was 
redshirted. 

Tailback Jerry Holder is the best of the 
returning running backs. The six-foot senior 
led Northern Arizona with 602 yards rushing 
while adding 32 receptions. Sophomore 
Thurman McKinney proved valuable a year 
ago, rushing for 153 yards (third) while catch- 
ing 16 aerials. Lettermen Rich Manno and 
Chris Yonker also return, while Elbert “Bo” 
Perry, the team's second leading rusher with 
339 yards, is gone. Four of the five interior 
starters, tackles Doug Gandy and Dan 
Maran, center Steve Caparella and guard 
Joe Pettit, return to provide adequate 
blocking. 

All of the starting down linemen and line- 
backers are back as Northern Arizona has an 
experienced defense. Tackle James Gee 
and ends A.J. Castaneda and Tom Gibson 
spearhead the line. A 6-1 senior, Gee was a 
unanimous All-Big Sky choice and a first- 
team Division |-AA All-America pick. He 
finished with 143 tackles last season and his 
350 career stops is within 55 of the school 
mark, Castanada, a 6-3 senior and two-year 
starter, had 62 stops despite missing three 
games. Gibson, a mammoth, 6-8 sophomore 
who recorded 96 tackles, was forced into the 
starting lineup when Brad Rowland was in- 
jured prior to the season. Doug Allred is 
slated to start opposite Gee at tackle. 

Seniors Marvin Jackmon and Randy Cook 
join juniors Jeff Randle-E! and Brad Little the 
form a solid linebacking contingent. Little was 
forced into the starting lineup when Cook was 
injured, He may be relegated to a swingman 
position. Jackmon led the group with 120 total 
tackles while Randle-El finished with 94 and 
Little 93, Sophomores Tony Cullen and De- 
Juan Robinson return to play cornerback 
while newcomers will fill in the safety slots. 
The punting duties belong to sophomore 
John Earl (39.5 yards per boot). 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Lum- 
berjacks are a much improved team, 
thanks to experience and better depth. If 
Harper's team can avoid Injuries, a factor 
which hampered his squad a year ago,

UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO (8-3) 
Moscow, idaho 
The Ken Hobart era is over, and the Van- 
dals may have a long year rebuilding. The 


» standout quarterback, currently a member of 


the Jacksonville Bulls of the USFL, setanum- 
ber of school and Big Sky aerial records dur- 
ing his stay in Moscow. Last season, Hobart's 
numbers were very impressive—268 of 477 
(56.2 percent), for 3618 yards and 32 touch- 
downs against just 19 interceptions. 
Despite the absence of Hobart and the five 
leading receivers, expect the Vandals to con- 
tinue their pigskin throwing. “The day we quit 
throwing the football is the day |’m going to 
die,” stated a healthy coach Dennis Erickson. 
“Nothing is going to change; we are not going 
to be able to come right out and do things that 
veteran people do offensively, but | quaran- 
tee that we are going to throw the football.” 
A total of seven offensive starters from last 
year's fine 8-3 squad are gone, and the inex- 
perience will prove costly. There are three 
primary contenders for Hobart’s coveted 
position—Scott Linehan, Darrel Tracy and 
San Jose State transfer Rick Sloan. A 6-1 
sophomore, Linehan entered the spring as 
the leading choice. The receiving corps is 
also hurting without wide outs Ron Whitten- 
burg, Brian Allen and Curtis Johnson, as well 
as tight end Kurt Vestman. The foursome 
combined for 166 receptions worth over 2600 
yards. JUCO transfer Eric Yarber and letter- 
winner Kevin Juma entered the spring as like- 
ly starters while Scott Auker, who started the 
last two games of 1983 when Vestman was 
injured, occupies the tight end slot, 
Fullback Mike Shill is the lone returning 
backfield starter. A 5-11 senior, Shill was 
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second in rushing with 334 yards, averaging 
4.7 yards per carry. The loss of tailback Kerry 
Hickey, the leading rusher with 533 yards, will 
hurt. Letterwinner Andrew Smith, who did an 
adequate job as Hickey’s backup last season 
(228 yards), moves into the lineup, Senior 
Marlon Barrow will see playing time at tail- 
back in a reserve role, 


The one offensive area which wasn't totally” 


wrecked was the line. Three starters are 
back—weak tackle Dave Thorsen, weak 
guard Matt Watson and Lance West at strong 
guard. Daryn Young, who performed as a 
backup last season, starts at center while 
Mark Caldwell and Tom Cable fight for the 
strong tackle position vacated by Steve 
Seman. 

The defensive outlook is not as bleak as 
eight starters are back. John Andrews, an 
honorable mention All-Big Sky choice, joins 
Pete Ruhl at the tackles. Sam Manoa is the 
team’s right end while left end Frank Moreno, 
injured in the third game of the season, was 
granted another year of eligibility. Middle line- 
backer Ed Rifilato joins right linebacker Tom 
Hennessey as guaranteed first-teamers. The 
left linebacker berth is open as Todd Fryhov- 
er and John Crout have graduated. Letterwin- 
ner Dave Parker is the leading prospect for 
the job. 

Erickson has a tfio of returning starters in 
the secondary. Cornerbacks Steve Simpson 
and Mike Johnston join free safety Mark Tidd, 
while the strong safety position was vacated 
by Boyce Bailey's departure. John Cayton is 
the primary candidate for the opening. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Van- 
dale will not come close to their previous 
otfensive output. Losing Hobart is a big 
enough blow, but the absence of most of 
his supporting cast means Erickson has 
to almost start from scratch. The defense 
may be able to keep this team above .500, 


NEVADA-RENO (9-5) 
Reno, Nevada 

It will be hard to duplicate last year's suc- 
cess as the Wolfpack attempts to return to the 
Division I-AA playoffs. Nevada-Reno finished 
at 6-1 in the Big Sky, then went all the way to 
the semifinals, winning twice in post-season 
play before falling to eventual champion 
Southern Illinois, 23-7. 

Coach Chris Ault begins his eighth season 
at Reno. His record there is an impressive 
63-29-1, though this could be his toughest 
campaign in recent memory, Only four offen- 
sive and seven defensive regulars return to 
the fold and defense of the Big Sky title could 
be difficult. One of the more pleasant prob- 
lems facing Ault is the decision of a starting 
quarterback, Junior Joe Pizzo held the sig- 
nal-calling job over the first six weeks of the 
1983 season before a broken ankle left him 
on the sidelines through the playoffs. Sopho- 
more Eric Beavers enjoyed a fine initial col- 
legiate campaign, leading the Wolfpack 
through the post-season. 

Unfortunately for Ault, the remainder of the 
backfield is lacking as the top two rushers 
from the playoff edition, Otto Kelly and 
Anthony Corley, are gone. Corley was the Big 
Sky's top rusher two years ago and one of the 
finest players in the school's history, Eric 
Jenkins and Anthony Gordon have the unen- 
viable task of filling in for the dynamic duo. 
Jenkins rushed for 224 net yards while Gor- 
don, a wingback, rushed for 195, averaging 
4.9 yards per carry. 
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The offensive line returns a pair of starters 
in guard Greg Rea and center Rick Harris. 
The receiving contingent is also suspect as 
top pass-catcher of a year ago Alphonso Wil- 
liams has departed. Stan Cagle, a wideout 
with 19 receptions for 236-yards, will have to 
pick up the slack left by Williams’ departure. 

Things are brighter on the defensive side. 
The secondary and the linebacking corps re- 
turn a majority of first-teamers while the line is 
very questionable. Tackle Larry Pierce, who 
redshirted in 1982 and started a year ago, isa 
key up front, A trio of linebackers are back, 
paced by inside performer Kyle Denny and 
outside men Mark McVeigh and Jeff Peter- 
son. Denny totaled 85 stops while McVeigh 
concluded the 1983 season with 66 hits. 

In the defensive backfield, free safety Pat- 
rick Hunter posted a team-high six intercep- 
tions while both cornerbacks also return with 
an added year of experience. Joe Peterson 
had five interceptions while Darryl McCoy, 
who previously transferred from Norther Ari- 
zona, picked off three aerials. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The abs- 
ence of Corley and Kelly will keep Nevada- 
Reno out of the Division I-AA playoff pic- 
ture. The defense can hold its own, but the 
Wolfpack will feel the pressure of a 
mediocre attack. 


BOISE STATE (6-5) 
Bolse, Idaho 

Last season, the Broncos had to adjust to a 
new coach. Under the direction of Lyle Seten- 
cich, Boise State bounced back after a rocky 
2-4 start (three of the four losses came by a 
total of seven points) to win four of the final 
tive games. Now Setencich is hoping the 
transition period is over and the Broncs will 
make a move in the Big Sky Conference race. 

A total of seven offensive and seven defen- 
sive players who started either part or full- 
time last season return. Setencich relied 
heavily on young talent during his initial sea- 
son atthe helm, and the added year of experi- 
ence has to help. One player who will benefit 
is quarterback Hazsen Choates. The 5-10 
sophomore entered the lineup during the 
fourth game of the season and established 
himself as the starter. Senior Gerald De- 
spres, the ousted signal-caller, is battling to 
get his job back, while junior Bob Wheeler, 
redshirt freshman Mike Williams and Todd 
Anderson, a transfer from the University of 
Oregon, are also contenders. 

Both running back slots are available and 
more than half of the team’s 1983 rushing 
yardage departed with tailback Rodney 
Webster (1,037 yards), Senior Ron Love 
moves to tailback after handling punt return 
duties. Senior Dave Maloney moves from 
Starting fullback to contend with Love for the 
Starting role. Redshirt freshman Jeff Lewis, 
sophomore Ty Ogata and senior Faipea 
Avaava are looking for playing time at 
Maloney's former position. All-Big Sky tackle 
John Kilgo anchors the line. 

The loss of the top two receivers, tight end 
Donnie Summers and split end Joe Trotter, 
will hamper the aerial attack, The new NCAA 
eligibility rule allows flanker Kim Metcalf, an 
All-Big Sky choice in 1982, an extra season. 
Metcalf will have to battle redshirt freshmen 
David Thurber and Steve Hale, as well as 
JUCO transfer DeWayne Porter and mono- 
gram winners Pat Fitzgerald and Eric 
Andrade for a starting spot. Replacing Sum- 
mers is a major challenge. Jon Cox, a backup 


last season, is battling redshirt freshman Tom 
DeWitz, JUCO transfer March McMurry and 
James McNorton, a6-7 starter on the basket- 
ball team the last two seasons, for the tight 
end vacancy. 

Boise State's defense did an adequate job 
last season, limiting Big Sky opponents to an 
average of 17 points per contest. Junior tack- 
le Mark Koch, a first-team All-Big Sky choice, 
led the team’s linemen with 77 stops, He will 
have added responsibility on his shoulders as 
four-year starting tackle Michel Bourgeau 
has graduated. Sophomore Barry Black will 
battle transfers Greg Morrow and Brian 
Hauenstein for the starting noseguard posi- 
tion vacated when last year's starter, senior 
Glenn Simonton, was shifted to outside line- 
backer. Junior Mike Johnson is the primary 
candidate for the tackle slot opposite Koch. 

Joining Simonton at outside linebacker is 
6-2 Carl Keever while sophomore Jim Ellis 
should also start. Senior cornerbacks Jim 
Voulelis and Gary Castille are the only star- 
ters slated to return in the secondary, and an 
off-season injury has Voulelis' future in ques- 
tion. Sophomore Phil Bartle and converted 
cornerback Maury Moore are among the 
prospects at the safety openings. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bron- 
cos are not quite ready to challenge for 
the Big Sky crown. The running game is 
suspect and the secondary is vulnerable. 
Playing seven games at home will help 
ensure another above .500 campaign, 


WEBER STATE (6-5) 
Ogden, Utah 

The Wildcats have gone through good 
times and bad times during coach Mike 
Price’s three-year tenure. The first team 
under Price produced a 7-4 mark, the second 
reversed itself and ended at 4-7 and last 
year's squad finished above .500 at 6-5, 
though the Big Sky record was a sub-par 3-4, 
good enough for a fifth place tie. 

Price and company are due for a lean year 
as the rollercoaster continues. Weber State 
can expect a lean year as 30 letterwinners 
are gone and just 26 velerans are back. The 
Wildcats lack the experience needed to con- 
tend for league honors as just four regulars 
from offense and four from the defense return 
to the fold. 

The first priority is to find a quarterback to 
replace standout Tim Bernal. The departed 
Bernal set 14 school career passing records 
and completed 218 of 383 aerials for 2738 
yards and 14 touchdowns. There are four 
candidates vying for the position, led by 6-4 
Kevin Villars, who redshirted last season af- 
ter transferring from Northwestern. Sopho- 
more Tony Michelson, who started for the 
junior varsity in 1983 joins JUCO transfers 
Dave Stierman (who attended the same 
junior college as Bernal) and Phil Cooper in 
the hunt for the signal-calling berth, The 
blocking is also questionable as senior guard 
Dan Wiedenhoss and junior center Craig 
Dumity are the lone starters back, 

Weber State also lost its top rusher and 
receiver in back Dennis Rogan, who ran for 
613 yards and hauled in 52 passes. Starter 
Freddie Cook is back and he has an added 
burden on his shoulders. The 5-11 junior was 
the team's second-leading rusher with 423 
yards and seven touchdowns, though that 
output must be improved if the team is to be 
successful. Flanker Kelvin Hodrick is a versa- 
tile performer who did a number of things well 


last season. The 5-11 senior caught 18 pas- 
ses for 402 yards and four touchdowns, car- 
ried the ball eight times for 60 more yards (7.5 
per carry) and completed all three of his op- 
tion-pass attempts for over 100 yards and a 
touchdown, 

Defensively, the frontline is in bad shape as 
noseguard Dave Penrod is the lone perfor- 
mer with any experience returning to the tren- 
ches. The six-foor junior was a third-stringer 
as all of last year's starters and second- 
teamers up front have departed. Both inside 
linebackers are also gone though Malcolm 
Reaves, who redshirted in 1983 after trans- 
ferring from Brigham Young, should step in 
and contribute immediately, The 6-3, 225- 
pound junior is joined at linebacker by outside 
performer Mike Powell. A six-foot junior, 
Powell was third in tackles, averaging 5.4 per 
contest. 

The secondary features a pair of notable 
returnees. Free safety Rick Ryan, a 5-14 
senior, earned honorable mention Big Sky 
consideration after picking off two passes. 
Junior Crockett, a 5-10 junior, led defensive 
backs in tackles per game and also proved 
valuable as a kick return specialist. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The lack 
of returning starters will hurt as Weber 
State goes below .500 this season. Bernal 
will be missed and the defensive line will 
get buried by opposing offensive lines. 


MONTANA STATE (1-10) 
Bozeman, Mont. 

The numbers tell the story as Dave 
Arnold's first season as head coach of the 
Bobcats was a major disappointment. The 
lone victory, a 28-8 decision against Monta- 
na, came after eight consecutive setbacks. 
Montana State's offense scored just 109 
points, less than 10 per game. The team was 
held to a field goal or less on five different 
occasions. Defensively, the picture painted 
by negative statistics is also a bleak one. That 
one win was the only time Montana State 
yielded less than 21 points ina game. Oppo- 
nents netted almost double the rushing yar- 
dage. 

Arnold knows that there is only one way to 
go—up. Montana State may be near the bot- 
tom of the Big Sky standings once again, 
though there should be more competition as 
17 starters and 33 letterwinners return. A re- 
placement for signal-caller Mike Godfrey and 
four newcomers on the line are needed. The 
defense has just two voids to be filled. The 
experienced nucleus will grow stronger in 
1984, 

Sophomore Kelly Bradley is the heir appa- 
rent at quarterback. The 6-3 Bradley com- 
pleted 41 of 85 attempts for 412 yards in 
limited action. JUCO transfer Greg Andal is 
Bradley's main competition for the starting 
assignment. The other two backfield posi- 
tions are Up for grabs as junior David Pandt, 
the team's leading rusher (325 yards) and 
third-leading receiver (28 catches), is the 
best talent available. Sophomores Brian Wil- 
liams and Thomas Coty also possess game 
experience while senior Bryan Compton, a 
starting wide receiver the past two seasons, 
has moved into the backfield. Linebacker 
James Jones has also been shifted from line- 
backer to contend for a fullback berth. 

The Bobcats have a fine set of receivers, 
led by tight end Joe Bignell. The 6-4, 235- 
pounder led Montana State with 38 recep- 
tions for 320 yards. He is within striking dis- 


tance of the school’s all-time receiving re- 
cord, needing just 28 catches this season, 
Senior Brent Bateman and junior Tommy 
White also return after combining for 28 re- 
ceptions in 1983. With guard Steve Cornel- 
lier, an All-Big Sky choice in 1982, returning 
from a knee injury which sidelined him a year 
ago, the offensive line is stronger. 

An experienced defense loses just two reg- 
ulars from the 1983 squad, tackle David 
Thompson and inside linebacker Jim Kalafat. 
Heading up the list of returnees is first-team 
All-Big Sky linebacker-defensive end Mark 
Fellows. The 6-2, 225-pound senior recorded 
82 tackles, including 16 for losses, during the 
1983 campaign. Sophomore Kirk Timmer, 
heads up a group of candidates for the other 
linebacker slot. The front wall will be built 
around seniors Lonnie Burt and Troy Timmer. 


All four starters return to the secondary. 
The unit must show improvement after yield- 
ing 2345 yards of passing (181 of 318) last 
season. William Johnson and Rodney Hol- 
land handle the cornerback slots while free 
safety Doug Kimball and strong safety Joe 
Roberts are also back. Contending for play- 
ing time as reserves are Steve King, Derrick 
Abell, Tyler Winter and DeWayne Smith. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Montana 
State will be better, due mainly to the ex- 
perience factor and six home games. 
Then again, they cannot due much worse. 
The running game may be more effective 
with Compton in the backfield while the 
defense returns almost intact. The Bob- 
cats could escape the Big Sky cellar.

NORTHEAST LOUISIANA (8-3) 
Monroe, La. 
The Indians finished the 1983 campaign as 
co-champions of the Southland Conference 
and the potential is there for another trip to the 
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- top of the league standings. Coach Pat Col- 


lins has enjoyed tremendous success at 
Northeast, compiling a 21-12 record in his 
three previous years. 

Collins has a major chore rebuilding an 
offensive unit which has just three starters 
returning. All five regulars from the line are 
gone, as well as both running backs, Bobby 
Craighead (982 yards, 10 touchdowns) and 
Greg Huskey. Last year's backup quarter- 
back, 6-3 junior Alvin Brown, has been shifted 
to tailback, where Carl Long, a transfer from 
Tulsa, is his primary competitor for a berth in 
the backfield. Sophomore Jimmy Harris, who 
averaged over six yards per carry in limited 
action last season, is the leading candidate at 
fullback. ' 

Northeast’s strength may be at quarter- 
back. Rodney Horn, a 5-10 senior who is 
capable of running or throwing, is one of the 
returning starters, He completed 64 passes 
for 1067 yards and 10 touchdowns (versus 
just six interceptions) in 1983 while rushing 
for 251 yards, third best behind Craighead 
and Huskey. There is still competition for the 
signal-calling job as Walter “Bubby” Brister, a 
transfer from Tulane who gained national 
attention during the Jon English controversy, 
is available. The 6-3 junior has a rifle arm 
though Hornis a better runner. Split end Chris 
Lott and tight end Joey Evans, both seniors, 
are the other veteran regulars returning. 

The major concern is the line. Three soph- 
omores are slated to start while three others 
are listed as second-team players. Tackle 
Bobby Agnor is the lone senior expected to 
start. Center Scott Davis and guard Mike Por- 
ter do not have the height that the previous 
regulars had. ‘We fee! that the offensive line 
is our biggest challenge,” admitted Collins. 
“We think we have some people who can 
play there, though we may lack depth.” 

Collins will rely heavily on an experienced 
defensive unit which returns seven starters 
and 24 lettermen. Seniors Bennie Jones, a 
second team All-America choice whose 66 
total tackles ranked him fifth on the team, and 
Glenn Egan, return to the line. Another 
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senior, Johnny Slaughter, moves into the 
starting lineup at right tackle while sopho- 
more Will Johnson is slated to occupy the 
right end position. 

Linebacker Ronnie Washington may be 
the key performer on the unit. The 6-2 senior 
led the Indians with 132 total stops, 44 more 
than the second-leading tackler. Senior Mark 
Moseley will battle Lee Everett and Roger 
Kelley, who also handles the team's punting 
chores, for the other linebacking berth. Four 
of the five starters in the defensive backfield 
return, Safeties Mike Howard and Mike Tur- 
ner tied for the team lead in interceptions with 
four while cornerback David Outley had three 
steals. Seniors Ernest Smith and Darrell Sla- 
ter are also listed on the first team. 

Northeast Louisiana must replace its long 
field goal kicker, Jesse Garcia, who con- 
nected on 15 of 26 attempts. Senior Scott 
Martin, who handled short attempts and extra 
points (24 of 25), returns as the favorite to 
handle all of the placekicking duties. Teddy 
Garcia, Jesse's brother, joins Jamie Greer as 
hopefuls for booting honors. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Collins 
has a unit with plenty of potential. If the 
offensive line can come together, the Indi- 
ans should return to the top of the league. 
Northeast Louisiana must play well dur- 
ing a four-game home stretch throughout 
most of October as three of their final four 
contests are on the road. The defense Ii- 
mited the opposition to just 119 points 
last year and most of the regulars are 
back. Look for the Indians to win at least 
elght games again In 1984. 


ARKANSAS STATE (5-5-1) 
Jonesboro, Ark. 

Larry Lacewell built his football reputation 
by being @ defensive individual. In,25 years 
as a collegiate coach, including five as head 
coach at Arkansas State and several as an 
assistant at Oklahoma, he handled some of 
the best defensive units in the nation, Last 
season, when the Indians struggled on 
offense, Lacewell decided that it was time for 
a change. 

Over the final five games of the season, 
Arkansas State’s attack, surprisingly led by 
the play-calling of Lacewell, improved con- 
siderably, averaging over 415 yards and 20 
points per contest. A variation of the wish- 
bone, known as the “Y” formation, was a 
major factor in the team’s sudden success, 
The Indians went from 2-4 to 5-5-1 and the 
sixth-year chief is going to continue leading a 
mind-boggling offense. The only trouble is, 
six starters, including last year’s standout 
quarterback, record-breaker Tim Langford, 
are gone. Those six regulars produced 86 
percent of the offense. 

None of the team's prospective signal- 
callers has ever taken a snap in a college 
game, and the inexperience will hamper the 
unit. JUCO transfer Mark Robbins and red- 
shirt freshman Dwane Brown are the top 
candidates for the berth, with sophomore 
Cazzy Francis, freshman Mike Smith and 
another JC transfer, Johnny Williams, also 
available for duty. Senior Keith Weaver is the 
lone starter returning to the backfield. The 5-9 
Weaver rushed for 233 yards, fifth best on the 
squad. Fullback Dwayne Pittman (744 yards) 
led the Indians last year and he is among the 
top four rushers who will be missed. 

Sophomore letterwinner Rickey Jemison is 
the top candidate to take over Pittman’s slot. 
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The 5-10 Jemison gained 148 yards on just 
35 carries. Sophomore Elbert Shelley joins a 
pair of juniors, fullback Lewis Brown and 
Olins Dunnick, who transferred from the Uni- 
versity of Houston, as potential contributors. 
Several freshmen, including Bobby Clemons, 
Michael Copeland, Ricky Greer and Jerald 
Patterson, are also available, 

If there is one bright spot on offense, it is 
the receiving corps. Split end Judious Lewis, 
a5-9 senior, led the squad with 30 receptions 
for 595 yards and three touchdowns while 
averaging over 10 yards per carry. Tight end 
Ray Brown also started though Will Allen, a 
transfer from Texas A&M, will compete for the 
position. Brown is an exceptional blocker 
which could mean a return to the first team. 
The outlook is not as positive when consider- 
ing the line as three of the five regulars are 
gone. Tackle Farrell Wilson, a 6-4, 255- 
pound senior, started all 17 games last sea- 
son while center Ed Troutt is also a two-year 
regular. 

With a total of eight starters back in the fold, 
the defensive unit may carry the Indians. 
Seniors Gary Burton and tackle Mike Tem- 
pleton join juniors Michael Cline and Mike 
Budak up front. Cline, a 6-3 junior tackle, was 
third in total stops with 76 while recording a 
team-high in tackles for losses with 11 while 
Burton, a 6-4 end, was fourth in tackles for the 
second consecutive campaign with 73. 

There are two key performers who lead the 
unit, linebacker Stacy Price and cornerback 
Jerome Sims. Price, a 6-3 junior, led the team 
with 105 stops, enjoying a great comeback 
season after missing all of 1982 with a leg 
injury. He will have added responsibilities this 
time around as David Cooper, a linebacker 
who finished second in tackles, will be mis- 
sed, Sims was an All-Southland choice who 
picked off seven interceptions, more than the 
rest of the team combined. The 5-10 junior 
from Little Rock ranked eighth in Division |- 
AA in steals while recording 50 total tackles. 
Free safety Kyle Jones and cornerback Billy 
Bowers also return for their senior season. 

Both kicking specialists return as the spe! 
cial teams play should be a plus for Lacewell. 
Junior punter Stacy Gore averaged 39.6 
yards per boot while senior placekicker Scott 
McDonald was second in scoring with 37 
points, including 22 of 23 extra point 
attempts. 

With six of the first nine games on the road, 
the Indians’ schedule is not favorable. Divi- 
sion I-A foes Memphis State and Texas A&M 
join Division |-AA champion Southern Illinois 
on the rugged slate, and all three of those 
contests are away from Jonesboro. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: There are 
many problems confronting Lacewell in 
1984. The offensive backfield is the prim- 
ary concern, with the lack of depth In the 
secondary and at linebacker will hurt. The 
Indians may finish at .500, but not much 
better. 


TEXAS-ARLINGTON (5-6) 
Arlington, Tex. 

The Movin' Mavericks should be doing just 
that in 1984, moving up the ladder in the 
Southland Conference. After tying for fifth in 
the conference a year ago, the team from 
Arlington should improve, though competing 
for league honors is doubtful. More con- 
sistency is needed as the Mavs won fourina 
row before dropping their final three games of 
the campaign. 


First-year coach Chuck Curtis welcomes 
46 of 60 letterwinners as the Mavs should 
have one of the stronger offensive units 
around with eight regulars back in the fold. 
Leading the way ts explosive halfback Scotty 
Caldwell, the team's leading rusher and re- 
ceiver in 1983. The six-foot senior gained 
1090 yards on the ground while catching 18 
passes and scoring 10 touchdowns. Flanker 
Andre Gray, the second-leading pass catch- 
er, will also see action at halfback while requ- 
lar fullback Robert Brodner (218 yards 
rushing) also returns. Freshman recruit Ran- 
dali Scott, who rushed for 1,780 yards and 
scored 31 touchdowns during his final high 
school season, may see immediate action. 

Despite the loss of regular signal-caller 
Danny Jackson, the Mavs appear to be set at 
quarterback. Senior Kraig Hopkins has the 
inside track while junior Phil Blue is also in 
contention for the starting berth, Both saw 
playing time a year ago. Tight end Jon Dyer 
and split end James White are the top receiv- 
ing prospects, 

The offensive line has two holes to fill. Cen- 
ter Mark Cannon, an All-America selection, 
and regular guard John Morgan, will be mis- 
sed. Two-time All-Southland Conference 
choice Bruce Collie mans one tackle spot 
while sophomore Rick Flores handles the 
other one. Guard Bill Bloomer, a 6-1, 270- 
pound junior, is also slated to start, while 
sophomores Matt Elliott and Stacey Loyless 
join freshman redshirt Clint Hailey and all- 
state recruit Rodney Haynes as top candi- 
dates for Cannon's position. 

While the prospects on offense are bright, 
the defense, which yielded 230 points last 
season, may be vulnerable. Six regulars 
have departed, including the top five tacklers. 
The major problem area is at linebacker, 
where David Patterson, George Holmes and 
Noel Spraggins are all gone. The trio com- 
bined for 204 total tackles, eight sacks and 
three interceptions. Sophomores Jose Yar- 
borough and Randy Parham join senior Dane 
Clynch as potential starters in 1984. 

With the lone exception of departed tackle 
Donald White (56 total tackles), the defensive 
line returns intact. Three seniors, ends Bob 
Howard and Dennis Golsch and tackle 
Richard Main, will have to play well for Texas- 
Arlington's unit to be successful. David Dunn, 
also a senior, should see time in White's slot, 
while junior Rich Enocksen and seniot Greg 
Weichans should also contribute. 

Half of the secondary is back, though the 
key performer last year, free safety Stacy 
Rayfield, has graduated. He was tied for first 
In tackles last season with 89. Cornerback 
Ricky Pratt will also be missed. Junior Tim 
McKyer returns at one corner while strong 
safety David Phillips has three more years of 
eligibility. 

The kicking game is sound. Senior Scott 
Tennison converted 23 of 24 extra point 
attempts last season. The punting chores are 
up for grabs between sophomore Andy 
McCarter, who handled the duties through 
most of the 1983 campaign, and junior Ben 
Chilton, who had a better average in limited 
action. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Curtis’ 
first year should be Interesting. The 
offense has the potential to carry the team 
to an above .500 record. The defense 
should get burnt often, so a lot of high- 
scoring games can be expected. If the 
Mavs can be more consistent, the record 
will be better, 


NORTH TEXAS STATE (8-4) 
Denton, Texas 

What a difference a year makes. The Mean 
Green went from 2-9 during coach Corky Nel- 
son's first season as coach in 1982 to 8-4 last 
year. North Texas State won the Southland 
Conference and advanced to the quarterfin- 
als of the NCAA Division I-AA playoffs before 
Nevada-Reno finished the storybook turnar- 
ound. 

Nelson, the Southland Conference Coach 
of the Year and a finalist for national I-AA 
honors, will have a tough time repeating the 
accomplishments of a year ago. Only half of 
the starting lineup returns and a total of 21 
letterwinners are gone. A more challenging 
schedule includes seven of 10 contests on 
the road, including the first four away from 
Denton. Games against I-A opponents SMU, 
Kentucky and TCU are on the slate. 

The first task for Nelson is finding a succes- 
sor to Southland Player of the Year Greg 
Carter at quarterback. Carter completed 93 of 
185 tosses for 1275 yards and a decent TD- 
INT ratio of 12-7. The likely replacement is 
sophomore Scott Toman, who completed 17 
of 25 attempts for 295 yards and three touch- 
downs in limited action. A number of fresh- 
men will compete for playing time. Included 
on that list are transfer Bron Beal, redshirts 
Mike Rhone and Danny David, and newcom- 
ers Marcus Camper, Stanley Smith and 
Anthony Williams. 

With the top four rushers returning, the re- 
mainder of the backfield is sound. Senior 
Nathan Williams, a 5-10, 194-pounder, led 
the team with 691 yards. He is joined by 
sophomores Greg Lee (331 yards) and Sid 
Moore (129) and senior Richard Buckingham 
(252). Three key performers from the offen- 
sive line will be missed. Left guard Dan Reed- 
er was an All-Southland selection a year ago 
while right guard Craig Agnew and left tackle 
Ralph Lewerenz must also be replaced. 

Senior Tim Wasson, who led the club with 
37 receptions for 553 yards and four touch- 
downs, returns to key the pass-catching 
corps. Dennis Kuithe is slated to man the tight 
end position. A replacement is needed for 
split end Tony Merriweather. 

The defensive line is very suspect as three 
out of last season's four starters have de- 


parted. Tackles Rayford Cooks and James 
Wilson, as well as end Ronnie Hickman (12 
sacks), will be missed. Senior end Mike 
Thompson (58 total stops) is the best of the 
returning lot. Despite the loss of leading tack- 
ler Lester Harper (96 tackles) and Johnnie 
Holmes from the linebacking contigent, there 
is still some talent available to fill the gaps. A 
couple of seniors will have a definite impact; 
Jay Saad, the Mean Green's fourth-leading 
tackler (59) was given another year of eligibil- 
ity while Mike Sizelove (53 stops) and David 
Warehime also return, 

Defensive back Jerry Pickens (42 stops, 
three interceptions) is slated to start once 
again after being voted second-team All- 
Southland. Senior Efrem McGowan was 
granted an extra season of eligibility and the 
move will bolster a secondary plagued by the 
loss of regulars Andre Mosely and Jack Ball. 
Another returning senior, Mike Hughes, con- 
tributed 30 stops in 1983. 

Nelson will have a sound kicking game to 
rely on. Punter John Starnes led the South- 
land Conference with a 41-yard average 
while earning honorable mention All-America 
status. Todd Smith handles the placekicking 
duties after connecting on five of eight tries 
last season, including three from over 50 
yards away. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Corky 
Nelson did an exceptional job last year, 
though the results will not be as positive 
in 1984. North Texas State was respect- 
able against Division I-A foes last year, 
with a 2-2 record. The losses came against 
bowl teams Oklahoma State and Texas. 
This time, the road schedule is murder 
and with several question marks, the 
Mean Green should be happy with an 
overall .500 record, though Nelson may 
have a Southland contender with a little 
luck. 


LOUISIANA TECH (4-7) 
Ruston, La. 

Coach A. L. Williams did not enjoy his first 
season at the helm of Louisiana Tech. Re- 
placing Billy Brewer, who returned to his alma 
mater Mississippi and led those Bulldogs to 
the Independence Bowl, was a difficult task. 
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The Tech Bulldogs went from 10-3 and an 
NCAA Division I-AA semifinal berth in 1982 to 
4-7, including a 2-4 record in the Southland 
Conference. 

Williams is hoping that an experienced 
nucleus can lead Louisiana Tech back into 
prominence in the Southland. A total of 46 
monogram winners, including 25 offensive 
performers and 21 defensive players, are 
back. There are 13 regulars returning, with 
seven from the offense and six defensive 
Bulldogs. 

Quarterback David Brewer paces the Tech 
attack. The 5-11 senior completed 161 of 329 
attempts for 1848 yards and nine touch- 
downs. Last year, he had the pressure of 
replacing standout Matt Dunigan; now heis in 
the limelight as the star signal-caller. His key 
receiver is wide out Karl Terrebone. The 5-8 
senior was granted an extra year of eligibility 
as part of the new NCAA retroactive redshirt 
rule. Terrebone was Tech's leading receiver 
with 43 receptions for 523 yards. 

The running game features last season's 
leading ground gainer, Nate Williams. The 
5-8 sophomore picked up 357 yards while 
proving valuable as a kickoff returner, aver- 
aging 19.9 yards per runback. Three starters 
are back to anchor the offensive line corps. 
Guards Clayton Schoemaker and Ken 
Hetherington join tackle Milt Roeder up front. 

Defensively, a pair of linebackers spear- 
head the unit. Doug Landry and John Paul 
Laque are among the top performers in the 
Southland Conference. Landry set a school 
record with 178 tackles in 1983. The first 
team All-Southland star also recorded 17 
tackles for losses, three interceptions and 
three tumble recoveries. Laque, a six-foot 
senior, totaled 131 tackles. 

The line returns four of five starters. Sopho- 
more defensive end Walter Johnson may 
have the most potential of the quartet. He was 
named Newcomer of the Year in the South- 
land after finishing with 73 stops. Tackles 
Steve McCourt and Donald Washington join 
noseguard Donald Myers in the lineup. The 
secondary has one standout returning, free 
safety Doyle Adams. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Bull- 
dogs have a number of questionable 
areas. Williams was under a lot of press- 
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ure last year and after a year at Tech, 
things may be more settled. Brewer is a 
fine player who could lead this team to a 
.500 mark. Don't expect much more than 
that, if Tech can even reach that far up. 


LAMAR (2-9) 
Beaumont, Tx. 

Maybe Ken Stephens will find hapiness at 
Lamar in his third season at the helm. His first 
two years were not enjoyable as the Cardin- 
als turned in a 4-7 mark in 1982 and were two 
games worse last season. His team lost its 
last seven games in 1983. 

Stephens, whose 12-year collegiate 
coaching record is a very respectable 73-51- 
6, has decided that changes are needed for 
the program to improve. The Pro-| offense 
has been dumped as Lamar will run a split- 
back veer attack. The other drastic move is 
the decision to play Dennis Haskin at quarter- 
back. 

A 5-7, 163-pounder, Haskin did almost ev- 
erything except call signals in 1983. He hand- 
led punt and kickoff returns and played wide 
receiver. The extent of his signal-calling ex- 
perience came when he directed one three- 
play series. He may be short in terms of 
height, but he has plenty of speed and the 
experiment may work out, Lamar will rely 
heavily on the ground efforts of the other 
members of the backfield, 5-8 juniors George 
Landry and Bruce Miller. Both are capable of 
breaking the long one in an open field; each 
had a run of over 70 yards in 1983. Landry led 
the Cardinals in rushing with 554 yards while 
scoring seven touchdowns. Miller gained 211 
yards despite missing two full games and 
parts of seVeral others. 

Blocking for the dynamic trio should be 
exceptional. Danny McFarland and Todd 
Hogue, each of whom has filled in at center 
when necessitated by injuries, return to their 
accustomed tackle slots. Kevin Dischler and 
Steve Becker are starting for the second con- 
secutive year at the guard positions while 
sophomore Jesse Hardin has been moved 
from the defensive line to center. Flanker 
Rodney Clay, a part-time starter at quarter- 


~ back last year, will be one of Haskin's primary 
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pass-catching threats, With the double tight 
end alignment, Danzell Lee, the second- 
leading receiver with 17 receptions, joins Uni- 
versity of Houston transfer Olen Green in the 
starting lineup. 

Eugene Seale, an All-America linebacker 
and Southland Conference Player of the 
Year, returns to spearhead the defense. Sea- 
le, who set a school record with 170 tackles in 
1983, missed spring practice while compet- 
ing with the Lamar track team as a shot put 
specialist. He is the best of the seven return- 
ing starters as the Cardinals should be 
tougher to score on this season. Lamar gave 
up no less than 10 points in any game and 


‘yielded 20 or more on six occasions. Mike 


Cebrun, second in tackles with 74, mans the 
right linebacker position. 

Led by incumbent nosequard Kyle Bolyard 
and tackle Phillip Mack, the line appears to be 
strong, Ronnie Ellis has been shifted from 
reserve noseguard to the tackle slot opposite 
Mack. Three-year letterman Alton Drake and 
sophomore Rodney Holcombe hold down the 
end jobs. Junior Billy Bell, the third-leading 
tackler with 71, joins Bucky White at corner- 
back while the safety berths belong to retum- 
ing starters Mozell Darthard at free safety

MC NEESE STATE (6-5) 
Lake Charles, La. 

The Cowboys tied for third place in the 
Southland Conference last season and may 
have some trouble attaining a .500 mark this 
time around. The Lake Charles-based school 
lost its running game and there are several 
other question marks as the 1984 campaign 
rolls around, despite returning 48 lettermen 
and 14 starters. 

Coach John McCann took over the chores 
from Hubert Boales last year, with Boales 
Staying on as an assistant. Now McCann has 
too face the fact that star runner Buford Jor- 
dan is gone. The school’s best player the last 
few years, Jordan is now running wild as a 
member of the New Orleans Breakers after 
spurning a potential career in the NFL. The 
other member of the starting backfield of a 
year ago, fullback Ronnie Landry, is also 
gone, leaving a major void to be filled. 

While one Jordan is missing, McCann is 
hoping another one can take his place. Simon 
Jordan, Buford’s younger brother, is slated to 
Start at the tailback position left vacant by his 
sibling. Ricky Stewart is the leading candi- 
date at the fullback opening. The Cowboys 
are hurting at quarterback as returning Don 
Richards is suspect. The offensive line is 
paced by 6-3, 260-pound senior right tackle 
Mark Hebert. Six-foot senior split end Keith 
Ortego is the team’s top pass-catching threal 
once again. Ortego led McNeese State in 
receptions with 21 for 340 yards. 

Defensively, the absence of key lineback- 
ers James Hughes and John Mitchell leaves 
a major void. Mitchell is currently a member of 
the USFL’s Oklahoma Outlaws. The Cow- 
boys will rely more heavily on the line. Lead- 
ing that contingent is left end Bill Kingrey. A 
6-2 senior, Kingrey totaled 53 tackles and 
added four quarterback sacks last season. 
The secondary is spearheaded by corner- 
back Todd McArthur, who recorded five in- 
terceptions. 

If McNeese State is in a few close games, 
they do have one solid advantage. The 
placekicker, senior Tony Whittington, is a fine 
performer. Whittington booted a school re- 
cord 17 field goals last season. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Cow- 
boys will have trouble as the absence of 
Buford Jordan will hurt the most. McCann 
can expect a long season. 
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EASTERN ILLINOIS (9-3) 
Charleston, Ill. 

For the last six years, the Panthers have 
compiled the best record in the state among 
Division !-A and |-AA squads. During that 
time, Eastern Illinois reached the playoffs on 
four occasions, including last year’s trip to the 
Division I-AA playoffs, where an overtime 
loss to Indiana State ended the campaign on 
a sour note. 

This time around, there are not high ex- 
pectations. A total of 22 quality monogram 
winners are gone, leaving few experienced 


reserves ready to step forward and assume 
the vacated positions. The rebuilding process 
could make coach Al Molde's second season 
at EIU a long one. 

A pair of sophomores will battle for the 
starting quarterback position. John Rafferty 
(123 of 221, 55.6%) started every contest a 
year ago, but slumped badly late in the sea- 
son. Sean Payton's strong showing in a re- 
serve role helped the Panthers gel past 
Western Kentucky as well as help a com- 
eback in the playoff affair, Either signal-caller 
could find great pressure from opposing de- 
fenses as Eastern Illinois’ line must be recon- 
structed. Senior guard Mike Kuhn, a four- 
year letterman who started on several occa- 
sions, is the only performer with any sea- 
soning, 

With three of the top four rushers gone, the 
Panthers may have to rely more on an aerial 
attack. Senior split end Jerry Wright is a cap- 
able pass-catching threat; he caught a Mid- 
Continent Conference high 44 passes for 779 
yards in 1983. During his career, Wright has 
hauled in 74 tosses for 1493 yards, just 705 
yards short of the school record. Senior Jim 
Schmidt is the only other veteran wideout, 
and he will compete with sophomore Roy 
Banks for playing time. 

The loss of league MVP Kevin Staple will 
hamper the offense Staple, a tailback, 
rushed for 1008 yards and scored eight 
touchdowns. Roy Ellis, who averaged six 
yards per carry in limited action, joins 
DuWayne Pitts, Calvin Pierce and Bernard 
Holland as a potential replacement for 
Staple. 

Molde will look for defensive leadership 
from his linebacking contingent. Tyrone 
Covington, a first-team All-Mid Continent 
selection, led the Panthers with 99 total 
stops. He is joined by another returning star- 
ter, 6-2 senior Dave Fergurson (81 stops), 
while letterman Al Jennings may also start. 

Up front, junior tackle Tom Moskal (66 
tackles) is the lone regular returning. Senior 
Gary Coopwood and sophomore Dean Mag- 
ro will challenge for the other tackle position. 
Senior cornerback Dan Fallon is the only star- 
ter back in the secondary, while the loss of 
Robert Williams (seven interceptions) will 
have a definite impact on the unit. Three 
junior college prospects—Reggie Drew, 
James Boyd and Brian Newby— are ex- 
pected to fill in. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Don’t ex- 
pect another nine-win season. Moide will 
have his problems early as three of the 
first four games are on the road, Including 
visits to Missouri Valley rival Indiana State 
and Toledo of the Mid-American Confer- 
ence. The lack of a potent running game 
and problems on both the offensive and 
defensive lines will prove to be the Panth- 
ers' downfall. Somehow, with the talent 
available, Eastern Illinois will finish above 
-500 and maybe even win another Mid- 
Continent crown. 


NORTHERN IOWA (6-5) 
Cedar Falls, la, 

The Panthers showed improvement under 
first-year head coach Darrell Mudra in 1983, 
recording their first winning season since 
1980, Mudra has a fine track record, building 
successful programs at several different 
schools, “| think we laid the groundwork for a 
potential playoff team," Mudra said. 

Northern lowa does have the talent cap- 


able of surprising the field in the Mid- 
Continent Conference. The schedule is also 
favorable as seven of the 11 contests on the 
slate are at home. A total of 32 letterwinners, 
including 16 from both the offensive and de- 
fensive sides, return to form a solid nucleus. 
The addition of nine JUCO transfers and 18 
recruits will also help, 

Starting signal-caller Larry Miller returns to 
run the offense. He completed 145 of 287 
attempts for 1862 yards and 10 touchdowns. 
“Larry has to have a good year because of his 
experience,” the coach stated. The loss of 
the two leading rushers, Chris Miliner (530 
yards, seven touchdowns) and James 
Vaughn (290 yards) will hamper the running 
game. Steve Harris is the top prospect after 
gaining 258 yards, including 113 versus Cen- 
tral Missouri. Other contenders for playing 
time include veterans Ken Morrison, Carl 
Boyd, Andre Sims, Pat Williams. JUCO trans- 
fers Mike Jamison and Scott Gardner must 
also be considered. 

The return of leading receiver James 
Hutchings gives Miller a premier target to 
throw to. Hutchings hauled in 43 aerials for 
580 yards. Scott Owens (14 catches) and 
Mario Sanders (13) also have experience 
while Hutchinson JC transfer Moses Aimable 
may fit in. Tight end Bryan Taylor missed 
spring practice and his status is questionable, 
though Tom Roberts does have experience. 
There is some depth on the line with Troy 
Thomas, Ralph Clark and Al Speicher bat- 
tling at the guards, Bill Bealles, a former 
guard, moved to tackle to contend with 
Anthony Crawford and Mark Caballero for 
playing time. The center position is a question 
mark as Scott Etzel is gone, leaving Jeff Mel- 
chert as the top replacement. 

Nose tackle Joe O'Brien heads up the de- 
fensive line corps. He recorded 73 total stops 
and three quarterback sacks. Cedric Hill and 
Dwayne Price are also scheduled to start 
while the return of Darren Wilson, whois back 
after knee surgery last fall, bolsters the unit, 
The outlook at linebacker is not as bright as 
replacements for Mark Holmes and Mike 
Daniels are needed. Three veterans—Robert 
Williams (50 stops), Mark Farley and Mark 
Steines—join transfer Danny Robinson in the 
hunt for starting berths. 

Four experienced performers are back in 
the secondary. Joe Fuller, Doug Ware, Char- 
lie Jenkins and Spencer Cowan should nail 
down starting slots in the defensive backfield. 
Mike Molstead will handle the placekicking 
while three candidates are available to re- 
place punter Mike Johnson. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Panthers have fine leadership with Mudra 
in command, though the talent is thin is 
several areas. Northern lowa may be a 
year away from winning the Mid- 
Continent crown, though their second 
winning season Is likely, thanks to seven 
home contests. 


WESTERN ILLINOIS (3-8) 
Macomb, Ill. 

The Leathernecks were very disappointing 
last year, dropping all three of their Mid- 
Continent Conference games, Coach Bruce 
Craddock begins his second season at the 
helm of the Macomb-based institution with 
high hopes for improvement. 

With 27 monogram winners returning, plus 
26 junior college transfers, Western Illinois 
has a capable nucleus available, led by a 


potent attack. Senior signal-caller Mark 
Bloom, a second-team all-Mid Continent 
selection, averaged over 170 yards passing 
per contest in 1983. His return, along with the 
top seven pass-catchers, guarantees Crad- 
dock a solid aerial unit. Tight end Mark Sear- 
cy caught 38 passes while tailback Kevin Per- 
kins added 34 receptions. Perkins may be 
shifted to a wide out position, A pair of sopho- 
mores, split end Jay Lutzenberger and flank- 
er Randy Clary, should also contribute. 

The outlook at running back and on the 
offensive line is not as bright. Nate Williams, a

rushing threat while support comes from re- 
serve tailback John McCue and JUCO trans- 
fer Jeff McKinney. Three seniors, tackle Tom 
Barrett and guards Rick Roscetti and Dave 
Bass, will anchor the line. Craddock must find 
a replacement for All-America center Reggie 
Silas. Letterman Brett Westemeyer and Alvin 
Menke, who performed at tight end last sea- 
son, are the primary candidates in the middle. 

Middle guard Chris Gunderson, a six-foot 
All-America choice, is the key performer on 
defense. He finished with a team-high 118 
total stops while recording 32 tackles for los- 
ses, including eight in one game. Tackle Jeff 
Patterson joins sophomores John Wisnosky 
and Joe Peters as returning lettermen on the 
line. Former Northeast Missouri starter Don 
Faaisaso, a 6-1, 235-pound tackle, could 
contend for playing time. 

Leading the linebacking corps are seniors 
Jim Wohrley and Bob Niemi. Wohrley re- 
corded 59 solo tackles last season to lead at 
his position. Dan Shelby, another Northeast 
Missouri transfer, could occupy the spot va- 
cated by Jeff Stautfer. Safety Earl Thompson, 
who led the Leathernecks with six intercep- 
tions and earned second-team all-Mid Conti- 
nent honors, is the leading member of the 
secondary. Cornerback Bruce Fenza is the 
other returning starter in the secondary while 
the status of cornerback-roverback Guss 
Ross is questionable due to academic de- 
ficiencies. 

The kicking game is also suspect as Jeff 
Murawski, Western Illinois’ leading scorer ih 
1983, must be replaced. Bloom, who handled 
the punting chores, will concentrate more on 
the quarterbacking role and a newcomer in 
that position is needed. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Crad- 
dock’s team could reach the .500 mark 
this season, If the passing game can carry 
the offense. The potential to improve is 
there and Craddock’s record of success 
dictates a better mark this time around. 


SOUTHWEST MISSOURI STATE (6-5) 
Springfield, Mo. 

- Coach Rich Johanningmeier's team 
finished above the .500 mark and now the 
Bears are looking for an even better record 
this lime around. Southwest Missouri State 
returns 35 letterwinners from the 1983 squad, 
including nine offensive and nine defensive 
regulars. ‘ 

Leading the attack is junior quarterback 
Greg Arterburn, who is looking to bounce 
back and return to the form of his freshman 
year. Arterburn started the first four games of 
1983 before going down with a knee injury 
which kept him on the sidelines for the rest of 
the campaign. When he has started at signal- 
caller the last two years, the Bears have re- 
corded a 9-4 mark, while the team has a 2-7 
record when he didn't open. His top target ts 


tight end Mike Truelove, who hauled in 13 
aerials. 

The remainder of the backfield is sound as 
fullback Johnny Longstreet and halfback 
Keith Williams ranked 1-2 in rushing last year. 
Longstreet finished with 728 net yards and six 
touchdowns while Williams totaled 522 yards 
and four scores. Tackle Bob Schermer is the 
best of the blockers. 

A talented duo heads up the linebacking 
contingent, which is the defense's strongest 
area. James Houston and Cornelius Blow 
were the Bears' leading tacklers, totaling 132 
and 127 stops respectively. The dynamic duo 
should create havoc again this season. The 
frontline is strong as tackle Ted Kowalik and 
end Terry Gourley return to the trenches. 
Free safety Mike Armentrout keys the defen- 
sive backfield corps. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Johan- 
ningmeier enters his ninth season at the 
helm with a 46-37-3 record, and if Arter- 
burn can play like he did in 1982, the 
offense will be strong. The Bears have 
experience with the 18 returning starters. 
Expect another winning year In Spring- 
field. 


UNIVERSITY OF AKRON (8-3) 
Akron, Ohio 

The Zips played just like their names last 
season, zipping two opponents while yielding 
two touchdowns or more twice in 11 outings. 
Coach Jim Dennison's defense was domin- 
ate while the offense was stagnant through 
the first half of the campaign before waking 
up. 

There is some momentum as Akron 
finished 1983 with five straight wins, though 
Dennison has several challenges in rebuild- 
ing his offensive line while finding a new tail- 
back, The loss of James Black, who holds 
several school rushing records, is the biggest 
problem. Black gained 1568 yards and 
scored nine touchdowns last season. Half- 
back Jim Reynolds, the second-leading 
ground gainer with 413 yards, will also be 
missed, Fullbacks Mario Stephens (167 
yards) and Mike Appleby return while the 
halfback and tailback slots are open. The 
leading veterans in contention for playing 
time are Troy Burgins and Brian Hagenmaier, 
while newcomers Dan Hampton and Jon Her- 
ting are also available. 

The other major void is on the line, where 
four starters—Dave O'Connor, Mike Sup- 
plee, Brian Clark and George Housos—are 
gone. Junior Gary Kallis and sophomore 
Richard Kelker are slated to start at the tackle 
slots while sophomore Ron Pasquale is one 
favorite to capture a starting guard berth. Re- 
serves Tim Romantic, Mike Teifke, Doug Gil- 
bert, John Azok, Shawn Fagan and Kirk 
Slough will battle for the other openings. 
Slough, a 6-7 offensive tackle. is the biggest 
lineman ever recruited by the school. 

One position where there is some depth 
and experience is at quarterback. Junior Ken 
Banks joins sophomores Steve Stams and 
Vernon Stewart in the war for playing time. All 
three gained extensive varsity experience 
lasl season though none of the threesome 
posted overly impressive numbers. The re- 
ceiving corps is suspect as wide out Rick 
Bailey, the leading pass-catcher (33 for 536 
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yards) and only Zip to pulled in more than six 
catches, is gone. 

So once again Akron’s defense will have to 
do its share to carry the team. The Zips gave 
up just 104 points in 11 contests, including 49 
over the last six games, The linebacking con- 
tingent will key the unit again. Three returning 
players—seniors Ed Grimsley and Russell 
Holmes, along with junior Jeff Lake—were 
voted All-Ohio Valley at one time. Lake ied 
the Zips with 163 stops while Holmes re- 
corded 82.tackles. Grimsley was honored in 
1982 and missed half of the 1983 campaign 
with an injury. Greg Reed (82 stops) may also 
Start. 

The defensive backfield is also strong as 
All-OVC standouts Robert Johnson and Clar- 
ence Kelly are the top prospects. Also slated 
to start are senior Michael Paramore and 
junior Tim Wallace. A major area of concern 
is the interior as regulars Jim Anderson, 
Wayne Grant and OVC Defensive Player of 
the Year Dave Arango all departed. Junior 
Dan Kreighbaum steps in at middle quard 
while junior Kevin Swartz and sophomore 
Steve Rafac strive for playing time. 

Akron returns its punter, sophomore Frank 
Simon, though a replacement is needed for 
placement specialist Dennis Heckman, who 
led the team in scoring with 72 points (21 
consecutive extra points, 17 of 24 field goals 
in 1983), The likely candidate is JUCO trans- 
fer Russ Klaus. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Zips 
will again struggle offensively, so the de- 
fense will be the key. Six games, including 
a meeting with Division |-A opponent Cin- 
cinnati are on the rugged slate. Akron will 
slip a bit though an above .500 season is 
likely. 


BUCKNELL UNIVERSITY (4-5-1) 
Lewisburg, Pa. 

The Bisons are looking to eclipse the .500 
mark for the first time since 1980. Bucknell 
enjoyed several proud moments last year, 
including a tie against lvy League opponent 
Columbia and a victory against rival Dela- 
ware. Coach Bob Curtis believes his team 
can break through, though a lot will depend 
on the building of depth along both lines. 

Running the Wing-T offense is quarterback 
Bob Gibbon. The 5-11 senior set seven 
school records while tying one other during 
his first season as a collegiate signal-caller. 
He completed 185 of 294 attempts (almost 63 
percent) for 1835 yards and 14 touchdowns. 
Gibbon also set marks for most completions 
in a game (29 versus Boston University) and 
most consecutive completions (10 straight 
against Columbia). His leadership is the key 
to the attack. 

The remainder of the backfield features a 
more speedy look though there is a lack of 
experience. Fullback Jacques Peay, the 
leading rusher in two of the last three years, 
has graduated. Junior Mike Grosvenor, 
senior Rob Masonis and sophomore Scott 
Mironov, the leading ground gainer on the JV 
Squad with 252 yards (over seven yards per 
carry) are the leading candidates for Peay's 
vacancy. Senior Jetf Welch (121 yards) has 
the most experience among the halfbacks 
and he has also proven himself as a capable 
receiver, Sophomores Dave Martin, Earl 
Beecham and Mark Sibert could also have an 
impact on the position. 

Despite the absence of honorable mention 
All-America Dave Kucera, the receiving 
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corps should be respectable, Juniors Brian 
Callahan and Ken Novacich move up to battle 
for the opening at split end. Jim Rielly re- 
places graduated tight end Craig Stinson. 
Rielly, a 5-11, 207-pounder, has competition 
from senior Dave Homa and junior Scott Aiel- 
lo. Senior guard Keith Jansen and junior tack- 
le Chris Keane are the lone returning regulars 
as the front is suspect. 

Bucknell uses a 4-4-3 defensive alignment 
and three starters return to anchor the line- 
backing corps, perhaps the team's strongest 
point. Senior outside linebackers Scott 
Somerville and Ed Hart combined for 147 
tackles and eight sacks last season. Junior 
inside backer Paul Havrilla recorded 66 stops 
while picking off three passes. Two-year let- 
terwinner Pete Davies is the top contender for 
the other starting berth, though David Henry 
and Pat Francis could also see action. 

The secondary has plenty of experience 
and good size. Senior halfbacks Grry Grella 
and Tim Collins total 11 career interceptions 
and the duo finished the 1983 campaign with 
99 total stops. Junior safety Joe Shupp gets 
the opportunity to play with the first team after 
lettering for two seasons. A pair of 6-3 former 
signal-callers, junior halfback Bob Maute and 
sophomore safety Jamie Keener, could con- 
tribute to the unit. 

Junior tackle Mark Wisniewski Is the top 
performer on the defensive line. The 6-2, 
245-pounder is also the lone starter back up 
front. He was third in tackles with 69 last year. 
The unit as a whole lacks experience and that 
could prove costly. Senior Bruce Mowery, is 
projected al the tackle slot opposite Wis- 
niewski, Senior ends Jim Zack and John Wal- 
lace are also slated to start despite logging 
limited playing time. Reserves Mike Ward 
and Ed Heidt also lack game experience. 

Curtis doesn't have to worry about the kick- 
ing game. Placement specialist Al Yuknus is 
the school's all-time leading booter; he con- 
nected on seven consecutive field goal 
attempts of over 40 yards down the stretch 
fast season, Sophomore Mike Morrow, who 
averaged over 35 yards per attempt in 1983, 
handles the punting chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: If Buck- 
nell can build a respectable defensive line 
and find help for the running game, 1983 
could be a winning year. Gibbon is a cap- 
able signal-calling leader while the line- 
backing corps and secondary should per- 
form well. 


EASTERN KENTUCKY (7-3-1) 
Richmond, Ky. 

The Colonels have enjoyed tremendous 
success over the years, and the tradition of 
winning should continue as Roy Kidd returns 
for his 21st season at the helm. Eastern Ken- 
tucky has captured three straight Ohio Valley 
Conference crowns while participating in five 
consecutive NCAA Division |-AA national 
playoffs, winning the championship twice. 

With a total of 41 letterwinners returning, 
including six offensive and nine defensive 
Starters, prospects are again bright for the 
Colonels. Three veterans are in contention 
for the starting signal-calling berth. Sopho- 
mores Pat Smith and Greg Parker each saw 
considerable playing time a year ago, com- 
bining for over 1000 yards and six touch- 
downs. Junior Tim Portale and freshman fe- 
cruits Herbert Wright and Matt Wallace are 
also available. 

Four of the team’s top five rushers from last 
year's edition return as the Colonels are 


strong and deep in the backfield. Junior Vic 
Mims (391 yards) and sophomore Vic Parks 
share the fullback slot while David Hensley, 
Barry Cox and freshman redshirt Dary| John- 
son could see action at tailback. Top runner 
Terrence Thompson will be missed, though 
All-America center Chris Sullivan, voted 
offensive MVP last season, returns as a fifth- 
year eligible under a new NCAA rule. Tackle 
Keith Bosley is another starter on the line 
while replacements are needed for quards 
David Burry and Mike Neal, as well as tackle 
Mike Bobek. 

A pair of juniors are back in the starting 
lineup as the receiving corps is also strong 
despite the graduation of All-America selec- 
tion Tron Armstrong. Split end Isaiah Hill and 
tight end Simon Codrington join seniors Tony 
James and Scott Pearson as potential 
targets. James, a 5-10 split end, led the na- 
tion in kickoff return yardage with a 33.1 aver- 
age. Sophomore split end Frank Davis, along 
with freshmen Mike Cadore and Darry! Wil- 
liams, may contribute. 

The team's strength is clearly its highly- 
regarded defense. Besides the nine starters 
coming back, a total of 21 letterwinners return 
as Eastern Kentucky is very deep. Leading 
the way are last season's co-MVP's on de- 
fense, backs Anthony Jones, a 5-11 senior, 
and six-foot junior Jeff Walker, They com- 
bined for nine interceptions and over 170 total 
stops. Mike Mims and safety Robert Williams 
should also start, while others vying for play- 
ing time include lettermen Bobby Scannell, 
Eric Ingram and Mike Poage, 

Leading tackler Fred Harvey, a 5-11 soph- 
omore, is among five returning lettermen at 
linebacker. Four-year monogram winner 
David Hill is the lone major loss here. Seniors 
Terry Simmons and William May join junior 
Anthony Johnson and sophomore Keith Tur- 
ner as potential starters. Along the frontline 
noseguard Mike McShane, an All-Ohio Val- 
ley choice, is the only player missing. End 
Charles Keller is back for one more season 
as a fifth-year eligible. Three juniors, end Joe 
Mauntel and tackles Rick Campbell and 
Robert Palmer, occupy the other positions in 
the trenches. 

Eastern Kentucky also has a sound kicking 
team. Steve Rowe, another fifth-year eligible, 
led the nation in punting as a junior before 
slipping to a 37.6 average a year ago. Sopho- 
more Dale Dawson, a 6-2 sophomore from 
West Palm Beach, Florida, will handle the 
placekicking chores. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Col- 
onels should enjoy another great year. 
Last season may have been disappointing 
by Kidd’s standards. Eastern Kentucky 
should make Its sixth straight appearance 
in the Division I-AA playoffs. The only way 
they won't make it Is if they stumble early 
as three of the first four games are on the 
road. Still, there is enough experience to 
win away from home. The defense Is solid 
while replacing Armstrong may be the one 
major offensive problem. 


FRESNO STATE (6-5) 
Fresno, Cal. 

Coach Jim Sweeney begins his seventh 
season at the Bulldogs’ helm with high hopes. 
Last year, Fresno State followed up its Cali- 
fornia Bow! championship campaign with a 
disappointing 6-5 record, which included a 
2-4 mark in the PCAA. In fact, the ‘Dogs had 
to win three of their final four outings to sur- 
pass the .500 mark. 


The major reason for an optimistic outlook 
is the return of the quarterback and the entire 
starting receiving corps to the pro-set 
offense. Sophomore signal-caller Kevin 
Sweeney completed 166 passes for 2,359 
yards and 16 touchdowns,f quarterback 
Sweeney gets hurt. 

Larry Willis has a great future ahead of him, 
The six-foot senior broke the Fresno State 
single-season receiving mark, catching 63 
aerials. The previous record was held by 
Henry Ellard, currently a member of the Los 
Angeles Rams. Willis also became the 
second player in the school’s history to gain 
over 1,000 yards worth of receptions. The 
flanker slot is ably manned by sophomore 
speedster Dave Williams. Another deep 
threat, Williams pulled down 21 tosses for 
421 yards and five touchdowns. Seniors Joey 
Little (31 catches, 463 yards) and Craig Shu- 
gart will share time at tight end. 

The offensive line has three regulars re- 
turning and a pair of experienced performers 
ready to fill the voids left by graduation. 
Senlor guard Tom Neville stands out up front 
when healthy. Senior tackle Rich Henson and 
junior guard Vince Salazar reclaim their start- 
ing berths while senior tackle Jerry Lockwood 
and sophomore center Mike Savage also 
play with the first unit. Lavale Thomas is the 
key running back as last year's top two 
ground gainers have departed. 

Linebackers Cliff Hannemann and Jack 
Gusbeth head up the defensive unit. Hanne- 
man, a 6-3 junior, earned second team All- 
PCAA honors after recording 71 total stops. 
Gusbeth concluded the 1983 campaign with 
61 tackles. Senior wide linebacker John Mar- 
tin will also start, while junior David Grayson 
occupies the rover position. 

The seventh-year coach has to be con- 
cerned about his defensive line contingent, 
Noseguard Bobby Simpson, a second team 


All-PCAA performer and winner of the 


school's most inspirational defensive perfor- 
mer award, will be the hardest to replace. 
There will alsd be new starters at the end and 
tackle slots. Sophomores Mike Chuhlantseff 
at nosequard and Greg Ramsey at tacklee 
are the leading candidates tor jobs, Junior 
Victor Burnett and a pair of seniors, Mike 
Hubbard and Phil Medlock, should contend 
for the other first-team opening. Hubbard red- 
shirted in 1982 while Medlock sat out last 
season. 

Atrio of starters, led by senior strong safety 
Curtis Allen, return to bolster the secondary. 
The 5-9 Allen, the Bulldogs’ leader in in- 
terceptions with four, was a second team All- 
PCAA selection. Seniors Jon Dimalante and 
Dennis Mitchell man the cornerback posts 
while the free safety assignment is up for 
grabs. Three juniors, Ron Cross, Ben 
McLean and Mike Tarr, are in the hunt for the 
vacancy. 

The kicking game features punter Mike 
Mancini. The junior averaged 41 yards per 
boot in 1983. The graduation of Rocky Cos- 
tello leaves three untried performers in con- 
tention for the placekicking chores. Craig 
Wiley has the most experience after serving 
as Costello's backup, but he Hasn't kicked in 
a game in two years. Barry Belli and Brian 
Carden are also available. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; The Bull- 
dogs have plenty of offensive talent and 
Willis should have another banner year. 
Alr Sweeney should dominate the PCAA, 
though the lack of a potent running game 
and questionable talent along the defen- 


sive line could keep the Bulldogs out of 
the top spot. 


CAL STATE-FULLERTON (7-5) 
Fullerton, Cal. 

When Gene Murphy took over the 
coaching job at Fullerton State in 1980, his 
goal was to post a winning season, some- 
thing which eluded the Titans since 1973, 
when they were competing on the Division II 
level. It took four years to reach that accom- 
plishment, but when it did occur, well, what a 
season it was for Murphy's squad. The Titans 
won the PCAA crown and went to the Califor- 
nia Bowl, where a strong showing despite a 
loss to Northern Illinois gave more respecta- 
bility to the program. 

"Our goal now is to defend our title,” claims 
Murphy, the PGAA Coach of the Year, "No 
one has repeated since I've been in the 
league and it won't be easy. | doubt if any- 
body will sneak up on us this year.” 

There are many obstacles standing in the 
way of another PCAA title. Eight of the 12 
games on the slate are away from home. 
Four key starters are missing from the defen- 
sive unit. The fall training camp schedule has 
to be worked around the Olympic handball 
competition and the Los Angeles Rams ' train- 
ing camp, 

Still, the Titan offense may have enough 
power to carry this team to another winning 
record. Running the show is quarterback 
Damon Allen, who received plenty of publicity 
because of his sibling, Raider running back 
Marcus Allen. The younger Allen, an All- 
PGAA selection, is a capable signal-caller 
and team leader. A 6-1 senior, he completed 
103 of 200 attempts for 1297 yards while 
rushing for 126 yards and five touchdowns. 
Fullerton also has a strong ground game with 
tailback Roy Lewis, the team's leading rusher 
in 1983 with 438 yards, and two-year starting 
fullback Todd Gerhart, slated to open oppo- 
site Allen in the backfield. Lewis is also a 
top-flight return specialist. 

The receiving corps was one of the 
deepest positions on last year’s squad and 
the four |eading pass-catchers are back. 
Corn Redick (team-high 17 receptions) and 
Wade Lockett (16 catches) ranked 1-2 re- 
spectively during the campaign while James 
Pruitt was Fullerton’s MVP in the California 
Bowl, The Titan line showed improvement in 
1983 and should be even better with added 
experience. Only two-year starting center Bill 
Smith has departed. Larry Baker and Darryl 
Titsworth are the likely regulars at guard 
while playing time at tackle will be divided 
between Daren Gilbert, Hank Goebel and 
John Parke. 

Replacements are needed for middle 
guard Joe Aguilar, the PCAA Defensive Play- 
er of the Year, linebacker Terry Hubbard and 
cornerback Lee Miller. There is still talent 
available as first-team All-PCAA standout 
linebacker John Nevens, returns to head the 
list of veterans in the lineup. Nevens, a six- 
foot senior, led the Titans in total tackles with 
98. Prentis Walker is also scheduled to start 
at one backer spot. 

The absence of Aguilar leaves a gaping 
hole to be filled. Jim Rowland, a six-foot 
senior, is the top candidate to replace Aguilar. 
Both tackles return as Andre Pinesett and 
Ron McLean should provide |eadership and 
experience. The end position boasts veter- 
ans Eric Emery and Sean Foy; both missed 
part of last season with injuries. Mark Collins, 


who set a PCAA mark with four interceptions 
in a game against Pacific, leads the secon- 
dary. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 


Titans, despite winning the PCAA title, en- - 


ded the 1983 campaign with four consecu- 
tive setbacks. This year's schedule is very 
difficult and a .500 record may be hard to. 
attain. Forget the PCAA title this time 
around; nobody repeats the feat and that 
trend should continue. The loss of Agui- 
tar, Hubbard and Miller will have a major 
effect on the defense. If the offense plays 
well, expect a good season and an above 
-500 mark. If not, reality will hit hard and 
Fullerton State will revert back to its old 
ways, 


INDIANA STATE (9-4) 
Terre Haute, Ind. 

The Sycamores enjoyed their most pro- 
ductive campaign in the school's 85-year his- 
tory. Coach Dennis Raetz’ squad gained 
national respectability with a close 17-13 loss 
to ranked Florida at Gainesville. Indiana 
State also finished the regular season as the 
fifth-rated team in Division I-AA. The team 
advanced to the |-AA quarterfinals before los- 
ing to eventual champion and Missouri Valley 
Conterence rival Southern Illinois, 23-7. 

What can Raetz and company do for an 
encore? Plenty if the defense can fill in a few 
holes. Nine regulars return on offense and 
Indiana State outscored the opposition 291- 
209 a year ago. The key to the attack is 
clearly the signal-caller, junior Jeff Miller. One 
of the best in the Missouri Valley Conference 
in 1983, Miller established school single- 
season marks for passing yardage (1,762), 
pass completions (143) and total offense 
(2,088 yards). 

The 6-3, 204-pound Miller has a number of 
talented pass-catchers available at his dis- 
posal. The leading receiving threat is junior 
flanker Anthony Kimball, who set a Indiana 
State single-season standard for receptions 
with 40, eclipsing a record which stood for 16 
years. Junior split end Terry Bell, second in 
catches with 32, gives the Sycamores a 
dynamic receiving duo. Junior split end Joe 
Downing, third in receptions with 27 for 443 
yards, and senior tight end Herbert Dawson 
(18 catches, 200 yards) will also contribute to 
the team’s aerial success. 

The absence of both starting tackles will 
hamper the offensive line. Seniors Rich Daw- 
son at center and guard Steve Buxton join 
sophomore guard Mike Simmonds are re- 
turning first-teamers. Junior Mark Boster and 
senior David Heuser could move up a notch 
on the depth chart and take over the vacated 
tackle slots. 

Indiana State's defense is not as strong as 
the two leading tacklers plus the interception 
leader are gone, Replacements are needed 
for linebacker Quintin Mikell, who finished the 
1983 campaign with 129 stops, end Ed Martin 
(105 hits) and cornerback Kevin Ramsey 
(seven thefts). Starting tackle Kevin Lynch 
has also graduated. A trio of linemen are back 
up front—noseguard Doug Arnold (71 stops), 
end Kurt Bell (team-high 13 tackles for los- 
ses) and tackle Brad Verdun. Troy Johnson 
handles one linebacking spot with sopho- 
more Tim Cunningham and junior Tom 
Albrightamong the candidates for Mikell's old 
job. 

in the secondary, junior safety Vencie 
Glennis a standout, The 6-1 junior picked off 
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six passes in 1983. Regis Mason, third in 
tackles with 73, handles the other safety slot. 
Senior Wade Davis reclaims one corner while 
junior Steve Bidwell is the top contender for 
Ramsey's opening. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Syca- 
mores can return to the Division I-AA play- 
offs if Miller repeats his performance of a 
year ago. Raetz needs help defensively If 
his squad Is to challenge in the MVC. 


LAFAYETTE COLLEGE (6-5) 
Easton, Pa. 

Considering the offensive talent available 
and the fast 4-0 start, the final evaluation of 
the Leopards’ 1983 campaign was not posi- 
tive. Coach Bill Russo had to be disappointed 
with the results and things won't get easier 
this year, 

Lafayette loses just 15 lettermen, but 10 of 
them were regulars. The potent attack of a 
year ago, a unit which scored 293 points, 
loses three key performers from the back- 
field. Quarterback Frank Novak, halfback 
Rodger Shepko and fullback Craig Williams 
accounted for almost three-quarters of the 
team's offensive output over the past three 
seasons (9,616 out of 12,947 yards). Still, 
there is hope as junior halfback Ryan Priest, 
the Leopards’ leading ground gainer with 794 
yards, will have added responsibility. Nick 
Kowaios, the school's fifth all-time leading 
rushey, is also back. 

Junior Dean Rivera, who spent the last two 
years as Novak's backup, gets a crack at the 
Starting signal-caller job. Rivera will have 
quality receivers available at his disposal. 
Split end Frank Corbo is the top prospect as 
Lafayette's all-time leading receiver (107 
catches) and he also ranks among the top ten 
pass catchers in Division |-AA history. Flank- 
er Carmine DeSantis, a three-year letterwin- 
ner, and junior tight end Craig Parsons, who 
has started all 21 games in his career, are the 
other regulars. 

With just one starter back in the trenches, 
the offensive line is a major area of concern 
tor Russo. Right tackle Chris Thatcher, a 6-4, 
235-pound junior, is the lone first-teamer, 
though several experienced reserves are 
slated to move up. A pair of seniors, guard 
Jim Clarke and tackle Keith Clark join junior 
Pete Gilbertson on the frontline. Joe 
Gaziano, a defensive lineman last year, has 
been shifted to the center slot, where he re- 
places Gary Yogan, last year's top lineman, 

On defense, seven starters lead an experi- 
enced corps into battle. Lafayette was 
nationally ranked among Division. |-AA 
squads in defense against the run, and return 
to form Would be helpful. “We are going to 
keep ourselves in games defensively,” Rus- 
so admitted. “Our front seven should again 
be strong and dominating.” 

From tackle to tackle, the line is solid. 
Steve Dunbar and Mike King are the starting 
tackles while experienced veterans Charles 
Brantley and Dan Donnelly will battle for the 
middle guard position. Despite the absence 
of last year’s regular ends, the Leopards have 
competent personnel available. James 
Brown and Frank Gaziano are the prime 
candidates for starting action with Brian Gutt- 
man available to challenge for more playing 
time. 

For the third straight season, the duo of left 
linebacker John Anderson and right backer 
Mark Somple will be stopping opposing per- 
formers. Anderson led the team with 122 
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stops in 1983, while Somple recorded 93. 
Three of the four starters from last year's 
secondary also return, Free safety Dave 
Rankins led the Leopards with six intercep- 
tions while Stan Kwitnieski and Bruce Dixon 
are also in the lineup. Dixon moved from cor- 
nerback to strong safety in the spring. 

Sophomore Joe Genduso, who showed 
great range by connecting on a 49-yard field 
goal attempts, handles the kicking chores 
and does a fine job for Lafayette. He aver- 
aged 36 yards per punt and led the team in 
scoring with 49 points. The special teams are 
capable as Priest and Deryl Green form a 
dynamic duo on returns. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Leopards will have to rely on the defense 
to win games. Russo’s attack Is suspect 
and with the loss of so much talent at 
once, it will take time for the newcomers to 
jell. The schedule Is a bit easier as Ivy 
League foes Princeton and Penn are not 
listed this season. Russo Is a fine coach 
and the Leopards will claw and scratch to 
break the .500 mark. 


LEHIGH UNIVERSITY (8-3) 
Bethlehem, Pa. 

The Engineers concluded their first cantury 
of football on an up note, winning their final 
five outings. Lehigh should enjoy another 
successful season as 40 lettermen return, 
including many players with starting experi- 
ence. Coach John Whitehead has suffered 
through only one losing season (4-6 in 1982) 
during his eight-year tenure at the Beth- 
lehem-based school. He doesn’t have to wor- 
ry about a second losing year in 1984. 

Lehigh's offense features a pair of Division 
|-AA honorable mention All-America choices, 
quarterback Marty Horn and split end Rennie 
Benn, Both are juniors capable of wreaking 
havoc on opposing secondaries. Horn com- 
pleted 178 of 337 passes for 2,165 yards and 
18 touchdowns in 1983. Benn caught 65 pas- 
ses for 1,114 yards, falling just short of school 
single-season standards, though his 15 
touchdown catches established a new mark. 
Senior wingback Eric Hunsberger is another 
viable pass-catching threat after pulling in 19 
aerials a year ago. Senior Bob Jeffries re- 
places second-leading receiver Jeff Hunt at 
tight end, 

While the Horn to Benn combination 
proved effective, Lehigh also showed capa- 
bility on the ground and the top three rushers 
all return. Junior tailback Peter Schreck 
gained 414 yards rushing while catching 28 
passes out of the backfield. Fullback Doug 
Ertz led the team with four rushing touch- 
downs while Schreck’s backup, Steve Opet, 
was third in yardage with 174. Junior fullback 
John Tamburo is another experienced runner 
available as the Engineers have good depth, 
The line features three returning starters, a 
pair of seniors, guard Scott Bear and tackle 
Jim Thompson, and junior center Dave 
Whitehead. Sophomore Joe Uliana and 
junior Maurice Murphy are contenders for the 
other starting guard position while the battle 
for an available tackle berth features senior 
Brian Hallick and junior Greg Exarchakis. 

Middle guard Wes Walton, a 6-1, 255- 
pounder, spearheads the defensive line. A 
second-team All-America selection, Walton 
anchored the new 5-2 defense with 78 tack- 
les, including 20 for losses, Senior tackle 
Wayne Kasbar, the third leading tackler with 
68 stops (18 for losses), joins juniors Kevin 


Zlock and Jim Rovito on the experienced 
front. The end positions are up for grabs, with 
Jim Serratelli and Scott Theurkauf the return- 
ing starters. Doug Pearson returns after sit- 
ting out the 1983 campaign due to academic 
difficulties. 

Whitehead has to be concerned about the 
absence of linebacker John Shigo, the team's 
top tackler. Inside linebacker positions be- 
long to seniors Mike Ellow and Tim Gillespie. 
Ellow has some starting experience, filling in 
when Shigo was plagued by a bad knee last 
year. The weak link on defense is the secon- 
dary, as only four letterwinners return to the 
position. One of them, 6-1 senior Jim David- 
son, is a converted receiver-wingback who is 
attempting to play free safety. Cornerback 
Blair Talmedge is the only starter back while 
Mare Thomas is slated to occupy the other 
corner. Matt Cichocki is the leading prospect 
at strong safety. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The En- 
gineera have some momentum after clos- 
Ing with five straight wins, Including a 
stunner over Army at West Point. White- 
head Is a proven winner and with Horn 
leading the offense, Lehigh will score a lot 
of points. Replacing Shigo /s a key prior- 
ity. The schedule Is the only deterrent as 
Colgate and Navy are tough Division I-A 
opponents. Another eight win season is 
not so far fetched. 


LONG BEACH STATE (8-4) 
Long Beach, Cal. 

Last year, the 49ers recorded one of the 
best records on the west coast and tied for 
third place in the competitive PCAA, It was a 
season filled with record-breaking perform- 
ances as 12 school and seven league marks 
were shattered, 

That was 1983. Fans of Long Beach State 
can expect things to be different this time 
around, starting with the man in charge. Dave 
Currey was very smart when he decided to 
leave the west coast for the head coaching 
position at the University of Cincinnati; he 
saw the writing on the wall. The new man in 
the hot seat is Mike Sheppard. 

While 40 lettermen are returning, most of 
them are inexperienced. A total of 34 veter- 
ans are gone, including eight offensive and 
eight defensive starters. The major losses 
were from the backfield, where quarterback 
Todd Dillon and Lenny Montgomery were two 
of the better players in the nation. Dillon play- 
ed just two years at Long Beach State and still 
broke 22 school marks and threw for over 
5500 yards. Montgomery rushed for 3123 
yards during his career while hauling in 106 
passes. 

The prospects for success are dimmed 
further by a tough schedule which features 
Pac-10 members Arizona, UCLA and Ore- 
gon, as well as San Diego State, all on the 
road. In all, eight of the 11 games are away 
from home. The 49ers do not have a quarter- 
back who has played a single down in college 
and the top two tacklers have also finished 
their careers. 

Sheppard may have to build his offense 
around a sophomore, running back Mark 
Templeton. The 6-1 native of Santa Ana, 
California rushed for 367 yards while averag- 
ing five yards per carry, second best behind 
Montgomery. He also caught 42 aerials and 
returned eight kickoffs. Rich Stahlheber, a 
6-2 senior, rushed for 211 yards last season 
and may be teammed with Templeton in the 
Starting backfield. 


The battle for the starting signal-calling 
duties is an interesting one. Among the candi- 
dates are senior Jim Maples, juniors Doug 
Gaynor, Brian O'Shea, Gary Ruhlen, sopho- 
more Gino Angelici and freshman Jeff Gra- 
ham, Ruhlen, a 6-2 JUCO transfer from Ful- 
lerton was the MVP in the Potato Bowl con- 
test while Graham established several re- 
cords at Estancia High School. A pair of soph- 
omores, tight end Greg Locy (14 receptions) 
and wide receiver Charles Lockett are the top 
pass-catching threats. Freshman Jamie 
Craft, who broke former Stanford wide receiv- 
er Ken Margerum's high school mark for re- 
ceptions in a season (53) as Fountain Valley 
HS, may also contribute immediately. 

Defensively, there are many holes to fill. 
Linebacker David Howard, who recorded a 
season-high 89 stops last year and totaled 
230 tackles in three years, will be missed. 
Free safety Tim Golden, a versatile performer 
who led the PCAA in kickoff and punt returns 
while finishing second in tackles with 80, is 
also gone. 

Senior linebacker Mark Bevilacqua is the 
top retuming prospect on the shaky unit. The 
5-11 veteran was tied for second in tackles in 
1983. Another senior, Kevin Junior, should 
also start at linebacker while John Hendy is 
the best of the returning defensive backs. 

The one bright area is the kicking game. 
Senior Jose Oceguera was easily the 49ers 
leading scorer with 89 points on 22 of 29 field 
goal attempts and 23 of 24 extra point tries. 
David Caylor, an All-California High School 
selection, is also available for Sheppard. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Expect a 
bad year for the 49ers. Opening with four 
straight road games against the likes of 
Oregon, UCLA and Arizona with many in- 
experienced players Is a big mistake. Cur- 
rey Is long gone and Sheppard will be 
forced to suffer through a miserable cam- 
paign. The defense yielded under 16 
points per game last season and that fi- 
gure may be doubled. Too many ques- 
tions with too few answers for Sheppard. 
Three wins would be a good season for 
Long Beach State. 


MIDDLE TENNESSEE STATE (8-2) 
Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

Despite falling short in an effort to win a 
share of the Ohio Valley Conference erown, 
coach Boots Donnelly was content with the 
performance of his Blue Raiders in 1983, 
Middle Tennessee State had to “settle” for a 
second-place tie with a 5-2 league mark, The 
overall 8-2 record gave them more wins that 
in all but eight of the school's previous 66 
seasons of intercollegiate football. 

“Overall, we put together an awfully fine 
season,” Donnelly said, ‘It's always dis- 
appointing when you have a chance to win 
the league championship and cannot quite 
get it done. When you take into consideration 
the kind of competition our league offers ev- 
ery week and the amount of injuries we sus- 
tained over the second half of the season, an 
8-2 record is no small accomplishment. 

The Blue Raiders will strive to repeat the 
accomplishment and perhaps go one step 
further, to the top of the Ohio Valley Confer- 
ence standings. Last year’s team set a num- 
ber of school records, including a record 
which stood for 25 years. Middle Tennessee 
State established a new standard in total yar- 
dage, gaining 3,802, while the previous mark 
of 3,679 was set in 1959. One of the key 


reasons tor the offensive success was signal- 
caller Mickey Corwin. The school's third- 
leading single-season passer, he threw for 
1,658 yards, less than 200 yards behind the 
mark set by Billy Walker in 1967. Corwin's 
117 completions also rank him third best in 
one year, 

Middie Tennessee State also has a potent 
ground game, led by senior tailback Vince 
Hail. Despite missing one full game and part 
of another one, Hall rushed for 949 yards, 
averaging 6.9 yards per carry and over 105 
yards per game, ranking among the nation’s 
leaders. Another offensive threat is 
placekicker Kelly Porter. Entering his senior 
season, Porter rewrote the school's record 
books in several categories, including most 
field goals and extra points in a career and in 
one season. He had 32 extra point conver- 
sions and 12 field goals in 1983. 

The defense will have to finda replacement 
for tackle Jeff Spencer, who led the team in 
total tackles (86), tackles for losses (10 for 41 
yards) and fumble recoveries (three). The 
unit yielded 17 points or less in every game 
with the exception of the 24 points scored by 
Youngstown State in a contest Middle Ten- 
nessee still won. Opposing offenses aver- 
aged under 250 yards per outing. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: With Cor- 
win leading the offense and Hall running 
the ball, all should go well for the Blue 
Raiders. The defense still has plenty of 
horses while the majority of the key per- 
formers return to the potent attack which 
outscored foes by a 296-111 total in 1983. 
Middie Tennessee State will contend for 
the Ohio Valley Conference crown and 
may take it. 


MOREHEAD STATE (2-9) 
Morehead, Ky. 

The Eagles closed out the 1983 campaign 
on an up note, winning two of their final three 
outings after dropping eight straight. Steve 
Loney announced his resignation as head 
coach back on November 2, and now Bill 
Baldridge gets to try his hand at coaching at 
Morehead. 

A close battle has three candidates gun- 
ning for the quarterback slot. JUCO All- 
America Jeff McGuire, sophomore Adrian 
Breen and junior Mike Hanlin (101 of 186 for 
1198 yards) are available for duty, Hanlin did 
not practice during the spring, opting instead 
for the baseball team, giving the other two 
prospects a slight advantage. Breen set three 
school records and one Ohio Valley Confer- 
ence mark in a game against Austin Peay last 
year. He completed 31 of 54 attempts and 
participated in 79 plays to claim the league 
standard. 

The remainder of the backfield includes 
sophomore tallback Roger Cleveland (107 
yards) and fullback Dennis Carr, who trans- 
ferred from Kansas. Baldridge is looking for a 
greater output from the running contingent as 
the Eagles rushed for just 453 net yards, 
barely over one yard per attempt. 

The loss of top receiver Mark Ledford will 
hurt the aerial attack. Ledford, a two-time 
All-OVC selection, caught 74 spirals for 948 
yards. Another Kansas transfer, Tod Short, is 
getting a long look at split end. Returning 
veteran Brian Shimer, who sat out last sea- 
son with a shoulder injury, should also start 
while Tom Buzyniski, formerly a wide receiv- 
er, will challange Mike Trosper at tight end. 
Steve Corder and Howard Jacobs anchor a 


balanced line. The loss of senior Tony 
McCoy, the lone setback up front, could have 
an impact on the team. 

JUCO transfer Doug McMahon has sewn 
up one defensive end job while freshman 
John Richie and converted halfback Rick Cal- 
cutt fight for the other berth. Joe Schlager 
occupies one tackle spot while Barry William- 
son and Ed Veeneman are also impressive. 
Returnees Todd Schebor and Ray Winebren- 
ner have been strong against the run at the 
guard positions. 

Converied lineman Charlie Franklin and 
Randy Frazier have established themselves 
as the best of the linebacking crop. Frazier, 
voted Morehead State's Defensive MVP last 
year, recorded 132 hits, fourth best in the 
QVC. Converted defensive back Randall 
Washington is also available for playing time. 
At the corners, Vernon Harvey and David 
Grisham hold an advantage over James Gra- 
ham, who, like Hanlin, chose to play baseball 
during the spring. John Dunn, a tailback who 
has been shifted to free safety, is another 
starter while Scott Schilling provides depth. 

Baldridge has to be concerned about the 
kicking game. The key loss is that of place- 
ment specialist Lenn Duff, who connected on 
39 consecutive extra point attempts and 18 
field goals, both school marks. Finding a re- 
placement is one of the major priorities. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The 
Eagles will be more competitive under 
Baldridge in 1984. The slow start of last 
year is now forgotten as Morehead State 
bounces back and wins at least twice as 
many games as last year’s edition. Expect 
a minimum of four successful outings. 


MURRAY STATE (7-4) 
Murray, Ky. 

The Racers were one of the biggest sur- 
prises in the Ohio Valley Conference last sea- 
son, finishing with a solid record and a fourth 
place finish in the league despite prying 
seven games on the road. Head coach Frank 
Beamer has done a fine job during his first 
three years at Murray State, compiling a 19- 
14 mark. This team could produce the best 
results lo date for Beamer as seven contests 
are at home. 

A total of 32 monogram winners return, 
including eight offensive and nine defensive 
regulars. The Racers are still a young squad, 
though an added year of experience will help 


, in several cases. One is OVC Rookie of the 


Year Willie Cannon. A 6-2, 195-pounder, the 
running back led the conference in scoring 
with 11 touchdowns (10 rushing) while gain- 
ing a team-high 776 yards, He should be 
even better this time around. Junior split end 
Lee McCormick (31 catches, 449 yards) and 
sophomore flanker Chuck Cummings (16 re- 
ceptions, 260 yards) give Murray State a solid 
nucleus at receiver. 

There is a battle shaping up al quarterback. 
Junior Kevin Sisk, who guided the Murray 
State multiple attack throughout last season, 
is being challenged for his starting spot by 6-4 
senior Kurt Marshall. Sisk was the total 
offense leader with an average over 160 
yards per game. Competition for the other 
backfield positions is keen as there are five 
contenders for the fullback slot. Dennis Dock- 
ery, the second-leading rusher with 197 
yards, joins veterans Tommy Workman and 
James Clark as the leading candidates. Red- 
shirt freshman Bill Bird and converted signal- 
caller Kevin Extine will also get a look. 
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The offensive line is suspect as a-pair of 
regulars will be missed, Lack of experience 
and depth could prove costly as three sopho- 
mores are slated lo start. Center Tim Billa 
joins guards Alan Tucker and Charles Wiles 
on the young front wall. Senior Jeff Ulmer and 
junior Colby Schreckengost should occupy 
the tackle positions. 

Heading the list of defensive returnees are 
NCAA Division I-AA All-Americachoices Dan 
Coleman, a 6-3, 245-pound end, and 5-10 
senior safely Herbert Jones, The Racers 
finished ninth in the nation in defense after 
yielding under 250 yards per game playing 
the wide-tackle-six, Coleman led the team 
with 116 total stops. Senior Tim Price and 
junior Mike McGregor, both part-time starters 
last season, are top candidates for one of the 
other berths while Jose Casanova, the third- 
leading tackler with 80 stops, is the lone re- 
turning letterman at one tackle spot. 

Seniors Woody Clark and Todd Surber are 
slated to start at outside linebacker while 
senior Alfonzo Mather returns to man an in- 
side post. Sophomores Luke Curry and Wes- 
ley Keene are also expected to press for a 
place in the lineup. Another sophomore, Tony 
Woodle, is scheduled to perform in areserve 
role, subbing for Clark and Surber. 

Jones is the obvious key to the secondary. 
The second-leading tackler with 113, he 
heads up a secondary which ranked second 
nationally in pass defense. Support in the 
starting lineup comes from capable corner- 
backs Ralph Robinson and James Yar- 
brough, The kicking game must be rebuilt as 
punter Lee Alford and placekicker Jeff Lan- 
caster are gone. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Rac- 
ers should benefit from the added experi- 
ence and the seven home games. They are 
a definite contender in the strong Ohio 
Valley Conference. Beamer has enough 
talent to take the crown. 


NEW MEXICO STATE (5-6) 
Las Cruces, N. M. 

Fred Zechman did a fine job during his first 
year as coach of the Aggies. Despite finishing 
below .500, there is good reason for optimism 
in Las Cruces, The five victories represented 
the most by an Aggie team since 1978, anda 
24-17 upset at lowa State ranks among the 
biggest wins in the school's history. 

New Mexico State will be eligible to com- 
pete in the Pacific Coast Athletic Association 
this season after playing as an independent. 
The return of 36 letterwinners, including 18 
starters, has Zechman excited about the up- 
coming campaign. The offense appears to be 
the strongest suit as all but one regular is 
back in the lineup. Senior Kim Locklin is the 
key performer; he led the Aggies in rushing 
(727 yards), all-purpose running (124 yards 
per game) and receiving (31 catches for 279 
yards). Locklin did not lead the team in scor- 
ing, though he finished second with 48 points. 

The blocking unit in front of Locklin is 
sound. A pair of seniors—guard Don Miller 
and tackle Louis Garza—anchor the right 
side of the wall, Junior guard Rick Clopton 
and sophomore tackle Ken Rose also start, 
while sophomore center Jon Dickens re- 
places departed Ron Amato in the middle. 
New Mexico State also has a fine backfield 
joining Locklin. Senior tailback James 
Hebert, the team's second-leading rusher 
with 715 yards, returns after being granted an 
extra year of eligibility. Fullback Ron Caldwell 
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(448 yards) enjoyed a fine freshman cam- 
paign in 1983. 

Zechman has a slight problem at quarter- 
back. That is the one unsettled position as 
sophomore Pierre Cooper, who started the 
first five games last season before going 
down with a knee injury, is in competition with 
senior Mark Haugo and sophomore Jason 
Young. Neither Haugo nor Cooper posted 
impressive statistics, combining for four 
touchdowns against 13 interceptions. Junior 
split end Tony Curtis (21 receptions) heads 
up a receiving corps which also returns star- 
ters Don Milton at tight end and senior flanker 
Gary Bright. 

On the defensive side, the top five tacklers 
were lost and the linebacking corps was de- 
pleted, with all four regulars lost to gradua- 
tion. The line has all three first-teamers back, 
including a pair of juniors—noseguard Ron 
Clopton and left tackle Benny Dickens—and 
senior right tackle Shawn Day. The Aggies 
Will miss outside backers Fred Young and 
Leo Barker, as well as inside men Wilmer 
Louis and Brian Anderson. Young led the 
team with 140 total tackles and 12 quarter- 
back sacks, while Louis recorded 123 stops. 

Finding replacements for the fearsome 
foursome is not an easy feat, though Zech- 
man believes last year's reserves and a cou- 
ple of newcomers can fill in. Senior Brit 
Mayberry and sophomore George Nedd saw 
some time at the outside spots, and both 
could find their way into the starting lineup. 
Reserve strong safety Bobby Kinder has 
been shifted {o an inside linebacking position 
to filla void there. 

The secondary has experience and depth 
returning as three starters should reclaim 
berths. Two seniors, left cornerback Dewrell 
Jackson and strong safety Reggie Simmons, 
and sophomore right cornerback Calvin Hen- 
ry, will be called upon to stop the opposition’s 
aerial attack. Free safety Danny Knee is 
gone, with sophomore Shawn White the lead- 
ing candidate to grab that opening. Senior 
Andy Weiler, the team’s leading scorer, 
handles the placekicking chores while sopho- 
more Willie Madrid is the punter, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; Zechman, 
the former Ohlo State assistant, has done 
a good rebullding job already, The key to 
success this year will be the running of 
Locklin and Hebert. If replacements can 
be found for the four departed lineback- 
ers, New Mexico State could win seven or 
eight games. Still, the Aggies may be a 
year away from the PCAA title. 


UNIVERSITY OF THE PACIFIC (3-9) 
Stockton, Cal. 

The Tigers would prefer to cope with suc- 
cess instead of suffering through another los- 
ingseason. Head coach Bob Cope's first year 
at the helm was a bit disappointing despite 
upset victories at Oregon and San Jose 
State. Pacific will rely on 10 returning starters 
as the primary goal is improvement. Cope 
knows that consistency is another important 
factor. The addition of 18 JUCO transfers and 
a group of redshirts including several starters 
from the 1982 squad will help the Tigers find 
the necessary balance. 

Awide-open offense leatures the one-back 
attack and plenty of passing. The Tigers need 
a big year from signal-caller Paul Berner. The 
6-3 senior missed most of last season with a 
serious knee injury after throwing for almost 
2,600 yards and 12 touchdowns in 1982. 


Sophomore Mike Pitz, a freshman walk-on 
who started seven games a year ago, threw 
for over 1,600 yards and 11 touchdowns as 
Berner’'s replacement. 

Berner has a fine set of pass-catching 
threats. Included on the list of targets are tight 
end Tony Camp, h-back Bill Wolsky and wide 
out Ron Woods. Camp missed the 1983 cam- 
paign with a pulled hamstring while Wolsky 
and Woods combined for 53 receptions. 
Junior Kurt Heinrich, another redshirt, snared 
26 aerials during his first year and hopes to 
return to form. 

Cope will have a tough time finding a re- 
placement for the school's all-time single- 
season rushing leader, Kirby Warren (1423 
yards, 12 touchdowns). Sophomore James 
Mackey appears to be the top candidate at 
running back after gaining 343 yards in a 
limited role, including 126 in a game against 
Northern Arizona. JUCO transfer Ron Thom- 
ton, sophomore Derek Griffits, freshman De- 
tek Rogers and junior walk-on Brad Osborn 
could all see time. The unit will benefit from a 
veteran line which includes seniors Steve 
Smith (second team All-PCAA), Floyd Layher 
and Greg Pacos. 

The defensive line is an area of major con- 
cer. The loss of ends Thomas Cowling and 
Michael Greer, along with tackles Ken De- 
Shano and Dan Johnson, leaves several 
questions to be answered. Junior letterwin- 
ners Joe Taylor and Kevin Thompson gained 
experience as spot starters a year ago and 
both should see more action at the end posi- 
tion in 1984. Senior Jim Bannowsky and 
junior Dan Barnes are the probable starters at 
the tackle slots with 6-4 junior Seamus 
Meagher also contending for playing time. 

Nick Holt, the team’s leading tackler with 
137 total stops, returns to key a linebacking 
corps which is Pacific's defensive stronghold. 
Juniors Sheldon McKenzie and Richard Lee 
contributed a year ago while redshirt Henry 
Gonzales and JUCO transfers Andy Franks, 
Pat Shanahan and Chris Scott join to form a 
deep nucleus. 

Another redshirt expected to have an im- 
pact is senior Kevin Greene. The 6-1, 185- 
pounder was selected All-PCAA in 1982. 
Juniors Michael Young and Andre Stockton 
combined for 86 total stops last season and 
they will also start in the competent secon- 
dary. Additional support is expected from 
JUCO transfers Ken Rhoads (safety), and 
cornerbacks LaShawn Wells and Terry 
Buggs. 

The return of Marshall Lampson, a redshirt 
who tore ligaments in his ankle in the third 
game, gives the Tigers a solid punter, The 
placekicking prospects are not as bright as 
Scott Kinney is gone, leaving inexperienced 
Mark Cabot and walk-on Vic Mancuso to bid 
for the role. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The TI- 
gers have so many redshirts and JUCO 
transfers around that it may take time for 
them to blend together as a unit. With road 
games at California and Oregon on tap in 
September, Pacific will be tested early. 
Cope's club should improve on its last 
place finish in the PCAA, though a below 
.500 performance is probable. 


PORTLAND STATE UNIVERSITY (3-7) 
Portland, Ore. 
The Vikings finished the 1983 campaign on 
a down note, dropping three straight games. 
Coach Don Read may not enjoy this season, 


either, as just three offensive and three de- 
fensive starters return. A total of 15 offensive 
and 22 defensive letterwinners are back, 
though experience in key positions is ques- 
tionable. 

Top rusher Steve Lyle is back to key the 
offense. The junior runner gained 674 yards 
on 167 carries while chipping in on the special 
teams with a 29.4 average on 14 kickoff re- 
turns. The third and fourth leading ground- 
gainers, Steve Rogers and Curt Green, are 
also expected to conlibute. Read added a 
couple of JUCO transfers to bolster the back- 
field. California's leading JC rusher, Fabian 
Williams of Redwoods, gained 1138 yards 
while scoring 16 touchdowns. Terry Porter of 
Walla Walla JC averaged 127 yards per 
game to pace the state of Washington's 
JUCO performers. Two of Porter's team- 
mates at Walla Walla, John Shields and Joel 
Sexton, are among seven junior college 
offensive linemen brought in. Also a notewor- 
thy addition to the blocking corps is Bruce 
Haynes, a 6-8, 254-pounder who played at 
West Valley JC in 1983. 


An immediate area of concern is at quarter- 
back, where Bryan Mitchell, the team's top 
signal-caller and second-leading rusher, and 
reserve Tony Burris, are gone. Read will have 
to choose between third-stringer Terry Sum- 
merfield, a 6-4 red-shirt letterman who com- 
pleted 15 of 26 attempts in his only game last 
season, and .UCO transfer Paul Jensen. 
Freshman Craig Roundtree is also available 
for duty, 

Either quarterback would appreciate the 
Opportunity to start, especially when con- 
sidering three of the top four pass-catchers 
are back at Portland State. Roger Daniels 
caught 37 aerials for 526 yards and three 
touchdowns while Scott Lindsay pulled down 
27 receptions. Add Lyle out of the backfield 
and yel another junior college transfer, Andy 
Ludwig, and you have the strongest area on 
offense. 

After yielding almost 24 points per game 
last season, the Vikings are again suspect on 
defense. Defensive end Doug Mikolas 
anchors the frontline while Todd Bowman, a 
tackle last season, moves to middle lineback- 
er. Free safety Brian Fish (63 tackles, tied for 
first) leads the returning members of the 
secondary, Regan Hyde and Tom Conlon are 
veterans who should also help out at line- 
backer. 

Placekicker Daryl Weeden returns as the 
Vikings appear to be sound in the special 
teams department: He connected on six of 
nine field goal attempts and all seven extra 
point tries in 1983. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Portland 
State has to get off to a better start since 
three of the first four games are at home. 
In addition, the team must play better foot- 
ball in the first quarter after being out- 
scored 64-11 In the initial period last sea- 
son. The club came within seven points of 
a .500 season and the potential to reach 
-500 is there. Summertield and Lyle arethe 
keys. The defense will give up its share of 
points, so the duo must move the ball and 
score if PSU is to improveits mark in 1984. 


SAN JOSE STATE (5-6) 
San Jose, Cal. 
The Jack Elway era at San Jose State is 
over. Elway accepted the head coaching 
position at Stanford University, where his 


more-heralded son used to play, Enter 
Claude Gilbert, who has enjoyed his own suc- 
cessful head coaching career. 

Gilbert inherits a teain that last year com- 
piled its first losing season since 1977. He 
was the head man at San Diego State from 
1973 to 1980; he posted an impressive 61- 
26-2 mark which included back-to-back 10-1 
seasons in 1976 and 1977. The man has 
faced challenges before and with 12 starters 
and 39 letterwinners returning, Gilbert has a 
major rebuilding task on his hands. 

One of his first priorities is to find a consis- 
tent starting signal-caller. Seniors Jon Carl- 
son and Bob Frasco alternated at the position 
last season, and the duo has stiff competition 
from JUCO transfer Mike Hasskamp. Carlson 
completed 153 of 290 attempts for 1961 
yards and 12 touchdowns, but he also yielded 
18 interceptions has was erratic, Frasco con- 
nected on 65 of 124 tries for 721 yards and 
three scores. 

The Spartan backfield will have a new 
offensive look as Gilbert is going to the "H- 
back" attack, Frank Robinson, who suffered 
a knee injury at the end of the 1983 cam- 
paign, and senior Richard Ryles, who trans- 
ferred from the University of Illinois, are the 
primary candidates for a starting tailback 
assignment. Senior Donnell Hawthorne is the 
top candidate for the H-back job. The loss of 
tailback Bobby Johnson, San Jose State’s 
fop ground gainer with 914 yards, will hurt. 

An experienced offensive line should pro- 
vide adequate protection and blocking. 
Junior tackle John Aimonetti and senior 
guard Jim Accinelli handle the left side of the 
wall. David Diaz-Infante, the first freshman to 
start at San Jose State in four years, is mov- 
ing from right quard to center. Seniors Mark 
Baker and Harold Hadley join JC transfers 
Manu Mulitano and Michael Session in the 
hunt for the right guard position. The loss of 
All-PCAA star Harry Ramelli at right tackle 
leaves another major void to be filled. 

The loss of All-PCAA performer and lead- 
ing receiver Eric Richardson leaves another 
major hole in the offense. Keith McDonald, 
who hauled in 50 passes for 536 yards, head- 
lines the returning group. Redshirt senior 
Tony Smith should also contribute heavily. 
Saphomore John Murphy steps in to the tight 
end slot vacated by Carl Sullivan. 

Second team All-PCAA end Terry McDo- 
nald is the top talent on the defensive side. 
The 6-1, 228-pounder was the Spartans’ 
second-leading tackler with 83 hits. Six-foot 
senior Armahn Williams, who recorded eight 
quarterback sacks and earned second team 
All-PCAA honors at noseguard despite mis- 
sing three and one-half games due to aknee 
injury. The lack of experience at tackle will 
hurt. Senior Mike Fitzsimmons, who was 
slated to redshirt last year, Was thrown into 
action and even saw time as a ste/ter last in 
the season, 


The linebacking contingent is suspect as 
the team's first and third-leading tacklers are 
gone. There are a pair of talented seniors, 
Vyn Goodman and Tony Sanchez-Corea, 
available to step into the lineup. Goodmon 
recorded 46 hits in 1983. Redshirt transfer 
Jim Hollinger could also contribute here. The 
secondary is also questionable as sopho- 
more K. C. Clark and Charles Clinton occupy 
the cornerback slots. The loss of All-PCAA 
safely Sherman Cocroft, who shares the San 
Jose State career interception mark at 14, will 
affect the team. Frank Witherspoon moves 
into the free safety post from a corner. 


Seniors Tod Devlin, Lou Patrone and Tony 
Walker will battle for the other job. 
FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: San Jose 
State has too many questionable areas 
and a rough schedule. Playing at Pac-10 
foes Arizona State, Stanford and Califor- 
nia in September could prove costly. Gil- 
bert will suffer through a long season. 


SOUTHERN ILLINOIS (13-1) 
Carbondale, Ili. 

The Salukis went all the way in 1983, cap- 
turing the NCAA Division !-AA championship 
with an impressive victory in the finals against 
Western Carolina. That was last year, and 
returning to the top of the mountain will not be 
easy. For slarters, coach Rey Dempsey has 
left Carbondale to take the Memphis State 
position, Ray Dorr, who was an assistant at 
the University of Washington, takes over at 
the helm. 

A number of standouts from last year's 
national champion are gone, Quarterback 
Rick Johnson is a reserve in the USFL; cor- 
nerback Terry Taylor was a first round draft 
pick of the Seattle Seahawks; fullback Corky 
Field left school; linebacker Granville Butler 
graduated, Dorr has to find replacements if 
his team is going to contend in the Missouri 
Valley Conference, 

Senior Darren Dixon moves into the start- 
ing lineup at quarterback after performingina 
reserve role last season. When Johnson was 
injured, Dixon did get to start in two games in 
which he played well. Senior Derrick Tayloris 
back to key the running attack, The 5-9, 182- 
pounder led the Salukis is rushing with 695 
yards and nine touchdowns, as well as re- 
ceiving with 40 catches for 327 yards and two 
scores. The loss of Field and Terry Green, 
who graduated, at fullback, leaves a major 
void. Bruce Phipps is the leading candidate to 
take over there. 

Dixon has a number of talented pass- 
catching threats available besides Taylor. 
Split end James Stevenson, a 5-11 senior, 
was voted second team All-MVC. He caught 
35 aerials for 616 yards and two touchdowns. 
Flanker Javell Heggs moves up one notch on 
the depth chart, taking over for Cecil Ratliff. 
Cary Shepard, the third-leading Saluki pass- 
catcher with 27 receptions, handles the tight 
end chors. 

Southern Illinois returns three regulars and 
a pair of highly-regarded reserves up front as 
the blocking wall should provide better than 
adequate protection. Junior center Tom 
Baugh, sophomore guard Dave Bock and 
sophomore tackle Ralph Van Dyke started in 
last year's playoffs and have added experi- 
ence. Mark Banbury moves into the other 
guard slot, replacing John Heitbrink, who 
passed up another year of football. Tackle 
Brad Pilgard has signed with the Dallas Cow- 
boys as a free agent with Andy Wilson, a 6-7, 
300-pounder occupying the vacancy. 

The defense was hard hit, especially in the 
secondary. Besides Taylor, cornerback Don- 
nell Daniel and free safety Greg Shipp are 
gone ftom the first team. Carl Martin and Ron 
Page are the top contenders for cornerback 
positions. Strong safety William Thomas is 
the lone regular back. John Wilson, a 6-1 
junior, should nail down the free safety 
opening. 

In the trenches, a pair of juniors, middle 
guard Sterling Haywood and end Dan Wet- 
zel, reclaim berths. Senior Mike Brascia 
handles the end slot opposite Wetzel. Re- 
serve Gary Carter takes over at left tackle 
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while Ashley Sledge and Sidney Blanchard 
are also available for duty. Fabray Collins and 
Frank Carr are slated to start at linebacker. 

Dorr doesn't have to worry about the kick- 
ing game. Placement specialist Ron Miller 
and punter Drew Morrison both enjoyed a 
successful freshman campaign in 1983. The 
dynamic duo should be even better this time 
around, 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: It Is al- 
ways more difficult to get to the top after 
being there once. Dorr has a tough 
assignment In his first year as a head 
Coach. Losing the likes of Johnson and 
Taylor will hurt, though there is enough 
talent for the Salukis to make a run at the 
league crown. 


SOUTHWESTERN LOUISIANA (4-6) 
Lafayette, La. 

Sam Robertson's four years at Southwest- 
ern Louisiana have been equivalent to a rol- 
lercoaster ride. He led the Ragin’ Cajuns to a 
7-4 mark in 1980 before falling to 1-9-1 in 
1981. The squad bounced back to a 7-3-1 
record in 1982 and there were high hopes in 
Lafayette entering last season. 

The campaign did not start off well as USL 
lost its first five contests, including games 
against Rice, East Carolina and Tulane, 
those three setbacks by the combined total of 
six points. Then, the Cajuns came on like 
gangbusters to win their final three games, 
including a surprising 25-21 victory against 
San Jose State in the season finale. South- 
western Louisiana trailed 21-0 in that one. 

Robertson said at the end of last season 
the winning streak was important as it gave 
the underclassmen the confidence going into 
the 1984 campaign. USL would have a good 
chance to return above .500 if it wasn't for the 
school's most demanding schedule. Of the 
11 games on the slate, seven are on the road, 
including trips to Alabama, Memphis State, 
Tulsa, Tennessee-Chattanooga and San 
Jose State. Southem Mississippi and East 
Carolina are among the challengers at home. 

Junior quarterback Donnie Schexnider re- 
turns to run the offense. The leader in passing 
and total offense at USL last season, he com- 
pleted 89 of 164 attempts (54.3 percent) for 
over 1000 yards and nine touchdowns while 
finishing third in rushing with 311 yards. A pair 
of junior fullbacks will carry the pigskin often. 
Thomas Jackson led the Cajuns with 739 
yards, averaging over five yards per run, 
while Bertrand Green gained 418 yards while 
scoring four times. Jackson set a couple of 
school records, rushing for 176 yards on 35 
carries against Louisiana Tech. 

Both the receiving corps and special teams 
need major rebuilding. Wide receivers Clar- 
ence Verdin and Greg Hobbs, who ranked 
1-2 in pass-catching in 1983, have gradu- 
ated. The duo combined for 56 receptions 
and 732 yards. Verdin also was a key kickoff 
returner, and his absence is one void left on 
the special teams. Placekicker Oscar Speer 
(8-12 on field goal attempts, 18-18 on extra 
points) and top punt returner Jim Roethele 
(8.4 per runback) are also gone. 

Defensively, the linebacking corps should 
lead the way as veterans Steve Spinella and 
Chris Jacobs are key performers. A junior, 
Spinella led the team with. 97 total tackles 
while Jacobs, a senior, had 88. Tackles Ver- 
non Homer and Kevin Sorice join ends Oliver 
Ford, Fred DeJean and Marty Lewis as prime 
candidates on the line. 


The secondary is the main area of concern 
as the top four players, Roethele, Creighton 
Jones, Gaylord Paul and Kenneth Blackson 
are gone. Robertson needs plenty of help in 
the defensive backfield and inexperience 
here will prove costly. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The roller- 
coaster comes to a screeching halt. The 
Ragin’ Cajuns will not win more than four 
games this season against a murderous 
schedule. Teams will key on Jackson and 
Green as the pass recelving corpsisn’t up 
to par. The secondary will be picked on 
often. USL was a second half team last 
season after being outscored 137-47 in 
the first half last season while outscoring 
the opposition 147-75 in the second haif. 
Siow starts against the likes of Alabama, 
Southern Miss. and East Carolina could 
lead to blowouts. Robertson should be 
happy with four wins. 


TENNESSEE TECH (2-8) 
Cookeville, Tenn. 

Coach Gary Darnell's first season as head 
coach of the Golden Eagles was a bit dis- 
appointing. It is hard to get a beat on his 
second campaign as there are almost as 
many redshirts as lettermen returning. There 
are 14 starters back in the fold, but a tougher 
schedule could limit Tennessee Tech's suc- 
cess. Five teams ranked among the top twen- 
ty in Division I-AA, join Big Eight squad Kan- 
sas State on the competitive schedule. 

There are several questions surrounding 
the Golden Eagles offense. At quarterback, 
Tony Costantine is the likely starter since he 
has the most experience and is approaching 
several school passing marks. Greg 
Maysonet was shifted from cornerback to sig- 
nal-caller late last season, sparking a win 
over Middle Tennessee State. A couple of 
redshirt freshmen may have an impact here. 
The ground game is sound despite the loss of 
top rusher Allen Lawrence. 

Dave Mixon and Sylvester Gregory ranked 
2-3 respectively in rushing, while Randy Pip- 
pin also has experience in the backfield. A 
number of newcomers could challenge. for 
playing time. JUCO All-America Mike Beal 
and redshirt Gil White could contribute while 
Eddie Hayward, who enjoyed a successful 
high school career as a running back, returns 
to the position after a year at defensive back. 
Leading receivers Jack Kelley and Larry 
Hamrick combined for 51 receptions and the 
duo should again pace the pass-catching 
contingent. Several offensive linemen return 
though position changes car be expected. 
The loss of Danny Templin will hurt. 

Junior tackle Mark Ralston (61 total tack- 
les) and end Kraig Allen (75 stops, four quar- 
terback sacks) anchor the defensive line. 
Seniors Jimmy Ritten and Keith Palmer re- 
turn to compete for a berth at tackle while 
Lillard Teasley handles the noseguard spot. 
Despite the potential absence of a pair of 
regulars, Jeff Daughtry and Skeet Owen, 
Darnell feels his linebacking group can play 
well. Daughtry has been granted an extra 
year of eligibility, though he may not accept it. 
Wendell Bowler was third among the unit's 
performers with 37 stops in eight games while 
Kevin White has limited experience. JUCO 
transfer Woody Cranford joins redshirts Dale 
Flatt, Bruce Hatfield and Toby Locke are also 
in the picture as possible contributors. 

The move of Maysonet, who was the start- 
ing cornerback for nine games in 1983, 


leaves one void in the secondary. The defen- 
sive backfield has a number of standout 
veterans, including free safety Danny 
Crooks, cornerback Willie Thompson and 
strong safety Bill Stover. Redshirt Darry! 
Heintzelman is a leading candidate for 
Maysonet's vacancy. 

All-Ohio Valley Conference punter Scott 
Meadows returns for his sophomore season 
after averaging just under 40 yards per boot. 
Junior redshirt Bruce Winningham and fresh- 
man Stephan Farnstrom from Sweden are 
available for placement duty. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Tennes- 
see Tech will be better this year if the 
redshirts can come through and if there Is 
more stability in the offense. The Golden 
Eagles scored 14 or more points just twice 
last season, and where held to a touch- 
down or less on five occasions, half of 
their games. A tougher schedule also 
stands In the way. Look for three or four 
wins as Darnell's squad does move up the 
Ohio Valley ladder. 


UNIVERSITY OF TULSA (8-3) 
Tulsa, Okla. 

John Cooper begins his eighth year as 
head coach of the Golden Hurricane with an 
impressive 51-26 record. Over the years he 
has received a number of other coaching job 
offers, only to stay at Tulsa, His teams have 
faced a number of tough opponents and last 
year's slate included games against Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Oklahoma State. 

That trio of challenges represented the 
three losses sustained by the Golden Hurri- 
cane in 1983. This time around, Cooper's 
club faces another testing slate which In- 
cludes defending Division !-AA champ South- 
ern Illinois, Okiahoma State at home, and 
road tests versus Brigham Young, Arkansas 
and Texas Tech. Tulsa has recorded six 
straight winning years and has either won or 
shared four consecutive Missouri Valley Con- 
ference titles. 

This year, the Golden Hurricane may have 
some trouble as seven All-Missouri Valley 
Conference performers are gone, led by the 
school's all-time top ground gainer, Michael 
Gunter. Still, the offense is potent as Steve 
Gage returns to run the attack. He was voted 
MVC Newcomer of the Ye~> in 1983 and was 
runnerup in rushing behind Gunter while pas- 
sing for 876 yards on 66 completions. 

Without Gunter, the backfield is not as 
strong, though the new starters could sur- 
prise. In fact, two years ago Tulsa boasted a 
pair of 1,000-yard backs in Gunter and Kan- 
sas City Chief-bound Ken Lacy. Two-year 
letterwinner Rodney Young gets his chance 
to get into the limelight. The six-foot junior 
starts at fullback while Bobby Booker is the 
heir-apparent to Gunter at tailback. A 5-9 
junior, Booker averaged 8,8 yards per carry, 
gaining 305 yards on just 33 carries. Senior 
Johnny Horton could challenge Booker for 
playing time after averaging 5.4 yards per 
attempt in limited action. 

The receiving corps is questionable as Tul- 
sa lostits top two pass-catching threats. John 
Green and Keith Estes combined for 565 
yards on 32 catches. Inexperience is the key 
word as only two players with limited experi- 
ence return. Senior Greg Petty is slated to 
occupy the split end spot while junior Steve 
McDougall, a 5-9 junior, handles the flanker 
duties. The line is solid despite the loss of 
All-MVC standouts David Pearson and Joel 


Patten, Senior left guard John Kasperski, 
who also captured All-MVC honors, anchors 
the front, 

Injuries could be a factor as seven mem- 
bers of the defensive line contingent were 
held out of spring practice. All-MVC right end 
Byron Jones heads up the list of returning 
lettermen. The 6-3, 261-pound senior re- 
corded 50 total hits last season. Joe Dixon, a 
part-time starter who finished with a team- 
high five sacks, is slated to see more action 
this time around, 

Five experienced lettermen return to hand- 
le the linebacking chores. Junior Jimmy Sum- 
mers is listed at the strong side spot with 
returning regular Xavier Warren occupying 
the weakside position. Three regulars are 
backin the secondary, though the absence of 
All-MYC Brent Dennis will have an impact on 
the unit. Senior Nate Harris, the top intercep- 
tor with five, is a leader at free safety, Albert 
Myres (four steals) and sophomore Tim Gor- 
don are at the corners. y 

Tulsa's kicking game features a pair of 
veterans. Junior Jason Staurovsky went from 
4 manager to a placekicker just three years 
ago. He made 29 of 30 extra point efforts and 
connected on 14 of 21 field goal tries. Sopho- 
more letterwinner and reserve signal-caller 
Richie Stephenson handles the punting 
duties. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Despite 
the absence of Gunter and six other All- 
MVC selections, Tulsa will find a way to 
stay among the leaders in the conference. 
Cooper Is a tremendous coach whowill be 
tested this time, Expect a few losses with 
the demanding schedule, though the sea- 
son will still end successfully with seven 
or elght victories. 


UTAH STATE (5-6) 
Logan, Utah 

During his 15 years as an assistant at Utah 
State, Chris Pella had high hopes for the 
program, In his first year as head coach at the 
Logan-based school, the Aggies fell short of 
expectations. Inconsistency on offense and 
inability to win the close games proved costly. 

Consider this: Utah State lost three games 
by a total of eight points against PCAA champ 
Fullerton State, Holiday Bowl and WAC 
champion BYU and Long Beach State. The 
Aggies also lost at Arizona State and at Holl- 
day Bowl loser Missouri, that by just one 
touchdown. This year, Pella believes he has 
the players available to win the tight ones and 
easily exceed the .500 mark. Nine starters 
and 27 monogram winners return to the 
offensive unit while six starters highlight the 
defensive picture. 

For starters, Pella has to establish a regu- 
lar quarterback. Doug Samuels, the first- 
team performer in 1982, Gym Kimball, who 
saw starting time early last year, letterman 
Kevin Nitzel and JUCO transfer Brad Ipsen 
are the contenders for the job vacated by 
Chico Canales. The remainder of the back- 
field is strong as tailback Marc White and 
fullback Andre Bynum return after ranking 1-2 
in ground yardage. A 5-11 senior, White 
gained 672 yards and scored four times while 
Bynum rushed for 293 yards. Letterwinners 
Eric Adams, Trae Gates and Percy Jackson 
should also contribute, 


The offensive line is solid as every starter _ 


returns. Center Dana Johnson, guards Dave 
Kuresa and Tony Roach and tackles Mitch 
Kaiser and James Suitt will be called upon to 


provide protection. Kuresa, a 6-2 senior, was 
named All-PCAA first team in 1983. There 
are several candidates for the receiving 
corps. At split end, Solomon Miller is being 
challenged by JUCO transfer Garland Voss. 
The flanker battle features Paul Jones, Mick- 
ey Bell and George Pearson, while James 
Samuels occupies the tight end position. 

Defensive: tackle Mike Hamby and line- 
backer Hal Garner spearhead a defensive 
unit which yielded an average of almost 20 
points per game. Hamby, a 6-5 senior, re- 
corded 69 stops while Garner totaled 86 tack- 
les. The remainder of the linebacking corps is 
experienced as outside backer Mike Robin- 
son and inside performer Jimmy Jenkins are 
talented returnees. The line, after Hamby, is 
not as strong as Pella must replace All-PCAA 
first-teamer Greg Kragen. Junior transfer 
Mike Campbell and Mark Mraz will battle for 
the left tackle berth while Wes Gross is the 
top prospect at noseguard. 

Cornerback Ed Berry and free safety Bill 
Beauford are back in the secondary. Dale 
Ephriam, Raymond Farris and Pondre Davis 
are available for duty at the other corner while 
the strong safety slot is up for grabs with 
Mario Miller, Curtis McGee and Willie Warren 
among the potential starters. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: Once 
again, a tough schedule will keep the 
Aggies away from a big season. Games at 
USC, Arizona and BYU will be testing, Pel- 
la has better personnel going into his 
second season and a winning record is 
likely. 


WICHITA STATE (3-8) 
Wichita, Kansas 

The Shockers began and ended the 1983 
campaign in sharp contrast. Coach Willie Jef- 
fries’ team started with a disappointing loss at 
home against Missouri Southern and ended 
with an equally surprising 28-6 upset against 
Southern lilinois, the eventual Division I-AA 
champions. Such inconsistency led to Jef- 
fries’ ironic downfall. After five seasons in 
Kansas, he decided that, under great press- 
ure, he would leave Wichita State and head 
east. He has accepted the job at Howard 
University. 

Jeffries was embroiled in controversy all 
season long, suspending several players at 
one point. Now Ron Chismar, a former assis- 
tant at Arizona State, gets to try his hand as a 
head coach, running the struggling Shockers. 
He was on the sidelines when the Sun Devils 
blasted Wichita State last year, 44-14. 

Maybe Chismar saw talented running back 
Eric Denson and decided it was a good idea 
to take the position. The six-foot, 182-pound 
junior became the first 1,000-yard rusher in 
the school's history, gaining 1,017 yards 
while averaging over six yards per carry. Cur- 
rently third on the all-time Wichita State 
rushing list, he needs just 238 yards to pass 
Prince McJunkins and Mickey Collins for 
career honors. His 1,142 all-purpose yards 
were the fourth best single-season total. 

There is some help in the backfield as the 
second and third leading rushers return to 
provide added punch. Fullback Kevin Rucker 
returns for his sophomore season after 
rushing for 525 yards. Senior tailback Dwight 
Eaton totaled 452 yards. The signal-calling 
duties are up for grabs. Brian McDonald and 
Tyrone Mitchell are the primary contenders 
for the role, Mitchell started the 1983 cam- 
paign but was sidelined at mid-season after 


completing 82 of 169 tries for over 1200 yards 
and eight touchdowns. McDonald took over 
and kept the job even when Mitchell returned. 
He is the favorite to get the starting nod. 

The loss of the two leading pass-catchers 
leaves a major void to be filled. Flanker 
Reuben Eckels and tight end Anthony Jones 
combined for 60 receptions, more than the 
rest of the team combined. Senior wide re- 
ceiver Kevin Pierce will have to carry the bulk 
of the receiving load after pulling down 19 
Spirals a year ago. A pair of senior guards, Ed 
Shaw and Jim Sachs, anchor the offensive 
line. 

Senior Nathaniel Hayes, a consistent per- 
former at linebacker, returns to spearhead 
the defense. Hayes led the Shockers in tack- 
les for the second straight season in 1983, 
recording 121 total stops while adding a pair 
of interceptions. Another senior, Kenneth 
Lewis, also returns at linebacker after third in 
total tackles with 80. 

The defensive line is not as strong as 
James Geathers, a defensive tackle, has 
completed his eligibility. The team's second- 
leading tackler, Geathers finished with a 
team-high 11 quarterback sacks and a total of 
24 tackles for losses, one short of the school 
record. A pair of ends, senior Mitchell Gee (61 
tackles) and junior Jim Mann, are slated for 
starting duty. 

With Darrell Whitley leading the way, the 
secondary should hold its own. The junior 
safety had a team-high four steals while chip- 
ping in with 48 total stops. Senior defensive 
back Don Weatherby, who was injured in the 
fourth game fast year, also returns to the 
Starting defensive backfield. 

Chismar can be confident that the kicking 
game is more than adequate. Punter David 
Armagost was consistent, averaging over 37 
yards per kick without having any blocked. 
Junior placekicker Sergio Lopez-Chavero 
was second in scoring behind Denson, re- 
cording 37 points, including five of nine field 
goal tries and 22 of 23 extra point conver- 
sions. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST; The 
Shockers did win three of four home 
games last season, and six of the 11 con- 
tests in 1984 are in Wichita. Chismar will 
have to prove himself as a stabilizing fac- 
tor in this troubled program. With Denson 
leading the way, the potential for a win- 
ning record is there. 


YOUNGSTOWN STATE (4-7) 
Youngstown, Ohio 

Head coach Bill Narduzzi begins his 10th 
season as head coach of the Penguins witha 
lot on his mind. Narduzzi, who holds a 56-41- 
1 record at Youngstown, has to be concerned 
with the upcoming campaign after his team 
fell apart last year, dropping five consecutive 
contests, Several standouts have graduated 
and the schedule includes six road games, 
giving Narduzzi more to worry about. 

The Penguins averaged over 24 points per 
game in 1983 and Narduzzi would love to 
score as many this time around. That may not 
happen as All-America tight end John Goode, 
the team's leading pass-catcher (46 recep- 
tions) and scorer (11 touchdowns), is gone. 
Senior Frank Pokorny, the second-leading 
receiver with 43 grabs, should take over the 
starting slot vacated by Goode. Junior Griffin 
Keys, who caught 19 aerials, joins sopho- 
mores Steve Strabala and Rich Shepas in the 
receiving corps. 
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There are five legitimate candidates for the 
signal-calling job, led by two experienced 
veterans, Mike Sloe and Ken Kuhn. The duo 
completed 79 of 155 attempts for over 1200 
yards. A pair of sophomores, Bob Courtney 
and Trenton Lykes, join Rich Bowen, who 
transferred from the University of Pittsburgh, 
as the competition is intense. The offensive 
line picture is clear as three starters are back, 
led by senior right tackle Jim Dyke, The other 
regulars are all sophomores. 

Senior Robert L. Thompson heads up the 
running contingent. The 5-9 Thompson 
gained 506 yards and scored four touch- 
downs to pace the Penguins. Fullback Mike 
Hardie, a 5-11 senior, reclaims the other 
backfield berth after finishing third in rushing 
(399 yards) and receiving (23 catches), 
Sophomore John Murphy and senior Brian 
Bomar are also available for running duty. 

The two top tacklers from the 1983 edition 
return to their linebacking posts. Serors Pat 
Toler and Mark Derthick combined to total 
271 stops and 17 tackles for losses, Another 
senior, Frank Goode, should crack the lineup 
somewhere after recording 76 tackles de- 
spite being shifted on several occasions. 
Vince Peterson, a 6-1 sophomore, recorded 
77 stops from his noseguard slot to key the 
line corps. Seniors Dwayne Rogers, Kevin 
Powell and Chris Ference are likely candi- 
dates to nail down the other regular line 
berths. 

The return of senior defensive back John 
Tomassilli bolsters the secondary. 1he 5-11, 
200-pound native of Steubenville, Ohio mis- 
sed most of last season with an injury. 
Seniors Craig Tasseff and Michael Spicer, 
along with junior Gary Barber, round out the 
defensive backfield unit. A replacement is 
needed for top kick-scorer Paul McFadden, 
who tallied 64 points in 1983 and concluded 
his career with just under 300 points. Nick 
Xides returns to handle the punting chores 
after averaging over 40 yards per boot. 

FOURTH DOWN FORECAST: The Pen- 
guins may be sneak away with a .500 mark 
with a little luck; They should better their 
2-5 Ohio Valley Conference record. Nar- 
duzzi Is a good coach and the running 
game can hold its own. Establishing a 
starting quarterback Is a major priority; if 
one of the candidates can take charge, 
then a winning mark can be expected. 
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ALBRIGHT COLLEGE (5-4) 
Reading, Pa. 


The Lions started strong, capturing five of their 
first seven en route to another winning campaign. 
Coach John Potsklan has enjoyed many fine years, 
compiling a 141-116-4 mark during his 29 seasons 
running the Albright squad. A number of key perfor- 
mers from last year's edition are gone and replace- 
ments are needed. Just how well the new starters 
do will dictate Albright's rate of success or failure. 


(0 Offensively, the absence of quarterback Jim Kirk- 
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patrick and reserve Bob Taggart will hurt though 
sophomore Stan Bergman |s available, The running 
game is bolstered by the return of top ground gainer 
Chris Arnout, who totaled 661 yards. Dennis 
Grosch, the second-leading rusher with 295 yards, 
is the top prospect at fullback. 

The loss of split end Mark Holway, the Lions’ 
leading pass-catcher with 29 worth 322 yards, will 
have an impact of the team's aerial attack. Mark 
Cheiken, Dennis Mulhearn and Jeff Price all have 
experience and should fill in. The second-leading 
receiver, Dave Curtis (13 passes, 201 yards) starts 
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at tight end. The line should be stronger with the 
added year's worth of experience. Tackle Jeff Gen- 
tile and guards Eric Toth and Joe Willer are notewor- 
thy returning regulars. 

Potsklan will have some problems finding a re- 
placement for All-ECAC star Art Vellutato. Line- 
backer Bob Smith, who is expected to return for his 
final year of eligibility, is a potential standout. Defen- 
sive ends Tim O'Shea and Paul Henningan occupy 
berths up front. Ken Bosch and Dan O'Shea are 
leading candidates In the secondary. 


BELOIT COLLEGE (2-7) 
Belolt, Wisc. 

The Buccaneers struggled through their second 
losing season in six years in 1983. Coach Ed De- 
George is looking for improvement with nine defen- 
sive starters returning as well as a number of offen- 
sive regulars who have gained a year's experience. 

Beloit's offense is paced by fullback John Davis, 
The 5-10 sophomore led the Bucs with 563 yards 
tushing, averaging over four yards per carry. His 
brother, Dave, a 5-8 senior, will compete for the 
other starting berth in the backfield. Others avail- 
able tor duty include sophomore Chris Horihan and 
junior Matt Finnegan. With the top two receivers 
returning, Beloit may have to utilize an aerial attack, 
Sophomore Don Galster and Mark Meissner tied 
with 23 receptions to lead the team. 

The major offensive problems are at quarterback 
and on the line. Veteran signal-caller Todd Wing- 
rove is gone after a mediocre senior performance. 
The likely replacement is junior Todd Mulligan, who 
had a better passing percentage but threw six in- 
terceptions without completing a touchdown loss. 
Replacements must be found tor linemen Mark 
Roszkowski, Tim Schulte, Pete Kubas and Bert 
Lindstrom. 

The key to the Bucs’ season will be the defensive 
unlt. Outside of blowout losses to North Central and 
Loras—both times 44 points were scored—the de- 
ferise played respectably. The line returns end Joe 
Paschke and tackle John Kaminski. Both the line- 
backing corps and the secondary should be better 
after the added year's worth of experience. Bob 
Smith, Ed Courtney, Jack Wiedeman and Sean 
Owen have the potential to form a superb lineback- 
ing contingent, Juniors Pete Gaido and Dave Blan- 
chette join sophomore Todd Biondo as probable 
Starters is the secondary. 

Only an 0-9 record in DeGeorge's first year 
(1977) stands out as a worse campaign. Beloit 
should bounce back and approach the .500 mark if 
the offense improves. 


BLOOMSBURG UNIVERSITY (5-5) 
Bloomsburg, Pa. 

The Huskies were a major surprise in the Penn- 
sylvania Athletic Conference last year, recording a 
5-5 mark which included a 4-2 finish in the league's 
Eastern Division, Now coach George Landis’ team 
is looking for more success. Bloomsburg is allemp- 
ting to reach a remarkable milestone, gunning for 
the first back-to-back non-losing seasons since 
1966-67. 

Last year's accomplishment is more impressive 
when considering that the Huskies were 1-7-1 in 
1982. This time around, a number of starters have 
graduated, forcing Landis to experiment at several 
positions. One spot where a decision will have tobe 
made |s at quarterback, Freshman Jay Dedea 
earned the nod last year, completed 18 of 28 
attempts for 199 yards in the opener, and then went 
down with an injury. His successor, junior Mike Glo- 
vas, completed 80 of 178 tosses for 890 yards and 
four touchdowns while leading the team to its five 
victories. 

One player already shifted is Brian Scriven, who 
has moved from linebacker to tailback. Sophomore 
Jeff Flickner, who rushed for 800 yards and scored 
six louchdowns, also returns as the ground game 
has capable ball-carriers. Fullback Calvin Robin- 
son, 2 transfer from Saginaw Valley, will also get a 
look. Senior center Mike Jupina, a Little All-America 
honorable mention selection, anchors the offensive 
line contingent. 

The receiving corps is competent. Sophomore 
Kevin Grande, who led the team with 20 receptions 
for 307 yards, is attempting to play tight end after 


starting primarily as a wide out. Senior Brian Bidels- 
pach is also making the transition, along with former 
offensive guard Kevin Trusty. Junior Joe Dowd is 
back at a wideout after sitting out last season with a 
knee injury. He was the team's leading receiver in 
1982 with 30 catches. 

There are a number o! position changes up front. 
Junior Mark Landis moves from noseguard to tackle 
while sophomores Wes Cook and Ken Killian are 
contending for the noseguard berth. Junior Jim 
Tyson also returns to line after recording 45 tackles 
and four quarterback sacks. All-America Frank 
Sheptock returns along with sophomores Jake Wil- 
liams and Butch Kahlau to form a tenacious line- 
backing corps. The trio totaled 220 stops while 
Sheptock had 140 to lead the Huskies. Top inter- 
ceptor Randy Bullock is back to key the secondary. 


BOWIE STATE (1-9) 
Bowle, Maryland 

A33-32 victory over Livingstone College was the 
one victory enjoyed by the Bulldogs in 1983. Coach 
Dr. John Organ is hoping for major improvement 
this season as Bowie State has a more experienced 
nucleus returning. 

Quarterback Arthur Lee handles the field general 
duties. The 5-9 senior completed 98 of 206 attempts 
for 1172 yards and a respectable TD-INT ratio of 
10-11. He came on strong at the end of last season. 
Joining ee in the backfield is standout sophomore 
Mike Gaskill. As a first-year performer, Gaskill set 
several school records, rushing for 632 yards and 
six scores on 163 carries. Gaskill also caught 16 
aerials for 164 yards, Sophomore offensive tackle 
Phil Schisler is a key on the line. 

Bowie State's defense was suspect last season, 
finishing 11th out of 12 CIAA schools in rushing 
defense while ending up dead last in the total de- 
fense category. Tackle Ted Green (60 stops) and 
end James Quarles are the best of the returning 
players up front. Wendell Moore, who recorded 71 
tackles in 1983, leads the linebacking contingent. 
The secondary has two solid starters back in strong 
safety Fran Stevens and cornerback Tracy John- 
son. Stevens, who also handled the punting for half 
of the campaign, was third in tackles with 90 stops 
while Johnson totaled 47, 


SUNY-BUFFALO (8-2) 
Butfalo, N.Y. 


The Bulls came within a win of being selected to 
the NCAA Division |! Championship field in'83, and 
coach Bill Dando has made that this year's primary 
goal. 

Dando, who has recorded a 31-31-1 in seven 
seasons, has a couple of immediate tasks. He must 
replace record-setting All-America quarterback 
Marty Barrett (6,945 career passing yards, 44 TDs) 
and All-America safety John Bernard, who led 
NCAA Division II! in pass interceptions last fall with 
12, trom the 1983 Bulls’ team that posted an 8-2 
record, best at Buffalo since 1959. 

Senior Ken Hyer takes over for Barrett at quarter- 
back. He completed 86 of 164 tries for 1,186 yards 
and eight touchdowns when Barrett was sidelined 
with an injury in 1982, so he has the experience 
needed to run Dando's wide-open offensive attack. 
The primary pass-catching threat is third team All- 
America wide receiver Chris D'Amico (5-11, 195), 
who caught 56 balls for 929 yards and 10 1’Ds, all 
Buffalo records, 

Tackle Dave Hess (6-5, 235) and sophomore 
tight end Rich Hadrych (6-2, 200), who caught 20 
passes for 290 yards in 1983, are the veterans on 
the Bulls offensive line. 

The defensive line is strong as several veterans 
are available. Ends Kim Frink (6-3, 225) and Dexter 
Greenlee (6-2, 215) join tackles Dave May (5-11, 
215), Mark Giacovelli (6-1, 220) and Dean Angelo 
(5-11, 225) on the solid unit. Senior linebacker Ger- 
ry Quinlivan (6-2, 225) is rated by Dando as the best 
defensive player he's coached since Buffalo's prog- 
ram was reinstated in 1977. 

Comerbacks Andy Hurley, Who intercepted nine 
passes after transferring from Syracuse last year, 
and Frank Licata, are experienced in the secon- 
dary. 


Buffalo's defense, which allowed an average of 
15 points per game a year ago, will be stronger and, 
if Dando can put together an adequate line fo pro- 
lect Hyer, the offense should again be potent, The 
Bulls have to get off to a quick start as the final three 
contests of the 1984 campaign are on the road. 


CAL. STATE-NORTHRIDGE (6-4) 
Northridge, Cal. 

With a total of 50 lettermen returning, the pros- 
pects are bright as the Matadors enter the 1984 
campaign. Coach Tom Keele enters his sixth sea- 
son with a record of 24-28-1 and with a little bit of 
luck, he could conclude the campaign with a career 
mark at .500. 

Senior quarterback Dave Johnson runs a potent 
offense which was limited to one touchdown or less 
just twice in 1983. The six-foot native of Sunnyvale, 
California took over as the starting signal-caller in 
the third game last season and directed Cal- 
Northridge to a 5-3 mark, passing for over 1300 
yards and eight touchdowns in the process. Rick 
Burton, considered to be one of the top recruits in 
the school's history, is Johnson's primary compeli- 
tor for playing time. 

The backfield is very sound as senior Eric Davis 
joins sophomore Mike Kane to form a solid rushing 
duo. Kane enjoyed the best freshman campaign in 
the school's history, gaining 851 yards on 184 car- 
ties while catching 20 aerials for 274 yards. Davis, 
who was Injured in the third game, rushed for 250 
yards in little more than two full games: Freshman 
Richard Brown from Loyola High School and JUCO 
transfer Gary Manual may also contribute im- 
mediately. The departure of three starters on the 
line, including All-America tackle Pat Hauser, 
leaves a major void. Tackle Ray Oregel and guard 
Tom Lopez are the lone returning regulars. 

Either Johnson or Burton will enjoy the opportun- 
ity to throw to an experienced receiving corps. 
Senior Rick Carbonneau caught 21 passes for 391 
yards last season after pulling down 52 in 1982. 
Also looking to bounce back is junior Ron Colarossi, 
who hauled in just four aerials, 27 below his produc- 
tion the previous year. Tight end Tom Hruska (21 
teceptions, 324 yards) became a starter during the 
third game of 1983 and he should remain a regular. 

Defensively, there are only two major changes 
from last year's starting lineup. Left tackle Tim Blair 
and strong safety Troy Broadiand will be missed, 
though quality replacements are available. Doug 
Minor is slated to start on the line while Pat Cerruti 
joins the defensive backfield. The remainder of the 
unit features full-time or part-time starters. The 
strength is at linebacker, where a trio of veterans 
were on the first team a year ago. Pete Teulonico 
handles the middle for the third consecutive year 
While Gino Scala and Rick Morrone operate out- 
side. 

Up front, Minor is joined by the team’s top defen- 
sive performer, tackle Joe Barbosa. The 6-4, 240- 
pound junior made the switch from linebacker to the 
line last year and led the team with seven sacks. 
Freshmen ends Tony Tejada and Wendell Hudson 
may see action early. Cornerback Jonathan Brad- 
shaw and free safety Ron Foster head up the 
secondary, 

Perhaps the area which least concerns Keele is 
the kicking game. All-America punter-placekicker 
Bryan Wagner is back after averaging over 43 yards 
per punt while connecting on 10 of 14 field goal 
attempts and 23 of 24 extar point tries. Colarossi 
was the leading return specialist last season, while 
Foster and Kane are also capable on runbacks. 

The Matadors have plenty of potential. though 
their are a couple of glaring weaknesses. If the 
offensive line comes together, the attack will be 
solid. There is also a question of depth of defense. 
Despite the question marks, Keele can expect a 
winning season. 


CLARION STATE (9-2) 
Clarion, Pa. 

Gene Sobolewski enjoyed his first season as 
head coach of Clarion State. The Golden Eagles 
won the Pennsylvania State Athletic Conference 
with a 27-14 triumph over East Stroudsburg and 
were ranked as high as third in the nation in Division 
il. 


Clarion State should continue its winning tradition 
in 1984, The Pennsylvania-based school currently 
ranks number one among the 125 Division #! institu- 
tions In consecutive winning seasons (20) and con- 
secutive non-losing seasons (23). Leading the way 
on offensive unit which averaged over 365 yards 
per game in 1983 is tailback Elton Brown. A 5-9, 
185-pound senior, Brown led the conference in 
rushing with 1,214 yards and 11 touchdowns. Join- 
ing him in the backfield is talented Geoff Alexander, 
who also eclipsed the career 1000-yard barrier. 

Junior Pat Carbol retums to handle the quarter- 
backing chores. The 6-2 signal-caller completed 53 
percent of his attempts (118 of 221) for 1,668 yards 
and 14 touchdowns. His favorite target is All- 
America wide receiver Terry McFetridge, a six-foot 
senior who hauled in 50 aerials for 945 yards and 11 
scores last season, McFetridge is within range of 
several schoo! marks, including most touchdowns 
scored and most receptions. 

The Golden Eagles also have a tenacious de- 
fense led by a pair of All-Americas on the line. 
Middle guard Kevin Ewing, a six-foot senior who 
has led the team in tackles over the past two sea- 
sons, recorded 139 total stop. End Jon Haslett, a 
6-2, 210-pounder, led the team with 17 sacks while 
totaling 99 tackles. The return of veterans Jeff Cha- 
lovich and Bob Jarosinski guarantees a solid line- 
backing corps though a replacement must be found 
for Mark Andrekovich. 

Perhaps the strongest area on defense is the 
secondary, which is back in its entirety. Safeties 
Sam Barbush and Jerry Haslett join cornerbacks 
Scott MacEwen and John Rice in the lineup. With 
most of his talent returning, Sobolewski shouldn't 
worry about extending the Division || streak of con- 
secutive winning campaigns. 


DELAWARE STATE (7-3-1) 
Dover, Del. 

Atter posting 2-9 and 4-7 records during coach 
Joe Purzycki's first two years at the helm, the Hor- 
nets exploded for their first winning season since 
1977 and the school's best mark since 1961. Dela- 
ware State used a tremendous ground attack to its 
successful season and more running can be ex- 
pected this season.

With the top 
two ground gainers back in the lineup, Purzycki’s 
team could challenge for national honors once 
again, Junior Gene Lake, an All-Mid Eastern Athle- 
tic Conference choice, set a schoo! single-season 
standard with 1,069 yards and 10 touchdowns. He 
is joined in the backfield by senior halfback Duane 
Henry, the second-leading rusher with 550 yards 
and five scores. Senior Eldridge Comer is also a 
proven talent after contributing 343 yards last sea- 
son while leading the Hornets In both punt and 
kickoff returns. 

Running the offense is junior signal-caller Pat 
Spencer, A second team All-MEAC selection, he 
threw for 1,148 yards and 13 touchdowns in 1983. 
The protection for Spencer and company should be 
first rate as leading the blocking wall is senior tackle 
Franz Kappel, a three-time All-MEAC performer 
and a Sheridan Black College All-American. Senior 
guards Fernando Veney and Fred Dorsey will also 
start up front while junior John Taylor heads up the 
capable receiving corps. 

Senior defensive tackle Joe Lane, another first- 
team All-MEAC standout, finished with 54 tackles 
last season, He is joined on the defensive front by 
senior end Derrick Thompson (63 stops, four quar- 
terback sacks) and sophomore tackle Oan Cande- 
loro: Junior Bertram Chew, who led the team with 75 
total stops, leads an experienced linebacking 
group. Also slated to see playing time at backer are 
junior Andre Williams and sophomore Dan Cop- 
pedge. Junior cornerback Billy Alston and sopho- 
more Mike Cherry (five interceptions) spearhead 
the secondary, 


DELTA STATE (5-5) 
Cleveland, Miss. 
Coach Rea Parker's Statesmen will once again 
rely on the arm of quarterback Scott Butler to carry 


the offensive load. The senior signal-caller, voted 
Gull South Conference Offensive Player of the 
Year, broke or tied 14 conference markslast year as 
he threw for 2,598 yards, averaging over 18 com- 
Pletions per contest, Butler finished with 2,733 
yards of total offense. 

Despite the loss of redshirt (reshman Cobby Ben- 
son to a dislocated knee during the first day of 
practice, the ground game appears to be sound. 
JUCO transfer Dewayne Herrington joins Alonzo 
Harris, Manuel Grays and Mark Scott as contenders 
at the running back position. The offensive line sut- 
tered several losses, including All-GSC tackle Mike 
Bradley and two-year starting center Tim LeBlanc, 
who transferred to Memphis State to complete his 
academic requirements. 

Delta State also suffered a major graduation set- 
back in the receiving corps as All-GSC wide receiv- 
er Aubrey Matthews is now a member of the USFL's 
Jacksonville Bulls. Matthews pulled down 53 pas- 
ses for a school-record 888 yards last season and 
also returned a kickoff 100 yards for a score, All- 
GSC splitend Kyle Finney, a 5-9 senior, will have an 
added burden on his shoulders. Juan Thompson is 
a leading prospect al tight end 

Defensively, linebacker Hugh Taylor and Marty 
Burks spearhead the unit. A major priority is finding 
a replacement for three-year starter Mike Parker in 
the defensive backfield.

Veteran Kevin Wardlaw is the leading prospectat Z 
quarterback. There are several viable challengers 
contending for the position, including Reginald 
Luuck and Myron Williams. Fayetteville State's top 
rusher and scorer in 1983, Ben Knox, joins the 
backfield brigade. Knox, a 5-10, 200-pounder, ran 
for 553 yards and five touchdowns. Veterans Gary 
Moore and Dwayne Parker join second semester 
freshman back James Bra: <h in the talented run- 
ning back group. 
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Four starters are back as the offensive line is 
competent. The loss o! All-CiAA tackle Tyrone Kelly 
will hurt, though veteran center Steven Armstrong, 
quards Chae Harris and Melvin McNeill and tackle 
Walter Wallace should compensate for his abs- 
ence. Sophomores Anthony Faulcon and Anthony

Only the 
1980 campaign produced losing results, as the Rat- 
tlers finished at 5-6. Last year, Hubbard's troops 
were on the verge of finishing below .500 before 
capturing five of the final six outings, including the 
last three in a row. 

With the momentum built up at the conclusion of 
last season, and with just five starters not returning, 
the prospects for success at the beginning of Hub- 
bard's second decade are bright. A talented tandem 
will handle the quarterbacking chores. Senior 
Michael Kelly (69 of 129, 988 yards) is the likely 
starter, compiling impressive numbers despite mis- 
sing three games with a bad ankle. Junior Anthony 
Thornton played well when Kelly was out, complet- 
ing 56 of 91 attempts tor 969 yards and seven 
touchdowns, including a school-record five scoring 
strikes against Albany State. 

There is also considerable depth rounding out the 
backtield. The tandem referred to as the Killer B's” 
returns. Sophomore Antonio Barber, a 5-8, 165- 
pound tailback, led the team in rushing with 603 
yards (5.5 yards per carry) while scoring eight 
touchdowns. Junior Charles Bevel gained 574 
yards and he will handle the fullback responsibili- 
ties, Redshirts Lester Axson and Curtis Burns join 
sophomore Reggie Jones in competition for playing 
time. Senior Herman Hargrett, an All-Mid Eastern 
Athletic Conference selection in 1983, anchors the 
line.

Benson was the third leading tackler 
with 112 stops in 1983. AIl-MEAC choice Willie 
Brown will start at one inside linebacker slot while 
seniors Rufus Lang, Horace Thompkins and Tyrone 
Kesler duel for the other position. 

Inthe secondary, sophomore Gene Atkins, acon- 
verted fullback, is ready to take over the strong 
safety spot vacated by departed Sam Bronson. The

The detense is the key and 6-2 junior noseguard 
\ke Readon Is the top performer on the squad. The 
first team All-CIAA choice recorded four quarter- 
back sacks while earning honorable mention Little 
All-America consideration. Junior linebacker Reg- 
gle Jackson, who should consider taking the nick- 
name "Mr, October", led the Pirates with 96 total 
tackles en route to a second straight All-CIAA selec- 
tion. Seniors Torin Smith and Terrell Brokenburr 
should also contribute from the line. 

The secondary appears to be strong as 6-4 senior 
Curtis Green, who registered 60 tackles while steal- 
ing three passes, heads up the contingent. Green 
has plenty of quality performers around him as 
junior Blake Anderson and sophomore Paul Alexan- 
der are also slated to start.

I! the Flying Dutchmen could learn to win on the 
road, coach Ray Smith would have a shot at an 
unbeaten record. Hope College has not lost at 
home in over two years, while a 2-3 road mark in 
1983 was not good enough Adrian College won the 
MIAA title. 

Leading the way is senior quarterback Greg 
Heeres, who has been ranked among the top 10 
Division tli passers over the last two seasons. 
Already the owner of every schoo! single-season 
throwing mark, Heeres is on the verge of rewritting 
the Hope career record book. This year, he will not 
have the same quality receiving corps as Dave Van 
Noord and Jerome Vite, a duo which accounted for 
more than halt of his completions, are gone. 

The ground game may be relied on more heavily 
as an all-senior backtlield includes tailback Tom Van 
Heest (584 yards, second best in the MIAA), full- 
back Mike Sturm and wingback Brian Oosterhouse. 
Senior guard Jim Behrenwald, a two-time, All-MIAA 
selection, anchors the blocking wall. 

Defensively, the line is the strongest area as 
three All-MIAA choices and one second-team all- 
league performer return.

The Dukes are trying to prove that 13 is nol an 
unlucky number. The 1984 campaign will be James 
Madison's 13th year of intercollegiate football, and 
Challace McMillin has been the coach since day 
one. After a disappointing record last season, which 
included seven straight defeats following a3-1 start, 
the Dukes should bounce back 

Injuries proved costly, especially on offense, 
though outlook is bright this time around as {he 
backfield is solid. Quarterback Jon Roddy, a six-foot 
junior, has the potential to stand out. He suffered an 
ankle injury which kept him on the sidelines for most 
of the year, In the three games he did play in, he 
completed 24 of 41 attempts (58.5 percent) for 333 
yards. Senior Brian Coe was granted an extra year 
of eligibility after leading the Dukes with 677 yards 
and five touchdowns. Sophomore Warren Marshall 
returns to the lineup in good health after breaking 
his collarbone on his first carry in 1983. A 6-2, 205- 
pounder, Marshall gained 691 yards the previous 
year, 

The departure of top threat Gary Clark (currently 
a member of the USFL’s Jacksonville Bulls) and 
Victor Job jeaves the receiving corps depleted. 
Junior Danny Robertson heads up the list of veter- 
ans returning after pulling down 16 aerials. Sopho- 
mores Leon Watts and Barry Kelley join junior 
Robert Green and Rick Rice, a converted corner- 
back, as contenders for the other pass-catching 
berths. Senior Greg Smith is the returning starter at 
center as the protection should be adequate, 

The linebacking corps should key the defensive 
unit.

Frank Amato, who played at the Cleveland-based 
school from 1969-72 seasons, takes over the reins 
as head coach, “Reaching this position is some- 
thing I've strived for for eleven years,” the new 
mentor stated. "This program has tremendous 
potential and it is my challenge to turn that potential 
into results." Amato was defensive back coach and 
defensive coordinator in 1982-83. His first task is to 
build a more potent offense as the Blue Streaks 
scored just 92 points in nine outings last season, 
and none in the first quarter of any of those games. 

Leading the attack is tailback Brad Cantwell. The 
school's fourth-leading all-time rusher, Cantwell led 
John Carroll in rushing with 802 yards and six touch- 
downs, as well as receiving with 24 receptions. He 
is not the only offensive weapon as quarterback 
Steve Sabath, a former transfer from Mount Union, 
Started six of the team’s last seven games in 1983, 
The receiving corps features Bob Gerbic, Kenny 
Brown and Steve Cummings. 

On the defensive side, Amato must tind a re- 
placement for All-America inside linebacker Nick 
D'Angelo. Veteran Dan Welly, second in tackles 
behind D'Angelo the last two seasons, will be in the 
spotlight. Defensive tackle Sal D'Angelo, the fourth- 


leading tackler in 1983, returns to spearhead the 
line.

The offense is the primary concern. Kean College 
scored no more than 24 points in any game last 
year, and in six of ten outings, the Squires failed to 
score more than two touchdowns, With the top four 
rushers and starting quarterback returning, the 
attack should be improved, Leading the backfield 
corps is Andy Ford, a six-foot senior who gained 
382 yards.

With a solid defensive 
nucleus and a productive running backfield leading 
the way, Girardi will enjoy another winning season. 


MICHIGAN TECH (3-7) 
Houghton, Mich. 

The Huskies have 19 starters returning and 
coach Ron Marciel is looking forward to better 
things in 1984. Two years of strong recruiting 
should finally pay off as Michigan Tech has experi- 
ence, talent and depth, After a 1-5 start last year, 
they came on and finished respectably. 

Perhaps the deepest and most talented area is at 
quarterback. Sophomores Dave Walter, Lloyd 
Seery and T. J. Chiesa all gained valuable playing 
time last season. The 6-3 Walter posted the most 
impressive statistics, completing 94 of 180 attempts 
for 1,194 yards and nine scores; he should get the 
starting nod. The three leading receivers return as 
Bill Hauswirth (37 receptions, 689 yards, eight 
touchdowns) and Jim Ward (34 catches, 401 yards) 
should haul In plenty of aerials. 

Team MVP John Magill, who rushed tor 419 
yards, caught 28 passes and averaged 20.7 yards 
per kickoff runback, leads a fine running contingent. 
Doug Woods, Danny Bianco, Bill Popp and Scott 
Boddy are also available at halfback, while a re- 
placement is needed for fullback Mat! Munn, Likely 
candidates for the vacancy are senior Gregg Noor- 
dhoff and junior Ira Harrison. All of last year's line- 
men are back, with three-year letterman Dave Luch 
anchoring the unit from his center position. 

Expect a seven-man front for the Huskies, anda 


number of positions changes were made in the 
spring to shore up the line. Sophomore Jon Harry 
occupies the middle guard slot, while Everett Hall 
and Terrence Robinson handle the tackle assign- 
ments. Sophomores Jim MacDonald and Tom Tis- 
ko should be better with a year’s experience af the 
ends. Senior Tim Davey, the team's top tackler with 
83 stops, will be counted upon {fo jead the inside 
linebackers. 

Four successful veterans will shore up the secon- 
dary, which had been a weak point in the past. 
Juniors Tracy Ahola and Gregg Heller join sopho- 
mores Tom Habighorst and Fred Boonsira in the 
defensive backfield alignment. Michigan Tech 
should have a winning season despite six of 10 
contests on the road. 


MIDDLEBURY COLLEGE (6-2) 
Middlebury, Vt. 

The Panthers concluded the 1983 campaign with 
three consecutive victories. Coach Mickey Heineck- 
en is hoping that the momentum built last year will 
carry over as Middlebury guns for another winning 
season. Despite the loss of 13 starters, the coach is 
optimistic. More than a bright attitude is needed for 
8 successtul season. 

A veteran backfield returns to support Heineck~ 
en's confidence. Leading rusher Jon Peterson 
gained 478 yards last season while pulling down 19 
aerials, second best on the squad. The versatile, 
six-foot junior also handles the punting and kicking 
chores. He Is joined by fullback Paul Morrison (316 
yards) and Larry Freni, who occupies the other half- 
back slot opposite Peterson. Freni missed most of 
last season with an injury. Senior fullback Jeff Tho- 
mas and junior halfback Chris Sullivan are also 
capable performers. 

The big questions on otfense are at quarterback 
and on the line. A pair of junior signal-callers, Andy 
Fellows and Tom Robertson, join sophomore John 
Castle in competition for the starting nod. Fellows 
saw limited action last season, completing six of 17 
tosses, while Robertson saw even less time and 
Castle started on the freshman team. All five regular 
blockers are gone, leaving two seniors, co-captain 
Dan Goldman at center and tackle Gus Gerulskis, to 
supply the leadership. The receiving corps Is also 
suspect with senior Ed Booth the only returnee with 
experience, 

Middlebury's defense has also suffered several 
key losses. The line was wiped out and nose tackle 
Jon Good, an All-America selection, is the most 
important player Heinecken must replace. Junior 
defensive ends Ed Homer and Kevin Conroy will be 
called Upon more often in 1984. Reserves Daryl 
Ashley, Greg Sipple and Dave Sternlieb should also 
contribute. 

A healthy Rob Brendahl keys the linebacking 
corps. Ani injury kept the 5-11 senior from reaching 
his true potential last season. Other candidates for 
starting positions are juniors Jon Cabral, Geoff Har- 
lan and Dave Guerra, along with sophomores Steve 
Kirkpatrick and Tom Cangiano. The absence of the 
school's all-time interception leader, Neal Ring: 
quist, as well as regular Chris Pierson, will also 
hamper the defensive unit. The duo totaled 11 In- 
terceptions in 1983. Left safety Erin Quinn (three 
interceptions), cornerback Andy Lawlor and senior 
safeties Rod Fox and Walker Mygatt will be tested, 

Heinecken has a number of holes to fill and the 
Panthers may struggle early. The ground game will 
have to carry the team. With Peterson, Morrison 
and Freni leading the way, Middlebury should reach 
the .500 mark, Don't expect much more than that 
with so many questionable areas. 


MILLERSVILLE UNIVERSITY (4-6) 
Millersville, Pa. 

Head coach Gene Carpenter's streak of 12 con- 
secutive winning seasons came to an abrupt hall in 
1983 as (he Marauders slipped to 4-6. Carpenter is 
relying heavily on 15 returning starters to get Mil- 
lersville back on the winning track. Eight performers 
return to the offensive lineup. 

Pacing the attack is 5-8 senior running back 
Ricke Stonewall, who led Division I! in rushing back 
in 1982 (1387 yards) and \s already the school’s 
all-time leading ground gainer. Stonewall. despite 
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being keyed on, finished last season with 890 yards, 
good enough to lead the Pennsylvania State Athle- 
tic Conference Eastern Division, Four-year starter 
Bob Coyne will be missed, though 5-11 junior Troy 
Smith is an able replacement, Incumbent Gregg 
Caplan (63 of 123, 914 yards) is the leading candi- 
date at quarterback. 

Sophomore Mark Lumpkin should see more play- 
ing time after recording impressive stats, averaging 
over 30 yards per reception on just 10 catches. 
Junior Eric Andrejev and senior Jody Miller join tight 
end Tim Kleinfelter in the starting lineup. Added 
experience will help the blocking unil, All- 
Conference guard Tony Elhajj has one year of eligi- 
bility and may be back. Three other seniors—tackle 
Carlton Bleiler, guard Jim Hiltner and center Bob 
Bordner—are also in the trenches. 

The secondary is the one weak point on defense. 
The front line, which finished 1983 with 28 quarter- 
back sacks, returns standout junior middle guard 
Chris Hangen (13 sacks, 79 total stops). Juniors Bill 
Colby and John Clemens man the tackle positions 
while senior Dan Horan and sophomore Bob Mark- 
with handle the end slots. Junior Jim Cassidy, the 
Marauders’ top tackler, joins senior Rod Pichon at 
starting linebacker, while senior Mike Gechter 
should see time in a reserve role. 

After ranking last in pass defense among the 
Pennsylvania State Athletic Conference East teams 
last season, there are serious questions surround- 
ing the Millersville backfield. Only junior cornerback 
Jeff Raber returns to the starting unit, A number of 
untested sophomores, including Dan Kessler, Dion 
Reed, Tony Yoas and Joe Yohe, will be thrown into 
the fire right away. The kicking duties are up lor 
grabs as Andy Brubaker has departed. Sophomore 
Brian Gladden should handle the punting while the 
leading candidate for the placement job is junior 
Dave Mink, who starred on the junior varsity In 
1983. 


MUSKINGUM COLLEGE (6-3) 
Muskingum, Ohio 

The Muskies finished second in the Ohio Athletic 
Conference's Red Division, and coach Jeff 
Heacock hopes his team can move up to the top 
Spot in 1984. Seven stariers return'to an offensive 
unit which averaged over 23 points and just under 
350 yards per game. 

Quarterback Jim Purdy, who set school single- 
season records for completions (69) and touch- 
down passes (11), returns to run the attack. He 
threw for 974 yards and was an efteclive field gener- 
al. The remainder of the backfield returns intacl as 
the top two rushers will carry the bulk of ground 
load, Fullback Tom Dickerson gained 637 yards 
while tailback Jim Greene netted 471 yards in 1983. 
Each scored four touchdowns. Ricardo Burks, the 
third-leading back with 368 yards, will see time in a 
reserve role behind Greene. 

Perhaps the top offensive weapon is returning 
split end Darrell Hazell, Easily Purdy's best receiv- 
ing threat, he established a number of school re- 
cords, including most receptions (44), receiving yar- 
dage (805) and touchdown catches (12). The Mus- 
kies also have excellent veteran performers in tight 
end Joe Hammond (18 receptions) and flanker Jim 
Morris (14 catches, 197 yards). The line is some- 
what suspect though center Ron Hudson and tackle 
Vince Hulbert return to first-team duty. 

Brothers play a key role on the defensive side. 
Keith and John Demers return to the tackle slots 
while end Dan Allison and his sibling, linebacker 
Jeff Allison, are also slated to start. Tim Swanger is 
the leading candidate for the middle guard berth 
While Chuck Brown, the team's interception leader 
with five, and Greg Tuel (three steals) anchor the 
defensive backfield. 

Muskingum plays a 10-game slate in 1984, with 
the final two games on the road, Heacock has a fine 
offense returning and another Winning season can 
be expected. The Muskies will also contend for the 
Ohio Athletic Conference crown. 


NICHOLLS STATE (5-6) 
Thibodaux, La. 
The Colonels openly admit that 1983 was a dis- 
appointing season. Alter finishing at 7-4 in 1982, 
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there were high hopes going into the campaign, 
dreams which dissolved quickly, That is why Sonny 
Jackson is accentuating the positive this time 
around, After winning three of their final four out- 
ings, there is good reason for optimism. A total of 54 
letterwinners return as Nicholls State should be 
more competitive. 

This should be the year that everything comes 
together as the Colonels are a senior-dominated 
unit. The offense features a pair of veteran signal- 
callers who threw for over 1,000 yards each, Doug 
Hudson and Keith Menard. A 6-3 sephomore, Hud- 
son is the favorite for the starting nod. An early knee 
injury hampered Menard last year. 

After ranking 12th nationally in pass offense, the 
potent aerial attack should be heard from often in 
1984, despite the loss of the top two receivers. 
Junior Brian Stropolo, a two-year starter who 
finished third in receiving in both 1982 and 1983, is 
the primary threat. Ellery Scott (13 receptions), 
Brent Verzwyelt, and Mark Carrier join redshirt 
freshmen Pat Constantine and Franck LaBiche as 
the receiving contingent features great depth. 
Senior Brent DeLee and junior Dewayne Harrison 
will battle for the tight end berth. 

Nicholls State will again use a one-back offense 
with senior Lionel Vital carrying the bulk of the run- 
ning workload. The speedy, 5-10, 190-pounder 
broke the school's single-season rushing record 
with 776 yards while ranking among the leaders in 
Division |-AA in all-purpose yardage, A couple of 
juniors, tailback Dwayne Brown (338 yards) and 
Butch Daigle ranked second-third respectively in 
tushing yards and both should contribute. With 
three starters gone, the offensive line needs recon- 
Struction. 

Perhaps the most improvement can be expected 
on defense. Nicholls State gave up 21 points or 
more in seven of its 11 contests. In games where 
the opponents scored under 21, the Colonels were 
4-0. Jackson will utilize a five-man front with two 
seniors keying the line. End Jerry Holard was fourth 
intackles with 59/2 while three-year starter Sheidon 
Andrus, 2 6-2 senior tackle, was fifth in total stops 
with 53%, Paul Lewis and Paul Melancon will tussle 
for the other starting end position. 

Scott Hildebrand, the team’s leading tackler the 
past two seasons, is the standout performer at line- 
backer, Johnny Meads, the second-leading tackler 
in 1983, is gone, and Stephon Thomas and Kurt 
Turner will vie for the opening. The secondary will 
include three Veteran starters returning, including 
senior Greg Greely. The 5-9, 174-pounder alter- 
nated between cornerback and free safety a year 
ago, He led the team with five interceptions and he 
also holds the school mark with 17 thefts in three 
seasons. He will probably play at safety while the 
cornerback slots will be manned by Anthony Tuggle 
and Joe Soignet. 

Junior David Fuhrer returns to handle the punting 
chores. His 40.2 yard average placed him among 
the leaders in Division I-AA. The placekicking situa- 
tion is another story despite the return of a pair of 
Veterans. Jackson was unhappy with Rhett Trachi- 
na (two of nine FG attempts) and John Sanders 
(zero of four FG tries), Freshmen John Laycock and 
Scott Le Blanc will compete for the booting job. 

Based on this year's schedule, the Colonels 
should produce better results, After last year's slate 
was rated second toughest in Division I-AA, the 
1984 list includes five home outings out of the first 
six games. Nicholls State must take advantage of 
their home contests right away. 


NORFOLK STATE (5-5) 
Norfolk, Va. 

Willard Bailey takes over the reigns at Norfolk 
State, hoping the Spartans can improve and eclipse 
the .500 barrier, Bailey has enjoyed success during 
his 14 years of collegiate coaching, compiling a 
106-32-4 record, including a 79-15-3 mark in 13 
years of CIAA play as mentor of rival Virginia Union, 
Only 12 lettermen have departed, leaving Norfolk 
State plenty of veteran performers. 

Sophomore Willie Gillus returns to run the 
offense from the quarterbacking position, Gillus 
struggled during his initial campaign, completing 83 
of 218 atiempts for 1206 yards, including a horrible 
TD-INT ratio of 8-19. He should do a better job with 


the year of experience under his belt, The loss ol 
tailback Orlando Goodhope, the team’s leading 
ground gainer (758 yards) and scorer (nine touch- 
downs) will hamper the running game. Fullback 
Anthony Johnson is back after gaining 334 yards as 
a junior in 1983. 

A replacement tor leading receiver Keith Ellis (20 
catches) Is also needed. Junior Leonard Hopkins 
(16 receptions) is expected to pick up the slack, 
Tackle Ernest Hines leads the offensive line contin- 
gent. The 6-7, 270-pound senior was selected to the 
pre-season All-CIAA team. 

Defensively, linebacker Leon Smith is the key. A 
6-2, 230-pound senior from Richmond, Smith re- 
corded 88 total tackles, second best on the Spar- 
tans. Junior Alfred Caldwell, the third-leading tack- 
ler with 65 stops, also returns to a linebacking slot. 
The secondary 's paced by six-foot senior Glenn 
Jones, a pre-season All-CIAA choice. Senior defen- 
sive back Bruce Manley stole five aerials last sea- 
son. The duo should pose problems to opposing 
quarterbacks. 


NORTH ALABAMA (11-1-1) 
Florence, Ala. 

The Lions were one of the better teams in Division 
lI during the 1983 season. North Alabama's dreams 
for a national championship were dashed by Cen- 
tral State of Ohio in the semifinals, 27-24. A more 
challenging schedule and the absence of several 
key players may make coach Wayne Grubb’s 
attempt to win the title more difficult. Five long road 
trips are on the slate and the final six games are 
against Gulf South Conference foes. 

Reserve signal-caller Bobby Duncan will nin the 
offense, replacing the departed Rusty Towery. In 
limited action, Duncan completed 34 of 51 tosses 
(67 percent) for 480 yards and impressive TD-INT 
ratio of 6-2. Seniors Stanley Gill and Thomas 
Calhoun key the ground attack, though the absence 
of Clarence Johnson will hurt. The nation's leading 
scorer with 17 touchdowns for 102 points, Johnson 
Was suspended Irom the team after missing several 
spring workouts. Despite being within 171 yards of 
the school's rushing record, his return to the team |s 
not likely. 

The offensive line appears to be vulnerable as a 
pair of All-Gulf South Conference performers are 
among the four standouts missing. Tackle Dexter 
Rutherford and guard Mike Rollins earned postsea- 
son honors, while center Jeff Claunch and guard 
Randy Bigoney will also be missed. Junior Kevin 
Nauman is slated to start al center while senior 
Scott Shirley has been moved trom tackle to quard. 
Senior Mike Fredericks occupies the other guard 
slot while the starting tackle positions belong to 
junior Jack Gipson and sophomore Tony Shirley. 
Replacements are also needed in the receiving unit 
as top targets Chuck McCurley and Mike Gilley 
have graduated. 

North Alabama will again feature a big detensive 
front. Senior Dean Sanders and junior Mike Marks 
are the favorites for starting berths al tackie while 
the end slots will probably go to senior Alan Under- 
wood and junior Billy Witt. Four players—seniors 
Clifford Mason, John Harris and Charlie Glass, 
along with junior Dexter Hunt—will rotate at the 
three linebacking position. 

After setting a school record with 28 intercep- 
tions, the Lions will rely on a seasoned secondary to 
handle opposing passing attacks. Three of four reg- 
ulars are back, including senior cornerbacks Daryl 
Smith and Reger Curry, the team's Most Improved 
Player a year ago. Junior Bruce Jones and sopho- 
more Chris Evans man the safety positions. 

Grubb will have a tough time repeating the suc- 
cess of 1983 ithout Towery or Johnson. North Ala- 
bama should still walk away with the Gulf South 
Conference crown with the players that are return- 
ing, 


NORTH CAROLINA CENTRAL (8-1-1) 
Durham, N.C. 

With the majority of letterwinners and starters 
returning, the Eagles should have @ contender for 
the Central intercollegiate Athletic Association title 
Last year, coach Henry Lattimore’s squad came up 


just short in the Southern Division, linishing second 
(behind Winston-Salem) with a 6-1 league record. 

The Eagles’ will rely on three all-league perfor- 
mers on offense. Quarterback Gerald Fraylon, the 
school's all-tiime total offense leader, will run the 
multiple atlack. A 6-2 senior, he threw for 1576 
yards and a league-high 14 touchdowns last sea- 
son. His primary target is speedster Robert Clark. 
Only a sophomore, Clark led the CIAA with 41 re- 
ceptions for 858 yards and six touchdowns. He was 
the only freshman on the All-league team, 

Running back Clifton Kersey, the third first-team 
All-CIAA standout, rushed for 801 yards while lead- 
ing the team in scoring with 46 points. Still, North 
Carolina Central needs to pass the ball after leading 
the conference with an average of 166.6 aerial 
yards per game, The rushing attack only averaged 
161.5 yards per contest. 

Lattimore's defense performed adequately last 
year, ranking second in scoring defense, third in 
rushing defense and fourth in overall defense 
among CIAA teams. The unit recorded three shut- 
outs and never yielded more than 21 points. Senior 
James Perry, a second-team All-League choice is 
the top returning linemen while senior Gregory Tate 
leads the linebacking contingent, Junior Melvin 
Wallace, who tied for the league lead in intercep- 
oN with seven, is back to spearhead the secon- 

ary. 

The Eagles have one major goal in 1984. They 
want to soar above the rest of the CIAA and with the 
Offensive talent returning, North Carolina Central 
may reach its intended peak. 


NORTHEAST MISSOURI STATE (4-7) 
Kirksville, Mo. 

The Bulldogs hope to bile back this year as coach 
Jack Ball enters his second season at the helm. His 
inital endeavor as a collegiate head mentor was 
hardly a ball as Northeast Missouri State struggled 
to a 1-4 start before finishing respectably with three 
wins in their final six outings. After qualifying for the 
NCAA Division || playoffs in 1982, last season was 
disappointing. 

Right of the bat, Ball has to find a new starting 
signal-caller as three-time All-America Tom Hayes, 
who holds or shares 15 school and 11 Missouri 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association marks, is gone. 
There are three noteworthy candidates battling for 
the coveted opening. Sophomore Marvin Ates was 
a backup to Hayes in 1982 before sitting out last 
season. Sophomore Matt Heidmann and freshman 
Pat Fine are also contenders for the job. Heidmann 
completed 11 of 22 tosses in limited action. 

Despite the absence of top rusher Art Addison, 
the backfield appears sound. The next three ground 
gainers are back; Andre Gillespie (335 yards), Jeff 
Spencer (261 yards) and Gary Strauss. The receiv- 
ing corps is depleted as Rich Otte (62 catches, 850 
yards) and the next three leading pass catchers 
have graduated. Sophomore Russell Evans is the 
leading returning letterwinner with 11 grabs. 
Seniors Scott Cummings and Dan Schulze head up 
the blocking wall, 

Defensively, a veteran front line will have to take 
charge. Tackles Scott Luecker and Dave Waddell 
join end Tim Bauer in the starting lineup. Senior 
linebacker Tim Stull, senior cornerback Don Morris 
and junior safety Glen King are the other experi- 
enced letterwinners slated to occupy starting 
berths. 


NORTHEASTERN UNIVERSITY (6-4-1) 
Boston, Mass. 

Coach Paul Pawlak’s squad went on a rollercoas- 
ter ride last season, Inconsistent Northeastern lost 
its first game, won its next three outings and then 
dropped two of three, The Huskies closed with two 
wins and a tie, finishing above the 500 mark. With 
34 letterwinners returning, including 17 from the 
offense and 17 on defense, Northeastern could im- 
prove on last year's record, 

Pawlak has a tough task determining his starting 
quarterback, Candidates Mike Sweeney and Arnold 
Swepson could battle until opening day before a 
decision is reached. Northeastern has depth at all of 
the backfield slots. Mark Curtin, a 6-1, 227-pounder 


who was second In rushing with 508 yards and first 
in scoring (eight touchdowns), joins 5-11 Dennis 
O'Leary at fullback in the "I" formation. A pair of 
juniors—top ground gainer Gary Benoit (544 yards) 
and Keith Wright—are available for duty al half- 
back. 

The blocking contingent is more than adequate. 
Senior center Scott McDonald has been a starter 
since his first game as a freshman. Senior Eric 
Stokes and junior Todd Sandham occupy the tackle 
slots while the quard positions belong to Gerry 
Healey and Carl Jenkins. Bob Buonopane, the 
second leading pass-catcher with 32 receptions 
worth 522 yards, heads up the receiving corps. 

Northeastern has an experienced and talented 
defensive line. Tackles Joe Ricciardi and Rich Zieja 
and ends Ed Nardini and Ed Correa join nosequard 
Ray "Refrigerator" Querey ‘sp front. Returning let- 
termen Shawn O'Malley and John Butcofski, both 
juniors, handle the linebacking assignments. The 
area of defensive concern is the secondary. Tri- 
captain Peter Brown, a fine strong safety, is the key 
member of the backfield. 


NORTHWESTERN STATE (4-7) 
Natchitoches, La. 

Sam Goodwin did not get off to a good start during 
his first season at the helm. The Demons won just 
once in their first eight games. Then Northwestern 
State turned jt around, capturing three straight to 
close the campaign with a 4-7 mark, the opposite of 
the previous year’s record, 

Winning the final three in a row gives Goodwin 
confidence going into this season. A total of 38 
monogram winners return, and with most of his 
offense back, there is good reason for optimism in 
Natchitoches. Last year's starting signal-caller, 
Wayne Van, is expected to reclaim his job. Com- 
petition will come from Claude Brown and freshman 
longshot Keith Thorne. Elliott Dawson, the leading 
rusher in 1983, joins Frank Graham, Chris Chenier 
and Anthony Gibson as the Demons possess an 
impressive running contingent. 

With the exception of the tight end, the offensive 
line returns intact, Rickey Ainsworth, a standout at 
center, has been granted an extra year of eligibility, 
strengthening the blocking unit. Demetrius Williams 
is a prime candidate for the tight end berth while the 
remainder of the formidable receiving corps in- 
cludes Odessa Turner, Daniel Blackwell and Roy 
Fontenot, Turner is the big addition to the offense 
after sitting out last year due to academic deficien- 
cies. 

The defensive outlook is not as positive. The De- 
mons lost several standout performers. Ends Scott 
Smith and Edward Oregeron willbe missed up front, 
though Goodwin is hoping that Clarence Mitchell 
and Arthur "Tank" Berry will pick up the slack, Start- 
ing linebackers Gary Reasons and Tim Ledet, as 
well as reserve Gary Morgan have also departed, 
leaving Freddie Smith and Earnest Critteden with 
added responsibility. 

After dropping several close games early last 
season, the Demons put things together. Goodwin 
is hoping that his squad can play better early on, 
improving on the 4-7 racord of a year ago. If the 
offense plays up to its potential, the Demons could 
finish with a winning record. 


ST. PAUL'S COLLEGE (7-3) 
Lawrenceville, Va. 

Head coach Dan Antolik did a remarkable 
coaching job as St, Paul's College turned it around 
in 1983, After posting records of 0-10 and 2-8 the 
previous two seasons, the Tigers went on a tear, 
compiling a school-record 7-3 mark. Now that they 
have tasted success, they want to keep on winning. 

The Tigers have a nice blend of veterans and 
youngsters and Antolik is hoping the seasoned 
players can show leadership. The offense relies on 
a number of junior prospects. Quarterback Mike 
Mayfield cracked the starting lineup as a freshman 
and led the CIAA with 56 completions our of 112 
attempts for 792 yards and seven touchdowns. Tail- 
back Anthony Mills, who ranked nationally among 
Division {1 players in rushing and scoring, gained 
835 yards while scoring 12 touchdowns. 

Maytield has several top targets available to 


throw to, Flanker Tony Holloman, the team's lead- 
ing pass-catcher with 14 receptions for 236 yards, 
leads the unit. The offensive line features center 
Juan Newby, a 6-1, 230-pounder, and 6-3, 220- 
pound tackle Gary Jennings. 

Senior Tyrone Tobias, a 6-1, 185-pound senior 
heads up the defensive line brigade, He recorded 
64 tackles while earning recognition as a member of 
the Virginia Sports Information Directors squad. 
Perhaps the strongest area on either side of the line 
is the secondary. Three top-flight backs will limit 
opposing aerial attacks. Senior safety Maurice D, 
Carter totaled 58 tackles and picked olf seven pas- 
ses two seasons ago. Another senior, 6-3 John 
Jones, was the Tigers’ leading defender with 75 
stops and five interceptions. Junior Larry Winters, 
who transferred from the University of North Caroli- 
na, had 66 tackles and led St. Paul’s with a 21.7 
yard average per kickoff return. 


SOUTH CAROLINA STATE (7-3) 
Orangeburg, S.C, 

For most schools, a seven-win season wouldn't 
be considered sub-par. That is not the case when 
discussing South Carolina State. The Bulldogs won 
seventy percent of their games, and that wasn't a 
great accomplishment because it was the first time 
ina decade they didn't win eight games ina season. 

Coach Bill Davis has an impressive 44-13 record 
during his first five years at South Carolina State. He 
should easily get his 50th win during the 1984 cam- 
paign. This year, it won't be easy to get more than 
that. The Bulldogs are missing 16 lettermen, includ- 
ing 10 starters. The defense was plagued by the 
departures of All-America and pro prospect Barney 
Bussey, as well as four other All-MEAC selections, 

The offensive outlook is more positive as 6-1% 
sophomore quarterback Charles Glaze, who mis- 
sed the final four games in 1983, is back In the 
lineup. The remainder of the backfield is strong as 
the top two rushers return. Senior Frankie Darby ran 
for 542 yards while scoring five times, Junior Steve 
Cobb gained 461 yards and led the Bulldogs with 
nine touchdowns. The line also receives high marks 
as All-MEAC guard Johnoson Crutchfield joins 
Lance Bonner and Harley Griffin in the lineup, Bon- 
ner missed the final four contests last season due to 
an injury. 


Chuck Bauer's 
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The trio combined for 169 total points last year. 
Replacing All-MEAC linebackers Alan Neal and 
Lonnie Roberts, the second and third-leading tack- 
lers respectively, is an unenviable chore. 

Perhaps the greatest void is in the secondary 
Bussey was one of the school's all-time best perfor- 
mers. He led the Bulldogs in defensive points with 
135, interceptions (four) and passes broken up (11) 
in 1983, Cornerback Myles Darling returns to spear- 
head the unit, with Wallie Tarte also available for 
Starting duty, 


SPRINGFIELD COLLEGE (3-7) 
Springfield, Mass. 

For the first time since 1976, a new man will be 
Calling the shots from the Springfield sidelines. Mike 
DeLong, an assistant at the school for three years, 
takes over the reigns from Howard Vandersea. The 
31-year-old DeLong has a tough challenge ahead 
as the Chiefs are looking to reach or eclipse the 500 
mark, 

A total of 15 starters are back, though 21 senior 
performers have departed. The entire backfield and 
offensive line return to key the attack, Junior quar- 
terback Brian Timbrouck should be better with a 
year's worth of experience. Timbrouck completed 
45 of 99 attempts for 615 yards, though his TD-INT 
ratio of 2-7 was a bit disappointing. Fullback Bill 
Pacitto and tailback Jeff Hyde finished 1-2 respec- 
tively in rushing, totaling over 500 yards. Tallback 
Stacey Eason and fullback Don Boland are sea- 
soned reserves. 

All-New England center Bob Squires anchors the 
offensive line. Tackles Matt Crean and Jeff Talarico 
join guards Rich Fucillo and Tony Vasalli as the 
other starters. Senior flanker David Woods, the 
second-leading pass-catcher with 20 for 394 yards, 
heads up the receiving corps. A replacement is 
needed for tight end Ed Meacham, who earned 
Kodak Little All-America honors, hauling in 46 ae- 
rials. Chris Baumann, a 6-3, 220-pound senior, is 
the leading candidate to take over Meacham’s 
opening. 

First-team All-America selection Wally Case 
spearheads the defensive contingent. Case 
finished the 1983 campaign with 75 total tackles, 
second best on the Springfield squad. He also led 
the team in tackles for losses and quarterback 
sacks. Junior Sean Flanders returns at one end slot 
with senior Gary Clarke working the other side. 
Senior noseguards John Gallo and Mark Robichaud 
will contend for a starting assignment while junior 
Shane Bacigalupo handles a tackle job. Senior 
Strong safety Phil Laughlin keys a secondary which 
ranked eighth in the nation in pass defense last 
season. 


TOWSON STATE (10-2) 
Towson, Maryland 

The Tigers have a major goal going into the 1984 
campaign—to qualify for the NCAA Division |! play- 
offs for the second consecutive year. Towson State 
won seven straight games prior to a 24-17 quarter- 
final loss at North Dakota State. They finished the 
regular season as the fourth-ranked team in the 
division and were awarded the Lambert plaque as 
the East's best Division || squad. 

Coach Phil Albertis going to have to devise a plan 
to revamp the passing attack as signal-caller Bret 
Rogers, split end Mike Lewns, the team's top re- 
ceiver, and four-year starting tight end Hernando 
Mejia are all gone. Letterwinner Jay McMichael, 
who completed 11 of 20 tosses in five games, joins 
a pair of redshirts, junior Kurt Beathard and sopho- 
more Theron Richards as contenders for the quar- 
lterbacking vacancy. Junior flanker Sean Murphy, 
who pulled down 39 spirals for 592 yards and five 
touchdowns, will have added responsibility as the 
leader of the receiving corps. 

The remainder of the backfield is secure as senior 
Brian O'Neal, the starting tailback a year ago, has 
been shifted to fullback, He was the second leading 
ground gainer with 326 yards; the 6-1, 206-pounder 
also caught 35 aerials for 380 yards, Senior James 
McEachin gets the nod at tailback after gaining 303 
yards (3.8 yards per carry) in limited action. Up 
front, all five regulars are back in the trenches. 
Senior guard Terrence Brooks is the best of the lot. 
Other slated to start include guard Mike McCabe, 
center Stan Eisenhooth and tackles Barry Cohen 
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and Bill Ward. 

Towson State returns six first-team performers to 
a unil which led the nation in scoring defense with 
5.8 points per contest and in pass defense (98.5 
yards per game). Linebacker Allen Argent, a co- 
captain, was the team’s fifth-leading tackler with 54 
hits. He is flanked by Jeff Kihn. A pair of seniors— 
tackle Sheldon Nelson and middle guard Wayne 
Wisniewski—key the line. The secondary is very 
sound as safety Mark Kaufman is joined by corner- 
backs Jason Grooms and Greg Rogers. 

The Tigers posted very impressive numbers last 
season, winning all seven outings against Division II 
foes, outscoring them 251-19. Albert's squad won't 
be able to duplicate last year's marks because the 
passing attack is lacking, Still, expect a winning 
fecord and possibly another playoff bid for Towson 
State. 


VALPARAISO UNIVERSITY (4-6) 
Valparaiso, indiana 

The Crusaders just missed a .500 record last 
Season, losing the season finale to Franklin Col- 
lege, 24-21. Head coach Bill Koch is optimistic that 
his team can exceed last year's results and con- 
clude with a winning mark in 1984. Many of the 
players who helped tie or break 25 different schoo! 
Standards are back, 

Pacing the attack is quarterback Scott Lange, 
who completed 212 of 408 passes for 2422 yards 
and 20 touchdowns last year, all Valparaiso re- 
cords. The six-foot junior ranked 13th nationally in 
total offense. His leading target is senior wide re- 
ceiver Dan Bogar. An honorable mention All- 
America selection, Bogar finished second in the 
nation in pass receptions with 68 for 985 yards and 
nine touchdowns. Junior flanker Mike Healey, who 
pulled in. 54 aerials for 779 yards and eight touch- 
downs, is the other viable threat for Lange. 

Bob Foley, the top ground gainer with 230 yards 
and Billy Davis, the second-leading rusher a year 
ago with 222 yards, head up the running corps, The 
offensive line is strong as regulars Tony Palombi, 
Rich Pierce and Steve Spinelli return to the tren- 
ches. Mike Gervais, Ray Reuss, Bruce Popp and 
Jamie Keuper, top reserves ol a year ago, contend 
for the other starting berths. 

Valparaiso features an experienced linebacking 
corps and an outstanding trio of linemen. Senior 
backers Tony Bauer and Tom Katula contributed a 
total of 138 stops last season, Scott Plankenhorn, 
Ken Kocar and John Schelling anchor the front line; 
the threesome totaled 117 tackles and eight sacks 
in 1983. The secondary will be built around return- 
ing cornerbacks Bill Swanson (60 tackles) and 
Andre Gammage (29 stops). 

The offense has enough firepower to carry the 
Crusaders to a winning record. If the defense can 
perform capably, Valparaiso will be hard to beat. 


VIRGINIA STATE (4-6) 
Petersburg, Va. 

The Trojans are looking for their first winning year 
since 1979, After a bad start, Virginia State won four 
of its final five outings to finish with a respectable 
mark just below .500. Coach George Moody's fifth 
season in charge could be his best to date, 

Virginia State has 18 starters returning, boosting 
the team's morale. A war is shaping up at quarter- 
back with junior Marshall Trotter getting the nod by a 
hair over senior Allen Butler, Trotter got his oppor- 
tunity after Butler went down with a shoulder injury 
prior to the team's ninth game. Butler posted better 
Slalistics, completing 56 of 141 tosses for 754 
yards, though Trotter led the Trojans to wins in their 
last Iwo outings. The top pass-catching threat is 
Rolando Graham. The 6-4 junior led the team with 
18 receptions for 247 yards in 1983. 

Sophomore Von Allen is a back with game- 
breaking potential, The 5-10 running sensation 
gained 537 yards rushing while totaling 153 yards 
on 11 receptions for an average just below 19. yards 
per grab. Senior Shanon Place is the likely candi- 
date for the starting fullback berth, replacing de- 
parted three-year starter Perry Riley, Pre-season 
All-CIAA quard Michael Irby and three-year starter 
Melvin Walker head up the blocking wall. 

All-CIAA end James Ward is the leader of the 
defensive contingent. A 6-5, 240-pound junior, 


Ward led the Trojans with 12 quarterback sacks. 
Junior Rudy Goodwine is the starter at one tackle 
position after recording 60 stops, fourth best on the 
squad. McKenzie Harris is the replacement for last 
year’s team defensive MVP Johnny Ridley, who 
graduated. 

Returning starters John Green and Emile Moore 
reclaim berths .at inside linebacker. Senior Paul 
Thomas and sophomore Peter St. Louis will con- 
tend for the other linebacking position. All-CIAA de- 
fensive back Mark Robinson heads up the secon- 
dary trom his tree safety slat. Dexter Stephanson 
occupies the starting strong safety position while 
seniors Sherman Harris and Warren Lawerence 
handle the cornerback assignments. 


VIRGINIA UNION (10-2) 
Richmond, Va. 

The Panthers have a new head coach as Joe 
Taylor takes charge, replacing Willard Bailey, who 
went to lead his alma mater, CIAA rival Norfolk 
State. After reaching the NCAA Division |! playoffs, 
recording an impressive 6-1 CIAA mark in 1983, it 
Will be difficult for Taylor to enjoy better success, 

Still, there are 56 returning players, including 
sight starters on both the offensive and defensive 
side. Sophomore Adrian Wright and senior Gary 
Mayo are top-flight runners out of the backlield. 
Wright rushed for 615 yards (4.8 yards per carry) 
while Mayo gained 600 (5.5 yards per attempt). 
Virginia Union outgained opponents 2389-677 last 
season. Six-foot junior Dwight Singleton rounds out 
the backfield at quarterback, with junior Sandy 
McDonald and freshmen Joseph Dubose and Wil- 
liam Smith available in reserve. Pre-season All- 
CIAA guard, a 6-3 senior, anchors the line. 

The Panthers limited the opposition to under 
1850 yards of total offense while leading the CIAA in 
passing defense, rushing defense and total de- 
fense. Linebacker Samue! Grooms, a pre-season 
All-CIAA selection, returns to spearhead the corps, 
Grooms, 8 6-2, 235-pound senior with plenty of 
mobility and experience, picked off five aerials last 
season. The secondary is led by another All-CIAA 
choice, detensive back John Warren, The six-foot, 
185-pound Warren recorded a team-high six pass 
interceptions for 130 yards in 1983. 

Virginia Union, despite the coaching change, 
appears to be the team to beat in the CIAA's North- 
ern Division. Repeating last season's success will 
not be easy, though it is a possibility. 


WINSTON-SALEM STATE (8-2-1) 
Winston-Salem, N. C. 

The Rams are legitimate contenders to repeat in 
the Central Intercollegiate Athletic Association's 
Southem Division. Coach Bill Hayes has not re- 
ceived the recognition the school's basketball 
coach (and athletic director) Clarence "Big House” 
Gaines has received, though his record has been 
impressive, a 59-29-2 mark in sight years at the 
school. 

A total of 17 regulars return, with the strongest 
areas including the running corps, the offensive line 
and the receiving contingent. Last year’s top three 
ground gainers are back as Winston-Salem has a 
potent attack. Leonardo Horn (615 yards, 11 touch- 
downs) leads the group, with Thomas Turner (515 
yards) and James Johnson (391 yards) also contri- 
buting. 

Led by All-America center Danny Moore, the 
offensive line is solid The 6-3, 270-pound Moore Is 
joined up front by veterans Tommy Crews, Wayne 
Artis, April Pou and James Dula. The two leading 
receivers from a year ago should post big numbers 
again this time around, James Watson totaled 17 
catches worth 438 yards (25.7 yards per reception) 
and six touchdowns, Bobby Clark (12 receptions) is 
the other capable aerial threat, 

Pre-season All-ClAA lineman Daniel Bryson, a 
6-3 senior, leads the defensive charges. Michael 
Warren, the team's top returning tackler with 92 
stops, joins Tim Platt, Keith Holland, Derrick Bease- 
ly and Orlando Battle as standouts on the defensive 
side. 

Winston-Salem and rival North Carolina Central 
should have a war in the CIAA’s Southern Division. 
It could go either way, though the Rams definitely 
have the potential to recapture the crown. 


17 Defenders Tabbed in First Round 


NFL Takes a Defensive Stance 


NFL general managers and directors 
of player personnel went on the defen- 
sive in the recent draft. They pleaded 
their cases and came away with 17 de- 
fensive performers in the first 28 players 
chosen. 

For the first time in a decade no quar- 
terback was chosen on the first round 

‘while only one running back—Notre 
Dame’s Greg Bell who was selected by 
Buffalo—was picked in the opening 
round, 

This year’s lottery was in direct con- 
trast to most drafts where the premium is 
usually placed on quarterbacks and run- 
ning backs. But the USFL had done 
enormous damage in these areas so the 
NFL clubs looked elsewhere to spend 
their first-round picks. 

The first player chosen was Nebraska 
wingback Irving Fryar by New England. 
The lightning-quick Fryar is a breakway 
wide receiver in the James Lofton or 
Wes Chandler mold. 

Next came Fryar's teammate Dean 
Steinkuhler, who was selected by Hous- 
ton. He was coveted by the Gaints, who 
picked third. Houston had first decided 
upon Florida linebacker Wilber Mar- 
shall, but the Oilers couldn't come to 
terms with the All-America. 

The Giants, desperately in need of 
help along the offensive front, couldn't 
spend the third pick on anybody but 
Steinkuhler and instead picked Michi- 
gan Statee linebacker Carl Banks. The 
6-6 defender, who is nicknamed ‘Killer’, 
should team well with the brilliant Lawr- 
ence Taylor. 

The Eagles followed with Penn State 
wide receiver Kenny Jackson while Kan- 
sas City tabbed Pittsburgh defensive 
tackle Bill Maas and San Diego followed 
with outstanding San Diego cornerback 
Mossy Cade. 

When Buffalo named Bell with the 
26th pick it marked the first time since 
the combined draft began in 1967 that 
only one running back was selected on 
the first round. The only other year since 
the start of the combined draft that a 
quarterback wasn’t chosen on the first 
round was 1974. Last year six went in 
the first 28 picks. 

Maryland's Boomer Esiason, consi- 
dered by many to be a No.1 pick, was 
selected by Cincinnati on the second 
stanza. Jeff Hostetler of West Virginia 
went on the third round while Duke's 
record-breaking Ben Bennett wasn't 
picked until the sixth round. It wasn't 
good enough for Bennett. He quickly 
signed with Jacksonville of the USFL. 

There were a total of 178 offensive 


Nebraska’s Irving Fryar was the first player selected in the 1984 draft 


players picked in the 12 rounds while 
147 defensive players and 11 special- 
ists were also tabbed. The most popular 
position for players was linebacker (58) 
followed by running backs and defen- 
sive backs (both 48) and wide receivers 
(40). The combined number of offensive 
linemen picked was 54 (27 tackles, 17 
guards and 10 centers) while 43 defen- 
sive linemen were tabbed (20 ends and 
23 tackles). 

Texas led the way with a whopping 17 
players selected while Illinois had nine 
and East Carolina, surprisingly, sent 
eight players to the NFL. Seven players 
from last year’s defending champion 
Miami Hurricanes were drafted while 
Notre Dame had five selected. 

After the selections of Fryar and 
Steinkuhler, 14 of the next 15 picks were 
spent on defensive players. The lone 
exception was Jackson. 

There were some first-round sur- 
prises, possibly more than in a deeper 
and more conventional draft. In that 
group are linebacker Jackie Shipp 
selected by Miami, wide receiver Clyde 
Duncan of Tennessee who went to St. 
Louis, defensive back Terry Taylor from 
Southern Illinois (Seattle), linebacker 
Todd Shell from BYU (San Francisco), 
linebacker Billy Cannon, Jr. from Texas 
A&M (Dallas) and Bell. 

Cannon was a particularly interesting 
story for he was the first player chosen 
by the Cowboys from Texas A&M. It is 


interesting to note that new Dallas own- 
er Bum Bright is a big Aggie booster., 
Cannon's selection also marked just the 
third time in draft history that both a 
father and son had been drafted on the 
first round. 

Billy Cannon Sr., the former Heisman 
winner out of LSU who is now serving 
time, was a'no.1 pick. So were Dub and 
Bert Jones and Ed and Brad Budde. 
Keith Browner became the fourth 
brother in his family to be drafted in the 
NFL when he was selected by Tampa 
Bay on the second round. 

While the NFL braintrust made little of 
the spending presence of the USFL, it 
was quite apparent that the fledgling 
loop has taken away many of the top 
college seniors, especially BYU quarter- 
back Steve Young and Nebraska's 
Heisman winner Mike Rozier. 

But the USFL had also hurt the NFL in 
another way. It extracted a good deal of 
drama amd excitement from the NFL 
lottery. In the past the NFL draft had 
been one of the rites of spring. it was a 
legitimate media event. 

It was far less than that this season. It 
was boring. The NFL may have done 
well enough in the talent department. It 
may have stocked its personnel 
shelves, at least adequately, for another 
season. But the USFL had taken its toll. 

The new league has diminished the 
importance of the draft. The NFL has a 
couple of things to mull over.

DALLAS— Veteran Dallas Cowboys 
defensive end Harvey Martin called it 
quits after 11 years in pro football and 
emotionally thanked coach Tom Landry 
for standing by him during rough times. 

“After 11 years of pro ball you have to 
evaluate your future,” said Martin, who 
is taking a job as sales manager of a 
Dallas electronics firm. 

“After talking to my family and friends 
I've decided this is the best thing to do. 
I'll miss the Dallas Cowboys and espe- 
cially coach Landry. 

“He stood by mein times that were not 
so good. That means a lot to me,” Martin 
said, his voice breaking with emotion. 

“He took a lot of pressure for Harvey 
Martin. He’s one of the best men I've 
known in my life. If |can take what | have 
learned from him and apply it| can bea 
success.” 

Martin, 6-5, 260, led the Cowboys in 
quarterback sacks all but one season— 
in 1983, when he recorded just two 
sacks. 

The 33-year-old was a four-time Pro 
Bowl choice, including 1977 when he 
recorded 85 tackles and capped the 
season by taking Super Bowl XII co- 
Most Valuable Player honors along with 
defensive teammate Randy White. 

But Martin has had personal and 
physical problems in the past few years. 

He filed for bankruptcy in the fall of 
1982. Rumors plagued him for many 
months after his name came up during a 
cocaine investigation in January 1983, 
but he was never linked with any crime 
or asked to testify in any trial. 

Martin suffered a shoulder injury dur- 
ing training camp last summer and nev- 
er really recovered his old form last sea- 
son. Last July he signed a three-year 
contract that would have paid him 
$275,000 this season.

That's some of the 
news in the AFC East. 

Picking the Dolphins to capture the division again, well, 
that’s hardly news. Miami has been the only consistent force in 
the division. Don Shula has been one of the greatest coaching 
minds in the sport. The Killer Bees could return to the Super 
Bowl after a disappointing playoff loss to the Seattle Sea- 
hawks. 

Dan Marino enjoyed a tremendous rookie season and his 
performance led to the off-season dealing of Woodley.

Buffalo didn’t pay its top Bill and Cribbs is in the USFL. His 
loss will further hamper a ground attack which ranked last in 
the NFL in rushing touchdowns. There will also be added 
pressure on veteran signal-caller Joe Ferguson. Coach Kay 
Stephenson needs a healthy team to win. Buffalo suffered 
through its most injury-filled year in its history. Key receivers 
Jerry Butler and Frank Lewis were hampered by assorted 
ailments. They must bounce back if Buffalo is to be competi- 
tive. The defense was also plagued by injuries and should be 
better this time around. 

Tiger Irsay moved the Colts out of Baltimore and the fans 
who visit the Hoosier Dome will be treated to a last place team. 
The Colts have improved steadily under Frank Kush and the 
former Arizona State mentor is a year or two away from a 
contender in the AFC East. Until they get a quarterback who 
can pass, they will remain in the basement. The team ranked 
last in the NFL in passing offense. It’s a shame because the 
tandem of Curtis Dickey and Randy McMillan is very produc- 
tive. 
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MIAMI DOLPHINS 


New Year's Eve 1983 will stick out in Don Shula’s mind for 
many years to come. That afternoon, Shula’s team dis- 
appointed over 71,000 fans in the Orange Bowl. It is hard to 
believe that Miami went through the AFC East with no prob- 
lem, winning the division by four games with a 12-4 mark, and 
then lost to Seattle. After a 3-3 start, the Dolphins went on a 
tear, winning 10 of their final 11 regular season outings. But it 
meant nothing on that faithful afternoon of December 31st. 

Regrouping after that stunning loss will not be easy, though 
it has to be done. The talent is there and this time, Shula will 
not allow any letup. Don’t forget, Miami was a Super Bowl 
contender despite the absence of Don McNeal, Jimmy Cefalo 
and Tom Vigorito. There have already been some changes as 
the Dolphins attempt to regain the Eastern crown. Bill Arnspar- 
ger, the defensive coordinator who was Shula’s right-hand 
man for so many years, opted to return to head coaching, this 
time taking the position at LSU. David Woodley and Duriel 
Harris, standouts when the Dolphins made it to the Super Bowl 
two years ago, were traded to AFC Central teams during the 
off-season. 

Maybe it was fitting that the Miami season ended in such a 
surprising fashion. Consider how stunning Dan Marino’s per- 
formance was, especially to the New York Jets, who were 
burnt twice by the former University of Pittsburgh signal- 
caller—once on the field and on draft day when the New 
Yorkers tabbed Ken O'Brien, Mark Duper was also a pleasant 
surprise, ousting Harris from the starting lineup while making 
sensational catches en route to ateam-record season in terms 
of yardage. 

Miami had a number of leaders. Duper was the AFC’s 
leader in average yards per catch with a 19.7 yard average. 
Marino was the top-rated quarterback based on the wonderful

rating points system. Fulton Walker led the NFL in kickoff 
returns with a 26.7 yard average. 
OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

It doesn't sound right, but Marino, the first rookie to be 
selected as a starter in the Pro Bowl and the AFC's highest- 


-ranked passer, led an attack which ranked 19th in the NFL in 


passing offense. The Dolphin running game finished 13th in 
league ratings. So how did Miami win 12 of 16 regular season 
contests? 

Shula’s team is always well-drilled in the fundamentals, and 
last year’s unit turned the ball over just 27 times, including an 
AFC-low 11 interceptions. Marino proved he was a smart 
signal-caller by completing 58.4 percent of his attempts while 
compiling an impressive TD-INT ratio of 20-6. He picked his 
spots and didn't torce the ball. Duper (51 catches) and Nat 
Moore (39 receptions) were the top deep threats with Tony 
Nathan (52 grabs) a target out of the backfield. 

When discussing keys to Miami's offense, the line must be 
considered immediately. Center Dwight Stephenson was an 
all-pro, leading to the trading of reserve Mark Dennard. 
Guards Ed Newman and Bob Kuechenberg were also invited 
to the Pro Bowl (Kuechenberg was an alternate) while tackles 
Eric Laakso and Jon Giesler are highly regarded. Jeff Toews 
and Roy Foster could probably start on almost half of the other 
teams in the NFL, but they are simply insurance policies in 
Miami. 

As usual, Shula’s crew has plenty of depth in skilled areas. 
Youngster Mark Clayton chipped in, averaging 19 yards per 
catch, With Harris gone, expect to see more of this speedster.

Cefalo also will be welcomed back. The three tight end con- 
cept worked very well as Dan Johnson, Joe Rose and Bruce 
Hardy each snared 22 or more aerials while displaying fine 
blocking skills. 

Andra Franklin, who finished among the league leaders in 
rushing during the strike-shortened 1982 campaign, did not 
live up to expectations last season. His 746 yards didn’t rank 
him among the top 10 rushers in the AFC. His 3.3 yards per 
carry average was lower than any of the top 20 ground gainers 
in the conference. The former Nebraska star should bounce 
back and post more impressive statistics. Nathan is a fine 
running mate who is more valuable out catching passes out of 
the backfield. 

Again, there is depth at running back. David Overstreet, a 
former first round pick who spent some time in Montreal as a 
member of the CFL, contributed to the team’s success. The 
one-time Sooner star gained 392 yards and averaged 4.6 
yards per carry. Veteran Woody Bennett also helped out on 
short yardage situations. Vigorito may have a tough time 
finding a spot here. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Miami finished with the seventh-rated defense in the NFL. 
The Dolphins yielded the fewest points in the league, sur- 
rendering just 250. They were also the least penalized squad 
in the NFL. Miami created 43 turnovers for a +16 ratio. The 
frontline is led by end Doug Betters and nose tackle Bob 
Baumhower, both chosen for the Pro Bowl. Betters was 
second in the AFC in quarterback sacks with 16. Both will be 
around for many years to come, terrorizing opposing offenses. 
Kim Bokamper is the other starter as the talented frontline of 
Miami's 3-4 is as good as any trio in the entire NFL. Miami's 
subs are capable of stepping in ifinjuries hit. Former Nebraska 
performer Bill Barnett has the most experience among the 
backups. Mike Charles and Charles Benson, drafted in the 
second and third round of the 1983 draft respectively, also 
have a bright future in the Sunshine State. 

Shula's primary defensive concern is at linebacker, and that 
was apparent on draft day 1984. In the first five rounds, Shula 
selected three linebackers, including Oklahoma's Jackie 
Shipp, who was tabbed after the Dolphins made a deal with 
Buffalo to move up in the first round. Local star Jay Brophy was 
a second round choice while Rowland Tatum of Ohio State 
was picked in the fifth round. A. J. Duhe, Bob Brudzinski, 
Earnie Rhone and Charles Bowser occupied the starting slots. 

It will be hard for McNeal to regain a starting job as William 


Judson and Gerald Small did a good job at the cornerback 
positions. Judson picked off six passes while Small had five

thefts. The Greenwood brothers, Lyle and Glenn, handle the 
safety slots. Mike Kozlowski was a better than adequate back- 
up—just ask the New York Jets. Kozlowski returned a pair of 
errant passes for touchdowns in the season finale against the 
New Yorkers. Paul Lankford is also available. 

The Dolphins were given a big boost when Reggie Roby 
came through with an average exceeding 43 yards per punt. 
Roby was the 167th player chosen in the 1983 draft out of the 
University of lowa. Uwe vonSchamann scored 99 points and 
connected on 18 of 27 field goal attempts. 

PREDICTION 

Shula always finds a way to win, though it should be easier 
this year. Miami is so deep and so talented that it is hard to 
picture them not winning the AFC East by a comfortable 
margin. Marino will have a full season running the offense. 
December 31, 1983 may actually serve to inspire the Dol- 
phins.

Finishing at .500 last year has to be considered a fair 
accomplishment for the Patriots. New England lostits first two 
games in 1983 and had the Jets and Steelers next on the slate. 
They won both of those contests and gained respectability. 
Coach Ron Meyer had to contend with a quarterback battle 
and several dissenting viewpoints regarding his philosophy. In 
addition, there was another headache. Before the season 
started, John Hannah announced his retirement, setting an 
NFL record for most times leaving the sport before returning. 

Going into the 1984 campaign, there are fewer headaches 
and the Pats have a lot of good reasons for optimism. New 
England, 25th in the NFL is passing offense, gained the num- 
ber one draft pick from the Bengals and promptly selected 
Irving Fryar of Nebraska. Craig James, who starred under 
Meyer at SMU, jumped from the USFL’s Washington Feder- 
als, bolstering an already strong running attack. And, most 
importantly, Hannah hasn’t retired. 

New England could have earned a playoff spot, but a loss to 
Seattle in the reqular-season finale ended those dreams. Now 
Meyer's troops are looking for a post-season berth and 
perhaps a shot at the Miami Dolphins in an AFC East race that 
could be very tight. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

What a difference Fryar will make to the Patriots. Stanley 
Morgan had to be the happiest guy in the world when the 
Nebraska phenom inked his contract. The addition of the 
All-America performer means that defenses cannot double- 
team Morgan without paying the price. New England's other 
receivers have speed, but none are in Fryar's class.

Jones, Clarence Weathers and Darryal Wilson. Steve Grogan 
and Tony Eason are also wearing smiles. Having someone of 
Fryar’s potential running under long bombs is enjoyable for 
either signal-caller. Lin Dawson and Derrick Ramsey have 
more than made up for Don Hasselbeck’s departure at tight 
end. 

Speaking of the quarterbacks, veteran Grogan earned the 
starting nod over Eason, who was a first-round draft pick out of 
Illinois. The former Kansas State signal-caller should reclaim 
the position after he completed 168 of 303 attempts for 2411 
yards and 15 touchdowns versus just 12 interceptions. Eason 
will probably see some time in a reserve role. 

The Pats have built a solid offensive line with Hannah and 
tackle Brian Holloway both selected for the Pro Bowl (Hannah 
missed the game due to shoulder surgery). Holloway, a 6-7, 
290-pounder out of Stanford, gets better as time goes on; he 
enters his fourth season. Hannah, despite being maligned for 
his periodic departures from the sport, is still one of the best 
linemen ever to play. Center Pete Brock and right tackle Bob 
Cryder are solid starters while Ron Wooten is a slight favorite 
to edge out Dwight Wheeler at the guard slot opposite Han- 
nah, Fifth round selection Paul Fairchild from Kansas could 
stick as a reserve here while Darryl Haley and Steve Moore 
could help out if the injury bug hits. 

Tony Collins was a Pro Bowl performer and one of the more 
pleasant surprises in 1983. The Pats finished fifth in the NFL in 
rushing and the East Carolina grad was the primary reason for 
the strong showing, Collins was the sixth-leading runner in the 
AFC with 1,049 yards.

while adding 27 receptions, second best on the squad. Adding 
James could be a plus, depending on his health. One-half of 
the famed Pony Express at SMU (someone named Dickerson 
was the other half), James has been plagued by an assort- 
ment of ailments during his short pro career in the USFL. Heis 
the perfect replacement for Mark vanEeghen, who announced 
his retirement. Mosi Tatupu was an effective back with 578 
yards, second best on the team. The addition of third-round 
selection John Williams could be another major plus. The 
Penn State back was supposed to be selected within the first 
two rounds, though Dick Steinberg found his availability a 
pleasant surprise. 

The Patriots have an interesting situation at placekicker. 
Veteran Tony Franklin came over from Philadelphia in a trade. 
Joaquin Zendejas, a member of the highly-publicized kicking 


Zendejas’, was the placement specialist at the end of last. 


season. Then Bruce Kallmeyer of Kansas was available in the 
seventh round, giving New England three legitimate pros- 
pects. The ghost of John Smith lingers on and hopefully one of 
the trio can take charge. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Over the last few years, the draft has clearly helped the Pat 
defense. The combination of veterans, namely Julius Adams 
and Steve Nelson, and youngsters the likes of Clayton 
Weishuhn, Andre Tippett, Kenneth Sims and Toby Williams 
will pay off. The Pats were 20th in total defense and 2ist 
against the rush last season, and those numbers should be 
improved thanks to the added experience obtained by the 
younger performers. 

Itis interesting to note the battle for the starting left end slot. 
Toby Williams of Nebraska against former number one choice 
Kenneth Sims. Williams looks like he will get the nod based on 
last year’s 76-tackle performance. Adams, entering his 13th 
season, keeps on going at the other end. He totaled 83 hits a 
year ago. At nosetackle, Dennis Owens is the likely starter. 

Weishuhn spearheads the linebacking corps. What a steal 
he was as a third-round choice in the 1982 draft. All Weishuhn 
did last year was record a team-high 229 tackles while re- 
covering three fumbles. Nelson, a crafty veteran who has 
been plagued by injuries, was sixth in stops with 98. Tippett is 
a versatile performer who can play outside linebacker or move 
up to a down lineman position when the Pats opt to rush four 
men.:Underrated Don Blackman, the fifth-leading tackler with 
99 hits, rounds out the starting group. There is plenty of depth

500. 

Coach Joe Walton's team doesn't have the pressure on 
them this time around. In fact, the New Yorkers are rebuilding. 
Sweeping changes have already been made. Quarterback 
Richard Todd is now a member of the New Orleans Saints, 
leaving untested veteran Pat Ryan and last year’s first round 
selection (who's he?) Ken O'Brien of Cal-Davis to contend for 
the starting job. Defensive linemen Kenny Neil and Abdul 
Salaam were sent packing and now toil for the San Diego 
Chargers. Linebacker Stan Blinka was sent to the Denver 
Broncos. Running back Scott Dierking was traded to Tampa 
Bay. Defensive back Jerry Holmes opted for the USFL's Pitt- 
sburgh Maulers. Tight end Jerome Barkum was let go and a 
number of additional moves may occur before the season- 
opening affair on September 2 at Indianapolis. 

The Jets simply want to forget about last season. After 
coming within striking distance of the Super Bowl in 1982, the 
team went in the opposite direction, prompting the drastic 
shakeup. “We're remodeling,” claims Walton. “We need to 
get more young people pushing, a competitive training camp, 
and if we get a lot of players together, well...lf we can get that 
renewed enthusiasm, we are capable of winning and makinga 
challenge for the playoffs.”

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OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

It is hard to be enthusiastic about the Jet quarterbacking 
situation. Todd did not play that poorly, completing 59.5 per- 
cent of his attempts for 3478 yards. His major problem was 
interceptions; the 26 steals by opposing players represented 
the high giveaway total in the AFC. Granted, Todd often did 
not receive the help needed as the line occasionally collapsed 
and receivers dropped passes. 

What the Jets have now is two inexperienced signal-callers 
being thrown into the fire. Ryan, entering his seventh season 
in the NFL, attempted just 40 passes in a reserve role last 
year. O'Brien, selected in the 1983 draft before Dan Marino, a 
move that will not be forgotten quickly, didn’t even play a single 
down last season. Still, Walton is optimistic about the signal- 
calling situation. 

“We are pleased with the way Ken has grasped the offense 
and showed the strong arm and poise that is needed to be a 
top flight NFL quarterback. Although he didn’t get a lot of 
on-the-field work last year, we observed enough in practice 
and preseason to see that the potential is there. We also feel 
that Pat has the potential to be a starting quarterback and he 
continues to improve, so we won't be afraid to call on him.” 
Walton can no longer blame Todd for mistakes. 

The Jet attack will rely heavily on a healthy Freeman 
McNeil. Two years ago, the UCLA grad was the NFL's top 
rusher. Last.season, injuries kept him on the sidelines for 
seven games. He is one of the better backs in the NFL as 
shown by his 654-yard effort (15th bestin the AFC) despite the

ailments. Marion Barber, who was on the verge of receiving 
his walking papers after progressing slowly, is suddenly the 
top candidate for the fullback job. After being a highly-touted 
second round pick out of Minnesota, Barber showed little 
desire and suffered an injury during his first year in New York. 

The backfield will also feature Bruce Harper, Mike Augusty- 
niak, Johnny Hector and perhaps sixth-round pick Billy Paige 
of Virginia Tech. Harper missed the first three games with a 
bad knee and the final four contests with a cracked rib. In the 
nine outings he did see action in, he rushed for 354 yards. 

Wesley Walker and Johnny “Lam” Jones were not as pro- 
ductive due to the play-calling of Walton and more can be 
expected from this talented tandem. The Jets did not go deep 
with this duo often enough. Walker did record a team-high 61 
receptions worth 868 yards while Jones came on strong late in 
the campaign to finish with 43 catches for 734 yards. The 
tandem combined for 11 touchdowns. If O'Brien or Ryan can 
utilize the long pass more often, the running game will also be 
more effective. Tight ends Mickey Shuler and second round 
pick Glenn Dennison round out the receiving corps. 

Perhaps the biggest concern is the offensive line. Injuries 
were a factor here last season as Stan Waldemore sat out and 
Joe Fields was hampered. Marvin Powell remains an all-pro 
force at tackle. Chris Ward was inconsistent at the other tackle 
and Waldemore, who has been shifted from a guard slot, could 
challenge for playing time. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

So much for the Sack Exchange. Salaam is now a Charger. 
Gastineau cannot dance without playing the price of a penalty. 
Klecko is not sure if he will be a tackle or an end, Lyons is still 
hurting. Names like Rudolph, Walker and Bennett serve as 
backups. Still, the defense recorded 48 sacks, the second 
mostin club history behind the 1981 production of 66 which led 
to the naming of the vaunted foursome. 

Against the run, the Jets ranked 23rd in the NFL. That must 
be changed or opponents will continue to run wild against the 
New Yorkers. Maybe that explains the deal with the Chargers. 
Against the pass, the Jets ranked seventh and one of the 
reasons was the presence of the league’s best pass rusher; 
Gastineau is still an all-pro, arms waving, jumping up and 
down or standing still after a tackle. 

As for Klecko, well, he will start at either left tackle or right 
end. Odds are he will play at tackle, though he was better off 
playing as an end. That's what a bum knee will do to you. 
Walton is high on Walker, a fifth-round choice from Nebraska- 
Omaha in 1983, and Bennett. Rudolph is headed for the Los 
Angeles Express after this season and he may be rewarded 
for his loyalty. Then there is first-round draft pick Ron Faurot,

Lance Mehl materialized as one of the league's best line- 
backers. Another one of a long line of Penn State backers, 
Mehl led the team with seven interceptions and 205 total 
tackles, including 121 solo hits.

Maybe this should be called “Tales of the Cribbs”. Joe 
Cribbs said goodbye and the Buffalo Bills are sorry. The star 
running back’s timing was poor. His decision to jump to Birm- 
ingham of the USFL came just before the Bills, in celebration 
of their 25th season of professional football, announced their 
Silver Anniversary team as voted by a special committee. 

There were many great players chosen on the special all- 
time all-star list. O. J. Simpson, Jack Kemp, Cookie Gilchrist, 
Reggie McKenzie, Elbert Dubenion, Bob Chandler, Ron 
McDole, Paul Maguire all received fitting recognition. Cribbs 
didn't make the list because Simpson and Gilchrist occupied 
the running back slots. That doesn't matter-—Joe Cribbs was 
almost as important as any player in the team’s history. And 
now he's gone. 

Ralph Wilson's big mistake will prove costly. Cribbs contri- 
buted on the field—he led the team in rushing and receiving 
last year—as well as off the field. He was a leader, one whose 
absence will cause disharmony in Buffalo. The Bills struggled 
in 1983, closing with four losses over their last five outings. 
The fans will suffer some more in '84. 

When looking at the Cribbs-less Bills, it is important to note 
the injury factor. If Kay Stephenson's team can avoid injuries, 
they could stay out of the cellar. Last year’s squad looked 
more like a MASH unit than a football team. A total of 22 
players missed games and at season end, 13 players were on 
the injured reserve list.

most productive year in terms of touchdown passes (team 
record 26), completions (281) and attempts (508). He also put 
up new standards for attempts, completions and yards in a 
single game in an overtime win against Miami. The all-time 
Buffalo leader in games played, he is tied with Philadelphia's 
Ron Jaworski for most consecutive starts by an active quarter- 
back with 103. 

Look for the passing game to dominate the offense. When 
healthy, Lewis, Butler and Hunter can do the job. Each caught 
36 passes and scored three times last year. Byron Franklin, 
who earned the starting assignment on several occasions, 
added 30 receptions for 452 yards. Brammer, playing tight end 
behind Hunter, grabbed 25 balls. The addition of Eric Richar- 
son, a second round pick out of San Jose State, will help. 

The return of Devlin—who was tabbed on the Silver 
Anniversary squad at tackle opposite Stew Barber—will help 
an offensive line which yielded 37 sacks. Jim Ritcher, a former 
first round draft selection out of North Carolina State, has 
adjusted well to the starting left guard assignment. Will Grant 
is a solid performer in the middle. USC’s Tony Slaton, who 
surprisingly was still available in the sixth round of the draft, 
could earn a backup post. 

There’s a lot of pressure of top draft choice Greg Bell out of 
Notre Dame. Bell didn’t even gain 1000 yards during his 
collegiate carerr, spending more time on the sidelines injured 
than on the field. He should fit in well if last year is any 
indication. Booker Moore, another first round pick, was 
second to Cribbs in rushing in 1983 with 275 yards. The 
ground attack is an area of concern for Stephenson; that’s an 
understatement. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Buffalo’s defense didn't fare well either, ranking 24th in the 
NFL, including a 24th place showing against the rush, very 
disappointing statistics. Only Houston and San Diego re- 
corded fewer sacks in the AFC. Defensive end Ben Williams 
and nose tackle Fred Smerlas, both selected to the Silver 
Anniversary squad, combined to record half of the team’s 32 
sacks (Williams had 10). Smerlas has been one of the team’s 
steadiest players, as displayed by his four consecutive trips to 
the Pro Bowl. Ken Johnson rounds out the front three. Sean 
McNanie, a third-round draft pick out of San Diego State, could 
challenge for playing time. 

Linebacker Jim Haslett, the third active Bill selected to the 
25th Anniversary team, was hampered by recurring injuries: 
Eugene Marve, a third-round steal out of Saginaw Valley State

three years ago, led Buffalo with 200 total tackles, including 
136 first hits. Chris Keating, the other regular inside lineback- 
er, also enjoyed a productive 1983 campaign, totaling 165 
stops. Outside backers Ervin Parker and Lucius Sanford com- 
bined for 257 stops, ranking 3-4 respectively. Darryl Talley is 
an exceptional reserve. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise for the Bills last year was the 
development of cornerback David Kilson. The Nevada-Reno 
graduate set a team record when he returned a fumble 88 
yards for a score against Houston. Strong safety Steve Free- 
man came through with three interceptions. He also finished 
third on the team in tackles with 142. Cornerbacks Charles 
Romes and Mario Clark also stood out in the secondary. 

Buffalo's special teams limited opponents to under 18 yards 
per kickoff return, ranking near the top of the NFL. The Bills 
averaged 21.3 yards per return on kickoffs while Van Williams 
ranked sixth in the AFC with a 22-yard average. Joe Danelo, 
the team’s leading scorer in 1983 with 63 points, is a steady 
specialist. 

PREDICTION 
If Wilson had paid his Bills, like Cribbs, Buffalo would be a 


contender in the AFC East. Stephenson will have a long year , 


as his team tries to stay out of the basement.

Tiger finally made his move. Sorry Jacksonville, sorry Arizo- 
na, sorry Baltimore. Maybe he's not so sorry for Baltimore, 
since he says it’s his family business and that's all that counts.

Actually, Irsay's move to Indianapolis comes at a bad time 
for the Colts. The team’s tremendous 1983 campaign is being 
overshadowed by the controversy. The Hoosier Dome will 
host a team thatis on the rise, though the Colts are probably a 
year or two away from challenging for the AFC East crown. 

The fans of Baltimore had so many memories to savor, so 
perhaps it is fitting that the Colts left Memorial Stadium on a 
winning note, downing Houston, 20-10 in last year’s finale. Itis 
important to note that the win gave Irsay's team a 7-9 record, 
marking a seven-game improvement on the previous strike- 
shortened campaign. It is not the first time the Colts did an 
about face. The 1974-75 team went from 2-12 to 10-4. Only 
two other teams in the history of pro footballican claim a 
greater turnaround—a nine-game upgrade by the 1928-29 
New York Giants (4-7-2 to 13-1-1) and the 1962-63 AFL 
Oakland Raiders (1-13 to 10-4). ; 

Even more incredible was the fact the Colts were the 
youngest team in the league. At the start of the 1983 season, 
the average age of the team was 24.2 and the average NFL 
experience was 1.6 years. There were 12 first-year players 
and 27 with two years or less NFL experience. 
OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

It is easy to trace the team’s improvement to the running 
game. The Colts were second to the Chicago Bears in the NFL 
in rushing offense last season. Kush’s crew went from an 
average of 116 yards per game in 1982 to last year’s 168.4

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figure. The tandem of Curtis Dickey and Randy McMillan (both 
finished in the top ten among AFC rushers) came through, 
accounting for 71 percent of the ground attack. A revamped 
offensive line featuring first round draft pick Chris Hinton 
(obtained as part of the famed Elway trade), led the way for the 
dynamic duo. Of course, if the former Stanford star, who 
struggled with the Denver Broncos, had been a Colt, the 
passing attack would have been more formidable. 

Dickey went over the 1000-yard mark for the first time in his 
pro career, rambling for 1122 yards. McMillan performed well 
as a blocker and gained a career-high 802 yards. The tandem 
also scored nine of the team's 10 rushing touchdowns, New- 
ton Williams, Alvin Moore and Rick Porter served as backups. 
Mississippi State back George Wonsley was a fourth round 
draft pick. If either Dickey or McMillan went down with a 
serious injury, the Colts would have a major problem. 

Speaking of problems, the passing attack is suspect to say 
the least. Indianapolis (is it safe to call them that?) ranked 
dead last in the NFL in the passing offense category, and only 
the New York Giants had a worse completion percentage. The 
Colts didn't even complete half of their pass attempts. Maybe 
a return closer to home will help ex-Purdue star Mark Herr- 
mann, who was also a part of that wonderful Elway deal. 
Actually, that trade wasn't so bad after all. Mike Pagel had a 
pathetic year, completing 163 of 328 tosses for 2353 yards 
and 12 touchdowns versus 17 interceptions. The one-time 
Sun Devil is too inconsistent. If Herrmann and Pagel bomb out 
again, Kush may have to turn to ex-Giant Mark Reed or Jim

The Colts were the only team in the AFC whose leading 
pass-catcher had only 30 receptions. Bernard Henry, another 
ex-Arizona Stater (Kush’s influence is obvious), grabbed 30 
aerials for 416 yards and four touchdowns. Ray Butler was 
injured for part of the campaign and he caught just 10 passes. 
If he can return to form, he could be a major factor, Matt Bouza 
was a Steady performer with 25 grabs while Tracy Porter also 
contributed. Tim Sherwin snared 25 passes and mustimprove 
on his performance. 

Hinton was the key to a vastly-improved blocking corps. The 
former Northwestern star earned a starting assignment in the 
Pro Bowl for his work. Center Ray Donaldson, entering his fifth 
season, was tabbed as an alternate for the game and gained 
the respect of his peers. Veteran Karl Baldischwiler found a 
home after stops in Miami and Detroit; he edged out Sid 
Abramowitz at left tackle. Guard Steve Wright also saw start- 
ing time, The Colts used a first round pick on Maryland's Ron 
Solt and he could step in to take Jeff Hart’s vacated tackle slot. 
Hart jumped to the USFL’s Los Angeles Express. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The youthful defensive corps played a major role in the 
team’s good fortunes. They recorded 36 takeaways and 41 
quarterback sacks, the most by a Colt team since the 47 
totaled in 1977, when Baltimore made the playoffs. In fact, 
Kush's contingent finished on the plus side on the turnover 
ratio chart with a +3. In the games they won, they were a +17. 

Still, Kush felt the defense could be improved and the fact 
that his squad ranked 23rd in total defense and 21st against 
the pass proves him right. The Colts, with the exception of 
Solt, went for defense in the early rounds of the draft. The draft 
has been good to them over the past few years. Vernon 
Maxwell, Barry Krauss, Donnell Thompson and Leo Wis- 
niewski, all starters at the end of last season, plus Johnie 
Cooks, were tabbed in either the first or second round. 

The Colts used the 3-4 last year with Thompson and rookie 
Steve Parker taking charge at the ends and Wisniewski, 
another former Penn Stater making it in the pros, handling the 
nose tackle chores. The addition of second round choice 
Blaise Winter of Syracuse and third round selection Chris 
Scott of Purdue (he’s staying close to his alma mater) will help 
provide depth. Quinton Ballard was a pleasant surprise filling 
in. 

Maxwell is a major force at an outside linebacker post. He 
was the first player chosen in the second round of the '83 draft 
and the second linebacker tabbed. Add Krauss, who is getting 
better with age, Greg Bracelin, a surprisingly solid pickup from

the Raiders and either Johnie Cooks or Cliff Odom rounding 
out the foursome. Veteran Sanders Shiver always finds a way 
to make the team and help out. 

The big concern is the secondary. Starting Tate Randle, 
who couldn't make it with the Oilers, showed just how much of 
a problem there was. The immediate remedy is named Cole- 
man, Leonard Coleman. The Vanderbilt standout was the first 
Colt draft pick. Look for him to start right away. Fourth round 
selection Craig Curry of Texas could also have. an impact 
here. 

Another key reason for the marked improvement was the 
special teams. The acquisition of Raul Allegre from the Cow- 
boys prior to the season was a brilant move. Allegre con- 
nected on his first nine field goal attempts and finished with 
112 points on 30 of 35 field goals and 22 of 24 extra point 
attempts. Punter Rohn Stark led the NFL with a 45.3 yard 
average. 

PREDICTION 

The Colts will have to adjust to the change of scenery as well 
as playing indoors on the turf. The lack of a potent passing 
attack to complement Dickey and McMillan is a major draw- 
back. The loss of talented Ernie Accorsi, who resigned prior to 
the move to Indianapolis, will also hurt. Still, the 2-14 days are 
over. Add a few more players and the Colts will escape the 
basement.

The saga continues as the Steelers try to gain “one for the 
thumb”. Chuck Noll’s team captured the AFC Central crown 
last year before falling against the eventual Super Bowl cham- 
pions, the Los Angeles Raiders. Now Noll and company will 
strive to make the playoffs once again and go froin there in 
quest of that elusive fifth Super Bowl title. 

Perhaps more noteworthy is Franco Harris’ bid to pass Jim 
Brown as the NFL's all-time leading rusher. Harris should own 
the record before midseason. The former Penn State star 
should have less of a burden because the Steelers picked up 
David Woodley from the Dolphins and added pass-catching 
threats with their first three draft choices. Woodley is the likely 
starter at quarterback as Terry Bradshaw’s future is in doubt. 
Defensively, Mel Blount is the latest to retire after starring on 
the Super Bowl squads of the 1970's. Jack Lambert remains a 
force in the middle. The standout linebacker made it to the Pro 
Bowl for the ninth straight year. 

In Cincinnati, Sam Wyche is the new coach as Forrest 
Gregg moves on to Green Bay. The Bengals enter the 1984 
campaign without four veterans who jumped to the USFL— 
Dan Ross, Jim LeClair, Tom Dinkel and Dave Lapham. One of 
the original members of the Bengals, Wyche has plenty of 
talent at his disposal, led by quarterback Ken Anderson. Pete 
Johnson is back for a full season after serving a four-game 
suspension for drug abusement. The addition of Brian Blados 
will help the offensive line. Despite LeClair’s absence, the 
linebacking corps is the team’s strongest defensive area. 
Reggie Williams and Glenn Cameron both performed well in 
1983 and first round draft pick Ricky Hunley could step in and 
contribute immediately. The return of safety Bryan Hicks, who 
missed last season with an injury, will also help. 

The Browns will miss veteran quarterback Brian Sipe, who 
jumped to the New Jersey Generals of the USFL.

Only nine members of the Pittsburgh team that faced the 
Raiders in the 1976 AFC Championship remain—Terry Brad- 
shaw (barely), Larry Brown (who was still a tight end at the 
time), Bennie Cunningham, Franco Harris, Jack Lambert, 
Donnie Shell, John Stallworth, Loren Toews and Mike Webs- 
ter. What a difference a few years make. The names have 
changed, but some of Noll's philosophies are the same. Then 
again, others have changed. 

Back to the idea of a fifth championship. Noll is the only man 
to coach four Super Bowl winners and only the recently- 
departed George Halas and Vince Lombardi have more NFL 
titles with that magical number five. Now one of the top ten 
winningest coaches of all time, Noll would love to win it all 
again. 

What is needed to go all the way? The return of a passing 
attack to burn defenses that concentrate to heavily on Franco 
Harris and Frank Pollard. If Bradshaw is not ready to play, the 
Steelers need a good year from David Woodley. The defense 
must replace retired Mel Blount. Pittsburgh is capable of 
bouncing back and taking the whole thing. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Wouldn't Woodley love to face his former team, the Miami 
Dolphins, in the AFC Championship game. And wouldn't it be 
ironic if Dan Marino played against Pittsburgh. How's that for

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role reversal. Woodley, if he can return to the form that helped 
him lead Don Shula's team to the Super Bowl two years ago, 
gives Pittsburgh a quarterback capable of running and throw- 
ing deep. Cliff Stoudt was able to run (he led NFL signal- 
callers with 479 rushing yards) but he kept going straight to the 
Birmingham Stallions of the USFL. If the ex-LSU quarterback 
cannot come back, maybe Bradshaw can pull out another 
miracle. Mark Malone is also available. 

Harris just keeps on trucking along. He became the first 
player in NFL history to rush for 1,000 or more yards on eight 
different occasions, breaking Brown's mark. Harris also be- 
came the fourth player to score 100 touchdowns while gaining 
1007 yards on 279 carries. Frank Pollard chipped in with 608 
yards and four touchdowns while Walter Abercrombie showed 
improvement, rushing for 446 yards while catching 26 passes. 
The Steelers finished fourth in the NFL in rushing, averaging 
163.1 yards per contest, trailing only the Bears, Colts and 
Redskins. Their 614 rushing attempts ranked second in the 
NFL behind Washington’s 629. 

That statistics explains why Pittsburgh needs a more ba- 
lanced attack to be successful. The Steelers threw the football 
just 409 times and only the Colts tossed the pigskin fewer 
times (377). When Calvin Sweeney is your leading receiver 
with just 39 receptions, there is obvious reason for concern. 
Stallworth, plagued by injuries, had just eight catches. Cun- 
ningham, whose 35 grabs were second best on the team, may 
be shifted to offensive line a la Brown. Aware of the problem, 
they used their first three draft picks on pass-catching threats.

Louis Lipps of Southern Mississippi was a good first-round 
choice. He is a speedy threat who can break the long one. 
Chris Kolodziejski, a sleeper out of Wyoming, could challenge 
immediately at tight end. Weegie Thompson of Florida State 
could also have an impact. Gregg Garity and Wayne Capers, 
both second-year performers, could see more time after com- 
bining to haul in 29 passes. Greg Hawthorne, a first round 
choice back in 1979, has been a major disappointment. 

Webster remains a standout at center. He was chosen to 
the Pro Bowl for the sixth straight season and he has not 
missed a single game during his 10-year career, Larry Brown 
at 35 may consider retirement soon. Tunch Ilkin and Craig 
Wolfley are the stars of the future. Terry Long of East Carolina, 
one of the strongest weightlifters in the world, and center 
Randy Rasmussen from Minnesota add depth to the blocking 
corps. Versatile Emil Boures is also available. 

When considering the Steeler offense, one cannot forget 
the performance last year of placekicker Gary Anderson. A 
seventh-round draft pick of the Bills in 1982, he found a home 
in the Steel City. Anderson led the AFC in scoring with 119 
points to become the second player in Steeler history to win a 
scoring crown (Roy Gerela won it in 1973 and 1974). 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Whenever the Steelers needed the big play last year, the 
defense came through in the clutch. In the first half of the 
season, the defense chipped in with seven touchdowns. The 
unit ranked third in the NFL while finishing seventh against the 
rush and fifth versus the pass. Pittsburgh was also second in 
interceptions with 28. 

Once again, the unit was keyed by linebacker Lambert, who 
made his ninth consecutive Pro Bow! appearance. Lambert 
also led the Steelers in tackles for the 10th straight year, 
totaling 159 hits, including 91 unassisted stops in 1983. He is 
flanked by veterans Loren Toews, Robin Cole and Mike Mer- 
riweather, who was the team's second-leading tackler with 93 
stops. Merriweather and reserve linebacker Bryan Hinkle 
each returned an interception for a touchdown. David Little 
came through as a substitute while Bob Kohrs missed the 
regular season with an injury. 

The Steeler line doesn't have Joe Greene, Dwight White or 
L. C. Greenwood anymore, though the players employed by 
Noll in the 3-4 alignment came up with 50 sacks, eighth best in 
the league and second most in the team’s history (Pittsburgh 
had 52 sacks in 1974). Against the Bengals, they recorded 
nine sacks for another squad record. Defensive end Keith 
Willis, a 6-1 terror signed as a free agent out of Northeastern,

set a Pittsburgh record with 14 sacks. He teamed up with Keith 
Gary to pressure quarterbacks in passing situations. John 
Goodman, Gary Dunn and Tom Beasley were the starters. 

The retirement of Blount will affect the secondary. His pre- 
sence last year was important as the Steelers had several 
youngsters in the lineup. The vacancy at right cornerback will 
probably be filled by Ron Johnson, a former first-round pick 
who backed up Donnie Shell and Rick Woods at safety last 
year. Shell was the team’s third-leading tackler with 90 hits 
bak tying Woods for team leadership in interceptions with 

ive. 

Perhaps the most encouraging development in the defen- 
sive backfield was the maturation of Dwayne Woodruff. A 
sixth-round draft pick out of Louisville back in 1979, Woodruff 
picked off three passes while ably manning the left cornerback 
post. 

PREDICTION 

The Steelers will be tough to beat because Woodley will 
have a big year. As long as Lambert is there, the defense will 
play with intensity. The addition of Lipps, Kolodziejski and 
Thompson will add new life to the passing attack. Pittsburgh 
makes a run for the one (for the thumb).

When Forrest Gregg first entered the coaching profession, 
he said that returning to Green Bay, where he starred under 
Vince Lombardi, was his ambition. The Packers fired Bart 
Starr and then offered Gregg the position he desired for so 
long. Paul Brown couldn't stand in his way and after four years 
in Cincinnati (32-25), the Hall of Famer opted to move from the 
AFC Central to the NFC Central. 

So Sam Wyche is the new head coach. Heis a familiar face 
in Cincinnati; back in 1968, he was given a tryout with the 
expansion Bengals. Wyche made the team and was the start- 
ing signal-caller for much of that first year and as a member of 
the 1970 playoff squad. Most recently, he coached at the 
University of Indiana; he left after just one season (1983) as 
head man. Wyche gained valuable experience as Bill Walsh's 
assistant in San Francisco. Some of Wyche's other teachers 
over the years—Brown, George Allen, Ted Marchibroda, Mike 
McCormack, Jack Pardee, Don Coryell, Jim Hanifan and Joe 
Gibbs. He inherits a team with plenty of talent and some 
momentum considering the Bengals captured six of their last 
eight contests. 

Cincinnati would rather forget about the beginning of the 
1983 campaign. Running back Pete Johnson and defensive 
lineman Ross Browner were suspended by Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle after a drug investigation. Gregg’s team couldn't 
geta break, losing six of the firstseven decisions, with all of the 
setbacks coming by 10 points or less. The decisions of Dan 
Ross and Cris Collinsworth to sign future contracts with the 
USFL didn’t help team harmony either. 

The team did bounce back to finish with a respectable

record. That was last year. Expect a different Cincinnati team 
on the field when the season opens. Ross is now a member of 
the New Orleans Breakers. Ken Riley, one of the NFL's all- 
time great defensive backs, retired. Linebackers Jim LeClair 
and Tom Dinkel, as well as offensive lineman Dave Lapham 
also jumped to the USFL, Rumors regarding a trade involving 
Johnson have circulated. 

Brown has relied on the draft as an aid in the rebuilding 
process. A total of 10 players tabbed in the 1983 draft contri- 
buted right away. Compare that to the four players still on the 
roster from the 1982 selections and seven from 1981. Then 
again, dating back to 1973, all but three of the team’s initial first 
round picks are still on the roster, and one, Jack Thompson, 
was sent to Tampa Bay for a first round pick which turned out 
to be the top choice in 1984. That selection was dealt to New 
England. 


OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Bengals never made a better pick than their third round 
choice back in 1971. Out of little Augustana College in Illinois 
came one of the NFL's most productive passers, number 14, 
Ken Anderson. He's no youngster at age 35, though he’s still 
capable as displayed by his fourth place ranking among AFC 
signal-callers. Anderson completed 198 of 297 passes when 
healthy; a Keith Gary face mask during that disastrous Mon- 
day night game kept him on the sidelines for a while. Turk. 
Schoenert, Jeff Christensen and second round draft pick 
Boomer Esiason should wage an interesting war for the back- 
up job. Esiason, who was unhappy since he wasn’t tabbed in

the first round, was considering a contract offer with the USFL 
at the time of this writing. 

Collinsworth returns for his last NFL season. The former 
Florida star is going back to the Sunshine State as a member 
of the Tampa Bay Bandits next year. The Pro Bowl performer 
led the Bengals with 66 receptions for 1126 yards and five 
touchdowns despite missing the final two contests with a 
sprained ankle. Isaac Curtis, who will turn 34 during the sea- 
son, pulled in 42 aerials to tie with Steve Kreider and Ross for 
second place on the team. The loss of Ross leaves a gaping 
hole at tight end. Rodney Holman, a third-round choice in 
1982, could see more playing time. Don Kern, a sixth-round 
selection out of Arizona State, could be a major addition. 

Johnson, who tied for the AFC lead (with Curt Warner) in 
touchdowns with 14 despite sitting out the first four games, is 
an important player. Besides rushing for 763 yards, he helped 
out as a blocker. The Bengals ranked just 16th in the league in 
rushing and this area must concern Wyche. Charles Alexan- 
der, a first round pick back in 1979, has been erratic despite 
513 yards last year. He averaged just 3.4 yards per carry. 
Youngsters Larry Kinnebrew (sixth round) and Stanley Wilson 
(ninth round) were pleasant surprises as rookies. This year’s 
third-round selection, Stanford Jennings of Furman, could fitin 
nicely. 

Anthony Munoz was voted to the Pro Bowl for the third 
consecutive year. The mammoth tackle out of USC was the 
team’s top draft pick in 1980. Blake Moore took over at center, 
allowing the Bengals to trade Blair Bush to Seattle prior to the 
1983 campaign. Dave Rimington saw limited action last year. 
The addition of first-rounder Brian Blados will help. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Bengals led the NFL in total defense last season. They 
ranked second (tied) against the rush and third against the 
pass. Linebackers Glenn Cameron and Reggie Williams led 
the team in tackles, combining for 193 stops. Williams also 
recovered four fumbles and totaled 7% sacks. 

Replacing LeClair, Cincinnati’s fourth-leading tackler, is 
one of the major priorities. First round draft choice Ricky 
Hunley out of Arizona, the seventh player selected at the 1984 
meeting, could start immediately. Rick Razzano, Steve Maid- 
low, Guy Frazier, Ron Simpkins, Jeff Schuh and possibly 
seventh-round choice Leo Barker of New Mexico State handle 
reserve linebacking posts. 

Cincinnati recorded just 41 sacks last season and the addi- 
tion of first-round choice Pete Koch out of Maryland will help. 
Nose tackle Emanuel Weaver missed the 1983 campaign with 
an injury and his return will also bolster the frontline. Tim 
Krumrie, who made the team as a 10th round selection in

1983, and Jerry Boyarsky will contend for the starting NT job. 
Eddie Edwards had a fine year, 'eading the Bengals with 13 
sacks. Browner totaled just 40 stops in 12 games. Gary Burley 
is still on the roster. 

Riley played 15 seasons in Cincinnati and his absence will 
hurt. He helped teach the young secondary. Still, there is 
plenty of talent in the defensive backfield. Cornerback Ray 
Horton enjoyed a productive initial campaign with five in- 
terceptions and 43 tackles. Veterans Louis Breeden and Ray 
Griffin saw plenty of time at the other corner, as did John 
Simmons and Jimmy Turner. Bobby Kemp stood out at safety 
with three steals. Robert Jackson also came on strong, 
finishing third on the team in tackles with 88. James Griffin 
returned an interception for a touchdown against the Steelers. 
Safety Bryan Hicks, a mainstay in 1982, sat out last season 
with an injury. 

PREDICTION 

The Bengals bounce back and qualify for the playoffs, falling 
just short in the race for the AFC Central title. The hard work 
put into the team’s draft selections will pay off. Last season's 
horrible start is easily forgotten as Cincinnati is alive in the 
postseason.

The Browns came as close as possible to reaching their 
goal in 1983. Sam Rutigliano wanted to return to the playoffs. 
Despite a 9-7 record, the Browns missed out on a trip to the 
postseason. It is interesting to note that since Art Modell 
purchased the Browns back in 1961, they have a record of 
185-136-6 (57.5 percentage), fifth best in the NFL. Modell 
doesn't like to lose or miss the playoff boat. Already changes 
have been made as Cleveland attempts to progress in the 
AFC Central. 

No longer can fans of Cleveland speculate on the quarter- 
backing duel between Brian Sipe and Paul McDonald. Modell 
is still angry about Sipe's decision to jump to the USFL's New 
Jersey Generals. In fact, he has launched his own raid on the 
new league, signing cornerback Frank Minnifield from the 
Arizona Wranglers. Modell is so fond of the USFL that he also 
traded for three additional picks in the supplemental draft. The 
offense will also feature a different look as offensive coordina- 
tor Larrye Weaver resigned. 

There was also a desire to add a speedster to the receiving 
corps. Ron Brown would have fit in nicely if the Olympics didn't 
stand in the way. So Cleveland went out and picked up Duriel 
Harris from the Miami Dolphins. That transaction allowed the 
Brownies the luxury of trading Dave Logan to the Broncos. 
Carl Hairston was also acquired from the Eagles to bolster the 
defensive line. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Sipe is now employed by Donald Trump, leaving McDonald, 
the southpaw from USC, to compete against Rick Trocano, 
Tom Flick (who didn’t even play last season) and rookie Terry 
Nugent of Colorado State, a sixth round selection. “i think the 
whole thing developed like a novel,” stated McDonald. “It has 
really been an almost ideal situation for me; I've had four years

McDonald will rely heavily on standout tight end Ozzie 
Newsome. Newsome caught 89 passes in 1983, second best 
in the NFL behind Todd Christensen and sixth best single- 
season total in league history. In fact, it is hard to believe that 
the former Alabama star hasn't received more recognition. 
Yes, Kellen Winslow and now Christensen have received the 
ink, but Newsome’s stats are very impressive. He now holds 
the Cleveland career reception record with 351 catches after 
surpassing Gary Collins last year, Newsome caught seven or 
more passes on seven different occasions in 1983 while ex- 
tending his streak of consecutive games with at least one 
reception to 66. Over the last five seasons, he has pulled in 50 
or more aerials four times. 

If Harris can return to form, the Browns will be hard to stop. 
Harry Holt did a fine job at tight end after coming down from the 
CFL. Add Ricky Feacher, who played in nine games last year, 
Dwight Walker (29 receptions), Willis Adams, Bobby Jones 
and draft picks Bruce Davis of Baylor and Boston College's 
Brian Brennan and you have a talented receiving corps.

Cleveland finished third in the NFLin passing offense in 1983. 

Mike Pruitt leads a potent ground attack which also wel- 
comes back former Heisman Trophy winner Charles White. 
Pruitt rushed for 1,184 yards, third bestin the AFC. The team’s 
third-leading all-time runner needs just 72 yards to crack the 
NFL's top twenty career rushing list. A fine all-purpose player, 
Pruitt also has 250 career receptions to his credit. White 
missed the entire 1983 campaign after breaking his ankle in 
the second preseason game. He was a starter during most of 
his first three years. Rookie Boyce Green, an 11th round pick 
in the 1983 draft, was the most pleasant surprise of all. His 497 
yards were the most by a Cleveland rookie since Hall of Famer 
Bobby Mitchell gained 500 in 1958. Johnny Davis also contri- 
butes at fullback. 

Left tackle Doug Dieken and guard Joe DeLamielleure 
anchor the offensive line. Dieken tied the Browns’ record for 
most consecutive seasons with 13 and he needs two more 
games to eclipse Don Cockroft's team mark for most consecu- 
tive contests played. DeLamielleure had his best season since 
coming over to Cleveland from Buffalo. Center Mike Baab did 
agood job during his first season as a starter while tackle Cody 
Risien is an underrated performer. Guard Robert Jackson 
suffered a broken ankle in the regular-season finale and may 
miss some workouts. 

The Browns got a productive year out of placekicker Matt 
Bahr. The former Steeler connected on 38 of 40 extra point 
attempts and 21 of 24 field goals tries. Steve Cox connected 
on his one three-point attempt, a record-breaking 58-yarder 
against Denver. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Despite the presence of two potential all-pro linebackers in 
Chip Banks and Tom Cousineau, there is room for improve- 
ment here. Cleveland ranked ninth in total defense in the 
league while struggling against the rush (14th). Versus the 
pass, the Browns ranked ninth in the league and they may be 
better this time around thanks to three key additions. 

Minnifield was a starter for the Wranglers and he should be 
ready to play despite the fatigue of back-to-back seasons. 
Cleveland used its first two draft selections to enhance the 
secondary. Top draft choice Don Rogers of UCLA could step 
into the lineup right away while second round pick Chris Rock- 
ins of Oklahoma State could contribute. The additional talent 
could speed up Clarence Scott's decision to retire at age 35. 
Rod Perry, who helped out in a reserve role after being let go 
by the Rams, may have to fight for a job. Mike Whitwell and 
Hanford Dixon led the defensive backfield in interceptions with

three. Clinton Burrell, Larry Braziel and Lawrence Johnson 
are also noteworthy performers. 

Cousineau played like an all star, leading the Browns in five 
defensive categories, including interceptions with four and 
tackles with 138, with 87 solo hits. Banks, the only Brown to 
play in the Pro Bowl, was third in stops with 97, behind line- 
backing mate Clay Matthews (106). The return of Dick 
Ambrose, who missed the last 10 games after breaking his 
ankle in the sixth game against the New York Jets, will help 
solidify the unit. Seventh round selection Jim Dumont of Rut- 
gers could be a surprise addition. 

The successful transition to noseguard by Bob Golic was a 
big plus. Golic, a high draft pick of the New England Patriots, 
came through with 83 tackles, fourth best on the team. The 
former Notre Damer must improve on his pass-rushing techni- 
ques. 

PREDICTION 

The loss of Sipe will hurt. Trading Dave Logan, the team's 
second-leading receiver with 37 receptions, is a gamble if 
Harris doesn’t come through. The Browns will challenge for a 
playoff berth and fold down the stretch. McDonald will feel the 
pressure. The defensive line doesn’t put enough pressure on 
opposing quarterbacks. The Bengals have improved enough 
to get past the Brownies for second place in the AFC Central.

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much worse. The Oilers ranked 18th in rushing, 23rd in pas- 
sing and 24th overall in total offense in the NFL last year. 

Campbell, the Earl of Houston, was second to Curt Warner 
of Seattle in rushing with 1301 yards despite missing two 
games. Seven times he eclipsed the 100-yard rushing mark 
while scoring 12 times. Campbell currently ranks ninth in NFL 
history with 8,296 yards over six years. His 322 carries repre- 
sented over 60 percent of the team’s ball-carrying load. There 
isn't much support in the backfield though the other starting 
back, Larry Moriarty of Notre Dame, is capable of bettering his 
1983 statistics. The fifth-round pick of the Oilers in 1983, 
Moriarty started seven games and totaled 321 yards while 
averaging just under five yards per attempts. 

Moon will give the Oilers stability at a position where incon- 
sistency has proven costly the last few years. Gifford Nielsen 
and Oliver Luck were not the answer after Houston traded 
Archie Manning, so Bud Adams opened up his wallet and 
spent a lot of money to secure the experienced signal-caller, 
Moon will be watched closely and it may take a while for him to 
adapt to the different style of play. A running quarterback, he 
will not have the luxury of the wide sidelines and the opposing 
defenses could give him trouble. 

The former University of Washington quarterback will rely 
heavily on the pass-catching abilities of Smith and Johnson. 
Smith led NFL wide receivers in catches with 83, the second 
most in the team’s history behind Charlie Henningan’s 101 
grabs in 1964. Johnson will not have Tom Landry reprimand- 
ing him any more. Herkie Walls is a serious deep threat who 
averaged 23 yards per catch. Steve Bryant pulled down 16 
balls in limited action while Harold Bailey is looking to bounce

back after sustaining a knee injury which kept him on the 
sidelines throughout the 1983 campaign. 

With the addition of Steinkuhler, the Lombardi anc Outland 
Trophy winner in 1983, the Oilers have the best young line in 
the sport. It is conceivable that Steinkuhler will be shifted to a 
tackle slot, replacing aging Doug France in the starting lineup. 
Mike Munchak, a first round pick in 1982, is a viable all-pro 
candidate at left guard. Bruce Matthews, the right guard, was a 
first-round choice out of USC in 1983. Despite missing most of 
the 1983 preseason, he established himself as a force, start- 
ing in 15 contests. Harvey Salem, a second round pick in 
1983, occupies the other tackle slot after joining Matthews on 
most all-rookie teams last year. Veterans David Carter and 
Les Studdard are the top candidates for the center job. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Oilers ranked dead last against the run last year, yield- 
ing 2787 yards (almost five yards per carry) and 23 touch- 
downs. Ironically, Houston was very tough against the pass, 
finishing fourth in the league despite the absence of veteran 
Mike Reinfeldt over the final 12 games. Reinfeldt broke his 
ankle against Buffalo in the fourth game of the season. 

That explains the selection of five defensive players in 
rounds 2-3-4. With the first choice in the second round, the 
Oilers tabbed Auburn's mammoth lineman, Doug Smith. Elvin 
Bethea has finally retired and the 3-4 alignmentis shaky as the 
front hasn't played well. Smith could change that by starting 
immediately. End Mark Studaway of Tennessee, one of the 
team’s fourth-round selections, could also have an impact with 
returning regulars Bob Hamm and Brian Sochia fighting for 
their jobs. Jesse Baker has led the Oilers in sacks since joining 
the team in 1979. Ken Kennard, an eight-year veteran, could 
also help out after sitting out last season with a bad knee. 

Gregg Bingham has led the Oilers in tackles every season 
except one since becoming a starter during his rookie season 
back in 1973. He totaled 135 stops in 1983, easily ahead of 
second-year man Robert Abraham, though Abraham missed 
the last two contests due to injury. Bingham could be the best 
of the linebacking contingent if Robert Brazile keeps slipping. 
Brazile failed to make the Pro Bowl for the first time since 
breaking into the league. Avon Riley started every game at 
outside linebacker and recorded 75 hits. Darryl Hunt, pushed 
out of the starting lineup by Abraham, could challenge for 
playing time. Tim Joiner and Ted Thompson are also available

while the Oilers drafted Johnny Meads of Nicholls State in the 
third round to add depth. 

Both Steve Brown and Keith Bostic were thrown into the fire 
as rookies and both responded relatively well. The duo should 
be even better in year number two. Willie Tullis was the most 
consistent of the team’s regulars, picking off an Oiler-high five 
passes from his cornerback slot. Reinfeldt and Carter Hartwig 
will battle for the free safety job while J. C. Wilson, Derrick 
Hatchett and draft picks Bo Eason of Cal-Davis and Utah 
State’s Patrick Allen could help out. 

The special teams are adequate with Florian Kempf hand- 
ling the placekicking, former all-pro John James doing the 
punting and Carl Roaches, Walls and Brown leading the return 
specialists. 

PREDICTION 

The Oilers are on the upswing. The offensive situation must 
be settled if the team is to reach its potential. The defensive 
line is still to weak. Hugh Campbell and Earl Campbell control 
this team’s destiny. In two years, Houston will seriously con- 
tend for the AFC Central crown. Until then, they will have to 
settle for improvement.

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For the second time in four years, the American Football 
Conference Western Division boasted a world’s cham- 
pionship club. The fact that the Los Angeles Raiders were 
responsible for both titles is hardly a surprise. The silver and 
black made their second season in Los Angeles an enjoyable 
one as a balanced offense teamed with a tenacious defense in 
giving Tom Flores a second Super Bowl trophy. Obviously, Al 
Davis’ "Commitment to Excellence” continues. 

The Raiders will make yet another Super Bowl bid in the 
year ahead as they edge Seattle for first place honors out 
west. The Los Angeles defense—which was lifted by the play 
of Rod Martin, Howie Long, Matt Millen and mid-season ac- 
quisition Mike Haynes, among others—was on top of its col- 
lective game as the playoffs approached. Standout efforts 
against the Pittsburgh Steelers and the Seattle Seahawks in 
the AFC post-season party was followed up by the classic 
show against the Washington Redskins. Never did a Raiders 
defense look more in control. 

Veteran hands also man several offensive positions for the 
Raiders but it’s third-year pro Marcus Allen who rightfully 
grabs the headlines. Allen's incredible Super Bow! display 
was a fitting conclusion to a year that was termed “average” 
by some media folks. That was hardly an average performer in 
SB XVIII. With Jim Plunkett and Marc Wilson continuing their 
quarterback wars, the Los Angeles attack will remain potent. 
Thank tight end Todd Christensen—a league-leading 92 
catches last year—for that. 

The Raiders return to the playoffs via a first place finish in 
this competitive division. 

Chuck Knox helped make this Seattle Seahawk club com- 
petitive last year after some sour seasons past. First round 
pick Curt Warner captured AFC Rookie of the Year honors and 
a turnover-minded defense did the rest. The Seahawks may 
need some backfield depth in order to return to the playoff 
picture and the quarterbacking question must finally be set- 
tled. With some fortuitous breaks, the Seahawks may yet 
secure a second straight wild card berth. 

The San Diego Chargers were eliminated from the playoff 
picture early last season, thanks to a costly injury to offensive 
pilot Dan Fouts. But, in the end, it was the Chargers’ defense 
that let the AFC West crew down. Nothing new there. Two first 
round disappointments on “D” were balanced by two late 
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Jim Plunkett will lead the Raiders to another title 


round surprises—linebacker Mike Green and deep back Dan- 
ny Walters. The feeling is that outside linebacker Billy Ray 
Smith will get better with time. He'd better. The Chargers used 
an early first round pick on the former Arkansas star last year. 
Air Coryell heats up, the defense cools the Chargers down. 

John Elway let the Denver Broncos down more often than 
not last year but the 1983 first draft choice still helped the club 
qualify for a wild card berth. Elway will be free from quarter- 
back controversies this time—thanks to the trade that sent 
Steve DeBerg to Tampa Bay. But Elway is not equipped with a 
top notch ground game, nor is Denver's interior wall all that 
strong. It could be another learning season for Elway—and a 
non-playoff year for the Broncs. 

The tragic drowning death of running back Joe Delaney 
stung Kansas City but the Chiefs still sported some encourag- 
ing signs behind rookie head coach John Mackovic. The air 
game that Mackovic is so fond of took off behind the right arm 
of Bill Kenney. Now, the Chiefs are looking for the ground 
attack to produce some after a lackluster campaign. The 
addition of nose guard Bill Maas shores up a front wall that 
boasts now-healthy Mike Bell with active Art Still. The Chiefs 
will improve but escaping the basement will be tough. 

The Raiders rule the west once again. 
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Just win. 

Those were the buzz words for the 1983 Los Angeles Raid- 
ers—professional football's finest team. Well, actually, they 
were the words used most often by Managing General Partner 
A| Davis—professional football's finest tactician. And win the 
Raiders did. 

Prior to swiping their third Super Bowl trophy in four tries, the 
Raiders ravaged 12-of-16 regular season opponents and two 
other playoff squads in the American Football Conference. 
Convincing wins over the Pittsburgh Steelers and the Seattle 
Seahawks was just a preview of what the Raiders could—and 
would—do in Super Bowl XVIII. Los Angeles registered the 
most one-sided Super Bowl contest since the "big one” be- 
gan. And Davis said they would all along. 

Los Angeles will continue its “committment to excellence” in 
1984 as a young and driving defense teams with a balanced 
offense to give the Raiders another AFC West crown. The 
silver and black had rebounded from a bitter playoff defeat at 
the hands of the New York Jets to stake its claim as one of 
professional football's greatest teams. Faces come and go in 
Raider camps. Veterans are replaced by youngsters. Free 
agent finds blossom into stars and aging veterans find the 
fountain of youth in a free-style atmosphere created by Davis 
and enhanced by head coach Tom Flores and staff. But one 
common factor binds this band of Raiders. 

They just win—every year. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Raiders ranked seventh in the league in total offense 
but scoring was never a shortcoming with last year’s crew. Los 
Angeles never scored below 20 points despite the fact the 
quarterbacking position was a source of some controversy

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around mid-season and despite the fact that first round draft 
choice Don Mosebar—a huge tackle—failed to come around 
after preseason back surgery. 

Marcus Allen—who missed that first Raiders-Redskins 
clash in the nation’s capito}—was the central character on this 
offensive unit. Allen peaked at season's end—as exhibited by 
his Super Bowl showing—and wound up the league's superior 
sophomore. The former Southern California tailback totaled 
1,014 yards rushing and nine scores in the regular season and 
added another 68 receptions worth 590 yards. But what the 
numbers don’t show is how Allen continually took the heat off 
quarterbacks Jim Plunkett and Marc Wilson—the Raiders’ 
pair of dueling signal-callers—until an injury kayoed the latter 
and let Plunkett star. The annual battle will be staged again 
this fall but Flores and friends are hoping Plunkett will not 
repeat his sluggish performance which followed up his first 
Super Bow! title. That is when the Raiders were the gang that 
couldn't score. Who will it be this time out? The youthful 
Wilson—who has a strong arm but lacks the leadership qual- 
ities to spark this crew—or the aging Plunkett, the Raiders’ 
answer to the wily old vet. 

Kenny King and Frank Hawkins are solid blockers for Allen 
and Hawkins showed some strong signs when running the 
ball. In fact, the former Nevada-Reno star collected six rushing 
scores in the regular season and was an effective short yar- 
dage runner. 

Los Angeles distributes the wealth on offense with the long 
ball a specialty. When hasn't it been for these Raiders? Cliff

Branch doesn't show any signs of getting old, though his birth 
certificate says he is 34. Five times Branch recorded touch- 
downs last year and his 19.6 average per grab was one of the 
deague's best. Malcolm Barnwell's 35 receptions were quietly 
effective but the Raiders may lack some needed depth here. 
Calvin Muhammed has been known to come on for a big catch 
at times but behind Branch and Barnwell are some large 
question marks. No question mark at tight end where versatile 
Todd Christensen—he also serves as a special teams snap- 
per—snared a league best 92 catches and some 12 touch- 
downs. Christensen spent his off-season polishing up his 
public speaking as he operated as an interview host for a local 
television show. The Raiders don’t care what Christensen did 
during the spring—as long as he catches a ton of passes in the 
fall. 

Offensive lines just don't come much bigger than the one in 
Los Angeles. Dave Dalby is still one of the best at center after a 
decade plus service following a stellar career at UCLA. Tack- 
les Bruce Davis and Henry Lawrence steep the scales at 270 
and better. No question where's the beef here. Guards Mickey 
Marvin and Charley Hannah pulled out and produced when it 
counted. Oh yes, the Raiders will take a long look at Mosebar 
inthe year ahead and former Patriot tackle Shelby Jordan may 
just be a valuable addition, after all. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Davis said the Raiders would stuff John Riggins and take 
away Joe Theismann's out passes in the Super Bowl. He was 
dead right. In fact, the Raiders took away every possible 
offensive weapon they faced in the post-season. Says some- 
thing about preparation doesn't it? 

The Raiders will be prepared when the 1984 campaign 
opens. The three-man front got a post-season lift when North- 
eastern senior Sean Jones—a 6-7 standout—was tabbed with 
Los Angeles’ first pick. That added depth to a unit that includes 
Pro Bowler Howie Long and Lyle Alzado at the ends and 
Reggie Kinlaw at nose guard. Long was an absolute one-man 
wrecking crew en route to the Raiders’ Super Bowl win as he 
boasted strength and speed. The Raiders didn’t hurt them- 
selves when former TCU star Greg Townsend and ex-Rutgers 
lineman Bill Pickel stepped in up front. 

Nobody had a better season at linebacker than Rod Mar- 
tin—that ex-Trojan who was passed over on several rounds 
way back when. Martin captured all kinds of awards as he 
sparked the linebacking troops from an outside spot. Ted 
Hendricks saw his playing time diminish due to some nagging 
ailments but he’s still a top notch performer. On the inside, 
aggressive Matt Millen teamed with underrated Bob Nelson to

form one of the better pair of ILBs. Don’t forget Jack Squirek, 
either. You remember Squirek from the SB. He simply devas- 
tated the Redskins with that late first half interception for a 
touchdown. 

The addition of cornerback Mike Haynes cemented the 
secondary. Haynes was simply unbeatable upon his arrival in 
Los Angeles after years of suffering in Foxboro. Lester 
Hayes—that embattled competitor—shored up things on the 
other side. Safeties Vann McElroy—a pro bowler—and Mike 
Davis were stickout performers who helped blanket Redskin 
receivers in that 38-9 thrashing. So much for the Smurts. 

Special teams was a consistent force for Los Angeles as 
Chris Bahr delivered on 21-of-27 field goal tries and showed a 
longer leg than in years past. Ray Guy was not awesome— 
just superlative. And veteran return specialist Greg Pruitt dis- 
played an amazing renaissance after some sour seasons in 
Cleveland, 

PREDICTION 

The Raiders have never qualified for consecutive Super 
Bowl appearances. Maybe it’s the fat cat syndrome. But Los 
Angeles will be among the top three AFC teams throughout 
the upcoming campaign while striving for that fourth world 
championship. They keep on winning—like no one else does.

Three people are generally credited with turning around the 
football fortunes of the Seattle Seahawks. General Manager 
Mike McCormack has helped to mold this team into a genuine 
Super Bowl contender. Kudos to him. Head coach Chuck 
Knox arrived on the Seattle scene and simply turned a club 
headed straight for disaster straight for the playoffs—a franch- 
ise first. Curt Warner entered the National Football League 
with a bang after being tabbed third in last spring's lottery. 
Warner—én route to winning AFC Rookie of the Year hon- 


' ors—gave this once-stumbling offense some definite direc- 


tion. And all signs point to an even brighter future for Warner 
and his Seahawk mates. 

Itis rather amazing to think back and see what this team was 
like during the strike-shortened 1982 campaign. Jack 
Patera—the only head coach this franchise had ever know— 
was canned during the strike inaction itself. McCormack took 
over the reigns and did well before securing the GM job and 
surrendering coaching responsibilities. Knox simply came in 
and turned this floundering squad into a wild card club that 
escaped two early playoff rounds—including a dynamic win 
over Miami in the Orange Bow!—before getting toppled by the 
Los Angeles Raiders in the AFC Championship Game. The 
head coach that has qualified for a playoff berth in eight of his 
11 years in the NFL had weaved a magic wand and brought 
the Seahawks onto the verge of Super Bowl XVIII. And that 
was done with the league's next-to-worst defense statistically 
and a passing attack that was no better than 21st out of 28 
teams. These numbers surely were lying. 

Seattle has made some changes on the defensive side of 
things, unloading unhappy Manu Tuiasosopo to San Francis- 
co for a draft choice and adding veterans Mike Fanning and

Seahawks added Dwight Scales to the receiving corps after 
Steve Largent was forced to face constant double coverage 
last year. It could be an improved Seahawk unit yet a playoff 
berth may be out of reach. After all, there is no guarantee that 
San Diego will be that bad again and Denver and Kansas City 
should be better. 


OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Warmer was, without question, the most effective offensive 
weapon in the short history of the Seahawks for a single 
season. Not even Jim Zorn’s scrambling of old could match 
the excitement—and success—generated by the darting, cut- 
ting and slashing style of this former Penn State star. Warner 
rushed for 100 yards or better on seven separate occasions 
last year and that was quite a feat for a Seattle running back 
when you consider that in the Seahawks’ history only nine 
100-yard games were recorded. Besides accounting for 1,449 
yards and 13 touchdowns—the Seahawks totaled just 19 
rushing scores—Wamer collected 42 receptions. That ranked 
second on the Seahawks’ stat totals. Knox would gladly wel- 
come an encore performance by number 26 but another 
ground threat must be established to take the pressure off 
Warner. David Hughes ran for 313 yards to rank him second 
best on Seattle last year and no one else even registered 100 
yards for the season. That's hardly a balanced ground game. 
And Knox knows you can only go to the well so often. A help 
wanted sign may be posted. 

Dave Krieg provided help at the quarterback spot after Zorn 
was unable to carry the club. In fact, the former Milton College 
star stepped in against Pittsburgh and rallied Seattle for three 
late-game scores. That was not enough to win in that game but 
it was enough to guarantee Krieg the top spot at signal-caller 
for the remainder of the season. The inability to land high-

priced Canadian talent Warren Moon may have an adverse 
effect on this quarterback tandem but that is yet to be seen. 

Seattle got a solid season from the veteran Largent at WR 
and many folks felt this Tulsa alum was worthy of a Pro Bow! 
berth. Largent snared 72 balls in the regular season and 
added a couple of nifty late-game grabs against Miami in that 
27-20 second round playoff shocker. Sure hands, great 
moves. Largent trademarks. Add clutch performer to those 
previous labels. Paul Johns showed flashes of brilliance for 
the Hawks. Another former Tulsa grad, Johns captured 34 
passes and recorded four touchdowns. Crafty Charle 
Young—the club’s emotional leader off the field—added 36 
receptions to the Seahawks cause. Former Michigan State 
WR Darryl Turner—a second round selection—may help. 

An offensive line that underwent a major facelift highlighted 
the Seattle attack. Reggie McKenzie and Robert Pratt gave 
the Hawks a pair of time-tested guards while Steve August 
and Ron Essink elevated their play at the tackle slots. And the 
preseason acquisition of still young Blair Bush—the former 
Cincinnati Bengals’ snapper—paid immediate dividends. 
DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Seahawks were not stingy by any means yet Knox’ 
guiding hand still swept this unit into the late playoff rounds. 
Against Denver in the wild card game, Seattle’s defensive 11 
kept the Broncos at bay and continually frustrated Steve De- 
Berg. Versus Miami, an opportunistic bunch stifled rookie 
standout Dan Marino and kept the Dolphins’ wide receivers 
pretty much bottled up. Brute strength took over in the Raiders 
game and that meant a long afternoon for Seattle. 

Ranked 27th in total defense—only Green Bay was worst— 
it is amazing that Seattle even made the playoffs. The pass 
rush was nothing special even though Jacob Green did finish 
with 16 sacks. But finishing 19th versus the rush is nothing to 
brag about. Ends Green and Jeff Bryant were both first round 
draft selections—in 1980 and 1982, respectively—and both 
started to come on last season. Underrated Joe Nash—a free 
agent find back in ’82—enjoyed some stellar outings but must 
get more consistent. 

A linebacking unit that was adept at forcing turnovers 
helped carry Seattle but this four-man contingent still must 
improve its down-to-down play. On the outside, Michael Jack- 
son and Bruce Scholtz grab hold of starting berths while Joe 
Norman and Keith Butler are listed as probable starters inside. 
Remember Youngblood. He didn't contribute much to the 
Rams last year but this veteran LB could be a major factor in 
Seattle's linebacking fortunes this time out.

A secondary that appeared to be hitting its peak last year 
lost two players to the rival USFL. Both Kerry Justin and 
Greggory Johnson were gobbled up by the New Jersey 
Generals for some megabucks so there’s a pair of players that 
must be replaced. Strong safety Kenney Easley is an all-pro— 
without argument—and free safety John Harris came on to 
play well in the post-season. Look for Southern Illinois star 
Terry Taylor—a fifst round pick—to contribute at a corner 
while former Giant Terry Jackson gets a shot at landing 
another deep back post. 

Norm Johnson contributed 103 points as the club's 
placekicker while Jeff West boomed 25 punts inside the 
enemy 20-yard line. 

PREDICTION 

Seattle overcame a rather slumber first half of the season to 
rally back and gain a playoff berth but the Seahawks won't be 
so fortunate in 1984. The quarterbacking spot is not yet up to 
NFL standards and lack of running back depth will also hurt. 
But that defense will remain Seattle's achilles heel. The Sea- 
hawks are stopped short of another post-season berth in '84 
as Knox is unable to coax this team past a .500 mark.

CHARGERS 


Air Coryell was not grounded—its pilot was just missing for 
most of the trip. The San Diego Chargers—the perennial 
American Football Conference Western Division power—was 
returned to earth last year by way of a losing record—6-10— 
and some humble showings. Don Coryell still coached the 
league's most potent offense and the most explosive air attack 
that went with it. But without invaluable Dan Fouts—the trigger 
on this pass-happy unit—the Chargers floundered. In one 
early season game against the Kansas City Chiefs, the Char- 
gers actually used a ball-control running game to win, 17-14. 
Signs pointed towards a faulty commander. Was Fouts hurt or 
was this a new game plan installed by master Coryell? Those 
questions were soon answered as San Diego slipped further 
and further from playoff contention with a sore-shouldered 
Fouts sitting things out. 

Under Ed Luther—who sports a strong arm and who threw 
for 1,875 yards—the Chargers were without offensive direc- 
tion. Too many turnovers haunted the San Diego air game. 
Luther himself aired 17 interceptions and just seven touch- 
down strikes. Fouts fared far better with 20 TD passes and just 
15 INTs. And that was with a variety of aches and pains. No. 
This system could not be operated by just anyone. This sys- 
tem was perfected by Fouts and must be run by him. The 
Chargers won't soon forget the lesson they collectively 
learned from the 1983 season. 

Nor will the Chargers’ front office soon forget their first round 
faux pas in last spring’s NFL lottery. San Diego—with three 
picks in the opening round—were denied solid contributions 
from the selectees. Outside linebacker Billy Ray Smith—the

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first player San Diego chose—was slow to catch on after 
playing an end spot at Arkansas. Another former Razorback—

became embroiled in a series of contract squabbles. Who 
owned Anderson became the raging question asked in two 
leagues. Finally, he suited up with the USFL’s Tampa Bay 
Bandits and was kept away from the Chargers’ attack. Corner- 
back Gill Byrd failed to overcome debilitating knee problems 
that had plagued his past. Byrd may get a shot at safety but his 
first season in the league was a washout. And to think the 
Chargers did not own.a draft choice until the seventh round in 
the 1982 draft. Well, so much for making premium picks work 
in your behalf. 


OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Without Fouts, the Chargers were simply a team that threw 
without proper guidance. Luther has always impressed folks 
with his strong right arm but some shaky outings damaged his 
reputation. The reputation of Fouts—at times maligned— 
grew. Ironically, it grew while Fouts sat out with his arm in a 
sling. 

Another veteran performer enhanced his reputation on this 
San Diego offense. Wide receiver Charlie Joiner was chosen 
as Chargers MVP after garnering 65 receptions good for 960 
yards. Joiner enters the 1984. season with a streak of 75 
straight games in which he has caught at least one pass. A 
seven-catch outing versus Denver was Joiner's best day in a 
sparkling year, Fellow wide out Wes Chandler also shined 
while grabbing 58 balls—five good for touchdowns. And lest 
we forget Kellen Winslow. The dynamic tight end snared 88 
passes—eight for scores—and simply showed more and

more offensive leadership with the absence of Fouts. Winslow 
may have taken a one year back seat to rival Todd Christen- 
sen—who caught 92 passes—but he was a true all star ina 
trying year. The retirement of Roger Carr hardly dents this 
area, 

The Chargers remained explosive through the air waves but 
a ground game that finished 25th in the league kept the AFC 
West crew down. Chuck Muncie was the most productive 
member here, rushing for 886 yards and 12 TDs. But James 
Brooks slackened off from his prior campaign while rushing for 
516 yards. Depth remained a problem but the acquisition of 
Jewerl Thomas on Draft Day ‘84 figures to help. 

An aging offensive line may soon be under construction. 
Already tackle Russ Washington has called it a career. Veter- 
an Ed White was the best of the rest but Doug Wilkinson and 
Billy Shields—among others—are getting long in the tooth. 
DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Age was a problem defensively where a batch of youngsters 
tried their hands for Tom Bass’ crew. While rookies Smith and 
Byrd faltered, another pair of first-year pros sparkled. Deep 
back Danny Walters was a fourth round surprise and ninth 
round pick Mike Green from Oklahoma State showed strong 
signs as an outside linebacker, Even seventh round selectee 
Bill Elko—a nephew of Frank Kush—showed a mean streak 
as the club’s nose guard. The draft may have burned the 
Chargers early on but some later round finds made things 
bittersweet. 

The retirement—and then eventual trade—of hot-and-cold 
lineman Louie Kelcher was not shocking to the Charger faith- 
ful who watched the popular lineman decline in the past few 
seasons. San Francisco picked up the immense Kelcher in the 
off season. San Diego is counting on Gary Johnson and Keith 
Ferguson to ably handle the end positions in this three-four 
arrangement in the upcoming campaign. The Chargers were 
tied for league low in sacks with Atlanta and Houston with a 
meager 31 traps. That's not like the old days when limber 
linemen could cause some trouble. 

With the arrival of Smith and Green to the linbacking corps, 
San Diego instantly transformed itself from an aging unit to a 
baby brigade. Six-year vet Cliff Thrift and Linden King are 
linebackers who have the potential for stardom. Woody Lowe 
is another LB who has shown flashes of brilliance and an urge 
to stand out. 

That's what Mossy Cade of Texas did in the recent NFL 
lottery. He stood out to Charger faithful—and Coryell in par-

ticular—and was nabbed in the first round of the draft. Cade 
will certainly bolster a secondary that is seemingly in an 
annual transition, Walters and Cade may form one of the 
better CB units around after a time but both will experience 
some youthful mistakes in the year ahead. Safety Andre 
Young swiped a game-winning interception against Seattle 
and may be a player on the rise in this secondary. 

Rolf Benirschke has experienced some down times before 
but his on-the-field exploits may have hit a low last year. 
Benirschke converted on just three-of-ten three-pointers from 
beyond the 40-yard line. Quite a contrast with his kicking 
inside the forty which read 12 good in 14 tries. 
PREDICTION 

With the return of Fouts, the Chargers will regain their 
offensive confidence but defense will still cost the west coast 
crew some games. Look for the Chargers to contend for a wild 
card berth while chasing down the rival Raiders. The playoffs 
elude this high-powered gang again.

DENVER BRONCO 


The season began with the arrival of John Elway on the Mile 
High scene soon after Draft Day '83 and it ended with a 31-7 
loss in the Kingdome to those other American Football Confer- 
ence western wild carders—the Seattle Seahawks. In be- 
tween, the Broncos’ season was bittersweet. There was the 
entrance of Elway—the most heralded signal-caller to come 
out of the college ranks in some time—and the departure of 
standout linebacker Randy Gradishar—who retired after a 
sterling career. There was Dan Reeves capturing that playoff 
berth that slipped out of his hands on the final regular season 
weekend two years before. There was an abundance of in- 
juries—some 118 manpower games were lost excluding play- 
ers who missed the year on injured reserve. But Denver turned 
aside the injuries, Elway’s often erratic play, the entire quarter- 
back controversy and perservered. It will be tough for the 
Broncos to overcome such things in the year ahead and still 
make the playoffs. And that's probably why Denver will be 
catching the post-season party from the sidelines in the year 
ahead. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Elway’s second year in Denver won't lack for drama but will 
be lacking stern competition. Steve DeBerg was shipped to 
Tampa Bay and Scott Brunner—who ‘knows a few things 
about quarterback controversies—was obtained in a spring 
deal with the New York Giants. In other words, the job's all 
yours John. In year one in the National Football League, Elway 
connected on 123-of-259 aerial attempts—a lackluster .475

percentage. His seven touchdown strikes were overmatched 
by his 14 interceptions. Often, it was either feast or famine for 
the former Stanford star. He absolutely shined in a couple of 
late season games and was horrific in a few others. Thus, the 
flip-flopping of quarterbacks that also included a cameo 
appearance by former Texas A&M QB Gary Kubiak. Well, with 
Brunner in the picture, Kubiak will remain third string but the 
levels of division are more readily acknowledged. Elway is at 
the top of that chart. 

At the top of the Denver rushing charts last year was Sammy 
Winder who collected 757 yards—hardly awe-inspiring in this 
day and age. The Broncos’ entire ground game was hardly 
awe-inspiring—finishing 23rd in the NFL in rushing. Nathan 
Poole, Gerald Willhite and Dave Preston tried to contribute but 
the ground game was nearly fruitless. Denver's offense rank- 
ed 26th out of 28 teams and to even make the playoffs with 
those numbers is rather startling. The ground game needs an 
instant jolt. Strangely enough, Denver did not draft an offen- 
sive player until the fifth round when Georgia tight end Clar- 
ence Kay was tabbed. Hmm. 

Kay could help there since the Broncos have hardlly sported 
great TE play since the prime of Riley Odoms. Ron Egloff 
caught 20 balls last year and John Sawyer has never been 
more than a journeyman player anyway. Steve Watson was 
again the main recipient of Bronco passes as this deep threat 
caught 59 balls and recorded a team high five touchdown 
grabs. Speedy veteran Ricky Upchurch remains a threat to 
rival secondaries. He caught 40 passes last year. Clint Samp- 
son may prove to be a surprise at WR after averaging 20 yards 
acatch on 10 receptions in 1983. The addition of wide receiver 
Dave Logan—from Cleveland—should be a boost.

Denver's offensive line has never been compared to the 
great blocking walls of all time and this year’s unit will struggle. 
Tackles Dave Studdard and Ken Lanier will have be more 
domineering if the Broncos want to open things up and guards 
Keith Bishop and Paul Howard must hit the holes quicker. At 
the hub of the interior wall is center Billy Bryan—an eight-year 
veteran from Duke. Strangely enough, Denver did not concern 
itself with help along the offensive line in the spring draft 
although the Broncos did, at one time, hold former Northwest- 
ern tackle Chris Hinton with an early first round pick last year. 
Hinton—in his disgust—was part of the Elway package in that 
post-draft deal. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

A strong rushing defense—rated tenth best in the league— 
helped lift the Broncos with their 9-7 record into the playoffs. Of 
course, Gradishar was a huge help against enemy ground 
games. He always was. The old Buckeye will be replaced 
inside by Ken Woodard from Tuskegee Institute. Replacing a 
guy who had qualified for seven Pro Bowl appearances will be 
a bit of a tall order. One more reason why Denver will decline in 
the year ahead. 

Bronco linebackers have been better in past playoff years— 
read original Orange Crush—but this group can take care of 
itself. Tom Jackson is still around, showing signs of greatness 
at times. Jim Ryan and Steve Busick are slated to handle the 
other two linebacking posts in this four-man unit. The acquisi- 
tion of hard-hitting Stan Blinka—the former Jet—may shake 
things up in this linebacking area. 

The Broncos did not have a first round selection in the spring 
draft—also because of the Elway deal—but dipped into the 
players pool.to snare defensive end Andre Townsend of Mis- 
sissippi with their first overall selection. Townsend is quick and 
amenacing pass rusher. Just what Denver needs. Ends Rulon 
Jones and Barney Chavous currently hold down starting spots 
while rugged Rubin Carter is the lead man at nose guard. Age 
is starting to catch up with a couple of these starters so the 
draft of Townsend makes some sense—until you realize how 
bad the offense was a year ago. 

Louie Wright was a Pro Bowler for the fourth time in his 
storied career and his return to the left corner enhances this 
Bronco secondary. Wright gets help on the other side from 
Mike Harden and Steve Wilson. Former number one pick 
Dennis Smith is back at strong safety. Veteran Steve Foley is 
looking to put together a solid season as he enters his ninth 
NFL campaign. Foley's five interceptions last year tied him

with Wilson for second best on the Denver defense. Wright's 
six thefts was at the top of the chart. The Broncos grabbed 
Florida deep back Tony Lilly with their second selection in this 
most recent lottery. Lilly is a hitter who may give these current 
safeties a run for their money. 

An important weapon in the Broncos’ arsenal last season 
was kicker Rich Karlis who booted 21-of-25 field goals. Karlis 
collected 96 points—66 better than the Broncos’ runnerup— 
receiver Steve Watson. If the fact that a wide receiver scored 
more points than a running back is not an indictment of a sour 
ground game then nothing is. Karlis can hardly be expected to 
repeat his sterling season of one year back. 

PREDICTION 

There will be no pot of gold—read playoff berth—at the end 
of this 16-game regular season. The Broncos managed to 
piece together enough decent efforts last year in order to 
secure a post-season berth but a batch of weak spots will keep 
the Broncs searching for a winning year. Elway should post 
some better statistics this time out and the pass defense may 
be improved. Still, the post-season party will not invite Denver 


* to this year’s ball.

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KANSAS CITY CHIEFS 


After an unsuccessful series of seasons under Marv Levy, 
the Kansas City Chiefs tabbed John Mackovic to turn around 
the fortunes of this American Football Conference club. Mack- 
ovic didn't exactly shape the Chiefs into playoff contenders but 
improvement was evident. The Chiefs ditched their boring 
attack of recent years and opened up the air game. The funny 
thing was the Chiefs did this not with first round pick Todd 
Blackledge but instead with veteran Bill Kenney. 

Kansas City’s 6-10 season kept the Chiefs‘on the bottom of 
the AFC West even with a quarterback who threw for more 
than 4,000 yards. So, obviously, there are several weak areas 
on this Kansas City club. A productive draft may help clean up 
some of the problem areas but don’t look for Kansas City to 
escape the basement just yet. Mackovic is a builder—not a 
miracle-worker. 

There were positive aspects to the Kansas City cause in 
1983 but the preseason drowning death of star running back 
Joe Delaney surely knocked some of the luster off last year’s 
showing. Delaney was never adequately replaced either on or 
off the field. His tragic death scarred the Chiefs’ ground game 
even before the start of the season: Credit Mackovic—an old 
Cowboy hand under Tom Landry—for realizing his club's 
weaknesses and taking advantage of his squad's strong 
points—ike that stellar passing game. 

No, it’s not like the old days in Kansas City. The Chiefs are 
not a Super Bowl contender. The references made to that 
championship squad of 1970 are made merely in regard to 
respect for that team—not out of comparison. But this Kansas

City club is heading on the right track. Mackovic—from all 
early indications—is the right man for this team. 
OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Balance was not in the Chiefs’ vocabulary last year. After 
the death of Delaney, the Chiefs totally abandoned the run- 
ning game. It showed. Kansas City finished 28th in rushing 
totals but a healthy third in passing. Air Mackovic was doing 
just fine but the ground route was abysmal. 

Kenney’s capable passing surprised some folks who did not 
feel this quiet righthander could accomplish so much in a 
single season. After all, Kenney had never showed particularly 
strong signs to Levy who alternated Kenney with Steve Fuller 
on an almost weekly basis. But with Kenney settled into the 
Mackovic style of play, the 1979 free agent find out of Northern 
Colorado, blossomed. He threw for 4,348 yards and com- 
pleted 57 per cent of his aerials. Kenney also sported a nifty 
touchdown versus interception ratio—tossing 24 TDs against 
just 18 INTs. Blackledge was a first round pick last year and it 
may cause this talented performer to swallow some pride to sit 
behind a free agent player for a second straight season but 
that is what will happen—until Kenney’s performance de- 
clines. 

The ground game can't decline more than it did last year 
when Kansas City runners averaged a meager 3.2 yards per 
Carry. Former Alabama back Billy Jackson paced this stagger- 
ing running corps with 499 yards on 152 carries. Theotis 
Brown was Kansas City’s leading rusher in each of the last 
four games and was a capable performer from the time of his

arrival in week five. The addition of former USFL back Ken 
Lacy—a member of the Michigan Panthers in that spring 
\eague—will be important. Lacy adds strength and speed to an 
attack that is lacking both. The trade of Jewerl Thomas simply 
clears up some of the running back mess created when a host 
of bodies were vying for Delaney's vacant spot. 

Naturally, it was a productive season for some receivers on 
Kansas City—most notably speedy Carlos Carson. A starting 
wide receiver on the AFC pro bowl unit, Carson set a Chiefs’ 
record by snaring 80 balls—thus breaking the team mark setin 
1962 by Chris Burford, Carson's 1,351 yards in receiving 
broke Otis Taylor's record which had stood since 1966. It was 
simply a case of one guy being in the right spot at the right 
time. Carson had been starved for receptions—tread five, 
seven and 27 receptions in three prior seasons with the 
Chiefs—and Mackovic's air arsenal suited the former LSU 
wide out just fine. Henry Marshall quietly garnered 50 catches 
on the other side—marking a career high. Sometime starter 
Anthony Hancock started to live up to expectations by grab- 
bing 37 balls. 

When the Chiefs got a second pick on the first round of the 
recent NFL lottery—in exchange for 1982 team MVP corner- 
back Gary Green—the AFC West squad tabbed lowa tackle 
John Alt. That was adding immediate muscle to an area that 
was battered by season’s end, thanks to a series of injuries. 
That could mean that Alt will start opposite tackle David Lutz— 
a starter in all 16 games for KC last year. Center Bob Rush 
exhibited some versatility by playing as a third tight end late in 
the year. Former first round pick Brad Budde heads up the 
guard contenders. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Kansas City’s 20th place finish against the rush prompted 
the brass to tab Pittsburgh nose gurd Bill Maas with the fifth 
overall choice in the most recent draft. Maas is a typical 
Panther defender—rough and rugged and rarin’ to go. Later in 
the same draft the Chiefs came back to pick Penn State's 
Scott Radecic and Mark Robinson—a linebacker and deep 
back, respectively. That's a lot of defensive talent from one 
state. And Kansas City certainly improved itself with the 
choices. 

But back to Maas. His arrival means defensive coordinator 
Bud Carson—a highly respected individual—will operate out 
of the three-man front this year. Maas will be surrounded up 


} 


front by ends Art Still and Mike Bell—a twosome that has 
never really put it together in the same season yet. Bell came 
around to sack enemy quarterbacks ten times last year while 
Still ranked third on the squad in tackles with 96. The ability of 
Bell to overcome past injuries and ailments made him a valu- 
able contributor to this 1983 crew. Still was not as fortunate. 
His ankle problems later in the season slowed him down a lot. 


The four-man linebacking crew may have an opening for 
Radecic who was splendid as a junior and often invisible as a 
senior. Radecic will be granted an outside spot in all liklinood. 
Inside backers Garry Spani and Jerry Blanton combined for 
226 total tackles but a preseason knee injury to Spani side- 
lined him for several games. Calvin Daniels earned an outside 
linebacking post by season's end. 


Kansas City’s deep backs got one lift from the play of free 
safety Deron Cherry—a starter in the most recent Pro Bowl— 
but then suffered a jolt when Green was traded to the Los 
Angeles Rams for that late first round pick. Green had been 
voted to the Pro Bowl for three straight seasons before being 
moved out to the west coast. Cherry's play was highlighted by 
seven interceptions and the free agent steal from Rutgers also 
contributed 110 total tackles. Lloyd Burruss equaled a career 
high with four thefts from his strong satety post. Cornerbacks 
Albert Lewis and Lucious Smith were picked on often but 
matured a great deal. Both helped Kansas City rank tenth in 
the league is pass defense. 


The Chiefs boasted a plus 13 in the turnover department but 
the inability to handle some high-powered offenses hurt. Kan- 
sas City surrendered more than 400 yards on five separate 
occasions last year. 

Dependable Nick Lowery hit on ten-of-14 field goals be- 
tween the 40 and 50-yard line and was another offensive 
weapon for the Chiefs’ crew. His 80 per cent accuracy rate 
broke the old club mark. That was set all of one year earlier by 
the same Lowery. Punter Jim Arnold was kept busy with a 
single-season team record 93 punts. 


PREDICTION 

Kansas City lost five games by three points or less but that’s 
what separates the playoff contenders from the pretenders. 
The Chiefs might win an extra game or two this season but 
some shortcomings on both sides of the ball—especially in the 
backfield—will hamper Mackovic in his efforts.

Raiders Cop Another Crown 


National Football League season with a Super Bowl 

trophy in hand and bragging rights to the best point- 

spread record. The silver and black boasted a 13-5-1 
pointspread mark—thereby besting the team the Raiders beat 
in Super Bowl XVIII, the Washington Redskins. The NFC's 
best came through with a 12-6-1 mark, a sparkling .658 per- 
centage. The Raiders had a .711 winning percentage while 
snaring a 7-1-1 road record versus the points. Oh yes, a word 
to the wise. Do not wager against the Raiders when they are 
receiving points. Los Angeles finished 3-0-1 against the magic 
pointspread as an underdog. 

So, while the Raiders were stealing the show as the 
league's best team on the field and against the numbers, three 
squads were knotted for the NFL's worst pointspread record. 
Not surprisingly, the disappointing San Diego Chargers—the 
Raiders’ arch-rivals—were a dismal 5-11 against the num- 
bers. San Diego also lost seven-of-eight decisions against the 
points on foreign turf. Backers of the New York metropolitan 
teams were sacked heavily last fall as both the Giants and Jets 
sagged under the projected odds. The Giants—who stumbled 
home with a 3-12-1 final record on the field—lost 11-of-16 
pointspread decisions and, like the Jets, finished 1-7 at home 
against the points. Ouch! The Jets also fizzled as favorites, 
losing ten-of-11. But the former Shea Stadium inhabitants 
fared far better when getting points. New York was 3-1 in rare 
underdog roles. 

Other clubs that relished the underdog role included the 
Atlanta Falcons, the Detroit Lions, the Los Angeles Rams, the 
Minnesota Vikings, and the New England Patriots. 

Atlanta captured seven-of-nine underdog decisions while 
continuing its Jekyl-and-Hyde behavior. Atlanta remains a 
mystery to most folks, playing better when getting points on

the road and falling often as home favorites. Detroit was 6-3-1 
when getting points and the Lions even covered when losing in 
the playoffs at San Francisco. The Rams—who turned things 
around in a hurry under rookie head coach John Robinson— 
sported a 6-2-1 mark as a dog but Los Angeles would like to 
forget that last outing when getting points in Washington, D.C. 
The Vikings were 6-2 as underdogs—5-1 as road dogs— 
under outgoing coach Bud Grant. Those Vikes were always 
competitive under the stone-faced veteran. It will be interest- 
ing to see if the arrival of Les Steckel makes a difference now. 
The Patriots were mediocre against the numbers—splitting 
their 16 games—but Ron Meyer's bunch shined in Foxboro 
when getting points. 

The Houston Oilers became a weekly underdog in the 16- 
game season. The 2-14 Oilers were never favored. Houston 
was a dismal 2-6 as a road dog. In fact, Houston has been 
favored to win just one game in the past two NFL seasons and 
the Oil gang failed to cover that one against Seattle. The other 
Texas team—the Dallas Cowboys—were underdogs on just 
one occasion last season as the Pokes fell flat on their collec- 
tive faces in a Monday Night game at San Francisco.

The Washington Redskins waited until Super Bowl XVIII for 
the great collapse. The Dallas Cowboys tumbled in the first 
round of playoff action. But both clubs easily starred in the 
Nationa! Football Conference throughout the course of the 
1983 regular season. The Redskins will shoot for a third 
straight Super Bow! appearance after a 14-2 year and the 
Cowboys will try and patch up a team devastated by three 
consecutive season-ending setbacks.

Gibbs—more than any 
coach since the unbeaten days of Don Shula and the Miami 
Dolphins—had his squad ready for each and every game. 
Until that last one. With Joe Theismann and John Riggins 
forming the heart of this year’s attack again, the Redskins will 
roar. towards another divisional crown. But a secondary that 
was picked on often must be repaired. Washington finished 
dead last in pass defense last year and might find it difficult to 
overcome such a deficiency for another go-around. 

Danny White's fourth down faux pas against Washington in 
that late season showdown with the Skins wound up turning 
the Dallas season around. Losses to the San Francisco 49ers 
and the Los Angeles Rams ended Tom Landry's year on a 
sour note. It will take a firm hand by Landry to fit the Cowboys 
back into the playoff rounds after that crushing conclusion. But 
Dallas’ first and only head coach will confront that task and 
prevail. Tony Dorsett looks for backfield help and the Cowboy 
pass defense—like Washington’s—looks for help. 

The new kid on the playoff block is St. Louis, a squad that 
rallied for a 7-2-1 record in the season's final ten games. Neil 
Lomax came around for the Redbirds after a slowish start and 
the former Portland State signal-caller wound up with 24 
touchdown strikes against 11 interceptions. All-pro wide re- 
ceiver Roy Green gets help on the other side from first round 
selection Clyde Duncan. Having outside linebacker E.J. 
Junior from the start of the season also helps the Cardinal 
crew. Jim Hanifan’s club hits the big time.

Super Bowl XVIII was not going to erase all those positive 
memories the Washington Redskins had created throughout 
the 1983 season but it sure put a damper on things. In their 
attempt to defend their Super Bowl hardware, the Skins were 
scalped down in Tampa Bay by a Los Angeles Raiders team 
that stuck it tothe former champs with a rough and rugged 
defense—something the Redskins did not always boast en 
route to last season's Super Bowl showdown. 

One must remember that with all the hoopla surrounding 
Washington's 1983 football team the Redskins were extreme- 
ly deficient in the pass defense game. Sure, Washington had 
those “Hogs” plowing holes for John Riggins and friends. And, 
yes, Joe Theismann was achieving greatness on a weekly 
basis from his quarterback spot. But this team finished 28th— 
dead last—in the National Football League in pass defense 
and, in the playoffs, appeared vulnerable to both the San 
Francisco 49ers and Los Angeles Raiders after impressive 
first half showings. General Manager Bobby Beathard empha- 
sized some defensive line help in the draft but the Skins have 
to become Scrooge-like against the forward pass if they wish 
to return to a third consecutive Super Bowl—which would be 
an NFC record. 

But back to 1983. The Redskins were absolutely methodical 
in their week-to-week regular season showings. Head coach 
Joe Gibbs and his staff of experts had the Redskins up for 
each and every game. After losing a tough one on opening 
night—that Monday Night debacle in the nation's capitol ver- 
sus Dallas—the Redskins roared. Washington won 14-of-15 
regular season games following the Cowboys game and 
several of those contests were captured in a lopsided manner.

There was little doubt in anyone's mind that the success that 
had befallen the Redskins throughout the strike-shortened 
1982 campaign was no fluke. Gibbs, Beathard and Company 
had formed a National Football League superpower in a very 
brief time. No wonder those fanatical folks in D.C. were busy 
singing the praises of the Redskins every time one turned on 
his television set. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Redskins rang up 164 yards a game rushing and 219 
yards a game ‘passing last year—good enough to give the 
NFC champions a third place offensive ranking among 28 NFL 
clubs. But Washington was best when they kept things basic. 
Theismann hitting Charlie Brown in the flat, Theismann and 
Art Monk combining on a short out pattern, John Riggins 
running hard with head down and ball safely tucked away. 
Gibbs doesn’t favor anything too fancy—although you would 
think he had absolutely revolutioned the game after listening 
to some folks. Gibbs got every offensive member of the 
Washington Redskins to play beyond his capabilities—until 
that fateful January day down in Florida. 

The trigger on the attack was Theismann. An efficient sort 
who has mastered this offensive game plan, Theismann fired 
29 touchdown strikes last year and tossed just 11 intercep- 
tions. His 60 per cent accuracy rate was both a statement of 
his passing ability and the strategy employed by the Redskins’ 
brass. In short, Theismann was the best quarterback in the

NEL in 1983 and he was operating in the best overall atmos- 
phere. Veteran Jim Hart will not see much time this year but his 
quarterbacking experience will help the Skin squad. 

Behind Theismann came the famous—or now infamous— 
one-back attack. Usually Riggins. The burly back scored an 
NFL record 24 rushing touchdowns and ran for 1,347 regular 
season yards but his 3.6-yard per carry average disappointed 
some Redskin faithful. Joe Washington proved to be a valu- 
able cog—just ask the Raiders—while garnering 5.3 yards per 
pop on 145 carries. The Redskin running game was ranked 
third in the league but age may be creeping up on this year's 
crew. Why even youthful Nick Giaquinto—who is under 30 
years of age—called it quits after a brief career. His versatility 
will be missed. 

The Washington receivers are among the league's best, led 
by the aforementioned Brown and Monk—a duo that com- 
bined for 125 receptions last year. Brown's 78 grabs earned 
him All-Pro honors but he was blanketed in that Super Bowl 
loss. The three-headed tight end monster—Don Warren, Rick 
Walker and Clint Didier—combined for 46 catches and did an 
admirable job. 

The meat-and-potatoes part of this attack, however, is the 
offensive line. Those burly Hogs. Tackle Joe Jacoby and 
guard Russ Grimm will again handle the left side of the front 
wall. Their demonstrations of strength hardly went unnoticed 
last fall. In fact, Jacoby became one of the NFL's all-time most 
popular interior linemen. Center Jeff Bostic is tenacious and 
Mark May and George Starke—while sometimes overmatch- 
ed—are solid. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Contradictions galore, 

Washington's pass defense has been well-documented. 
The Redskins were hurting in the secondary last fall what with 
cornerback Jeris White a holdout and strong safety Tony 
Peters a victim of a drug problem. Peters’ place was taken by 
Ken Coffey who was one of several Redskin defenders to be 
victimized in the Super Bowl. Mark Murphy was an All-Pro who 
held together this band of reshaped deep backs. Murphy 
intercepted nine passes and continued to show an innate 
sense of getting to the ball in a hurry. The cornerbacks were 
manned by Anthony Washington and Darrell Green—the lat- 
ter who sparked Redskin efforts down the stretch. But the 
Skins were simply overmatched back here and may have to do 
some added adjusting if Peters does not return to the fold. 

While Washington ranked last in pass defense, that same

crew finished first in rushing defense. The Redskins surren- 
dered a mere 1,289 yards to enemy backs last season—less 
than four yards a carry. Up front, huge tackles Dave Butz and 
Darryl Grant sparked the efforts. Dexter Manley and Todd 
Liebenstein contained opposing ground games from the out- 
side line spots. It was just an incredible year for Butz—that 
former St. Louis Cardinal castoff—who earned acclaim as one 
of the league’s best en route to Pro Bowl honors. 

Washington's linebacking crew is deep with talented 
bodies. Mel Kaufman and Rich Milot are good ones on the 
outside but Monte Coleman adds speed to those spots when 
inserted. Neal Olkewicz spearheaded this underrated unit 
from the middle. 

Mark Moseley did not have a superstar year in 1983. In fact, 
it wasn’t anything like he had enjoyed in '82 when Moseley 
was Washington's major offensive force. 

PREDICTION 

The Redskins will return to the top of the NFC East chart this 
year with an improved pass rush and another splendid offen- 
sive unit. The Skins might need some running back help but all 
other areas are steeped in talent. Washington will eye another 
Super Bowl berth but shaking off the disastrous Super Bowl 
showing of last January may. be tough.

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DALLAS COWBOYS 


It all came a-tumblin’ down for the Dallas Cowboys in 1983. 
After winning a series of close games early in the year, the 
Cowboys were swept out of the picture with three straight 
season-ending setbacks—including that devastating loss to 
the Los Angeles Rams one day after Christmas. America’s 
Team needed an upheaval, said some. But head coach Tom 
Landry, looking grim in the aftermath of the Cowboys’ low 
moment of '83, promised no such shakeups. The only 
shakeup that hit the Cowboys soon after the completion of the 
campaign came off the field—and was rather big in terms of 
dollars and cents. The Cowboys were sold to “Bum” Bright for 
some unheard of sum, But even this former Aggie oilman 
promised no big shakeups. The triumvirate of Landry, Gil 
Brandt and Tex Schramm would remain the braintrust of this 
perennial powerhouse team. 

And one should look back and review what this triumvi- 
rate—and their players—did for Dallas through the first seven 
weeks of the 1983 season. Close wins against Washington, 
New Orleans and Tampa Bay helped lift the Pokes to a seven- 
and-oh start and—through 14 weeks of play—the Cowboys 
stood tall at 12-2. Then came that fateful day in December 
when the Washington Redskins came calling. Down in Irving, 
the Cowboys lost their poise. Quarterback Danny White rank- 
led the usually unflappable Landry by calling a play on fourth 
and inches when the directive had been made: try and get the 
Skins to jump offsides. If not, take the five-yard delay of game 
penalty. White cracked. The Cowboys crumbled soon thereaf- 
ter. Dallas was decimated 31-10 in front of the home town

faithful. A Monday Night season-finale at San Francisco 
proved to do no good for the men in silver and blue. The 
Niners—needing the game for first place in the NFC West and 
the first round bye that went with it—blasted the Cowboys, 
42-17, The Cowboys said just wait and see. We will return. 
They didn't. The Rams shocked Dallas—and much of Amer- 
ica’s betting class—with a 24-17 victory in Texas. Good night, 
America’s Team. 

But Dallas is far from dead. Splendid athletes still adorn the 
Cowboy roster—just like the old days. But offensive lead- 
ership and some obvious defensive problems must be taken 
care of by this year’s edition. The wild card will come a-calling 
again in 1984. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Cowboys ranked fifth in total offense a year ago but just 
15th in rushing stats. Tony Dorsett was silenced down the 
stretch but still finished with 1,321 yards and a team high eight 
touchdowns. But Dallas failed to get any great numbers from 
the rest of the rushing brigade. Ron Springs was the team's 
leading pass catcher with 73 grabs—always of the short varie- 
ty—but he chipped in just 541 yards on 149 rushing attempts. 
And depth was a real problem, too. Maybe that’s why Dorsett 
came apart at season’s end. Interestingly enough, Dallas did 
not draft a running back until the fifth round when lowa’s Norm 
Granger was tabbed. Look for more production from bullish 
Timmy Newsome this time out.

The Cowboys would welcome more production from White 
come playoff time but that has just not been the case in years 
past. The former Arizona State signal-caller helped lift Dallas 
to the fourth best passing attack in the league last year. 
White’s numbers read 3,980 yards passing, 29 touchdowns 
and 23 interceptions. The intangibles are still missing. The 
Cowboys, seemingly, cannot count on White in crunch times 
and that has to be closely examined by the Dallas brass. 

Dallas’ wide receiving crew got two jolts in the off-season. 
Butch Johnson finally got his wish when he was traded to the 
Houston Oilers for sure-handed Mike Renfro. Drew Pearson 
then gotin a tragic car crash that killed his younger brother and 
left the veteran ball-hawk with several bumps and bruises. It 
may be a trying year for this gifted athlete. Tony Hill does 
return to spark the squad after snaring 49 balls last year—tops 
among the wide outs. Reserve Doug Donley averaged better 
than 20 yards a catch last year but he is not used enough. 
Tight end Doug Cosbie was used plenty by the Pokes last year 
and for good reason. The standout TE nabbed 46 balls and 
collected six TDs. 

A batch of competent blockers head up Dallas’ interior wall, 
led by center Tom Rafferty—that former Nittany Lion. Pat 
Donovan and Herbert Scott man the left side of the line while 
Kurt Petersen and Jim Cooper handle right side responsibili- 
ties from their guard and tackle slot, respectively. It is a good 
unit, a heady group, but a group that may have to add some 
muscle. Former first round pick Howard Richards may be 
heard from often along the forward wall. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Pass defense. It finally ravaged the Washington Red- 
skins—that arch-enemy of the Cowboys—and it ate away at 
the Cowboys. The Pokes finished 27th in pass defense but a 
healthy and wholesome second—tied—in rushing defense. 
Got to have better balance than that.

in early May after an average year. Larry Bethea is a goner, 
too. A casualty to the United States Football League's Michi- 
gan Panthers. John Dutton has yet to live up to his notices and 
Randy White and Ed "Too Tall” Jones may be slowing down a 
bit. It may be Doomsday for this group before long. Rugged 
Don Smerek may be an integral part of this unit before all is 
said and done. 

Linebacking has not been particularly good for the Cowboys 
in recent times. Middle man Bob Breunig has been praised for 
his intelligence but the real fact of the matter is Breunig is too 
slow to play here. He'd be better suited in a four-man lineback- 
ing unit. Mike Hegman and Anthony Dickerson are superb

athletes but not quite up to standards of old for Dallas LBs. 
Right, T.L.? Well, maybe, first round selection Billy Cannon, 
Jr. can come right in and help. Ditto fourth round signee Steve 
DeOssie from Boston College. 

Bill Bates may have been Dallas’ most consistent defensive 
back and he was not among the starting four. Bates came in to 
Spark the Pokes time after time with some mean hits, Now, if 
only the deep backs can make those hard hits count and 
discourage enemy aerial shows... Corners Everson Walls and 
Dennis Thurman teamed for ten interceptions. Safeties 
Michael Downs and Dextor Clinkscale are expected to handle 
the free safety and strong safety spots, respectively. 

Rafael Septien is a Cowboy favorite after netting 22-of-27 
field goal attempts last year. But White may finally have to 
relinquish his punting chores after some minor ailments kept 
him sidelined some in this capacity last year. 

PREDICTION 

Dallas is an annual entry in the NFL post-season party but 
the Cowboys may struggle some to qualify this time out. The 
defensive line is in need of repair and the running game must 
get some back-up help or else Tony D. may be slowed by 
season's end again.

There were some rumblings from this St. Louis Cardinals 
football team down the home stretch last year—rumblings that 
the perennial also-ran was busy building up a quality team. 
Those rumblings came by way of NFL coaches who saw St, 
Louis win five of its last six games while recording a 7-2-1 mark 
in the season's final ten contests. Forget that 1-5 beginning 
that had head coach Jim Hanifan scratching his head in be- 
wilderment. Those late season Cardinals were for real. 

The National Football Conference will welcome a new wild 
card addition in the year ahead when the inhabitants of Busch 
Stadium make it back to the promised land, Not since the days 
of Don Coryell—practically a saint in this town—have the 
Cardinals qualified for a legitimate playoff berth, The strike- 
shortened 1982 campaign allowed St. Louis to squeeze 
through as one of eight NFC contestants before being sledge- 
hammered to death by the passing game of the once-proud 
Green Bay Packers. They would rather like to forget that 
playoff appearance. These are, after all, the new Cardinals 
and their presence in the NFC East will not be ignored in the 
season ahead. 

Some of the old legion—that group that sparked three 
straight division-winning teams of the ’70's—have moved on. 
Popular quarterback Jim Hart joined the Washington Red- 
skins’ roster. Longtime offensive lineman Dan Dierdorf called 
it quits. And Cardinal followers were stil] mourning the retire- 
ment of wide receiver Mel Gray, who hung up the spikes the 
year before. It was time to move on.

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OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Neil Lomax knew the top quarterbacking job was his last 
year but that did not make the former Portland State signal- 
caller free from worries. Some inconsistent early season 
play—and a horrendous Monday Night showing against the 
New York Giants—marked a fatal first half but Lomax re- 
bounded with some solid showings down the stretch. The 
third-year pro broke Hart's accuracy mark by completing 209- 
of-354 passing attempts—a satisfying 59 per cent. A nifty 24 
touchdown passes easily obscured his 11 interceptions. A pro 
quarterback was born. Lomax won't be getting any sideline 
help from Hart this fall but this able slinger has matured to the 
point of doing it on his own. Still, Lomax will look to lift the 
Cards’ aerial stats. St. Louis finished 24th in the NFL in that 
department. Without Hart, the Cards tured to the draft to 
supply them with Rick Mclvor—a strong-armed sort who was 
jockeyed about in his collegiate career at Texas. 

Another superlative season was had by former two-way 
player Roy Green. This Pro Bow! wide out hauled down 78 
passes a year ago and wound up averaging nearly 16 yards a 
grab—both Cardinal marks. Amazingly, Green accounted for 
nearly half of St. Louis’ receiving scores as he nabbed 14 
scoring strikes out of 29. Opposite wide out Pat Tilley was 
heard from less often—he grabbed 44 passes—although this 
former Louisiana Techster averaged a similar 15.7 yards per 
catch figure. Lomax will have a third talented receiver on hand 
this year thanks to the first round draft selection of Tennessee

speedster Clyde Duncan. While scouts raved about Duncan's 
world class time, most NFL experts were a bit surprised to find 
St. Louis selecting him with a number one. Tight end Doug 
Marsh contributed eight touchdown receptions—one in every 
four catches. 

St. Louis has the ingredients of a balanced attack should the 
passing game improve because Ottis Anderson is a consis- 
tent force in the backfield. Anderson enjoyed a solid finish wiith 
five 100-plus rushing days in the final seven weeks of play. 
Now, the former Hurricane has accumulated 6,190 rushing 
yards in five seasons. Behind Anderson, the Redbirds’ run- 
ning game is weak. There is spunky Stump Mitchell—an ex- 
cellent return man—who collected a 5.5 average on 68 carries 
last year. Wayne Morris and Randy Love offer little—if any— 
help. 

The Cardinal offensive line was once the team’s major 
strength. Age, injuries and contract disputes have broken up 
that old gang but this unit may be headed for similar results. 
Left tackle Luis Sharpe is starting to show signs that he was 
worth a top draft pick while left guard Terry Stieve showed 
some positive signs. Joe Bostic and Tootie Robbins are again 
slated to handle right side responsibilities. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

When you let your opposition score 56 touchdowns in the 
course of a 16-game season, you’ve got some problems. St. 
Louis started to rectify things there at the end when San Diego, 
the New York Giants and Philadelphia combined to record a 
meager total of 27 points. But memories of earlier games— 
San Francisco and Washington registered 42 and 45 points in 
other contests—ate away at St. Louis’ playoff aspirations. 

Of course, the off-the-field problems of outside linebacker 
E.J. Junior—one of the “famed four’ in the Pete Rozelle- 
announced drug suspensions—was missed when he was 
forced to sit out the season's first four games. The Cards 
surrendered 28, 34, 42 and 11 points in those Junior-less 
outings. With the former Alabama star back in the fold, things 
picked up. Charlie Baker and Kurt Allerman closed out the 
campaign as starters on the other outside spot and in the 
middle, respectively. 

Sack specialists Al “Bubba” Baker and Curtis Greer helped 
lift the Cardinals to a single-season high in this category. The 
Cards—thanks to these two tenacious defensive ends—re- 
corded 59 total sacks and both finished with a flurry—sacking 
Philadelphia quarterbacks seven and a half times in a season- 
ending 31-7 victory. Inside help on the line came from massive 
David Galloway and Stafford Mays—who also saw some time 
at the end slot. Better play from the tackles must be attained 
because St. Louis wasn't stingy enough. 


ST. LOUIS RB OTTIS ANDERSON 

Once the laughingstock of the leaque, the Cardinal secon- 
dary showed some encouraging signs—but not enough to 
rescue a playoff berth for their team. Lionel Washington cap- 
ped his standout rookie season with two interceptions in the 
final game and that gave him a team high eight for the year. 
Washington was knotted with four other NFL players for 
second best INTs on the year. The top pick from the 1983 
draft—McNeese State’s sterling cornerback Leonard Smith— 
disappointed some as he failed to garner a starting berth at 
season's end. Active free safety Bennie Perrin has been an 
inspirational sort for the Redbirds—concluding the most re- 
cent campaign with 96. That ranked second on the squad to 
strong safety Lee Nelson who contributed 119 stops. 

The Cardinal kicking game was often disastrous. Placekick- 
er Neil O’Donaghue was humiliated in that aforementioned 
Monday Night game versus the Giants—missing chip shot 
after chip shot. The Cards drafted former Clemson booter Bob 
Paulling late in the spring lottery. Maybe he'll take over. Carl 
Birdsong was a pro bowl selectee as a punter and wound up 
averaging 41.5 yards per boot. 

PREDICTION 

The Cardinals put together their first winning season since 
1976—excluding that strike-abbreviated campaign—and 
Hanifan’s squad will register another winning year in 1984. A 
wild card berth is on the horizon for these resurging Birds.

The New York Giants took one huge step backwards in 
1983 behind rookie head coach Bill Parcells. And to think that 
in 1981 the Giants qualified for the National Football Confer- 
ence playoffs as a wild card, toppled Philadelphia and gave 
the eventual Super Bowl champion San Francisco 49ers a real 
run for their money. It was surely a season to forget for 
long-sufrering Giant players and long-suffering Giant fans. 

It was a season in which veteran player after veteran player 
asked for a change in venue. It was a year marked by quarter- 
back problems—again—and some inept play-calling. A Mon- 
day Night 20-20 game against the St. Louis Cardinals may 
have set professional football back another decade or two. It 
surely embarrassed the Maramen from the Meadowlands. 
And 1984 does not figure to be all that much better for the NFC 
East crew. After a 3-12-1 campaign anything would be an 
improvement but progress does not seem to be in the Giants’ 
vocabulary. It's a battle for the basement with Philadelphia in 
this upcoming campaign. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Turnovers haunted the Giants throughout the most recent 
season. New York quarterbacks misfired 31 times and 27 lost 
fumbles by a slew of Giant ballhandlers cast a dark spell over 
the efforts of the men in blue.

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the remainder of the campaign. But Simms is back. Parcells— 
who did not handle the QB dilemma very well—says Simms is 
his man this year. Rutledge will be a backup and third round 
draftee Jeff Hostetler may make some noise here as well. 
Avoiding another season of quarterback switches would do 
the Giants some good. That does not necessarily mean it's 
going to happen, though. The soap opera continues. 

Arushing attack that averaged just 3.5 yards a game stifled 
New York until late in the yearwhen Butch Woolfolk turned into 
a workhorse. The former Wolverine star carried the ball 43 
times in a December outing against Philadelphia in a sign of 
strength. But the injury to Rob Carpenter that kayoed this 
one-time Oiler devastated the Giants’ capable two-back sys- 
tem. Joe Morris continued to disappoint in his trials as a 
running back and John Tuggle—the last player chosen in the 
1982 draft—was no more than a stop-gap measure. 

One reason why the ground game fizzled instead of sizzled 
was because the interior line was absolutely horrendous. Two 
draft picks in the spring lottery may help. Bill Roberts, a tackle 
from Ohio State, is out to prove that every Buckeye blocker is 
not John Hicks. Conrad Goode was not happy being chosen 
so late—the fourth round—but this tackle from Missouri may 
help. Brad Benson and John Tautolo were certainly not the 
answers at those tackle spots. Ditto Gordon King. Billy Ard and 
J.T. Turner manned the two guard positions at season’s end 
but neither were stickout performers. This is the Giants’

One rejuvenated veteran contributed at wide receiver 
where Earnest Gray snared 78 balls for a club record. But 
scoring was a problem here. Despite all of Gray's grabs—he 
recorded only five touchdowns—the rest of the Giant pass 
catchers contributed seven other TDs. John Mistler was a 
Brunner favorite. His glue fingers have always been a plus but 
speed is an enemy. Virtual unknows Byron Williams, Floyd 
Eddings and Mike Miller showed some strong signs but not 
enough to grant any of them a starting spot.

The Crunch Bunch is under construction. Brian Kelley was 
shipped out west to the San Diego Chargers after a highly 
successful individual career in New York. Kelley's mates at the 
linebacking spots may not be far behind. Brad Van Pelt has 
begged for a trade for several seasons but Giant General 
Manager George Young has refused requests. Inside line- 
backer Harry Carson is another quality player who has made 
his feelings known. He wants to play with a winner and that 
means a change of venue. But L.T. returns. Lawrence Taylor 
signed with the New Jersey Generals of the United States 
Football League—had that contract torn up—and then re- 
signed with the Giants. Taylor will be paired with first round 
pick Carl Banks and—maybe—Andy Headen—in this year’s 
Giant linebacking foursome. Banks is a fierce competitor who 
may remind folks of another Taylor. Headen is a hitter who is 
an exceptional blitzer.

It is hard to believe that the Philadelphia Eagles were the 
NFC champions in 1980. The Dick Vermeil-led squad was on 
the verge of winning the Super Bowl. Less than four years 
later, they are on the verge of reclaiming the cellar in the NFC 
East. 

The tandem of coach Vermeil and general manager. Carl 
Peterson which built the 1980 team, is long gone. Vermeil 
claimed that he was burned out, or maybe he saw the hand- 
writing on the wall. Peterson is across town, leading the USFL 
Philadelphia Stars. The Eagles are a team in transition and 
coach Marion Campbell is well aware that things must get 
better or he will be unemployed soon. 

Campbell has started a housecleaning, and several veter- 
ans who played on that championship club are gone. Carl 
Hairston was shipped off to Cleveland, Frank LeMaster, who 
missed the 1983 campaign due to injury, was dealt to San 
Francisco, and Tony Franklin was sent to New England, There 
were other moves, such as the waiving of center Guy Morriss 
and the retirement of Stan Walters, apparently for the last 
time. 

Philadelphia was fortunate to win five games last season. 
They would have claimed the basement if the Giants didn't 
play as poorly as they did. The bottom line is this—the Eagles 
have to stay away from injuries and improve an offense which 
was incredibly disappointing. The statistics here do not lie as 
Campbell's lackluster squad finished dead last in scoring in 
the NFC, totaling 233 points. They ranked 27th in the league in

catching threat after pulling down 38 for 515 yards in 1983. 
First round draft pick Kenny Jackson of Penn State will prob- 
ably serve an apprenticeship behind Carmichael for a year or 
two, serving as a return specialist as well. Spagnola is slated 
to return to duty at tight end. 

If the Eagles are to move up in the NFC East, the running 
game and the line are the areas which need serious improve- 
ment. Obviously a healthy Montgomery would help bolster the 
ground crew. The eighth-year standout from Abilene Christian 
needs just 112 yards to surpass Steve Van Buren's Eagle 
career rushing record of 5,860 yards. Michael Haddix, the first 
round draft choice of 1983, did not materialize and sat on the 
bench behind free agent find Michael Williams for a good part 
of last year. Speaking of Williams, the Mississippi College 
performer and fourth round draft pick rushed for 385 yards and 
he may see more action if Montgomery's knee doesn't hold up. 

Without the services of Walters and Morriss, Philadelphia is 
hoping the youngsters will finally come through. The addition 
of center Mark Dennard from Miami and the return of Perot will 
help. Dennard sat on the bench as Don Shula had an all-pro in 
the middle in Dwight Stephenson. Somehow, Jaworski cannot 
be overly confident with the likes of Steve Kenney, Jim Fritz- 
sche, Leonard Mitchell, Ron Baker and Gerry Feehery in front 
of him. Jerry Sisemore is getting old and the addition of third- 
round tackle Rusty Russell and possibly sixth round selection 
Scott Raridon is little more than a stopgap measure. 

The Eagles have added Ted Marchibroda as offensive coor- 
dinator in an effort to build a respectable attack. Marchibroda 
was previously named Coach of the Year in 1975 when he led 
the Colts to a 10-4 mark. He will have to do a greatjob this time 
around if the Philadelphia offense is to improve. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Maybe the Eagles’ secondary, despite recording a league- 
low eight interceptions, should sue for lack of support. Camp- 
bell is known for his love of defense and it showed as Phi- 
ladelphia's pass defense was second best in the entire NFL, 
just behind the Bengals. Opponents netted just 174.5 aerial 
yards per contest despite completing over 57 percent of their 
attempts. 

Actually, the defensive backfield is one of the team’s 
strongest areas, though the linebacking corps could put up a 
good argument. Cornerbacks Roynell Young and Herman 
Edwards have proven themselves as standouts and all-pro 
contenders despite combining for just two interceptions a year 
ago. Strong safeties Ray Ellis and Randy Logan join under- 
rated free safeties Wes Hopkins and Brenard Wilson in the 
secondary.

Philadelphia fans no longer talk about Bill Bergey, John 
Bunting or the most recently departed LeMaster when discus- 
sing the linebacking contingent. Jerry Robinson is already a 
star after just five years. Surprising inside linebacker Anthony 
Griggs, the team leader in interceptions with three, is vastly 
underrated despite recording 129 stops, second on the team 
behind Robinson's 177. Joel Williams of “Gritz-Blitz” fame, 
returned to form at one outside linebacker, recording 105 hits. 
The other outside performer, Reggie Wilkes, did not post great 
statistics, totaling just 66 hits, though he is capable of impro- 
ving those numbers. 

Against the run, the Eagles had their problems, ranking next 
to last in the league (only the Oilers were more inept against 
the rush). Opponents ran the ball 633 times while Philadelphia 
carried the pigskin over 200 times less. Up front, Dennis 
Harrison, Ken Clarke and Greg Brown are slated to start. 
PREDICTION 

The Eagles face the toughest schedule in the NFL with 
seven playoff teams and five division titlists on tap.

Inthe 1982 strike-shortened season some four NFC Central 
squads qualified for the expanded playoffs. One year later— 
when the playoff format returned to normal—one NFC Central 
crew garnered a post-season berth. Now, that’s normal. That 
club, the Detroit Lions, will swipe a second consecutive di- 
visional crown this year while edging out the Green Bay Pack- 
ers and their rookie head coach Forrest Gregg. The Chicago 
Bears will enter their first season without the on or off field 
presence of George Halas and the Minnesota Vikings won't be 
the same without 17-year head coach Bud Grant. John McKay 
is hoping his Tampa Bay Buccaneers forget all aspects of the 
1983 campaign—a walk through a nightmarish season. Sure- 
ly the Bucs will better last year's 2-14 performance. 

An NFC Championship Game berth eluded the Detroit 
Lions last year by the margin of a football. Eddie Murray's last 
second field goal try in San Francisco on New Year's Eve 
sailed wide and sent the Lions back to Pontiac with heads 
hung low. But head coach Monte Clark—whose sideline 
prayers were not answered at that critical moment—will return 
the Lions to some glory days in 1984. With running back Billy 
Sims sporting his new team-oriented look and a full return to 
health—and now wealth—the Lions will roar more often than 
they did en route to last year’s crown. Don't expect another 1-4 
start for this Motown crew. Detroit is ready and rarin’ for a fast 
start in this rough-and-rugged division. 

Contract problems between the Lions and the Houston 
Gamblers of the United States Football League have been 
squared away. Now, the Lions will set things straight in this 
annually jumbled division. Detroit—with the help of a strong 
pass rush—read Doug English and William Gay—parade past 
the rest of the pack. 

Speaking of the Pack, Green Bay will nail down a second 
place finish behind Gregg who stresses fundamental football a 
bit more than predecessor Bart Starr did. A defense that 
absolutely caved in under the force of some early season 
injuries caused the Packers’ demise while the attack was one 
of the league’s most explosive—again. Lynn Dickey threw for 
more than 4,000 yards and James Lofton and Paul Coffman 
turned in pro bow! seasons. Better balance on offense and 
some semblance of a pass rush defensively—the addition of 
first round choice Alphonso Carreker should help—will mark 
Packer improvements.

The Chicago Bears are on the verge of contending for a wild 
card berth but inconsistent play from the wide receivers and 
some defensive shortcomings will keep Mike Ditka’s club 
away from the post-season dance. Walter Payton will draw 
much of the attention—again—as he nears closer and closer 
Jim Brown’s all-time rushing mark. 

Life without Bud Grant may seem strange but the Vikings 
will adjust under rookie mentor Les Steckel. Minnesota was 
ravaged by a series of fatal injuries—especially the early 
season loss of quarterback Tommy Kramer—and were un- 
able to get completely untracked. Ted Brown's return to full 
health is also essential. Minnesota makes some noise but is 
sentenced to another non-playoff season. 

The playoffs remain a pipe dream for the Tampa Bay Buc- 
caneers, a club that stumbled through an 0-9 start en route to a 
2-14 final season record. Steve DeBerg may start for Jack 
Thompson at quarterback but a batch of other question marks 
have yet to be answered. The Bucs were not helped much by 
this spring draft after dealing away the numberone pick last 
year. So much for that strategy. 
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DETROIT LIONS 


The moment was sketched in the minds of thousands of 
television viewers. There was head coach Monte Clark, hands 
clasped, praying to a higher being. On the field, Eddie Murray 
was lining up a lengthy field goal attempt that would either 
prolong the playoff lives of the Detroit Lions or sink the Nation- 
al Football Conference Central Division crew. Murray stepped 
into the ball. The fans behind the goal post in Candlestick Park 
held their collective breaths and then disappointment for the 
visitors settled in. Murray missed. And the underdog Lions 
were finished. 

But many football folks thought last year’s Lion club was 
finished five weeks into the season. You remember what 
happened. Detroit blanked hapless Tampa Bay on the sea- 
son's first weekend and then followed that up with four con- 
secutive setbacks. Don't fret, said Lion players. That other 
professional football team from Michigan had gotten off to an 
equally rotten start in the spring league and eventually cap- 
tured the championship. Could this be an encore perform- 
ance? It sure looked like it as Detroit motored past six of its 
final eight opponents en route to the divisional championship. 
Where 1982's strike-shortened season witnessed four NFC 
Central teams qualify for the playoffs, 1983 would send just 
one. 

Unfortunately for Detroit, it was a bitter taste that was left 
when all was said and done. 

Fortunately for the Lions, Billy Sims is honoring his Detroit 
contract—sorry about that one Jerry Argovitz. So that qualifies 
the Lions as potential repeat performers in the NFC Central. 
Clark's club gets a new lease on life—albeit in another season.

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The return of Sims to the Lions’ lineup last fall was a boost 
after some nagging injuries. Detroit was staggering without its 
star back—despite some nifty performances by rookie runner 
James Jones. Sims carried the Lions offensively while helping 
them finish 12th in the NFL in rushing stats. The former Heis- 
man Trophy winner collected 1,040 yards and wound up with a 
team-leading seven rushing scores. Jones chipped in with 475 
yards rushing and a team best 46 receptions. So much for his 
alleged bad hands. Able veteran Dexter Bussey averaged 
nearly four and half yards a pop on 57 carries but the rest of the 
Lion bench was tepid. Depth may be a problem again. 

The oft-asked question in Detroit is just who will quarterback 
this year's club. Eric Hipple was plagued by a rotten touch- 
down versus interception ratio that read 12 to 18. But it was 
veteran signal-caller Gary Danielson that was bugged by the 
INT in playoff time. Danielson was picked off five times in that 
playoff encounter against the Niners and that eventually cost 
the Motown gang. Interestingly enough, Danielson sported a 
seven-touchdown, four-interception performance during the 
course of the regular season. 

Detroit’s receiving corps must be bolstered and the first 
round draft choice of tight end David Lewis from California will 
help. Lewis—who claims the Lions have been his favorite 
team since childhood—will have to overcome some negative 
marks. Like a bad attitude. Lewis is a natural at tight end and 
may follow in the footsteps of some greats here. Free agent

find Jeff Chadwick from Grand Valley State was a bright spot 
in the Lion receiving game but former first round choice Mark 
Nichols continued to disappoint. The former San Jose State 
star nabbed just 29 balls last year. A broken jaw sidelined 
Leonard Thompson for much of the 1983 season but his return 
will bolster this shaky unit. 

Rookie center Steve Mott helped solidify the interior wall 
where he did an exceptional job. Tackle Chris Dieterich was 
an iron man performer—starting all 16 games—but a back 
ailment kayoed opposite tackle Keith Dorney for three games. 
Injuries also hampered the guard positions where regulars 
Don Greco and Homer Elias were under attack. Second-year 
tackle Rich Strenger may be a valuable performer on this Lion 
edition. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Defensive coordinator Ed Beard eschewed a chance to 
work in private business and decided to remain with the Lions. 
That should help a unit that was stunned by the sudden death 
of Jackie Simpson in June of 1983. Beard watched the de- 
fense improve with every passing week and saw the Lions 
allow 20 points or less in the final four games of the regular 
season. Detroit's “D” could hardly be blamed for that playoff 
loss to the Niners what with all those Danielson interceptions 
giving San Francisco some sturdy field positions. But Joe 
Montana did walk the Niners downfield when it counted at the 
end of that one—leading Beard and Clarke to wonder during 
the off-season about the unit's capabilities. 

The “Silver Rush” was sparked by another fierce pass rush 
as tackles William Gay and Doug English combined for 26 and 
one half sacks. English is the sole survivor of that 1978 front 
four—the first year for Clark in Motown. Ends Mike Cofer and 
Curtis Green—the latter who stepped in for traded star Al 
“Bubba” Baker—showed some positive signs but these DEs 
still have lots of room for improvement. Mike Dawson is being 
counted on to help the cause here. 

Ken Fantetti has paced the Lions in tackles for four straight 
seasons now and his mobility from the middle linebacking spot 
will again be a Detroit highlight. Fantetti has started 65 straight 
games for the NFC Central crew. Jimmy Williams and Garry 
Cobb also avoided the injury bug while teaming for 31-of-32 
possible regular season starts. Roosevelt Barnes was a stick- 
out LB in passing situations—which may explain why Detroit 
ranked 11th in the league in pass defense. 

A smallish secondary has caused problems at Detroit and 
this year’s starting foursome will again be on the light side. 
Bruce McNorton, the leading interceptor last year with seven 
thefts, came around after serving in a backup role early on. 


DETROIT DT DOUG ENGLISH 


Bobby Watkins swiped four enemy aerials from the other 
cornerback spot while the safeties are manned by Alvin Hall 
and William Graham. All four of these players stand under 
six-feet tall but some cohesive play at the end of last season 
encouraged Lion coaches. 


PREDICTION 

The Lions recorded seven wins within the NFC Central and 
another strong effort is needed in this area. Detroit has more 
talent than the other clubs in the division and the home field is 
a distinct advantage. Detroit makes it three straight playoff 
berths—two straight NFC Central titles.

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GREEN BAY PACKERS 


The Green Bay Packers have a lot of fond memories. But 
1983 was a season to forget. Despite sporting the National 
Football League’s second best passing attack—behind dis- 
appointing San Diego—the Packers slumbered through an 
8-8 campaign that eventually closed with the firing of Bart Starr 
and the hiring of another former Green Bay great—Forrest 
Gregg. A firm hand, a true disciplinarian, Gregg should help 
the Packers get back to the days of yore with some fun- 
damental football teachings. 

What Gregg must do, though, is reshape a defense that 
absolutely fell apart last year—starting in that season-opening 
41-38 victory in the Astrodome over the Houston Oilers. The 
Pack suffered a couple of key injuries in that lidlifter and never 
got untracked defensively from that point on. The call went out 
for Gregg 

Championship teams were commonplace for these Pack- 
ers in years past and a NFC Central Division title was ex- 
pected last time out. Disappointing the home folks is one thing. 
Disappointing yourselves is another. Green Bay players out- 
wardly second-guessed themselves, wondering why things 
had gone south when they just weren't supposed to. The Pack 
will attempt to come back but the playoffs elude this team in 
1984. Tradition may be on Green Bay's side but defensive 
talent is not. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Packers were not balanced offensively last year—but 
they were explosive. Green Bay registered 41 points against 
Houston, 55 versus Tampa Bay, 48 against the NFC cham- 
pion Washington Redskins and 41 in a showdown with Atlan- 
ta. Yet this same attack that generated those outputs were 
limited to 20 points or less on five different occasions. Ouch. 

Green Bay's passing game will return intact this year with

quarterback Lynn Dickey at the helm and receivers James 
Lofton, John Jefferson and Paul Coffman all staying busy. But 
one can be sure that Gregg will stress some production out of 
the running backs and better blocking up front. Man cannot 
live on the forward pass alone—as Starr found out. 

Dickey’s return comes one year after the veteran signal- 
caller cranked out 4,458 yards passing and 32 touchdowns. 
His 29 interceptions, though, was a sore point. Among his 
favorite pass catchers was the elusive Lofton who snared just 
58 passes but averaged an eye-opening 22.4 yards a grab. 
That gave the former Stanford star another Pro Bow! berth. 
Jefferson pulled down 57 passes and scored seven touch- 
downs—one less than Lofton. But the real star may have been 
Coffman who hauled in 11 touchdowns and was a third down 
threat for this high-powered attack. Wide out Phillip Epps adds 
speed and savvy to the receiving corps. 

Running back Gerry Ellis was another prime target for Dick- 
ey. Ellis—whose 696 rushing yards easily paced Green Bay 
backs—caught 52 balls and was a versatile performer from 
Start to finish. Now, if thre Pack can get Eddie Lee Ivery back 
into the lineup after a voluntary drug problem and get more 
output from guys like Mike Meade and Harlan Huckleby, ba- 
lance may be restored. Interestingly enough, Gregg says he 
likes these particular running backs. Maybe he knows some- 
thing Bart never did. 

Green Bay offensive linemen are adept at pass blocking but 
Gregg feels each of the players can add beef to the body. All 
Pro center Larry McCarren will again anchor this front wall

signs a year ago. Team Rookie of the Year David Drechsler 
was a bright spot at left guard. Another player to watch up front 
is former lowa tackle Ron Hallstrom who may garner a guard 
slot in the year ahead. There has to be someplace the Pack 
can put a 6-6, 285-pound former first round draft choice. 

Green Bay's offense won't be silent in the year ahead but 
Gregg is hoping to quiet some critics by providing an improved 
ground attack. That remains to be seen. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK ; 

Against the rush the Packers were no better than 26th in the 
league while finishing 24th versus the pass. Green Bay's 
defense was offensive. There were players suiting up that had 
no right starting in NFL circles and it eventually cost the NFC 
Central crew. Opening-day injuries to nose guard Terry Jones 
and inside linebacker Randy Scott kayoed an important part of 
this unit. Jones missed the entire 1983 campaign while Scott 
did not return to action until the 11th week of play. Backup 
nose guard Rich Turner was saddled with a season-ending 
injury in the sixth game of the season and so things went. From 
bad to worse. And then, even worse. 

The draft may have helped. Green Bay shocked many folks 
when it tabbed Florida State pass rusher Alphonso Carreker 
with its first round pick. Carreker is an enthusiastic sort who 
may pick up things on this languid Green bay defense. Defen- 
sive tackle Donnie Humphrey—another blue chipper—was 
available in the second round and the Pack remained con- 
vinced that the defense could be reshaped by the spring 
lottery. In all, five of the first six selections made by Green Bay 
were defensive players. If the injuries happen to pile up again 
in '84, Gregg is hoping to counter them with some warm 
bodies. 

The Packer ends showed some encouraging signs. Erza 
Johnson collected 15 and a half quarterback sacks and Byron 
Braggs was a force at times. Depth is certainly a problem and 
the nose guard slot must be fixed. It may take time. 

Green Bay's linebackers have been a source of team pride. 
Last year’s group played below well but was under heavy 
pressure. Mike Douglass, George Cumby and John Anderson 
each tallied at least 100 tackles but they were bothered by 
several surrounding forces. Weak line play was a major factor. 
Rich Wingo rounds out the foursome—a group that can only 
play better with aid in the other areas. 


GREEN BAY QB LYNN DICKEY 


Some numbers told the story in the secondary. Green Bay 
surrendered a club record 3,762 yards in passing and was 
often victimized deep. New secondary coach Ken Riley has 
insisted changes will be made here. Cornerbacks Estus Hood 
and Mike McCoy may shift to safety while Mark Lee and Tim 
Lewis—last year's top draft pick—get a look at the corners. 
Some gifted athletes may pick up the beat sooner than ex- 
pected. But that pass rush must return. Fast. 

Jan Stenerud was weighing the prospects or retiring one 
year after nailing 21-of-26 field goals. This veteran performer 
was, indeed, at the top of his game in 1983 when many around 
him were stumbling. Bucky Scribner finished third in the NFC 
with a 41.6 average. Green Bay's special teams need a lift 
when returning kicks but the rest of the unit was fine. 
PREDICTION 

Under Gregg, the Packers will be a disciplined club that 
stresses the fundamentals. But this defense may have to learn 
the fundamentals first. Should some younger bodies be able 
to apply a strong pass rush, the Pack may be back. But the 
playoffs elude this once-proud club for yet another season.

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CHICAGO BEARS 


For the first time in the club's history, George Stanley Halas 
will not be a part of the Chicago Bears. The passing of Papa 
Bear last year marked the end of one of sport’s most amazing 
eras. After founding the Decatur Staleys—the forerunner for 
the Chicago Bears—back in 1920, Halas went on to coach the 
club for 40 years in four separate ten-year trials, His winning 
totals tower above anyone elsein professional football and his 
influence on the National Football League has been well- 
documented before. In short, the Bears may not seem like the 
Bears without Halas. Until you look at them on the field. 

There, Halas’ favorite all-time Bear—Mike Ditka—will 
attempt to shape the Chicago Bears into the image of yester- 
day's Bears. Chicago has always been a hard-hitting club that 
favored the physical and violent style of football. And the 
Bears have annually been known for their conservative—yet 
often effective—offensive strategies. Last year, Chicago led 
all 28 NFL teams in rushing yardage. Led by the incomparable 
Walter Payton, Chicago finished the year with 2,727 yards 
rushing but only an 8-8 season. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

There is only one player on this Chicago Bears offense who 
has nothing left to prove—Mr.Payton. The Bears’ all-time 
leading ground-gainer has closed to within striking distance of 
Jim Brown's all-time career rushing mark of 12,312 yards. 
Payton starts the current campaign with 11,625 career rushing 
yards and countless other club marks. Last year the talented 
veteran also finished first on his team in total receptions with 
53 and added three toucdown passes to his record. The Bears 
look upon Payton as the ultimate athlete. He has not been 
bogged down by injuries—as so many NFL running backs are

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in this day and age. And, despite Payton’s penchant for getting 
paid the big money, he made no real threats when the Chicago 
Blitz came knocking last year. Walter listened and said no 
thanks. Walter Payton is the Chicago Bears. It just wouldn't 
look right to see him in any other uniform—except that of a pro 
bowl kind. 

While Payton paced the league’s number one ground 
game, invaluable Matt Suhey contributed plenty from the other 
running back post. The former Penn State star averaged 4.6 
yards a carry en route to a 681-yard rushing season. That 
nearly matched his three-year career rushing totals with the 
Bears which numbered 772 yards. Quality depth behind these 
two stellar backs remains a Bear shortcoming. 

Quarterbacking used to be a Bear shortcoming, too, but 
second-year slinger Jim McMahon cleared up the QB picture 
last year and showed several promising signs. The former 
number one draft choice threw for 2,184 yards and completed 
nearly 60 per cent of his forward tosses. McMahon also si- 
lenced some critics who said a bum knee would keep his 
scrambling down. McMahon accounted for 307 rushing yards 
and often got himself—and the Bears’ offense—out of difficult 
situations. 

McMahon's favorite wide receiver on an attack that finished 
17th in the NFL in passing numbers was Willie Gault—the 
world class sprinter who either feasted off enemy secon- 
daries or disappeared for games on end in his rookie trial. 
Gault was last seen attempting to sprint in the Olympics but his 
running this fall will largely determine where the Bears finish 
when allis said and done. A 20.9 yard per catch average—and

eight often spectacular touchdowns—highlighted Gault's 
rookie season but this former Tennessee track star must find a 
way to remain a visible part of the Chicago offense week-in 
and week-out. Sure-handed sorts Brian Baschnagel and Ken 
Margerum were held to just 26 catches between them last 
year—a disappointing total. Dennis McKinnon recorded four 
receiving scores among his 20 catches. At tight end, Ditka’s 
former Dallas Cowboy pupil Jay Saldi backed up regular Em- 
ery Moorehead who, ironically enough, broke Ditka’s single 
season tight end touchdown total of five two years back. 
DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

This area was boosted on Draft Day '84 when outside 
linebacker Wilber Marshall—he of the huge contract demands 
and even more demanding agent—was tabbed on the open- 
ing round. That Marshall was left until the 11th overall selec- 
tion said something for his non-playing attitude. Chicago feels 
that it can get solid production from this former Florida flash 
who many favorably compare with Lawrence Taylor and Hugh 
Green. On the second round, the Bears tabbed another quick 
linebacker—California’s Ron Rivera. Many scouts knocked 
Rivera’s ability but some brilliant senior outings—especially 
that game against Rose Bowl champion UCLA—stuck out in 
the Bears’ collective minds. Rivera will get his shot, probably 
inside. 

Former tackle Dan Hampton is also involved in the lineback- 
ing picture. Old number 99 may be shifted here in Buddy 
Ryan's latest shakeup. One LB that is secure in his spot is 
Mike Singletary—the team's top tackler last year from his MLB 
slot. Otis Wilson—who started on the left side—contributed 
100 total tackles. That was third best on the squad. The Bears 
tried moving former end Al Harris to linebacker last year but 
that did not always work well. Marshall—or Rivera—could 
make their presence felt early on. 

Chicago finished eighth in the league in total defense, 
thanks partly to the front four. Mike Hartenstine was active 
from an end position while Jim: Osborne was the second 
leading tackler among down linemen from the LT spot. Steve 
McMichael and Richard Dent ended the season as starters on 
the right side—though neither showed much consistency. 

A defensive backfield that was the object of help in the 1983 
draft helped Chicago finish 12th in the league versus the 
forward pass. Mike Richardson and Dave Duerson were 
second and third round choices in that lottery and both started 
at season's end. Leslie Frazier—seven steals—joined 
Richardson on the corner while Gary Fencik contributed two 
Steals from the free safety slot. Todd Bell—who was the 
team's second leading tackler—and Terry Schmidt—who

nabbed five interceptions—also encouraged Bear coaches. 

Bob Thomas may be most noted for lifting his former team, 
the Detroit Lions, into the playoffs when the Notre Dame alum 
booted Green Bay with a season-finale field goal. But Thomas 
did not want to remember most of the 1983 season. Thomas 
nailed just four-of-15 field goal tries from beyond the 30-yard 
line. Punter Bob Parsons signed on with the Blitz—as did 
many ex-Bears—and Ditka hastened his exit with an early 
release. The kicking game was not among Bear strengths last 
year. 
PREDICTION 

The Bears must reshape some defensive areas and the 
passing game must better last year’s totals in order for Ditka 
and Company to earn a playoff berth. A late season surge— 
read five wins in the final six weeks—has got to encourage the 
NFC Central club as the campaign opens. But these Bears— 
without their founder—will be stopped short of the post- 
season party.

Bud Grant arrived on the scene in Minnesota back in 1967— 
fresh from four Grey Cup championships in the Canadian 
Football League. In his 17 seasons as the Vikings’ head 
coach, Grant never won a Super Bowl game. He was in 
four—lost 'em all. But Grant-did capture a playoff berth 12 
different times and his total number of victories in the CFL and 
NFL rank second to the legendary George Halas—the former 
Bear great who passed on last year. Grant was not going to 
“grow old” in the job. He liked to fish and to hunt. Bud Grant 
was not going to take a team down with him so he called it quits 
shortly after the 1983 campaign. A new era begins now in 
Minnesota. Former receivers coach Les Steckel will now run 
the Viking ship. But things shouldn’t change much from the 
Grant days. That guiding force will remain with this NFC 
Central club. 

Steckel’s appointment comes after a five-year appren- 
ticeship in Minnesota where he served under Grant. In earlier 
years, Steckel served as a Viet Nam Marine infantry officer. 
Steckel already has his players respect. Being a national 
Golden Gloves boxing champion helps there. A team that 
finished with ten rookies on the roster—an oddity under 
Grant's tutelage—will look to this 38-year taskmaster to lead 
the way after a .500 season. It was a .500 season marked by 
some devastating injuries—the early season loss of starting 
quarterback Tommy Kramer was a crushing blow—and some 
overall trying times. Some 23 Vikings were sidelined for 
games throughout the course of the 8-8 campaign including 
Kramer—who missed 13 contests, versatile running back Ted 
Brown—who missed six games because of a shoulder injury 
and tight end Joe Senser who was scratched from the 16- 
game regular season with a knee injury. Tack on the five-

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game absence of wide receiver Sammy White with a pulled 
muscle and various ailments that sabotaged much of the 
ballhandling crew on the purple gang. There's a good chunk of 
the Vikings’ offensive output. Steckel will welcome these play- 
ers back with open arms. And the defense will welcome back 
lineman Mark Mullaney—who was kayoed for nine games 
with shoulder problems. 

Interestingly enough, even with all the injuries—the slightly 
disruptive early season deal bringing former Oiler veterans 
Archie Manning and Dave Casper to the land of lakes—and 
the eventual Grant resignation, there were some positive 
signs coming from the 1983 campaign. The Vikes showed that 
they were the best team in the AFC Central Division as Minne- 
sota knocked off Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Houston and Cincin- 
nati. But a split of eight games within Minnesota's real divi- 
sion—the NFC Central—failed to help playoff causes. 
OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Minnesota will welcome a new season—and some new 
luck—in 1984. The Vikes were carted off left and right last year 
with some well-documented injuries so anything would be an 
improvement. Minnesota failed to score more than 21 points in 
a single game during the final seven weeks and an embarras- 
sing Monday Night Football showing versus Detroit—in which 
the Vikings scored all of two points—humbled those who were 
forced to step in for the injured veterans.

solid shot wrecked Kramer's knee and thus started Minneso- 
ta's bad luck season. Steve Dils could lead Minnesota to no 
better than a 20th place ranking among the NFL teams offen- 
sively. The former Stanford signal-caller did throw for 2,840 
yards but a weak touchdown versus interception ratio—that 
read 11 to 16é—hampered the team’s attack. But, in all fairness 
to Dils, who had never really experienced quality playing time 
in the NFL, those injuries that struck several other key Viking 
members hurt Dils too. Without Brown for six games, the Vikes 
looked like an offense without direction. When Brown was in 
there he contributed 476 yards rushing and 357 yards in 
receptions—hardly what had become the norm for this fine 
back. But Brown scored 10 rushing TDs—ten of Minnesota's 
17 running scores. Speedy Darrin Nelson did chip in with 642 
yards rushing—but only one touchdown—and a team high 51 
pass receptions. When the season ended with a 20-14 
triumph over the Bengals, the Vikes listed Jarvis Redwine and 
Tony Galbreath as the starting backfield tandem. Their pro- 
duction should come off the bench when the regular season 
rolls around. 

The Vikings are hoping for production from Senser—that 
nifty tight end who is excellent in the medium range passing 
game of today. Bob Bruer did nab 31 balls in Senser’s abs- 
ence. The retirement of Ahmad Rashad was felt as White 
paced the Viking receivers with just 29 receptions. Leo Lewis, 
Terry LeCount and Sam McCullum all sport experience but 
none of them grabbed more than 21 passes a year ago. 

Less-than-household names dotted the Vikings offensive 
line. Center Dennis Swilley anchors the unit while veteran 
tackle Steve Riley remains a rock up front. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The loss of DE Mullaney for more than half the season did 
not help. Nor did the achilles heel injury that struck down 
safety Keith Nord for 13 games. But Minnesota still finished 
sixth best in pass defense stats while allowing offenses to run 
over and around its defense. The Vikes surfendered 2,584 
yards rushing—a four and a half yard average—and were 
extremely deficient with their three-man front. The first round 
draft selection of Washington State end Keith Milliard may 
help—but probably not for a while. With the return to full health 
by Mullaney and with Doug Martin and Charlie Johnson 
adding veteran savvy, the Vikes should better their seventh 
place finish among NFC squads in the sack department. 

Linebacking was again a Viking strength last year as inside 
backers Scott Studwell and Dennis Johnson played well. In 
fact, it was the fourth straight season Studwellthe 250th

player chosen in the 1977 draft—had topped Viking defenders 
in total tackles. Outside linebackers Matt Blair and Fred 
McNeill collected nearly 200 total stops between them. Walker 
Lee Ashley and Robin Sendlein may also contribute here at LB 
in the year ahead. 


Tommy Hannon, John Turner and Joey Browner were Min- : 


_nesota’s leading players at safeties with Nord unavailable for 


service. Turner picked off six passes—tied for team best— 
from his spot. Carl Lee, Willie Teal and John Swain—who also 
nabbed six thefts—will attempt to slow enemy wide outs who 
have feasted off Minnesota of late. 

Injuries decimated the Viking team of 1983 but one player— 
kicker Rick Danmeier—was ably replaced. Benny Ricardo 
secured the top job and nailed 25 field goals for the NFC 
Central crew. Ricardo also booted some game-winning jobs 
that helped lift a struggling attack. 

PREDICTION 

The Bud Grant Era quietly came to a close last year follow- 
ing a break-even campaign. The Vikes may not be able to 
better that mark, even with the return of some time-tested 
warriors. Some defensive problems still gnaw away at this 
club and an imbalanced attack is not the answer on offense.

What could go wrong did last season down in Tampa Bay 
where Murphy's Law could have easily be renamed McKay's 
Law. Veteran head coach John McKay watched his charges 
fall flat on their collective faces in a most difficult season to 
take. A 2-14 campaign was marred by the league's most inept 
offense—the Bucs finished dead last in offense and second- 
to-last in rushing—one year after securing a playoff berth in 
the 16-team NFL Invitational. The Bucs—who once coined the 
famous phrase “From Worst to First’—returned to the NFC 
Central cellar. So much for trading away first round choices, 
huh fellas? 

The Bucs employed a quarterback—Jack Thompson—who 
did not play all that much in several seasons at Cincinnati. And 
it showed. In return for Cincinnati's overwhelming generosity, 
the Buccaneers granted the Bengals with the top spring pick in 
the 1984 draft. Cincinnati could not come to terms with 
Brigham Young quarterback Steve Young so they made a 
colossal deal with New England who, in turn, signed wide 
receiver Irving Fryar. All of that wheeling and dealing made 
Tampa Bay front office personnel realize how much Doug 
Williams really meant to this team, While the former Grambling 
star had some shaky outings in his brief career, Williams was 
like a baseball pitcher who gave his team lots of innings—f not 
always great performances. Williams was always there and 
seldom injured. His exodus to the United States Football 
Leaque hurt more than Buc front office folks thought. Murphy’s 
Law in action. 

The Bucs were plagued by injuries to the running backs— 
specifically James Wilder who missed six games. And that 
hard-hitttng, swarming defense that had been a Tampa Bay 


constant in seasons past could do no better than finish 16th _ 


among 28 National Football League squads.

So, the Bucs made some changes. To step up the passing 
attack—which shined in comparison with the ground game— 
Tampa Bay acquired Steve DeBerg from the Denver Broncos 
for a draft choice. To pick up the rushing blues, former New 
York Jet back Scott Dierking—a solid third-down player who 
suffered an off season—was gobbled up for another draft pick. 
Now, all Tampa Bay needs to do is avoid the injury bug that 
plagued this attack and then some sound times may return. 
But the Bucs will be bad—again—in 1984. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

It was bleak but it’s gotten better. With DeBerg in the quar- 
terbacking picture, the Bucs will be more of a threat. It's true 
that Thompson—en route to that forgettable 0-9 stari—was 
not endowed with much good luck but questions abound 
surrounding his starting status. Jerry Golsteyn did no better for 
the Bucs in his short trial period. 

Without Wilder the Tampa Bay rushing ground sputtered 
miserably. The former Missouri star even ran the ball 42 times 
in one game last year—a win against Minnesota—but became 
one of the many Buc offensive performers to succumb to the 
injury jinx. In his ten games, Wilder collected 640 yards and 
scored four touchdowns—nearly half of Tampa Bay's total of 
nine. James Owens scored the other five TDs for the NFC 
Central cellar-dweller but averaged just 2.8 yards a carry. 
Smallish Melvin Carver finished between Wilder and Owens 
on the Tampa Bay rushing charts with 348 yards. As one can 
see, the addition of Dierking will be a major boost. 

Kevin House and Gerald Carter are wide receivers who are 
not household names but both can fly and both can play the 
game. House’s 47 catches was one less than Carter but the

former recorded a team high five receiving scores. Theo Bell 
was playing out his option at last look, Tight end Jimmie Giles 
was the subject of trade talk during the spring months after a 
25-catch season. 

Injuries battered the Bucs up front but there are talented 
hands to be found here. Former first round pick Sean Farrell is 
a stickout guard and the Bucs dipped into the Penn State pool 
for another lineman in the most recent draft. Tackle Ron 
Heller—like Farrell, a Long Island product—may help. Dave 
Reavis and Randy Grimes are also slated to fill out line posi- 
tions in the year ahead. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Hugh Green remained one of the game's top defenders 
from his outside linebacking spot but the rest of this Tampa 
Bay defense slipped some. The Bucs were 15th against the 
rush and 19th versus the pass. Not particularly bad but not 
Buccaneer-like numbers either. 

Joining Green—whose 138 total tackles paced the squad— 
at the linebacking spots were Jeff Davis, Scot Brantley and Ed 
Judie. None of this group is particularly steeped in experience 
but all of them showed some encouraging signs one year ago. 
Davis—a hard-hitter from Clemson—demonstrated his tack- 
ling abilities by ravaging 137 enemy ballhandlers—second 
best on the Bucs. The name players that once performed in 
the Tom Bass system have departed the Tampa Bay scene 
but this new group may be able to achieve stardom before all is 
said and done. Green displayed his greatness last year as he 
picked off two passes and returned them both for touchdowns. 
The fact that one of these steals—against St. Louis—was 
returned for a score with a badly injured leg marked another 
chapter in the storied career of this perennial all-pro. The Bucs 
drafted Southern California linebacker Keith Browner with 
their first selection—the 30th player in the talent poolthis 
past spring so obviously Tampa Bay was not overly pleased 
with the LB play. 

Tampa Bay’s front three was sparked in part by nose tackle 
David Logan whose nine and a half sacks finished second on 
the squad to another perennial all pro—Lee Roy Selmon. This 
Oklahoma alum faced the usual double-teaming but still re- 
corded 71 total tackles. Opposite end John Cannon added 
another five QB sacks. The Bucs’ front wall is hoping to slice

into enemy completion rates which were a whopping 61 per 
cent last year. 

A secondary that was boosted by the mid-season acquisi- 
tion of safety Beasley Reece—whose eight interceptions tied 
him for second best in NFC circles—may come on at the start 
of the upcoming campaign. Cedric Brown is slated to start at 
the other safety slot for the Bucs while John Holt and Mike 
Washington contribute at the corners. Mark Cotney adds 
veteran polish to the deep backfield as well. The Bucs tabbed 
Texas deep back Fred Acorn with the 57th pick in the most 
recent lottery. 

The kicking game sunk to new lows last year as field goal 
specialist Bill Capece was abominable—read ten-of-23 con- 
versions. Even lineman George Yarno was given a late sea- 
son shot as the club's placekicker. Punter Frank Garcia was a 
bit better—averaging 42.2 yards a pop. 

PREDICTION 

An easier agenda and some offensive additions will carry 
the Bucs to a five or six-win year but the rushing game may still 
be troubled if Wilder isn't backed up sufficiently. Tampa Bay 
puts aside its Murphy's Law season and steps up production.

Bill Walsh knows how the west is won. The “genius” has led 
the Niners to two division titles over the last three years. In fact, 
he should survive the Bum’s rush to make it three out of four. 
San Francisco is panning for the gold after falling just three 
points short of another trip to the Super Bowl. 

The Niners should take the division by going through Monta- 
na. Quarterback Joe Montana is one of the best in the sport 
and his primary aerial target Dwight Clark also ranks among 
the top performers at his wide receiver position. In gaining the 
division crown last year, San Francisco discovered a 
tremendous rushing tandem in Wendell Tyler and Roger 
Craig. The duo combined for the fourth most productive back- 
field in Niner history. 

San Francisco added several veterans on the defensive 
side. Louie Kelcher and Manu Tuiasosopo up front join line- 
backer Frank LeMaster as potential contributors. Walsh also 
welcomes top draft choice Todd Shell from BYU. These addi- 
tions offset the USFL signings of Willie Harper and Bobby 
Leopold. 

In New Orleans, the Saints know that they were one game 
away from their first winning season and playoff berth. Bum 
Phillips has done a remarkable job, especially on the defen- 
sive side, where New Orleans ranked among the league’s top 
units. The addition of a mobile quarterback in Richard Todd 
will help. George Rogers and Wayne Wilson form a solid 
backfield. Jeff Groth is an underrated receiver. The defense 
features linebacker Dennis Winston and Rickey Jackson. 
Look for the Saints to break through and contend for a playoff 
spot. 

The Rams made the playoffs as a wild card entry last year 
and then John Robinson's team upset the Dallas Cowboys 
before falling to the Washington Redskins. The key to the 
Ramshackling of opponents was Eric Dickerson, the star of 
the Pony Express at SMU who made a smooth transition te the 
pro ranks and earned all-pro honors as a rookie. Dickerson led 
the NFL in rushing and established numerous rookie records. 
Los Angeles also has a fine signal-caller in Vince Ferragamo, 
who was overshadowed by the rookie phenom. 

Robinson decided to use a 3-4 defensive alignment and it 
worked well last year. Jack Youngblood and Reggie Doss 
stood out up front while the linebacking contingent showed 
great improvement. Mel Owens and Jim Collins came through

after struggling early in their pro careers. The secondary has 
plenty of talent as Nolan Cromwell, Johnnie Johnson and now 
Gary Green, who was picked up from Kansas City on draft 
day, combine to form a stingy unit. 

Atlanta could not ask for more from quarterback Steve 
Bartkowski and running back William Andrews. Bartkowski set 
several team records while Andrews became the second play- 
er in NFL history to total over 2,000 yards of receiving and 
rushing combined (the other is O. J. Simpson). The Falcons 
also have two of the league's better offensive linemen in Mike 
Kenn and R. C. Theilemann. Atlanta has lacked the defensive 
prowess to contend for the division title, so Dan Henning and 
company used most of their draft choices on defensive stand- 
outs. Ricky Bryan should help cut immediately while Mike 
Pitts, the team’s top draft choice in 1983, improves with experi- 
ence.

Bill Walsh's team came within a field goal of returning the 
Super Bowl. There was plenty of controversy surrounding that 
loss as several questionable calls helped the Redskins win the 
NFC championship. Walsh is still upset about that contest. 

The NFC Western Division champions must regroup chal- 
lenge for a berth in the Super Bowl. After recording the third 
winningest season in the franchise's history (the 1981 World 
Champions won 16 games and the 1948 49’ers won 12), 
Walsh is looking for the kind of success which led to his being 
labeled a genius a few years back. 

The silver-haired coach has most of his offensive weapons 
returning while the defense is undergoing a facelift. In last 
year's NFC championship contest, Dwight Clark was on the 
sidelines instead of running routes and hauling in Joe Monta- 
na passes. If he had played, the Niners may have faced their 
former Bay Area rivals in Tampa.

DeBerg’s 3,652) and an incredible TD-INT ratio of 26-12. An 
interesting battle for the second-string job pits Matt Cava- 
naugh, Guy Benjamin and Bryan Clark, who sat out last sea- 
son with an injury, against each other. 

Clark was once again the top target with 70 receptions (fifth 
best in the NFC) worth 840 yards and eight touchdowns. 


San Francisco's offense was potent—they scored 30 or 
more points on seven occasions during the regular season, 
capturing all seven. The Niners ranked fourth in the NFL in 
total offense, five in passing and eighth in rushing. There was 
good balance as Walsh's squad threw for 4021 yards and 


rushed for 2257. 


Joe Montana had an incredible year, ranking in the top five 
among NFL quarterbacks in completion percentage, yards, 
touchdown passes and quarterback rating. The former Notre 
Damer was the third-ranked passer in the NFC behind Steve 
Bartkowski of Atlanta and Washington's Joe Theismann. He 
completed 332 of 515 attempts (team record-tying 64.5 per- 
cent) for 3910 yards, also a team record (breaking Steve

Freddie Solomon pulled in 31 aerials for 662 yards and four 
touchdowns as the other wide out. Mike Wilson started the 
NFC championship contest and caught 30 passes during the 
regular season. Renaldo Nehemiah pulled in 17 tosses and 
showed signs of improvement. Rookie Darius Durham is 
another noteworthy prospect. Tight end Russ Francis strug- 
gled once again despite finishing fourth on the team with 33 
receptions. Reserve Eamon Ramson was dealt away to the 
Broncos, leaving veteran Earl Cooper and second round draft 
choice John Frank to battle for the backup tight end position. 

While Montana and Clark received most of the ink, the 
backfield tandem of Wendell Tyler and Roger Craig came 
through in grand style. The duo formed the fourth best rushing 
tandem in the team's history, totaling 1,581 yards. Only Delvin 
Williams and Wilbur Jackson (1,995 yards in 1976), Ken Wil- 
lard and Vic Washington (1,666 yards in 1971) and J. D. Smith 
and Joe Perry (1,638 yards in 1959) were more effective on 
the ground. The Tyler-Craig combination also starred on the 
receiving end. Craig, a second-round draft choice, hauled in 
48 passes and scored four times via the air. Tyler, the ex-Ram 
retread pulled in 34 catches. Better known for his prowess on 
special teams, Bill Ring is a solid backup who ran for 254 
yards. 

Up front, the Niners have several all-pro candidates. Tackle 
Keith Fahnhorst and guard Randy Cross are the best of the 
contingent. Center Fred Quillan is vastly underrated while

tackle Bubba Parris and guard John Ayers handle the left side 
of the wall. Parris, a second round draft pick in 1982, earned 
his starting spot. Allen Kennedy and Jesse Sapolu are the 
backups while guard Guy Mcintyre, a third-round selection, 
could bolster the blocking corps. Mcintyre, a guard out of 
Georgia, helped open holes for Herschel Walker while starting 
for the Dawgs. Walt Downing was dealt away to San Diego 
shortly after the draft. 

San Francisco has another major offensive weapon in the 
toe of placekicker Ray Wersching. The veteran booter tied or 
set four Niner standards, including most points by a kick scorer 
with 126 (previous high was 114 by Gordy Soltau in 1953), 
most extra points with a perfect percentage at 51 (old mark 
was 44 by Tommy Davis in 1961), highest field goal percen- 
tage at 83.3, knotting his own mark, and highest extra point 
percentage. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Time for some changes. Nose tackle Pete Kugler left the 
Bay Area to get closer to home, joining the USFL’s Phi- 
ladelphia Stars. Linebacker Willie Harper, who spent a decade 
in the Niners uniform, and Bobby Leopold, who shared a 
Starting job, also went to the USFL, signing with the New 
Jersey Generals. 

San Francisco was able to pick up several veterans to fill in. 
Louie Keicher, a 10-year veteran who threatened to retire on 
several occasions last year, was kept in California when the 
Chargers dealt him to the Bay Area. The former Pro Bowl 
performer is well over 300 pounds now. Tackle Manu Tuiaso- 
sopo was knocked out of the lineup in Seattle and the Niners 
sent a draft pick to the Seahawks for the former UCLA stand- 
out. Frank LeMaster, who sat out last season with an injury, 
was acquired from the Eagles. John Harty returns to the line 
after sitting out with an injury. 

The Niners ranked 10th in overall defense and ninth against 
the rush. The pass defense was a bit disappointing consider- 
ing the talent in the secondary, ranking 15th. Fred Dean is the 
key up front. He returned to all-pro form as a designated pass 
rusher, recording an NFC-high 17% sacks. Dwaine Board 
added 13 sacks and 33 total stops as a starting end. The 
Niners totaled 57 sacks, tying for second in the NFL. Lawrence 
Pillers, Jim Stuckey, Jeff Stover and perhaps fifth-round 
choice Michael Carter out of SMU will also contend for a 
starting job in the 3-4 alignment. 

Jack Reynolds is one player who will not change. A fero- 
cious hitter throughout his career, “Hacksaw” decided to

come back for another season after contemplating retirement. 
He is a force inside while Riki Ellison complements him at the 
other inside slot. Keena Turner is slated to start at one outside 
post while the other assignment is up for grabs with LeMaster, 
Montgomery, Milt McColl, first round draft pick Todd Shell out 
of Brigham Young and Ron Ferrari among the contenders. 

When healthy, the San Francisco secondary is one of the 
best in the sport. Cornerback Ronnie Lott has been one of the 
top players in football since coming out of USC. Last year, the 
Pro Bowl starter totaled 108 tackles to lead the Niners while 
picking off four passes. Free safety Dwight Hicks, also a Pro 
Bowl performer, had 73 hits while Eric Wright at the other 
corner had 80 tackles and a team-high seven interceptions. 
Strong safety Carlton Williamson rounds out the quartet with 
Tom Holmoe, Tim Collier, ex-Eagle Richard Blackmore and 
Dana McLemore, who is known more for his special teams 
play, available in reserve. 
PREDICTION 

The Niners are the team to beat in the NFC West. There are 
enough quality replacements on the line and at linebacker. 
Montana is as good as anyone and the tandem of Craig and 
Tyler should produce big numbers again.

Bum Phillips had reached the playoffs as the coach of the 
Houston Oilers. He enjoyed the feeling that went with a win- 
ner. The New Orleans Saints hadn't made it to the postseason 
and the opportunity was there. All that was needed was a 
victory at home against Western Division rival Los Angeles. 

The Rams won, 26-24 ona Mike Lansford field goal with just 
six seconds left to play. Just six seconds separated the Saints 
from their first winning season and trip to the playoffs. This 
year, it shouldn't come down to the final game. 

“We were all disappointed that we didn't make the playoffs," 
admitted Phillips. “But we felt we accomplished some things 
that will help us get in the playoffs in the future. This young 
team learned how to come from behind and not give up in the 
tight games. Our team learned to play harder and learned how 
to get up for a game. We earned respect and we know that we 
can walk on the field and our opponents know that they have to 
play their hearts out to beat us.” 

The Saints have improved under Phillips since he came to 
New Orleans prior to the 1981 campaign. The ex-Oiler coach 
was rewarded with a three-year contract extension which was 
announced on the day of the draft. As the franchise's winning- 
est coach, he earned it. 

As for this season, New Orleans, the 23rd ranked offensive 
team in the NFL last season, has upgraded its lineup with the 
addition of quarterback Richard Todd from the New York Jets. 
A change of scenery closer to home should help the former 
Alabama standout. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Todd will help a Saint team which ranked 26th in the NFL in 
passing offense. Ken Stabler and Dave Wilson were ineffec- 
tive and only Baltimore and Pittsburgh had less yardage 
through the air. Todd completed 59.5 percent of his attempts 
with the Jets for 3478 yards. The key here is Todd's mobility

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compared to Stabler, who is approaching his 39th birthday. 
The Snake simply could not dodge onrushing defenders. 

The addition of Todd should also help the rushing attack 
which was a strong sixth in the league in 1983. A stronger 
aerial output will put less pressure on George Rogers. The 
former Heisman Trophy winner rushed for 1,144 yards on 256 
carries last year, marking the second time during his three- 
year professional career that he had broken the 1,000-yard 
barrier. As a rookie, Rogers gained 1,647 yards to earn the 
league rushing title and establish a record for productivity by a 
first-year performer, a mark eclipsed by Eric Dickerson last 
year. He is now second on the Saints all-time rushing list, just 
33 yards behind Chuck Muncie’s 3,386 yards. 

While Rogers gets plenty of ink, Wayne Wilson keeps work- 
ing hard gaining yardage. Wilson’was the team leader in 
all-purpose yardage with 1,218 yards. He gained 787 yards 
rushing on 199 carries and scored nine touchdowns on the 
ground, 178 yards receiving on 20 catches and 257 yards on 
10 kickoff returns. Hokie Gajan chipped in with 415 yards while 
sharing time at fullback. Jimmy Rogers and Cliff Austin join 
third-round draft choice Tyrone Anthony as candidates for 
reserve duty, 

New Orleans did have three players catch 40 or more 
passes, led by wide receiver Jeff Groth with 49 for 585 yards. 
Tight end Hoby Brenner and wide out Eugene Goodlow each 
snared 41 aerials. Reserve Lindsay Scott hasn't lived up to his 
first round expectations; he pulled down 24 passes last year 
but averaged under 12 yards per catch. Kenny Duckett led the 
Saints in average yards per catch with 19 grabs for 283 yards 
(14.9). Backup tight end John Tice pulled down seven balls 
during his rookie campaign. Larry Hardy missed several 
games with a leg injury.

The Saints have improved their offensive line the last two 
years via the draft. Starting right tackle Stan Brock was the 
team's first-round choice in 1980. Right-guard Louis Oubre 
was a bargain as a fifth-round selection in 1981. Brad Edel- 
man, a standout center at the University of Missouri, was 
tabbed in the second round of the 1982 draft and shifted to left 
guard. Last year’s second round choice, Steve Korte of Arkan- 
sas, saw action in a reserve role, Veteran John Hill, acquired 
from the New York Giants on waivers back in 1975, joins Dave 
Lafary (fifth round choice in 1977) as the other starters, though 
former all-pro Leon Gray could challenge Lafary. Experienced 
Jim Pietrzak and Kelvin Clark serve as backups. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

The Saints ranked second in the NFL in total defense and 
first in the NFC. Nobody had a better pass defense and that 
can be attributed to an underrated secondary, a solid pass 
rush and a linebacking contingent capable of limiting the dum- 
poff pass and short screens.” 

New Orleans set eight defensive team records in 1983. 
Included on that list were: Fewest yards allowed in one game, 
141 at Tampa Bay; Fewest net yards passing in one game, 16 
at New England; Fewest passes attempted and completed by 
opponent in one game, 10 (three completions) at New En- 
gland; Most quarterback sacks in one season, 56; Most yards 
lost by opposing passer, 437; Most passes intercepted in one 
game, four versus Dallas; and Most interception return yar- 
dage in one season, 412. 

Again, the draft and the major acquisition of linebacker 
Dennis “Dirt” Winston from the Pittsburgh Steelers have led to 
one of the best defenses in the league. Six starters from last 
year’s squad were acquired via the draft from 1979 to 1981. In 
addition, lineman Derland Moore, a fixture in Bayou country, 
was a second round choice back in 1973. 

Linebacker Jim Kovach, who led the team with 251 total 
tackles, including 113 unassisted as the team's captain, was a 
fourth-round draft pick back in 1979. Cornerback Dave Waym- 
er was tabbed in the second round of the 1980 draft. The 1981 
draft was the most productive as strong safety Russell Gary 
(2nd), linebacker Rickey Jackson of Pittsburgh, a Pro Bowl 
performer who led the team with 11 sacks in 1983 (2nd), 
cornerback Johnnie Poe (6th) and defensive end Jim Wilks 
(12th) maintained starting assignments. That was the year 
that the Saints added Rogers, Dave Wilson, Brenner, Oubre 
and Gajan to the offense. Reserve end Frank Warren and 
linebacker Glen Redd were also picked that year. A total of 11 
important players in one season—not bad. 


NEW ORLEANS RB GEORGE ROGERS 


New Orleans has also improved through trades and added 
depth in the ensuing drafts. Defensive backs Rodney Lewis 
and John Krimm, along with tackle Tony Elliott were selected 
in 1982. Bruce Clark’s right were acquired from Green Bay 
after the Penn Stater went to Canada. His return was a bles- 
sing. Linebacker Whitney Paul was picked up from Kansas 
City while Frank Wattelet was signed as a free agent in 1981. 
Greg Stemrick and Vernon Perry, former Oilers under Phillips, 
were signed last year and both could contribute in the future. 

With the past success, it shouldn't be surprising to note the 
1984 selections of defensive players with the first two picks. 
James Geathers of Wichita State, a mammoth 6-7, 263- 
pounder who played just two seasons of major college foot- 
ball, could challenge for a line berth while Terry Hoage of 
Georgia, an All- America player when healthy, could also see 
action. 

PREDICTION 

The Saints march to the playoffs is stymied. Bum’s boys fall 
short once again. New Orleans is a year away from making 
noise.

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LOS ANGELES RAMS 


Changes for the better helped the Rams. Los Angeles was 
14-27 (including a 2-7 record during the strike-shortened 1982 
campaign) over the three seasons prior to 1983. Some 
changes were made and they all worked out. John Robinson 
took over a team going down and got them to the playoffs and 
past the Dallas Cowboys before losing to NFC champion 
Washington, 

Considering all the different moves made by the Rams, it is 
hard to believe that progress made in such a short time. There 
were 18 new players on the roster after a dozen trades were 
completed. Robinson opted for a new offense and a new 
defense. The decision to use a 3-4 meant that Jack Young- 
blood had to get used to a change after many years. All-Pro 
free safety Nolan Cromwell was moved to strong safety. 


The biggest change of all was at running back, Eric Dicker- 
son was the second player chosen in the 1983 draft after an 
oustanding collegiate career at SMU. He went on to break 
several NFL records while leading the entire league in rushing 
with 1,808 yards, the sixth greatest rushing year in pro football 
history. 

What can the Rams do for an encore? Face reality. De- 
fenses will look for Dickerson all year long. Vince Ferragamo, 
who established a number of team passing marks, including 
most yards in one season with 3,276, cannot repeat that kind 
of aperformance. Other teams strengthened themselves con- 
siderably in the draft while the Rams didn’t have a pick until the

fifth-round, though they did acquired Gary Green from Kansas 
City. 

“| thought our approach to the 1983 season was on target,” 
claimed Robinson. “We got started down the right road. Now, | 
think we can bring everything we're doing into focus much 
better.” The Rams could have been 12-4 except for close 
losses to Philadelphia, the N. Y. Jets and Green Bay. On the 
other hand, Close wins against San Francisco, Chicago, 
Atlanta and New Orleans twice, including the dramatic regu- 
lar-season ending 26-24 contest which gave Los Angeles a 
playoff berth. 

OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Dickerson left, Dickerson right. Dickerson up the middle. 
The emergence of the former Pony Express star was the 
NFL's biggest story in 1983. The Rams traded for the second 


pick in the 1983 draft and came away with a star. Among his 


accomplishments was a league record number of carries 
(390). His 20 touchdowns established a Ram record. 

“One of the keys to our offensive philosophy was to estab- 
lish a running game,” admitted Robinson. “We established it 
around Eric. We gave him the ball and he responded. We 
knew about his great speed but he also showed that he's a 
tough runner.” Besides the tremendous rushing statistics, 
Dickerson pulled in 51 passes for 404 yards. Simply stated, 
Dickerson’s total offense of 2,212 yards accounted for over 40 
percent of the team's offense. Robinson may consider using a 
two-back offense more often with Barry Redden, a first-round 
draft pick in 1982, seeing more playing time. 

While Dickerson was the story, an overshadowed Ferraga- 
mo enjoyed a fine campaign. His 274 completions was also a 
club record. The one area where Ferragamo was a bit dis- 
appointing was TD-INT ratio, where he threw 22 scoring 
strikes versus 23 interceptions. The signal-caller’s success is 
more impressive when considering injuries hampered the re- 
ceiving corps. Jeff Kemp is the backup as Steve Fuller was 
dealt to Chicago just before the draft. 

The Rams will have Drew Hill back in the lineup to bolster 
the pass-catching contingent. Hill suffered a back injury in 
training camp and sat out the entire 1983 campaign. His 
absence put added pressure on veterans Preston Dennard

(33 receptions for 465 yards, five touchdowns) and George 
Farmer (40 catches, 556 yards, five touchdowns). A pair of 
1983 draft picks, Henry Ellard, a second round choice, and 
Otis Grant, a fifth round selection, contributed 28 receptions 
for 489 yards. Dennard and Ellard both missed time last year 
due to injuries. Gordon Jones, a talented reserve out of the 
University of Pittsburgh, was out of the lineup for the final five 
contests in 1983. David Hill and Mike Barber are fine veterans 
at tight end or U-back. Barber set a Ram record for receptions 
by a tight end with 55. 

Los Angeles has one of the best offensive lines in the game. 
Both guards Dennis Harrah and Kent Hill have played in the 
Pro Bowl on three different occasions. Tackle Jackie Slater 
made it for the first time last season. Center Doug Smith is a 
seasoned veteran while Joe Shearin is an adequate backup. 
Irv Pankey is back after sitting out last season with an achilles 
heel injury. The former Penn Stater will battle Bill Bain for the 
starting tackle job opposite Slater. Veteran Russ Bolinger, 
acquired last year from the Detroit Lions, provides supportina 
reserve role. 

DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Going to the 3-4 defense helped the Rams improve their 
rush defense tremendously. The sixth-best rushing defense in 
the league, the Rams yielded 111.3 yards per game. They 
held opponents to just 3.6 yards per carry, second best in the 
NFC. Up front, Jack Youngblood and Reggie Doss started 
every game at the ends. Youngblood, entering his 14th sea- 
son, led the Rams in sacks with 10% while Doss, who totaled 
five sacks, led linemen in tackles with 66. Greg Meisner and 
Charles DeJurnett split time at nose tackle. Veteran Gary 
Jeter played well in a relief role, picking up 62 sacks. The pass 
rush was not up to par, recording just 33 sacks, next to last in 
the NFC. That was one reason Los Angeles ranked 22nd in 
the NFL in pass defense. 

The acquisition of Green will help the secondary 
tremendously. Green has been a legitimate all-pro corner- 
back. Put him in the lineup with Cromwell, who adjusted well to 
the position switch, and Johnnie Johnson, who moved into the 
free safety slot and picked off four passes, and you're talking 
about three of the best in the game. LeRoy Irvin started 13 
games before going down with an injury; he should start at the 
other corner. Unfortunately, Kirk Collins, who picked off five 
passes in four games before being sidelined with a groin 
injury, passed away during the off-season, a victim of cancer. 
Eric Harris, a teammate of Green’s in Kansas City, could also 
challenge for playing time. Safeties Vince Newsome and Ivory 
Sully are skilled backups. 


LA RAMS COACH JOHN ROBINSON 


By the conclusion of the 1983 campaign, the Rams had a 
solid linebacking corps which included veterans George 
Andrews, Carl Ekern, Jim Collins and Mel Owens. It took some 
time to get used to the 3-4, but the quartet jelled down the 
stretch. Ekern led the Rams with 130 total tackles while Collins 
was second with 114. Owens added 82 hits while Andrews 
tallied 77. Owens, a surprising first round draft selection three 
years ago, started for the first time in his career and responded 
well to the challenge. Veterans David Lewis and Eric Williams 
have plenty of seasoning while last year's second round pick, 
Mike Wilcher of North Carolina and Mark Jerue have the tools 
to perform when called upon. 

PREDICTION 

Robinson will have a hard time reaching the playoffs again. 
Nobody will take the Rams lightly and Dickerson will find the 
second year a lot tougher. This division is getting better and all 
three NFC West foes improved considerably through the draft.

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ATLANTA FALCONS 


Steve Bartkowski and William Andrews could only do so 
much. Leeman Bennett, the only winning coach in the history 
of the Falcons, must have wondered if he couldn't have had 
more success. Dan Henning’s first year at the helm was a bit 
disappointing. 

The Falcons were out of the playoff picture 11 games into 
the season. A 2-5 start didn't help matters. Still, Henning found 
a silver lining in a cloudy sky. “If there was one thing | would 
like to single out about the 1983 team, it was a refusal to give 
up. Our first five losses were by a total of only 19 points but 
nobody became discouraged. Twice we rallied from 21-0 de- 
ficits for victories. Even when the last game of the year had no 
real significance, we played one of our best and hardest 
games.” 

Over the years, the Atlanta franchise has been erratic. In the 
18-year history of the team, the Falcons have enjoyed just five 
winning seasons, including the strike-shortened 5-4 1982 
campaign which led to Bennett's demise. In 1980, they were 
12-4 and a three-point loss to Dallas in the playoffs was 
heartbreaking. Since then, nothing but disappointment. That 
1982 season was tragic as the Falcons close with three 
straight bad setbacks, including a playoff defeat at the hands 
of the Vikings. 

Then again, what did you expect from a team which hasn't 
had a good defense since the Gritz Blitz fell apart. 
OFFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Both Bartkowski and Andrews could sue the rest of the team 
for lack of support. “It would be difficult to play quarterback 
better than Steve Bartkowski did in 1983,” admitted Henning, 
“As for William Andrews, it would be difficult to play the game 
of football and better than he did.” Based on those quotes, it

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will be hard for the talented duo to find as much success. That 
could mean the Falcons are in serious trouble. 

The former number one draft pick out of California has his 
finest season, leading the entire league in passing effiency 
with a rating of 97.6, His TD-INT ratio was an amazing 22-5 
and his interception ratio of 1.15 was second best in NFL 
history. Other Falcon records set by Bartkowski included most 
consecutive passes without an interception (197), best com- 
pletion percentage in a game (82.6) and career standards for 
pass attempts (2,949), completions (1,620), yards passing 
(20,572) and touchdown tosses (138). At 31, Bartkowski still 
has a few good years left. The Falcons drafted Duke's Ben 
Bennett in the sixth round in hopes of having the Blue Devil 
signal-caller as the heir apparent. That didn’t work out as 
Bennett signed with the USFL's Jacksonville Bulls. 

Andrews, second in the league in rushing behind Los 
Angeles star Eric Dickerson, became only the second player 
in NFL history to gain more than 2,000 yards worth of com- 
bined rushing and receiving. He gained 2,176 yards on 1,567 
rushing and 609 receiving, the second greatest total behind O, 
J. Simpson, who is the only other man to accomplish the feat 
twice. The former Auburn star is now among theAop 25 NFL 
rushers of all time. He surpassed the 100-yard running mark 
seven times in 1983 while catching 59 aerials in Henning’s 
one-back offense. Gerald Riggs did an adequate job in a

reserve role, gaining 437 yards while catching 17 passes. 

The success of Bartkowski also led to a revival by Billy 
“White Shoes” Johnson and the finding of Stacey Bailey. 
Johnson, who had a club record 489 yards of punt returns, 
also led Atlanta with 64 receptions for 709 yards and four 
touchdowns. Bailey replaced the injured Alfred Jenkins during 
the fifth game and responded with three consecutive 100-yard 
receiving performances while finishing the campaign as the 
team’s third-leading pass-catcher with 55 grabs for 881 yards 
and a team-high six scores. Jenkins, Alfred Jackson and Floyd 
Hodge should also contribute. Jackson sustained a shoulder 
injury after catching 13 passes last season. Junior Miller did 
not perform like a first-round pick, catching just 16 passes out 
of the h-back formation. Bo Robinson, who failed with the 
Lions, actually moved ahead of Miller in the lineup while rookie 
Arthur Cox also saw time at tight end. Miller, who caught 46 
and 32 passes during his first two years, totaled just 36 recep- 
tions over the past two seasons. 

Up front, the duo of Mike Kenn at left tackle and R. C. 
Theilemann at left guard are as good a blocking tandem as 
anyone in the NFL. Both were selected to the Pro Bowl again 
last year. Jeff Van Note at 38 was supposed to give way to 
John Scully until the ex-Notre Damer moved over to right 
guard. Warren Bryant starts at the other tackle position. The 
Falcons do not have quality depth on the line and injuries could 
prove devastating. 


DEFENSIVE OUTLOOK 

Oh have the Falcons suffered here. Atlanta ranked 25th in 
the NFL in overall defense, 22nd against the rush and 20th 
versus the pass. Yielding 389 points did not help either. Oppo- 
nents averaged over 360 yards per contest. Aware of the 
deficiency, the team has attempted to build through the draft. 
In 1980, the Falcons used a second round pick to obtain 
linebacker Buddy Curry. Four of the next five choices were 
spent on defensive performers with fifth-round choice Kenny 
Johnson starting at cornerback. 

In 1981, the first three draft choices were used on defensive 
players. Cornerback Bobby Butler was the first choice, fol- 
lowed by Lyman White, who was let go after an injury-filled 
stint, and Scott Woerner, whose release was a big mistake. 
Woerner is shining with the USFL’s Philadelphia Stars. The 
1982 draft produced six defensive picks, including second- 
round bust Doug Rogers of Stanford. 

The defensive drafting intentions have intensified over the 
past two selection meetings. The 1983 picks included five 
players who made the roster, four as starters. Top pick Mike

as a free agent. 

Atlanta went for defense again in the 1984 draft, opting for 
three Oklahoma players in a row en route to five consecutive 
defensive choices. Ricky Bryan is a likely starter in place of 
veteran Jeff Yeates. Defensive back Scott Case, the team's 
second-round selection. could challenge Tom Pridemore fora 
starting job. Linebacker Thomas Benson could also contend 
for a berth while Rodney McSwain and Rydell Malancon also 
have the potential to fight for spots on the team. 

Injuries took their toll last season. Tackle Mike Zele, who will 
have to fight to regain a spot in the lineup, was out for 12 
games while linebacker Al Richardson missed 11. Linebacker 
Fulton Kuykendall and tackle Don Smith also missed action 
and played hurt. 

PREDICTION 

By Henning's own admission, it will be almost impossible for 
Bartkowski and Andrews to duplicate the accomplishments of 
a year ago. The Falcons are starting to get together the 
defensive talentneeded to reach respectability. The division is 
too tough and another visit to the basement can be expected.

RECEIVING 


ver since the conclusion of the 1975 National Football 
League season eight years ago, Charley Taylor of the 
Washington Redskins has reigned as the all-time leader in 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame's Top Twenty receiving dis- 
play. Ranking No. 2 and No. 3 behind Taylor each season since then 
have been Don Maynard, who played primarily with the New York 
Jets, and the Baltimore Colts’ Raymond Berry, respectively. 

Now for the first time since 1975, the Taylor-Maynard-Berry triumvi- 
rate faces a serious challenger who will vault past all three into the 
lifetime leadership if he can simply duplicate his excellent 1983 cam- 
paign in the coming 1984 NFL schedule. That challenger is Charlie 
Joiner of the San Diego Chargers, whose 65 catches in.1983 prop- 
elled him all the way from the ninth position to No. 4. Joiner now has 
596 receptions and no longeris Taylor's record total of 649 receptions 
out of reasonable reach. The positions of Maynard with 633 catches 
and Berry with 631 grabs are even more vulnerable to the streaking 
Joiner. 

Joiner's climb toward the top, while by no means the only movement 
on the receiving ladder, was the most significant development on the 
Hall's receiving ranking display in 1983. The Top Twenty display is a 
popular and attractive exhibition which lists in order the leading life- 
time receivers, passers, scorers and rushers. Located in a four-sided, 
eight-foot high, translited pylon, the rankings are changed each week 
during every season. The Hall's rankings differ from all other similar 
listings in that statistics from all major pro football leagues, including

the All-America Football Conference, are included. No receiver in the 
current Top Twenty, however, ever played in the AAFC. 


For the past two or three seasons, Harold Carmichael of the Phi- 
ladelphia Eagles seemed to be the most likely challenger for the No. 1 
spot. However, Carmichael added only 38 catches to his 558- 
reception total in 1983 and he now stands in a fifth-place tie with the 
retired Fred Biletnikoff of the Oakland Raiders with 589 receptions. 
Carmichael, who has played two fewer seasons than Joiner, still could 
threaten Taylor, Maynard and Berry but he now also has a fourth 
hurdle -- Joiner -- to negotiate. 


Harold Jackson, who had no receptions at all in 1982, started the 
1983 campaign as the leading active receiver with 571 receptions and 
a fifth-place ranking. However, the Seattle Seahawks receiver had 
only eight catches in 1983 and he fell to seventh place. 


Among the second ten, three new faces emerged in 1983, They 
were Drew Pearson of the Dallas Cowboys, Cliff Branch of the Los 
Angeles Raiders and Steve Largent of the Seattle Seahawks. Pear- 
son jumped from off the list all the way to the No. 14 spot. The Dallas 
receiver was six receptions shy of the No. 20 spot to start the season 
but hit that plateau with seven catches the second game of the 
season. With 489 career catches, he has moved just ahead of the 
immortal Hall of Famer from Green Bay, Don Hutson, who had 488 
catches at a time when most ends considered a 150-reception career 
outstanding.

RUSHING 


or the first time since the Pro Football Hall of Fame created 
its attention-getting Top Twenty display in 1969, Jim 
Brown's firm hold as the lifetime leading rusher is in serious 
jeopardy. 

Franco Harris of the Pittsburgh Steelers and Walter Payton of the 
Chicago Bears both edged nearer to the coveted No. 1 position with 
1000-plus yard seasons in 1983 and anything resembling a repeat 
performance by either Harris or Payton in 1984 will push one or both of 
them ahead of the mark established 18 years ago by the fabled 
fullback from the Cleveland Browns. Harris, with 11,950 yards gained 
in 12 campaigns, is just 362 yards shy of the 12,312-yard plateau 
occupied by Brown. This has been considered one of pro football's 
most unbreakable standards. Payton, who accumulated 1,421 yards 
in 1983, upped his total to 11,625 yards in just nine years. Both Harris, 
who gained 1,007 yards in 1983, and Payton moved ahead of O, J. 
Simpson into second and third place, respectively in the Hall's rushing 
rankings. 

The Top Twenty display features career statistical listings of the 
lifetime leaders in scoring, rushing, receiving, and forward passing 
which are changed every week during each season. Contained in a 
four-sided, eight-foot high, translited pylon, the popular display differs 
from all other similar rankings in that statistics from the All-America 
Football Conference are also included along with records from the 
American and National Football Leagues. 

If Brown should follow through on his promise to consider a com-

eback if Harris or Payton broke his record, the situation could change 
in another year. However, Brown's current marks compiled in a nine- 
season career easily bear out the popular contention that he was a 
ballcarrier without equal in pro football history. His 1,368-yard average 
per season is much better than any of his closest challengers and, 
among the Top Twenty rushers, his 5.2-yard average per carry is the 
best. No one comes close to his 106 touchdowns rushing. 

Riggins enjoyed another successful campaign in 1983 and his 
1,347 yards gained upped his career total to 9,436 yards and the No. 6 
spot ahead of Jim Taylor. When NFL play only is counted, Riggins also 
moves ahead of Joe Perry into fifth position. Perry gained 9,723 yards 
in 16 pro seasons but, without his 1,345 yards gained in two AAFC 
seasons, Perry would be behind both Riggins and Taylor. 

The Texas duo—Tony Dorsett of the Dallas Cowboys and Earl 
Campbell of the Houston Oilers—each moved two places up the 
ladder in 1983. Dorsett is now in eighth place with 8,336 yards gained 
in seven seasons while Campbell is just 40 yards behind with 8,296 
yards in one less campaign. Both Dorsett and Campbell passed Larry 
Csonka (8,081 yards) and Leroy Kelly (7,274 yards) during the 1983 
season. Campbell, in his six seasons, has compiled the top average of 
1,383 yards per campaign. Mark van Eeghen was the sixth active 
player among the Top Twenty rushers at the start of the season. Van 
Eeghen, a workhorse in short-yardage situations for the New England 
Patriots, plowed for 358 yards in 1983 but wound up tied in the 13th 
spot with newcomer Chuck Muncie of the San Diego Chargers.

SCORING 


n sharp contrast to the feverish position changing in the 
rushing, receiving and forward passing sections of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame’s attention-getting Top Twenty dis- 
play, there was very little activity among the top twenty 

scorers during the 1983 season. 

At the start of the season, there were only two active players on the 
elite list—Jan Stenerud of the Green Bay Packers and Mark Moseley 
of the Washington Redskins. By the end of the 1983 campaign, both 
Stenerud and Moseley had used excellent seasons to jump higher on 
the Top Twenty list but nothing else had changed—the list contained 
just two active players and there had been no viable challengers on 
the horizon at any time during the year. 

The Top Twenty display, which features ever-changing rankings of 
history's top statistical leaders in four primary categories, is contained 
in an eight-foot high, four-sided, translited pylon and has proven to be 
one of the most popular exhibitions in the 51,000-square-foot pro 
gridiron pantheon. The rankings are changed weekly during every 
football season and differ from other similar listings in that figures from 
all major pro leagues, including the All-America Football Conference, 
are included. Of the current top twenty scorers, only Lou Groza of the 
Cleveland Browns, had AAFC experience. Groza, who scored 1608 
points in his 21-year career in Cleveland, tallied 1349 points in NFL- 
only competition. He now ranks second in the Hall's display, but 
without his 259 points from four years of AAFC play, he would place 
No. 7. 

Stenerud started his 17th NFL campaign as the No. 4 lifetime scorer 


with 1408 points and then added 115 points in 1983 to wind up with 
1523 points and a No. 3 ranking behind only George Blanda and 
Groza. Blanda had 2002 points in his 26-year NFL-AFL career and his 
mark would appear safe for the foreseeable future. Even with his 
AAFC statistics included, however, Groza could fall behind Stenerud 
in the 1984 season if the Norwegian side-winder can come close to his 
1983 production. Stenerud, who originally attended Montana State as 
a skier, kicked for the Kansas City Chiefs for 13 seasons between 
1967 and 1979 and finished his fourth campaign in Green Bay this 
past year. 

One of a “dying breed” as aconventional, straight-ahead placekick- 
er, Moseley did not quite match the brilliance of his 1982 campaign 
when he set a new all-time record for field goal accuracy with a 95,2 
percentage by hitting 20 of 21 attempts and also finishing a string of 23 
straight successful field goals that began in 1981. But he did lead all 
NFL scorers with 161 points in a full 16-game season and, in the 
process, jumped all the way from No. 13 on the Top Twenty chart to 
eighth place. Moseley now has 1104 points in 13 years and should be 
in a position to move up one more notch to No. 7 early in the 1984 
campaign. Gino Cappelletti, the all-time leading American Football 
League scorer with 1130 points, holds that position at the present 
time. 

As with most scoring leadership tables, kickers dominate the stand- 
ings. However, among the current top twenty, there are four players 
who also used the touchdown route to climb high into the all-time 
rankings.

PASSING 


ver since the National Football League adopted its current 
F system for statistically rating forward passers, one thing 
was certain in the Pro Football Hall of Fame’s popular Top 
Twenty display — Otto Graham, with his 86.8 career point 
score, would be atop the forward passing section of the exhibition. 

There was always a certain footnote necessary in explaining Gra- 
ham’'s leadership, however, for the great Cleveland quarterback who 
led the Browns to divisional or league championships each of the 10 
years he played enjoyed his most productive years in the All-America 
Football Conference. Among lifetime statistical rankings, only the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, in its Top Twenty rankings of forward passers, 
rushers, receivers and scorers, recognizes figures from the AAFC. 
Without his AAFC play, Graham still owns an excellent 78.1 mark, but 
not high enough to be the lifetime leader. 

However, that all became unimportant during the 1983 season 
when the Hall's Top Twenty passing rankings were “invaded”, not at 
the No. 20 spot as is most often the case, but at the very top when Joe 
Montana of the San Francisco 49ers attempted his 1500th NFL pass 
against the Atlanta Falcons on November 20 and thus became his- 
tory's top-ranked passer. The former Notre Dame star, in only his fifth 
pro season, hit the top with a career 89.9 point score and this superior 
mark not only topped all NFL-only career marks but heretofore “im- 
mune” record of Graham's as well. 

If the precedent established in the last decade prevails, however, 
Montana's lofty perch may not be a permanent one. Since the current 
rating system was adopted in 1973, no fewer than five super-sharp 


passers held the NFL's career mark through at least one off-season, 
only to fall victim to another passer's surge or to see their own marks 
diminish. ” 


Len Dawson of the Kansas City Chiefs topped the NFL rankings 
with an 83.9 mark after the 1972 season. Within two years, Dawson's 
mark had slipped slightly and Sonny Jurgensen of the Washington 
Redskins grabbed the No. 1 spot with an 82.8 rating after his final 1974 
campaign. Two years later, it was Ken Anderson of the Cincinnati 
Bengals who passed the 1500-attempt plateau and checked in with an 
excellent 84.2 point score. 


But Anderson's “reign” lasted just one year before Ken Stabler of 
the Oakland Raiders became eligible for the career leadership and 
wound up the 1977 campaign with.an 83.6 career mark. When the 
point ratings of both Stabler and Anderson slipped in 1978, the retired 
Jurgensen jumped back ahead for a year but, in 1979, Roger 
Staubach of the Dallas Cowboys moved into first-place among the 
NFL career passers and he stayed there until the 10th week of the 
1983 season when another Cowboy, Danny White, became eligible 
for the career rankings and his 84.8 score placed him ahead of 
Staubach but still a full two points behind Graham. Just two weeks 
later, Montana made White's tenure at the top the shortest on record. 


There were other significant developments among the Top Twenty 
passers in 1983, however. Anderson, still in the running for the even- 
tual permanent No. 1 position, increased his career point score from 
81,7 to 82.1 but fell two places in the standings to the seventh position,

NFL Rule Changes 


The NFL owners took away Mark 
Gastineau’s dance card for the 1984 
season and told the “Fun Bunch” to 
keep their celebrations to themselves 
next year. 

NFL owners banned all forms of taunt- 
ing for next year, and that signals the 
end to the celebrated sack dances by 
Gastineau, the Jets’ All-Pro defensive 
end. It also means you won't be seeing 
Charlie Brown and the rest of the Red- 
skins’ receivers performing their leaping 
“high-five’’ exhibitions after touch- 
downs. 

In another decision, the league next 
season will research the feasibility of 
using instant replays to override calls by 
Officials. 

The new rule on taunting passed with 
only two dissenting votes and Jets 
coach Joe Walton said he was in favor of 
it even though it would prohibit Gas- 
tineau from jumping around. 

The new rule prohibits “antics such as 
unrestrained dances, wild flailing of 
arms and legs, simulated dice games, 
high-five circles in the end zone, imita- 
tions of gun fighters and similar behavior 
deemed to be contrived exhibitionism 
that has no place in the sport.” 

The penalty will be five yards. 

Only the player who scores a touch- 
down is allowed to spike the ball so a 
running back can no longer hand it off to 
a teammate for a spike. The new rule 
said that “unrehearsed leaping hand 
slaps after a good play are perfectly 
acceptable and well within the bounds of 
good sportsmanship, provided they do 
not carry a clear intent to embarrass or 
deride an opponent.” 

Although the owners at their league 
meeting voted down a proposal to use 
instant replays immediately, they in- 


structed the league office to study the 
proposal next season. The NFL will 
have various officials monitor TV re- 
plays in a press box during several 
games to determine if network replay 
could be used to override a call. 

Washington coach Joe Gibbs prop- 
osed the league begin using instant re- 
play. 

“| feel like our game right now is being 
hurt by what's happening on TV. If they 
get a wrong call, they come back to it 
over and over again and say, look, they 
blew this one,” Gibbs said. 


The league last conducted an instant 
replay experiment during the 1978 ex- 
hibition season and made a report at the 
1979 meetings that it was not feasible. 
But the Gibbs proposal is slightly diffe- 
rent than the last study five years ago. 


Instead of adding more cameras and 
having a press box observer look at 
several replay angles, Gibbs wants the 
press box observer simply to watch what 
the fans are seeing at home. He figures 
the league should be willing to change 
bad calls when the replays have shown 
the fans at home the officials made the 
wrong call. 

The league also passed the following 
rule changes: linebackers can wear 
jersey numerals in the 90s; the referee 
will now start the clock five seconds after 
a quarterback sack only in the last two 
minutes of a half rather than throughout 
the entire game; a defender cannot take 
a running start from behind the line of 
scrimmage in an attempt to block a field 
goal or extra point; a kicker will be penal- 
ized if he fakes being roughed by a de- 
fensive player; and a player can now be 
sent out of the game for one play for not 
wearing his stockings properly.
